Al^AfBHS^^  i*tfr/  9f  my  Hiftory  of  our  own  Country. 
*^  SA  ff^^  I  had  left  my  laborious  Employment 
J^S.  I  •«*▼  tf/ /^^  College,  and  began  to  enjoy  a  little 
Leifure^  I  could  not  think  myfelf  wholly  dif- 
charged  from  the  Service  of  the  Publick. 
As  therefore  my  late  Uncle^  Sir  John  Ran- 
dolph, had  purpofed  to  write  a  Preface  to  our  Laws,  and 
therein  to  give  an  Hifiorical  Account  of  our  Conjlitution  and 
Gotfemrnent^  but  was  prevented  from  profecuting  it  to  Effe5l^ 
ky  bis  many  and  weighty  Publick  Employments^  and  by  the 
vafi  Burthen  $f  private  Bufinefs  from  his  Client s^  I  thought 
the  Hijlory  ^/v  irginia  would  be  no  mean  or  unacceptable  Un- 
dertakings PorfuchalVork^  well  performed^  mujl  naturally 
he  a  great  SatisfaStiony  and  even  Ornament^  to  our  Country. 
Befides  which j  I  was  farther  induced  byjome  other  Reafons. 
It  is  now  an  hundred  and  forty  Tears j  Jsnce  the  firfl  Difco- 
very  and  Settlement  of  Virginia  ;  and  as  many  ujeful  Papers 
mid  Ricordsy  relating  to  our  Hiftory^  may  probably  be  found 
at  prefent^  which  will  pirhaps  be  lofi  hereafter y  I  conceived 
it  high  timcy  that  fomething  material  Jhould  be  attempted  in  it. 
For  Jneednot  fay^  how  empty  and  unfatisfaSfory  every  things 
yet  publijhed  upon  the  Subje^^  is  ;  excepting  the  excellent  but 
fonfufed  Materials^  left  us  in  Captain  omidi'j  Hijiory. 

Jfpeak  not  this  with  the  Pride  and  Malevolence  of  an  Au-- 
thorf  that  would  raije  his  own  Reputation  by  depreciating  his 
Brother  fFriters ;  out  it  is  a  Cenfure  moft  yujlly  dm  to  thofe^ 
who  have  yet  meddUd  with  our  Hiftory^  and  which  /,  for 
my  9wn  Party  owe  them,  for  the  rexation  and  Difappoint* 
ment  I  nut  withy  in  reading  their  ff^orks.  And  I  can  far^ 
tbef  declare  with  great  Truthy  that  bad  any  thing  of  Confc" 
fuence  iten  done  in  our  Hiflorjy  I  could  moji  willingly  have 
/(tVtd  myfelf  tk^  Trouble^  •/  conning  ovtr  9Ur  old  mujly  Re^ 
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€ords<i  and  of  Jiudylng^  confuting,  and  nconciltng  the  jar" 
ring  and  disjointed  IVritings  and  Relations  of  di^trent  Men 
and  different  Parties.  However^  I  was  forry  to  fee  all  our 
Hopes  at  an  End  by  the  Death  of  Sir  John  Randolph  ;  and 
was  unwilling  the  Defign  Jhould  he  entirely  abandoned^  and 
that  our  Hijiory  Jhould  flill  remain  in  its  old  Confujion  and 
Uncertainty,  I  had  a(/Oy  hy  my  Intimacy  with  that  Otntk" 
inaKy  had  the  Sight  and  Perufal  of  many  excellent  Materials 
in  his  Hands ;  and  thought,,  i  could  not  handfomely  he  denied 
the  life  of  any  thing  elfe  to  my  Purpofe^  either  in  our  publick 
Offices^  or  the  Poffcfnan  of  private  Gentlemen, 

I  may  further  addy  that  I  at  prcfent  enjoy  a  perfeSi  Lei-- 
fure  and  Retirement ^  and  am  not  burthened  with  any  publick 
Pojl  or  Office.  So  thatfuch  a  Work  will  be  a  noble  and  ele- 
gant Entertainment  for  my  vacant  Hoursy  lahich  it  is  not  in 
fny  Power  to  employ^  more  to  my  own  Satisfa6iiony  or  the 
life  and  Benefit  of  my  Country, 

A  S  to  my  Helps  in  carrying  tin  this  Worky  beftdes  Dc  BrycV 
Edition  ^Hariot'j  Treatife  and  WithV  Cuts  and  MapSy  and 
bcfidcs  cafual  Ajftjlances  from  fuch  Parts  of  Purchas,  as  I 
could  procurcy  from  Dr,  rleylen,  and  other  things  in  Printy 
the  inquifttive  Reader  will  eaftly  percitvcy  how  much  of  this 
Foiunie  is  founded  on  Captain  Smith'/  Materials.  Tbey  are 
large  and  gcody  and  of  unquejiionable  Authorityy  for  what  is 
rclatedy  whiljl  he  Jiaid  in  the  Country,  But  they  are  hou^ 
every  as  I  before  obfervedy  vajlly  confufed  and  perplexedy  and 
took  me  more  Labour  and  Pains  todigejl  themy  than  I  at  firjl 
expected,  Tl)e  latter  Part  of  his  HiJiory  alfoy  efpccially  from 
Captain  Argall'/  Govemmenty  is  liable  to  fomejujl  Sufpicion^ 
Not  that  I  quejlion  Captain  Smith'/  Integrity ;  for  I  take 
him.  to  have  been  a  very  honefi  Many  and  a  ftrenuous  Lover 
of  Truths  But  being  himfelf  abfent  in  thofe  timet  uton  otbeK 
Proje£lSy  and  having  an  Acquaintamo  and  Friendjoif  witl( 
Sir  Thomas  Smith  and  Qaptain  Ar^l,  he  feems  cUefly  t$ 
have  depended  upon  them  and  their  Friends  for  his  Account 
cf  things.  And  particularfyy  his  Account  ofUattain  Aral's 
Gcverntnent  is  exprefly  taken  from  himfelfy  and  from  a  Rela^ 
tion  of  Mr.  Rolfe'x.  beftdes  whi  A,  //  is  evident  that  his 
Mind  was  fonuwhat  eager cd  by  the  Negle^s  Jhewn  himy  and 
py  the  Refyfal  of  fome  jujl  Reward  for  his  many  and  greaf 
Services,  So  that  he  does  not  feem  much  inclined^  to  think  well 
of  the  Comfany  or  their  Proceedings.  And  fuch  Prejudices 
and  Partialities  dofilently  and  in^erceptibly  fiide  into  the  befi 
and  hoiujlcjl  Minds ;  and  ought  therefore  to  be  carefmj 
wrAched  and  yarded  againjl  by  all  Aieny  but  ejhcciaUy  bj 
Hijlorians.  out  from  whatever  CaufeAt  proceeded^  it  is  cer^ 
iamy  that  he  gave  a  very  wrong  Idea  of  Captain  ArgaU  and^ 
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Us  GsvimnuHty  and  cf  the  Reafom  of  the  DiJJhltttion  of  tht 
Company ^  in  which  be  has  been  implicitely  foUowed  by  all  our 
fucceeding  Hijlorians.  And  I  would  not  have  the  Reader  fur^ 
frifed  to  find  my  Account  of  thofe  Particulars^  fo  very  dif^ 
ftrent  from  all  others^  yet  in  Print.  For  I  affure  him^  thert 
is  not  one  Article^  fcarce  a  Word^  in  my  Relation^  which  is 
tfot  founded  on  the  exprefs  Tefiimony^  and  the  inconteflibU 
Authority  J  of  our  Records  in  the  Capitol^  and  the  Company^ 
Journals* 

FOR  befides  tbefe  printed  Accounts^  I  have  had  the  great  eft 
snd  m^  confiderable  Afftftances  from  authentick  Manufcripts* 
Sir  John  Rawdolph'j  CoUeSfion  of  publick  Pafersy  and  the 
Capitol  Recordsy  have  been  of  no  little  JJfe  to  Tne^  and  wUl  be 
Jliu  of  greater  Service  and  Confequence  in  the  Profecution  of 
th^  fvork*  But  I  muji  confefs  myfelf  moft  endcbtedy  in  this 
Part  of  my  Hiftoryy  to  a  vsry  full  and  fair  Manufcript  of 
the  London  Company  s  Records^  which  was  communicated  to 
me  by  the  late  worthy  Prefident  of  our  Council^  the  Honour a^ 
hie  William  Byrd,  Efq\  Neither  could  I  well  excufe  myfelf y 
if  I  did  not  likewife  acknowledge^  with  what  Humanity  and 
rolitenefsy  that  well  bred  Geniknuxn  and  Scholar^  not  only 
eommunicatcd  thofe  Manufcripts  to  me^  but  alfo  threw  open  his 
Library  (the  beft  and  moft  copious  Collection  of  Books  in  our 
Part  of  Amcr'icix)  and  was  himfclf  even  ftudtous  ardfdUci^ 
tousy  to  fearch  out  and  give  me ^  whatever  might  beufefulto 
my  Undertaking, 

AS  thife  Records  are  a  very  curious  and  vnluahle  Piece  of 
the  Antiquities  of  our  Country^  I  flmll  give  the  Reader  an 
Account  ofthcmy  which  I  received^  tnany  Tears  agOy  in  Con- 
verfation  with  CcL  Byrd  and  Sir  John  Randolph.  /  had 
then  no  Thoughts  of  writing  the  Hiftory  of  Virginia,  and 
therefore  took  lefs  Notice ^  than  I  otherwife  Jhouldhave  done. 
However^  as  t  am  perhaps  the  only  Perfon  now  livings  any 
thing  acquainted  with  their  Hiftory^  it  will  not  be  improper 
to  give  it  to  the  Reader^  as  I  judge  it  highly  worthy  of  hif 
Knowledge. 

-TH^E  S  E  Records  are  a  Journal  of  the  Company's  Pre^ 
eeedings,  from  Day  to  Day ;  and  are  written  in  two  large 
Folio  Volumes^  on  a  Kind  cf  Elephant  Paper ^  generally  in  a 
peryfair  and  legible  Hand,  Each  Page  isfubjcribed  by  Ed- 
ward CoUingwood,  the  Company's  Secretary^  thus\  Com. 
Collingwood,  which  isj  as  J  take  it^  Compared,  Colling- 
wood.  Beftdes  wbich^  there  is  a  Teftif  cation  at  the  End  of 
each  Volume.  At  the  End  of  the  frft^  sender  the  Hands  of 
Edward  Watcrhoufe  and  Edward  Collinewood,  Secretaries 
eftbe  two  Companies  for  Virginia  and  /A/ Somcr-Iflands,  that 
fkey  M  compared  that  Miith  the  Original  Cowrt-Bgoky  and 
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found  it  Uhia  trui  ttndferfe&  Copy  of  thejkme^  except  the 
Otmjfton  of  one  Court  ami  Part  of  another.  Thefecond  fV- 
lume  isjigned  by  the  faid  Secretary  Collinc;wood  and  Thomas 
Collet,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  GentUman^  ^'ftfy^H  '^ 
fame  things  except  in  a  few  immaterial  Point Sj  vohere  were 
tuantedfome  Original  Papers  :  Thefe  Volumes  only  tontain 
the  Company* s  Proceedings  for  a  little  ahove  five  Yearsj  viz. 
from  April  28,  1619  to  June  7,  1624 ;  including  the  whole 
Time  of  Sir  Edwin  Sandys'x  and  the  Earl  of  Southampton^ 
j/dminifiration.  However  they  are  net  a  hrief  and  fummary 
Entry  of  the  principal  Points  and  Matters  concluded  upon^ 
according  to  the  common  Methods  of  Courts^  hut  give ^  at 
length  J  the  chief  Speeches^  Reafons^  and  Debates  ^  that  hap* 
pened  in  their  Courts^  during  that  time.  And  as  it  was  a  Pe^ 
riod  of  vafl  Contefl  and  Difpute^  they  often  recur  back  to 
former  Times  and  TranfaSfions^  and  thereby  give  us  a  clear 
Idea  and  Account  of  the  chief  Matters  and  Proceedings  of  the 
Company^  almofl  from  ifsfirjl  InfHtution  and  Foundation. 

THIS  Coty  was  taken^  by  the  Order^  and  for  the  Ufcy  of 
the  Earl  of  Southampton,  the  Company* s  Treafurer  at  thai 
time;  who  feeing^  how  things  were  going  with  the  Company^ 
had  their  Records  thus  carefully  copied  andcompared^  andau* 
thenticalh  attejied.  Whether  his  Lord/hip  intended  to  Jland 
Suit  with  the  King  for  the  Rights  and  Privileges  of  the  Conn 
panyy  or  whether  he  did  it  only  in  Vindication  of  his  own 
and  the  Company^ s  Reputation^  is  uncertain.  However  they 
were  carefully  preferved  in  the  Family  ;  and  as  the  Original 
Court-Books  were  taken  from  the  Company  by  the  King  and 
Privy  Counciiy  and  never  again  re/iored  to  them^  that  I  can 
findy  but  probably  defiroyed  or  loft^  this  is  perhaps  the  only 
Copyy  now  extant.  After  the  Death  of  that  EarPl  Son^  the 
Duke  of  Southampton  (the  worthy  Partner  in  the  Minifhy 
with  the  Earl  of  Claroidon,  after  the  Refioration)  which 
happened  in  the  Tear  1 667,  the  late  Col.  Byrd'/  Father ^  be- 
ing  then  in  England,  purchafed  them  of  his  Executorsy  for 
fixty  Guineas.  And  thus  have  they  been  handed  down^  to 
clear  the  Honour  and  Uprightnefs  of  the  Anions  of  that  No- 
bieman  and  the  Company ^  and  to  the  full  ConviSiton  of  King 
JamesV  arbitrary  and  opprejjiv'e  Proceedings  againjl  them. 

I  therefore  hope^  my  Freedom  with  that  King*s  Charaffer^ 
will  need  no  Apology.  For  if  more  than  a  Century  is  not 
enough  to  un-folomonife  that  felly  Monarchy  I  muji  give  tA 
iill  my  Notions  of  things.  A  King's  CharaSfer^  whilft  it 
livesy  is  J  and  ought  to  be/acred^  becaufe  his  Authority  de^ 
pends  upon  it.  But  when  his  Authority ^  the  Reafon  of  ifi 
being  jacredy  detemdnesy  the  Inviolablenefs  of  his  CharaSler 
is  aljo  at  an  End.    And  I  take  it  to  be  the  main  Part  of  the 
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Dith  Mii  Offict  (\f  an  Hiftorian^  to  paint  Men  and  Tbtnzt 
in  toiir  tnu  und  Uvily  Colours ;  andio  do  that  Juftice  to  ths 
Vicit  and  FoUiiS  of  Princes  and  great  Men^  after  their 
Ddatbf  which  it  is  notfafe  or  proper  to  do^  whitjfi  the^are 
aUve,  Andhereiny  as  ijudge^  chiefly  conffl  the  Strength  and 
Excellency  of  Tacitus  and  Suetonius.  Their  Stile  and  Man^ 
ner  are  far  inferior  to  Livy** ,  and  the  Writers  of  the  Julian 
tfn^  Auguftaa  Jges,  But  they  have  more  than  painted^  and 
txpofed  alive  to  View^  the  greatefl  Train  of  Monjlers^  that 
gver  £fgraced  a  Throne^  or  did  Dijhonour  to  hitman  Na* 
tnre  f  and  thereby  have  obtained  to  themf elves  a  Rank^  among 
the  heft  and  moft  valuable  Writers.  King  James  /.  fell  in- 
deedfarJhortoftheC^diiJ^sfuperlative  Wickednefs  andSu* 
premacy  in  rice.  He  was,  at  bejl^  only  very  ftmple  and 
injudicious  J  without  anyfleady  Principle  of  Juflice  and  Ho^ 
mwr  %  which  was  rendered  the  more  odious  and  ridiculous^  bf 
bis  large  and  cmftunt  Pretenftons  to  Jf'lfdom  and  Virtue^ 
And  he  had,  in  Truthy  all  the  Forms  of  JVifdom  ;  for  ever 
arring  very  learnedly  y  with  a  wife  Sawy  or  Latin  Sentence^ 
in  his  Mouth.  For  he  had  been  bred  up  under  Buchanan, 
am  of  the  brightefl  Geniuses  and  moft  accontplijhed  Scholars 
ef  that  AgCy  who  had  given  him  Greek  ^ni/ Latin  in  great 
Wajte  and  Profufton^  but  it  was  not  in  his  Power  to  ^ive 
bins  good  Senfe,  That  is  the  Gift  of  God  and  Nature  aJone^ 
mnd  IS  not  to  hi  taught  \  and  Greek  and  Latin,  without  it^ 
mdy  cumber  and  overload  a  weak  Heady  and  often  render  the 
Fool  more  abundantly  foolijh.  I  muft  therefore  confefsy  that  t 
have  ever  hady  from  my  firft  Acquaintance*  with  tiifloryy  a 
moft  contemptible  Opinion  of  this  Monarch ;  which  has  per" 
baps  been  much  heightened  and  increafedy  by  my  kngftudying 
and  conning  over  the  Materials  of  tins  Hiftory.  For  he  ap^ 
pears^  in  bis  Dealings  with  the  Company y  to  have  aHed  with 
fuch  mean  Arts  and  Fraudy  andfuch  little  Trickingy  as  high- 
(j  mtflfecome  Majefty.  And  I  arp  much  miftakeny  if  his  ar* 
entrary  Proceedings  and  unjuft  Defigns  will  appear  from  any 
Part  of  his  Hiftory  more  fullyy  *hanfrom  thefe  Tranfafficta 
with  the  Comtany.and  Colony  \  which  have  been  thus  far  un- 
known to  the  £ndifli  Hiftoriansy  and  will  perhaps  beftill 
thought  too  inftgnihcant  for  their  Notice.  However  I  hcpCy 
myjpeaking  my  Mind  thus  ftncerely  and  impartially  will  give 
no  Umbrage  or  Offence  to  any  Many  or  Party  cf  Men.  For 
I  declare  myfelf  to  be  of  no  Party  \  but  have  laboured  folely 
wth  aVieWy  to  find  out  and  relate  the  Truth,  And  as  for 
King  James  /.  /  think  and  fpeak  of  hiwy  with  the  fame 
Freedom  and  Indifferency-y  that  I  would  think  and  fpeak  of 
any  other  Many  long  fince  dead  \  and  therefore  [have  no 
way  reftrained  my  Stilcy  in  freely  expoftng  his  weak  and  in* 
jkrioui  Proceedings.  I N 
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IN  the  fucceeding  Farts  rf  thh  Hijiory^  /  am  afraid^  t 
Jhall  meet  with  much  greater  Difficulties^  then  I  have  fet  en-* 
countered.  For  I  muft  chiefiy  depend  onjuch  of  our  Records f 
as  are  ftiU  extant.  Many  of  them  doubtlefs  perijhed  in  the 
State^houfe  at  James-Town,  and  hy  other  Accidents ;  and 
thofcj  which  havefurvived  the  Flames  and  Injuries  of  Tinted 
have  been  fo  carelefly  kepty  are  fo  broken^  interrupted^  and 
deficient^  have  beenfo  mangled  by  Moths  and  JVorms^  and  lie 
infuch  a  confufed  and  jumbled  State  (at  leajl  the  nwfl  an^ 
dent  of  them)  being  huddled  together  in  Jingle  Leaves  and 
Sheets  in  Books  out  of  the  Bindings  that  I  for e fee ^  it  wilt  cojl 
me  infinite  Pains  and  Labour y  to  reduce  and  digejl  them  int0 
any  tolerable  Order,  fo  as  to  form  from  them  ajujl  and  em^ 
neSfed  Narration.  And  fome  of  them  have  been  lojiy  even 
fince  Mr.  Hickman  was  Clerk  of  the  Secretary's  Office.  Fef^ 
I  cannot  find^  among  the  Papers  in  our  Offices,  fome  oldRotts^ 
to  which  he  refers.  I  have  therefore  been  obliged,  in  afeuf 
Points,  to  depend  upon  the  Fidelity  of  that  Gentleman* s  Ex* 
traSls  out  of  our  oldejl  Records,  made  for  the  Ufe  of  Sir  John 
Randolph.  But  thefe  things  were  fo  far  from  difeouraging 
and  rebuffing  me,  that  they  were  rather  an  additional  Spur  t$ 
my  Indujlry.  For  I  thought  it  highly  necejfary,  before  they 
were  entirely  loft  and  deftroyed,  to  apply  them  to  thetr  proper 
Ufe,  the  forming  agoodHiftory.  But  as  the  Houfe  ofBtrT" 
gejfes,  in  a  late  Sejion,  upon  my  Jhewing  their  moUertng  and 
dangerous  State  to  fome  of  the  Members,  have  iuftly  taken 
them  into  their  Confederation,  and  have  ordered  them  te  be 
rewewed  and  fairly  transcribed,  I  doubt  not,  by  their  Affift^ 
once,  and  with  the  Help  of  the  late  Sir  John  Randol(^'/ 
Papers,  and  fuch  others,  as  are  in  the  Hands  of  privata 
iientlemen  in  the  Country,  and  wilt  undoubtedfy  be  readihf 
eommunicated  to  further  fo  noble  andfo  ufeful  a  Defign,  f  Af 
able  to  collet  andcompofe  a  telerably  regular  and  cotf^kt0^ 
Hiftory  of  our  Country.

in  the  Dark,  and  yet  neglecting  her  m  the  clear  and  me- 
ridian Brightnefs  of  Day,  that  even  this  new  World  hath 
been  endowed  with  it*s  fabulous  Age,  and  old  Tales  re- 
vived, or  new  ones  invented,  to  ftretch  it's  Antiquities  be- 
yond Columhus^  and  the  ihort  Date  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  Years.  We  are  therefore  told  of  one  Hanncj  a  Car" 
ibaginian  Captain,  who  made  a  Vopge  to  America.  But 
ill  what  Age  he  Uved,  or  upon  what  Authority  or  Pretext 
the  Story  is  grounded,  I  have  not  been  yet  able  fully  to  dif- 
tPQVor*  Even  the  monftrous  Legends  of  Arthur^  Mal^^o^ 
B  and 
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and  Madock^  a  IVekh  Prince,  and  of  the  Friar  of  Lynm^ 
who  by  his  black  Art  tranfported  himfelf  to  the  Northent 
Parts  of  America^  have  found  Men  weak  enough  to  be 
the  Relators  and  Propagators  of  them.  Plato's  Fable  alfo 
of  the  Atlantlck  Idands  has  been  applied  to  this  SubjeA  y 
and  Seneca  the  Tragedian,  who  could  never  yet  obtain  from 
the  Criticks  a  firm  Rank  among  the  beft  and  moft  approved 
Clafiicks,  hath  nevcrthelefs  been  acknowledged  by  the  Hif- 
torians  as  a  true  Prophet,  and  fome  Verfes  of  his  quoted, 
as  containing  a  PrcdiiSion  of  the  future  Difcovery  and  Set- 
tlement of  America.  But  as  I  have  ever  had  an  utter  Con- 
tempt and  Averfion  for  all  fuch  learned  Trumpery,  and 
have  often  been  difguftcd  and  concerned  to  fee  Authors, 
otherwife  of  Judgment  and  Genius,  carried  by  their  Cre- 
dulity to  far  into  thofe  dark  and  uncertain  TnuSfe  of  Time, 
I  {hall  leave  tliefe,  with  other  Stories  of  the  like  Nature,* 
to  their  firft  Authors  or  Inventors,  and  fhall  apply  myfelf 
to  give  a  plain  and  exaft  Hiftory  of  our  Country,  ever  re- 
garding Truth  as  the  firft  requifite  and  principal  Virtue  in 
an  Hiftorian,  and  relating  nothing  without  a  fufHcient  War- 
rajit  and  Authority, 

The  European  Nations  had  continued,  through  all  Ages, 
in  the  moft  profound  Ignorance  of  all  the  reft  of  theWorld, 
except  the  beft  Part  of  Europe^  and  the  moft  obvious  and 
adjacent  Countries  of  Afia  and  Africa.  And  although  the 
attractive  Power  of  the  Loadftone  had  been  lone  known  and 
obferved,  yet  it's  Poles,  and  the  wonderful  Qualities  and 
Inclination  of  the  magnetical  Needle,  were  ftill  a  Secret, 
till  it  feemed  good  to  Divine  Providence,  that  one  "John- 
Gioia^  of  Amalfi  in  the  Kingdom  of  Naples^  difcovered 
them  about  the  Year  1300.  This  important  Difcovery  lay 
long  ufelcfs,  without  any  Application  to  Navigation  ;  nei- 
ther can  we  certainly  fav,  who  firft  turned  it  to  this  great 
End.  However  the  Ufe  of  the  Sea-Compafs  crept  in  by 
Degrees,  and  was  undoubtedly  the  grand  Inftrument  and 
Foundation  of  all  thefe  later  Difcoveries. 

The  Portuguefe  was  the  firft  Nation  of  Europe^  that 
engaged  in  maritime  Expeditions,  in  order  to  explore  and 
difcover  the  unknown  Parts  of  the  World.  For  Princ« 
Henry  of  Portugal^  in  the  Year  141 7,  fent  two  fmall  Barks 
to  make  Difcoveries  along  the  Coaft  of  Africa ;  which  Be-' 
ginning,  having  fome  Succefs,  was  afterwards  profecuted, 
during  the  Life  of  that  Prince,  under  hb  Aufpices  and  Di* 
redlion.  After  his  Death,  they  ftill  advanced  by  Degrees 
in  their  Trade  and  Difcoveries,  till  at  length  in  the  Year 
i486  they  reached  the  Cape  of  Good-Hope.  But  it  wai, 
1497,  five  Years  aftei  the  Difcovery  of  Amtrica^  before 
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Vafc9  de  Ganrn^  by  the  Command,  and  b  the  Service,  of 
E^aniUly  King  of  Portugal,  failed  round  Aat  Caqpe  to  the 
Baft-Indiis. 

Chrijopher  Celumbus^  a  iiifwefi  by  Birth,  a  Perfon  of 
great  Knowledge  and  Experience  in  naval  Affairi,  of  good 
Learning,  and  a  comprehenfive  Mind,  and  bcmg  alfo  led 
perhaps  by  the  late  Difcoveries  of  the  Portuguefe^  wat 
ftrongly  poffeffed  with  a  Notion  of  fome  Lands  to  the 
Weftward,  beyond  the  great  Jilantick  Ocean.  He  there- 
fore firft  offered  his  Service  to  his  native  Country,  the  Re- 
publick  of  Genoa  5  but  being  rejeded  as  a  whimfical  and 
chimerical  Man,  he  applied  himfclf  to  King  John  ll.  of 
Porhigaly  Henry  VII.  of  England^  aftd  to  Ferdinand  and 
I/abelj  King  and  Queen  of  Cajlile.  Many  Years  being 
focnt  in  fnjitlcfs  Sollicitations,  and  after  much  Vexation  and 
Difappointment,  he  was  at  laft  entertained  in  the  Service 
of  the  King  and  Queen  of  Caftile^  and  fent  upon  the  Dif- 
covery,  which  he  happily  effettcd  the  i  ith  of  OSloher  1492. 
After  this,  Columbus,  beinff  animated  with  a  publick  Spirit 
«nd  a  generous  Principle  of  Glory,  ^d  the  Spaniardsy  be* 
log  as  eagerly  pulhed  on  by  an  mlatiable  Thirft  of  Gold, 
fo  ardency  purfued,  and  fo  lucceisfully  improved  this  firft 
Difcovery,  that  they  foon  became  Matters  of  vaft  Tra£b 
of  rich  and  fertile  Country,  abounding  in  Gold,  Silver, 
Pearls,  Emeralds,  and  many  other  the  moft  precious  and 
driidous  Produds  of  thb  Globe.  The  Portuguefe  likewif^ 
aTtho*  fufficiently  loaded  and  embarraffed  with  their  vaft 
Aoqdifitions  on  the  Coaft  of  Africa  and  in  the  Eajl-Indiee^ 
yet  neverthekfs  found  the  Means  and  Opportunity  to  make 
moi  dieir  great  Dtfcovery  of  Brazil.  Neither  were  the 
^encb  entirely  idle ;  but  they  made  many  vigorous  Efibrta 
towards  gaining  a  Share  of  the  Riches  and  Territory  of  this 
iie#W6rld. 

The  Engliji  in  the  meantime,  a  maritime  Nation,  of 
great  Bravery,  and  of  a  bold  and  adventurous  Natyre,  lay 
Quite  nqgligqit  and  fupine,  and  let  flip  all  Opportunities  in 
thofe  early  Times  of  acouiring  fome  rich  and  ufeful  Pro* 
vinces  m  Anmic^.  For  aitfao'  they  had  in  the  Year  1497^ 
tmder  Sebaftian  Cabot,  made  the  Difcovery  of  Newfound-- 
iand,  and  of  the  main  Continent  of  America  from  38  to  68 
Degrees  of  Northern  Latitude,  yet  they  made  no  other 
Advantage  of  tfib  Difcovery,  but  to  fend  out  a  few  iifliing 
Barks  in  common  with  other  Nations  of  Europe.  At  length 
Sbc  Hun^nj  Gilbert,  a  Gentleman  of  great  Reputation  for 
hk  Skill  in  naval  Affairs,  and  of  a  high  and  refolute  Spirit,^ 
undertook  to  fettle  a  Colony  in  Newfoundland,  a  cold,  bar* 
Mtnp  and  unfruitfu)  Soif  and  moft  unfriendly  Clime.    And 
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to  this  End,  he  obtained  Letters  patent  from  Queen  Eliza- 
bethy  bearine  Date  the  nth  of  June^  ^Sl^' 

These  Letters  patent  granted  **  free  rower  and  Liberty 
*'  to  him,  his  Heirs  and  Afligns  for  ever,  to  difcover,  find, 
**  fearch  out,  and  view,  all  fuch  remote,  heathen,  and  bar- 
**  barous  Lands,  Countries,  or  Territories,  as  were  not 
*<  a6hially  poflcffcd  by  any  Chriftian  Prince  or  People  ;  and 
**  thither  to  lead  and  carry  with  him,  to  travel  thitherward,. 
**  and  there  inhabit,  fuch  and  fo  many  of  her  Majefty's 
**  Subjeds,  as  would  willingly  accompany  and  join  in  the 
•<  Enterprife. 

**  A  N  D  that  he  fhould  have,  hold,  occupy,  and  enjoy, 
•*  to  himfelf,  his  Heirs  and  Afltgns,  for  ever,  all  fuch  Lands, 
**  Countries,  and  Territories,  fo  to  be  difcovered  or  pof- 
<*  felFcd,  with  the  Rights,  Royalties,  and  Jurifdidions,  as 
<^  well  marine  as  other,  within  the  faid  Lands  and  Coun- 
**  tries,  or  the  Seas  thereunto  adjoining,  with  full  Power 
<«  to  difpofe  thereof  to  her  Majefty's  Subjefe,  and  of  any 
*<  or  every  Part  thereof,  in  Fee-fimple,  or  otherwife,  ac- 
**  cording  to  the  Laws  of  England^  as  nearly  as  conveni- 
**  ently  might  be  ;  paying  to  the  Queen,  her  Heirs  and 
•*  Succeflbrs,  for  all  Services,  Duties,  and  Demands  what- 
**  focver,  the  fifth  Part  of  all  the  Ore  of  Gold  and  Silver, 
<<  which  ihould  at  any  Time  there  be  gotten  ;  holding  all 
«<  the  faid  Lands  and  Countries  of  her  Majefty,  heir  Heirs, 
<^  and  Succeflbrs,  by  Homage,  and  by  the  Payment  of  the 
"  faid  fifth  Part,  before  referved. 

<<  Moreover  granting  to  bun,  his  Heirs  and  Afiigns> 
**  for  ever.  Licence  to  encounter,  expel,  repel,  and  refift 
•*  all  Perfon  or  Perfons  whatfoever,  that  ihould  attempt  to 
*^  inhabit  in  the  faid  Countries,  without  his  fpedal  Licence 
*<  and  Liking,  or  within  the  Space  of  two  Hundred  Leagues 
«  of  the  Place,  where  he,  his  Heirs,  or  Affigns,  fhould, 
<<  within  Six  Years  next  enfuing,  maketheir  Dwelling  and 
**  Abode  >  provided  the  faW  Countries  were  not  before 
<<  planted  or  inhabited,  within  the  aforefaid  Limits,  by  the 
•*  Suhjeds  of  any  Chriftian  Prince,  in  Amity  with  her  Ma- 
<<  jeily.  And  giving  and  granting  to  him,  liis  Heirs  and 
*<  Afligns,  for  ever,  full  Power  and  Authority,  to  take  and 
<<  furprife,  by  all  manner  of  Means  whatfoever,  all  and 
**  every  Perfon  and  Perfons,  with  their  Ships,  VeflTels,  or 
«*  other  Goods  and  Furniture,  that  fhould'  be  found  traf- 
«<  ficking  within  the  Limits  aforefaid,  without  the  Licence 
•*  of  the  (liid  Sir  Humphry^  his  Heirs,  or  Affigns  ;  the  Sub- 
•'  \c6is  of  the  Queen's  Realms  and  Dominions,  and  all  other 
<*  Perfons  in  Amity  tvith  her,  being  dl-iven  thither  by  Force 
*'  of  Tempcft  or  ohipwreck,  only  excepted.

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^<  An  D  for  uniting  in  more  pened  League  and  Amity, 
<<  Aich  Lands  and  Countries  with  the  Realms  of  Jingland 
'<  and  Inlandy  and  for  the  better  Encouragement  of  thofe, 
**  who  would  engage  in  the  Enterprife,  the  Queen  grants 
^<  and  declares,  Sat  the  faid  Countries,  fo  to  be  poueiled 
«<  and  inhabited,  fhould  from  thenceforth  be  in  the  Alle- 
*<  giance  and  Proteftion  of  her,  her  Heirs,  and  SuccefTors ; 
^<  and  farther  grants  to  the  faid  Sir  Humphry^  his  Heirs,  and 
«<  Affigns,  and  to  tvtry  other  Perfon  or  Pcrfons,  to  their, 
f «  and  every  of  their  Heirs,  that  they,  and  every  of  them, 
^  that  (hould  thereafter  be  inhabiting  in  the  (aid  Lands,

**  And  (he  farther  grants  to  the  faid  Sir  Humphry^  his 
*<  Heirs  and  Affigns,  for  ever,  full  Power  and  Authority,  to 
^*  correal,  punifn,  pardon,  govern  and  rule,  as  well  in 
(<  Caufes  capital  or  criminal,  as  civil,  all  fuch  her  Subjed^s 
^<  or  others,  as  fliould  adventure  themfelves  in  the  faid 
♦«  Voyages,  or  fliould  at  any  Time  thereafter  inhabit  the 
^  faid  Lands,  Countries,  or  Territories,  or  fliould  dwell 
♦*  within  two  hundred  Leagues  of  the  Place  or  Places, 
V  where  the  faid  Humphry^  his  Heirs,  or  Affigns,  or  any 
<*  of  his  or  their  Affociates,  fliould  inhabit  within  fix  Years 
*<  enfuing  the  Date  thereof ;  with  Power  to  conftitute  fuch 
^<  Statutes,  Laws,  and  Ordinances  as  fliould  by  him,  the 
*<  faid  Sir  Humphry^  his  Heirs,  or  Affigns,  be  devifed  or 
«*  cftabliflied,  for  the  better  Government  of  the  faid  Peo- 
f<  pie  :  Provided  always,  that  they  fliould  be,  as  near  as 
**  conveniently  might,  agreeable  to  the  Laws  and  Policy  of 
••  England  \  and  provided  alfo,  that  they  be  not  againft  the 
«<  true  Chriftian  Faith,  profcfled  in  the  Church  o^  England^ 
*<  nor  znyw^y  tend  to  withdraw  the  Subjects  or  People  of 
•*  thofe  Lands  or  Places  from  the  Allegiance  of  the  Queen, 
♦*  her  Heirs,  or  SuccefTors. 

"  Provided  always,  and  flie  thereby  declares  to  all 
<<  Chrifliaa  Kii^  Prmccs,  and  States,  that  if  tlie  faid  Sir 
^*  Htimphryy  his  Heirs,  or  Affigns,  or  any  otiier  by  their 
^^  Licente  or  Appointment,  fliould  at  any  Time  or  Times 
•*  thereafter,  rob  or  fpoil,  by  Sea  or  by  Land,  or  do  any 
<*  ASt  of  unjuft  or  unlawful  Hoftility,  to  any  of  the  Sub- 
^*  JcQs  of  England^  or  of  any  other  King,  Prince^  or  State, 
**  it|  Lea^e  or  Amity  with  the  Crov/n  of  England^  that 
♦^  then,  upon  fueh  Injury,  or  upon  juft  Complaint  thereof, 
♦'  the  QuQ^n,  her  Heirs,  or  Succeflbrs,  fliould  make  open 
H  froclamatioPi  within  any  of  the  Ports  of  England  com* 
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<<  modius,  that  the  faid  Sir  Humphry^  his  Heirs,  or  Afligns^ 
*•  or  any  other,  to  wliom  thofe  Letters  patent  might  ex- 
**  tend,  ihould,  within  the  Term  to  be  limited  Jn  the  faid 
<<  Proclamations,  make  full  Reflitution  and  Satisfaction  for 
<<  all  Injuries  fo  done :  In  Default  whereof,  it  fhould  be 
<*  lawful  for  the  Queen,  her  Heirs,  or  SucccfTors,  to  put 
««  the  faid  Sir  Humphry j  his  Heirs,  or  Affigns,  with  his  of 
«<  their  Adherents,  and  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Places, 
««  out  of  their  Allegiance  and  Protcdion ;  and  that  from 
•*  fuch  TiiiR-  as  they  fliould  be  fo  put  out  of  the  Protcdirion 
•*  of  tie  Crown  of  Englandy  it  fhould  be  free  for  all  Princes 
*•  and  others,  to  purfue  them  with  Hoftility,  as  being  no 
«*  loii'^tx  Sxx^cch  oi  England^  ncr  by  the  Queen,  her  Heirs, 
<*  or  Succeflors,  any  ways  to  be  avowed,  maintained,  or 
*«  defended." 

In  Confequence  of  thefe  ample  Powers  and  Privileges, 
Sir  Humphry  Gilbert y  with  the  Conjunction  and  Afliftance 
of  many  other  Gentlemai,  prepared  to  put  to  Sea  with  a 
noble  FKet.  But  juft  on  the  Point  of  Departure,  upon 
fome  Difagreemcnt  and  DifTention,  he  was  defertcd  by  hid 
Aflbciates,  and  left  witli  only  a  few  of  his  firm  and  faithful 
Friends.  With  thefe,  however,  he  ventured  to  Sea,  but 
having  been  expofed  to  fome  Misfortunes,  and  loft  a  large 
Ship  of  his  Fleet,  he  wa«  obliged  to  return  without  effect- 
ing any  thing.  Thefe  expenfive  and  unfucccfsful  Prepara- 
tions had  fo  impaired  his  Fortune,  that  it  was  1583,  before 
he  made  any  farther  Attempt.  But  then  having  fold  his 
Eftate,  and  being  joined  by  divers  Gentlemen  of  Fortune, 
he  again  fet  Sail  with  two  Ships  and  three  fm;ill  Barks. 
Coming  before  St.  John^s  Harbour  in  Newfoundland^  he  was 
rcfufed  Entrance  by  the  fi/hing  Veflels  within,  to  the  Num- 
ber of  thirty  fix  Sail,  of  all  Nations.  He  therefore  prepared 
to  make  his  Way  good  by  Force  of  Arms ;  but  firit  fent 
his  Boat  in  to  inform  them,  that  he  had  a  Commiilion 
from  the  Queen,  to  take  Pofll-flion  of  thofe  Lands  for  the 
Crown  of  England.  Queen  Elizabeth*^  Name  was  reve- 
renced through  all  Europe^  and  her  Power  and  Authority 
at  Sea,  in  particular,  much  honoured  and  revered.  Theie 
Fi/hing-Barks  therefore  readily  fubmitted,  and  even  made  a 
Contribution  of  Provifions,  to  fupply  the  Wants  of  this 
fmall  Fleet. 

After  this.  Sir  Humphry  went  afliore,  being  conduct- 
ed by  all  the  Englijh  there  ;  and  havine  caufcd  a  Tent  to 
be  fet  up  in  View  of  the  Bay  and  Veflels,  being  attended 
by  his  Captiiins,  M;ifters,  Gentlemen,  and  Soldiers,  he 
fummoned  all  the  Merchants  and  Mafters,  both  ErigUJh  and 
Foreigners^  to  be  prefcnt  at  his  taking  a  formal  and  folemn 
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^fle£kxi  of  the  Country.  He  then  caufed  bis  Commiffion 
^  be  openly  read,  and  to  be  interpreted  to  dioTe  who  were 
Strangers  to  tht  J^ngUJh  Tongue.  By  Virtue  of  this  Com- 
milKon^  he  declared,  that  ho  took  Pofleflion  of  Che  Harbour 
of  St  j9hH\  and  of  the  Territory  two  hundred  Leagues 
every  way,  and  invefted  her  Mz\tm  with  the  Title  and 
Dignity  tnereof.  And  having  haa  aTwig  and  a  Turf  of  the 
Soil  delivered  to  him,  he  entered  Pofleifion  alfo  for  himfdf, 
his  Heirs,  or  Affigns,  for  ever.  He  further  flgntfied  to  thofe 
prefent,  and  through  them  to  all  Men,  that,  from  thence-^ 
forward,  they  fhould  look  upon  thofe  Territories,  as.  ap*- 
pertaining  to  the  Queen  of  England^  and  upon  himfelf,  as 
authorifed  by  her  Alajefly  to  pofTcfs  and  enjoy  them,  with 
Povvwr  to  ordain  Laws,  under  which  all  People  coming  thi- 
ther fo;-  the  future,  either  to  inhabit  or  to  trade,  fliould  fub«- 
jnit  themfelves  and  be  governed.  And  to  epccrcifc  his  Power 
iand  JurifdiSion,  he  enaSed  three  Laws,  immediately  to 
^aJce  Place  and  be  of  Force  ;  and  granted  divers  Parcels  of 
Land,  lying  by  the  Sea  Side,  as  well  in  the  Harbour  of 
St.  John\  as  elfewhcre. 

After  feme  Excurfions  to  fearch  the  Country,  and 
the  pretended  Difcovery  of  a  Silver  Mine,  with  which  Sir 
HunAhry  was  much  gulled  and  delighted,  they  fet  Sail  to 
^he  Southward^  in  order  to  explore  and  difcover  the  main 
Coaft  of  Anurica.  But  falling  among  fome  Shoals,  and 
meeting  with  very  bad  and  tempcftuous  Weather,  after 
having  undergone  much  Danger  and  Fatigue,  they  refolvcd 
to  return  for  England.  Sir  Humphry^  tlie  better  to  fearch 
the  Coaft,  and  to  run  up  into  Creeks  and  Harbours,  had 
^one  on  board  a  fmall  Bark  of  ten  Tons ;  and  could  not  af- 
terwards be  perfuaded  to  leave  her  in  their  Return  home- 
wards, till  her  Ljgbts  were  fuddcnly  extinguiflied  in  the 
Night^  at  which  Time  fbe  was  fuppofed  to  fmk,  and  was 
liever  after  feen  or  heard  of. 

Th£  learned  and  valiant  Mr.  IValtfr  RaUgh  was  half 
Brother  to  Sir  Humphry  GUbtri ;  liis  Father  having  married 
Sir  Huff^hrft  Mother,  when  a  Widow,  and  had  by  her 
this  his  fourth  and  youngeft  Son,  with  fome  other  Children. 
Led  by  this  near  Relation,  and  being  alfo  a  Perfon  of  a  noble 
and  entcrprifing  Genius,  he  had  been  one  of  the  principal 
Adventuren  in  this  Undertaking  of  Sir  Hitrnphrj^  and  had 
fittcJ  out,  entirely  at  his  own  Charge,  the  largeft  Ship  of 
his  Fleet,  called  the  Rakgh  Bark.  Sume  Authors  fay,  he 
went  himfelf  upon  the  Expedition,  and  cOLnmanded  iiis  own 
Ship  in  PcrfoHf  But  however  that  might  be,  it  is  certain, 
fh is  Ship  W3s,  within  a  few  Days,  obliged  to  put  back  to 
f^mmth^  grOitly  diftTcffed  by  a  violctit  iiiul  coptagious  Sick-^ 
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nefs  among  her  Company.  But  notwithlEanding  thb  Dif- 
*  appointment,  and  the  unhappy  End  of  his  rafh  and  unfor- 
tunate Brother,  Mr.  Ralegh  was  not  difcouraged  ;  but  beinz 
moved  with  the  Voyages  and  Relations  of  others,  he  ftill 
perfifted  in  the  Defign  of  difcovering  and  making  a  Settle- 
ment in  America.  He  therefore  obtained  Letters  patent 
from  Queen  Elizabeth^  of  whom  he  was  at  that  Time  one 
of  the  chief  Favourites,  bearing  Date  the  25th  of  March. 
1584,  for  difcovering  and  planting  any  fuch  Lands  ana 
Countries,  as  were  not  already  in  the  adual  Pofleffion  of 
any  Chriftion  Nation.  Thefe  Letters  patent  are  in  Hack^ 
luyt^s  Colledlion  of  Voyages  j  but  that  Book  is  fo  very  rare, 
that  our  Country  does  not  afford  one  Copy  of  it,  at  leaft 
thac  I  could  find  out  or  procure.  I  have  not  therefore  been 
able  to  obtain  a  Sight  of  thele  Patents  ;  but  we  are  told,  that 
they  were,  mutatis  mutandis^  the  very  fame  with  thofe  grant- 
ed to  Sir  Humphry  Gilbert ;  of  which  I  have  therefore  be- 
fore given  a  particular  Extra£l. 

About  the  fame  Time,  the  Queen  granted  Mr.  Ralegh 
another  Patent,  to  licence  the  vending  of  Wine  throughout 
the  Kingdom  ;  which  was  defigned,  as  it  has  been  fuppofed, 
to  enable  him  by  the  Profits,  that  would  thence  arife,  to 
fuftain  the  vafl  Charges  which  this  Undertaking  of  a  Colony 
would  neceflarily  bring  upon  him.  But  yet  the  better  to 
ftrengthen  hiinfclf,  and  carry  on  the  Affair,  he  perfuaded 
divers  other  Gentlemen  and  Merchants  to  join  with  him  } 
particularly  his  noble  and  gallant  Kinfman,  Sir  Richard 
Greenvily  and  Mr.  Pfllliam  Sanderforiy  who  had  married  hi^ 
Neice,  and  was  much  engaged  among  the  Merchant  Adven- 
turers of  that  Time  ;  and  was  alfo  one  of  the  Queen's  Com- 
mifTioners  for  the  Spanijh  Prizes,  and  of  Note  for  the  great 
Globes,  which,  by  his  Encouragement,  were  firft  brought 
to  Perfe£l:ion.  They  therefore,  with  ail  convenient  Speed, 
provided  two  fmall  VefTels,  and  having  plentifully  furmihed 
them  with  Neceffaries,  put  them  under  the  Command  of 
Captain  Philip  Amidas^  and  Captain  Arthur  Barlow ;  which 
lafl  was  alfo  a  Land-Officer,  and  had  ferved  under  Mr.  ^- 
Ugh  in  the  Wars  of  Ireland^  with  great  Bravery  and  Ho- 
nour. But  Mr.  Raleghy  being  hindered  by  his  Employ- 
ments, and  too  bufily  engaged  in  hi'5  ambitious  Purfuits  at 
Court,  did  not  come  himfelf  upon  the  Expedition,  as  hath 
been  generally,  tho*  erroneoufly,  thought 

On  the  27th  of  Aprils  1584,  thefe  Adventurers  fct  Sail 
from  the  J7;ames ;  and  havmg  pafled  by  the  Canaries  and 
the  fVcJi'Indiesy  (a  Circuit  both  needlefs  and  unhealthy, 
but  through  the  Inexperience  of  thofe  Times  thought  nc- 
ccflary)  they  fell  in,  on  the  2d  of  Julyy  with  the  Coaft  qt 
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Florida.  For  that  was  the  Name  which  all  this  Northing 
Continent  from  Cape  Florida  then  bore,  there  being  yet  no 
diftind  Settlements,  which  gaxe  particular  Names  to  the 
ieveraf  Places  along  the  Coaft.  They  were  met  at  Sea  witl^ 
a  moft  delicate  and  delightful  Smell ;  and  foon  after  mak- 
ing the  Land,  they  coafTed  it  along  for  about  an  hundred 
;uh1  twenty  Miles,  without  finding  any  convenient  Har- 
bour. The  ilrft  they  faw,  tliey  entered  with  much  Diffi- 
culty; and  having  returned  Thanks  to  God,  they  went 
afhore  to  view  the  Country,  and  to  take  PofTeiiion  of  it  in 
the  Queen's  Name,  The  Place  of  their  iirft  landing  wai 
a  low  and  (a;)dy  Beech  ;  but  it  yielded  fuch  a  wonderful 
Abundance  of  Grapes,  as  very  much  furprifed  and  delighted 
them.  Every  little  Shrub  was  covered  with  them,  and  the 
Tops  of  the  talleft  Cedars  were  over-run  and  goaded  with 
their  Clufteis. 

They  concluded,  that  the  Place  of  their  landing  wa$  oq 
ihe  main  Continent  of  America  \  but  going  up  to  the  Top 
of  a  fmall  Eminence  at  a  little  Diibncc  from  tlic  Shore,  they 
perceived  it  to  be  an  Ifland,  of  about  twenty,  or  as  Mr.  /&- 
riot  judged,  of  fifteen  Miles  in  Length,  and  fix  in  Brcadth| 
This  Ifland  was  called  JVccocohj  and  la^  between  Cape  HaU 
teras  and  Cape  Fear ;  and  muft  therefore  be  the  Ifland  of 
Ocacock^  or  at  leafl  fome  of  the  other  fmall  Iflands  along 
that  Coafl.  For  it  cannot  be,  by  PFlth  and  Hariofs  Plan, 
Roanoke^  or  any  other  of  ^hofe  which  befet  and  flop  up  the 
Mouth  of  Albemarle  Sound,  in  North-Car oUna^  as  has  beei^ 
commonly  fuppofed.  It  was  covered  with  tall  and  flately 
Trees,  Cedars,  Pines,  Cyprefs,  Saflkfras,  apd  many  others 
of  excellent  Smell  and  C^ality ;  and  abounded  in  Deer, 
Conies,  and  Wild-fowl,  in  incredible  Numbers. 

Thb  Y  faw  none  of  the  Natives,  'till  the  third  Day  after 
^otr  Lading,  when  they  fpied  tiiree  in  a  Canoe.  One  of 
Chem  went  amore,  and  waited  without  any  Signs  of  Fear^ 
till  the  Englijh  rowed  to  him.  He  fpoke  much  to  them  in 
itts  own  Language^  and  then  went  boldly  aboard  their  Vef- 
ffis.  They  gave  him  a  Shirt,  a  Hat,  Wine,  and  Meat^ 
with  which  he  was  much  plcafcd.  Having  attentively  view- 
ql  every  thing,  he  went  away ;  and  within  half  an  Hour  he 
mdiloaded  his  Canoe  with  Fiih,  which  he  brought  and  di- 
vided between  the  Ship  and  the  Barkr 

T  H  £  ne:^t  Day  feveral  Canoescame,  and  in  one  of  them 
A«  fCing't  Brother.  His  Name  wa^  Grangananuos  the 
Kiog^wsf  gjled  H^ingina^  and  tl^e  CWntry  fVingandacoa. 
The  Kine  himfelf  at  tbat.Tioie  lay,  at  his  chief  Town,  ill 
of  the  "U^ninds  which  he  hz^  lately  received  in  a  Battle. 
fSrmiganamio^  leavmg  bis  Canoes  at  fome  Diflance,  went 
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to  tbe  Point  of  Land  whert  the  Englijh  had  gone  to  the  /«- 
dian  the  Day  before.  Having  fpr«ui  a  Mat,  he  fat  down 
upon  it ;  and  when  the  EngUJh  came  to  him  well  arined| 
he  (hewed  no  Fear ;  but  made  Siens  to  them  to  fit  down, 
ftroaking  hb  own  Head  and  Breaft,  and  then  theirs,  to  ex- 
prcfs  his  Love.  The  Natives  were  a  proper,  well-propor- 
tioned People,  very  civil  in  their  Behaviour,  and  highly  re- 
fpe^ul  to  Granganame9*  For  none  of  them  fat  down,  or 
fooke  a  Word  in  his  Prefcnce,  except  four ;  on  whom  the 
knglifi  alfo  beftowed  Prefents.  But  Grangananm  too)^ 
them  all  from  them,  and  made  Signs,  that  every  thing  be* 
longed  to  him.  After  fome  frnall  Traffick,  he  went  away  \ 
but  returning  in  two  Days,  he  eat  and  drank  very  merrily 
with  them.  Not  long  after,  he  brought  his  Wife  and  Chil- 
dren on  board.  They  were  of  mean  Suture,  but  well? 
favoured,  and  very  bafliful  and  modeft.  Hb  Wife  had  a 
Band  of  white  Coral  about  her  Forehead,  and  Bracelets  of 
Pear!  in  her  Ears,  hanging  down  to  her  Middle,  of  the  Big- 
jiefs  of  large  Peafe.  -As  to  the  reft,  they  were  decked  with 
red  Copper,  and  fuch  Ornaments,  as  are  at  prefent  in  Fafliion 
and  Eueem  among  our  Indians, 

After  thb,  there  came  down,  from  all  Parts,  great 
Numbers  of  People,  with  Leather,  Coral,  and  divers  Kind) 
of  Dyes.  But  when  Grangananm  was  prelent,  none  durft 
trade  but  himfclf,  and  thofe,  who  wore  red  Copper  on  their 
Heads,  as  he  did.  He  would  have  engaged  a  Bag  Of  Pearl 
for  a  Suit  of  Armour ;  but  the  Englijh  refufed,  as  not  re- 
garding it,  that  they  might  thereby  the  better  learn,  where 
It  grew.  He  was  very  juft  to  hb  Promife ;  for  they  often 
trufted  him,  and  he  never  failed  to  come  within  his  Day  to 
keep  hb  Word.  He  commonly  fent  the  Englijh  every  Day 
a  Brace  of  Bucks,  Conies,  Hares,  and  Fifb ;  and  fomedmea 
Melons,  Walnuts,  Cucumers,  Peafe,  and  divers  Kinds  of 
Roots.  And  the  EngUJlfy  to  trv  the  Strength  and  Goodnefa 
of  the  Soil,  put  fome  of  their  reafe  into  the  Ground,  which 
grew  wonderfuUy,  and  were  found  in  ten  Days  time  four- 
teen Inches  high. 

An  Acquaintance  being  thus  contraAed  by  mutual  Re* 
turns  of  Kandnefs  and  Boieficence,  Captain  Jmdasy  with 
fevcn  more,  ventured  up  the  River  Occanty  as  they  caH  it» 
which  muft  be  Pamptieo  Sound.  The  next  Evening  diev 
come  to  the  Ifle  of  Raanohf  at  the  Mouth  of  AlhemarU 
Sound,  about  feven  Leagiies,  as  they  fay,  from  the  Harr 
bour,  where  they  firft  entered.  But  thb  b  a  grofsMiftake, 
and  muft  be  an  Error  in  the  C(M>y.  For  by  the  Scale  in 
iVitVs  Map,  it  cannot  be  left  than  thirty  League  from 
fVHum  to  RMn0ki^    On  ^  Iflai^  ^ey  found  a  fm^ 
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Town,  confifljM  of  nine  Houfei  i  in  one  of  which  Gratn 
imuime§  lived.  He  was  abfent }  but  hb  Wife  entertained 
them  with  wonderful  Courtefy  and  Kindneii.  She  made 
jfome.of  her  People  draw  tbeir  Boat  up,  to  prevent  it's  be- 
in;  injured  by  the  Beating  qf  the  Surge ;  fome  (he  ordered 
to  brmg  them  afliore  on  Uieir  Backs ;  and  others,  to  carry 
theii  Chrs  to  the  Houfe,  for  Fear  of  being  ftole.  When 
they  came  into  the  Houfe,  ihe  took  oflF  their  Cloaths  and 
litockings,  and  waflied  them,  as  likewife  their  Feet  in  warm 
Water.  When  their  )Dinner  was  ready,  they  were  con-» 
Glided  into  an  inner  Room  (for  there  were  five  in  the  Houfe, 
divided  by  Mats^^wherethev  found  Hominy  *,  boiled  Veni- 
foDj  and  roafted'Fifh;  and  as  a  Defert,  Mdons,  boiled 
Roots,  and  Fruits  of  various  Sorts.  While  thcv  were  at 
Meat,  two  or  three  of  her  Mm  came  in  with  tneir  Bows 
and  Anows,  which  made  the  Engliflt  take  to  their  Arms. 
But  file,  perceiving  their  Diftruft,  ordered  their  Bows*  and 
Arrows  to  be  broken,  and  themfdves  to  be  beaten  out  of 
the  Gale.  In  the  Evening  the  EngUjh  returned  to  their 
Boiit }  and  putting  a  little  oflF  from  Shore,  lay  at  Anchor* 
At  which  (he  was  much  concerned,  and  brought  thdr  Sup- 
per, half  Soiled,  Pots  and  all  to  the  Shore  Side }  and  feeiiq; 
their  Jealoufv,  (he  ordered  r^veral  Men,  and  thirty  Wo* 
men,  to  (it  all  Night  upon  the  Shore,  as  a  Guard  \  and  fene 
fkyn  Mats  to  cover  them  from  the  Weather.  In  (hort,  (he 
omitted  nothing,  that  the  moft  generous  Hofpitality  and 
hearty  De(ire  of  pleafing  could  do,  to  entertain  them. 

A  K  D  this  was  the  fanheft  Difcovery  made  upon  this  firft 
Voyage,  except  fome  confufed  and  uncertain  Accounts  of 
Ae  Country,  which  they  gathered  from  the  Indians.  They 
returned  to  England  about  the  Middle  of  Septembery  canr- 
ing  with  them  two  of  the  Natives,  Mantio  and  fVancheft ; 
and  thdr  Difcovery  was  fo  welcome  there,  that  the  Queen 
lierfelf  was  pleafed  to  narae  the  Country  Virginia,  in 
Memory  of  it's  having  been  firft  found  out  in  the  Reign  of 
a  Vir^  Queen.  Or  as  fome  have  been  pleafed  to  glo(s 
and  interpret  it,  becaufe  it  ftill  feemed  to  retain  the  Virgin 
Furi^  and  Renty  of  the  (trft  Creation,  and  the  People  their 
primitive  Innocency  of  Life  and  Manners.  And  foon  after 
tbdr  Return,  Mr.  RaUgh  was  de6bd,  together  with  Sir 
WiBam  Cnarimmj^  Knight  of  the  Shire  for  the  County  of 
Dmm.  On  the  14th  xADicmhir^  he  caufed  a  Bill  to  be 
brought  into  Ae  Houfe,  to  confirm  his  Patent  for  dlfcover- 
;  foffdgn  Countries ;  which  bdng  committed  to  Mr.  Vice- 
— *^^lain  Hatttn^   Secretary  IValfingham^  Sir   PA/A>

•A  Pood  made  f>t  ImSmm  Cora,  or  Maise,  b«afen  tna  mrefiilly  hu/k^, 
— •^*—  Ukc  F^umtty  ia  Ei^Umdi  and  ii  an  cKceUe&t  Dih  varloui  Wj'  - 
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Sidmy,  Sir  Francis  Drahy  Sir  Richard  Greimul^  Sir  mi- 
'  Ham  Courtenay^  and  others,  it  was  in  a  few  Days  paffcd,  afr 
ter  many  Arguments  and  a  Provifo  aided.  And  not  long, 
after,  tlie  Queen  was  plcafed  to  Knight  him,  upon  Occar 
fion,  it  is  faid,  of  this  grateful  Difcovery.  But  Mr.  Ofr 
homey  an  ingenious  Obferver  on  her  Reign,  fays  with  Rcr 
fpe<a  to  Sir  Francis  Fercj  sl  Man  nobly  defcended,  and  Sir 
fValicr  Raieghy  exa£Uy  qualified,  that  they,  with  fuch  Or 
thers,  were  fet  apart  in  her  Judgment  for  military  Servicea, 
Neitlier  did  {he  ever  raife  them  above  Knighthood  ;  faying, 
when  follicited  to  make  V^re  a  Baron,  That  in  his  proper 
Sphere,  and  her  Eftimation,  he  was  above  it  already. 
15*5'  The  advantageous  Accounts,  which  thefe  firft  Adven- 

turers gave  of  the  Fertility,  Plfcafantnefs,  and  Wholefomc- 
nefs  of  the  Country,  induced  Sir  Richard  Gnenvil  himfelC 
to  make  a  Voyage  thither  the  next  Year.  And  he  accord- 
ingly fet  out  from  Plimouth  the  9th  of  Aprils  with  feveii 
Ships.  Having  made  the  ufual  Circuit  of  the  Canaries  an4 
Wejl-Indiesy  where  they  took  two  rich  Spanijh  Prizes,  and 
forced  a  profitable  Trade,  they  fell  in  with  the  Continent 
pf  America  near  Cape  Feqr^  and  were  in  great  Dai^r  of 
being  loft  upon  it,  But  having  happily  efcaped,  they  came 
to  an  Anchor  off  the  Ifland  of  Wococon  the  26th  of  May^ 
Thpy  immediately  fent  to  tlie  Ifle  of  Roanoke^  to  IVingina 
the  King ;  anci  ^lr.  Arundel  went  to  the  Main,  with  Man-^ 
feoy  who  proved  throughout  their  whole  Stay,  very  faithful 
and  ufeful  to  them.  Soon  after,  the  General,  Sir  Richar4 
Greenvily  went  himfelf  to  die  Main,  with  a  feled  Body  of 
Men ;  and  ranging  about^  difcovered  feveral  Indian  TowiiSf 
At  one  of  them  the  Indians  ftole  a  Silver  Cup  ;  for  which 
they  burnt  their  Town,  and  deftroyed  their  Com,  and  fo 
returned  to  their  Ships  at  Wococon.  At  Hatteras^  whither 
they  went  foon  after,  Granganameo,  the  Kind's  Brother, 
came  aboard  the  Admiral  with  Manteo,  This  is  the  kift 
Vifit  he  made  to  the  Enzlijh ;  for  fometime  this  Year  he 
died,  and  in  him  they  loft  a  fincere  and  hearty  Friend. 

Sir  Richard Greenvily  having  only  made  that  fmall  Ex- 
curilon  on  the  Continent,  returned  to  England  this  Sum- 
mer. In  his  Way  home,  he  took  another  Spanijh  Prize,  of 
three  hundred  Tons,  richly  laden,  and  witli  her  arrived  at 
Plimouth  die  lith  of  September.  But  he  left  behind  hini 
an  hundred  and  ei^ht  Perfonsi  as  a  Colony,  to  keep  Poftef* 
fton  of,  and  inliabit  the  Countrjr.  Of  thef<^he  conftituted 
Mr.  Ralph  Lam  Governor,  a  military  Man  of  Note,  who 
was  afterwards  Knighted,  and  applying  himfelf  to  the .  Sesi 
Service,  was  of  eminent  Command  in  the  Englijh  Navy. 
With  him  r(;mainc4  Captain  Philip  Amidas^  a«  Admiral, 
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eoe  6f  the  Cominariders  in  Chief  in  the  firft  Adventure  $    i5^5* 
Mr.  fhmaf  Harriot  i  Captain  Stafford ;  Mr.  Ktndal  j*  with  ^— >/*— ' 
Ibreral  Dthers-of  Name  in  the  Expedition. 

Tr-iS  Colony  chofe  Roanoke^  an' Aland  at  the  Mouth  of 
JKkmutrli  Sound,  for  the  Place  of  their  Habitation ;  and 
their  chief  Employment  was  to  reconnoitre  and  view  the 
Country*  Their  fartheft  Difcovcry  to  the  SoutJjward  was 
Sicotofty  an  Indian  Town,  by  their  Reckoning,  eighty 
Leagues  from  Roanoke^  lying  up  between  the  Rivers  Pantp- 
titM  and  Neus^  in  North-Carolina,  To  the  Northward  they 
went  an  hundred  and  thirty  Miles  to  the  Chefapeaks^  a 
Nation  of  Indians^  featjed  on  a  fmall  River,  to  the  South  of 
our  Bay,  now  called  Elfabeth  River,  from  whom,  as  thefe 
firft  Difcoverers  tell  us,  the  Bay  itfelf  took  its  Name.  But 
fome  pretend  to  give  another  Derivation  of  this  Word ;  and 
fiif  ,  that  Cbejapiake  fignified,  in  the  Indian  Language,  Thi 
Mother  of  looters  \  implying,  that  it  was  the  Parent  and 
grand  Refervoir  of  all  the  great  Rivers  within  it.  But  this 
tt  a  dark  and  uncertain  Guefs ,  efpecially  confidering  the 
Unftableneis  and  vaft  Mutability  of  the  Indian  Tongues^ 
and  that  no  body  at  prefent  can  pretend  to  underftand  their 
Language  at  that  Time.  The  beft  Authority  that  I  have 
met  wi£  for  this  Derivation,  is  what  a  Gentleman  of  Cre- 
dit once  aflured  me,  that  in  a  very  old  Spanijh  Map,  which 
he  had  feen,  our  Bay  was  laid  down  under  the  Name  of 
Madri  dis  Acqua$^  or  fome  Expreflion  to  the  like  Purpofe. 
This  Town  of  the  Cbejapcaks^  we  are  told,  for  Pleafant- 
nefi  of  Situation,  for  Temperature  of  Clime,  Fertility  of 
Soil,  and  Conunodioufnefs  to  the  Sea,  iiiras  not  to  be  ex- 
celled by  any  in  the  World.  To  the  Northweft^  thefe  Dif- 
coverers went  up  Alhemarli  Sound  and  Chowan  River,  an 
hundred  and  thirty  Miles,  to  a  Nation  of  Indians  called  die 
CbawmiUksy  inhabiting  above  the  Fork  of  that  River^ 
where  one  Branch  takes  the  Name  of  Aiiherriny  and  the 
other  of  Nottottmy. 

The  King  of  the  Cbawonocksj  whofe  Name  was  Me^ 
natonmty  was  lame,  but  the  moft  fenfible  and  underftanding 
in£an  they  had  met  with.  He  amufed  Mr.  Lam  and  his 
Company  with  a  Story  of  a  Copper  Mine,  and  of  a  Pearl 
Flfliery,  which  b^  the  Defcription  was  fome  where  upon 
our  Coaft^  and  with  a  fban^  Rdation  of  die  Head  of  the 
^River  Moratucy  now  called*  AMi;r«i/.  This  River  wu  de» 
ftribed,  as  fprineine  out  of  a  Rock,  fo  nieh  the  Sea,  that 
in  Meh  Windt^e  Sur^  beat  over  into  the  Spring.  And 
Ae  Engl^fli  vtxj  fanguinely  concluded  this  Sea  to  be  either 
^e  Bay  of  Mtxicoy  or  the  South  Sea,  or  at  leaft  fome  Ann 
that  opened  into  ic    Having  their  Heads  filled  with  diefe 

chimerical 
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chimerical  Fancies,  they  formed  many  Schemes,  and  tm- 
^  dertook  a  very  fatiguii^  and  hazariious  Voyage  up  that 
River.  And  (o  eager  were  they,  and  refolutely  bent  upon 
this  golden  Difcovery,  that  they  could  not  be  perfuaded  to 
letum,  as  long  as  they  had  one  Pint  of  Com  a  Man  left^ 
and  two  MaftiiF  Does,  which  being  boiled  with  Saflafras 
Leaves,  might  afford  them  fome  Suftenance  in  their  Way 
back.  But  after  fome  Days  fpent  in  vain,  and  having  un- 
dergone much  Mifery  and  Danger,  they  at  laft  returned» 
and  joyfully  arrived  at  their  oki  Habitation  on  Roanoke  liland. 
The  Death  of  Granganameo  had  caufed  a  great  Altera- 
tion in  the  Affairs  of  the  Colony.  For  whiltt  he  lived,  hb 
Credit  with  the  King,  joined  to  the  Intereft  of  Enfmon^ 
tiieir  Father,  had  reftrained  his  Perfidy  and  Malice,  and 
kept  him  within  Bounds.  But  upon  the  Death  of  Granga^ 
nameoy  he  changed  his  Name  from  JVingina  to  Pemijfapan^ 
and  became  a  fccret  but  bitter  Enemy  to  the  EvgUjb.  To 
his  Machinations  chiefly  were  owing  the  many  Hardfliips 
and  Dangers,  they  had  encountered  in  their  laft  Journey  up 
the  River  Choumn.  For  he  had  given  fecrct  Intelligence  to 
thofe  Indians  of  the  coming  of  the  Englijh ;  and  had  craf- 
tily infmuated  Jealouftes  into  the  Indians  of  the  Englijh^  2nd 
into  the  Engliftt  of  the  Indians.  But  a  Rumour  being  fpread, 
that  Mr.  Lant  and  his  Company  were  all  eit])er  flain  or 
ftarved  in  this  Journey,  he  bqean  to  a£t  more  openly.  He 
Uafphemed  the  God  of  the  EngUJh^  and  endeavoured,  by 
all  the  Devices  be  could,  to  hurt  and  annoy  them.  And 
Enfmoriy  h»  aged  Father,  the  beft  Friend  the  Englijb  had 
left  after  the  Death  of  Granganameo^  loft  all  his  Credit  to 
aflift  or  ferve  them.  But  their  Return  foon  after,  and  their 
bringing  the  Son  of  Menatonon^  their  greateft  King,  Pri« 
ibner,  joined  to  the  TefUmonies  ot  Manteo,  and  three  other 
Indians^  that  went  with  them,  how  little  they  valued  any 
People  thcj  met,  or  feared  Hunger,  Death,  or  any  thif^; 
elfe,  refhamed  his  Devices  for  the  prefent,  and  brought 
Enfenore  again  into  Credit  and  Efteem. 
«(t«  oooN  afiter,  Menatomn^  King  of  the  Cbawmocks^  ient 

'^'  aPrefcntofPearltoMr.  i#iif}  uAOkifco,  Kingof/iFW- 
p$meokey  (another  powerful  Nation,  pofleflbi^  all  that 
Country  from  Alhimarle  Sound  and  Chowan  River,  quite 
to  the  Cbefapoakis  and  our  Bay)  came  himfel^  widitwettjr 
four  of  his  principal  Men,  to  own  Subjedion  to  the  QueeA 
cf  England.  All  which  fo  wrou^t  on  the  Heart  ^HKin* 
rina^  that  by  Enfmore*t  Perfuafiont,  they  came  and  nadf 
Weirs  for  tne  SngKJhj  when  th«y  were  ready  to  ftmifllt 
•nd  planted  ditir  Fields  of  Corn,  wKvdti  they  intended  ta 
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the  Death  oi  Enfemre^  which  happened  on  the  20th  of  A- 
priL  For  PFingina^  under  Pretence  of  folcmnizing  his  Fa- 
ther's Funeral,  had  laid  a  Scheme  of  drawing  together  fix* 
teen  or  eighteen  hundred  Indians^  and  of  cutting  off  all  the 
EngUJh  at  once.  But  his  Defign  took  Wind,  and  was  at 
laft  fully  difcovered  to  Mr.  Lane  by  his  Prifoner  SkicOy  King 
Menatonon's  Son.  Then  the  Englijh^  in  their  Turn,  en- 
deavoured to  feize  all  the  Canoes  upon  Roanoke^  and  there- 
by to  have  all  the  Indians  in  the  Ifland  at  their  Mercy.  But 
they  took  the  Alarm,  and  after  a  fmall  Skirmifh,  in  which 
five  or  fix  Indians  were  flain,  the  reft  efcaped  and  fled  into 
the  Woods.  After  this,  neither  Side  cared  much  for  truft- 
ing  the  other ;  and  at  laft,  after  much  Tricking  and  Difli- 
mulation  on  both  Parts,  IVingina  was  entrapped  by  the 
Englijby  and  flain,  with  eight  of  his  chief  Men.  7l)is  is 
tne  Account  of  that  A6lion,  as  it  is  delivered  by  the  Per- 
fons  concerned  in  it.  But  I  find,  that  Mr.  Harlot^  wha 
was  likewife  upon  the  Spot,  blames  the  Violence  and  For- 
wardneis  of  the  EngUJh ;  and  thinks,  that  the  Caufes  of 
Sufpicion  and  Refentment  had  been  better  dif&mbled  and 
pafled  over. 

I N  the  Time  of  thefe  Confufions  and  Broils  with  the  /«« 
dians^  Mr.  Lam  had  been  obliged,  through  Want  of  Pro- 
yifions,  to  fend  Captain  Stafford^  with  twenty  more,  to 
Croatan^  on  the  South  Part  of  Capi  L$ok'Out^  to  fhift  for 
themfelves,  and  to  fee,  if  they  could  fpy  anv  Sail  pais  hf 
die  Coaft.  In  like  Manner  he  detached  Mr.  Prideaux^ 
with  ten,  to  Hattiras^  upon  the  fame  Defign ;  and  other 
fmall  Parties  he  fent  to  die  Main,  to  live  upon  Roots  and 
Oyflers.  Seven  Days  after  the  Death  of  H^nginoy  Cap- 
tarn  Stafford^  (who  through  the  whole  Voyage  was  verf 
vigilant  and  induftrious,  and  fpared  no  Labour  or  Daneery 
Co  perform  any  ferious  and  important  Service,  committed  to 
bim)  fent  Mr.  Lam  Word,  that  he  defcried  twenty  diree 
SaQ  <^  Ships ;  and  the  next  Day,  he  came  himfelf  with  a 
Letter  from  Sir  Ftamis  Drake,  Sir  Francis  was  then  re- 
turning from  an  Expedition  againft  the  Spaniards  in  the 
Weft-lndies^  where  he  had  taken  Carthagena^  and  the  Ca- 
pital City  oif  HiAansola ;  and  had  burnt  St.  Antheny^  and 
fit.  HeUaa^  on  the  Coaft  of  Florida  ;  and  done  much  other 
Daoiage  to  the  Enemy.  He  had  Orders  from  the  Queen 
to  vifit  the  Colony  of  Virginia  in  his  Return,  and  to  aiJFord 
them  fuch  Affifhuice  and  Encouragement,  as  was  proper. 
He  therefore  offered  to  fupply  their  Wants,  and  to  do  anjr 
thing  dfe,  in  his  Power,  towards  their  Relief  and  the  Fur* 
therance  of  the  Undertaking ;  and  after  mature  Delibera- 
liaf%  he  appointed  them  a  bhip  gf  feveoty  Tons^  with  an 
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hundred  Men,  and  four  Months  Provifions,  befides  two 
Barks  and  four  fmall  Boats,  with  able  Mafters  and  fufficient 
Gangs.  But  jufl  as  all  was  ready,  there  arofe  fuch  a  Storm^ 
as  had  like  to  have  driven  the  whole  Fleet  afhore.  Many 
Ships  were  forced  out  to  Sea,  among  which  was  that  lately 
given  to  the  Colony,  with  all  their  Provifions  and  Company 
aboard. 

This  Accident  did  not  difcourage  the  Admiral^  but  he 
allotted  them  another  Ship  of  an  hundred  and  feventy  Tons, 
with  all  Provifions  as  before,  to  carry  them  to  England  the 
next  Augufty  or  when  they  fliould  have  made  fuch  Difco- 
veries  as  they  thought  fufficient.  But  their  Harbour,  which 
was  very  indifferent,  would  not  receive  a  Ship  of  her  Bur- 
then ;  and  to  lie  in  the  open  Road,  jxpofed  to  the  Winds 
and  Sea,  was  very  dangerous.  And  therefore,  after  Con- 
fultation,  it  was  unantmoudy  agreed,  to  defire  the  Admiral 
to  take  them  home  with  him  in  his  Fleet ;  for  they  had  al- 
ready undergone  much  Mifery  and  Danger,  and  there  ap- 
peared but  little  Hopes  of  Sir  Richard  GreenviPs  Return^ 
And  fo  this  hrfi:  Attempt  towards  a  Settlement  became  a- 
bortive,  and  they  all  arrived  fafe  at  Portfmouth  the  latter 
End  of  Jui)y  1586.  But  in  his  Way  home.  Sir  Francis 
Drake  touched  on  the  Coaft  of  New-England  j  where  he 
landed,  and  fpent  two  or  three  Days  in  trading  with  the 
Natives,  and  one  of  the  Indian  Kings  came,  and  fubmitted 
himfelf  to  Queen  Elizabeth. 

Upon  this  Voyage,  Sir  Walter  Ralegh^  bv  the  Queen's 
Advice  and  Dire^ions,  fent,  at  no  fmall  Expence,  Mr. 
John  IVithy  a  fkilful  and  ingenious  Painter,  to  take  the  Si- 
tuation of  the  Country,  and  to  paint,  from  the  Life,  the 
Figures  and  Habits  o\  the  Natives,  then*  Way  of  Living, 
and  their  feveral  Fafhions,  Modes,  and  Superftitions  ;  which 
he  did  with  great  Beauty  and  £xa£biefs.  There  was  one 
Theodore  de  ary^  who  afterwards  publifhed,  in  the  Year 
1624,  ^^  beautififl  Latin  Edition  of  Voyages,  in  fix  Vo- 
lumes, Folio^  a  moft  curious  and  valuable  Work.  He  be- 
ing in  England  foon  after,  by  the  Means  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Richard  Hackluyt^  then  of  Chrijl^ s-Church^  in  Oxford^  who, 
De  Bry  tells  us,  had  himfelf  fccn  the  Country,  obtained 
from  Mr.  Pf^lth  a  Sight  of  thcfe  Pieces,  with  Permiifion  to 
take  them  off  in  Copper  Plates.  Thefe,  being  very  lively 
and  well  done,  he  carried  to  Frankfort^  on  the  Maine^ 
where  he  publifhed  a  noble  Edition  of  them,  with  Latin 
Explanations,  out  of  *John  JVechelius*^  Prefs,  in  the  Year 
J  590.  And  thefe  are  the  Originals  from  which  Mr.  Bever^ 
lefsy  and  the  Cuts  of  many  of  our  late  Writers  and  Tra- 
vellers, have  been  chiefly  imitated.    And  to  Ibew,  tha^  the 
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Inhabitants  of  England  were  once  as  wild  and  barbarous  as 
theib  of  Virginia^  Mr.  JVtth  gave  him  the  Figures  of  three 
of  the  PiSls  and  two  of  their  Neighbours,  that  he  had  found 
defineated  in  an  old  Englijb  Hiftory  ;  which  were  accord- 
ingljr  publifhed  with  them,  and  was  no  mean  or  impolitic 
Device,  to  recommend  the  Pro&cution  of  the  Enterprifc  to 
the  Englijh  Nation. 

But  befides  thb  Painter,  Sir  Walter  fent  upon  this 
Voyage  a  Domeftick  of  his,  one  Mr.  TI)omas  Hariot^  a 
Mathematician,  and  hi^ly  in  his  Patron's  Intimacy  and 
Friendfhip.  He  was  a  Man  of  Learning,  and  a  very  ob- 
ferving  and  underftanding  Perfon,  and  went  chiefly  to  make 
Ob&rvattons  on  |he  Situation  of  the  Country,  and  to  affift 
Mr»  With  in  the  Plan.  After  his  Return,  to  obviate  the 
ckunarous  and  unjuft  Reports  of  fome  of  the  Company,  he 
publifhed  a  fmall  Trcatife  concerning  the  Country,  divided 
into  three  Paits.  The  firft  treats  of  fuch  Commodities,  as 
would  be  ufeful  towards  the  Improvement  of  Commerce  ; 
the  fecond,  of  thofe  natural  Produdfe  of  the  Eartli,  and  of 
fuch  Fifh,  Fowl,  and  Beafts,  as  would  contribute  to  the 
Suftenance  of  Man,  and  tlie  Support  of  human  Life ;  and 
the  third,  of  the  Trees  and  Timber,  and  other  proper  Ma- 
terials for  buiMing  Houfes,  Ships,  and  the  like.  After 
which  he  fubjoins  the  following  Account  of  the  Do£bine9 
and  Manners  of  the  Natives. 

They  believed,  that  there  is  one  chief  God,  who  hath 
escifted  from  all  Eternity :  That  he  created  the  World  ; 
but  firft  made  other  Gods  of  a  principal  Order,  to  be  his 
Inftruments  in  the  Creation  and  Government  thereof :  That 
next  the  Sun,  Moon,  and  Stars  were  created,  as  petty 
Gods,  and  as  Inftruments  to  thofe  other  Gods  of  a  fupe* 
rior  Order ;  That  then  the  Waters  were  created,  out  of 
which  were  formed  all  Creatures ;  That  a  Woman  waa 
firft  made  ;  who,  by  the  Congrefs  of  one  of  the  Gods,  con- 
ceived and  brought  forth  Children  i  and  that  thence  Man- 
kind had  their  B^inning.  They  thought,  the  Gods  were 
all  of  human  Shape,  and  therefore  reprefented  them  by 
Ima^^  which  they  placed  in  their  Temples ;  and  they 
wormipped,  prayed,  fung,  danced,  and  made  many  OfFcr- 
incs  to  them.  They  held  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul ; 
which  after  Death,  according  to  its  Works  in  the  Flcfli, 
was  either  carried  up  to  the  Tabernacles  of  the  Gods,  to 
eternal  Happinefs  ;  or  elfe  to  Pofogujfoj  (a  great  Pit  at  the 
ftirtheft  Parts  of  the  Earth,  where  the  Sun  fets)  into  per- 
petual Fire  and  Torment.  And  this  Doftrine  they  fup- 
ported  by  the  nuthority  of  two  Performs,  who,  as  they  prjf 
iaoded.  bad  rifen  from  the  Dead. 
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i$S6.  These  Opinions  were  thousht  to  make  but  flight  Im- 
*  pieflions  on  their  Weroances^  or  Kinn  and  Rulers ;  or  upon 
their  Priefts,  and  other  Perfons  of  Figure  among  them. 
For  that  Chriftian  Cuftom,  for  the  Great  and  Eminent  to 
firee  their  G>n(cicnces  from  the  Shackles  of  a  Creed,  and 
exempt  their  Adions  from  the  unwieTdy  Clog  of  Religion 
and  Morality,  had  reached  even  among  thofe  wild  and  (a- 
vage  Nations*  But-  thefe  Dodrines  hawi  a  great  Influence 
on  the  common  Sort.  They  kept  them  in  proper  Subject 
tion  to  their  Rulers ;  and  made  them  very  follicitous  to  oIh 
feiin  the  Bills,  and  avoid  the  Torments  ot  the  next  Life. 

They  were  not  however  fo  firm  to  their  ownDoc- 
hines,  but  that  they  were  very  open  to  receive  any  Inflxuc^ 
tions  from  the  Englijb.  7  neir  Compafles,  Perfpedive 
Glafles,  Burning  Glafles,  Qocks,  Books,  Writing,  Guns» 
and  other  Inftruments  and  Inventions,  fo  exceeded  their 
Capacities,  and  amkzed  them,  that  they  thought  them  to 
be  the  Works  o\  Gods  rather  than  Men ;  or  at  leaft,  that 
the  Gods  had  taught  the  Englijh  how  to  make  them.  This 
caufed  them  to  give  great  Cr^it  to  whatever  they  faid  con^ 
cermng  God  anid  Reli^on.  And  fflngina  himfelf  would 
often  be  at  Prayers  with  them ;  and  when  he  was  fick^ 
which,  he  thought,  proceeded  from  having  oflTended  the 
Englijh  and  their  God,  he  would  fend  for  fome  of  them,  t(% 

£  ray,,  and  be  a  Means  to  their  God,  of  his  living  with 
im  after  Death;  as  alfo  did  manv  others.  And  once, 
when  their  Com  was  much  hurt  ana  withered  with  a  long 
Drought,  thinking  it  proceeded  from  fome  Injury  done  the 
Engl^j  they  came  to  them  in  Flocks,  and  be^ed  them 
to  pray  to  their  God  to  prefcrve  their  Com,  for  which  they 
promifed,  when  it  was  ripe,  to  give  them  a  Part. 

And  this  high  Opinion  of  the  Englijh  was  greatly  tnr 
creafed,  by  a  marvellous  Accident.  The  Country  was  that 
Year  afflicfced  with  an  epidemical  Difeafe,  which  was  ob- 
ferved  to  fall  upon  none,  but  thofe  Nations  which  had  en- 
deavoured to  injure  or  betray  the  Englijh,  This  wrought 
many  extravagant  and  fuperftitious  Opinions,  which  were 
much  confirmed  by  the  Hcalthinefs  of  the  Englijh  Colony. 
Some  thought  it  was  the  Work  of  the  Englijh  &od ;  and  o- 
thers,  that  they  thcmfelves  ihot  invifible  Bullets  from  the 
Place,  where  they  xJwelt.  Others  obferving,  that  the  EAgliJb 
bad  no  Women  of  their  own,  nor  cared  for  any  of  theirsj 
thought  they  were  not  bom  of  Women,  but  were  Men  of 
an  ancient  Generation,  rifen  a^in  to  Immortality ;  that 
there  were  more  of  them  ftill  in  the  Air,  as  yet  invifible 
and  without  Bodies,  who  would  afterwards  come,  and  de-^ 
flroy  their  Generation,  and  take  their  Places  i   and  that 
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ffaclt,  by  the  Encreaty,  or  out  of  Love  to  the  Englijb^ 
mle  the  People  die  as  they  did,  by  ihootijig  invifible  Bul- 
lets into  thenu  And  their  Phyficians,  to  cover  their  Igno- 
rmcty  would  make  them  believe,  that  they  fucked  out  of 
the  Bodies  of  the  $ick.  Leaden  Bullets  in  the  Strings  of 
Blood.  In  ihort,  fflngsna  and  others  were  fo  firmly  per- 
iSaded,  that  it  happened  through  their  Means,  that  when 
uny  of  their  own  Enemies  had  affronted  or  abufed  the  En^ 
ihjh^  Xhcf  would  deftre  them  to  make  them  die  in  the  fame 
Kbnner.  And  altho'  the  Englijh  remonftrated  to  them  the 
Unrighteoufnefs  of  their  Requeft,  and  how  difagreeable  it 
was  to  God ;  yet  becaufe  the  EflFed  fell  out  foon  after, 
they  wpnld  comet  and  return  them  Thanks  in  their  Way ; 
ihinking,  altho'  they  had  denied  them  in  Words,  yet  they 
liad  in  Reality  fully  anfwered  their  Defire. 

He  likewife  tells  us  of  the  great  Efteem  and  Veneration^ 
in  which  the  Natives  held  a  riant,  which  grew  fpontane-* 
cnxiijf  in  the  Country,  and  was  by  them  called  Uppowocy  but 
is  now  well  known  by  the  Name  of  Tobacco  ;  derived,  it  is 
fidd,  from  the  Ifland  of  TobagOy  one  of  the  Caribbees  in  the 
Weft-Indtesy  where  it  grew  in  vaft  Quantities.  The  Leaves 
of  this  they  cured  and  dried,  and  then  being  rubbed  into  a 
Sort  of  Bran  and  Duft,  they  put  it  into  Earthen  Tubes> 
and  <lrew  the  Smoke  through  the  Mouth.  They  thought 
tiiis  Plant  of  fo  great  Worth  and  Virtue,  that  even  the 
Gods  themfelves  were  delighted  with  it.  And  therefore  they 
fometimes  made  facred  Fires,  and  inftead  of  a  Sacrifice, 
threw  in  this  Duft ;  and  when  they  were  caught  in  a  Tem- 
peft,  they  would  fprinkle  it  into  the  Air  and  Water.  Upon 
aU  their  new  fiihing  Nets  they  would  caft  fome  of  it  \  and 
when  they  had  efcaped  any  remarkable  Danger,  they  would 
throw  fome  of  this  Duft  into  the  Air,  with  ftrange  diftorted 
Geftures,  fometimes  ftriking  the  Earth  with  their  Feet,  in 
a  Idnd  of  Time  and  Meafure,  fometimes  clapping  their 
Hands,  and  throwing  them  up  on  high,  looking  up  to  the 
Heavens,  and  uttering  barbarous  and  diflbnant  Words. 

Mr.  Harriot  alfo,  in  pafling  through  thtir  Towns^ 
would  ibew  them  the  Bible,  and  explain  the  <^ontents : 
That  in  diat  Book  was  taught  the  true  and  only  God,  his 
Omnipotence,  the  DoArine  of  Salvation  by  Jefus  Chrift, 
wsA  the  other  principal  Heads  of  our  Religion.  But  he  was 
dbli^  to  tell  them,  that  there  was  no  particular  Virtue  in 
Ae  outerial  Book  itfelf,  but  only  in  the  Dotlrines,  which 
it  contained.  For  they  paid  their  Kind  of  Adorution  to  the 
Book,  by  handling,  hogging,  and  kifling  it,  and  by  apply- 
ing it  to  their  Head  and  Breaft,  and  ftroking  it  over  the  other 
JKarU  of  their  Body. 
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And  here,  if  it  were  an  Imputation  worthy  of  Notice^ 
I  might  tranfiently  remark  the  great  Injuftice,  done  to  this 
learned  Mathematician  and  pious  Scholar.    For  as  Sir  ff^al- 
ter  Ralegh  was  afperfed  with  holding  atheiftical  Principles, 
fo  it  has  been  faid,  that  he  imbibed  them  from  this  Mr* 
Harriot^  whom  he  retained  in  his  Service  with  a  handfome 
Penfion,  to  teach  him  the  mathematical  Sciences  at  his  lei- 
fure  Hours.     But  an  orthodox  Divine,  Dr.  Richard  Corbet ^ 
afterwards  a  Bilhop,  tells  us,  that  Harriotts  deep  Mine  was 
without  Drofs.     AikI  Mr.  George  Chapman^  another  Con- 
temporary, a  grave  and  virtuous  Author,  fays.  That  his 
Judgment  and  Knowledge  in  all  Kinds  were  deep  and  in- 
comparable, and  as  much  to  be  admired,  as  his  moft  blame- 
lefs  Life,  and  the  right  facred  Expence  of  his  Time,  were 
to  be  honoured  and  reverenced.     To  which  might  be  added 
other  Teftimonies,  which  have  been  carefully  colleded  by 
the  diligent  and  induftrious  Mr.  OldySy  in  his  accurate  Life 
of  Sir  IP^alter  Ralegh^  lately  prefixed  to  his  Hillory  of  the 
World  ;  who  likewiie  (hews,  that  the  famous  French  Phi- 
lofopher,  Defcartesy  borrowed  much  of  his  Light  from  this 
excellent  Mathematician  ;  and  that  the  learned  Dr.  fVallis 
gave  the  Preference  to  Harriots  Improvements,  before  Def- 
carU'sj  altho'  he  had  the  Advantage  of  coming  after,  and 
being  affifted  by  him. 

As  to  this  groundlefs  Afperfion,  the  Truth  of  it  perhaps 
was,  that  Sat  Walter  and  Mr.  Harriot^  were  the  firft,  who 
ventured  to  depart  from  the  beaten  Tiafi  of  the  Schools, 
and  to  throw  oiF  and  combat  fome  hoary  Follies  and  tradi- 
tionary Errors,  which  had  been  riveted  by  Age,  and  ren- 
dered facred  and  inviolable  in  the  Eyes  of  weak  and  preju- 
diced Perfons.  Sir  JValter  is  ftid  to  have  been  firft  led  to 
this,  by  the  manifeft  Deteftion,  from  his  own  Experience, 
of  their  erroneous  Opinions  concerning  the  Torrid  Zone  j 
and  he  intended  to  have  proceeded  farther  in  the  Seaicb 
after  more  folid  and  important  Truths,  'till  he  was  chid  and 
reftrained  by  the  Queen,  into  whom  fome  Perfons  had  in- 
fufed  a  Notion,  that  fuch  Doctrine  was  againft  God.  And 
this  was  fufficient  Ground  for  Men,  zealous  without  Know* 
ledge,  and  ftifly  orthodox,  with  a  Charity  ufual  to  fome 
fuch  in  all  Ages,  to  brand  him  with  the  odious  Names  of 
Jtheiji  and  Dclji ;  altho'  he  was  an  eminent  Affertor  of 
God  and  Providence,  and  has  in  many  Parts  of  his  Writings, 
cfpecially  in  the  Hiftory  of  the  World,  given  ftronger  Evi- 
dences of  his  Chriftian  Faith,  than  any  of  his  Detra^rs 
ever  did  of  theirs. 

M  R.  Lane  and  his  Company  carried  home  (bmc  Tobac- 
co, which,  Cambdcn  tliinks,  was  the  firft,  that  ever  was 
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brought  to  England.  And  Sir  JVaiUr  Raleghy  a  Man  of 
'3aiety  and  Famiont  readily  gave  into  it,  and  by  his  In- 
tcrcft  and  Example,  ibou  brought  it  into  fuch  Vogue  at 
Court,  that  many  great  Ladies,  as  well  as  Noblemen,  made 
no  Scruple  fometlmes  to  take  i  Pipe.  We  arc  not  inform- 
cd|  whether  the  Queen  made  Ufe  of  it  herfelf ;  but  it  is 
certain,  Ihe  gave  great  Coimtenance  and  Encouragement 
to  it,  as  a  Vegetable  of  fmgular  Strength  and  Power,  which 
might  therefore  prove  of  Benefit  to  Mankind,  and  Advan- 
tage to  the  Nation.  So  far,  as  Mr.  Oldys  well  obfcrves, 
was  this  wife  Princefs  from  the  refined  Taftc  of  her  Suc- 
ceAbr,  who  held  Tobacco  in  fuch  Abomination,  that  he 
not  only  refufed  the  Ufe  of  it  hinifclf,  but  endeavoured  to 
deftroy  and  fupprefs  it  among  his  Subjedb,  and  would 
thereby  have  robbed  the  Grown  of  what  has  fince  proved 
one  ot  its  nobleft  Jewels  and  moft  confidcrable  Revenues, 
and  the  Nation  of  a  very  advantageous  a^id  important  Branch 
of  Trade. 

Sir  PFalter  RaligVs  Tobacco-Box,  with  fome  of  hi^ 
Pipes,  was  lately  extant^  and  laid  up  among  the  Rarities  in 
the  Mufeum  of  that  curious  Antiquarian,  the  late  Mr.  Ralph 
Thorejbjy  of  Leedi^  in  Torkjhire.  There  are  alfo  fome  hu- 
merous  Stories  ftiU  remembered,  concerning  his  firft  \J(c  of 
Tobacco  \  particularly  hb  Wager  with  the  Q^icen,  that  he 
would  determine  exaftly  the  Weight  of  the  Smoke  which 
went  off  in  a  Pipe  of  Tobacco.  This  he  did  by  firft  weigh- 
ing the  Tobacco,  and  then  carefully  prefcrving  and  weigh* 
ing  the  Afhes ;  and  the  Queen  readily  granted,  that  what 
was  wanting  in  the  prime  Weight,  muft  be  evaporated  ia 
Smoke.  And  when  me  paid  the  Wager,  flie  faid  pleafaiitly, 
that  £hc  ha()  heard  of  many  Labourers  in  the  Fire,  that  turn  • 
cd  their  Gold  into  Smoke,  but  Ralegh  was  the  firft,  who 
had  turned^his  Smoke  into  Gold.  It  is  alfo  related,  that  j| 
Country  Servant  of  his,  bringing  him  a  Tankard  of  Al^ 
and  Nutm^  into  his  Study,  as  he  was  intently  engaged  at 
his  Book,  fmcMiking  a  Pipe  of  Tobacco,  the  Fellow  was  fo 
frightened  at  feeing  the  Smoke  reek  out  of  his  Mouth,  that 
fcc  threw  the  Ale  into  his  Face,  in  order  to  extinguifh  the 
Fire,  and  ran  down  Stairs,  alarming  the  Falimy,  and  cry* 
tog  out.  His  Mafter  was  on  Fire,  and  bcforTtliey  could  get 
up,  would  be  burnt  to  Alhes. 

But  whilft  Mr.  Lane  and  the  Colony  were  in  the  abovc-r 
mentioned  Streights  and  Difficulties  in  America^  Sir  lydier 
Ralegh  was  pot  idle  at  hopie.  He  provided  a  Ship  of  an 
hundred  Tons,  apd  loaded  her  with  plenty  of  all  things 
fieceflarv  for  the  Settlement ;  but  it  being  Eajler  before  flio 
dqparteoj  Ms;  Lane  and  his  Company  h^d  ihipped  them<< 
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fdvcs  for  Enghnd  in  Sir  Francis  Draki%  Fleet,  t  few  Dfty$ 
before  her  Arrival.  Having  therefore  (pfnt  fome  Time  m 
feeking  them  up  the  Country  without  EffeS,  they  returnee) 
that  Summer  to  England^  with  all  their  Provifion. 

Those  Authors  who  will  have  Sit  ^aber  Ralegh  to 
have  been  in  Virginia j  fay,  that  he  came  upon  this  Vovagt. 
But  the  Condud  of  it  was  fo  weak  and  trifling,  that  I  can- 
not be  cafily  induced  to  believe  it  agreeable  to  a  Perfon  of 
his  Senfe  and  Refolution ;  who,  had  he  been  there,  would 
certainly  have  made  fome  vigorous  Searches  and  £nquiricS| 
and  left  fome  ufeful  Remarks  on  the  Country,  as  he  did  in 
his  Voyage  to  Guiana.  Indeed  it  does  not  appear,  that  Sir 
ff'altcr  was  ever  in  his  Colony  himfelf.  The  only  Authori- 
ty of  Weight  for  it,  that  I  have  met  with,  is  the  Tranflation 
of  Mr.  Harriot's  Treatife,  which  mentions  the  A<%ons  of 
thofe,  fui  Generofum  D.  Walterum  Ralegh  in  earn  regionem 
£cmitaii  funt.  But  this,  I  am  inclined  to  diink,  muft  be 
an  Error  of  the  Tranflator,  who  fcems  to  have  been  a 
Frenchmanj  and  mieht  not  therefore  perfe£Uy  underftand 
our  Language ;  and  I  could  never  yet  get  a  oight  oiHar^ 
riot^s  original  Difcourfe,  which  was  written  in  Englijh^  but 
have  been  obliged  to  make  Ufe  of  the  Latin  Tianflation, 
publifhed  by  De  Bry^  at  Frankfort^  1590.  But  if  Mr. 
Hacklujt  ever  was  in  Virginia^  as  we  arc  exprefly  told  by 
De  Bry^  it  muft  have  been,  I  think,  either  in  this  Voyage, 
or  that  immediately  following  by  Sir  Richard  Gregnvil,  of 
which  we  have  fuch  brief  and  fummary  Accounts.  For  it 
is  not  to  be  fuppofed,  that  a  Perfon  of  nis  Figure  and  Con- 
iidcration,  would  have  been  entirely  pafled  over  in  the 
full  and  particular  Relations,  that  we  have  of  all  the  other 
Voyages. 

About  a  Fortnight  lafter  the  Departure  of  this  Ship. 
Sir  Richard  GreenviTzxmtd  with  three  Ships  more,  well 

Erovided  ;  but  he  neither  found  that  Ship,  according  to  hi$ 
)xpe£lation,  nor  could  hear  any  News  of  the  Colony,  which 
he  himfelf  had  fcated  and  left  there  the  Year  before.  There- 
fore, after  travelling  in  vain  up  and  down  to  feek  them* 
finding  their  Habitation  abandoned,  and  being  unwiUing  to 
lofe  the  Pofleilion  of  the  Country,  he  landed  fifty  Men  on 
the  Ifland  of  Roanoke^  plentifully  fiimiflied  with  all  Provi- 
fions  for  two  Years,  and  fo  returned  to  England. 

These  imlucky  CrolTes  and  Accidents  gave  Occafion 
to  many  Perfons  to  difcant  on  their  Proceedings,  to  the 
Difparagemcnt  of  Sir  Richard  Greenvil.  But  their  Cenfurc 
was  vcrv  unjuft.  For  to  plant  Colonies  abroad,  and  to  dif- 
fufe  ana  propagate  our  Nation  and  our  Trade,  is  certainly 
a  moft  princely  and  noble  Enterprize,  and  highly  worthy  a 
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Pedboxtf  hit  eminent  and  illuftrious  Family.  And  indeed 
iie  feems  to  have  embarked  in  the  Affair  with  nreat  Hearti- 
fiit&  and  Refolution,  and  to  have  hazarded  and  expofed  his 
PerlbnvayfitehrintheProfecutionof  it  A^  it  was  upon 
Oocafion  of  tbele  Murmursr  and  Reports,  that  Mr.  Harip$ 
jrrote  and  publiflied  his  Difcourfe,  before  mentioned 

Th  e  next  Year,  three  Ships  were  fent,  under  the  Com-  1587 
mand  of  Mr.  John  fFbitey  who  was  appointed  Governor  of 
the  Colony*  with  twelve  Affii^ts,  as  a  Council.  To  thefc 
Sir  WakiT  RaUgb  gave  a  Chapter,  and  incorporated  them 
fajr  tlie  Name  of  the  Governor  and  Aflifhnts  of  the  City  of 
Rakgh  in  Vtrginia^  ^with  exprefi  Dire<^ons  to  feat  at  Che* 
fap€aki\  which*  however  ufcful  and  important,  they  ne<- 
vothelds  d^bb^ed  and  negleded.  Having  taken  the  old 
KoutB  by  the  freft-Indu$j  they  had  like  to  have  been  caft 
loray  upon  CaU-Ffory  through  the  Error  or  Defign  of  Si* 
mm  FirdinanJ$.  He  had  been  with  Captain  Jmidas  in  the 
firft  Expedition  %  ^md  being  made  Pilot  in  this,  was  fufpeScd 
of  a  DdSgn  to  rum  the  whole  Voyage.  But  being  prevents 
ed  by  the  Vigilancy  of  Captain  Stafford^  they  arrived  all 
Hfe  at  Hattiras  the  22d  of  July. 

Thbt  went  immediately^  to  Raanoke^  to  look  for  th^ 
fifty  Men,  IdGt  there  by  Sir  Richard  Gnenvil,  but  they 
fetind  nothing  but  the  Bones  of  a  Man ;  and  where  the 
Plantation  had  been*  the  Houfes  were  undeftroyed,  but  o^ 
vergrown  with  Weeds,  and  the  Fort  defaced*  Tl'^y  ^^ 
ixttd  the  HoVifes  (  and  Mr.  George  HoWy  ofie  of  the  Coun- 
cil, ftragling  abroad,  was  (lain  by  the  Indians,  Soon  after* 
Captain  Stafford^  with  twenty  Men,  and  Manteo^  who,  I 
believe,  had  been  again  in  England  this  Voyage,  went  to 
Croafopy  to  enquire,  \i  they  could  hear  any  News  of  the 
Colony.  There  they  underftood,  that  Mr.  How  had  been, 
flain  by  fome  ot  Jringina^s  Men  of  Daffamonpeake  \  that 
the  fifty,  left  the  Year  before,  had  been  fuddenly  fet  upon 
\fj  three  hundred  Indians^  of  Secotan^  Aquafiogoc^  and  Daf^ 
fimmtpeajte ;  chat  after  a  fmall  Skirmifh,  in  which  one  En^ 
#&)bmi«.was  flain,  diey  retired  to  the  Water  Side,  and  hav<^ 
fng  eet  the^-  Boi^t,  and  taken  up  four  of  their  Fellows  ga- 
fhormg  Cnibt  and  Oyfters,  they  went  to  a  fmall  Ifland  by 
Hatteras ;  that  they  ftaid  there  fome  time,  but  after  de- 
parted they  knew  not  whither*  And  with  this  Ac^Uiunt, 
baotain  Stafford  returned  to  the  Fleet  at  Hatteras. 

nowrvER,  Mr.  X^V# endi^voured  to  renew  and  keep 
^  a  good  Underftanding  with  the  feveral  Nations  of  Indians 
m  the  Sea  Coaft.  But  finding  his  Offers  of  Friendfhip  not 
ipoeh  r^arded,  he  refolved  no  lon^r  to  defer  his  Revenge 
ift  V^9  ^D^Jfamonpeaki.    This  Nation  V99  Cbt^d  right 
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oppofite  to  Roanoki  Ifland,  on  tht  Main,  in  the  Neck  ot 
Land,  between  the  River  now  called  AlUgat§r^  and  the 
Narrows*  About  Midnight,  Mr.  H^biu  fet  forward,  with 
Captain  Stafferdy  and  twent^r  four  Men,  whereof  Mantis 
was  one,  who  was  their  Guide,  and  behaved  himfelf  as  a 
moft  faithful  Engltjhman.  Th^  landed  by  Break  of  D^» 
and  having  got  beyond  the  Town,  they  aflaulted  fome  /«- 
dians  that  were  fitting  bv  a  Fire.  One  was  ihot  through, 
and  they  hoped  to  have  been  fully  revenged,  but  were  foon 
undeceived,  and  found  that  they  vpere  their  Friends  of  Cr^ 
atan^  come  to  gather  their  Com,  becaufe  they  underftoo((» 
that  the  Dajfamonpeake  Indians  had  fled  after  the  Death  of 
Mr.  How.  Manteoy  their  Countryman,  was  grieved  at  the 
Miftake ;  but  however,  imputed  it  all  to  their  own  Folly. 
And  fo  having  gathered  what  was  ripe,  and  left  the  reft  un^* 
fpoiled,  they  returned  to  Roanoke, 

On  the  13th  of  Jugufty  Manteo^  according  to  Command 
from  Sir  Walter  Ralegh^  ^^as  baptized,  and  ftiled  Lord  of 
Roanoke  and  Dajfamonpeake ^  in  Reward  of  his  Fidelity.  And 
on  the  1 8th,  the  Governor's  Daughter,  Wife  to  Ananiaf 
Darey  one  of  the  Council,  was  delivered  of  a  Daughter^ 
which,  being  the  firft  Child  born  there,  was  palled  Virginia. 
And  foon  after,  there  arofe  a  Difpute  between  the  Gover- 
nor and  his  Affiftants  or  Council,  concerning  a  Perfon  to 
be  fent  to  England  to  foUicit  Supplies.  All  refufed,  except 
one,  who  was  thought  very  unequal  to  tne  Bufinefs.  At 
laft,  they  unanimoufly  pitched  upon  the  Governor,  as  the 
fitted  Perfon ;  and  having  figncd  a  Paper,  teflifying  his  Un- 
willingnefs  to  leave  the  Colony,  they  at  length  prevailed 
upon  him,  with  much  Importunity,  to  undertake  it  Leav- 
ing therefore  above  an  hundred  Pcrfons  on  one  of  the  Iflands 
of  Ha^terasy  to  form  a  Plantation,  he  departed,  and  ufter 
jnany  Crofles  and  Difficulties,  got  firft  to  Ireland^  and  from 
thence  went  to  England. 

At  this  time,  the  Nation  was  in  great  Commotion  and 
Apprehenfion  of  the  Spanijh  Invafion  and  invincible  Arn^* 
da,  as  it  was  vainly  called,  and  the  Queen  caufed  frequent 
Councils  to  be  held,  by  the  oldeft  and  moft  eTcperienced 
Commanders  at  Sea ;  and  alfo  appointed  a  Council  of  War, 
of  fuch  Perfons  as  were  in  higheft  Repute  for  military  Skill 
and  Knowledge,  in  order  to  put  the  Land  Forces  of  the 
Kingdom  in  the  heft  Pofture  of  Defence.  For  this  Purpofe 
were  chofcn  the  Lord  Grey^  Sir  Francis  Knollisy  Sir  Thomas 
Leighton,  Sir  Jf  alter  Ralegh^  Sir  John  Norrisy  Sir  Richard 
Greenvily  Sir  Richard  Bingham,  Sir  Roger  Williamsy  and 
Ralph  Lane,  Efq;  late  Governor  of  Virginia^  who  were 
therefore  aU  entirely  taken  up  with  thofe  important  Conful- 
ttttions.  How«

Hx>^  X  V  E  R9  having  laid  a  Plan  of  Operations,  and  made 
piisper  Difpofitions  for  the  Defence  of  the  Nation,  Sir  ff^aU 
'tmioxwd  Leifure  to  fit  out  a  fmall  Fleet  for  the  Relief  of 
tlUB  liSiiiony,  at  Biddeford^  early  the  next  Year,  which  was 
pu£  uttder  the  Command  of  Sir  Richard  Greenvily  and  only 
WfioM  ior  a  fair  Wind.  But  the  Alarm  of  the  vaft  am 
formidable  Armament,  made  by  the  King  of  Spaifif  encreaf* 
ing,  aH  Ships  of  Force,  then  in  any  Keadinefs,  received 
Orders  from  the  State  to  ftay  in  their  IJarbours,  for  tho 
Defimce  of  their  own  Country  5  and  Sir  Richard  Greenvit 
Wtf  perfonally  commanded  not  to  depart  out  of  Cornwali^ 
where  Sir  Walter  Ralegh  then  was  himfelf,  muftering  and 
tmtning  the  Forces,  and  pei  forming  other  Duties  of  his 
Oflice,  as  Lieutenant  of  that  County.  However,  Govei- 
noi  WhiU  laboured  fo  fttoiMK>u{ly*  with  them,  that  he  obi- 
tained  two  fmall  Barks,  and  put  to  Sea  from  Biddeford^  the 
a»d  of  ApriU  1588.  But  thcfe  Veflels,  tho'  of  little  Force, 
beinz  more  intent  on  a  gainful  Voyage,  than  the  Relief  of 
the  Colohy,  ran  in  Chacc  of  Prizes ;  till  at  laft,  one  of 
ibcm,  meeting  with  two  Ships  of  War,  was,  after  a  bloody 
Fight,  overcome,  boarded,  and  rifled.  In  this  maimed, 
fttuacked,  and  ragged  Condition,  fhe  returned  to  England 
in  A  Month's  Tim^  j  and  in  about  three  Weeks  after,  the 
other  alfo  returned,  having  perhaps  tailed  of  the  fame  Fare, 
at  leaft  without  performing  her  intended  Voyage,  to  the 
I)iftrefs,  and  as  it  proved,  the  utter  DeftruiSlion  of  the  Co- 
lony in  nrginia,  and  to  the  great  Difpleafure  of  their  Patron 
at  home. 

These  Difappointmcnts  gave  much  Vexation  to  Sir 
ffuilfir  Raleghj  who  had  by  this  Time  expended,  as  wc 
are  authentically  afiured,  not  lefs  than  forty  thoufand  Pounds, 
iq>on  the  Enterprife.  He  had  alfo,  not  long  before,  re- 
ceived, as  a  Reward  for  his  great  Services  in  the  Irijh 
Waio,  a  very  large  Grant,  out  of  the  Earl  of  De/mond's 
LauMk  there';  the  Terms  of  which  he  fairly  and  honeftlv 
^cavoured  to  fulfil,  by  planting  thofe  Lands  with  Englijh^ 
md  made  Ufe  of  none  of  the  Arts  and  Frauds,  which  otiiers 
of  tbofe  Grantees  were  charged  withal.  So  that  this  great 
BoCinty  of  the  Queen  was  at  prcfent  rather  a  Burthen  and 
Charge  to  him,  than  any  real  Profit  or  Advantage.  Befides 
which,  he  was  among  the  foremoft  of  the  military  Geniufes 
of  that  time,  who  were  fired  with  the  Spamjh  Invafion,  and 
DR&cuted  the  War  ag^inft  them  with  great  Coft  and  In- 
^ouftnr,  and  with^an  incredible  Courage  and  Succefs.  For 
911  thefe  Reafons,  Sir  fyalter  Ralegh  made  an  Affignment, 
b?  Indenture,  bearing  Date  the  tA  o(  March^  1588-9,  to 
Jhmak  Smiib^  (af(crward«  Sir  Tbtmf  Smiib^  and  a  Per- 
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ton  of  Note  in  the  Sequd  of  thb  Hiftory)  with  other  Merio 
chants  and  Adventurers  of  Ldfubn^  and  to  Governor  fVbite^ 
and  other  Gentlemen,  for  continuing  the  Plantation  of  Vtrf 
ginia.'  By  this  Indenture,  he  erants  to  the  faid  Thomas 
Smithy  John  ff^ite^  and  the  reft,  according  to  a  Charter, 
formerly  granted  for  the  City  of  RaUghy  free  Liberty  to 
carry  to  Virginia j  and  there  inhabit,  Aich  of  her  Majcfty's 
Suujedls,  as  would  willingly  accompany  them  ;  as  aifo  to 
them  their  Heirs,  or  Afligns,  free  Trade  and  Traffick  to 
and  from  Virginia^  or  any  other  Part  of  America^  where 
the  faid  Sir  fValter^  his  Heirs,  or  Afligns,  did,  or  might 
claim  any  Intereft,  Title,  or  Privilege.  And  he  did  far-* 
ther,  for  their  Encouragement,  and  for  the  common  Utility, 
freelv  and  liberally  give  them  one  hundred  Pounds,  to  be 
employed  for  planting  the  Chriftian  Religion  in  thofe  bar? 
barous  and  heathen  Countries. 

And  thus  Sir  JValter  Ralegh^  having  difengaged  him-? 
felf  for  the  prcfent  from  this  burthcnfome  and  expenfivc 
AiF«iir,  gave  a  LooTe  to  his  martial  Genius,  and  bent  his 
whole  1  houghts  againd:  the  Spaniards^  which  foon  became 
the  fixed  and  ruling  Paffion  of  his  Nature  ;  as  abafmg  the 
exorbitant  Power  <^  France,  and  preventing  its  ill  Confe- 
quences  on  the  Liberties  of  Eurcpe,  did,  m  later  Times, 
engrofs  all  the  Thoughts  and  Inclinations  of  King  IVilliamy 
and  was  the  principal  Aim  of  mcft  of  his  Steps  and  Anions. 
And  although  this  Comparifon  may  be  thought  very  une- 
qual with  Relation  to  the  Power  and  Dignity  of  the  two 
rcrfons,  yet  it  will,  I  think,  be  found  juit  and  exa^  with 
Refped  to  their  Inclinations  and  Dcfigns.  For  no  Man  of 
that  Age  was  more  deeply  fcnfible  of  the  pernicious  Confe^ 
quences  of  the  Stanijh  Power  and  Aims,  or  was  more  eager 
and  afliduous  in  meaking,  writing,  and  aAing  againft  them^ 
than  Sir  JValter  Ralegh. 
J590.  But  thefe  new  Aflignees  were  not  fo  diligent  and  care- 

ful of  the  Bufincfs,  as  diey  ought  to  have  been.  For  it  was 
a  Year  after,  March,  1589-go,  before  any  thing  was  un- 
dertaken by  them  for  the  Relief  of  the  Colony.  Then  Mr. 
IVhite,  with  three  Ships,  fet  Sail  from  Plimouth ;  and  paf- 
fing  by  the  Wejl-Indies,  they  ftaid  fome  time  there,  to  per- 
form feme  Exploits,  as  they  call  them,  which  was  to  at- 
tack and  plunder  the  Spaniards,  among  whom  they  got  ^ 
confidcrable  Booty.  On  the  jd  of  Augujl,  they  fell  in  with 
fome  low  fandy  Iflands,  to  the  Wefiwardoi  Wococon.  Froni 
thence  they  went  to  Groatan,  and  fo  to  Haiieras.  TTiere 
they  dcfcried  a  Smoke,  at  the  Place,  where  the  Colony  had 
been  left  three  Years  before.  The  next  Morning,  they 
difcharged  fome  Cannon,  to  give  Notice  pf  their  Arrivalj 
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and  b«ving  fitted  out  two  Botts,  Captain  CocJteukd  Captain 
Sfictr  went  afliorc^  but  fouixl  n6  Man,  nor  the  Sign  of 
aiqr>  that  had  been  there  btdy.  The  next  Day,  they 
pttpxtd  to  jEo  to  Roatufti  9  but  the  Wind  bemg  hard 
at  North-£a^  coie  of  the  Boats,  in  paffiiig  a  Bar,  was  half 
£Ued  irith  Water,  and  the  other  overfet  Captain  SpUer^ 
vith.^  moce,  were  drowned ;  b^itfour,  who  could  fwim 
a  little,  and  .did  not  txv&  thepUelves  to  thqr  L^  on  the 
jSboals,  but  kept  jn  deep  Water,  were  iaved  by  the  Care 
and  Dexterity  of  Captain  C^^ke  in  the  other  Boat.  This 
Acddentfodifcomfited  the  Sailors,  that  they  could  hardly 
jbe  prevailed  upon  to  make  any  farther  Search  for  the  Colo- 
nv«  But  indeed,  {ronfidering  the  Shoals  and  Dangers,  with 
their  Ignorance  and  Inexperience  of  the  Coaft,  which  they 
unfcnrcunaidy  happened  upon  in  this  their  firft  Attempt  to- 
wards a  Settlement,  it  b  rather  to  be  wondered,  thc«  they 
met  not  with  more  Accident*  and  Misfortunes,  than  they 
ra^  did.  ^ 

The  Sailors  being  at  lei^i  encouraged  by  the  For.- 
wardneis  and  Readinefs  of  their  Captains,  two  Boats  more 
mtrt  fitted  out  for  Hattiras^  with  nineteen  Men.  When 
Ml.  Wlnte  left  the  Colonjr  three  Years  before,  they  talked 
of  going  fii'ty  Miles  up  mto  the  Main ;  and  it  had  been 
agreed  between  them,  that  if  they  left  the  Place,  where 
thcy.then  were,  they  flxould  write  the  Name  of  the  Placc^ 
to  which  thqr  went,  on  fome  Tree,  Door,  or  Poft  j  and 
if  they  had  been  in  any  Diftrefs,  they  ihould  fignify  it,  by 
making  a  Crofs  over  it.  When  they  landed  therefore,  they 
founded  a  Trumpet,  but  received  no  Anfwer ;  and  going  up 
to  the  Fire,  they  found,  it  was  nothing  but  the  Grafs  and 
ibme  rotten  Trees  burning.  Then  fearching  up  and  down 
the  Ifland,  they  at  laft  found  three  fair  Roman  Lettere 
carved,  C  R.  O.  but  without  any  Sign  of  Diftrefs  \  and 
looking  ferthcr,  they  faw  CROATAN,  carved  in  fair 
CapitJ  Letters  on  one  of  the  chief  Pofts,  but  ftill  without 
fhe  Croft,  as  a  Sijgn  of  Diftreft.  Their  Houfes  were  taken 
idown }  and  an  high  Paliftdo  built,  after  the  Manner  of  a 
Fort.  They  likewife  found,  where  their  Goods  had  been 
buried }  but  many  of  them  had  been  dug  up,  and  fcattered 
about^  and  all  were  fpoiled ;  yet  Mr.  fybiti  knew  and 
diftinguiibed  feveral  of  hb  own  among  them.  With  thb 
jdyfiil  Difcovery,  as  they  hoped,  <rf  where  diey  were,  they 
returned  to  theur  Ships ;  but  had  like  to  have  been  oift  away 
by  a  violent  Storm,  that  continued  all  that  Night 

Thb  next  .Morning  weighing  Anchor  for  Cr$atany 
iM)icH  was  an  ImlianTown  on  the  South  Part  of  Cape 
i^-M^  one  of  their  Cables  broke,  and  carried  off  ano- 
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i59«-  thcr  Anchor  with  it.  But  letting  go  dicir  third,  the  Ship 
^ — >r"-^  went  fo  faft  adrift,  that  (he  was  very  near  ftranding.  Din 
couraged  with  thefe  Misfortunes,  and  having  but  one  An- 
chor left,  and  their  Provifions  near  fpent,  they  gave  over 
all  thoughts. of  farther  Search  for  the  prcfent,  and  deter- 
mined to  go  to  the  IVtJl-lnd'm^  to  winter  and  refrefli  them-r 
felvcs  (chiefly  perhaps  with  more  Spanijh  Plunder)  and  to 
return  in  the  Spring,  to  feek  their  Countrymen.  But  the 
Vice- Admiral  was  obftlnately  bent  upon  going  direftly  for 
England \  and  the  Wind  being  contrary,  the  reft  were 
obliged,  within  two  Days,  to  mzkc  iox  the  ff^efiern- IJIandsy 
where  they  arrived  the  23d  of  September  1500,  and  met 
with  many  of  the  Queen's  Ships,  their  own  Confort,  and 
divers  others.  But  many  fufpcded,  that  private  Intereft 
was  the  chief  Occufion  of  their  Failure  in  this  Undertaking:; 
and  riiat  the  Riches,  gotten  from  the  Spaniards  in  the  JVejt' 
Indies^  was  the  true  Reafon  of  their  Return,  for  which  the 
Storm  only  furniflied  them  with  a  colourable  Pretext. 
However  it  is  certain,  that  the  Aflignees  made  no  farther 
Search,  nor  gave  themfelves  any  other  Trouble  about  the 
Matter  5  but  thefc  poor  Souls  were  bafely  defcrted  by  thcm> 
and  left  a  Prey  to  the  barbarous  Savages,  neither  were  they 
ever  feen  or  heard  of  afterwards. 

,^^,^  The  following  Year  1591,  Sir  Richard  Grtenvil  was 

fcnt,  by  the  Queen,  Vice-Admiral  to  the  Lord  Thmas 
Howardy  with  feven  Ships  of  War,  and  a  few  other  fmall 
Veffcls,  to  intercept  the  Spanijh  Plate-Fleet.  At  the  y/- 
xoresy  this  fmall  Squadron  viras  furpriied  by  fiftv  three  capital 
Ships,  purpofely  fent  from  Spain  \  and  Sir  Richard  Greenvil^ 
who  was  unwilling  to  leave  a  great  Part  of  his  Men,  then 
on  Shore  for  Water  and  other  Neceffaries,  to  the  Infolence 
and  Barbarity  of  the  Iflanders,  ftaid  fo  long  in  getting  fhem 
off,  that  he  was  hemmed  in  between  the  Enemy's  Fleet 
and  the  Ifland  of  Flares.  In  this  dangerous  Situation,  he 
fcorned  to  (hew  any  Sjens  of  Fear,  or  to  owe  his  Safety  to 
Flight ;  but  he  bravely  bore  down  upon  the  Enemy,  and 
endeavoured  to  break  through  them,  in  which  Attempt  he 
maintained  a  gallant  and  obftinate  Fight,  with  the  beft  of 
the  Spanijh  Ships,  for  fifteen  Hours  together.  He  was  at 
once  laid  aboard  by  the  St.  Philips  a  Ship  of  fifteen  hundred 
Tens  and  (eventy  eight  large  Pieces  of  Ordinance,  and  four 
other  of  the  floutefl  Ships  in  the  Spanijh  Fleet,  full  of  Menj^ 
infome  tv/o  hundred,  in  fome  five  hundred,  and  in  others 
eight  hundred  Soldiers,  befides  Mariners;  and  he  never  had 
le^  than  two  large  Galleons  by  his  Side,  which  from  time 
to  time,  were  relieved  by  frclh  Shijps,  Men,  and  AmmunI-' 
tion.    Yet  he  behaved  himfelf  with  fucb  uncommon  Bn- 
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Tfnrand  Condud,  that  he  dUabled  fcmie,  funk  others,  and 
o^iteed  them  ^11  to  retire.  Neither  did  he  ever  leave  the 
Uedcy  dio*  wounded  in  the  Beginning  of  the  dofe  Fight» 
till  he  received  a  dangeiuus  Wound  in  the  Body  by  a  Mulket 
BuUet.  When  he  went  down  to  have  it  drelTed,  he  re- 
cdved  another  Shot  in  the  Head,  and  his  Surgeon  was  killed 
by  his  Side.  By  this  time  alio  moft  of  his  braveft  Meit 
wtjee  flain,  his  ohip  much  difabled^  his  Deck  covered  with 
Dead,  and  Wounded,  and  fcattered  Limbs,  and  his  Powder 
ipent  to  the  very  laft  Barrel.  Yet  in  this  Condition  he 
ordered  the  Veflel  ^  be  funk,  but  it  was  prevented  by  the 
left  of  the  Officers ;  tho*  many  of  the  Crew  joined  With 
him»  atid  the  Mafter-Gunner,  if  he  had  not  been  reftrained^ 
would  have  killefi  himfelf,  fooner  than  fall  into  the  Hands 
tf  die  Spaniards.  When  the  Ship,  or  rather  Wreck, 
Was  furreiidered.  Sir  Richard  was  carried  on  board  the 
Spamfi  Admiral,  where  he  died  within  two  Days,  highly 
admired  by  the  /erv  Enemy,  for  his  eictraordinary  Courage 
and  Rdblution.  And  when  he  found  the  Pang9  of  DeaBi 
approach,  he  (aid  to  the  Officers^  that  ftood  round  him* 
in  the  Spanijh  Tongue  :  Here  die  /,  Richard  Greenvil, 
with  a  joyful  and  qutet  Mind^  having  ended  mj  Life  like  ek 
trui  Soldiery  that  fought  for  his  Country^  ^ue^y  Religion^ 
^mdHewur:  Thus  fumming  up,  in  (hort,  all  the  generoua 
Motives,  that  fire  the  Breafts  of  the  truly  Brave  and  Great^ 
to  exert  themfelves  beyond  the  common  Pitch  of  Huroa^ 
nity. 

And  fuch  was  the  eallant  End  of  this  noble  Gentleman^ 
who,  next  to  Sir  fValter  Ralegh^  was  the  principal  Perfon 
concerned  in  this  firft  Adventure  of  Virginia.  He  was  a 
Man  eminently  fitted  to  ferve  his  Country,  in  Peace  or 
War,  by  Land  or  Sea,  and  was  fo  deeply  rooted  in  the 
Aftedion  and  Efteem  of  his.  illuftrtous  Kinfman,  Sir  Walter 
HaUgby  that  he  honoured  hb  Death  with  a  articular  Rela** 
tion  of  the  AAion  by  his  own  excellent  Pen,  which  he 
caufed  to  be  immediately  printed  the  latter  End  of  the  fame 
Year  i^^  tt>  obviate  fome  Afperfions,  caft  upon  him  by 
feme  of  the  Spaniards.  The  reft  of  the  Englijb  Shipa 
having  Sea-Room,  fought  bravely,  and  did  every  things 
that  could  be  expelled  from  valiant  Men,  whilft  they  had 
the  Advantage  of  the  Wind.  The  Lord  Howard  was  for 
even  hazarding  the  whole  Fleet  in  the  Refcue  of  Sir  Richard 
Greenvilf  and  for  charging  up  to  the  Place,  where  he  wai 
ttupmi.  But  he  was  over-ruled  by  the  other  Officers^ 
whoM  Prudence  it  <:onunended  even  by  Sir  Walter  Ralefh  ; 
■Imo'  no  Perfon  can  certainly  fa^,  I  think,  what  might 
Ittrt  heqi  the  JEvent,  had  fix  Ships  of  War  more  befidea 
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the  Privateers^  fallen  upon  an  Enemy^  whom  one  Shipalooe 
had  for  To  long  a  time  kept  in  fuch  warm  Adion.  When 
the  Night  parted  them  from  the  Enemy^  thev  all  went  ofS 
fcfe,  and  in  their  Way  home  took  feveral  ricn  Prizes;  Sir 
mchariTs  Ship  too,  the  Revengey  of  500  Tons  Burdien^ 
and  about  20  Iron  Guns,  made  good  her  Name.  For  a  kw 
Days  after  (he  foundered  at  Sea,  and  drowned  two  hundred 
Spaniards^  who  had  been  put  aboard  to  carry  her  to  Spain. 

But  Sir  f Salter  RaUghy  being,  by  the  above-menttoned 
Alignment,  eafed  in  fome  Meafure  of  the  Undertafeine  ol 
Virginia^  was  foon  engaged  by  his  a&ive  and  ehterpriung 
Genius  in  other  Adventures  and  Difcoveries.  He  contri*^ 
buted  gcncroufly  towards  the  Difcovery  of  the  North-Weft 
Faflage,  and  other  things  of  the  like  Nature.  But  having 
loft  his  Hoyal  Miftrefs's^Favour,  by  debauching  one  of  her 
Maids  of  Honour,  whom  he  afterwards  married,  he  under^ 
took  in  Perfon,  in  the  Year  1595,  the  Voyage  and  Difco- 
Tcry  of  Guianoy  a  rich  Country  up  the  River  Ormttqwy  in 
Sottth  America.  After  his  Return,  he  wrote  a  moft  excel<* 
lent  Difcourfe  upon  his  Expedition,  in  which  his  chief  Aim 
was  to  engage  the  Queen  and  Nation  in  the  Profecution  of 
the  Enterprife,  and  Settlement  of  the  Country.  But  aU 
his  Reafons  were  overpowered  by  the  Envy  of  fome  ereat 
Men  to  his  Perfon  and  Merit ;  and  altho'  he  was  rmottA 
to  the  Queen's  Favour,  yet  he  could  never  ^  any  thing 
d9ne  to  EfFcA  in  this  important  and  judicious  Defign. 
However  he  never  quitted  it  himfelf,  but  fent  twice  imme- 
diately after,  to  make  farther  Difcoveries,  and  to  keep  up 
the  good  Difpofitions  of  the  Natives  towards  the  EngUJh. 
Even  after  hb  Fall,  and  when  he  was  in  the  Tower^  he 
found  Means  to  continue  thb  Defign ;  and  his  laft  Voyage 
thither,  after  his  Releafe,  with  the  fatal  Confequences  of 
it,  is  too  well  known,  to  tieed  a  particubr  Relation  here. 
Neither  was  he,  notwithftanding  the  Alignment,  heeHgent 
or  foreetful  of  the  Colony,  which  had  been  feated  in  rtrginia 
upon  his  Account.  For  he  fent  five  feveral  Times,  to  fearch 
after,  and  relieve  them  ;  and  laft  he  difpatched  Samuel  Maa 
of  Weymeuthy  in  March  i6o2.  But  he,  like  all  the  reft* 
performed  nothing,  but  returned  with  idle  Stories  and  fri» 
volous  Allegations. 

Ho  w  E  v^E  R,  thefe  Efforts  of  Sir  Walter  were  only  in* 
tended  to  recover  and  bring  off*  thofe  poor  People,  and  n4 
ways  in  Profecution  of  his  iirft  Defi^  of  fettling  a  Colo- 
ny. So  that  all  Thoughts  of  Firgsma  wtrt  abandoned^ 
and  the  Project  lay  dead  for  near  twelve  Years,  when  it 
was  revived  by  Captain  Barthdlomew  Gofneldy  who  under- 
took a  Voyage  tbitheri  and  fet  Sail  from  Dartmtuth,  ok 
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die  twenty  fixth  of  March  1602,  in  a  imall  Bark,  with 
fStiiTtj  two  Men.  He  kept  as  fiar  North  as  the  Winds  would 
permit  and  was  the  firft  that  came  in  a  dired  Courfe  to 
Anurica. 

Oir  the  nth  of  May^  heing  about  the  Latitude  of  fortjr 
three^  they  made  Land,  on  the  Coaft  of  New-England^  at 
it  hadi  been  fince  called.  But  as  all  this  Continent  bore 
the  Name  of  Florida^  till  the  Difcovcry  of  the  Englijh  in 
1 584,  fo  afterwards  all  that  Tradl  of  Country,  from  34  to 
i.5  Decrees  of  Northern  Latitude,  was  called  Virginia^  till 
n'om  different  Settlements  it  got  different  Names.  The 
Land  was  low ;  the  Shore  white  Sand,  and  rocky,  yet  over* 
grown  with  fair  and  ftately  Trees.  Coming  to  an  Anchor, 
eight  Indiansy  in  a.  Shallop,  with  Maft  and  Sail,  came  boldly 
on  board  them.  By  their  Signs,  and  by  the  Shallop  and 
other  things,  which  they  had,  they  judged,  that  fome  Btf- 
ittjneers  had  been  fiihing  there.  But  finding  no  good  Har- 
bour, they  weighed,  and  ftood  to  the  Southward  into  the 
Sea.  The  next  Morning,  they  found  themfelves  embayed 
wi^  a  mighty  Head-land  ;  and  going  to  the  neighbourine 
Rills,  they  perceived  it  to  be  Part  of  the  Continent,  almoft 
environed  with  IfhUids.  Here,  in  a  few  Hours,  they  caught 
more  Cod,  then  they  knew,  what  to  do  with  ;  from  whencQ 
the  Place  obtained  tne  Name  of  Capi-Cod.  And  tl\ey  thence 
alfo  concluded,  that  a  good  Fifliery  might  be  found  there» 
in  the  Months  of  Marcby  Afrily  and  May. 

Soon  after  they  went  to  the  Iflands,  and  anchored  near 
one  of  them.  They  found  it  four  Miles  in  Coropafs,  with* 
OQt  Houfe  or  Inhabitant.  In  it  was  a  Lake,  near  a  Mile  in 
Circuit ;  and  the  reft  fo  overgK>wn  with  Vines,  which  co« 
vered  all  the  Tree9  and  Buflies,  that  they  could  fcarce  paft 
through  them.  They  likewife  found  Plenty  of  Strawber- 
ries, Rafberries,  Goofberries,  and  divers  other  Fruits  in 
Bloom,  and  therefore  caUed  the  Ifland  Manhiit%  Vineyard, 
Tliey  thenvifited  the  reft  of  the  Ifles,  and  found  them  re- 
nleniflied  with  the  like  Produ^.  One  they  named  EU%a^ 
pities  Illandy  in  Honour  to  their  ancient  ^Sovereign,  in  which 
they  planted  Wheat,  Barley,  Oats,  and  Peafe,  which  fpnmg 
up  nine  Inches  in  fourteen  Days.  From  hence  they  went 
to  the  Main,  where  they  ftood  for  fome  time  raviftied  at  the 
Beauty  and  Delicacy  of  the  Country.  But  foon  after  re- 
tuniing  to  EU%aheth*%  Ifland^  they  fpent  three  Weeks  in 
iHiildiqg  a  Houfe,  in  a  fmall  Ifland  of  about  an  Acre  of 
Ground,  which  ftood  in  die  Midft  of  a  large  Lake  of  frefli 
Water,  about  three  Miles  in  Circumference. 

Thiy  faw  feveral  of  the  Natives,  with  whom  they 
jMuic  mutual Prefents,  andfaad  Came  imali Traffick.    Thcjr 
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were  of  an  excellent  Conftitudon  of  Body,  afiivc,  ftron|» 
healthful,  and  venr  ingenious,  as  divers  oC  their  Joys  tefti- 
fied.  The  bafer  Sort  would  itcal,  but  thofe  of  better  Rank 
were  very  civil  and  juft.  Not  one  of  the  Englijh  was  af- 
fefied  with  any  Sickneis  j  but  they  rattier  grew  more  healthy 
and  ftrong,  notwithfbnding  their  bad  Diet  and  Lodgbg* 
Twelve  had  rcfolved  to  ftay  j  but,  confidt^rine  how  meanly 
Ihcy  were  provided,  they  were  at  laft  all  obliged  to  leave 
this  Ifland,  not  without  much  Sorrow  and  Relu&ancy,  and 
arrived  at  Exmouth  the  23d  of  July. 
1603.  The  Bcgining  of  the  next  Year,  died  that  ever-memo- 
rable and  ^lorious  Princefs,  Queen  Elizaheth^  and  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by  King  James  VI.  of  Scotland.  He  was  fcarde 
warm  in  his  Throne,  before,  as  a  Prcfage  of  his  future  weak 
and  inglorious  Rei|;h,  he  confined  Sir  IValter  RaUgh  in  the 
Tower,  for  a  moft  myfterious  and  inextricable  Plot.  This 
great  Man,  as  he  was  the  firft  Undertaker  and  Mover  of 
thefe  Difcoveries,  is  ufually  looked  upon  as  the  Founder  and 
Farther  of  our  Country.  And  indeed  wc  are  proud  to  own 
for  fuch,  a  Perfon  of  his  diflineuifhed  Merit  and  Parts, 
who  was  one  of  the  brighteft  Ornaments  of  his  Age  and 
Country,  highly  in  the  Favour  and  Eflcfem  of  Queen  £/i- 
xabeth^  and  afterwards  the  Sacrifice  of  her  mean  and  pufil- 
lanimous  SuccefTor.  But  yet  it  mufl  be  confeiTed,  that  his 
Adventurers  touched  but  once,  and  then  flightly,  on  our 
Country  j  but  flill  kept  on  in  the  fame  unfortunate  Trad, 
on  the  (hoaly  and  importuous  Coafl  of  North-Carolina. 
Altho'  his  Judgment  foon  diflinguifhed  from  the  Accounts, 
he  received,  the  Advantages  of  Chefapeake  for  feating  his 
Capital  City  of  RaUgh  \  and  had  his  Orders  been  followed, 
it  might  perhaps  have  given  a  quite  different  Turn  to  the 
Affairs  of  the  Colony.  For  it  would  not  only  have  freed 
them  from  the  Hazards  and  Difficulties,  they  encountered 
on  that  dangerous  Coaft,  and  every  where  have  fupplied 
them  with  fafe  and  convenient  Harbours,  but  would  have 
^laturallv  led  them  to  the  Search  and  Difcovery  of  one  of 
die  moil  commodious  Countries  perhaps  in  the  World,  for 
Shipping  and  VefTels. 

The  fame  Year  1603,  by  the  Perfuafions  of  Mr. 
Jtlchard  Hackluyt  (a  curious  and  inquifitive  Gentleman,  and 
foon  after  a  Prebend  of  WeftminJUr^  who  publiflied  the 
noted  Colle£Hon  of  Voyages  and  Travels)  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen,  with  moft  of  the  Merchants  or  Brijloly  raifed  a 
Stock  of  a  thoufand  Pounds,  and  fitted  out  two  Veflels. 
But  firft  they  obtained  the  Leave  and  Permiffion  of  Sir 
IValter  Ralegh^  as  Proprietor  of  the  Country,  to  make. 
Difcovaies  in  Virginia.,    Martin  Bring  was  made  Captain^ 
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an  undcrftanding  Gentleman  and  able  Mariner ;  and  Robert 
Saltirn,  who  had  been  with  Captain  Gofnold  the  Year  be- 
fore, was  appointed  his  Aififtant  and  Pilot.  But  as,  for  the 
ittoft  Part,  they  followed  Captain  Gofnold' %  Courfe,  theii 
Difcoveries  were  nothing  extraordinary  or  different  from  his. 

But  another  Bark  was  this  Year  lent  from  London^  un- 
der the  Command  of  Captain  Bartholomew  Gilbert^  who 
had  likewife  been  with  Captain  Gofnold.  After  fomc  fmall 
Trade  in  the  Wejl-Indiesy  they  fell  in  with  the  Coaft  of 
America  in  about  37  Degrees  of  Northern  Latitude  5  and 
fome  Authors  fay,  they  run  up  into  Chefapeake  Bay,  where 
the  Captain,  gomg  afhore,  was  killed  with  four  of  his  Men. 
This  flruck  fuch  a  Damp  and  Difcouragement  into  the  reft, 
fliat  they  immediately  weighed  Anchor,  and  returned  to 
England^  without  any  further  Attempt  or  Difcovery. 

Two  Years  after,  Captain  George  Weymouth  was  fent  by  ^^^ 
the  Earl  of  Southampton  and  the  Lord  Arundel  of  Warder^ 
te  make  Difcoveries  on  the  Coaft  of  Virginia.  He  intend- 
ed to  the  Southward  of  39 ;  but  was  forced  by  the  Winds 
farther  Northward^  and  fell  among  fome  Shoals  in  41  Deg. 
20  Min.  But  having  happily  difengaged  themfelves,  on  the 
38th  of  May  thev  made  Land,  ft  appeared  to  be  a  main 
high  Land,  but  tney  found  it  an  Ifland  of  fix  Miles  in 
Compafs.  From  thence  they  could  difcem  the  Continent 
amd  very  high  Mountains ;  and  coafting  among  the  Iflands^ 
adjoining  to  the  Main,  they  found  an  excellent  Harbour. 
They  dug  a  Garden  the  twenty  fecond  of  May ;  and  among 
Acir  Seeds,  thgr  fowed  Barley  and  Pcafe,  which  grew  up 
eight  Inches  in  iixteen  Days ;  altho*  they  judged  the  Mould 
much  inferior  to  what  they  found  afterwards  on  the  Main. 
On  die  30th  of  May^  the  Captain  with  thirteen  more,  went 
it}  view  and  difcover  the  Continent  5  and  havbg  found  a 
Air  Kiver,  runnmg  up  into  the  Country,  they  returned 
back  to  bring  in  the  Ship.  What  River  this  was,  and 
wHat  Part  of  the  American  Cosal  they  fell  upon,  is  difficult 
to  determine  exafUv.  For  their  neglefting  to  tell  us  whac 
t^ourfe  dicy  fteerecf,  after  they  were  difengaged  from  the 
Shoals,  renders  it  doubtful,  whether  they  fell  in  with  fomq 
Part  of  the  Majfachufefs  Bay ;  or  rather  farther  Southward^ 
on  the  Coalt  of  Khode-Ifland^  Naraganfet^  or  Conne^icut  5 
altho'  I  am  moft  inclined  to  believe,  this  River  was  either 
that  of  Naraganfet  or  ConneSficut 'y  and  the  Ifl.ind,  what  is 
now  tailed  Block' Ifland.  However  it  is  certain,  thnt  Old-- 
mixoHj  fthe  Author  of  the  Book,  entitled.  The  Britijh  Em* 
pin  in  America)  according  to  his  ufual  Cuftom,  is  here 
oroft  egiegioufly  bewildered  and  loft.  For  after  having, 
fejudidoufly  enough^  determined  tlie  foiall  Ifland  they  firft 
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»««>f.      made,  of  fix  Miles  in  Compafs,  to  be  Long- IJland^  on  the 

^  Coaft  of  New-Tork^  he  immediately  after,  with  ftiU  greater 

Abfurdity  and  Grofnefs,  calls  this  the  River  of  P^wbatan^ 

now  Jarnes  River,  to  the  Southward^  as  he  fays,  of  the  Bay 

of  Chifapiake, 

When  Captain  Weymouth  returned  aboard,  he  founds 
that  the  Indians  had  contracted  an  Acquaintance  with  his 
Crew ;  that  they  had  had  fome  fmall  Trade  together  ;  and 
that  there  was  much  outward  Shew  of  Kindnefs  and  Civi« 
lity  between  them.  For  as  the  Englijh  intended  to  inhabit 
theii  Country,  and  as  it  was  the  chief  Defign  of  the  noble 
Adventurers,  who  had  fent  them,  to  propagate  Chriftianity 
among  thofc  barbarous  People,  they  ufed  them  very  kindly  ; 
and  exchanging  Hoftages,  would  fometimes  lie  amore  with 
them,  and  they  fometimes  aboard  with  the  Englijh.  At  laft 
they  were  very  prefling  with  the  Captain,  to  go  to  the  Main^ 
to  trade  with  their  Bafliabes,  or  chief  Lord.  He  accord* 
ingly  manned  his  Boat  with  fourteen  Hands,  and  attended 
them.  But  having  plainly  difcovered  their  Treachery,  and 
that  it  was  only  a  Stratagem  to  cut  them  off,  he  feifed  five, 
and  ever  afterwards  treated  them  with  great  Civility,  but 
never  more  trufted  them. 

Having  fpent  fome  time  in  founding  all  the  Ifles, 
Channels,  and  Inlets,  and  found  four  fcvend  Ways  of  brii^- 
ii^  a  Ship  into  the  Bay,  they  at  laft  ran  theirs  twenty  Sx 
Miles  up  the  River.  They  found,  it  flowed  eighteen  r  eet, 
was  a  Mile  wide  forty  Miles  from  the  Mouth,  had  a  bold 
Channel  from  fix  to  ten  Fathom  deep,  and  every  half  Mile 
beautiful  Coves  and  Harbours,  fome  of  them  to  contain  an 
hundred  Sail  of  Veffels.  Hie  Land  was  very  rich,  tend- 
ing all  along  in  an  equal  Plain,  neither  mountainous  nor 
rocky,  but  verged  witli  a  green  Border  of  Grafs  ;  and  the 
Woods  were  large  and  tall,  and  delightfully  watered  with 
many  frefli  Springs  and  Rivulets.  Leaving  their  Ship,  they 
went  feven  Miles  higher  than  the  (alt  Water  flowed,  and 
then  marched  towards  the  Mountains.  But  the  Weather 
was  fo  hot,  and  the  Fatigue  fo  great,  that  having  erefted 
a  Crofs,  they  willingly  returned  to  their  Ship.  Soon  after, 
they  failed  for  Engtandy  and  arrived  at  Dartmouth  the  i8th 
of  July  5  carrying  with  them  the  five  Indians^  taken  by  the 
Captain,  whereof  one  was  a  Sagamo,  or  Commander,  and 
three  others,  Ferfons  of  Figure  and  Diftin£Uon  in  tlieir  owa 
Country^ 
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^itiSkkfl  A  P  T  A I K  Barthohmtw  Gofnold  had  made  a 
JJ  >J  Voyage  to  the  ihribern  Parts  of  Virginia^  in 

^  C  1^  f He  Year  1602,  as  hath  been  before  related. 
<C  ^^  He  was  fo  wonderfully  pleafed  with  the  Plea- 
^S^PfXS^  fantnefs  and  Fertility  of  the  Places  he  faw^ 
that)  after  his  Return  to  England^  he  made  it  his  Buiinefs 
to  fcdlicit  all  his  Friends  and  Acquaintance,  to  join  with  him 
in  an  Attempt  to  fettle  fo  delightful  a  Country.  After  fome 
Years  fpent  in  vain,  he  at  laft  prevailed  with  Captain  John 
Smith  J  Mr.  £dvjard'Maria  WingjUld^  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rtibert 
tluHtj  and  divers  others,  to  join  m  the  Undertaking.  But 
fetding  Colonies  is  an  Enterprife  of  two  great  Burthen  and 
Expence  for  a  few  private  Perfons ;  and  therefore  after  many 
vain  Proie£h,  they  applied  themfelves  to  feveral  of  the  No- 
bilitVy  Gentry,  and  Merchants,  and  by  their  great  Charge 
andlnduftry,  recommended  their  Scheme  foeffedually  to 
them,  that  Aey  came  into  it  very  heartily. 

And  firft.  Letters  patent  were  obtained  from  King  t6c6^ 
^ames  I.  bearir^  Date  the  loth  of  Aprils  1606^  to  Sir  Tho' 
mas  GatiSj  and  Sir  George  Somers^  Knights,  Richard  Hack' 
biyty  Qerk,  Prebendary  of  Wefimivjler^  Edward-Maria 
Wingfield^  with  others  unnamed,  for  the  Scuthem  Colony  ; 
and  to  Thomas  Hanham^  and  Ralegh  Gilbert^  Efqrs,  ^^Z- 
Uam  Parkery  and  George  Popham^  Gentlemen,  and  others 
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i«o6.  unnamed,  for  the  Northern  O>lony»  By  this  Charter,  all 
^*-V — ^that  Traft  of  Country,  from  34^0  45  Degrees  of  North 
Latitude,  which  then  went  under  the  common  Name  of 
Virginia^  was  divided  into  two  Parts ;  called  the  Firft  Co- 
lony and  the  Second.  The  Firft  or  Southern  Colony  wat 
defigned  for  the  City  of  London^  and  fuch  as  would  adven- 
ture with  them,  to  difcover  and  chufe  a  Place  of  Settle- 
ment, any  where  between  the  Degrees  of  34  and  41.  Tho 
Second  or  Northern  Part,  was  appropriated  to  the  Cities 
of  Brijiolj  Exeter^  Plimouth^  and  the  IVeJlern  Parts  of 
England^  and  all  thofe,  that  would  adventure  and  join 
with  them,  to  make  their  Choice,  any  where  between  the 
Degrees  of  38  and  45  ;  provided,  there  fhould  be  at  leaft 
an  hundred  Miles  Diftance  between  the  two  Colonies.  For 
each  of  them  was  to  extend  fifty  Miles  from  the  Place  of 
their  firft  Habitation,  each  way  along  the  Coaft.  But  I 
fliall  make  no  Abftra^  of  this  Charter,  having  caufed  it  to 
be  printed  at  large  in  the  Appendix,  to  which  I  refer  the 
Reader. 

But  befides  thb  Charter,  the  King  gave  divers  Articles^ 
Inftru£lions,  and  Orders,  under  his  Sign  Manual,  and  the 
Privy  Seal  of  England^  dated  the  20th  of  November^  1606  | 
wherein  he  eftabliihes  and  ordains  a  Council,  imder  the 
Name  of  the  King's  Council  for  Virginia^  This  confifted 
of  the  following  rerfons  ;  Sir  William  Wade^  Lieutenant 
of  the  Tower  of  London^  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  Sir  Walter 
Cope^  Sir  George  Morej  Sir  Francis  Potham^  Sir  Ferdinands 
Gorges^  Sir  John  Trevor^  Sir  Henry  Alontagu,  Recorder  of 
the  City  of  London^  and  Sir  William  Romnevy  Knights  ; 
y^hn  Dodder idgey  Sollicitor  General,  and  Tbomas  Jrarr'<^ 
tfqrs  ;  John  Eldred^  of  the  City  of  London^  Thomas  JameSj 
ofBrifioly  and  James  Baggy  of  Plimouthy  in  theCoun^  of 
Devony  Merchants.  But  thefe  being  foon  found  too  rew^ 
and  by  Reafon  of  the  Diftance  of  their  Habitations  from 
each  other,  difficult  to  be  got  together  in  any  competent 
Number,  his  Mijjefly,  by  an  Ordinance  dated  the  oth  of 
^ijrfA  following,  augmented  this  Council  with  Sni'homas 
Challenory  Sir  Henry  Ncvily  Sir  Fulke  Grevily  Sir  John 
Scoty  Sir  Robert  ManpU  Sir  Oliver  Cromwelly  Sir  morris 
Berkelcyy  Sir  Edward  Michelhorney  Sir  Thofnas  Holer  oft  y  Sir 
Thomas  Smithy  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council,  Sir  Robert  Kil- 
ligrewy  Sir  Herbert  Crofty  Sir  George  Coppingy  Sir  Edwin 
SandySy  Sir  TIjomas  Roey  and  Sir  Anthony  r aimer y  Knights, 
nominated  to  him  by  and  on  the  Behalf  of  the  firft  Colony  ; 
and  with  Sir  Edward  Hungerfordy  Sir  John  Mallety  Sir  John 
Gilberty  Sir  Thomas  Freakey  Sir  Richard  Hawkinsy  and  Sir 
Bartholomew  Mitchell  Knights  i  Tbomas  Seamery  Bernard 
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CramoU^  j^  Edward  Rofgrs^  Efqrs^jid  Matthew  Sutcliffe, 
fSoBtorit  Divinity,  and  afterwards  Dean  of  Exeter^  nomi- 
jnted  to  him  hj  and  on  the  Bphalf  of  the  fecond  Colony. 

In  thii  h&  Inftntment,  there  was  aDjftin^^ion  and  Se- 
yvatkm-niafie  of  the  t^  Councils ;  but  in  the  former  of 
^fbt  aoA  of  Ntvnnbir^  Sir  fFiUiam  Wade,^  and  the  reft,, 
were  conftituted  his  Majeftv's  Council  for  both  Colonies^ 
)i<  for  all  Matters  that  (houla  happen  in  Virginia^  or  any  the 
M  Territories  of  Anurica^  between  34  and  45  Degrees  of 
**  N^irth  Latitude,  according  to  the  Purport  and  Tenor  of 
M  die  Letters  patent:  That  they  Ihouli  have  full  Power 
^^  and  Authority,  at  the  Pleafure,  and  in  the  Name  of  his 
•<  Majefty,  his  Heirs,  or  Succcffors,  to  give  Diredions  to 
•f  the  Councils,  refident  in  Anuricq^  for  the  good  Govem--^ 
^«  n>ent  of  the  People  there,  and  for  the  proper  ordering 
^  and  difpofii^all  Caufes  within  the  fame,  in  Subftance  as 
'«  hear  to  the  Common  Law  of  England^  and  the  Equity 
l<  didvof,  as  might  be ;  referving  to  his  Mijciiy,  his  Heirs 
><  and  Succeilbrs,  a  Power  to  increafe,  altar,  or  change  the 
M  faid  Council,  at  their  Will  and  Pleafure  :  And  that  this 
'^  his  Majcfty's  Council  in  England^  fhould  nominate  and 
l<  appoint  the  firft  Members  of  the  feveral  Councils,  to  bs 
f  <  reud^t  in  the  Colonies. 

5«  That  the  faid  Councils,  refident  in  the  Colonies,  of 
^<  the  major  Part  of  them,  Ihould  chufe  one  of  their  own 
l«  Body,  not  being  a  Minifter  of  God's  Word,  to  be  Prcfi- 
^<  dent  of  |he  fame,  and  to  continue  in  that  Office  by  th« 
*•  Space  of  one  whole  Year,  and  no  longer :  And  that  it 
^*  fliould  be  lawful  for  the  major  Part  of  the  faid  Councils, 
^  upon  any  juft  Caufe,  either  of  Abfence  or  othen;('ire,  to 
•*  remove  die  Prefident,  or  any  other  of  the  Council  5  and 
^  in  Cafe  of  Death  or  fuch  Removal,  to  eledt  another  into 
H  die  vacant  Place :  Provided  always,  that  the  Number  of 
^  etch  of  the  (aid  Councik  (hould'not  exceed  thirteen. 

**  T  H  A  T.  die  faid  Prefidents,  Councils,  and  the  Minifters j 
f^  iliould  pvoyidei  that  the  true  Word  and  Service  of  God 
V^  be  preached|  planted,  and  ufed,  not  only  in  the  {aid  Co* 
f  *  lonies,  but  alio,  as  muoh  as  might  be,  among  the  Sava<r 
f  *  08  bordering  upon  them,  according  to  the  Rites  and 
#«  Doarine  of  die  Church  of  England, 

"  Th AT' they  fliould  notfufiier  any  to  withdraw  the 
^^  People  of  the  (aid  Colonies  from  the  Allegiance  of  the 
'^  )Cii^  his  Heirs,  or  Succeflbrs ;  but  (hould  caufe  all  Per^ 
^  torn  (o  oflfending,  to  be  apprehended  and  imprifoned,  till 
"^  fuU  and  due  Reforn^ation,  or  if  the  Caufe  fo  re^fuired^ 
f^  fliouM  fend  th$m  to  England^  with  ^11  coHYCIUcn^  $p^?d| 
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«<  That  all  Lands,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments, 

Aould  be  had,  inhabited,  and  enjoyed,  within  the  faid 
<<  Colonies,  as  the  like  Eftktes  are  held  and  enjoyed,  by  the 
**  Laws  in  England. 

"  That  Tumults,  Rebellion,  G)nfpiracy,  Mutiny, 
««  anJ  Sedition,  together  with  Murder,  Manflaughter,  In- 
**  ccfi.  Rapes,  and  Adultery,  committed  within  any  of  the 
**  Degrees  aforefuid,  (and  no  other  OflFcnces)  fhould  be 
**  punifhed  bv  Death  without  Benefit  of  Clergy,  except  in 
**  Cafe  of  Manflaughter,  to  which  Clergy  fhould  be  allow- 
*'  cd  :  And  that  the  faid  Prefidcnts  and  Councils,  within 
**  their  fevcral  Limits  and  Precinfts,  ihould  have  full  Power 
**  and  Authority,  to  hear  and  determine  concerning  the 
**  fiiid  Offences,  in  Manner  and  Form  foUowing  j  viz-  by 
**  a  Jury  of  twelve  honeft  and  indifferent  Perfons,  returned 
**  by  proper  Officers,  and  fwom  upon  the  Evangelifts,  who 
^<  fhould,  according  to  the  Evidence  given,  upon  their 
**  Oath,  and  according  to  the  Truth  in  their  Confciences, 
*'  convift  or  aquit  the  feveral  Perfons  fo  accuftd,  and 
**  tried  by  them  :  That  every  Perfon  who  fhould  volunta- 
*'  rily  confcfs  the  faid  Offences,  or  fhould  flapd  mute,  and 
*^  Cefufe  to  plead,  or  make  dire£^  Anfwer,  fhould  be,  and

**  found  guilty  by  the  Verdift  of  the  twelve  Jurors  afore- 
**  faid  :  That  the  faid  Prefidents  and  Councils,  or  the  major 
**  Part  of  them,  within  their  feveral  Precinfls  and  Limits, 
**  fhould  have  full  Power  and  Authority,  to  give  Judgment 
«'  of  Death  upon  every  fuch  Offender,  without  Benefit  of 
*'  Clergy,  except  in  Cafe  of  Manflaughter  only  :  And  that 
**  no  Perfon,  fo  adjudged  or  condemned,  mould  be  re- 
*'  prieved,  but  by  the  Confent  of  the  faid  Prefident  and 
**  Council,  or  the  major  Part  of  them  ;  nor  fhould  receive 
**  full  Pardon,  or  be  abfolutely  difcharged  from  the  faid 
**  Offences,  but  by  tJie  i^ardon  of  tlie  King,  his  Heirs,  or 
**  Succeflbrs,  under  tlie  Great  Seal  of  England :  And  final- 
**  ly,  that  all  Perfons  offending  as  aforefaid,  within  the  De- 
«<  grecs  abovementioned,  but  out  of  the  Precin6b  of  their 
**  own  Colony,  fhould  be  tried  and  punifhed  in  their  pro- 
**  per  and  refpedive  Colony. 

"  That  the  fiiid  Prefidents  and  Councils,  within  their 
*<  fevcral  Precinfts  and  Limits,  fhould  have  Ppwer  and  Au- 
**  thority,  to  hear  and  determine  all  other  Wrongs,  Tref- 
*<  paffes,  and  Mifdemeanors  whatfoever ;  and  on  fufficient 
*<  Proof  upon  Oath,  fhould  refpcdivcly  punifh  the  Offen- 
«*  ders,  either  by  rcafonable  corporal  Punifhmcnt  and  Im- 
**  prifonment,  or  elfe  by  awarding  fuch  Damages,  or  other 
^^  SatisfacUon,  to  the  Parties  aggrieved,  as  tp  them,  or  the 
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•*  more  Part  of  them,  ihould  fecm  fit  and  convenient :  And 
<*  that  the  iaidTrefidents  and  Councils  fhould  have  Power 
<<  to  punilh  all  Mannei  of  Excefs,  through  Drunkennefs 
^*  or  Qtherwife,  and  all  loitering,  idle,  and  vagrant  Perfons^ 
**  witbin' their  refpefHve  Precindb,  according  to  their  beft 
'*<  Difcretions,  and  with  fuch  convenient  Punifhment,  as 
<«  they,  or  the  moft  Part  of  them,  (hould  think  fit :  That 
*^  thefe  iudicial  Proceedings  ihould  be  made  fummarily  and 
**  verbaUy,  without  Writing,  till  they  came  to  the  Judg- 
**  ment  or  Sentence,  which  fliould  be  briefly  rcgiftrcd  into 
*«  a  Book,  ke^t  for  that  Purpcfe,  together  with  the  Caufe, 
**  for  which  the  faid  Judgment  or  Sentence  was  given,  fub- 
**  fcribed  by  the  faid  Prendent  and  Council,  or  by  fuch  of 
**  them  as  gave  the  Judgment. 

**  Th  A  T  for  five  Years,  next  after  their  landing  on  the 
**  Coaft  of  Virginia  J  the  faid  feveral  Colonies,  and  every 
**  Pcrfon  thereof,  ihould  trade  altogether  in  one  Stock,  or 
•*  in  two  or  three  Stocks  at  moil,  and  ihould  bring  all  the 
**  Fruits  of  their  Labours  there,  with  all  tlieir  Goods  and 
**  Commodities  from  England  or  elfewhere,  into  feveral 
^  Magazines  or  Storehoufes,  for  that  Purpofc  to  be  eredled, 
•'  in  fuch  Order,  Manner,  and  ForiP,  as  the  Councils  pf 
**  the  refpeiHve  Colonies,  or  the  more  Part  of  them,  ihould 
**  prefcribe  and  diredl :  That  there  ihould  be  annually  cho- 
^  fen  by  the  Prefident  and  Council  of  each  Colony,  or  the 
**  major  Part  of  them,  one  Perfon  of  thtir  Colony,  to  be 
*•  Treafurer  orCape-Merchant  of  the  fame,  to  take  Charge 
^*  of,  and  to  manage,  aU  Goods  and  Wares,  brought  into, 
*«  or  delivered  out  of,  the  faid  Magazines ;  upon  whofe 
•*  Death,  voluntary  Refignation,  or  Removal  fjr  any  juil: 
**  and  reafonable  Caufe,  it  ihould  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
**  Prefident  and  Council,  to  ele^l  any  other,  or  others,  in 
*«  his  Room  :  That  there  ihould  alio  be  elc«5led,  by  the 
**  iaid  Prefident  and  Council,  two  others  (or  more,  if  need 
**  be)  Perfons  of  Difcretion  ;  the  one  to  enter  into  a  Book, 
*«  kept  for  that  Purpofe,  all  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchan- 
**  diies,  brought  into  ;  and  the  other  to  charge,  in  a  like 
*<  Book,  all  taken  out  of  the  faid  Magazines  or  Storehoufes  ; 
**  which  Clerks  ihould  continue  in  their  Places,  only  at  the 
**  Will  of  the  Prefident  and  Council  of  their  rcfpedive 
*«  Colonjr :  And  laiHy,  that  every  Perfon  of  each  of  the  faid 
*«  Colonies,  ihould  be  fumiihed  with  Necefiarics  out  of  the 
*«  iaid  Magazines,  for  the  Space  of  five  Years,  by  the  Ap-» 
•<  pointment,  Diredion,  and  Order,  of  the  Prefident  and- 
•**  Ccuncil  of  their  rcfpe6^ive  Colonics,  or  of  the  Cnpe- 
*»♦  Merchant  and  two  Clerks,  or  the  major  Part  of  them, 

D  4  <«  That 
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«<  That  the  Advcnturcw  of  (he  firft  Colony  fliould 
<<  chufe,  out  of  thetnfclves,  one  or  more  Companies,  eact^ 
««  confilting  of  three  Pcrfons  at  the  Icaft,  to  refide  in  or 
<*  near  London^  or  at  fuch  other  Place  or  Places,  as  the 
<«  Council  for  that  Colony,  for  the  time  beij)^,  or  the  moft 
<*  Part  of  tliem,  during  the  (aid  five  Years,  fhould  think 
**  fit :  In  the  fame  Manner,  tliat  the  Adventurers  of  tho 
**  Second  Colony  fhould  chufc  the  like  Companies,  to  be 
*«  refident  at  or  near  Plimouth^  or  at  fuch  one,  two,  or 
**  three  other  Places  or  Ports,  as  tlie  Council  for  that  Co- 
*'  lony  rnould  tliinic  fit :  And  that  thefe  minor  Companies. 
<<  ^lould,  from  tlaie  to  time,  takp  Care  and  Charge  of  the 
<«  Trade,  and  an  Account  of  all  the  Goods,  Wares,  and 
**  Mcrchamlircf,  that  ihould  be  fent  from  England  to  their 
*«  refpcdive  Colonics,  and  brought  from  the  Colonies  into 
**  EK-^Lfhly  and  of  all  other  Things,  relating  to  theAffiurt 
**  anvl  Prwihs  of  their  fcvcral  Companies. 

**  That  no  Pcrfon  fhould  be  admitted  to  abide  or  rc- 
*'  main  in  the  faid  Colonics,  hut  fuch  as  fhould  take,  not 
**  only  the  ufual  Oath  of  Obedience,  but  alfo  the  Oath, 
•«  profcribed  in  the  laft  Sefiion  of  Parliament,  holden  at 
♦'  tyeftminjUr  in  the  fourth  Year  of  his  Majefly's  Reign, 
*'  for  due  Obedience  to  tlie  King,  his  Heirs,  and  Succef- 
*'  fors. 

<*  1'h  A T  the  Prefidents  and  Councils  of  the  faid  Colo- 
♦*  nies,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  fhould  have  Power  to 
^^  cpnltitutc,  make,  and  ordain,  from  time  to  time.  Laws, 
*<  Ordinances,  and  Officers,  for  the  better  Order,  Go- 
**  vernmcnt,  and  Peace  of  their  refpe£tive  Colonies ;  pro- 
*'  vidcd  neverthclefs,  that  thofe  Ordinances  and  Conflitu-* 
**  ticns  did  not  touch  any  Party  in  Life  or  Member  :  And 
<*  that  the  faid  Laws  and  Ordinances  fhould  fland  and  con* 
**  tinue  in  full  Force,  till  the  fame  fhould  be  otherwife  il- 
<<  tered  or  made  void  by  the  King,  his  Heirs,  or  SuccefTors, 
<•  or  by  his  Mojefly's  Council  in  England  for  Virginia^  or 
«^  by  their  own  Council,  there  rcfident :  Provided  always^ 
<^  that  the  f.iid  Alteradom  fhould  fland  with,  and  be  in 
«<  Subflance  confonant  to,  the  Laws  of  England^  or  th^ 
«*  Equit)'  thereof. 

<^  That  all  Perfons fhould  kindly  treat  the  fai^ise  and 
«  heathen  People  in  thofe  Parts,  and  ufe  all  proper  MeaiM 
^^  to  draw  them  to  the  true  Service  and  Knowledge  of 
««  Goil,  and  that  all  Jufl  and  charitable  Courfesfhomid  be 
^^  taken  with  fuch  ot  them,  as  would  conform  themfelvea 
^«  to  any  good  and  fociabie  IVafEck,  thereby  the  fooner  to 
««  bring  them  to  the  Knowledge  of  God,  ^nd  the  Obedi* 
<<  ence  of  the  King,  his  Heirs,  and  SuccelTorSj  under  fiich 

*♦  fevero 
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^*  fevere  Pains  8^d  Pqnilhincpt$,  as  fhould  be  infUded  by 
**  the  rcfpeftiye  Prefi^ents  and  Councik  of  the  feveral  Co- 
**  lonies. 

^<  Thai*  as  the  faid  Colonies  fhould,  from  time  to 
^<  time,  encreafe  in  Pbntntion,  the  King,  his  Heirs,  and 
<<  Succe^ors,  ihould  ordain  and  give  fuch  Order,  and  fur- 
'<  ther  Inftru£tions,  Laws,  Conftitutjons  and  Ordinances^ 
c<  as  by  them  (hould  be  thought  fit  and  convenient :  Pro- 
<(  vidnl  always^  that  they  beXuch  as  might  ftand  with,  and 
**  be  conibnant  to  the  Laws  of  Enfland^  or  the  £qui^ 
««  thereof. 

**  Anp  WHy,  that  his  Majefty*s  Council  in  England 
<<  for  Firgim^i  ihould  take  fuch  Oath,  as  ihould  be  limited 
<<  and  apTOinted  by  the  Privy  Council ;  and  each  Counfd- 
'<  lor,  reiident  in  the  Colonies,  ihould  take  fuch  Oath,  aa 
^^  fliould  be  prefcribed  by  the  King's  Council  in  England 
•<  for  Virginia  :  And  that  thefe,  as  well  as  all  future  Or- 
**  ders  and  Inftrucaions  of  the  King,  his  Heirs,  or  Succef- 
**  fors,  ihould  be  tranfmittcd  over  to  the  feveral  CouncDs, 
^  refident  in  the  faid  Colonics,  under  the  legal  Seal  of  the 
«*  King's  Council  in  England  for  Virginia.** 

These  Articles  contain  feveral  Things  of  an  extraor- 
dinary Nature ;  which  Sir  John  Rando^hy  in  the  Sketchy 
he  has  left  of  the  Beginning  of  his  Hiilory  of  Virginia^  pro- 
miftd  aftemrards  to  animadvert  upon.  I  am  no  Lawyer, 
and  therefore 'ihall  not  prefume  to  enter  deeply  into  the 
Matter.  I  iball  only  tranfiently  remark,  that,  notwith- 
fbnding  the  frequent  Repetition  of  the  Laws  of  England^ 
and  the  Equity  thereof,  his  Majeily  feemsy  in  fome  things, 
to  have  deviated  grofly  from  them.  He  has  certainly  made 
fufficient  Provifion  ior  his  own  defpotic  Authority  3  and 
has  attributed  an  extravagant  and  illegal  Power  to  tne  Pre- 
iidents  and  Councils.  For  he  has  placed  the  whole  Legii^ 
lative  Power  folely  in  them,  without  any  Rcprefcntative  of 
tiie  People^  contrary  to  a  noted  Maxim  of  the  Englijb 
ConilitutiQn-;  That  allFreemen  are  to  be  governed  by  Laws, 
made  with  their  own  Confent,  either  in  rcrfon,  or  by  their 
Kepreientatives.  He  has  alfo  appointed  Juries  only  in  Cafes 
of  Life  and  Detdi  \  and  has  left  all  other  Points,  relating 
to  the  Libernr  and  private  Property  of  the  Subjedl,  wholly 
to  the  Pleaiure  and  Determination  of  the  Prefidents  and 
Councils.  He  has  indeed,  agreeably  to  the  Di£hites  of  his 
own  Nature,  been  exprefs  enoueh  with  Refpe£t  to  Rebel- 
lion, Confpiracy,  and  other  Offences  immediately  a^inft 
the  Mkgjftrate )  but  then  he  has  been  very  fparhig  m  all 
ether  oriminal  Matters.  I'or  altho*  he  has  made  Adultery 
IJuniftahle  wichl)eath»  ctatrary  to  the  Laws  of  England^ 

and 
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and  contrary  to  a  greater,  the  Law  of  the  Gofpel,  in  th^ 
noted  Determination  of  our  B.  Saviour,  concerning  th^ 
Woman  taken  in  Adultery  ;  yet  he  has  pafTed-over  all  th^ 
feveral  Species  of  Robbery,  Burglary,  and  Felony,  with 
other  Crimes,  capital  by  the  Laws  of  England,  and  de- 
clared, that  none,  but  thofe  there  fpecified,  fhould  be  fub* 
jc£t  to  the  Punifliment  of  Death. 

However,  fumifhed  with  thefe  Powers  and  Autho- 
rities, the  Firft  or  Southern  Colony,  which  ftill  retains  the 
Name  of  Ftrgima,  was  undertaken  and  begun  by  feveral 
Noblemen,  Knights,  Gentlemen,  Merchants  and  Citizens, 
in  and  about  London ;  and  they  chofe  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  a 
very  eminent  and  wealthy  Merchant  of  London,  their  Trea- 
furer,  to  have  tiic  chief  Management  of  their  Affairs,  and 
to  fummon  and  prcfidc  in  all  Meetings  of  the  Council  and 
Company  in  England,  He  had  been  the  chief  of  Sir  Wal^ 
ier  Ralegh's  AfTignees,  nnd  wns  either  now,  or  foo;i  after. 
Governor  of  the  Eajl- India  Company  ;  and  had  alfo  been 
fent,  two  Years  before,  his  Majsfty's  Embaliador  to  the 
Emperpr  of  RuJJia,  And  next,  having  provided  two  Ships 
and  a  fmall  Bark,  they  committed  the  Tranfportation 
of  the  Colony  to  Captain  Ckrijicpker  Newport,  who  was 
cfteemed  a  Mariner  of  Ability  anJ  Experience  on  the  y/- 
merican  Coafts.  For  he  had  fourteen  "\'cars  ^fore,  Ann^ 
1592,  with  much  Reputation  and  Honour,  conducted  an 
Expedition  againft  the  Spaniards  in  the  IVefi-lndifS  \  where, 
with  three  Ships  and  a  fmall  Bark,  he  took  feveral  Prizes, 
plundered  and  burnt  fome  Towns,  and  got  a  confiderable 
Booty. 

To  him  therefore,  by  an  Infirument,  bearing  Date  the 
lOth  of  December y  1606,  under  the  legal  Seal  of  the  Coun-» 
cil,  they  gave  Power  to  appoint  all  Captains,  Soldiers,  and 
Mariners,  and  to  have  tiie  fole  Charge  and  Command  of 
the  fiime,  and  of  the  wI)ole  Voyage,  from  the  Date  there- 
of, till  they  fhould  land  on  the  Coaft  of  Virginia  ;  and  in 
Cafe  of  his  Death,  the  feveral  Captains  of  the  Ships  and 
Bark  were  ordered  and  impowered,  to  proceed  and  carry 
them  to  the  Coafl  of  Virginia  aforefaid.  To  Captain  New^ 
forty  Capt.  Bartholomew  Gofnold,  and  Captain  John  Rat- 
cliffe,  they  alfo  delivered  feveral  Inftruments,  dofe  fealed 
with  the  Councils  Seal,  which  they,  the  Survivors,  or  Sur- 
vivor of  them,  fhould,  within  twenty  four  Hours  after 
their  Arrival  on  the  Coaft  of  Virginia,  and  not  before,  open 
and  unfeal,  and  publifh  the  Names  of  the  Perfons,  therein 
fet  down,  who  fhould  be  declared  and  taken  to  be  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Council  for  that  Colony :  That  the  faid  Council 
flK>uld  immediately  proceed  to  the  Choice  and  NominafioA 
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df  a  Prdideiit»  who  fliould  have  two  Votes  m  all  Matters 
dT  Coptroverfy  and  .Que(tion>  where  the  Voices  happened 
to  be  equal }  and  ihould  have  full  Power  and  Authority, 
with  the  Advice  of  the  reft  of  the  Council,  or  the  greater 
Part  of  them,  to  govern,  rule,  and  command,  all  the  Cap** 
tains  and  Soldiers,  with  all  other  Perfons  whatfoever  of  the 
faid  Colony  :  And  that  the  Preiideiit,  immediately  upon  hi» 
Eledion,  fhould,  in  the  Prefence  of  the  Council,  and  of 
twenty  others  of  the  principal  Adventurers  in  the  Voyage, 
to  be  by  the  President  and  Council  called  thereto,  take 
bis  Oath,  according  to  a  Form  prcfcribed,  to  bear  true  Al« 
legiance  to  the  King,  and  for  the  Performance  of  hb  Duty 
ki  the  Place  and  Ofkct  of  Prefident ;  after  which  he  (hould 
adminifter  the  like  Oath  to  each  of  the  Council  particularly. 
And  finally,  Cqjtain  Newport  was  conunanded,  with  fuch 
a  Number  of  Men,  as  ihould  be  afligned  him  by  the  Prefi- 
dent and  Council,  to  bcftow  two  Months  in  the  Search 
and  Difcovery  of  the  Rivers  and  Ports  of  the  Country,  and 
to  give  prefcnt  Order  for  the  lading  the  two  Ships  (the  Barl? 
being  defigned  to  remain  in  the  Country)  with  fuch  prin- 
cipal Commodities  and  Merchandife,  as  could  there  be  had 
and  found,  and  to  return  with  the  (aid  Ships,  full  laden, 
bringing  a  particular  Account  of  every  thing,  by  the  laft  of 
May  foTlowing,  if  God  permit. 

To  theic  Orders  the  Council  added  other  Inftrudions^ 
by  way  of  Advice,  concerning  their  ih  i<Sl  Obfervation  of 
the  above-mentioned  Ordinances  by  the  Kill's  Majeftv^ 
delivered  to  them  under  the  Privy  Seal;  concerning  tM 
Choice  of  a  Place,  and  the  Manner  of  feating  themfdves  ; 
the  neceflary  Orders  and  Methods  of  Difcovery ;  their 
CsUition  before,  and  Behaviour  towards  the  Natives;  with 
various  other  Counfels  and  Direflions  for  the  better  con- 
ducing themfelves  and  the  Enterprife.  And  as  the  Coun-^ 
cil  in  England  were  ever  foUicitous  and  intent  on  the  Difco- 
very of  the  South'Siaj  as  the  certain  and  infallible  Way  to 
immenfe  Riches,  they  were  commanded,  if  they  happened 
to  difcover  divers  navigable  Rivers,  and  among  them  any, 
diat  had  two  main  Branches,  if  the  DiflFercnce  was  not 
great,  to  make  Choice  of  that  which  tended  mod  towards 
the  North-weft  j  fince  the  other  Sea,  as  they  judged,  wnul  J 
be  iboneft  found  that  Wajr.  And  they  were  to  difco.  cr,  if 
they  could^  whether  the  River,  on  which  they  feated,  fprung 
out  of  the  Mountains  or  out  of  Lakes.  For  if  it  rofe  from 
any  Lake,  it  was  likely,  that  the  PafTage  to  the  other  Sea 
would  be  the  more  eafv,  and  that  out  of  the  fame  Lake 
they  flight  find  fome  other  Stream,  running  tlie  contr.!ry 
Way»  towards  the  Eajl-Mia^   or  South-Sea.    And  they 

con- 
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concluded  laftly  and  chiefly,  that  the  Way  to  prolper  and 
'obtain  Succeis  was  to  make  themfelves  all  of  one Muid,  for 
dieir  own  and  their  Country's  Good,  and  to  ferve  and  fear 
God,  the  Giver  of  all  Goodncfs,  fince  every  Plantation,^ 
which  he  did  not  plant,  would  certainly  be  rooted  eut. 

All  thefe  Orders  and  Inftru6lions  being  put  into  a 
Pox,  they  fet  Sail  from  Bhckwall  the  loth  of  December 
1606  ;  but  were  kept  fix  Weeks  on  the  Coaft  of  England 
bjr  contrary  Winds.  Even  then  they  neglecS^ed  the  Coun* 
cils  laft  falutary  Advice,  concerning  Unity  and  Concord 
among  themfelves.  For  they  began  to  fall  into  fuch  Fac- 
tions and  Difcords,  as  would  have  ruined  the  whole  Voyage, 
had  not  Mr.  Hunt^  their  Preacher,  by  his  prudent  Con- 
duS  and  pious  Exhortation,  alkyed  their  Fury  and  Dif- 
ihnfion.  That  go(*d  Man,  altho'  he  was  fo  flck  and  weak 
the  whole  Time,  tliat  few  expelled  his  Recovery,  and  had 
the  ad.litional  Aggravation  of  being  the  principal  Obje^  of 
their  Malice  and  Reproach,  yet  bore  all  with  the  utmoft 
Mceknefs  and  Patience.  And  he  never  betrayed  the  leaft 
fecming  Defirc  to  leave  the  Bufmefs,  altho*  his  liabitation 
was  but  twenty  Miles  from  the  Downs^  but  preferred  the 
Service  of  God  and  his  Country,  in  fo  good  a  Voyage,  be- 
fore all  other  private  Refpe£ls  or  Confideratiom  whatfo- 
c\'er. 
4(07.  As  foon  as  they  got  clear  of  the  Coaft  of  Englandy  thev 

took  the  old  Route  by  the  Canaries^  where  they  watered^ 
ffere  their  Quarrels  and  Diflentions  grew  fo  high,  that 
Captain  Smith  was  feized  and  committed  clofc  Prifoner.  It 
was  fuggcftcd  by  Mr.  IVingfield  and  fome  others  of  the  chief 
among  them,  who  envied  his  Repute  and  Intereft  with  the 
Company,  that  he  intended  to  murder  the  Council,  ufurp 
the  Government,  and  make  himfclf  King  of  Virginta  ;  and 
this,  they  pretended,  would  be  attefted  and  proved  a|ainft 
him  by  feveral  of  his  Confederates,  who  were  difperled  ip 
all  the  three  Ships.  Upon  thefe  fcandalowi  Suggeftions,  he 
was  fufped^ed,  and  kept  in  clofe  Confinement  thirteen 
Weejcs.  From  the  Canaries  they  went  to  the  tVefi-Indies  \ 
where  having  traded  with  the  Natives,  and  ftaid  thre# 
Weeks  to  refreOi  themfelves,  they  fteered  away  Northwardm, 
in  Search  of  Firnnia,  The  Mariners  had  oaffed  their 
Reckoning  three  Days,  and  yet  found  no  Land  ;  which  fo 
dilheartened  the  Company,  that  Captain  Rateliffiy  Com- 
mander of  the  Bark,  was  urgent  to  bear  up  the  Helm,  an4 
return  for  England.  But  a  violent  Storm,  obliging  them 
to  hull  it  all  Night  under  their  bare  Poles,  drove  them  pro- 
▼identially,  beyond  all  their  ExpeAations,  to  their  de&red 
Port    For  the  next  Day,  b^ing  the  %6lik  t£AfrH  1607^ 

thcj- 
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Hktf  made  a  Coaft»  which  none  of  them  bad  erer  feen. 
The  firft  Land,  ^ey  defcried,  thej  called  Caft-Hinry^  in^ 
Honour  to  the  Prince  tX  tValis ;  as  the  Northern  Cape  irai 
named  Cape-Cbatiksy  after  the  Duke  of  TorJty  KmzJatue^fB 
fecond  Son  at  that  Time,  and  afterwards  King  Charles  L 
of  EngknsL  Thirty  Men  went  aihore  on  Cape-Henry ^  to 
recreate  and  refreih  themfelves ;  but  they  were  fuddei^ 
aflauked  by  five  Savages,  who  wounded  two  of  them  ytrf 
daneeroufly. 

Within  thefe  Capes  thc^  found  a  Country,  whkfa^ 
according  to  their  own  Defcripdon,  might  claim  the  Pre^ 
rog^uive  over  the  moft  pleafant  Places  in  ^e  known  World, 
for  lar|e  and  majefiic  navigable  Rivers,  for  beautifui 
Mountams,  Hills,  Plains,  VaJlies,  Rivulets,  and  Brooks^ 
gurgling  down,  and  running  moft  pleafiuitly  into  a  fair  Baw 
cncomnafled  on  all  Sides,  except  at  the  Mouth,  with  fruit«i 
ful  and  delightfome  Land*  In  the  Bay  and  Riven  weits 
many  HIands,  bodi  great  and  imall,  fome  woody,  othera 

flain,  but  moft  of  them  low  and  uninhabited.  So  thaC 
ieaven  and  Earth  feemed  never  to  have  agreed  better,  tQ 
frame  a  Place  for  Man's  commodious  and  delightftil  Ibbi« 
tation,  were  it  ftill^  cultivated  and  inhabited  by  induftriout 
People* 

T HB  Night  of  their  Arrival,  the  Box  was  opened,  and 
tiie  Orden  for  Government  read.  In  them  Edward-Maris 
ifUngfieUj  Barthobmew  Gefaoldj  John  Smtb^  Chrijetber 
Newport y  John  Ratcliffey  John  MarttHy  and  George  Ken* 
dally  were  appointed  <x  the  Council.  They  were  employ-* 
cd,  till  the  13th  of  Mayy  in  feeking  a  Place  for  their  Set* 
dement ;  and  then  they  refolved  on  a  Peninfulay  on  die 
North  Side  of  the  River  Powbatany  about  forty  hSBes  ftom 
die  M#uth.  After  which,  Mr«  fVingfield  was  chofen  Pre-  EimertU 
fidehti  Ae  Coundl  fwom,  and  an  Oradon  made;  why ^^^^,^ 
Caiitain  Smith  was-  not  admitted  of  the  Council,  as  the  ^^^^ 
tt&.  But  befides  thefe  .Gendemen  and  Mr.  Hunty  their 
Oiaplain,  there  came  over  another  Perfon  of  very  great 
CiranAion  and  Quality.  This  was  the  Honourable  Mr. 
George  P^n%  of  the  ancient  Family  of  the  Perciesy  fo  re- 
nowned in  dtory,  and  Brother  to  the  Earl  of  Nortbumher- 
land.  Neither  did  his  Adions  here  difgrace  the  Nobility  of 
his  Birth.  For  he  juftly  obtained  die  Reputation  of  being 
a  Gentleman  of  great  Honour^  Courage,  and  Induftry. 
He  feefflk  to  have  come  merely  a  Volunteer  upon  die  £x- 
fodkioki,  Md  bore  no  Poft  or  Office  of  Grovernmentf 
%riiich  mig^t  perhaps  have  proceeded  from  the  Cloud,  un- 
der which  hts  Brodier,  the  Earl  of  Nortbumberlandy  then 
ligr.    F«r  on  fomt  diftant  Surmifei,  uA  upon  Account  of 

Mr* 
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Mr.  Pircy^  his  Kinfman,  who  was  concerned  in  Aat  Trca- 

'  fon,  the  Earl  was  fufpeaed  to  have  been  privy  to  the  Gun- 

M^frd-    powder  Plot ;  and  was  therefore  thrown  into  the  Tower, 

Wim^eid,   where  he  lay  above  twelve  Years,  was  fined  thirty  thou*- 

PMfidcaJ   fand  Pounds  Sterling  in  the  Star-Chamber^  and  underwent 

much  hard  Ufage.     And  bdtdes  Mr.  Percy^    there  were 

Anthony  Gofnoldy  Captain  Gabriel  Archer y  Nathaniel  Powell^ 

Kellam  Throgmorton^  William  Smithes^  Richard  Frithy  and 

divers  others  of  Note  in  tliis  firft  Plantation^     And  Mr. 

Thomas  Studlcy  was  eledtcd  the  firft  Cape-Merchant,   or 

Treafurer,  of  the  Colony. 

Having  pitched  upon  a  Place  to  fettle,  they  called  tt 
JameS'Towny  in  Honour  of  his  Majcfty  then  reigning,  and 
every  Man  fell  to  work.  The  Council  contrive  the  Fort ; 
and  of  the  reft,  fome  cut  down  and  clear  away  the  Trees^ 
to  make  a  Place  to  pitch  their  Tents  j  fome  get  Clapboard, 
to  relade.the  Ships ;  whilft  others  were  empWed  in  makine 
Gardens  and  Nets,  and  providing  other  Neceflaries  and 
Conveniences.  The  Indians  often  vifited  them  kindly, 
which  was  a  ereat  Satisfadion  to  them.  For  the  Prefidenrt 
Jealoufy  would  admit  of  no  Exercife  at  Arms,  nor  any 
other  Fortification,  but  the  Boughs  of  Trees  caft  together 
In  the  Form  of  a  Half  Moon,  by  the  extraordinary  Pains 
and  Diligence  of  Captain  KendaU.  And  foon  after,  New^ 
port  and  Smithy  with  twenty  others,  were  fent  to  difcover 
the  Head  of  the  River  Powhatan^  which,  from  King  James^ 
was  afterwards  called  James  River.  They  pafTed  by  divert 
jinall  Habitations  5  and  in  fix  Days  arrived  at  a  Town, 
called  Powhatan y  confifting  of  about  twelve  Houfcs,  plea- 
iantly  feated  on  a  Hill,  on  the  North  Side  of  the  River, 
with  three  fertile  Ifles  before  it.  This  Place  I  judge  to  be 
either  M^s.  Mayo\  or  elfe  Marring^s  Plantation  ;  and  it 
was  the  principsd  Seat,  by  Inheritance,  of  Powhatan^  Em- 
peror of  the  Country.  To  this  Place  they  found  the  River 
navigable ;  but  within  a  Mile  higher,  by  reafon  of  the 
Rocks  and  Ifles,  there  was  no  Paftage  for  a  imall  Boat ;  and 
this  they  called  the  Falls.  They  were  kindly  treated  by 
the  People  in  all  Parts ;  but  being  returned  to  James-Town^ 
thev  fouficl  feventeen  Men  hurt,  and  a  Boy  llain,  by  the 
Indians ;  and  had  not  a  Crofs-bar  Shot  from  the  Ships  hap- 
pened to  ftrike  a  Bough  from  a  Tree  among  them,  which 
frighted,  and  made  them  retire,  the  Englijh  had  been  all 
cut  ofF,  being  fecurely  at  Work,  and  their  Arms  in  dry 
Fats.  After  this  the  Prefident  permitted  the  Fort  to  be  par 
lifadoed,  the  Ordinance  to  be  mounted,  and  the  Men  to 
be  armed  and  exercife  I.  For  many  and  fudden  were  the 
Aflaults  and  Ambufcades  of  the  Indians  %  and  the  Ertglijh, 
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by  dicir  difordeiiy  ftraegline»  were  often  hurt,  whilft  they, 
hj  die  Niipbleneis  pf  their  Heek,  efcaped.  * 

Altho*  Gip^un  Newport  was  named  of  the  Council,  f^}l^' 
yet  was  he  only  hired  for  their  Tranfportation,  and  was  tOfyj^^g^g^ 
return  with  the  Ships.  The  time  of  his  Departure  approach- Fr^fiiu' 
ing.  Captain  Smith's  Enemies  pretended,  out  of  Tendemefs 
and  Companion  to  him,  to  refer  him  to  the  Council  in 
^ngl(ifi4%  tp  receive  a  Reprimand,  rather  than  by  pufhing 
on  thdr  Accuiation,  to  endanger  hb  Life,  or  utterlv  de« 
^oy  his  Reputation.  But  he,  being  a  Man  of  high  opirit, 
and  confcious  of  his  Innocency,  fcomed  their  Chanty,  and 
defied  their  Malice ;  and  behaved  himfelf  in  the  whole  Af- 
fair with  fuch  Qeameft  and  Prudence,  that  all  the  Com- 
pany perceived  his  Integrity,  and  their  Envy  and  Injuftice. 
iniifting  therefore  upon  his  Trial,  ]the  Perfons,  fubomed  to 
accufe  him,  accufinl  their  Suborners  $  and  altho'  manjr 
FaUhoods  were  alledged  againft  him,  yet  were  they  all  (o 
plainly  difproved,  that  it  raifed  a  general  Refentment  in 
the  Hearts  of  the  Audience  againft  fuch  unjuft  Commanders* 
and  the  Prefident  was  condemned  to  pay  him  two  hundred 
Pounds,  in  ReMradon  of  the  Injury.  In  Confequence 
hereof,  all  the  rrefident's  Effe^  were  feized  in  Part  of 
Sadsfadion ;   but  Smith  generouflv  prefented  them  to  the 

fublick  Store  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Colony.  Soon  after  theu: 
leats  and  Animofides  were  appeafed  by  the  good  Dodrino 
and  Exhortadoas  of  Mr.  Hunty  who  procured  Captain  Smith 
to  be  admitted  of  the  Council ;  and  the  next  Day,  thej  all 
received  the  Communion,  in  Confirmadon  of  their  Peace 
and  Concord.  The  Day  after,  bemg  the  15th  of  7«w, 
the  Ifidians  voluntarily  fued  for  Peace,  and  Captain  Vno- 
f0rt  fet  Sail  for  Englandy  leavmg  an  hundred  Perfons  behind 
him  in  Virginia. 

Thb  Colony,  being  now  left  to  their  Fortunes,  fell  into 
fuch  a  violent  Sicknefs,  that  within  ten  Ebvs  fcarce  ten  % 
jnong  them  could  either  go  or  ftand.  This  was  chiefly 
owing  to  the  Difference  of  their  Diet*  For  whilft  the 
Ships  ftaid,  either  hy  Way  of  Tra£Eick,  or  for  Money,  or 
Love,  they  got  a  daily  Propordon  of  Bifcuit  and  other  Pro- 
vifions  from  the  Sailors,  who  always  abounded  even  to 
Luxury  and  Profufion.  But  now  they  were  all  reduced  to 
the  common  Kettle ;  which  contained  the  Allowance  of 
balf  a  Pint  of  Wheat,  and  as  much  Barley,  boiled  with 
Water,  for  a  Man  a  Day.  And  this,  having  funked  for 
fix  and  twenty  Weeks  in  the  Ship's  Hold,  contained  no* 
thine  fubftandal,  bemg  only  Bran,  with  as  many  Worms 
at  drains.  The  Council  m  EnglanJ^  but  elpecially  Sir 
%h$mas  Smithy  their  Treafurer,*  were  juftly  charged  with 

much 
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much  Craelty  and  Inhumanity  for  thefe  fcanty  and  ill-con- 
*  ditioned  Provifions  ;  which  Management  however  continu- 
ed, more  or  lefs,  the  whole  time  of  that  Gentleman's  Ad- 
miniftration  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Company  and  Colony. 
This  unwholefome  Food,  together  with  their  continual 
Toil  and  Labour  in  the  Extremity  of  the  Heat,  carried  off 
fifty  of  the  Company  Ky  September ;  in  which  Number  wa» 
Captain  G^c/i,  the  firll  Mover  and  Projedbor  of  the  whole 
Bufmefs.  The  reft,  that  furvived  by  the  Care  of  Captain 
Smitbf  and  the  Skill  and  Diligence  of  Mr.  Thomas  JVotton^ 
their  Surgeon-General,  fubfifted  on  Crabs  and  Sturgeon, 
till  September, 

But  the  Prefident,  all  this  while,  had  felt  neither  Want 
nor  Sicknefs.  For  he  had  embezzled  the  publick  Oat^neal, 
Sack,  Jqua-vita^  Beef,  and  Eggs,  and  had  Hvcd  in  great 
Plenty  and  Elegance.  Soon  aifcer,  having  projeded  an 
Efcape  to  England  in  the  Bark,  it  raifed  fuch  Indignation 
in  the  reft,  that  they  depofed  him,  and  ele£led  Captain 
JtlH  ttst'  J^bn  Ratcliffe  in  his  Room.  Kendall  was  like  wife  at  the 
iliff*,  Pre-fame  time  difgraced,  and  removed  from  the  Council,  for 
^^"^'  being  concerned  in  thefe  male  Pra6Uces  of  the  Prefident. 
And  now,  when  all  their  Provifions  were  fpent,  the  Stur- 

ffcon  gone,  and  no  Profpeft  of  Relief  from  any  Quartcf 
eft,  God  wrought  fo  wonderful  a  Change  in  the  Hearts  of 
the  Indians^  that  they  brought  fuch  Plenty  of  their  Fruits 
and  Provifions,  as  no  Man  wanted. 

Newport  was  gone,  Gofnold  dead,  and  JVingfield  arid 
Kendall  in  Difgrace )  neither  were  their  Places  fupplied  by 
the  Elcftion  of  any  others,  according  to  the  Authority 
given.  So  that  the  whole  Government  and  Power  of  the 
Council  now  refted  in  the  new  Prefident,  Martin^  and 
Smith.  But  the  Prefident  and  Martin,  being  little  efteemed 
or  beloved,  of  weak  Judgment  in  Dangers,  and  lefs  In- 
duftry  in  Peace,  at  fi rift  very  candidly  and  wifely  permitted 
every  thing  to  Smith's  Management,  who  was  peculiarly 
fitted  for  condudling  fuch  an  Enterprife,  by  a  good  Judg- 
ment, undaunted  Courage,  and  an  invincible  Induft^  and 
Refolution.  He  immediately  fet  about  the  building  of 
yames'Town ;  and  by  good  Words,  fiiir  Promifes,  and  hii 
own  Example  (himfclf  always  bearing  the  greateft  Share 
of  the  Labour  and  Fatigue)  he  puftied  on  the  Work  with 
fuch  Vigor  and  Diligence,  that  he  had,  in  a  fhort  time, 
provided  moft  of  them  with  Lodgings,  neglefting  any  for 
himfelf.  After  which,  finding  the  Autumn  Superfluity  o^ 
the  Savages  begin  to  decreafe,  he  refolved  to  fearch  the 
Country 'for  Trade.  The  Want  of  the  Language  and  x 
fttfficient  Power,   with  Cloathing  for  his  Men  afild  othef 
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Kiepefifies^  werf  J&diiute  Impediments  to  this  Defign,  but 

f'^  Diicotiragement  tt>   his  bold  and  adventurous  Spirit  J 
or  with  five  or  fix  more,  he  went  down  the  River,  in  a  ^\?f^^'^ 
Sfaallopy  to^icquttan ;  where  at  firft  they  fcomed  them,  as  ^'******"V 
pooi  fiuniflied  Creatures;  and  would  oflfer,  in  Derifion^  a 
llandfbl  of  Com,  or  a  Piece  of  Bread,  for  their  Swords, 
MuiketB,   or  Cloaths.    But  Smithl  finding,  that  nothing 
was  to  be  had  by  Trade  and  Courtcfy,  ventured  to  exceed 
his  Commifficm,  and  entered  upon  fuch  Meafures,  as  Ne* 
xcffity  and  the  Exigency  of  his  Cafe  required.    And  there- 
;fimi^  havjnff  difcharged  hts  Mufkets  among  them,  he  ran 
liis  Boat  amore }  at  which  the  Indtans  aS  fled  into  the 
Woods.    Then  marchmg  up  to  their  Houfes,  they  faw 
mat  Heaps  o£  Com.    But  Smith  with  much  ado  retrained 
his  hungry  Soldiers  from  immediate!  v  feizing  it ;  expeding^ 
the  Savages  would  return  to  aflault  them,  as  it  foon  after 
happened.   For  fixty  or  feveiity  of  them,  fome  painted  black, 
ibme  red,  fome  white,  and  fome  party-coloured,  iflued  out  of 
,  the  Woods,  fmging  and  dancing,  and  making  a  moft  hide- 
rous  Noife,  with  their  OJtee  borpe  before  them.     This  was 
t||i^,Idol,  made  of  Skins,  ftuffed  with  Mofs,  and  all  painted 
•  and.  hung  with  Chains  and  Copper.     For  there  was  no 
Place  in  Virginia  found  fo  barbarous  and  void  of  Huma* 
nity,  in  which  they  had  not  a  Religion,  Deer,  Bows,  and 
Arrows.  ^  In  this  Savage  Manner,  being  armed  with  Clubs, 
Targets,  Bows,  and  Arrows^  they  cliarged  the  Englijhy 
who  received   them  fo  warmly  with  a  fecond  Vollev  of 
.Mufkets,  loaded  with  Piftol  Shot,  that  down  fell  their  God, 
and  feveral  of  them  lay  fprawling  on  the  Ground.    The  refl: 
.  fled  again  into  the  Woods,  and  foon  after  fent  one  of  their 
Pjriefts,  to  redeem  their  Cod  and  offer  Peace.     Smith  told 
,  him,  if  only  fix  would  come  unarmed,  and  load  his  Boat 
,  widi  Com,  he  would  not  only  reflore  their  Okets  but  would 
be  their  Friend,  and  give  them  Beads,  Copper,^  and  Hatchets 
hefides:     Which  was  agreed  to,  and  performed  to  the  Satif- 
faction  of  both  Partly    And    then  they  brought    hitn 
Venifon,  Turkies,  Wildfowl,   Bread,  and  whatever  clfe 
■  they  had,  ftnging  and  dancing  in  Sign  of  Friendfhip,  till  he 
.  dejKuted.    Ajnd  in  his  Retum  up  the  River,  he  difcovered 
the  Town  and  Country  of  Wei^rafqueake. 

Aft  BR  hb  Return  to  Jaif^es-^Town^  he  made  feveral 
Joumies  by  Land,  and  difcovered  the  People  of  Chicaho- 
\jniny*  In  one  of  thefe,  f f^ngfiM  znd  Kendall^  feeing  all 
things -at  Random  in  Smithes  Abfence,  and  the  Company  *s 
.Scorn  of  the  Prefid«nt*s  Weaknefs  and  Martin's  never- 
!:inendjng  Sicknefs,  took  Advantage  of  the  Occafion,  and 
foinbined    with  tlie   Sailers   and  others   to  regain  Iheir 
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former  Authority,  or  at  leaft  to  feizc  the  Bark,  which 
'  Smith  had  fitted  for  a  trading  Voyage,  and  in  her  to  cfcapc 
7.  Ratr/iffi  j^nd  go  for  fingland.  But  Smithy  returning  unexpeflcdly, 
Prtfidcnt.  ^j^  niuch  Difficulty  prevented  their  Defign,  For  he  was 
obliged  to  turn  the  Cannon  of  the  Fort  upon  them,  and  fo 
force  them  to  ftay  or  fink  in  the  River  ;  which  Ai^ion  coft 
the  Life  of  Captain  Kendall  And  not  long  after  their  new 
Prefident  Ratcliffe  and  Captain  Gabriel  Archer  intended  to 
abandon  the  Country  j  i)uc  their  Proje6fc  was  likewife  re- 
ftrained  and  fupprefled  by  Smith.  The  Spaniards  was  never 
more  greedy  of  Gold,  that  he  was  of  Provifions ;  neither 
did  the  reft  defire  more  eagerly  to  abandon  the  Country, 
than  he  to  keep  it.  And  therefore,  having  found  Plenty 
of  Con>  up  the  River  Chickahomnyj  he  went  a  trading 
Voyage  thither,  and  was  received  by  hundreds  of  Indians^ 
who  ftood  in  divers  Places  with  Bafkets,  expecting  his  Com- 
ing. And  now  the  Winter  likewife  coming  on,  the  Rivert 
were  fo  covered  with  Swans,  Gcefe,  and  Ducks,  that  they 
daily  feaft'ed  with  good  Bread,  Virginia  Peafe,  Pumpions, 
and  Paffimmons,  and  with  Fifli,  Fowl,  and  divers  Sorts  of 
wild  Beafts,  as  fat  as  they  could  well  eat  them.  So  that 
none  of  their  humourfome  and  tuftafFety  Sparks  (as  Smth 
calls  them)  were  any  longer  difcontented,  or  defirous  to  go 
to  England. 

But  Captain  SmitVs  Aftivity  and  Induftry,  in  difco- 
vering  the  Country,  and  providing  for  the  Colony,  could 
not  fcreen  him  from  the  vain  Excepdona  and  Murmurs  of 
many  Idlers  at  James-Town.  He  was  ccnfured  by  fome, 
and  even  taxed  by  the  Council,  of  being  too  remifs  and 
negligent  in  difcovering  the  Head  of  Chickahominy  River. 
And  therefore  foon  after,  with  much  Labour  in  cutting 
away  Trees  and  clearing  a  Paflagc,  he  went  up  as  far,  as 
his  Barge  could  pafs.  And  then  leaving  her  in  a  broad  Bay» 
beyond  the  Reach  of  the  Indians  Shot,  he  himfelf,  with 
two  Englijh  more,  and  two  Indians^  proceeded  higher  up  in 
a  Canoe.  When  he  left  the  Barge,  he  ordered,  that  none 
fhould  go  afhore,  till  his  Return.  But  he  was  not  long 
gone,  before  his  diforderly  and  ungovernable  Crew  difobey-- 
cd  jhis  Command,  and  thereby  gave  the  Indians  an  Oppor- 
tunity of  furprifing  one  George  Cajfen  y  and  Indeed  nirrowly 
efcapcd  being  all  cut  off  to  a  Ni&n.  For  Opechancanough^ 
Brother  to  Powhatan^  and  King  of  Pamunkey^  a  fubtle  and 
favage  Barbarian,  was  there  with  three  hundred  Bowmen. 
And  after  having  extorted  from  Cajfen^  which  Way  his 
Captain  was  gone,  he  put  him  to  Death  in  a  moft  cruel  azid 
barbarous  Manner,  and  then  went  in  Purfuit  of  Smith. 
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Captain  Smitb  had  got  up  twenty  Miles  higher,  a-  1607. 
oiong  the  Swamps  and  MaHhes  at  the  Head  of  the  River  ;  ^^ — v — ^ 
and  leaving  the  Canoe  to  the  Care  of  RMnfon  and  Emryy  J-  f^^fcHfft 
hoB  two  Men^  he  himfelf  was  gone  to  kill  feme  Provifions.  P"'^-''^ 
Opicbancanough  firft  happened  on  the  two  Men,  afleep,  as 
it  was  Aippofed,  by  the  r  ire;  and  ihooting  them  full  of  Ar- 
rowy flew  them.  And  then  they  traced  the  Captain ;  who, 
finding  himfelf  befet,  bound  an  Indian^  whom  he  had  for 
his  Guide,  to  his  Arm  for  a  Buckler,  and  received  their 
Attack  fo  fmartly  with  his  Fire-Arms,  that  he  foon  laid 
three  dead  upon  the  Spot,  and  fo  wounded  and  galled  divers 
others,  that  none  of  them  cared  to  approach  him.  He 
himfdf  received  a  flight  Wound  in  the  Thigh,  and  had 
many  Arrows  fticking  in  his  Cloaths,  but  without  any  great 
Hurt.  Having  the  Indians  tlius  at  bay,  he  endeavoured  to 
Iheer  oflF  to  his  Canoe ;  but  regarding  them,  as  he  went, 
more  than  his  Way,  he  fuddenly  flipped  up  to  his  Middle 
mto  an  oozy  Creek.  Although  he  was  thus  hampered,  yet 
none  of  them  durft  come  near  him,  till,  being  almoft  dead 
with  Cdd,  he  threw  away  his  Arms  and  Surrendered.  Then 
drawing  him  out,  they  carried  him  to  the  Fire,  where  his 
Men  were  flain,  and  carefiiUy  chafed  hb  benumbed  Limbs. 
For  this  Winter,  1607,  was  extremely  cold  in  Virginia y 
as  it  was  likewife  remarkable  for  an  extraordinary  Froft  in 
£urop€. 

When  Smitb  was  a  little  recovered,  he  aflced  for  their 
Captain,  and  being  fhewed  Opechancanough^  he  prefented 
him  with  a  round  Ivory  double  compafs  Dial.  They  won-* 
dered  greatly  at  the  pliiying  of  the  Fly  and  Needle,  which 
they  could  fee  fo  plainly,  and  yet  not  touch,  becaufe  of  the 
Glafs,  that  covered  them.  But  when  he  explained  by  it 
Ae  Round nefs  of  the  Earth,  the  Skies,  the  Sphere  of  the 
Sun,  Moon,  and  Stars,  with  other  furprifmg  and  unheard 
of  Dodrines  to  them,  they  all  ftood  amazed.  Yet  within 
an  Hour  after,  they  tied  him  to  a  Tree,  and  drew  up  in 
Order  to  ihoot  him.  But  the  King  holding  up  the  Com- 
pafs in  his  Hand,  they  all  laid  down  their  Arms  at  once* 
And  then,  with  much  Triumph,  and  in  murtial  Order, 
they  conducted  him  to  Orapakes^  which  was  a  hunting 
Town  and  Seat,  lying  on  the  upper  Part  of  Chickahominy 
Swamp,  on  the  Norw  Side,  belonging  to,  and  much  fre- 
quented by  Powhatan  and  the  Imperial  Family,  on  Account 
of  the  Abundance  of  Game,  it  afforded.  In  their  March, 
they  drew  then-.fclvcs  all  up  in  File  $  and  Opechancahoughy 
being  in  the  Midft,  Iiad  the  Englijh  Swords  and  Mufkuts 
carried  before  him.  Cuptain  Smith  came  next,  led  by  three 
£reat  Savages,  holding  hun  faft  by  each  Arm  s  and  on  either 
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Side  went  fix  in  File,  with  their  Arrows  notched.  When 
they  arrived  at  the  Town,  the  Women  and  Children  ftood 
T  Rjt'ciiffe  ftaring  at  a  human  Creature,  fo  unlike  whatever  they  had 
Prcfidcnt.  before  feen;  and  the  Soldiers,  that  had  taken  him,  perform-' 
cd  tlieir  military  Exercifc,  throwing  themfelyes  with  great 
Dexterity  into  their  War-Dance,  with  ftrange  Diftortion» 
and  antic  Poftures,  finging  and  yelling  out  frightful  and  in- 
harmonious Notes  and  Screeches.  But  they  treated  Smith 
here  very  kindly,  and  feafted  him  with  that  Formality  and 
Abundance,  that  he  fufpededy  they  intended  to  fatten  and 
to  cat  him.  In  the  midft  of  thde  melancholy  Thoughts 
arid  Surmifcs,  one  of  them,  in  Return  for  fome  Beads  and 
Toys,  which  Smith  had  given  him  at  his  firft  Arrival, 
brought  him  his  Gown  ;  which  was  of  Angular  Service  to 
him,  and  a  very  feafonable  Defence  againft  the  exceffivo 
Coldnefs  of  the  Seafon. 

But  whilft  his  Mind  was  thus  taken  up  with  imaginary 
Deaths,  he  had  like  to  have  met  a  real  one.  For  a  Man 
came  violently  upon  him,  and  would  have  flain  him  for  t-hc 
Death  of  his  Son,  had  he  not  been  prevented  by  his  Guard* 
Whether  this  was  one  of  thofe,  that  were  wounded  when 
Smith  was  taken  Prifoner,  of  whether  he  was  dying  a  natu- 
ral Death,  which  they,  through  Ignorance  and  Superftition^ 
attributed  to  fome  Sorcery  in  Smithy  is  not  fcafy  to  be  deter- 
mined. However,  they  carried  him  to  recover  the  poor 
Man,  breathing  out  his  laft.  Smith  told  them,  he  had  ^ 
Water  at  James-Town,  that  would  do  it,  if  they  would  let 
him  fetch  it.  But  they  had  more  Scnfe  than  to  permit  that, 
or  to  truft  him  out  of  their  Hands. 

They  were  now  making* the  greateft  Preparations,  thejr 
could,  to  aflault  James -Tci^fi.  To  this  End  they  defired 
Smith's  Advice  and  Afliftance  ;  and,  as  a  Reward,  promifed 
him  Life,  Liberty,  Land,  and  Women.  But  he  reprefented 
to  them  the  extreme  Danger  arid  Difficulty  of  the  Attempt ; 
and  defcribed  the  Springing  of  Mines,  great  Guns,  and  other 
warlike  Engines,  in  fueh  a  Manner,  as  exceedingly  frighted 
and  amazed  them.  And  then  he  perfuaded  fome  of  them 
to  go  Xoyames'Toivn^  under  Pretence  of  fetching  fome  Toys  ; 
and  in  Part  of  a  Table-Book,  he  informed  them  at  the  Fort^ 
what  was  intended,  and  directed  them,  how  to  behave  and 
affright  the  Meflengcrs,  and  without  fail,  to  fend  him  fuch 
Thijigs,  :  s  he  wrote  for.     Within  three  Days,  the  Meflen- 

fers  returned,  through  as  bitter  Weather  as  couJd  be,  for 
Voft  and  Snow  ;  and  were  greatly  aftoniflied  themfclves^  as 
well  as  all  tliat  heard  it,  how  Smith  could  divfhe,  or  the  Pa-» 
per  fpcafc.  For  all  Things  were  delivered  them,  and  had 
happened  at  Jamts-Towny  according  as  he  foretold. 

Ai. 
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All  Thoushtt  of  an  Attack  upo^ yames-Tnvn  twnr  »^- 
ijiercfore  laid  afidc,  they  led  Smith  in  Show  and  Trlumpn  V--*y^— ^ 
pbotit  t^c  Country.  And  firft  thcjr  carried  him  to  thofe,  7-  ^^/' 
^t  dwelt,  on  Youffhtantmd^  or  as  it  is  now  called,  Pamun-  P"^"'*'*^ 
ifj*  River.  For  the  main  River,  which  is  fmce  named  York 
River,  was  then  caHed  Pamunkey ;  altho*  the  Country  of 
PammAey^  oyer  which  Opechancanough  was  King,  lay  in 
Ae  Fork  of  the  River,  and  his  chief  Seat  was  nearly,  where 
the  Papumiey  Town  now  is.  From  the  Toughtanunds  they 
led  lum.to  Ae  Mattapdniesy  thePiankatanksy  the  Nant^ugh^ 
taatfUbf  on  Rafpabanocky  and  the  NominUsy  on  Patowniack 
Kiver.  And  having  pafled  him  over  all  thofe  Rivers,  they 
brought  him  back,  dirough  feveral  other  Nations,  to  Ope^ 
ebancan9ugb*s  Habitation  at  Pamunkey  ;  where,  with  fright- 
fid  Howlingi)  and  many  ftrange  and  hellifh  Ceremopie^ 
they  conjured  him  three  Days,  to  know,  as  they  tpld  hira^ 
wh^er  he  intended  them  well  or  ill  After  this,  they 
brought  him  a  Bag  of  Gunpowder,  which  they  judged  to 
be  a  Grain,  fpringing  out  of  the  Earth,  as  other  Graina 
did ;  and  therefore  they  carefully  preferved  it,  intending  to 
plant  it  the  next  Spring,  as  they  did  their  Corn.  And  then 
be  was  invited;  and  fcafted,  in  a  fumptuous  Manner,  by 
Otitcbapany  fecond  Brother  to  Powhatariy  and  next  Heir  to 
aU  his  Dominions.  But  here,  as  in  all  other  Places,  none 
of  them  would  touch  a  Morfel  with  him  ;  although  they 
would  feaft  very  merrily  upon  what  he  left.  At  lail  they 
cpnduSed  him  to  fFerowocomocOy  wl^ere  Pnwhatan  the 
Emperor,  was.  tVirowocomoco  lay  on  the  North  Side  of 
York  River*  ip  GUceftir  County,  nearly  oppofite  to  the 
^^i|th  of  siuiefC%  Creek,  and  about  twenty  five  Miles  be- 
low the  Fort  of  the  River.  It  was  at  that  Time  Powha^ 
tan's  principal  Place  of  Refidence  ;  altho'  afterwards,  not 
admirmg  the  near  Neighbourhood  of  the  EngUJh^  he  retired 
ix^Orapakis^ 

Powhatan  himfelf  was  a  tall  wellrproportioned  Man,  qf 
«  four  Afpe^L  and  of  a  very  ftrong  and  hardy  Ccnilitutioi^ 
of  Body.  His  proper  Name  was  Wahunfonacock  j  and  he 
had  that  of  Powhaiany  from  the  Town  fo  called,  near  the 
Falls  of  Jams  River,  whjch  was  the  chief  Seat  and  Metro- 
polis of  his  hereditary  Dominions  ;  and  he  feems  to  have 
removed  to  IFirowocomoc^  for  Conveniency,  after  he  .had 
extended  his  Conquefts  far  North.  For  his  hereditary 
Countries  were  only  Powhatany  Arrohattccky  about  twelve 
Miles  lowei^  down,  which  hath  fince  been  corrupted  to 
Haddihaddocksy  Appamattochj^  Youghtqnmidy  Pawunkryy  and 
JUattapony'y  to  which  may  be  added,  If'erotuocomocoy  ai^d 
Xijkiack^  or  sui  it  Juth  fince  been  C:JWd|  Cheefccukey  be- 
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1607.     ti^ecn  WsUiamJburg  and  Tork.    All  the  reft  were  his  Con- 

^^ — s/' — ^  quefts ;  and  they  were  bounded  ©n  the  South  by  James  Ri- 

Z'rtAA^^^^  vcr,  with  all  its  Branches,  from  the  Mouth  to  the  Falls^ 

^**     and  fo  acrofs  the  Country,  nearly  as  high  as  the  Falls  of 

all  the  great  Rivers,  over  Patowmack  even  to  Pfituxen  in 

Maryland.     And  fome  Nations  alfo  on  the  Eajitm  Shore^ 

owned  Subjedion  to  him,     Thefe  Dominions  defcendeid» 

not  to  his  Sons  or  Children,  but  firft  to  his  Brothers, 

whereof  he  had  three,  Opitchapatty  Opechancanoughy    and 

Catataugh ;  and  then  to  his  Sifters,  according  to  their  Se^ 

niority ;  and  after  them  to  the  Heirs  male  or  female  of  the 

eldcft  Si<Jcr,  and  fo  of  the  reft,'  but  never  to  Che  Heirs  of- 

the  Males. 

He  lived  in  great  barbaric  State  and  Magnificence. 
He  ufually  had  about  his  Perfon  forty  or  fifty  of  the  talleft 
Men,  his  Country  afforded  ;  which  Guard  was,  after  this 
time,  encreafed  to  two  hundred,  on  Account  of  the  En^ 
glijhp  Every  Night,  upon  the  four  Corners  of  his  Houfe 
were  placed  four  Sentinels,  each  a  flight  Shot  from  the 
other  J  and  every  half  Hour,  one  from  the  main  Guard 
hollowed,  fliaking  his  Finger  between  his  Lips,  and  every 
Sentinel  was  obliged  to  anfwer  from  his  Stand.  If  any  failed, 
an  OiHccr  was  immediately  fent,  who  beat  him  extremelyt 
At  all  his  ancient  Inheritances,  he  had  Houfcs,  fome  of  them 
thirty  or  forty  Yards  long  j  and  at  every  Koufe,  Provifion 
for  his  Entertainment,  according  to  the  Scafoh.  He  kept 
as  many  Women,  as  he  plcafed  ;  and  when  he  laid  down, 
one  fat  at  his  Head,  and  another  at  his  Feet ;  but  when  he 
was  up,  one  fat  on  his  right  Hand,  and  another  on  his  left* 
And  as  he  was  weary  of  them,  he  beftowed  them  on  fuch 
of  his  Sof  vants,  as  had  moft  pleafed  him,  or  beft  deferved 
them  at  his  Hands. 

A  L  T  H  o'  both  himfelf  and  People  were  very  barbarous, 
and  void  of  all  Letters  and  Civility,  yet  was  there  fuch  2^ 
Government  among  them,  that  the  Magiftrates  for  good 
Command,  and  the  People  for  due  Subjedion,  exceUed 
many  Places,  that  would  be  counted  very  ^ivil.  He  had 
under  him  above  thirty  inferior  Kings  or  Werowances,  who 
had  Power  of  Life  and  Death,  but  were  bound  to  goven^ 
according  to  the  Cuftoms  of  their  Country.  However,  his 
Will  was,  in  all  Cafes,  their  fupreme  Law,  and  muft  be 
obeyed.  They  all  knew  their  fcveral  Lands,  Habitations, 
and  Limits  to  fi/h,  fowl,  or  hunt  in.  But  they  held  all  of 
thtir  great  Werowance,  Powhatan  j  to  whom  they  paid 
Tribute  of  Skins,  Beads,  Copper,  Pearl,  Deer,  Turkies, 
wild  Beafts,  and  Corn.  All  his  Subje6b  reverenced  him, 
not  only  as  a  King,  but  as  half  a  God ;  and  it  was  curious 

to 
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tf>  hdwiif  with  what  Fear  and  Adoration  they  obeyed  him. 

For  at  his  Feet  they  prefented  whatever  he  coounanded  ; ' 

and  a  Frown  of  his  Brow  would  make  their  greateft  Spirits  2^ff^^^^ 

tremble.    And  indeed  it  was  no  Wonder;  for  he  was  very  ^ 

terrible  and  tyrannous  in  punifliing  fuch,  as  offended  him« 

vith  Variety  of  Cruelty  and  the  moft  exquifite  Torture. 

When  Smith  was  prefented  to  him,  he  was  about fixty 
Years  of  Age,  fomething  hoary,  'and  of  a  favage  Majefty 
and  Grandeur.  He  fat  before  a  Fire,  upon,  a  wooden 
Throne,  like  a  Bedftead,  doathed  with  a  great  Robe  of 
Racoon  Skins,  and  with  a  Coronet  of  Feathers  about  his 
Head.  On  either  Hand,  fat  a  young  Wench,  of  about  fix- 
teeji  or  eighteen  Years  of  Age ;  and  along  each  Side  of  the 
Houfe,  a  xlow  of  Men,  and  behind  them,  as  many  Wo- 
men, painted  and  adorned  in  their  heft  Manner.  When 
Smith  entered,  all  the  People  gave  a  Shout  y  and  the  Queen 
of  Afpamattox  was  appointed  to  bring  him  Water  to  wafh, 
his  Hands,  and  another  brought  a  Bunch  of  Feathers,  \n^ 
ftead  of  a  Towel,  to  dry  them.  Aft^r  that,  having  feafted 
him  in  their  beft  Manner,  a  long  Confultation  was  held  ; 
at  the  Conclufion  of  which,  two  great  Stones  were  brought 
before  Powhatan^  and  Smith  was  dragged  to  them,  and  his 
Head  laid  thereon,  in  order  to  have  his  Brains  bcut  out  with 
Qubs.  But  Pdcahontasy  the  King's  darling  Daughter,  when 
no  Entreaty  could  prevail,  got  his  Head  into  her  Arms» 
and  laid  her  own  upoa  it,  to  fave  his  Life*  Whereupon 
Powhatan  was  perfuaded  to  let  him  live,  to  make  himfelf 
Hatchets,  and  her  Bells,  Beads,  and  Copper.  For  the  King 
himfelf  would  make  his  own  Robes,  Shoes,  Bows,  Ar- 
irows,  and  Pots ;  and  would  hunt,  plant,  and  do  every  thing 
dfe,  like  the  reft  ;  and  therefore  they  thought  him  of  all 
Occupations,  as  well  as  themfelves.  And  befides  this  fur-> 
prifing  Tendemefi  and  Affedion  of  Pocahontas^  who  was 
at  that  Time  about  twelve  or  thirteen  Years  of  Age,  Cap^ 
tain  Smth  received  many  Services  from  Nantcauaus^  th« 
Emperor's  Son.  He  was  a  Youth  of  the  comelidc  and  moft 
manly  Perfon,  and  of  the  higheft  Spirit  and  Courage,  of 
imy.in  the  Court  of  Powhatan  i  and  he  embraced  Smth*% 
Jnterdfl  with  much  'Warmth  and  Heardneis,  and  did  him 
fnanv  A£b  of  Friendfliip  and  Kindnefs. 

Two  Days  after,  Pdwhatan^  bavins  djfgulfcd  hhnfelf 
in  the  moft  frightful  Manner,  he  could,  caufed  Captain 
Smith  to  be  earned  to  a  ereat  Houfe  in  the  Woods,  and 
there  %o  h^  left  alone  on  a  Mat  b^  the  Fire.  Not  long  after* 
|rom  behind  a  Mat,  which  divided  the  Houfe,  was  made 
the  moft  doleful  Noife,  he  had  ever  heard ;  and  then  Potvn 
tfitfin^  with  about  two  Hundred  morCj  as  frightful  as  him* 
£♦  ^  fdf, 
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felf,  catAc  to  him,  and  told  him,  they  were  now  Friends, 
and  he  ftiould  immediately  go  to  jameS'Tnvn^  to  fend 
y-^^^^^'P  him  two  great  Guns  and  a  GrinHftone ;  for  which  he 
^^'  would  give  him  the  Country  of  Capahowftck^  and  ever  after 
cftecm  him,  as  his  Son  Nantaquaus,  Captain  Smith  put 
little  Confidence  in  his  Words,  and  expeded  every  Mi- 
nute, even  till  he  got  to  James-Towny  to  be  put  to  one 
Kind  of  Death  or  other.  But  Powhatan  fent  him  off  im- 
mediately, with  twelve  Guides  ;  and  having  lodged  that 
Night  in  the  Woods,  he  arrived  the  next  Morning  early  at 
the  Fort. 

And  thus  Captain  Smithy  after  feven  Weeks  Captivity, 
returned  to  James-Town^  with  the  Advantage  of  being  much 
improved  in  the  Knowledge  of  the  Country  and  their  Lan- 
guage. He  ufed  his  Guides  with  the  utmoft  Kindnefs  5  and 
fliewed  Rawh'unt,  Powhatan's  trufty  Servant,  two  Demi- 
Culverins  and  a  Mill-ftone,  to  carry  to  their  Mafter.  Their 
Weight  was  fufficicnt  to  deter  them  from  the  Attempt  j 
but  when  they  faw  him  difcharge  them,  loaded  with  Stones, 
among  the  Boughs  of  a  great  I'ree,  hung  with  Icicles,  the 
Terror  of  the  Report,  and  the  Ratling  of  the  Boughs  and 
Ice,  fo  frighted  the  poor  Savages,  that  they  ran  away,  half 
dead  with  Fear.  But  having  regained  fome  Conference  with 
them,  he  gave  them  fuch  Toys  for  thcmfelves,  and  fent 
Powhatan^  his  Women,  and  Children,  fudi  Prefents,  tis 
gave  a  general  Satisfadtibn, 

A  T  James-Town  every  thing  was  in  Confufidn,  and  the 
ftrongeft  were  preparing  once  more  to  rup  away  wi^h  the 
Bark.  Biit  Smithy  with  the  Hazard  of  his  Life,  forced  her 
the  third  time,  to  ftay  or  fink  in  the  River.  And  the  next 
Day,  feveral  combined  with  the  Prefident,  to  put  him  to 
Death  by  the  Levitical  Law,  for  the  Lives  of  Robinfon  and 
Emry^  whom,  tl  ey  faid,  he  had  led  to  their  End,  and 
was  confequently  the  Author  of  their  Death.  But  he  quick- 
ly took  fucli  Order  with  thofe  Lawyers,  that  be  laid  them 
by  the  Heels,  till  he  fcnt  fome  of  them  Prifoncrs  to  Englandm 
And  then,  by  his  Relation  of  the  Plenty,  he  had  fcen,  a- 
mong  the  Natives,  efpeci..lly  at  IVerowocsmoco^  and  of  the 
State  and  Bounty  o(  Pczuhatan^  till  then  unknown,  he  very 
much  appeafcd  their  Fears,  and  revived  their  dead  Spirits. 
And  Puakcntas^  with  her  Attendants,  ever  once  in  four  or 
five  Days,  brought  him  fo  much  Provifion,  as  faved  the 
Lives  of  many,  who  mufl  otherwife  have  periflied  with 
Hunger.  Several  others  aifo  of  tiie  Natives  repaired  daily 
to  the  Fort,  with  fuch  Provifions,  as  fufRciently  fervcd 
them  from  Hand  to  Mouth.  Part  they  always  brought 
»?-wA,  as  Prcicnts  from  tlicir  Kings  or  PicaboKtas  \  and  he» 

as 
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as  their  Market-Clerk,  fet  the  Price  upon  the  reft.  So 
much  had  he  aftonifhed  and  enchanted  thofe  poor  Souls, 
whilft  their  Prifoncr,  that  thejr  efteemed  him  as  a  Demi-  ^^"  ^ffj^ 
God,  and  were  M^dy,  at  his  Beck,  to  do,  whatever  he  A^i^  ^^ 
commanded.  \Aaid^)^  God,  who  created  ^1  things,  they 
knew,  he  adored  as  his  God,  aad  would,  m  their  DiTcourfe, 
call  him  the  God  of  Captain  Smith. 

And  this  their  high  Opinion  was  much  increafed  by  the 
Arrival  of  Captain  Newport ^  whom  Smithy  among  them^ 
called  his  Father,  nearly  about  the  lime,  that  he  had  fore- 
told. For  the  Treafurer  and  Council  in  England  fent  two 
Ships,  the  latter  End  of  this  Year,  with  a  Supply  of  Pro- 
viiions,  and  an  hundred  and  twenty  Men.  Thefe  came^ 
well  furnifhed  with  all  things,  that  could  be  imagined  ne- 
ceflkry,  as  Captain  Smith  tcUs  us.  But  however,  we  muft 
always  make  fome  Allowance  in  his  Account  of  thefe  things* 
Fpr  he  was  a  very  great  Friend  to  Sir  Thomas  Snfith  j  and 
we  fliall  fee  hereafter,  from  feveral  a.uthentick  Papers,  but 
dpecially  from  a  Reprefentation  of  our  General  AiTembly, 
among  the  Records  in  the  Capitol^  that  that  Oificer  was 
inoft  fcandaloufly  negligent,  if  not  corrupt,  particularly  in 
this  Matter  of  oupplies.  One  of  thefe  Ships  was  com- 
manded by  Captain\Mfti^^r/,  the  other  by  Captain /r^/fc/V 
Nelfiny  an  honeft  Man  and  expert  Mariner.  But  fuch  was 
the  Lewardnefs  of.  his  Ship,  that  altho'  he  was  within  Sight 
61  Cape-Henrjy  yet  by  contrary  Winds  and  ftormy  Wea- 
ther, he  was  driven  off  the  Coaft,  and  forced  to  the  fVeft" 
Indies^  to  repair  his  Marts,  and  to  get  a  Recruit  of  Wood 
and  Water.  But  before,  this,  the  Prefidcnt  and  Council 
<b  much  envied  Smith's  Efteem  among  the  Natives,  altho* 
tiiey  all  equally  participated  of  the  good  Effeds  of  it,  that 
tp  raife  their  Credit  and  Authority  above  his,  they  would 
give  them  four  times  as  much  for  their  Commodities,  as  he 
had  appointed.  And  now,  out  of  Jov  for  the  Arrival  of 
this  mrfl  Supply,  and  to  gratify  the  Mariners,  they  gave 
ftem  free  Liberty  to  trade,  as  they  pleafed.  So  that  in  a 
ftort  time,  what  was  before  bought  for  an  Ounce  of  Cop- 
per, could  not  be  had  for  a  Pound.  To  which  Captain 
Nnupor^s  profufe  Prefents  to  Powhatan  were  added,  and 

Save  the  iiniihing  Blow  to  their  Trade.  They  ferved  in- 
eed  to  entertain  and  keep  up  the  hizh  Idea  of  Newperf% 
Greatnefs,  which  Smith  had  raifed  in  rowhatan^  and  made 
him  very  defirous  to  fee  him. 

AccoRDiKGLYthe  Bark  was  prepared,  and  a  great 
Coil  there  was  at  James-Town  to  fet  him  off.  Captain 
Smith  and  Mr.  Matthiw  Scrivemry  a  difcreet  and  under- 
Auiding  Gentleman,  newly  arrived  and  admitted  of  ihe 
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t6o7«  Gmncil^  attended  him  with  a  Guard  of  thirty  or  fortf 
^— v^— ^  durfen  Men.  When  thcjr  came  to  Wirtwocomocoy  Nino* 
'^ J^lt^^P^^  began  to  entertain  many  Fears  and  Sufpicions  of  Trca* 
chery.  But  Smithy  with  twenty  Men,  undertook  to  en- 
counter the  worft,  that  could  happen ;  and  going  afhore, 
was  kindly  condu^d  by  two  or  three  hundred  Indians  to 
the  Town.  Powhatan  ilrained  himfelf,  upon  this  Occaii- 
on,  to  the  utmoft  of  his  Greatneis  to  entertain  them,  with 
great  Shouts  of  Joy,  Orations,  and  Proteftations,  and  with 
the  moft  fumptuous  and  plentiful  Banquet,  he  could  pro* 
vide.  He  fat  on  a  Bed  of  Mats,  with  a  Pillow  of  Leather 
embroidered  witli  Pearl  and  white  Beads ;  and  was  cioathed 
in  a  Robe  of  Skuis,  as  large  as  an  Irijb  Mantle.  At  hia 
Head  and  Feet  (at  a  handfome  young  Woman ;  and  on 
each  Side  the  Houfe,  twenty  of  his  Concubines,  with  their 
Heads  and  Shoulders  painted  red,  and  a  great  Chain  of  white 
Beads  about  each  of  their  Necks.  Before  them,  fat  his 
chief  Men,  in  the  like  Order ;  and  above  forty  Platters  of 
fine  Bread  flood  in  two  Files,  on  each  Side  of  the  Door. 
Four  or  five  hundred  People  attended  as  a  Guard  ;  and  Pro^ 
damation  was  made,  that  none,  upon  Pain  of  Death,  fhould 
prefume  to  do  the  Englijh  any  Wrong  or  Difcourtefy.  And 
thus  did  Smith  and  he  fpend  the  Day,  in  a  kind  Renewal  of 
their  former  Acquaintance,  and  in  feafting,  and  feeing  them 
dance  and  fing,  and  play  their  other.  Feaps  of  Humour  and 
Adivity.  And  that  Night,  the  Englijh  were  quartered  and 
lo(^d  by  Powhatan. 

Thb  next  Morning,  Newport  came  afliore,  and  they 
fpent  three  or  four  Days  more  in  feafting,  and  dancing,  aiki 
trading.  In  all  which  time,  Powhatan  behaved  himfelf  with 
fuch  Lofttnefs  and  State,  and  yet  with  fo  much  Difcretion, 
that  they  could  not  forbear  admiring  his  natural  Parts  and 
Underftanding.  Scorning  to  trade,  as  his  Subje<Sb  did,  he 
told  Newport^  that  he  efteemed  him  a  great  IVertwanci^ 
as  well  as  himfelf;  that  it  was  not  agreeable  to  their  Djg<» 
nity  to  trade,  in  that  pedling  Manner,  for  Trifles ;  an4 
that  therefore,  if  he  would  lay  down  all  his  Commodities 
together,  he  would  chufe,  what  he  liked,  and  give  him 
their  Value.  Smithy  who  was  their  Interpreter,  and  knew 
Powhatan^s  Difpofition,  told  the  Company,  his  Intent  was 
only  to  cheat  them.  But  Newport^  thinking  to  out-bravo 
this  (lately  Barbarian  in  Oftentation  and  Greatnefs,  and  by 
his  Bounty  to  obtain  from  him,  whatever  he  pleafed,  ac*? 
cepted  the  Condition.  And  then  Powhatan^  having  taken 
what  he  liked,  valued  his  Com  at  fuch  a  Rate,  that  they 

tad  not  four  Bufhels,  for  what  they  expeded  twenty  Hogf- 
eads.    This  bred  foipe  Diilaft^  betweep  the  two  Bngitjk 

Captains  ^ 
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Captains.  But  Smiibj  fmothering  his  Diflike  before  die 
Savages,  glanced  feveral  Trifles  in  the  Eyes  of  Powhatan^  ^ 
who  foon  fixed  his  Fancy  on  fome  blue  Beads.  He  was  a  7^^  ^^5* 
long  time  importunate  to  have  them ;  but  Smith  valued  £j^ 
them  To  much  the  higher,  and  told  him  they  were  com- 
pofed  of  a  rare  Subibnce  of  the  Colour  of  the  Skies,  and 
were  not  to  be  worn  by  any,  but  the  greateft  Kin^  in  the 
World.  This  made  him  the  more  eager  and  mad  for  them; 
lb  that,  for  a  Pound  or  two  of  blue  Beads,  he  drew  from 
him  two  or  diree  hundred  Bufhels  of  Corn,  and  yet  parted 
in  good  Friendfhip.  Upon  this  Voyage,  Newport  gave 
Pnuhatan  a  Bov,  named  Thomas  Savage^  whom  he  called 
his  Son ;  and  Powhatan  gave  him  Namontack^  a  Servant  of 
his,  of  a  (brewed  and  fubtle  Capacity. 

From  IVerowocomoco  they  went  to  Pamunkey^  where 
they  were  feafted  in  like  Manner  by  Opechancanough.  Smith 
fitted  him  alfo,  at  the  fame  Rates,  with  blue  Beads ;  which, 
by  this  Means,  grew  into  fuch  Eftimation,  that  none  durft 
wear  them,  but  their  great  Kings,  or  their  Wives  and  Ckil* 
dren.  At  length,  weighing  from  thence,  they  returned  to 
James-Town  ;  where  this  new  Supply  of  Com  being  lodged 
with  the  reft,  their  Storehoufe  was  by  fome  Accident  fired^ 
and  fo  the  l^own,  which,  being  thatched  with  Reeds,  burnt 
with  that  Fiercenefs  and  Violence,  as  foon  confumed  their 
wooden  Fortifications,  with  their  Arms,  Apparel,  and  Bed* 
ding,  and  much  private  Goods  and  Provifion.  The  good 
Mr.  Hunt  loft  all  his  Library,  with  every  thing  elfe  that 
he  had,  except  the  Cloatbs  on  his  Back  i  yet  no  one  ever 
heard  him  murmer  or  repine  at  it. 

Notwithstanding  this  unfortunate  Accident  sSoC 
thev  had  vet  a  tolerable  Stock  of  Oatmeal,  Meal,  and  Com, 
had  not  the  Ship  loitered  fourteen  Weeks  in  the  Country, 
when  ihe  might  as  well  have  been  gone  in  fourteen  Days. 
For  they  thereby  helped  to  confume  a  great  Part  of  the 
Colony's  Store,  and  near  all  the  Provifions,  fent  to  be  lamU 
cd.  When  they  departed,  they  left  them  what  little  thef 
thought  proper  to  fpare ;  which  they  were  glad  to  receive, 
and  Wiake  up  an  Account,  hiehly  conmiending  their  Care 
and  Providence,  left  they  fhould  difcourage  the  Council  at 
home  from  fending  any  more.  Yet  thofe  Perfons,  wha 
had  either  Money,  fpare  Qoaths,  Credit  for  Bills  of  Ex* 
change.  Gold  Rii^  Furs,  or  any  fuch  valuable  Commo- 
dities, were  always  welcome  to  this  floating  Tavern*  Such 
was  their  Neceffity  and  Misfortune,  to  be  under  the  Lafh 
of  thofe  vile  Commanders,  and  to  buy  their  .own  Provifiona 
at  fifteen  times  their  Value ;  fuflTering  them  to  feaft  at  their 
Chai]^  wbilft  tbonielvet  were  oUi^  (o  £ift>  and  yet 
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«^o**  dare  not  repine,  left  they  fhould  incur  the  Ccnfurc  of  being 
^*— \r-^  factious  and  feditious  Perfons.  By  thefc  Means  and  Ma- 
?«fitou^'  nagcmcnt,  the  Colony  was  rather  burthcned  than  rdievedt 
by  the  vaft  Charge  of  this  Ship ;  and  being  reduced  to  Meal 
and  Water,  and  expofed,  by  the  Lofs  of  their  Town,  to 
the  moft  bitter  Cold  and  Froft,  above  half  of  them  died. 
Smith  indeed  and  Scrivener  endeavoured  to  corrcft  all  A» 
bufes,and  to  put  things  into  a  better  Pofture;  but  they  could 
do  nothing  to  Effed,  being  overpowered  by  the  Preddent 
and  his  Party,  who  had  long  before  this  laid  aiide  their  De- 
ference to  Smith's  Judgment  and  Management. 

About  this  time  aifo,  there  fprung  up  a  very  trouble- 
fome  ScGt  of  Gold-Anders,  which  was  headed  by  Captaifi- 
Martin^  and  warmly  embraced  by  Newport.  There  was 
fio  Thought,  no  Difcourfe,  no  Hope,  and  no  Work,  but 
to  dig  Gold,  wafh  Gold,  refine  Gold,  and  load  Gold.  And 
fiotwithftanding  Captain  Smith's  warm  and  judicious  Re- 
prefentations,  how  abfurd  it  was,  to  neglcdt  other  things  of 
immediate  Ufe  and  Neceffity,  to  load  fuch  a  drunken  Ship 
wth  gilded  Duft;  yet  was  he  over-ruled,  and  her  Re- 
turns made  in  a  Parcel  of  gKttering  Dirt,  which  is  found 
in  various  Parts  of  the  Country,  and  which  they  very 
fartguincly  concluded  to  be  Gold-Duft.  And  in  her  they 
fent  home  Mr.  JVivgfield  and  Captain  Archer ^  to  feek  fomc 
better  Place  of  Employment  in  England.  For  they  had 
afTumed  many  empty  Titles  of  Offices  here,  as  Admirals., 
Recorders,  Chronologers,  Juftices  of  the  Peace  and  of  the 
Courts  of  Plea,  with  other  fuch  idle  and  infignificant  Prc- 
^nfions. 

And  now  Martin txA  the  Prefident  carrying  all  thingjt 
^  they  pleafcd,  by  their  Fadion,  lived  in  great  Splendor 
by  the  Sde  of  the  lore's  Commodities,  as  if  diey  had  been 
their  proper  and  hereditary  Revenue.  And  the  Spring  ap- 
proaching, Captain  Smith  and  Mr.  Scrivener  prepared  Fields 
for  Corn,  and  applied  diemfelv^  to  r^hxjM  James-Town^ 
Imd  repair  the  (Church,  Store-houfe,  and  Fortifications, 
But  whilft  they  were  all  bufily  engaged  at  their  feveral  La- 
bours, Captain  Nelfon^  who  had  been  driven  off  the  Coaitj^ 
as  was  before  faid,  and  as  they  all  thought,  loft,  unex- 
pefledly  arrived,  to  their  great  Joy.  He  had  been  very 
careful  and  provident,  and  had  fed  his  Company  on  what 
he  got  at  the  IVeJi'lndia  Iflands ;  fo  that  die  Provifiont 
he  now  landed,  joined  to  their  former  Store,  were  fufficient 
to  fupport  them  half  a  Year,  according  to  their  prefent 
Allowance.  He  himfelf  alfo  freely  imparted  whatever  hq 
had  \  and  by  his  fair  and  generous  Behaviour,  he  got  th« 
Good- word  and  Love  of  tl«  whole  Colony,    hsA  the  Pre* 

fidentj 
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fi4ent,'to  fend  fame  good  News  by  this  Ship,  ordered  Cap*    >^« 
tain  Smi'tii  with  fucty  able  Men,  to  difcover  the  Country  ^*"*v"";;^ 
of  the  M9nfltan^  or  as  they  were  afterm^rds  called,  the  Ma--  ll^f!!^ 
mikin  Indians ;  a  Nation  above  the  Falls  of  James  River,    **^ 
liot  fubjed  to  Piwhaiany  but  profefled  Enemies  to  him  and 
his  Dominions.    For  that  ftrange  Blood-thirftinefs,  and,  as 
It  were,  judicial  Infatuation,  of  vrarring  ^inft  and  exter- 
minating teach  other,  which  at  prefent  in^^  our  Indi^tnSf 
and  has  been  the  Caufe  of  the  utter  Extirpation  of  moft  of 
the  ISTatbns  on  this  Continent,  was  even  then  rooted  in  their 
Nature,  and  may  be  obferved  in  the  oldeft  Accounts  that 
we  have  of  diem.    However,  as  it  was  the  Time  of  plant- 
ing Com,  and  this  Ship  was  to  be  difpatched.  Captain  Smith 
dK>ught  diofe  and  other  things  more  urgent  at  that  time» 
and  therefore  deferred  the  Difcovery,  till  he  could  perforat 
it  with  left  Charge  and  more  Leilure. 

Wh  £  N  Newport  left  the  Country,  Powhatan  prefented 
him  with  twenty  Turkies,  and  in  Return  demanded  twenty 
Swords,  which  were  immediately  fent  him.  Afterwards 
he  prefented  Captain  Snuth  with  the  like  Number;  hue 
Baving  no  Swords  in  Return,  he  was  highly  offended,  and 
orderra  hb  People  to  take  them  by  Strat^em  or  Force* 
So  thit  diey  became  infufferably  troublefome  and  infolent» 
would  furprife  the  Englijb  at  their  Work,  and  feife  their 
Swordt  at  the  very  Ports  of  Janus-Town.  The  PrefidenC 
and  Martin^  who.now  bore  the  Sway,  would  keep  their 
Houfes,  or  do  any  thing,  rather  than  tranfgrefs  a  ftri^ 
Command  from  England^  not  to  offend  them.  But  aC 
length  they  happened  to  meddle  with  Captain  Smithy  who 
gave  them  a  rough  Encounter,  hunted  them  up  and  down 
the  Ifland,  and  feifed  feven,  whom  he  whipped  and  impri- 
ibned.  By  thb  and  other  fmart  Proceedings,  he  brought 
them  to  Submiffion ;  and  they  unanimouflv  confeflTed,  that 
they  aded  by  Powhatan^s  Diredion,  in  order  to  get  Swords 
from  the  Englijb^  to  cut  their  own  Throats ;  and  they  like- 
Wife  difcovered,  how,  where,  and  when,  this  Defign  was 
to  be  put  in  Execution ;  all  which  was  confirmed  by  man/ 
concurrent  Circumftances.  But  Powhatan^  finding  that 
things  went  not  according  to  his  Defire  and  Intent,  fent  Po* 
€ahontas  with  Prefcnts,  to  excufe  himfelf  for  the  Injuries 
done  by  fome  of  his  ungovernable  Captains ;  and  he  defired 
their  Libertv  for  this  time,  with  AfTurances  of  his  Love 
and  Friendmip  for  ever.  And  Smith  having  given  them  a 
proper  Corredion,  delivered  them  to  Pocahontas ;  for  whofe 
Sake  alone  he  pretended  to  fave  th.ir  Lives,  and  give  them 
their  Liberty.  Thus,  without  the  Death  of  one  Man,  he 
«eftrained  their  Infolence,  and  brought  tbem  into  fuch  per*^ 
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fed  Fear  and  Obedience  that  his  very  Name  was  fufficient 
'  to  fright  them  ;  whereas  before  they  had  fometimes  Peace 
T  Katciigc  jjj^^i  War  twice  in  a  Day,  and  felJom  a  Week  pafled  with- 
ricfidcat.  ^^^  ^^^^  Treachery  or  Ambufcadc.  But  the  peaceable 
Council  were  highly  offended  at  thefe  Proceedings,  zxa^  cx- 
poftulated  warmly  with  him  for  his  Ralhnefs  and  Cruelty^ 
There  had  been  a  Difputc  between  Martin  and  Smth^ 
whether  this  Ship  Ihould  be  laded  with  Cedar  or  Dirt. 
But  her  Freight  being  concluded  to  be  Cedar,  (he  was,  by 
the  Diligence  of  her  Captain  and  Smithy  quickly  difpatched. 
In  her  Captain  Mcrtiny  being  always  fickly  and  unfervice- 
able,  and  having  his  Head  full  of  the  idle  Whimfy  of  a 
Gold  Mine,  was  moft  willingly  admitted  to  return  to  En^ 
gland.  In  thcfc  two  Ships,  befidcs  Mr.  Scrivener^  came 
fralt€r  Rujfely  Dofior  of  Phyfic,  Richard  Fether/ioney  and 
fome  others  of  Note.  And  whUft  Nelfon  and  Smith  were 
engaged  in  loading  the  Ship,  Mr.  Scrivener  was  neither  idle 
nor  flow  in  carrying  on  the  Works  of  James-Tirum,  But 
the  Prefident's  Prodigality  and  State  went  fo  deep,  and  wa» 
fo  fenfibly  felt  in  their  fmall  Store,  that  he  and  Smith  were 
obliged  to  bind  him  and  his  Parafites  to  the  Rules  of  Pro- 
portion. 

On  the  fccond  of  June  Captain  Nelfon  fell  down  the 
River,  and  was  accompanied  to  the  Capes  by  Smithy  who, 
in  an  open  Boat  of  about  three  Tom  Burthen,  together 
with  Dr.  Ruffel  and  thirteen  more,  was  going  to  difcover 
Chefapeake  Bay.  Parting  with  the  Ship  at  Cape-Henry^ 
they  ftood  over  to  thofe  Iflands,  which  were  then  called^ 
after  him  their  firft  Difcovcrer,  Smith's  IJlands.  The  firft 
People  they  faw,  were  two  grim  and  ftout  Indians  on  Cape 
Charlesy  with  long  Poles,  like  Javelins,  headed  with  Bone. 
They  fternly  demanded,  what  they  were,  and  wlnit  they 
wanted;  but  grew  afterwards  more  kind,  and  dircfted 
them  to  Accomacky  the  Habitation  of  their  IVerowana. 
This  King  treated  them  very  kmdiy,  and  was  the  come- 
lieft,  moft  proper,  and  civil  Iridiany  they  had  met  with. 
They  fpoke  the  Language  of  Pcwhatany  and  at  that  time 
lay  under  the  Misfortune  of  a  ftrange  Mortality,  which 
they  attributed  to  a  Miracle.  Paifing  on  from  thence,  they 
coafted  it  along,  and  fearched  every  Inlet  and  Bay,  that 
feemed  proper  for  Harbours  or  Habitations ;  and  many 
Harbours  they  found  for  fmall  VefTels,  but  none  fit  to  re- 
ceive large  Ships.  Then  fpying  many  Iflands  out  in  the 
Bay,  they  bore  up  for  them  ;  but  before  they  could  reach 
them,  there  rofe  fuch  a  Guft  of  Thunder,  Lightning, 
Wind,  and  Rain,  that  with  great  Difficulty  they  efcaped 
being  foundered.  Thefe  Iflands  they  named  RuJfeVi  IJlands^ 

after 
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aRer  Dr.  Ruffily  and  they  are  the  (aine  with  thofe  now 

called  Tan^trljianif.    Being  in  Want  of  Water,  and  find-^ 

ing  none  ^n  thefe  Iflands,  they  were  obliged  to  follow  thc^^JJ^ 

next  Eaftem  Channel,  which  brought  them  into  the  River 

fyigb€9C9m$c9^   which  b  the  River  now  called  Ppkomoki. 

The  Northern  Pmnt,  at  the  Mouth,  they  called  JVatkitu't 

Pointy  and  a  Hill,  on  the  Soudi  of  Pokomoki  Bay,  Kieft 

Hilly  after  two  of  the  Company.    Rimning  up  the  River^ 

the  Natives  at  firft  direatened,  with  great  Fury,  to  aflaulc 

them ;  but  at  laft  became  very  tradable  and  land.    They 

dug  in  feveral  Places,  and  fearched  their  Habitations,  yet 

could  get  but  little  Water,  and  that  mere  Puddle.    Yet 

fuch  was  their  Diftrefs  two  Days  after,  that  they  would 

have  refufed  a  Quart  full  of  Gold  for  a  Point  of  that  Pud*- 

dle. 

Departing  from  thence,  they  found*  on  a  high  Point 
of  Land,  which  th^  called  Point  FloyeVy  a  Pond  of  frcfli 
Water,  but  fo  exceedingly  hot,  that  diey  fuppofed  it  to  bg 
fome  Bath.    Then  fiandmg  over  to  fome  other  Iflands, 
there  arofe  fuch  another  Thunder-Guft,   that  their  Maft 
and  Sail  was  blown  overboard,  and  fuch  mighty  Waves 
over-racked  their  Boat,  that  they  could  fcarce,  with  much 
Labour  in  bafling  out  the  Water,  keep  her  from  finking. 
Two  Days  thev  fiaid  among  thefe  Iflands,  and  becaufe  of 
the  Gufts  and  Storms  that  then  happened,  they  called  the 
Place  Limho ;  but  they  are  the  fame,  which  have  fince  been 
named  Wats*%  Iflands.    Having  repaired  the  Lois  of  their 
Sail  with  their  Shirts,  they  iiood  over  again  to  the  Eaftem 
Shore,  and  fell  in  with  a  pretty  convenient  River,   then 
called  Cufcarawock.    This  is,  what  is  laid  down  in  our  pro- 
fent  Charts  by  the  Name  of  Wighcocomocoy  by  whatever 
Accident  that  Name  hath  fhifted,  in  Procefs  of  Time,  firooi 
Pokonuke  River  to  this.    Here  the  Natives  oppofed  them 
very  furioufly ;  but  leaving  fome  Toys  in  their  Huts,  thejr 
'•^roueht  fome  of  them  over  at  laft,  to  be  very  fond  and 
obligmg.    On  this  River  lived  the  Nations  of  Sarapinagb^ 
Naufiy  Arfecky  and  Nantaquacky  who  were  the  beft  Mer* 
chants  and   gj[cateft  Traders  of  all  the  Indians    of  this 
Country.      They  had  the  fineft  Furs,   and  made  large 
Quantities  of  the  beft  Roanoke ;  which  was  a  Sort  of  white 
Bead,  that  occafioned  as   much  Dillention  among   thofe 
Barbarians,  as  Gold  and  Silver  among  Chriftians.    They 
told  the  Englijh  of,  and  highly  extolled,  a  great  Nation, 
called  the  Majfawonticks  ;  in  Search  of  whom  they  return- 
ed ^ain,  by  Limboy  into  the  Bay.     And  finding  the  Coaft 
tjf  the  Eaftem  Shore  nothing  but  {hallow,  broken  Ifles^ 
ivul  for  the  moft  Part  without  freih  Water,  diey  ftood  away 
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from  thence  acrofs  the  Bay,  bearing  a  little  upwards,  and 
*  fell  in  on  the  Wcftern  Side,  above  the  Mouth  of  Patuxent 
g^Uj/f//^*  River,  againft  fome  high  Clifts,  which  they  called  Riccard*^ 
"^^^***"'*    CUfts.      From  hence  they    failed    thirty  Leagues  farther 
Northward,  without  finding  any  Inhabitants.     The  Coaft 
was  all  along  well  watered,  but  very  mountainous  and  bar- 
ren, except  the  Vallies,  which  were  rich  and  fertile,  but 
extremely  thick  wooded,  :;nd  therefore  abounded  in  Wolves, 
Bears,  Deer,  and  other  wild  Beads*     They  paffed  by  ma- 
ny Coves  and  fmall  Streams.     Tlie  firft  they  found  navi- 
gable for  a  Ship,  they  called  Bolus  River ^  becaufe  the  Chy 
in  many  Places  under  the  Clifts,  grew  up  in  red  and  white 
Knobs,  like  Gum  out  of  Trees,  and  they  concluded  it  to 
be  Bole  Armeniac  and  Terra  Sigillata,     This  River,  by  its 
Situation  and  Bearings,  muft  be  the  fame  with  Patapfco  in 
Maryland, 

And  now  Captain  Smith's  Crew,  who  at  firft  feared  no- 
thing fo  much  as  his  too  haO^y  Return,  began  to  be  very 
much  foiled  and  fatigued.  They  had  laid  twelve  or  fouf-- 
teen  Days  in  that  open  Boat,  were  often  tired  at  the  Oam^ 
and  their  Bread  was  fpoiled  and  rotten  with  the  Rain ;  fo 
that  they  were  very  importunate  with  him  to  return*  iut 
he  reminded  them  of  the  memorable  Rcfoluttoit  of  Sir 
Ralph  Ztfw*s  Company,  in  theDifcovery  of  the  River  Mo^ 
ratucy  who  infiftcd  on  his  going  forward,  as  long  as  they 
had  a  Dog  left,  which,  being  boiled  with  Saflafras  Leaves, 
would  afford  them  a  rich  Repafl  in  their  Return.  And  he 
told  them,  what  a  Shame  it  would  be,  to  oblige  him  to 
return,  with  fo  much  Provifion  as  they  then  had,  when  they 
could  fcarce  fay,  where  they  had  been,  or  give  any  Ac- 
count of  what  they  were  fent  to  difcover :  That  they  couU 
not  deny,  but  he  had  fhared  with  them  in  the  worft  of 
what  was  paft  ;  and  he  was  willing,  to  take  to  himfelf  the 
worft  Part  of  what  was  to  come :  That  it  was  not  l.kely 
any  thing  worfe  ftiould  befal  them,  than  what  had  already 
happened  ;  and  that  to  return  was  as  dangerous,  as  to  pro- 
ceed. He  therefore  advifcd  them  to  refume  their  loft 
Courage  ;  for  he  was  determined  not  to  defift,  till  he  had 
feen  tlie  Majfawomecksy  found  Patowmack^  or  traced  the 
Head  of  the  Bay.  But  after  this,  they  were  detained  by 
the  Wind  and  Weather  three  Days ;  which  added  fuch  a 
Difcouragement,  that  three  or  four  fell  fick,  whofe  Difla- 
tisfa£bion  and  piteous  Compbints  at  laft'  prevailed  witli  him 
to  return. 

On  the  1 6th  of  June^  they  fell  in  with  the  Mouth  of 
Patowmack,  Their  Fears  being  now  gone,  and  Men  reco- 
vered, tliey  all  agreed  to  take  fomc  Pains  in  the  Difcov^ry 
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l>f  that  feven-mile  broad  River.    For  altho'  Smith  had  been      1608^ 

carried  over  it  in  his  Captivity,  yet  he  knew  it  not  again  by  ^"""^r"'^'^ 

the  Mouth.    For  thirty  Mil^  they  found  no  Inhabitants  j  |;,^^^* 

but  afterwards  were  condudecl,  by  two  Savages,  up  a  little   ^       ^ 

bayed  Creeks  towards  Nominyy  where  they  difcovered  the 

Woods  laid  with  Ambufcades,  to  the  Number  of  three  or 

four  Thoufand  Indians^  ftrangely  grimmed  and  difguifed, 

and  making  a  horrible  fliouting  and  yelling.    They  made 

many  Bravadoes,  and  Snuth  prepared,  with  as  great  feem- 

ing  Willingnefs,  to  encounter   them.    But  commanding 

fome  Mufkets  to  be  difcharged  on  Purpofe,  the  grazing  of 

the  Bullets  on  the  Water,  together  with  the  Report  and 

Eccho  of  the  Woods,  fo  frighted  and  amazed  them,  that 

they  threw  down  their  Arms,  and  became  very  kind  and 

hearty  Friends.    They  owned,  they  were  commanded  to 

betray  that  Party  of  Englijh,  by  the  DirefUon  of  Pow^ 

batariy  who  was  'defired  fo  to  do,  by  fome  difcontented 

Perfons  at  James-Tewn^  becaufe  Captain  Smith  obliged  them 

to  ftay  in  the  Country  againft  their  Will.     They  afterwards 

went  up  the  River,  as  high  as  they  could  with  their  Boat ; 

and  were  received  in  fome  Places  kindly,  and  in  others  in  a 

boftile  Manner.     Up  a  fmall  River,  then  called  ^iyoughi^ 

which  I  take  to  be  Patswmack  Creek,  was  a  Mine  like 

Antimony.    In  this  the  Indians  dug,  and  wafhing  away  the 

Drofs  in  a  clear  Brook,  which  ran  by,  they  put  up  the  Re- 

maindet  in  little  Ba^,  and  fold  it  all  over  the  Country,  to 

deck  their  Bodies,  Faces,  and  Idols  1   which  made  them 

look  like  Blackamores,  dufted  over  with  Silver.    Newport 

had  carried  fome  of  thefe  Bags  home,  and  aflured  them» 

that  they  were  found,  upon  Trial,  to  contain  half  Silver. 

Being  therefore  very  eager'  after  this  Mine,  they  obtained 

Guides  from  yapazawsi  King  of  Patowmack^  who  lived  at 

die  Mouth  of  that  little  River^  and  went  up  to  it ;  but  aU« 

they  got^  proved  of  no  Value.    Towards  the  Falls  of  Pa* 

towmatk^  they  met  feveral  Parties  of  Indians  in  Canoes, 

loaded    with   the  Flefh  of  Bears,  Deer^  and  other  wild 

Beafb,  which  they  generoufly  imparted  to  them ;  and  jn 

divers  Places,  they  faw  that  Abundance  of  Fifli,  lying  with 

their  Heads  above  Water^  that  their  Barge  driving  among 

idiero,  for  Want  of  a  Net,  they  attempted  to  catch  them 

.with  a  frying  Pan.    But  they  found  that  a  bad  Inilrumcnt 

tocatchFifli. 

From  Patowmack  they  fet  Sail  for  Rappahanocky  or  a» 
it  was  by  many  called,  ToppahanocJIfRWeT  ;  where  the  Cap- 
tain intended  to  vifit  his  Captivity- Acquaintance.  But  their 
/loat,  by  Reafoii  of  the  l/ownels  of  the  Tide,  ran  aground 
^fomf  Shoals^  at  ^e  Mouth  of  that  River,  where  they 
»^  F  fpiel 
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i6oS.  fpied  many  Fifli,  lurking  in  the  Sedge.  The  Captain  diverted 
*^-v — ^  himfclf  by  nailing  them  to  the  Ground  with  his  Sword  ;  and 
y.  natciiffe  the  reft  betaking  themfelves  to  the  fame  Sport,  they  took  more 
Frcfidint.  pjQj  jj^  ^  Hour,  than  they  could  eat  in  a  Day.  But  Captain 
Smithy  taking  from  his  Sword  a  Fifh^  likie  a  Thomback, 
with  a  long  Tail,  in  the  Midft  of  which  jm  a  poifoned 
Sting,  of  two  or  three  Inches  Length,  bearded  like  a  Saw 
on  each  Side,  (he  ftruck  her  Sting  into  his  Wrift  an  Inch 
and  a  half.  No  Blood  or  Wound  was  feen,  but  only  a  little 
blue  Spot ;  yet  fuch  was  the  Extremity  of  Pain,  and  hia 
Hand,  Arm,  and  Shoulder,  were  fo  fwoln  in  four  Hours 
Time,  that  they  all,  with  much  Sorrow,  expeded  hit 
DcHth,  and  prepared  his  Grave  in  an  Ifland  by,  as  he  him- 
felf  direded.  But  it  pleafed  God,  by  the  Application  of  an 
Oil,  which  Dr.  Rujfel  had  with  him,  his  Torment  was  fo 
cafed  and  aflwaged  before  Night,  that  to  the  great  Joy  of 
the  Company,  he  eat  of  the  Fifli  for  hb  Supper.  And  in 
Memory  of  this  Accident,  they  called  thelfle  Stingray 
IJland^  after  the  Name  of  the  Fim. 

Their  Provtfions  being  near  fpent,  and  being  alfo  de-* 
terred  by  this  Misfortune,  they  fet  Sail  immediately  for 

Barnes-Town  \  and  paffing  by  the  Mouths  oi Pinkatofik  and 
amunkey  Rivers,  they  arrived  the  next  Day  at  Kicqwtan. 
From  thence  they  proceeded  up  to  JVarrafqueake ;  where 
trimming  their  Barge  with  painted  Streamers,^  and  other  fuch 
Devices,  they  were  taken  for  a  Stanijh  Frigot  at  James* 
Tozurtj  where  they  arrived  the  2 lit  of  July*  There  they 
found  the  laft  Supply  of  Men  all  fick ;  and  of  die  reft,  fomc 
lame,  fome  bruifed,  an^  all  in  a  Tumult  and  Uproar  againft 
the  unreafonable  Pride  and  Cruelty  of  tlie  Prefldent,  whom 
they  would  as  ftrangely  have  tormented  with  Revenge,  had 
it  not  been  for  thb  feafonable  Arrival  of  the  Difcovery 
Barge.  He  had  riotoufly  confumed  the  Store,  and  had 
greatly  harrafled  and  fatigued  the  People,  in  building  an 
unneccflary  Houfe  of  Pleafurc  for  himfelf  in  the  Woods. 
But  their  Fury  was  much  appeafed,  by  the  good  Ncwi  of 
this  Difcovery,  and  by  the  Hopes,  from  fome  miftaken  In- 
terpretation of  the  Savage's  Account,  that  our  Bay  reached 
to  the  South' Sea  f  or  fome  where  hear  it ;  but  above  all,  by 
the  dcpofing  RateUff'e^  and  Cuptain  Smithes  taking  the  Go- 
vernment upon  himfclf. 
yin<in:tb  Smltk  fubftituted  his  good  Friend  Mr.  Scrivener^  who 
H  rfid  nt.  then  lay  exceed mg  ill  of  a  Calenture,  in  the  Prefidency  ^ 
•^-vr  V  cc-  ^^^^  lu'iving  fettled  all  tlungs  to  his  own,  and  the  People'^ 
F.^iiivnt.  Siitisfawtion,  he  fhid  but  three  Days  at  James-Town,  For 
the  24th  cf  Jidyy  he  fct  forward,  with  twelve  Men,  to  fi- 
iiifli  tli'j  Difcovery  of  tlic  Bay.    They  were  detained  tw* 
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or  three  Days  at  KUqusian^  by  contrary  Winds,  where 
they  were  kiruUy  entertained  and  feafted  by  the  King,  and  ^ 
in  Diverfion  fired  feveral  Rockets,  which  greatly  terrified  '^'-  ^- 
and  aftoniihed  the  poor  Savages*  From  thence  they  an-p^'^dou!** 
cbored,  the  firft  Nighty  at  Sttngray  Ifland ;  and  the  next 
Day,  croffing  the  Mouth  of  Patowmack^  they  hafted  to 
the  River  Bolus.  A  little  beyond  that,  they  found  the  Bay 
divided  into  four  Streams,  all  which  they  fearched,  as  far 
as  ihey  could  fail.  Two  of  them  they  found  inhabited,  the 
Rivers  Sufquefahanock^  and  Tockwogh^  fince  called  SaJJafrafs 
River.  In  croffing  the  Bay,  they  met  feven  or  eight  Ca- 
tooes,  full  of  Maffawonucks^  a  great  and  powerful  Nation 
vi  Indians  inhabitmg  upon  fomeof  the  Lakes  of  Canada^ 
and  the  Original  perhaps  of  thofe,  at  prefent  known  by  the 
Name  of  the  Senecas  or  Six  Nations.  They  were  at  that 
Time  profeft  Enemies,  and  a  great  Terror,  to  the  Nations 
dwelling  on  the  upper  Part  of  our  Bay,  and  had  then  been 
at  War  with  the  Tockwoghs.  After  mutual  Threats  of  Af- 
£iult  between  them  and  the  EngUJhy  they  were  at  laft  in* 
duced  to  go  on  board  the  Barge ;  and  by  interchangeable 
Prefents  becoming  good  Friends,  they  depahed  without 
fiuther  Intercourfe  or  Converiation* 

The  next  Day,  entering  the  River  Tockwogh^  they  were 
invironed  with  a  Fleet  of  Canoes,  full  of  armed  Men.  But 
coming  to  a  Parley,  and  the  Tockwoghs  feeing  the  Majfa- 
wonfici  Arms,  which  they  had  prefcnted  to  the  Englijh  the 
Day  before,  and  which  the  Englijh  made  them  believe, 
they  had  taken,  in  War,  they  were  foon  reconciled,  aiid 
conduced  them  to  their  Town.  It  was  pallifadoed  round, 
mantled  with  the  Barks  of  Trees,  had  ScafFolds,  like 
Mounts,  and  was  breafted  very  formally.  The  Men,  Wo- 
men, and  Children  did  their  utmoft  to  exprefs  their  Affec- 
tion; and  welcomed  them  with  Soi^s,  Dances,  Fruits, 
and  Furs,  an^  with  whatever  elfe  they  had.  Here  they 
law  many  Hatchets,  Knives,  and  Pieces  of  Iron  nd  Br^^is, 
which,  they  told  them,  they  had  from  the  Sufquefahu>iocksy 
a  mighty  Nation,  dwelling  on  the  chief  of  the  four  Branc'-v.s 
at  the  Head  of  the  Bay,  two  Days  Journey  above  the  F.;lis 
of  that  River.  They  prevailed  with  two  Tockwogl'%xo  gc» 
and  invite  fome  of  the  Sufquefahanocks  to  tliem.  In  three 
or  f<5ur  Days,  fixtyof  thofe  gigantic  People  came  down, 
with  Prefents  of  various  Kinds  ;  :  nd  the  "Wind  being  too 
high  for  their  Canoes,  five  e-  tfjir  chief  Werov^ances 
came  bpldly  on  board  the  ^z/^'-y.  B;.rj-v,  «nd  croflld  tha 
Bay  to  Tockwoght 

This  Nation  of -the  Sufquefahanocks  could  mufler  a- 
bout  fu  Hundred  £ghting  Men,  and  lived  in  paDiii'.dced 

F  z  T^wns, 
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i6o«.  Towns,  to  defend  themfelves  againft  the  Majfawtmech , 
^— V — ^  their  mortal  Enemies.  They  were  very  large,  well-pro- 
Mat,  ScrU  portioned  Men,  and  appeared  like  Giants  to  the  Engltfi^ 
^tfidcnr*"  ^"^  ^^^^^^  Indians ;  yet  feemed  of  an  honeft  and  fimple  Dif- 
^  ^  pofition,  and  were  fcarcely  reftrained  from  adoring  the  En^ 

glijh^  as  Gods.  And  their  Language  and  Attire  were  very 
fuitable  to  their  Stature  and  Appearance.  For  their  Lan* 
guage  founded  deep,  and  folemn,  and  hollow,  like  a  Voice 
in  a  Vault.  Their  Attire  was  the  Skins  of  Bears  and 
Wolves,  fo  cut,  that  the  Man's  Head  went  through  th« 
Nccky  and  the  Ears  of  the  Bear  were  fattened  on  his  Shoul* 
dcrs,  while  the  Nofc  and  Teeth  hung  dangling  down  upon 
his  Breaft.  Behind  was  another  Bear's  Face  fplit,  with  a 
Paw  hanging  at  the  Nofe.  And  their  Sleeves,  coming  down 
to  their  Elbows,  were  the  Necks  of  Bears,  with  their  Arm» 
going  through  the  Mouth,  and  Paws  hanging  to  the  Nofes. 
One  had  the  Head  of  a  Wolf,  hanging  to  a  Chain,  for  a 
Jewel ;  and  his  Tobacco  Pipe  was  three  Quarters  of  a  Yard 
long,  carved  with  a  Bird,  a  Deer,  and  other  Devices  af 
the  great  End ;  which  was  fufficient  to  beat  out  a  Man's 
Brains.  '^I'hcy  meafured  the  Calf  of  the  largcft  Man's  Leg^ 
rod  found  it  tnree  Quartevs  of  a  Yard  about,  and  all  th« 
reft  of  his  Limbs  were  in  Proportion  5  fo  that  he  feemed 
the  ftatclicft  and  moft  goodly  Perfonagc,  they  had  ever  be- 
held. His  Arrows  were  five  Qiiarters  long,  headed  with 
tlie  Splinters  of  a  white  chryftal-like  Stone,  in  Form  of  a 
Heart,  an  Inch  broad,  and  an  Inch  and  half,  or  more,  long. 
'I'hcfc  he  carried  at  his  Back,  in  a  Wolf  s  Skin  for  his  Qui- 
ver, with  his  Bow  in  one  Hand,  and  his  Club  in  the  other. 

The  Manner  of  the  Engltjh  was  daily  to  have  Prayers 
with  a  Pfalm  ;  at  which  Solemnity  thofe  poor  Barbarians 
wondered  greatly.  Prayers  being  done,  the  Sufquefahanoch 
held  a  Confultation ;  and  then  began  in  a  very  paflionate 
Planner  to  hold  up  their  Hands  to  the  Sun,  with  a  moft 
frightful  Song.  Then  embracing  Captain  Smithy  they  be- 
gan to  adore  him  in  like  Manner.  He  rebuked  them  for 
it ;  but  they  pcrfiftcd,  till  their  Song  was  finifhed.  After 
which,  with  a  ftrange  furious  A^tion^  and  a  difmal  Voice, 
they  began  an  Oration  of  their  Love ;  which  ended,  they 
covered  him  v^rith  a  large  painted  Bear's  Skin.  One  ftooa 
ready  with  a  great  Chain  of  white* Beads,  weighing  fix  of 
liven  Pounds,  which  he  hung  about  his  Neck.  The  others 
had  eighteen  Mantles,  made  of  divers  Sorts  of  Skins  fewed 
together  ;  al!  which,  witli  many  other  Baubles,  they  laid  at 
his  Feet  Oroaking  their  Hands  about  his  Neck,  for  his  Crea* 
tion  to  be  their  Governor  and  Proteftor.  They  promifed 
hiai  Ai^ls  of  Men  and  Vi^^luak,  and  even  offered  all,  that 
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they  had,  if  he  would  ftay  with  them,  to.  defend  and  re-     i^s* 
venge  them  on  the  Majfawomecks.    But  he  was  obliged  to^—* v— ^ 
Jkave  them  at  Tockwoghi^  very  forrowful  for  his  Departure  j  jj*"-  |f^'- 
yol  promifed  to  vifit  them  again  the  next  Year.    Theyp^^^*^^' 
jcnew  nothing  of  Powhatan  and  his  Territories,  but  tlic 
Name ;  and  they  informed  the  Engltjhy  that  their  Hatchets 
and  other  Commodities  came  originally  fromJthe  Fnnch  of 
Canada. 

Having  fearched  all  the  Rivers  and  Inlets,  worth 
Note,  they  pafled  down  the  Bay,  naming  all  the  remark- 
able Head-lands  and  Places  after  fome  of  the  Company  or 
Aeir  Friends.  On  the  River  Patuxen  they  found  the 
People  tradable  and  civil  above  all  others.  They,  as  well  as 
the  Patowmacksy  were  \try  urgent  with  Smith  to  revenge 
them  on  the  Majfawomecks^  which  he  promifed  to  do,  but 
was  afterwards  crofTed  in  his  Purpofe.  For  depending  upon 
die  Affiftance  and  Provifions  of  thofc  two  Nations,  and  of 
Che  Sufquefahanocksy  he  was  very  willing  to  hazard  his  Per- 
fon  in  the  Expedition ;  and  therefore,  after  his  Return,  lie 
petitioned  the  Council  for  forty  Men,  to  effeft  fuch  a  Con* 
queft  and  Difcovery.  But  the  Council,  envying  his  In- 
duilry  and  Succefs^  and  deterred  perhaps  alfo  by  the  Diffi- 
culty of  the  Undertaking,  refufed  to  rifque  the  Lives  of  fp 
piany  Men,  in  To  long  and  fo  dangerous  an  Enterprife. 

In  the  Difcovery  of  Rappahanock  River,  they  were 
)dndly  received  and  entertained  by  the  People  of  Maraughf- 
tacund.  Here  .they  met  with  an  old  Friend  and  Acquain- 
tance, one  M^fcoy  a  lufty  Indian  of  jyighcocomoco  on  the 
River  Patowmack.  They  fuppofed  him  fome  Frmchman^^ 
Son,  becaufe,  he  had  a  thick,  black,  bufhy  Beard,  and  the 
Indians  feldom  have  any  at  all.  And  he  was  not  a  littb 
j>roud  of  this,  and  to  fee  fo  many  of  his  Countrymen.  He 
was  very  officious  and  ufeful  to  the  EngUJh ;  and  advifed 
diem,  by  all  Means  pot  to  pafs  over  to  the  Rappahanocksy 
who  would  certamly  kill  them  for  being  Friends  with  the 
Moraughtacundsy  who  had  lately  ftolen  three  of  their 
King's  Women.  But  thinking,  he  only  faid  this  to  fecure 
their  Trade  to  hi?  Friends,  they  croffed  the  River  to  the 
Rafpahanocksn  There,  under  Pretence  of  Trade,  they  were 
invited  up  Rappahanock  Creek,  where  they  had  laid  an  Am- 
bufh  ;  and  after  a  fmart  Skirmifli,  in  which  many  Indians 
were  flain  apd  wouiided,  the  EngUjh  came  oiF  Vi<Ei:or.s  with- 
out the  leaft  Hurt.  Having  driven  them  up  into  the  Wooof, 
they  feixed  three  or  tour  Canons,  full  of  Commodities, 
which,  with  fome  Arrows,  they  had  gathered  up,  they 
prefented  to  Mofco  for  his  Kindncfii.  And  he,  on  his  Part, 
wccivcd  them  in  th?  moft  triumFhax;t  Manner,  wxd  ia  \\^

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bcft  martial  Order  under  Arms,  that  he  could  procure  of  dM 

'  Moraughtacunds^ 
Mtti.  Scri.  They  fpcnt  the  reft  of  the  Day  in  fitting  up  their  Boat 
J'cfidcltr'  "^^^'^  ^  Brcaft-work  of  Majaivomeck  Targets,  which  they 
had  received  from  them,  as  Prerents,  at  the  Head  of  the  Bay, 
and  wiiich  had  been  of  fmgiilar  Ufe  in  the  Battle  with  the 
Rfippahanocks,  They  were  made  of  fmall  Twip,  woven 
together  fo  firmly  with  Strings  of  wild  Hemp  and  Silk-grafs, 
that  no  Arrow  could  pofEbly  pierce  them.  The  next 
Mornins:,  they  fct  Sail  up  the  River;  and  Mofco  followed 
akng  thic  ^liiorc,  and  at  laft  dcfircd  to  go  with  them  in  the 
Bo.:l.  As  ility  palFed  by  Pifacacky  Matchopeakty  and  Me^ 
fuppom^  t.ucc  Towns,,  fituate  on  the  North  Side  of  the 
River,  on  high,  white,  clay  Clifts,  with  a  low  Marfli  over 
agamft  thcin,  and  the  River  but  narrow  (the  Place,  where 
the  BriJJol  \Vorks  now  are)  thirty  or  forty  Rappahamch 
had  fo  difguifcd  themfclves  with  Branches,  that  they  took 
them  for  little  Bufhcs,  growing  in  the  Sedge.  They  few 
their  Arrows  often  ftrike  acaiuft  the  Targets,  and  drop  into 
the  River ;  and  at  laft  Mofco^  failing  flat  on  his  Face  ii| 
the  Boat,  cried  out ;  The  Rappahanocks.  They  foon  per- 
ceived them  to  be  the  Bullies  m  the  Sedge,  whicn  at  the  firft 
Volley  fell  down.  And  when  they  had  paflcd  about  half  a 
Mile  further,  they  again  fliewed  themiclves,  finging  and 
dancing  very  merrily.  But  they  were  kindly  treated  by  the 
reft  of  the  Nations  to  the  Falls,  and  they  even  ufed  their 
Vtmoft  Intereft  with  Mojco^  to  bring  the  Englijh  to  them. 
JBetween  Si-cobtcky  on  the  South,  and  MaJJaHvteck^  on  the 
North  Side  of  the  River,  tlicre  was  a  fmall  Ifland  or  two, 
which  made  the  River  broader,  than  ordinary.  Here  Mr. 
Richard  Fcthcrjhn:^  one  of  their  Company  died  ;  who,  from 
his  firft  coming  to  the  Country,  h;id  behaved  himfclf  honeftly, 
valiantly,  and  mduftrioufiy.  They  buried  him  in  a  littlcBay, 
which  they  then  cjlled  Ftthetjlcve^s  Bay^  with  a  Volley  of 
their  Anns.  But  the  reft  vl' the  laft  Supply,  who  had,  on  the 
Hxpcditicn,  been  mile:  .ibiy  lick  and  harraiicd  with  their  Sea- 
foiiin;;^,  had  by  tLis  liuu  pc;  fcn^lly  rccovcivd  their  Health. 

The  next  D.v,  they  T.iilcd  up  as  hi^  h  as  their  Boat 
could  go,  fetting  up  Cnir^s,  and  carving  their  Names  oi^ 
the  Trees  ;  which  tiny  conftantly  did  at  all  the  higheft 
Places,  thcv  went  to.  As  they  ranged  about  at  the  Falls, 
the  Sentinel  1  iw  an  Arrow  fall  by  him ;  and  giving  the  A- 
Jarm,  tlicy  peiccivcd  about  an  hTuidrcd  nimble  Indians^ 
il.ipping  from  IVce  to  Tree,  and  Ictiina  fly  their  Arrows  as 
hit  lib  they  couIJ.  But  after  half  an  Hour's  Skirmifli,  they 
all  v-pl(he.l  as  fu.i Jenlv,  as  they  came.  As  the  EngUJh  re-* 
turned  from  the  Purl'uit,  they  found  an  Indian^  lymg  as 
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dead,  Ihot  in  the  Kiiec«  Mcfca^  who  had  beei^of  jzrcAt  Ser-  iM« 
vice  in  the  Battle,  was  as  furious  to  beat  out  his  Jkains,  as  ^'"-^v^ 
ever  Dog  vras  a^ainft  a  Bear.  But  prote^g  him  from  his  ^^''*  ^^'* 
Rage,  and  carryme  him  to  the  Surgeon,  who  attended  to  J^^idemr" 
cure  the  Captain's  Hurt  of  the  Stingray,  he  was  within  an 
Hour  fo  hr  recovered,  that  he  both  eat  and  fpoice.  He 
was  Brother  to  the  Kine  of  HaJJininga^  one  of  the  four 
Nations  of  the  Mannahocis.  Thefe  were  a  People,  dwel- 
Jinp;  above  the  Falls  of  Rappahanocky  Neighbours  to,  and  in 
ftnSt  Friendfhip  and  Alliance  with  the  Manakins  againft 
Powhatan  and  his  Territories.  For  the  Manakins  were  not 
confined  to  one  Place  or  Town,  as  is  vulgarly  thought,  but 
(bread  all  that  Country,  from  a  fmall  Diftance  a^ve  the 
Falls  ot  Janus  River  up  to  the  Mountains,  in  feveral  Towns; 
and  they  were  the  Heads  or  Chiefs  of  the  League  and 
Gonfeder^cy  of  the  upland  and  mountain  Indians  againft  thoi 
Power  and  Tyranny  of  Powhatan.  Thefe  Mannahocks^ 
their  Neighbours  and  Allies,  lived  on  fmall  Streams,  in  ^ 
hilly  Country,  chiefly  by  hunting ;  and  were  then  come 
down  to  fifh  at  Mohajkahod^  a  fmall  hunting  Town,  on  the 
North  Side  of  the  Falls  of  Rappahanockj  and  the  Boundary 
between  them  and  the  Nantaughtacundsy  a  large  Nation  on 
the  navkable  River,  below  the  Falls.  Tlie  EngUJh  afked 
their  Priioner ;  Whv  tlrey  had  endeavoured  to  deftrov  them, 
who  came  to  diem  m  Peace,  to  feek  their  Friendftup.  He 
anfwered,  that  thev  heard,  the  Englijh  were  a  People,  come 
from  under  the  World,  to  take  their  World  from  them. 
Being  aiked  ;  how  many  Worlds,  he  knew,  he  faid,  he 
knew  none  but  that,  which  was  under  the  Sky,  that  cover* 
cd  him,  and  which  confifted  oi  thtPowhatans^  xhtMana^ 
iinsj  and  the  Majfawomecks.  And  he  told  them,  that  the 
kft  dwelt  on  a  great  Water,  had  pianv  Boats,  and  fo  many 
Men,  that  they  warred  on  all  the  World  bcfidcs.  After 
many  other  Queftions  concerning  the  Country,  efpecially 
beyond  the  great  Mountains,  to  which  he  could  give  no 
(atisfiEidory  Anfwers,  they  prefented  him  with  fome  Toys, 
and  perfuaded  him  to  go  along  with  them.  But  he  preffed 
|hem  much  to  ftny  the  coming  of  the  Mannahock  KingSy 
who,  for  their  good  Uface  to  him,  ihould  be  their  Frjends. 
And  notwithftsmding  Mofco*s  eager  Reprefentations  to  be 
gone,  the^  refolved  to  ftay  till  Night,  preparing  tbepifelvei 
lo  entertam,  whatever  ibould  come. 

Ati*  this  while  the  King  of  Hajjininga  was  f^ckiiig  thf 
feft,  and  held  a  long  Confultation,  what  to  do.  When  the 
Mnwlijh  had  weight,  and  were  gone,  they  followed  then^ 
all  Night,  yelling,  and  hollowing,  and  (hooting  their  Arrows^ 
aod  would  come  to  no  Terms  or  Difcourlef    3ut  in  th^ 
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i6o«.  Morning,  being  brought  to  a  Parley,  Amoroleck^  die  PrSb* 
^ — V — ^  ncr,  held  a  long  DifccMirfe  with  them*  He  told  them,  how 
Matt.  Scri'  good  the  Engltjh  were,  and  how  kindly  they  had  ufed  him  ; 
PrcfidMtT"  ^^^  *^y  ^^^  *  PaUwmack  with  them,  that  loved  them  at 
his  Life,  and  would  have  (lain  him,  had  they  not  prevented 
it ;  and  that  he  might  have  his  Liberty  if  they  would  be 
Friends  j  to  which  he  advifed  them  by  all  means,  fince  to  do 
them  any  Hurt  was  impoflible.  Upon  this  they  all  hung 
their  Bows  and  Quivers  upon  the  Trec^i  j  and  one  came 
fwimming  aboard  with  a  Bow  tied  on  his  Head,  and  another 
with  a  Qiiiver  of  Arrows.  Having  prefented  them  to  the 
Captain,  he  ufed  them  very  kindly,  and  told  them,  that  the 
other  three  Kings  fliould  do  the  fame,  and  then  the  great 
King  of  his  World  (bould  be  their  Friend.  This  was  no 
fdoner  demanded,  than  performed  ;  and  fo  going  aihore  on 
a  low  niorafs  Point  of  Land,  thofc  four  Kings  came,  and 
received  AmoroUck.  And  after  many  mutual  Civilities  and 
Prcfents,  the  Englijh  departed,  leaving  four  or  five  hundred 
Mannahocksy  fmging  and  dancing,  and  making  loud  and 
barbarous  Rejoicings. 

In  their  Return  down  the  River  they  viftted  all  their 
Friendd,  who  rejoiced  much  at  their  Viftory  over  the  Man^ 
kahocks.  By  their  Intreaty,  Captain  Smith  was  iimkiced  to 
make  Peace  with  the  Rappahanocks  i  upon  Condition,  that 
they  fhould  prefent  him  the  King's  Bow  and  Arrows,  and 
iiot  offer  ttf  come  armed,  where  he  was  5  and  that  they 
(hould  be  Friends  with  the  Moraughtacunds^  his  Friends, 
and  give  their  King's  Son  a  Hoftage  for  the  Performance.^ 
Accordingly,  the  Kin^s  of  Nantaughtacund  and  Pifafatk 
met  the  Engltjh  at  the  Place,  where  they  firft  fought. 
There  the  King  of  Rappahanock  prefented  his  Bow  and  Ar- 
rows, and  oerformed  all,  they  demanded,  except  the  de- 
livering his  oon.  For  having  no  other,  he  faid,  he  could 
not  live  without  him  ;  and  he  offered  in  his  Stead,  to  give 
up  the  three  Women,  which  the  Moraughtacunds  had 
ftolcn  from  him.  This  was  accepted ;  and  the  Womeq 
being  broi/ffht.  Captain  Smith  prefented  each  of  them  with 
a  CImin  of  Beads.  Then  caufing  the  King  of  Rappahanock^ 
cf  Aforanghtacmid^  and  Mofco  to  fbind  before  him,  he  bid 
tlic  King  of  Rappahanock  take  her,  he  loved  bcfl,  J/«- 
r'rti.^J'iacund  to  chufe  next,  and  to  Mofco  he  gave  the  third. 
And  thus  was  the  Peace  concluded  and  celebrated  with 
feafting,  finging,  and  dancing.  And  Mofco^  to  exprefs  his 
l/ovc  to  the  E':(;.':j/jj  changed  his  Name  to  Uttafantafough^ 
which  fignincd  m  their  Language,  Stranger^  and  was  the 
Name,  by  whic!>  they  called  the  Engltjh.  And  then  all 
the  InJianfy  promillng  to  ue  always  ^cir  Fricnqsj  apd  (o 
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S*  nt  Com  purpofely  for  them ;  and  the  Englijby  on  their 
e,  Co  provide  Hatchets,  Beads,  and  Copper  for  them  % 
tbejr  depart^,  giving  them  a  Volley  of  their  Fire-Arms,  ^^'  ^^ 
which  they  returned  with  as  loud  Shouts  and  Cries,  as  their  p^^fiikatT' 
Strengths  could  utter. 

That  Night  they  anchored  in  the  River  Ptankatani^ 
and  difcovered  it  as  high  as  it  was  navigable.  But  the  Peo* 
pie  were  gone  out  to  hunting,  except  a  few  old  Men,  Wo^ 
men,  and  Children,  that  were  tending  their  Com.  Of  thefe 
they  obtained  a  Promife  of  Part,  when  thev  Ihould  fetch  it  i 
l|s  they  had  likewife  done  of  all  the  Nations,  where-ever 
Ihey  had  been.  Going  from  thence  to  Point  Comforty  they 
were  in  a  Bay  on  the  South  of  the  Moudi  of  Tori  River, 
then  called  Goholi^  Bay^  furprUed,  In  the  Night,  with 
fuch  a  fudden  Guft  of  Thunder  smd  Rain,  that  they  never 
cxpeded  more  to  fee  JameS'Town*  But  difceming  the 
Hand  by  the  Flafhcf  of  Lightening,  they  avoided  fplitting 
on  the  Shore  s  till,  by  the  Help  of  die  fame  Light,  they 
found  Point  Comfirt^  where  they  landed,  and  refr^ed  them* 
fiJves  the  reft  of  the  Night 

Having  difcovered  fo  many  Nations  at  a  Diftance^ 
they  thought  it  hishljT  proper  and  neceilary  to  know  their 
near  Neighbours,  the  Ch${apiahs^  and  Nanjamondsy  of  whom 
they  had,  as  yet,  only  neard.  Therefore  fetting  Sail  for 
the  Southern  Shore,  they  entered  a  narrow  River,  then 
called  Chefapeakcy  but  now  Elfahtth^  on  which  the  Town 
of  Norfotk  ftands.  It  had  a  good  Channel,  but  fome  Shoals 
about  the  Entrance.  They  failed  up  fix  or  feven  Miles, 
and  faw  two  or  three  little  Garden-plots,  with  Houfes,  and 
the  Shorjcs  overgrown  with  the  largeft  Pines  they  had  ever 
feen  in  the  Country.  But  neither  feeing,  nor  hearing  any 
People,  and  their  River  being  very  narrow,  they  returned 
back,  and  coafted  the  Shore  towards  Nanfamondy  which 
they  found  to  be  chiefly  Oyfter-Banks.  At  the  Mouth  of 
tTanlamondy  they  fpied  fix  or  feven  Indians^  making  their 
Weirs,  who  prefently  fled.  But  the  Englijb  went  afhore, 
and  threw  divers  Toys  where  they  were  working,  and  fo 
departed.  They  were  not  gone  far,  before  the  Indians  re- 
turned, and  bega|i  to  fing,  and  dance,  and  call  them  back. 
One  of  them  came  voluntarily  into  their  Boat,  and  invited 
them  up  the  River  to  his  rioufe,  which  was  in  a  little 
Ifland,  ¥^ere  (as  well  as  on  the  main  Land  againft  it)  thev 
faw  many  and  large  Corn-fields.  He  treated  them  with 
great  Civility,  and  thev  in  return,  prefented  him,  his  Wife^ 
and  Children,  with  (uch  Toys  as  highly  pleafed  theqtf 
By  that  time  the  others  being  come,  invited  them  higher 
|i|»  the  River^  under  Pretence  of  going  to  their  Houfes 
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i6o«.  likewife.  Bui  they  foon  found,  that  they  only  intended  to 
^ — ^ — 'decoy  them  up  into  the  Narro^vs  of  the  River,  where  the 
Blat,  Scrt-  whole  Nations  of  the  Nanfemonds  and  Chefa^aksy  were  in 
^J^^J"' Ambufli  to  receive  them.  Having  difcovered  the  Trea- 
chery, they  made  the  beft  of  their  Way  down  into  the 
Open,  amidft  the  Shot  of  three  or  four  hundred  Indians.^ 
which  they  returned  from  their  Mufkets  with  fuch  EiFed, 
that  they  foon  made  them  glad  to  take  Shelter  behind  the 
Trees.  Above  an  hundred  Arrows  ftuck  in  thpir  Breaft* 
work  of  Majfawomeck  Targets,  and  about  the  Boat,  yet 
none  was  hurt.  Only  Anthony  Bagnall^  the  Surgeon,  was 
/hot  in  his  Hat,  and  another  in  the  Sleeve.  Having  gained 
the  Open  againft  tiie  Iflnnd,  they  fcifed  on  all  their  Canoes, 
and  refolved,  upon  Confultation,  to  bum  every  diing  on 
the  Ifland  at  Night.  In  the  mean  while  they  began  to  Cut 
to  Pieces  their  Canoes  j  at  the  Sight  of  which  the  Indians 
threw  down  their  Arms,  and  fued  for  Peace ;  which  the 
En^lijh  granted,  on  Condition,  they  would  bring  their 
King's  Bow  r.nd  Arrows,  with  a  Chai^  of  Pearl  j  and  ftiould, 
when  they  come  back  again,  give  them  four  hundred 
Bafkets  of  Corn.  Grhcrwilc  they  threatened,  to  break  all 
their  Canoes,  to  burn  their  Houfes  and  Corn,  and  to  de- 
ftroy  all  that  they  hud.  To  thefe  Conditions  the  Indians 
jnoft  joyfully  agreed  ;  and  flocking  down  in  great  Numbers 
with  their  Bafkets,  they  foon  loaded  their  Boat  with  Corn, 
and  fo  parted  good  Friends. 

And  thus  having  viewed  and  reconnoitered  all  the  Places 
on  the  Bay,  one  of  the  fineft  perhaps  and  mod  commodious 
Countries  in  the  World,  which  Nature  feems  to  have 
formed  for  one  noble  and  complete  Dominion,  but  which 
is  fince  unl^appily  divided  by  the  large  Grant  to  the  Lord 
Baltimore^  and  having  pafled  about  three  thoufand  Miles, 
according  to  their  own  Computation,  in  that  fmall  and  open 
Boat,  and  in  the  Midft  of  many  barbarous  and  favage  Na- 
tions, they  returned  with  Joy  and  Triumph  to  james^ 
Town,  w'ncre  they  arrived  fafc  the  7th  of  September j  i6o8» 
There  they  found  Mr.  Scrivener ^  and  feveral  others,  well 
recovered  ;  fome  Tick  ;  many  dead  ;  the  late  Prefident  a 
Prifoner  for  Mutiny ;  an  J  the  Corn,  by  Mr.  Scrivener*% 
honeft  Diligence,  gathered  ;  but  the  Provjfions  in  the  Store 
much  injured  by  the  Ruin. 

But  whilft  Capt.in  STniih  and  others  were  thus  induftrir 
•ufly  engaged  in  muking  good  this  Settlement,  the  Secon4 
or  Ncrihern  Colony,  granted  by  the  Letters  patent  to  the 
l^own  of  PUmouthy  and  others,  was  embraced  and  under- 
taken by  fcvcral  Perfons  of  Fortune  and  Diftin£lion,  and 
particuhrly  by  SL-  John  Pot>ka?n^  Lord  Chief- Juftice  o(  En^ 
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fbmd*  He  was  a  Gentleman  of  one  of  die  greateft  Families 
m  the  fFeft  of  Enrland^  but  b  memorable  to  all  Pofteritv  ^ 
for  his  infamous  Partiality  and  Injuftice  in  the  Trial  of  Su*  ^j^  yj^ 
Walter  Ralegh.  However,  he  was  a  Perfon,  ^t  that  Ttme»  ^fioeau 
of  great  Power  and  I^tereft,  and  in  high  Efteem  with  many 
for  Wifdom  and  Virtue ;  and  having  procured  Men  and 
Monty,  he  fent  Captain  George  Pophanty  as  Prefldent,  Cap- 
fain  Ralegh  Gilbert^  as  Admiral,  and  many  other  Gentle- 
inen  in  feveral  Po(b  and  Offices,  whh  an  hundred  Men,  to 
pofTefs  and  fettle  the  Country.  They  fet  Sail  from  PU* 
muthj  thelaft  kX  May^  x6o7>  and  fell  in  with  fome  Iflands, 
dien  called  Monahigan.  From  thence  they  proceeded  to 
die  Continent,  and  fettled  upon  a  very  barren  and  rock^ 
Coaft,  at  the  Mouth  of  Sqgadahecky  a  large  navigable  Ri- 
ver, which  mu^  be  either  the  River  Saco  in  New-England^ 
or  elfe  Sujuan  in  Acadia.  But  thatWinter  was  fo  extreme- 
ly cold  and  frozen,  that  they  could  not  range  much  about, 
nor  fearch  the  Country ;  and  their  Provifion  was  fo  fcanty, 
that  they  were  obliged  to  fend  all,  except  forty  five  of  their 
Company,  back.  Captain  Popham^  their  Prefident,  died 
foon ;  and  not  long  after,  tliey  were  informed  by  the  Ships 
that  brought  them  Supplies,  of  the  Death  of  the  two  prin- 
cipal Promoters  and  Supporters  of  the  Undertaking,  the 
Lord  Chief- Juftice  Popham^  and  Sir  John  Gilbert.  This 
laft  Gentleman,  who  was  Brother,  or  perhaps  rather  Ne- 
phew, to  the  famous  Sir  Humphry  Gilbert^  before-menti- 
oned, was  chofen  Prefident  of  the  Council  for  the  Northern 
Colony.  His  Brother,  Captain  Ralegh  Gilbert^  Admiral 
of  this  Colony,  fu'cceeding  to  his  Eftate,  was  obliged  to  re- 
turn to  England^  to  enter  upon  his  Inheritance,  and  take 
Care  of  his  AfFah^.  And  die  reft  alfo,  being  doubtful  of 
proper  Affiftance  and  Encouraeement,  and  having  no  Prof- 
ped  in  the  Country,  but  of  the  moft  extreme  Mifery  and 
Famine,  all  return^  to  England  this  Year  1608.  And 
thus  was  this  Plantation  beeun  and  ended  in  one  Year ;  and 
that  vaft  Grant,  in  which  lay  large  Tra£h*of  fine  and  no- 
ble Country,  was  ftigmatizod  in  the  Grofs,  and  defpifed, 
as  a  cold,  barren,  mountainous,  and  rocky  Defert. 

About  this  Time  alfo.  Captain  Henry  Hud/on  difco* 
vered  Long-IJlandy  New-Torky  Hudfon^s  River,  and  the 
Parts  adjacent.  As  the  Englijh  were  bufily  employed  in 
their  own  Difcoveries  and  Settlements,  he  could  hope  for 
but  litde  Advantage  from  his  own  Country ;  and  therefore 
he  applied  himfelf  to  the  States-General  of  tlic  United  Pro- 
pincesj  and  fold  this  important  Difcovery  to  them.  But 
tfiis  Sale. was  always  excepted  againft  by  the  Englifl:^  as  the 
JUkoytrj  ym  made  by  bis  Majcfty's  Commiffion^  and  ^e 
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Sale  paflcd  without  the  King's  G>nfent,  to  whom,  of  Rights 

^  all  new  Lands  and  Difcoveries  belong.   However,  the  Dutch 

Bimt.  Seri'  crept  ui  by  Degrees,    built    new  Amftiriam^    and  other 

JJ2^^'  Towns,  ftronclv  fortified  themfelves,  planted,  and  became 

a  4ourifhing  Colony. 

Doctor  Whitglfty  Arch-Bifliop  of  Cantinhajy  a  Man 
.of  a  mild  and  gentle  Difpofition,  having  died  four  Years 
Jbefore  this,  was  fucceeded  in  that  hi^h  Preferment  by 
Dr.  Richard  Bancroft ^  a  Perfon  of  a  quite  different  Tem- 
per. He  had  very  high  Notions  with  Relation  to  the  Go- 
vemment  of  both  Church  and  State ;  and  was  accordingly  a 

freat  Stickler  for,  and  Prgmoter  of,  the  Kmg's  abfolute 
^ower,  and  failed  not  to  take  allOccafions,  to  oblige  the  Pu- 
ritans to  conform  to  the  Church  of  England*  This  Prelate's 
Harfhnefs  and  Warmth  caufed  many  of  that  People  to  take 
the  Rcfolution  this  Year  of  fettling  themfelves  in  Virginia^ 
and  fome  were  actually  come  off  for  that  Purpofe.  But  tlie 
Arch-bifliop  finding,  that  they  were  peparing  in  great  Num- 
bers to  depart,  obtained  a  Proclamation  from  the  King,  for- 
bidding any  to  go,  without  his  Majefty's  exprefs  Leave. 
And  this  was  the  more  readily  granted,  as  the  Court  mor- 
tally hated  that  Se6t,  and  were  now  afraid,  that  they  would 
become  too  numerous  and  too  powerful  in  Virginia^ 

£U  Smiib  ^f^  Virginiay  on  the  loth  of  September^  by  the  Eledion  of 
cAdeo^  the  Council,  and  the  Requeft  of  the  Colony,  Captain  Smtb 
was  invefted  with  the  Government  ^  which,  till  then,  he 
would  by  no  Means  accept,  tho'  often  importuned  to  it. 
And  now  the  building  of  Ratcliffe^s  Palace  was  ftopped,  and 
Works  of  more  immediate  Ufe  and  Neceffity  undertaken. 
The  Church  was  repaired;  the  Store-houfe  new  covered  i  and 
a  Place  made  ready  for  the  Reception  of  the  Supplies,  they 
daily  expefted  from  England.  The  Fort  was  reduced  into 
Form ;  the  Order  of  the  Watch  was  renewed  ;  ^e  Troops 
trained  at  each  Setting  of  the  Watch  ;  and  the  ^holp  Com- 
pany every  Saturday  exercifed,  in  the  Plain  towards,  the  fVefi^ 
which  was  prepared  for  that  Purpofe,  and  called  SnuthfiMi 
ivhere  fometimes  above  an  hundred  Indians  would  ftauid  in 
Amazement,  to  behold  how  a  File  would  batter  a  Trce^ 
where  the  Prefident  had  i^fiade  them  a  Mark  to  (hoot  at. 
And  now  being  the  Time  of  gathering  Corn,  and  of  Plenty 
among  the  Indians^  the  Boats  were  trimmed  for  Trade,  and 
fent  out  under  the  Command  of  Lieutenant  Percy.  But  ixi 
their  Way,  meeting  Q^^tz\vi  Newport  with  thefecond  Sup« 
ply,  he  brought  them  Jwick  to  Janus-Toum. 

Captain  Newport  was  in  reality  an  empty,  idle,  in* 
tcrefted  Man  \  very  fearful  and  fufpicious  in  Times  of  Dan- 
ger and  Difficulty  j  but  a  very  great  and  important  Perfon 
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in  hb  own  Talk  and  Conceit  He  had,  by  the  Advantage  iM 
of  going  to  and  fro,  gained  fo  much  upon  the  E^r  and  ^^— -v— ^ 
Confidence  of  the  Council  and  Company  in  Enghmdy  that3|^^^'<^ 
whatever  he  propofed,  was,  for  the  moft  part,  concluded  **^ 
and  refolved  on.  And  upon  this  Voyage,  he  obtained  a 
private  Commiflion,  not  to  return  without  a  Lump  of  Gold> 
a  Certainty  of  the  South'Sea^  or  one  of  the  loft  Company, 
fettt  out  by  Sir  Walter  Ralegh,  fiefides,  he  brought  an 
exprefs  Command,  to  difcover  the  Country  of  the  Mana^^ 
Jtinsy  with  a  Barge,  for  Conveniency  of  Carriage,  to  be 
taken  into  five  Piec^,  which  they  were  to  carry  beyond 
the  Falls,  to  convey  them  to  the  South-Sea.  He  likewife 
brought  over  a  Crown  for  Powhatan,  with  Orders  for  hit 
Coronation,  and  Prefents  of  a  Bafon  and  Ewer,  Bed,  Bed* 
ftead,  Cloadis,  and  other  coftly  Novelties ;  which  ftately 
Kind  of  Court  had  this  bad  Effed,  that  it  made  him  value 
himfdf  too  much,  and  overrate  his  Favour,  which  they  had 
before  much  better  for  a  plain  Piece  of  Copper.  In  this 
Voyage  came  over  many  Perfons  of  Diftindion ;  Captain 
Feter  fTynney  and  Captam  Richard  fFaldoy.  two  old  Soldiers 
tkMi  valiant  Gentlemen,  bodi  appointed  of  the  Council ;  Mr. 
Ftancis  Weft^  Brother  to  the  Lord  Delawarr  ;  Ralegh  Cro^ 
Jtawy  Jomt  Rvjily  John  Codrington,  Daniel  Tucker,  Mr. 
£j0i/,  Thomas  roreft,  and  others,  to  the  Number  of  feven- 
tj  Perfons.  In  this  Ship  likewife  arrived  Mrs.  Forejl,  and 
Jtrnii  Burras,  her  Maid,  the  firft  Englijhwomen  ever  in  this 
Country.  And  eight  Poles  and  Germans  were  fent,  to  make 
Pitch,  Tar,  Glafs,  Mills,  and  Soap-Aihes ;  which,  when 
the  Country  was  replenifhed  with  People  and  Neceflaries, 
would  have  done  exceedingly  well,  but  in  that  their  infant 
State,  they  were  only  a  Burthen  and  Hindrance  to  the  reft, 
who  were  fufficiently  puzzled  and  employed  to  find  Sub* 
fiftance  for  themfelves. 

Captain  Snutb,  whofc  Mind  was  folid  and  provident, 
and  plainly  forefaw  the  illConfequence  of  fpending  that  Time 
in  thefe  Proje£b,  which  ought  to  be  employed  in  the  fpeedy 
Dilmitch  of  the  Ship,  and  in  trading  and  laying  in  a  Store 
of  Provifions  for  the  Year,  w4s  much  mortified  and  per- 
plexed with  thefe  Orders,  and  ftrepuoufly  oppofed  their  Exe-* 
cution  m  Council.  But  Newport  undertook  to  freight  the 
Bark  of  twenty  Tons  with  Com,  in  g6lng  and  returning 
feom  the  Manakins ;  and  to  obtain  another  Load  for  her  of 
fwfbatan^  from  ff^erowocomeco.  He  alfo  promifed  a  large 
Proportion  of  ViSuals  from  the  Ship ;  which  he  was  fo  far 
from  performmg,  that  the  Colony  was  obliged  to  fpare  him 
three  Hogflieads  of  Com  to  viftual  him  homeward.  In 
^rt)  he  repreicnted  Smith' iOjf^itXQSi,  asanxreDcvice, 

to 
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to  hinder  hb  Journey,  that  he  might  himfelf  effe&  the  Dif* 

^  covery ;  and  he  faid,  that  Iris  Cruelty  to  the  Indians  might 

y^bn  Smith  y^cll  bc  a  Means  to  hinder  thefe  Defigns,  and  to  make  diem 

^'^^^^    feck  Revenge.     Smiths  Opinion  being  therefore  over-ruled 

by  the  unanimous  Voice  of  the  Council,  all  other  Works  and 

Defigns  were  laid  afide,  and  an  hundred  and  twenty  chofen 

Men  appointed  for  Newport's  Guard  on  the  Expedition. 

But  Smitbf  to  clear  himfelf  of  thefe  Sufpicions,  and  to 
fhew,  that  the  Indians  were  not  fo  defperate,  as  was  pre- 
tended by  Newporty  and  how  willing  he  was  to  affift,  at 
far  as  he  could,  undertook  himfelf  to  carry  their  Mei&g^ 
to  Powhatan^  and  to  invite  him  to  James^l'oum  to  receive 
his  Prefents.  And  taking  with  him  only  Captain  JValdo^ 
and  three  more,  he  went  acrofs  by  Land,  about  twelve 
Miles,  to  fVerowocomocoy  where  he  pafTed  the  River  in  an 
Indian  Canoe.  Powhatan^  being  thirty  Miles  ofF,  was  im- 
mediately fcnt  for ;  and  in  the  mean  time,  Pocahontas  and 
her  Women  entertained  him  with  a  ftrange  Maik  and 
barbarian  Piece  of  Revelry,  and  fcafled  them  with  all  the 
favage  Dainties,  they  could  devifc.  The  next  Day  Pwa- 
hatan  came,  and  Smtth  delivered  his  Meflage,  together  with 
Kamontacky  his'  Servant,  whom  he  had  fent  to  England^ 
And  he  defired  him  to  come  to  his  Father  Newport^  to  re- 
ceive his  Prefents,  and  to  enter  upon  Meafures  for  their 
efFeftual  Revenge  againft  the  Manakins.  To  this  that  fub- 
tle  Barbarian  anfwered  :  Tlyat  if  their  King  had  fent  him  any 
Prefents^  he  alfo  was  a  Kingy  and  that  was  his  Land  :  That 
he  would  fiay  eight  Days^  to  receive  them  :  That  Newport 
ought  to  come  to  hifn^  and  not  He  to  go  to  their  Fort,  which 
was  toofoolijh  a  Bait  to  betaken  :  That  as  to  the  Manakins, 
he  coula  rcver^ge  his  own  Wt'ongs  ;  and  for  any  fait  Heater 
beyond  the  Mountains j  he  told  him,  that  all  the  Relations^ 
they  had  received  from  his  People  j  were  falfe.  Whereupon 
he  began  to  draw  Plots  upon  the  Ground,  accordine  to  hi* 
Difcourfe,  of  all  thofe  Regions.  Many  other  comphmental 
Difcourfes  palTed  between  them;  and  fo  Smith  returned 
with  this  Anfwer  to  James-Town. 

Hereupon  the  Prefents  were  fent  round  by  Water^ 
and  the  Captains  went  acrofs  by  Land,  with  a  Guard  of  fifty 
Men.  Ail  being  met  at  IVerowocomoco^  the  next  Day  was 
appointed  for  his  Coronation.  Then  the  Prefents  were 
brought ;  his  Bafon  and  Ewer,  Bed  and  Furniture,  were 
fct  up  ;  and  his  Scarlet  Cloak  and  Apparel,  with  much  ado^ 
put  on  him,  being  perfuaded  by  Namontackj  that  they  would 
not  hurt  him.  Sut  a  great  Cfoil  and  Trouble  there  was  td 
make  him  kneel,  to  receive  his  Crown.  He  neither  kne^ 
the  Majefty  of  a  Cr«w9>  nor  the  Meaning  of  bendine  the 
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Knee,  which  obliged  them  to  ufe  fo  many  Perfuaiions,  Ex*     i(k9. 
amples^  and  Inftru£tions,  as  tired  them  all.    At  laft,  by  lean-  ^-^^^..^ 
ing  hard  on  his  Shoulders,  he  flopped  a  little,  and  three,  be-  JoU  Smiif, 
ing  ready  with  the  Crown,  put  it  on  his  Head  j  when,  by  P«^«^ 
the  Warning  of  a  Piftol,  the  Boats  were  prepared  with  fucn 
a  Volley  of  Shot,  that  the  King  flarted  up  in  a  horribk 
Fright,  till  he  faw,  aU  was  well.    Then  rccollefting  himfelf, 
to  return  their  Kindnefs,  he  gaVe  his  old  Shoes  and  Mantle 
to  Captain  Newport  ^  and  finding  him  determined  to  difcover 
the  Minakinsy  he  did  hb  utmoft  to  divert  him  from  his  Pur« 
pofe,  and  rcfufed  to  lend  him  either  Men  or  Guides,  except 
Nenuntack.    And  fo  after  feme  (light  Compliments  on  both 
Sides,  in  Requital  for  his  Prefents,  he  gave  Newport  a  Heap 
of  ]^s  of  Com,  which  might  contain  (even  or  eight  Bufhels^ 
and  as  much  more  was  purchafed  in  the  Town,  with  which 
they  returned  to  the  Fort  at  'James-Town. 

Immediately  upon  their  Return,  Captain  Newport^ 
with  an  hundred  and  twenty  chofen  Men,  led  by  Captain 
Waldoj  Lieutenant  Percy^  Captain  IVynney  Mr.  ff^eji^  and 
Mr.  Scrivener  J  fet  forward  for  the  Difcovery  of  the  Mana-- 
kim\  leaving  the  Prefident  at  the  Fort,  with  eighty  or 
ninety  weak  and  fickly  Men,  to  load  the  Ship.  Arriving  at 
Ae  FaUs,  they  marched  by  Land  about  forty  Miles,  and  found 
a  very  feir,  fertile,  well- watered  .Country.  Two  Towns  of 
die  Manakim  they  difcovered,  fltuate  on  the  South  Side  of 
the  River.  The  People  ufed  them  neither  well  nor  ill ;  yet 
for  their  Security,  they  took  one  of  their  petty  Kines,  and 
led  him  bound,  to  conduft  them  the  Way.  In  their  Keturri, 
they  fpent  fome  Time  infparching  for  Mines,  having  with 
them  one  William  Callicuty  a  Refiner,  for  that  Purpofe. 
From  the  Cruft  of  Earth,  which  they  dug,  he  perfuaded 
them,  that  he  extra£led  fome  fmall  Quantity  of  Silver* 
With  this  poor  Trial,  they  returned  down  the  fame  Path^ 
diey  went,  to  the  Falls ;  where  the  Indians  feigned,  that 
many  Ships  were  come  into  the  Bay,  to  kill  the  Englijb  at 

? anus-Town.  But  as  for  their  Corn,  they  had  hid  it  in  the 
i^oods,  and  could  by  no  Means  be  induced  to  trade.  And 
being  thus  deluded  and  difappointcd,  they  returned  to  James* 
Towny  half  fick,  and  all  complaining,  being  (adly  harrafled 
with  Toil,  Famine,  and  Difcontcnt. 

,No  fooner  were  they  landed,  but  the  Prefident  difperfed 
as'  many,  as  were  able,  feme  to  make  Glafs,  and  othert 
for  Pitch,  7'ar,  and  Soap-Aflies.  Leaving  them  zl  the  Fort 
under  the  Councils  Care  and  Ovcrfight,  he  himfeh'  carried 
thirty  about  five  Miles  down  tlie  K.iver,  to  lenrn  to  cut 
down  Trees,  make  Clapbo  nl,  and  lie  in  th'j  Wcoda.  A- 
iHong  thcfc  he  chufc  Gai^ricl  Beadle  and  John  RuJJely  two 
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i6o«.  fine  and  proper  Gentlemen  of  the  laft  Supphr.  Thefe 
*— N^^wcre,  at  firft,  ftrange  Diverfions  for  Men  or  Pleafure. 
>6«AwV^  Yet  they  lodged,  eat,  and  drank,  worked  or  played,  onh 
"*^^*  as  the  Prefident  himfelf  did  ;  and  all  things  were  carried  (o 
pleafantly,  that  within  a  Week  they  became  Matters,  and 
thirty  or  forty  of  fuch  voluntary  Gentlemen,  would  have 
done  more  in  a  Day  than  an  hundred  of  the  reft,  who  muft 
be  driven  to  it  by  Compulfion.  Being  inured  to  Labour  by 
thefe  means,  they  Toon  made  it  their  Delight,  to  hear  the 
Trees  thunder,  as  they  fell  j  and  afterwards  became  very 
hardy,  ufcful,  and  refolute  Men,  efpecially  Mr.  Rujfeu 
But  the  Axes  often  bliftering  their  tender  Fingers,  they 
would,  at  every  third  Stroke,  drown  the  Eccho,  with  a 
loud  Volley  of  Oaths.  To  remedy  which  Sin,  the  Prefi- 
dent ordered  every  Man's  Oaths  to  be  numbered,  and  at 
Night,  for  every  Oath,  to  have  a  Can  of  Water  poured 
down  his  Sleeve  ;  which  fo  virafhed  and  drenched  the  Of- 
fender, that  in  a  fliort  time,  an  Oatli  was  not  heard  in  ft 
Week. 

In  the  meanwhile,  Mr.  Scrivener ^  Captain  JFiaUoy  and 
Captain  *//^7//;^,  at  the  Fort,  each,  in  their  feveral  Way, 
Carefully  regarded  their  Charge.     But  when  the  Prefident 
teturned,  feeing  the  Time  confumed,  and  no  Provifions 
got,  and  that  the  Ship  lay  idle  at  a  great  Charge,  and 
did  nothing,  he  immediately  embarked  in  the  Difcovery 
Barge,  taking  with  him  eighteen  Men  and  another  Boat, 
and  leaving  Orders  with  Ae  Council,  to  fend  Lieutenant 
Percy  after  him,    with   the  next  Barge,  that  arrived    at 
the  Fort.     Going  into   Chickghominyy  the   Indians  were 
furly,   aiid   knowing  his  Wants,  with  much  Scorn  and 
Infolence  refufed  to  trade.    But  die  Prefident,  perceiving, 
it  was  Powhatan^  Policy  to  ftarve  the  EngHJh^  told  thenr, 
that  he  came  not  fo  much  for  Corn,  as  to  revenge  his  own 
Captivity  and  the  Death  of  his  two  Men  ;  which  he  pre- 
tended to  attribute  to  them.     And  (o  landing  his  Men, 
and  making  ready  to  charge  them,  they  immediately  fled* 
Soon  after  they  fent  Ambaifadors,  with  Corn,  Fifli,  Fowl, 
and  whatever  elfe  they  had,  to  make  their  Peace*    Theh: 
Com  being  that  Year  but  bad,  they  complained  extremely 
of  their  own  Wants,  yet  freighted  their  Boats   with  an 
hundred  Bufliels,  and  in  like  manner  Lieutenant  Percy's^ 
that  not  long  after  arrived.     Returning  to  James-Town^  the 
Colony  was  much  pleafed  and  revived  by  this  feafonabie 
Supply.     Yet  fuch  was  the  Malice  and  Envy  of  fome,  that 
they  had  rather  hazard  a  Starving,  than  that  Smith's  En* 
deavours  fhould  prove  fo  much  more  efFe6^ual,  than  theirs*. 
And  Newport  aad  Ratcliffe  had  projcftcd,  npt  only  to  dc^ 
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pofe  him,  but  to  keep  him  out  of  the  Fort ;  under  Pre-      ^6oS, 
tencCf  that,  being  Prefident,  he  had  left  his  Place  and  the  ** — "V^T^^ 
Fort,  without  their  Confent.     But  their  Horns  were  too  ^l^'^f^J'^ 
Ihort,   and  they   themfelves  narrowly  efcaped  a  greater 
Mifchief. 

All  this  while,  their  old  Tavern,  the  Ship,  made  a$ 
much  of  all  them,  that  had  cither  Money  or  Ware,  as 
could  be  defired.  By  this  time,  they  were  become  perfe6t 
on  all  Sides,  the  Sailers,  the  Soldiers,  and  the  Indians ;  and 
much  more  Care  was  taken,  to  mamtain  their  private  and 
pernicious  Trade,  than  to  provide  things  neccflary  for  the 
Colony*  Newport  and  his  Mariners  had  fo  many  private 
Fafibrs  at  the  Fort,  that  in  fix  or  feven  Weeks,  of  two  or 
three  hundred  Axes,  Hoes,  Pick-axes,  and  other  Inftru- 
ments  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Colony,  fcarce  twenty  could  be 
found;  and  for  Pike-heads,  Powder,  Shot,  or  any  thing 
elfe  they  could  iteal,  they  knew  well,  how  to  convey  them 
fecretly,  to  trade  with  the  Indians  for  Furs,  Bafkets,  young 
Beafts,  and  other  fuch-like  Commodities.  So  tliat,  altho' 
Virginia  afforded  no  Commodities  for  thofe,  who  were  at 
the  Expence  of  the  Settlement,  yet  thefe  Men  found 
Me^ns,  by  thefe  indire£l  Methods,  of  driving  on  a  very 

f>rofitable  Trade.  And  thus,,  by  their  falfe  Excufes,  In* 
brmations,  and  Advices  in  England^  and  by  their  unlawful 
Trade  here,  the  Adventurers  were  coufened,  and  the  Ac- 
tion almoft  overtlirown.  Upon  this  Account  therefore,  as 
well  as  under  Pretence,  that  his  Orders  were,  not  to  return 
without  a  Lump  of  Gold,  a  Certainty  of  the  South-Sea^  or 
one  of  Sir  IFaher  Ralegh's  loft  Company,  the  Prefident 
had  once  determined  to  fend  away  the  Ship,  and  to  oblige 
Newport  to  ftay  one  Year  in  the  Country,  to  learn  to  fpeak 
of  his  own  Experience.  But  upon  his  Submiilion  aiid  Ac- 
knowledgment, this  Punifhment  was  remitted,  and  he  was 
fuffered  to  return  to  England  in  the  Ship ;  where,  it  is 
not  to  be  doubted,  but  that  he  reprefented  Matters  in  tnc 
worft  Light. 

It  is  certain,  that  the  Trcafurer  and  Council  irt  Enc^land 
Were  greatlv  difappointed  in  their  Hopes.  For  they  expect- 
ed, upon  tnrtr  Difcoveries  in  America^  to  have  fpecoy  Re- 
turns in  Gold  and  Silver,  and  fuch  other  rich  Commt Kil- 
ties, as  the  Spaniards  found  at  their  firft  Arrival.  But  Vir- 
ginia  is  not  a  Country  of  Mines.  It  is  formed  by  Nature 
for  producing  all  the  Neceflaries,  or  even  Elegancies  of 
Life,  to  as  high  a  Degree,  as  perhaps  any  other  Country 
whatfocver.  It  lies  under  the  fame  Clime,  as  fome  Parts 
of  Spain  J  Italy  ^  and  Sicily^  and  is  a  Country  of  Plenty  and 
Abundance  i  and,  dierefore,  in  the  End,  is  more  valuable, 
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Y^oS*  and  even  richer,  than  thofe  Regions,  which  abound  in  Gold 
^— N^^  and  Silver.  The  Truth  of  this  is  confirmed  by  Experience ; 
£!flu»r^^  and  it  is  an  undeniable  Maxim  in  Politicks,  that  Commo- 
dities of  the  firft  Neccffity,  or  fuch  as  are  of  abfolute  Ufe 
for  our  Subfiftanf  e  and  the  Support  of  Life,  have  a  much 
greater  real  and  intrinfic  Value,  than  thofe,  which  only 
receive  an  imaginary  Worth,  by  CompaA  or  Agreement, 
and  are  wholly  defigned,  as  a  Gaee,  or  Meafure,  of  the 
real  and  intrinfic  Value  of  other  Q)mmoditic8.  The  true 
Riches  therefore,  and  Power  of  every  Countiy,  depend 
upon  the  plentiful  Produdion  of  Com,  Stocks,  Cloathing, 
and  other  fuch  Commodities  of  the  firft  NeceiEty ;  the 
Want  of  which  can,  by  no  Means,  be  fupplied  by  ever  fo 
great  an  Abundance  of  Gold  and  Silver.  But  the  Want  of 
them,  on  the  contrary,  may  be,  and  often  have  been,  Sup- 
plied, by  ftamped  Leather,  Tallies,  Shells,  Paper,  or  other 
fuch  arbitrary  Rcprefcntations.  But  altho'  thefe  Neceflk- 
ries  of  Life  are  ot  this  greater  real  Value,  yet  they  are  not 
to  be  had  at  once.  Previous  Preparations  by  Culture,  Ma- 
nufaduring,  Stocks,  and  other  Improvements,  are  necefla- 
ry  }  which  often  reouire  a  long  Time  to  bring  them  to  any 
tolerable  Degree  of  Perfeftion.  And  the  EngUJby  when 
they  firft  came  to  Virginia^  happened  upon  a  Land,  juft  as 
God  had  made  it,  litded  planted,  manured,  or  improved* 
The  Inhabitants  were  an  idle,  improvident,  vagabond  Peo- 

Ele ;  knowing  nothing  of  Gold  ind  Silver,  and  other  valua- 
le  Commodities ;  and  carelefs  of  every  thing,   but  juft 
from  Hand  to  Mouth: 

But  however  free  they  mieht  be  from  Blame,  the 
Council  in  England  were  certaiiuy  very  much  fretted  with 
the  Difappointnicnt,  and  by  this  5hip,  wrote  the  Prcfident 
a  verv  angry  Letter.  Thev  complained  of  the  vain  Hopes, 
they  had  been  fed  with,  ana  very  fmall  Proofs ;  and  of  their 
Fadlions  and  filly  Projcfts  about  dividing  the  Country,  con- 
cerning which  the  late  Prefidcnt  and  his  F aSion  had  written 
fomc  idle  Story  to  the  Earl  of  Salijhury^  at  that  time  chief 
Minifter  of  Slate.  And  they  threatened,  unlefs  the  Charge 
of  this  Voyaee,  amounting  to  about  two  thouiand  Pounds, 
was  defrayed  by  the  Ship's  Return,  they  (hould  be  deferted, 
and  left  to  remain  here,  as  banifhed  Men.  To  this  Letter 
Captain  Smith  gave  a  very  plain  and  foldierly  Anfwer  by 
the  Ship,  which  was  at  length  difpatched,  with  the  Trials 
of  Pitch,  Tar,  Glafs,  Franlcinccnfe,  and  Soap-Afhes,  ajid 
with  what  Wainfcot  and  Clapboard  could  be  provided. 
In  it  he  endeavoured  to  lay  open  to  them  the  Caufes,  that 
kept  them  from  laying  fuch  a  Foundation,  as  might  have 
^iven  better  Satisfaction }  and  advii'es  them  againft  expell- 
ing 
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ing  any  profitable  Returns  at  prefent.  He  declares  his  i^'- 
own  Integrity  and  Sincerity  towards  them,  and  warns  them  ^^ — v — ^ 
againft  fomc  Perfons,  who  caufed  them  to  believe  much  7"^  •^'^'^ 
inore,  than  was  true.  He  tells  them,  that  their  Diretftions  P'*'**'^'* 
hf  Newport  had  been  followed,  altho'  he  himfelf  was  di* 
ie6Uy  againft  them,  as  they  were  verv  prejudicial  and  to 
the  imminent  Hazard  of  the  whole  Colony,  which  wa^ 
then,  when  it  was  too  late,  generally  confelled.  He  com* 
plains  of  Newport^  expofes  the  Vanity  and  ill  Confequen- 
tes  of  his  ProjeSs,  his  Lingering  in  the  Country,  the  good 
Cheer  and  Luxury  of  him  and  the  Sailers,  and  their  Em- 
bezzlement of  the  publick  Stores.  For  of  the  two  thou- 
iand  Pounds,  which  this  Ship  coft  them,  he  aiTurcs  them, 
that  the  Colony  had  not  received  the  Value  of  an  hundred 
Pounds.  He  blames  RatcUffe^  Archer j  and  others,  as  the 
Authors  of  their  Fa6Uoi)s  and  Difturbances  ;  and  tells  them^ 
that  he  had  fent  Ratcliffey  a  counterfeit  Impoflor,  whofe 
right  Name  was  SickUmorej  home,  left  the  Company  fhould 
cut  his  TTiroat.  And  he  judicioufly  infifts  upon  theif  fend- 
ing ufeful  Labourers  and  proper  Tradefmen  for  tneir  prefent 
Condition ;  and  upon  providing,  firft  of  all,  Food,  Lodg- 
ing, and  fuch  other  Neceflaries,  as  were  abfolutcly  requi- 
fite  for  their  Being  and  Subfift.ince,  before  they  went  on 
any  other  Projefls  of  Gain  or  Curiofity,  for  which  they 
fvtre  no  ways  fitted,  in  their  prefent  weak  and  infant  Con- 
dition. At  the  fame  time,  he  fent  them  tv/o  Barrels  of  fuch 
Stones,  as  he  thought  contained  fome  Kind  of  Ore,  with 
Notes,  fignifying  in  what  Places  he  found  them.  And  to 
Ihew,  he  could  make  as  large  a  Difcover)',  as  Neu^porfs  of 
the  Manakinsj  for  lefs  Charge,  than  he  fpent  them  at  eve- 
ry Meal,  he  fent  them  a  Map  of  the  Bay  and  Rivers,  with 
a  Relation  annexed^  of  the  Countries,  and  of  the  N.aions, 
Aat  dwelt  upon  them.  And  this  indeed  was  done  with 
fuch  wonderful  Exaflnefs,  as  (hewed  him  to  have  traveiud 
6r,  and  fccn  much ;  and  it  has  ever  fincc  been  the  Origi- 
nal, from  which  all  later  Maps  and  Defcriptions  of  ^'/>  j/- 
lua  have  been  moftly  copied. 

And  now  the  Ship  being  gone,  the  grand  R.mora  and 
Obftacle  to  all  necefliry  Bufincfs,  the  Colony  began  to  look 
tbout  them.  The  Profpe^l  was  difmal,  and  they  were  all 
in  the  utmoft  Confternation,  e>:pe<Sling  nothing  clle  but  the 
inoft  extreme  Famine.  However,  to  make  up,  in  fome 
Ineafure,  their  loft  Time,  Mr.  Scrivtuer  had  been  fent,  be- 
fore Niwporfs  Departure,  with  the  Bi'rk  and  Barges  to 
t^erowocomo€04  There  he  found  the  Indians  more  ready  to 
*ght,  than  to  trade.  But  his  Vigilancy  prevented  theit 
Plots  I  and  by  the  Means  of  Namontack,  he  got  three  ot 
G  2  fouf 
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t6oS.  four  Hogflieads  of  Corn,  and  as  much  Pocones,  a  red  Root, 
^^-v*— ^  at  that  time  efteemed  an  excellent  Dye.  Meeting  Newport 
?*'fid^""'*  at  Point  Comfort^  he  returned  to  the  Fort ;  and  the  Prcfi- 
enc  jg^^^  toking  him  and  Captain  irynne^  fet  off  immediately 
for  Nanfamotid,  That  Nation  at  firft  denied  him,  not  only 
the  four  hundred  Bafkets  of  Com  they  had  promised,  but 
any  Trade  at  all.  They  cxcufed  themfelves  on  Account 
of  their  Corn's  being  almoft  fpent,  and  becaufe  they  were 
commanded  by  Powhatan^  to  keep  what  was  left,  and  not  to 
let  the  Englijh  even  enter  their  River.  The  Prefidtnt  find- 
ing, nothing  was  to  be  done  in  the  Way  of  Peace,  refolved 
to  ufe  Force.  At  the  firft  Onfet,  the  Indians  all  fled, 
without  (hooting  an  Arrow.  Then  marching  up  to  their 
Houfes,  they  fet  Fire  to  the  firft  thev  came  to.  When  the 
Indians  perceived  that,  they  offeree,  if  they  would  make 
no  more  Spoil,  to  give  them  half  the  Com  they  had.  Ac- 
cordingly, before  Night,  they  loaded  their  three  Boats; 
and  for  (paring  them  this  Year,  they  promifed  to  plant  Com 
purpofely  for  them  the  next.  With  this  they  returned  to 
'James-Town^  about  the  Time,  that  John  Laydon  was  mar* 
ried  to  Anne  Burras ;  which  was  the  firft  Chriftian  Mar- 
riage that  ever  was  in  Virginia,  But  the  Prefident  ftaid 
not  long  at  the  Fort.  For  he  fitted  hknfelf  and  Captain 
ff^aldo  out  immediately  with  two  Barges,  and  made  a 
Voyage  up  the  River.  From  tVyanoake^  and  aU  Parti 
there-abouts,  he  found  the  Indians  fled ;  and  therefore 
hafting  up  higher,  he  then  firft  difcovered  the  River  and 
People  oi  Appamatox.  The  little  Com,  they  had,  was 
equally  divided ;  and  the  Prefident  gave  them  Copper  for 
it,  and  fuch  other  Toys,  as  fully  fatisfied  them.  At  the 
fame  time,  Mr.  Scrivener  and  Lieutenant  Percy^  went  a- 
broad  in  Queft  of  Provifions,  but  could  find  nothing. 

About  this  time,  the  Prefident  was  invited  by  Pow* 
hatan  to  come  to  him ;  and  he  promifed  to  load  his  Ship 
with  Corn,  provided  he  would  fend  fome  Workmen-  to 
build  him  a  Houfe,  and  would  give  him  aGrind-ftone,  fif- 
ty Swords,  fome  Mufkets,  a  Cock  and  a  Hen,  with  much 
Copper  and  Beads.  The  Prefident  was  not  ignorant  of  his 
Devices  and  Subtlety ;  yet  was  unwilling  to  negle£l  any  Op- 
pprtunity  of  getting  Provifions,  and  refolved,  fooner  than 
fail,  to  take  him  and  all  his  Store  by  Surprife.  To  this 
Ebd,  he  took  Order  with  Captain  IValdo^  whom  he  knew 
to  be  fure  in  Time  of  Danger,  to  fccond  him,  if  Need  re- 
quired. But  Captain  IVynne  and  Mr.  Scrivener  did  their  ut- 
nioft  to  hinder  their  Projeft.  For  Scrivener'^  ftrift  Friend- 
iliip  with  Captam  Smith  was  now  much  cooled  ;  and  he 
was  thought  to  join  with  fome  others,  in  a  Plot  to  ruin  him 
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in  Sngiand.    But  the  Prefident,  whom  no  Eloquence  coidd    ><^- 
perfiiade  to  ftarve,  ient  off  two  Englijhmen  before  by  Land,  *^— >^^'— ^ 
and  four  Germans^  to  buHd  the  Houfe  for  Pnuhatan  againft  ^^^'^ 
his  ArcLvaL    And  then»  having  left  Mr.  Scrivetur  his  Sub- 
ftkute*  lie  fet  forward  with  the  Bark  and  two  Barges,  man* 
iMd  only  with  fuch,  as  offered  themfelves  voluntarily  to  m 
upon  the  Service.     In  the  Difcovery-Barge  went  himrelTt 
Mr.  Raligb  Crojbaw^  John  R^J[flj  and  feveral  other  Gentle* 
men  and  Soldiers ;  and  Mr.  frifUam  Phittiplaciy  as  Captain, 
Lieutenant  Pircy^  Mr.  Francis  fFeft^  Mr.  Robert  Ford^  Clerk 
0f  the  Council,  with  many  others,  went  on  board  the  Bark* 

The  29th  of  Deeenier  they  left  James-Townj  being 
▼idualled  only  for  three  or  four  Davs.  That  Nieht  they 
lodged  at  Warrafqueake^  where  the  Prefident  got  kifficient 
Provifion.  The  King  of  that  Town  did  his  utmoft  to  di- 
vert him  from  feeing  Powhatan  \  but  finding,  he  could 
not  prevail,  he  told  him,  that  Powhatan  would  ufe  them 
kindly,  although  he  had  fent  for  them  only  to  cut  their 
Throats.  He  therefore  adviied  him,  not  to  truft  him,  and 
to  be  fure  to  give  him  no  Opportunity  of  feizing  his  Armsy 
The  Prefident  thanked  him  for  his  good  Counfcl  j  and  hav- 
ing obtained  Guides  from  him  to  the  Chowanocksy  a  Nation 
dwelling  in  the  Fork  of  Chowan^  between  Nottoway  and 
Meberrin  fivers,  he  fent  Michael  Sicklemore^  a  very  valiant^ 
honefl,  and  painful  Soldier,  with  Prefents  to  that  Kins  | 
but  chiefly  to  look  for  Silkgrafs,  and  to  enquire  after  Sir 
JFalter  RaUgb's  lofl  Colony.  The  next  Nigh^  they  lodged 
at  Kicfuotany  and  were  detained  there  fix  or  feven  Days  by 
the  extreme  Wind,  Rain,  Froft,  and  Snow,  This  obliged 
them  to  keep  their  Chrijln^s  amone  the  Savages ;  and  they  ^^ 
were  never  'more  merry  in  their  Lives,  lodged  by  better  ' 
Fires,  or  fed  with  greater  Plenty  of  good  Bread,  Oyflers, 
Fifh,  Flefh,  and  Wildfowl.  Departing  thence,  they  ar- 
rived on  the  lath  of  January^  thro*  various  Accidents,  at 
ff^erowocomcco  I  where  they  found  the  River  frozen  near 
lialf  a  Mile  from  the  Shore.  But  the  Prefide|it,  running 
his  Barge  up,  as  ^r  as  he  could  by  breaking  the  Ice,  wa^ 
left  by  the  Ebb  upon  the  oozy  Shoals.  Jn  this  dangerous 
Situation,  he  plunged  firfl  into  the  River  himfelf  j  and  by 
his  Example,  taught  them  to  march,  near  Middle  deep,  « 
Flight-fhot,  through  the  frozen  Ooze.  When  the  Bargp 
iliould  float,'  he  appointed  two  or  three  to  return  her  aboard 
the  Bark  5  where  liiey,  foon  after,  came  into  fuch  Diftrefs 
for  Want  of  Water,  that  the  River  being  fait,  they  wero 
obK^  to  make  frefli  Water,  by  melting  the  Ice. 

Th  b  Prefident  and  his  Company  quartered  in  the  next 
Cabbins,  th^y  founds  and  fent  to  Potvhatan  ror  Piovifionju 
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He  fciit  them  Plenty  of  Bread,  Turkey,  andVenifon;  and 
^  the  next  Day,  feafted  them  after  his  ufual  Manner.  But 
John  Smtb\^^  pretended,  he  had  not  fent  for  them;  neither  had  he 
pr<fid«nt.  ^y  Corn,  and  his  People  much  Icfs  \  and  foon  began  to  be 
importunate  with  them  to  be  gone.  But  the  Prefident  con- 
fronting him  with  the  Perfons,  who  brought  the  Meilage, 
he  endeavoured  to  put  the  Matter  ofF  with  a  Laugh,  and 
afked  for  his  Commodities.  But  he  liked  nothing,  except 
Guns  and  Swords,  and  valued  a  Baftet  of  Corn  higher 
than  a  Bafket  of  Copper ;  faying,  he  could  rate  hb  Com* 
but  not  the  Copper.  Captain  Snuth^  feeing  his  Intent,  told 
him ;  ThAt  he  had  many  Ways,  to  have  got  Provifions, 
but  relying  on  his  Promiles,  he  had  negle£tcd  all  to  fatisfy 
his  Delire,  and  had  fent  his  Men  to  make  hb  Buildings, 
whilil  his  own  were  undone :  That  he  knew,  he  had  en- 
grofled  hU  People's  Corn,  and  forbid  them  to  trade  i  think- 
ing, by  ct  nfuining  Time,  to  con  fume  them  :  That  as  for 
Swor Js  a-^J  Guns,  he  had  none  to  fparc  ;  and  that  he  muft 
know,  thofc,  he  had,  could  keep  him  from  ftarving :  Yet 
lie  v/oulJ  neither  rob  nor  wrong  him,  nor  dilTolve  that 
Fricndfliip,  they  had  mutually  promifcd,  unlefs  conftrained 
tci  it  by  bad  Ufage.  The  King  liAencd  attentively  to  thb 
pifcourfe;  and  promifed,  that  both  he  and  hb  People 
fliould  fpare  ^im,  what  they  could,  and  that  they  fhould 
receive  it  within  two  Days.  But^  fays  he,  /  havi  fonu 
Doubt  about  the  Rcafon  of  your  comng  hither.  I  am  in^ 
formed  from  many  HanJs^  that  you  come^  not  to  trade^ 
but  to  litvads  my  People,  and  to  pojfefs  my  Country,  This 
makes  me  lefs  ready  to  relieve  you,  and  frightens  my  PeopU 
from  bringing  in  their  Corn.  Apd  therefore,  to  eafe  them 
of  that  Fear,  leave  your  Arms  aboard,  fince  they  are  need' 
lefs  here,  where  we  are  all  Friends^  and  for  ever  Pow- 
hatans. 

In  thefe,  and  many  fuch  jnfiduous  Difcourfes,  that  Day 
was  fpent.  But  Captain  Sjnith  afterwards  difcovered,  that 
tlie  Germans,  whom  he  had  fent  to  build  Powhatan*s  Houfe, 
finding  his  Plenty  and  the  Wants  of  the  Englijb,  and  think- 
ing it  fc?.rce  poffiblc,  that  they  could  eibape  both  him  and 
Famine,  had,  to  gain  his  Favour,  revealed  to  him  all,  thcv 
knew,  of  the  State  and  Defigns  of  the  Englijh,  and  ad- 
vifed  him,  how  to  courtcnwSl  and  prevent  them.  And  this 
Treachery  was  the  more  odious  and  unfufjpe^d,  becaufc 
the  Prcfulcnt  had  placed  one  of  them,  as  a  Spy  upon  Pow^ 
hatan,  being  a  Man  of  Judgment  and  Rcfolution,  and  there- 
lore  thoiii^!it  mod  proper  for  that  Employ.  And  as  he  was 
iv.'c  of  his  \Vagcs  for  his  Labour,  and  had  ever  been  well 
i;iud,  b'wih  he  and  his  Counii}  m'.n,  tlierc  was  at  that  time 
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Ikde  Doubt  coopemiog  his  Hfmdky.    But  whilft  they  ex-    >^* 
poded  the  conitng  in  of  the  Countty,  they  wrangled  Pwa-  **— *v— ^ 
ikrttfii  put  qf  eigh^r  Bufhcls  of  Corn  for  a  Copper  Kettle ;  JjJ?^''* 
which  the  Prelulent  feeing  him  much  affc£l,  he  told  him»  '*^*''^' 
it  was  of  much  greater  Value,  yet  in  Regard  of  his  Scarci- 
ty, he  would  accept  that  -Quanticy  at  prcfent,  provided  ht 
ihould  have  as  much  more  the  next  Year,  or  the  Mam^ 
kiu  Country.     Both  being  (atisfied  with   the  Condition^ 
PiuAaian  bmm  to  expoftulate  the  Difference  of  Peace  and 
War,  with  Captain  Smthy  after  this  Manner. 

H  £  told  hiip,  with  a  Vanitv  ufual  to  Perfons,  who  affeft 
to  be  thought  very  old,  that  he  had  feen  the  Death  of  all 
his  People  thrice ;  and  that  not  one  of  diofe  three  Genera- 
tiooswas  then  living,  except  himfelf:  That  he  knew  the 
pifference  of  Peace  and  War  better,  than  any  in  his  Coun* 
try :  Tlat  he  was  now  grown  old,  and  muft  die  foon ;  and 
dbat  the  Succeffion  muft  defcend,  in  Order,  to  his  Brothers^ 
Ofitcbapany  Optchancanoughy  and  Catataughy  za^  then  to 
1^  two  Sifters,  and  their  two  Daughters*    He  wiihed  their 
Experience  was  equal  to  his ;  and  that  Smith's  Love  to 
diem  might  be  no  lefs,  than  his  to  Smith.    He  afked  him. 
Why  he  would  uke  that  by  Force,  which  he  might  quick- 
ly hav^  by  Love  ?  Why  he  would  deftroy  them,  that  pro- 
vided him  Food  ?  and.  What  he  could  get  by  War?  Fot 
tfiey  could  hide  their  Provifions,  and  fly  into  the  Woods ; 
and  then  he  muft  confequently  bmUh  by  wronnng  his 
i'riends.    He  defired  to  know  the  Reafon  of  his  Jealoufy, 
^e  he  (aw  them  unarmed,  and  wUIine  to  fupply  ^is  Wants, 
if  he  would  come  in  a  Friendly  NUnner,  and  not  with 
Swords  and  Guns,  as  to  invade  an  Enemy.    And  he  told 
him,  that  he  was  not  fo  fimple,  as  not  to  know,  it  was 
i>etter  to  eat  good  Meat,  lie  well,  and  deep  quiedy  with 
his  Women  aiM  Children ;  to  laugh  and  be  merry  with  the 
finfls/bf  and  being  their  Friend,  to  have  Copper,  Hatchets, 
|md  whatever  elfe  he  wanted  i  than  to  fly  from  all,  to  lie 
cdU  in  the  Woods,  feed  upon  Acorns,  Roots,  ancf  fuch 
l^raih,  and  to  be  fo  hunted,  that  he  could  neither  reft,  eat, 
pr  fleep.    In  that  Circumftance,  his  tired  Men  muft  watch, 
and  if  a  Twig  did  but  break,  all  would  be  cryifig  out, 
HiTi  cowiis  Qiftain  Smith  ;  and  fo,  in  this  miferablc  Man- 
liar,  to  end  his  miferable  tafe ;  which  might  likewife  fooA 
be  Captain  8mith*9  Fate  too,  through  his  Kafhncis  and  Un- 
idvifedneTs.    He  therefore  eameftly  exhorted  hUn  to  peace* 
ld>le  CounfeU  i  and  «bove  all  inftfted,  that  the  Guns  and 
Avords,  the  grand  Caufe  of  their  Jealoufy  and  Uneafmels, 
should  be  removed  and  fent  away«

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1609.  To  tf  is  crafty  Difcourfc  the  Prefident  replied :  That  it 

^^  v^ — ^  was  the  Fafliion  of  the  Englijb^  always  to  wear  their  Anm^ 
^•^^"^IJcc  their  Qoaths;  and  that  th^y  would,  by  no  Means^ 
PrefiJcat.  p  ^^  ^jj|^  ^^^ .  q^j  jjj^  People  came  ffequendy  to  Jams^ 
^rown^  and  were  entertained  with  their  Bowat  and  Arrows, 
without  any  Exceptions :  That  if  the  EngUJh  had  intended 
him  any  Hurt,  thiey  could  long  fmce  have  affeded  it,  as 
was  evident  to  him,  and  all  the  World,  efpeci^ly  conifer- 
ing  die  Superiority  of  their  Arms :  TTiat  altho'  Revenge 
was  always  in  their  Power,  yet,  out  of  an  Ihcliniition  to 
Mercv  and  Friendfliip,  they  palled  over  the  daily  Viohti- 
oi\$  of  the  Peace  by  his  Subjeds :  And  as  to  hiding  his  Pro- 
viiions,  and  flying  into  the  Woods,  he  told  him,  they 
fhould  not  fo  uhadvifedly  ftarve,  as  he  imagined.  For  they 
had  a  Rule  to  find  things  hidden,  beyond  his  Knowledge* 
After  much  more  Difcourfe,  they  at  Ifaft  began  €6  trade. 
But  the  King,  feeing  that  his  Will  would  not  be  Emitted 
as  a  t'awj'and  that  Snath  was  obftinate,  not  to  diiiniib  his 
Guard,  or  difarm  his  Men,  breathed  out  his  Mind  once 
more  in  this  Manner,  with  a  Sigh, 

Cattain  Smith,  /  never  uft  any  IVerowanc^  h  kindly  as 
yourjelf\  yet  from  ypu  I  nhive  the  leafi  Khianifs  of  any. 
Captain  Newport  gave  me  Swords,  Copper,  Cloaths,  or 
whatever  elfe  I  deftred,  ever  deceptlng  what  I  offered  him  ; 
and  would  fend  away  his  Guns,  when  ftftfejted.  No  one  re-' 
fufis  to  lie  at  my  Feet,  or  do,  what  I  demani,  hut  you  only. 
Of  you  I  can  have  nothing,  hut  what  y^u  value  not,  and  yet 
you  will  have  whatfoever  you  pleafe.  Captain  Newport  you 
eall  Father,  andfo  you  call  me ;  but  I  fee,  infpite  bfus  hoth, 
you  will  do,  what  you  will,  and  we  muft  bothfludy  to  humour 


and  content  you.  But  if  you  intend  Jo  friendly,  as  you  fay^ 
fend  away  your  Arm^.  For  you  fee,  my  undefigning  Simpli'^ 
city  arid  FriendJlAp  caufe  wf,  *hus  nakedly,  to  forget  ntyfelf* 
The  Prefident,  peVceiviiig  this  Barbarian  ot\y  trifled  the 
Time  to  cut  his  Throat,  refolved  to  treat  him  in  his  own 
Way.  He  therefore  procured  the  Indians  to  break  the  Ice, 
that  his  Boat  might  come,  to  fetch  him  and  his  Com ;  and 
a(  che  fame  Time,  gave  Order  for  more  Men  to  come  a- 
fliore,  to  (brprifb  the  King.  In  the  mean  while,  to  pro-* 
tra£i  the  Time,  he  endeavoured  to  entertain  him  with  much 
fp^bious  and  fallacious  Difcourfe  \  pfomifihg,  the  next  Day 
to  ^uit  hi^  Arms,  and  to  (hew,  by  truftih^.  to  his  Word» 
that  he  loved  and  confided  in  him,  as  a  Father.  But  whilft 
tbd  Tec  was  breaki|ig;  Powhatan  conveyed  himlblf  away, 
Hvith'his'Wotnen,  Children,  snd  Luffgage.  Y^t  to  avoid 
Sufpicion,  he  left  two  or  three  of  his  Women,  falkmg  with 
the  Pi-didcnr,  wliiJft  he  IbactJy  ran  ofF,  and  his  Men  as 

fccretly 
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Iccredy  befet  the  Houfc  Which- being  prefendhf  diCbovtr-  iCof. 
ed,  thePrcfident  iflued  forth,  with  his  Piftol,  Swonl>  and  ^"^-v^^ 
Target.  At  his  firft  Shot,  thofc,  next  him,  tumbled  <»cij?,i^** 
over  another  j  and  the  reft  fled  nimbly  off,  fo«ne  one  Way,^^^*** 
ibme  another.  And  thus,  without  any  Hu^,  only  accom- 
panieci  with  Mr.  John  Rujfely  he  reached  the  main  Body 
of  his  Men.  But  when  the  Indians  perceived  him  fo  weu 
efcaped,  they  ufed  their  utmpft  Art,  to  excufe  and  diflcm- 
Ue  the  Matter.  Powhatan  fent  hun  a  great  Bracelet  and 
Chain  of  Pearl,  by  an  ancient  Orator,  who  told  him,  that 
their  Emperor  was  fled  for  Fear  of  his  Guns :  That  know- 
i^,  when  the  Ice  was  ooen,  there  would  come  more  Mep 
ainore,  he  had  fentthofe  Numbers,  ndiom  he  had  aflaultedt 
only  to  guard  his  Com  from  being  ftole,  which  might  hap- 
pen widbout  the  Prefident's  Knowledge :  That  altm>'  fome 
were  hurt  by  his  Miftake,  yet  Pnubatan  was  ftill  his  Friend 
and  for  ever  would  continue  fo.  And  he  defired,  fince  the 
Ice  was  open,  that  he  would  fend  away  his  Com ;  and  if 
he  expeded  his  Company,  that  he  would  alfo  fend  away 
his  Guns,  which  fo  frighted  his  People,  that  they  were  a- 
fold  to  bring  in  their  Com,  as  he  had  promifed  they  ihould^ 
And  then  Baflcets  being  provided  for  the  Englijby  to  can^ 
their  Cora  to  the  Boats,  thofe  Indians  kmdly  offered  their 
Service,  to  guard  their  Arms,  left  they  fhould  be  ftolen. 
There  was  a  great  Number  of  goodly^  well-proportioned 
Fellows,  paint^  and  grimmed  like  Devils.  But  the  very 
Sight  of  tl^  Englijh  cocking  their  Matches,  and  being  ready 
to  charge,  made  them  quit  their  Bows  and  Arrows,  at  Com- 
mand, to  the  Guard,  and  carry  down  the  Com  upon  their 
Backs.  And  there  was  no  Occafion  to  importune  them,  to 
make  Difoatch. 

But  Powhatan  and  the  Gormans  were  ftill  eager  to  have 
the  Head  of  Captain  Snuth.  For  if  they  could  but  kill  him, 
diey  thou^t,  all  would  be  their  own.  And  therefore,  the 
Bngtijb  beu^  ftaid  by  the  Ebb  till  late  within  Night,  the 
Ki^  fpent  his  Time  in  making  ready  his  Forces,  to  fur- 
prife  the  Houfe  and  him  at  Supper.  But  Pocahontas^  in  a 
very  dark  and  difmal  Night,  came  alone  through  the 
Woods,  and  told  the  Preiident,  that  great  Cheer  would  be 
fait  them  foon ;  but  that  Pouibatanj  with  all  the  Power^ 
be  could  make,  would  comt  after  to  kill  them  all,  if  thoie^ 
who  brought  the  Vi£luals,  could  not  affeft  it  with  their 
'Own  Arms,  while  they  were  at  Supper.  And  therefore,  as 
th^  tendered  their  Lives,  flie  advifed  them  to  be  gone. 
The  Prefident  would  have  given  her  fuch  Things,  as  he 
knew,  flie  delighted  in.  But,  with  Teers  running  down 
ha  Cheeks,  jherefufed  them  i  faying^  ibe  durft  not  bp  feei) 

to 
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1609.  te  have  any  of  them.  For  fhould  her  FatlMr  know  it,  it 
^ — v^  would  be  certain  and  immediate  Death  to  her.  And  fo  fte 
y^^^^rmzyniyy  by  hcrfelf,  as  (he  came.  Within  left  than  an 
Hour  after,  came  eight  or  ten  luftv  Fellows,  with  large. 
Platters  of  Venifon  and  other  Vi£hjak,  and  they  were  very 
importunate  with  the  EngUfi^  to  put  out  their  Matches  ; 
pr^ending,  their  Smoke  made  them  fick.  But  the  Prefi- 
dent  made  them  tafte  of  every  Difli ;  and  then  fent  ibme  of 
them  back  to  Powhatan^  to  bid  him  make  Hafte ;  for  he 
was  ready  for  his  coming.  Soon  after  came  more  Mdien- 
gers,  to  fee  what  News ;  and  not  long  after  them,  others* 
And  thus  was  the  Time  fpcnt,  with  equal  Vigilancy  on  both 
Sides,  but  without  any  farther  Hurt.  At  high  Water,  the 
EngUJh  departed ;  but  to  oblige  Ptwhatan,  they  left  hiro, 
at  his  Requeft,  Edward  BryntMy  to  kill  him  Fowl,  and 
^^Germam^  who  were  yet  unfufpeded,  to  fiaiih  his  Houfe. 
They  had  no»fooner  fet  Sail,  but  Powhatan  returned, 
and  fent  two  of  the  Germans  to  James-Town.  They  pre- 
tended to  Captain  tVynne^  that  all  things  were  weU,  and 
that  the  Prefidcnt  had  Occafion  for  their  Arms ;  and  diere- 
fore  they  dcfircd  new  ones,  with  fome  fpare  Tools,  and 
fhift  of  Apparel;  all  which  were  readily  granted  them. 
During  their  loitering  there,  by  the  Promife  of  Powhatan*% 
Favour,  and  of  an  Exemption  from  the  Miferies,  which 
would  certainly  happen  to  the  Colony,  they  drew  over  to 
their  Confederacy  fix  or  fcven  more,  fuch  expert  Thieves, 
as  prcfcntly  furnilhed  them  with  fifty  Swords,  eight  Muf- 
kets;  eight  Pikes,  and  Powder  and  Shot ;  which  were  fpce- 
dily  conveyed  away,  by  Indians  at  Hand  for  that  Purpofe. 
The  other  German  Powhatan  kept,  as  a  Pledge ;  whofe 
Diligence  provided  him  with  three  hundred  Tomahauks, 
6r  Indian  Hatchets.  In  the  mean  Time,  Edward  Brpt* 
ton  and  Thomas  Savage^  feeing  the  Germans  fo  diligent  ta 
accommodate  the  Indians  with  Arms,,  attempted  to  mako 
tiieir  Efcape  to  James-Town.  But  they  were  apprehended,^ 
and  brought  back,  and  expelled,  eveiy  Minute,  to  be  put 
to  Death. 

The  Prefidcnt  and  the  reft,  being  arrived  at Pamsmkq^ 
were  entertained  fome  Days  by  the  lung,  with  ffreat  Feaft<« 
ing  and  Mirth.  The  Day,  appointed  to  besin  meir  Tnule» 
ke  went  afliore  with  Lieutenant  Percy^  Mr.  fFeJi^  Mr, 
Rujfeiy  Mr.  Behethland^  Mr.  Crojhaw^  Mr.*  Powely  Mr, 
Fordy  and  others,  to  the  Number  of  fifteen ;  and  goingiip 
to  OpechancanougV%  Houfe,  a  Quarter  of  a  Mile  from  the 
River,  they  found  nothing  but  a  lame  Fellow  and  a  Boy, 
and  all  the  Houfcs  round  abandoned,  and  ftripped  of  every 
thing.    They  ilaid  not  long,  before  the  King  came,  am) 

tfter 
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after  him  federal  of  his  People,  loaded  with  Bows  and  Ar-    i^ 
rows.    But  their  Commodities  were  (o  triflings  and  tlofe  ^— >r- ^ 
bek)  at  fuch  a  Rate,  that  the  Prefident  began  with  the  King,  J^!j^^ 
and  raid  :  That  the  Profeffions  of  Jiis  1  ongue  were  proved  "'***«^ 
by  his  Adions  to  be  mere  Deceit :  That  lalt  Year  he  kindly 
freighted  his  Veflel  $  but  had  now  treacheroufly  invited  him, 
with  a  View  to  famifh  and  deftroy  him  :  That  as  the  King 
wal  not  ienorant  of  hb  Wants,  fo  neither  was  he  of  the 
King's  Plenty ;  of  which  by  fome  Means,  he  muft  have 
Part.    And  he  told  him,  it  was  highly  proper  and  decent 
for  Kings  above  all  others,  to  keep  their  rromife.    And 
therefore,  fliewing  his  Commodities,  he  offered  him  his 
Choice,  and  the  reft,  he  faid,  he  would  proportion  in  fit 
Bargains  for  his  People.    Opichamanough  feemed  kindly  to 
accept  his  Offer ;  and  the  better  to  colour  his  Defigns,  fold 
them  what  they  had,  at  their  own  Price ;  promifing  tho 
next  Day,  more  Company,  better  provided. 

The  next  Day,  the  rrefideot,  with  the  fiune fifteen, 
inarched  up  to  the  King's  Hooft,  where  they  found  four 
or  five  Men,  newly  arrived,  with  each  a  great  Baftet. 
Soon  after  came  the  King ;  and  putting  on  a  ftrained  Chear- 
ftilnefs,  he  entertained  them  in  Difcourfe,  about  the  great 
Pains  he  had  been  taking,  to  keep  his  Promife ;  till  Mr. 
Ruffil  brought  in  News,  diat  at  leaft  feven  hundred  J«- 
Mans^  well  armed,  had  invironed  theHoufe,  and  befetthe 
FieMs.  The  Prefident,  feeing  fome  of  the  Company  greatly 
difmaid  at  the  Thought  of  fuch  a  Muhitude,  told  them : 
That  he  was  lefs  concerned  at  the  Danger  and  Number  of 
the  Enemy,  than  at  the  malicious  Reprefentationt,  which 
the  Coundl,  and  their  open-mouthed  Minions,  wotJd  mak^ 
to  England^  of  his  breaking  the  Peace  r  That  he,  alone, 
was  once  affaulted  by  three  hundred ;  and  had  it  not  been 
for  an  Accident,  would  have  made  his  Way  eood  among 
them  all :  That  they  were  now  fixteen,  and  the  Enemy 
but  feven  hundred  at  the  moft.  And  therefore  he  defired 
tfiem,  to  fight  like  Men,  and  not  die  like  Sheep.  For  if 
dsey  dared  to  follow  his  Examole,  and  to  do,  as  ht  did, 
he  doubted  not,  bv  God's  Affiftance,  to  extricate  them  out 
of  the  prefent  Difficulty  and  Danger.  The  Time  not  per- 
mitting any  Argument,  they  all  chearfuUy  vowed,  to  exe- 
cute, whatever  He  attempted,  or  die.  But  that  they  might 
not  fiffht  for  nothing,  or  be  even  ruined  and  ftanred  by 
Adr  Viaory,  the  Prefident  told  Opechancanough  :  ITiat  he 
faw  his  Plot  to  murder  him,  but  he  feared  it  not :  TTiat 
their  Men  had  done  no  Harm,  but  by  their  DircdHons  : 
That  therefore,  if  each  of  his  Men  would  bring  a  Bafket 
ot  Com,  he  would  ftake  againft  it  the  Value  in  Copper, 
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1609^      and  they  two  would  go  over  mto  the  Ifland,  in  the  River» 

^^— V*— ^  againft  diat  Place,  and  decide  the  Matter  by  (ti^le  Combat : 

jokn  Smiib  That  he  (hould  have  his  Choice,  and  all  Advanta^  of 

^^^^^^"^    Weapons  :  and,  That  the  Conqueror  (hould  have  all,  and 

be  Lord  and  Mafter  over  all  their  Men. 

But  duelling  in  fair  and  open  Field  is  not  the  Manner 
of  the  Indians.  Their  chief  Valour  confifts  in  way-laying 
and  murdering  the  unfufpeding  an  unprovided,  or'peniaps 
the  weak  and  helplefs.  Neither  had  Opichancanwgi  fiich 
Regard  for  the  Lives  of  hb  Subje6b,  as  to  fave  them  from 
Danger,  at  the  Hazard  of  his  own.  He  therefore  kindly 
endeavoured  to  appeafe  the  Prefident's  Anger  and  Sufpidon, 
by  a  Prefent  at  the  Door,  which  he  intreated  him  to  ac- 
cept. This  was  only  to  draw  him  out,  where  the  Bait 
was  guarded  with  two  hundred  Men,  befides  thirty,  which 
lay  behind  a  great  Tree,  fallen  acrofs,  with  each  hb  Ar- 
row notched,  ready  to  flioot.  But  the  Preftdent,  havine 
difcovered  the  Treachery,  fcifcd  the  King,  in  the  Midft  of 
hb  Men,  by  his  long  Lock  of  Hair,  and  prefented  hb  Pif- 
tol,  ready  cocked,  to  his  Breaft.  Thus  he  led  him,  trem* 
bling  and  half  dead  with  Fear,  among  hb  People  $  who 
were  eafily  induced  to  throw  down  their  Arms,  and  to 
deliver  the  King's  Vambrace,  Bow,  and  Arrows;  little 
dreaming,  that  any  one  durft  to  ufe  their  King  in  that  Man- 
ner. And  now  Upechancanough^  to  refcue  himftlf,  beftow- 
cd  his  Prefents  in  ferious  Sadneis  ;  and  hb  Subje£ls,  being 
upbraided  and  threatned  by  the  Prefident  in  a  fmart  and 
angry  Speech,  mixed  with  fome  Expreflions  of  Love  and 
Conndence,  caft  away  their  Bows  and  Arrows,  and  Men^ 
Women,  and  Children,  brought  in  their  Cdrnmodltiet. 
For  two  or  three  Hours,  they  fo  thronged  and  wearied  him, 
that  he  retired  into  the  Houfe  to  reft,  leaving  others  to 
trade,  and  receive  their  Prefents.  Whilft  he  was  afleep, 
fifty  of  their  choice  Men,  with  each  an  Englijh  Sword  or 
Club  in  his  Hand,  and  feconded  by  two  or  three  hundred 
more,  prcffcd  into  the  Houfe  to  murder  him.  But  the  Pre- 
fideAt,  being  waked  from  hb  Sleep,  by  the  Noife  of  th'e 
People  and  (baking  of  the  Houfe,  betook  himfelf  to  his 
Arms,  together  with  Mr.  Crojhaw  and  fome  others  j  which 
foon  made  them  throng  back,  fafter  than  they  came.  But 
Opichancanough  and  fome.  of  hb  Ancients,  who  were  kept 
Frifoners  widi  him,  endeavoured,  in  a  long  Oration,  ta 
cxcufe  this  Intrufion.  The  reft  of  the  Day  was  fpent  with 
much  Kindnefs,  the  Indians  renewing  their  Prefents,  and 
feafting  the  EtigUJh  with  their  heft  ProvifioM. 

While  thcfc  things  were  tranfa<Sling,  there  happened 
an  unlucky  Accident,  at  the  Fore.    Mr«  Scrivin^r  bad  ro- 

ceived 
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ceived  Letters  from  Englan^lj  which  eave  him  towering^  t^* 
Thoughts,  and  made  him  decline  entirely  in  his  Affedion  *— > 
and  Friendihip  to  Captain  iSmitby  who  ftill  regarded  and  loved  >^ 
bioiv  as  his  Brother.  This  made  him  more  headftrong  and 
conceited,  than  was  naturally  confiftent  with  his  Prudence 
and  Moderation.  And  having  taken  it  into  hb  Head  to  vifit 
Hog'Iflandy  he  could  not  be  turned  from  it,  by  the  Advice 
and  repeated  Entreaties  of  Captain  lVald$  and  feveral  others. 
Therefore^  taking  with  him  Captain  Waldoy  who  was  n6t 
to  be  abfent  from  the  Fort,  but  to  be  ready  to  fecond  the 
Prefident,  if  called  for,  and  Mr.  Anthony  Gofnold^  a  verjr 
worthy,  honeft,  and  induftrious  Gentleman,  and  Brother 
to  Captain  Bartholomevj  Gofnold^  with  eight  others,  he 
¥rent  into  the  Skiff.  She  was  fo  overloaded,  that  ihe  fcarce 
could  have  lived  in  calm  Weather ;  but,  in  that  cold  and 
boifterous  Dav,  (he  funk,  none  knowing  how  or  where, 
and  all  aboard  were  drowned.  To  advertife  the  Prefident 
of  this  heavy  News,  none  could  be  got,  till  Mr.  Richard 
JVjjin  undertook  it  alone.  He  was  encountered  with  many 
l>aneers  and  Difficulties,  in  all  Places,  as  he  pafied.  And 
at  frerotvocomocoj  not  finduig  the  Prefident,  and  perceiving 
fuch  Preparations  for  War,  he  was  certainly  aflured,  that 
fome  Mifchief  was  intended.  But  Pocahontas  hid  him  for 
a  Time,  and  fent  thofe,  who  purfued  him,  the  quite  con- 
trary Way.  At  length,  by  her  Means  and  extraordinary 
Bribes  and  Trouble,  in  three  Days  Travel,  he  found  the 
Prefident  at  Pamunkey^  in  the  Midft  of  thofe  Broils  and 
Difficulties.  The  Prefident,  having  fwom  him  to  conceal 
this  unhappy  News  from  the  Company,  and  diflembling 
his  Sorrow  with  the  beft  Countenance^  he  could,  went 
iafely  aboard  at  Night,  and  left  Opechancanough  at  Liberty, 
according  to  his  Promife,  and  likewife  with  a  Defign,  the 
better  to  entrap  Powhatan  in  his  Return.  Soon  after,  he 
went  down  the  River,  having  fearched  the  Countries  of 
Tomgbtammd  (now  Pamunkty  River)  and  Mattapony ;  where 
the  poor  Creatures  imparted  the  little  Corn,  they  had, 
with  Aicb  Complaints,  and  Tears  from  the  Eyes  of  Wo- 
men and  Children,  as  fully  fatisfied,  and  moved  them  with 
Companion. 

Powhatan  had  threatened  Death  to  his  Men,  if  they  did 
not,  by  fome  Means  or  other,  kill  Captain  Smith.  But 
they  hated  fiehting  with  him,  almoft  as  bad  as  hanging. 
And  the  Prefident,  on  his  Side,  was  as  eager,  to  furprife 
and  take  that  fubtle  and  perfidious  Barbarian.  Therefore, 
in  his  Way  down  the  River,  thtr.  were  many  Feints  and 
Stratagems,  on  both  Parts,  but  without  any  remarkable  Ef- 
kSt*    Only  the  Prefident,  with  Mr«  IVeJl  and  fome  othere, 
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wouM   have  been  poifoned,  had  their  Art  been  equal  to 

.        their  Will.    It  only  made  them  fick  and  fo  ivorked  itfcif 

>**^^ off.    And  thus,  through  many  Dangers  and  DiAcultioSy 

^*^      they  returned  to  7jwrx-7iii;«;  where  they  delivered,  near 

7,00  its.  of  Deer^  Suet,  and  479  Bufhels  of  Com,  to  the 

Cape-Merchant. 

A  T  JamiS'Town  they  found  nothing  done,  but  their  Pro« 
vifions  ipent,  and  a  great  Part  of  their  Tools  and  Arm* 
conveyed  to  the  Indians.    But  altho*  what  was  left  by  the 
Ship  was  fo  rotten  with  the  Rain,  and  fo  mangled  by  the 
Rats  and  Worms,  that  the  Hogs  would  fcarcely  eat  it,  yet 
upon  cafting  up  their  Store,  they  found  a  fufficient  Provi- 
fion  for  the  Year.    Wherefore,  the  Fear  of  ftarving  being 
laid  afide,  the  Company  was^  ranged  into  proper  Divifionsf 
and  fix  Hours  each  Day  fpcnt  in  Work,  the  reft  in  Paf- 
time  and  merry  Exercifes.    And  the  Prefident,  having  cal- 
led them  together,  told  them  :  That  their  late  Experience 
and  Mifery  were  fufficient  to  pcrfuade  every  one  to  a  pre- 
fent  Amendment :  That  they  muft  not  think,  that  either 
his  Pains,  or  the  Adventurers  Purfes,  would  forever  main- 
tain them  in  Sloth  and  Idlenefs  :  That  he  knew,  many  de- 
fervxd  more  Honour,  and  a  better  Reward,  than  was  yet 
to  be  had  ;  but  that  far  the  greateft  Part  of  them  muft  be 
more  induftrious,  or  ftarve :   That  it  was  not  rea(bnable» 
that  the  Labours  of  thirty  or  forty  honeft  and  induftrioua 
Men  (hould  be  confumed,  to  maintain  an  hundred  and  fifty 
Loiterers  :  and.  That  therefore  every  one,  that  would  not 
work,  ihould  not  eat :    That  they  had  often  been  fcreened 
and  proteAed,  in  their  Difobedience  to  bin  juft  and  neceflary 
Commands,  by  the  Authority  of  the  Council :   But  that 
now,  all  beine  either  dead  6r  gone,  except  Captain  ff^ymu 
and  himfelf,  Uiat  whole  Power  refted,  in  Efieft,  fddy  in 
him.    And  therefore,  he  advifed  them,  n6t  to  feed  them- 
felves  up  with  the  vain  Prefumption,  that  his  Authority  was 
but  a  Dhadow,  and  that  his  Life  muft  anfwer  for  theirs. 
For  the  Letters  Patent,  and  other  Powen,  would  prove 
the  contrary,  and  ihould,  every  Week,  be  read  to  them  % 
and  everv  one,  that  offended,  migh^  affuredly  exped  his 
due  Punimment.    He  alfo  made  a  Table,  u  a  puUick  Me- 
morial of  each  Man's  Deferti,  to  encourage  the  Goody  and 
to  fpur  on  the  reft  by  Shame.    By  this,  many  became  very 
induftrious )  but  more  were  driven  to  their  Bufinefs,  by 
Puniftmient,  and  the  Prefident's  extraordinary  Vigor  and 
Diligence. 

A  s  they  came  down  Pamuniey  (fince  called  York  River) 
off  of  TViTowocofrtoeo^  the  Prefident  had  fent  Mr.  Chr^Aaw 
and  Mr.  Ford  to  Jams-Town^  by  Land.    In  their  Way,

tbev  met  four  or  five  of  the  GermanC^  Confederates,  going 
to  Powhatan ;  who  to  clear  themfelves  from  thofe  Gentle-  ^ 
mens  Sufpicion,  that  they  were  running  to  the  Indians j  re-  ^Jj^*^** 
turned  with  them  to  the  Fort,  and  there  continued.  But 
the  Germansj  to  know  the  Reafon  of  their  Stay,  fent  one 
of  their  Company,  a  ftout  young  Fellow,  difguifed  like  aa 
Indian^  to  the  Glafs-houfe.  I'his  ftood  in  the  Wood8» 
about  a  Mile  from  James-Town^  and  was  the  common 
Place  of  Rendezvous  for  all  their  fecret  Villany,  The  Prc- 
lident,  hearing  of  thb,  immediately  fent  to  apprehend  this 
Girman.  But  he  being  gone,  he  difpatched  twenty  good 
Shot  after,  to  intercept  him  in  his  Return  to  Powhatan. 
They  foon  brought  him  back,  and  notwithftanding  his  fair 
Tale  and  plaufible  Excufes,  he  was  thrown  into  Prifon* 
However  the  Prefident  (pared  his  Life,  hoping  thereby  to 
regain  his  Countrymen. 

Captain  Smithy  having  fent  all  his  Men  after  die 
Gorman^  returned  from  the  Glafs-houfe  alone,  armed  only 
with  a  Faucheon.  In  his  Way  he  met  the  Kin^of  Paf" 
fahojy  a  Man  of  great  Strength  and  gisantic  Stature.  At 
firft,  he  endeavoured  to  draw  the  Prudent  into  hb  Am- 
bufoule ;  but  failing  in  that,  he  attempted  to  (hoot  him* 
But  Smithj  to  prevent  it,  dofed  in  and  grappled  with  him* 
And  the  Indian^  by  mere  Dint  of  Strength,  bore  him  into 
the  River,  with  a  Defign  to  drown  him.  Long  they  ftru^- 
^^  in  the  Water,  till  the  Prefident  got  fuch  Hold  of  lus 
Throat,  that  he  almoft  ftrangled  him.  And  then,  having 
difengaged  himfelf,  fo  as  to  draw  his  Faucheon,  the  poor 
Savaee  begged  his  Life,  in  fuch  a  pitdful  Manner,  that  he 
led  him  to  janus-Towny  and  put  him  into  Chains ;  where 
he  continued  for  fome  time,  till  by  the  Negligence  of  his 
Keepers,  he  efcaped.  Some  Endeavours  were  ufed  to  re- 
take him,  but  without  EfFcd  \  only  the  Prefident  took  two 
Indians  Prifoners,  Kemps  and  Tujfore^  the  two  moft  exqui- 
fite  Villains  in  all  the  Country.  Thcfe  Men  would  have 
betrayed  both  Kins  and  Kindred  for  a  Piece  of  Copper ; 
and  had  Captain  frjnne  and  Lieutenant  Percy y  who  were 
fent  upon  the  fiufineis  with  fifty  Men,  followed  t!:cir  Di- 
redions,  they  would  certainlv  have  regained  the  King,  and 
been  ftiUy  revenged  for  the  Injury  and  Aflault.  However, 
that  this  might  not  encourage  them  to  farther  Boldnefs, 
they  attacked  and  flew  fcvcral  of  the  Nation,  burnt  their 
Houfes,  took  their  Canoes  and  fifhing  Weirs,  and  planted 
fome  of  them  at  James-Towny  and  were  refolvcd  to  profe- 
cute  them  with  War,  till  they  were  fully  humbled  and 
fubdued. 

Not 
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Not  long  after,  the  Prefident,  paffing  by  Pafpahey  in 
'  his  Way  to  Chickahominyy  was  aflaulted  by  them.  But  as 
jobH  Smitb  foon  as  they  knew  him,,  they  all  threw  down  their  Arms, 
^^*^  and  fued  for  Peace.  Their  Spokcfman  was  a  lufty  young 
Fellow,  named  Okaningy  whofe  Difcourfe  well  deferves  to 
be  remembered.  He  told  the  Prcfident,  that  the  King,  his 
Mafter,  was  there  prefent  in  the  Company  :  That  they 
took  him  for  Captain  IVynm^  who  puriued  them  in  War, 
altho'  they  had  never  injured  him  :  That  if  the  King  of- 
fended him  in  efcaping  from  Prifon,  he  ought  to  connder9 
that  the  Fiihes  fwim,  the  Fowls  fly,  and  the  very  Beafls 
ftrive  to  efcape  the  Snare  and  live  :  That  therefore,  his 
Mafter,  who*  was  a  Man,  ought  not  to  be  blamed,  for 
following  this  ncceffary  InftiniS  of  Nature  even  in  brute 
Animals.  He  reminded  him  of  the  Pains,  his  Mafter  took, 
to  favc  his  Life,  when  a  Prifoncr ;  and  if  he  had  fmce  injured 
him,  he  was  compelled  to  it,  and  it  had  however  been  al* 
ready  fully  revenged,  to  their  too  great  Lofs.  And  he  fur«* 
ther  told  him,  if  he  ftill  pcrfiftcd  in  his  Refolution  to  deftroy 
them,  diey  muft  abandon  their  Habitation,  and  fettle  fome- 
where  bevond  his  Reach;  which  would  only  coft  them  more 
Labour,  out  would  be  of  worfc  Confequence  to  the  Englijh^ 
who  could  not  well  fubfift  without  their  Com  and  Fruits. 
And  therefore  he  carneftly  entreated  him  to  grant  them  his 
Friendfhip,  and  to  permit  them  to  enjoy  their  Houfes,  and 
plant  their  Fields,  in  Peace  and  Security.  Concluding,  that 
if  he  would  promife  them  Peace,,  they  would  truft  to  his 
Word  ;  but  if  he  proceeded  in  his  Revenge,  they  would  quit 
the  Country.  Whereupon  the  Prefident  promifed  tlicm 
Peace,  if  they  would  do  no  farther  Injury,  and  would  bring 
in  Provifions  to  the  Fort.  To  which  they  joyfully  agreed, 
and  parted  good  Friends,  and  fo  continued,  till  Smth  left 
the  Country. 

Soon  after  this,  an  Indian^  who  had  been  imprifoned 
at  James-Town  for  Theft,  had  \o  ftifled  himfelf,  by  a  Char- 
coal Fire  in  a  clofe  Room  of  the  Prifon,  that  he  feemed  to 
be  dead.  But  the  Prefident,  by  the  Application  of  Vinegar 
and  Jqua-iitay  brought  him  to  himfelf^  which  was  foon 
fpread  abroad  among  the  Indians,  throughout  the  whole 
Country,  as  a  Miracle ;  and  it  was  generally  believed,  that 
Captain  Smith  could  raife  a  dead  Man  to  Life.  And  another 
at  Werowocomocoy  having  got  a  large  Bag  of  Powder,  to 
Ihew  his  extraordinary  Skill  among  his  Companions,  dried 
it  on  the  Back  of  an  Armour,  as  he  had  feen  the  Soldiers 
at  JameS'Town  do.  Many  ftood  peeping  over,  to  fee  his 
Skill ;  till  at  laft  it  took  Fire,  and  blew  him^  with  one  or 
two  more,  to  Death,  and  fo  fcorched  and  mangled  die  reft, 
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thaf  it  rai fed  a  vafl  Dread  and  Aftonifhmcnt  in  them,  and 

a  great  Admiration  of  the  Power  and  Art  of  the  EnglijL 

Thefe,  with  fome  other  Accidents,  fo  frighted  and  amazed  ^j"^j^f^''^ 

Powhatan  and  his  People,  that  they  flocked  from  all  Parts, 

and  with  Prefents  defired  Peace;    returning  many  ftolcn 

Things,  which  had  never  been  demanded,  or  thought  of,  by 

the  Englijh,     And  ever  after,  during  the  Remainder  of  Capt. 

iS;77//yfr'sAdminift ration,  both  Powhatan  and  his  People  would 

fend  hack  to  James-Town^  fuch  as  had  been  taken  ftealing,  to 

receive  their  Puniihment ;  and  the  whole  Country  became 

as  abfolutely  free  and  fafa  to  the  Englijh^  as  to  thcmfclves. 

And  now  the  Colony  purfued  their  Bufmefs  with  Ala* 
crity  and  Succefs.  They  made  three  or  four  Laft  of  Tar, 
Pitch,  and  Soap-Afties ;  produced  a  Trial  of  Glafs ;  funk 
ti  Well  in  the  Fort,  of  excellent  Water,  which  till  then 
was  wanting  ;  built  about  twenty  Houfes  ;  new  covered  the 
Church ;  provided  Nets  and  Weirs  for  fiihing ;  and  to  flop 
die  Diforders  of  the  Thieves  and  Indians^  tliey  built  a  Block- 
houfe  in  the  Neck  of  the  Ifland,  to  receive  the  Trade  of  the 
Indians ;  and  none,  neither  Indian  nor  Chriiiian,  was  (uU 
fcred  to  pafs  or  repafs,  without  the  Prefidcnt's  Order.  Tiiir- 
ty  or  forty  Acres  of  Ground  were  broke  up  and  planted. 
Of  three  Sows,  in  eighteen  Months,  increafed  fixty  odd 
Pigs  ;  and  near  five  hundred  Chickens  brought  up  thcin- 
fdves,  without  having  any  thing  given  them.  But  the  Hogs 
were  tranfported  to  Hog-Ifland  5  where  alfo  was  built  a 
Block-houfe,  with  a  Garrifon,  to  give  Notice  of  any  Sliips ; 
and  for  their  Exercife  at  leifure  Times,  they  made  Llupbcard 
and  Wainfcot.  In  this  Time,  died  Captain  JP'yune  \  fo  th:  t 
the  Government  devolved  wholly  upon  the  Prefi.kp.t,  as  ic 
had  before  in  EfFeA  done,  by  his  having  two  Voicts  in 
Che  Council. 

But  this  Flow  of  Plenty  and  Profperity  lafted  not  long. 
For,  upon  Exam inatioiH  they  found  half  tlieir  Corn  rotkn, 
and  the  reft  confumed  by  Rats;  which,  coining  orignally 
from  the  Ships,  had  increafed  to  incredible  Multitu.Jos.  Si> 
that  all  Works  were  intermitted,  and  tlic  People  fui]u:icnt]y 
employed  to  get  Provifions.  But  at  firft,  the  Indians^  lo 
exprcfe  their  Love,  brought  in  an  hundred  a  D.iy,  at  leaf}, 
of  Squirrels,  Turkics,  Deer,  and  other  wild  Bcails ;  and 
Powhatan  fparcd  them  near  half  his  Stock  of  Corn.  But 
the  Prefident  was  neverthclcfs  obliged  to  detach  fixty  or 
eighty  down  the  River,  to  live  upon  Oyftcrs.  'iVcnty 
were  fcnt  to  the  Falls  witii  Mr.  JP'eJt ;  and  as  many  more 
l^ith  Lieutenant  Perry  to  Point  Cnjnfori^  to  try  ^cr  a  f'ljncry. 
But  he  being  very  fick,  and  f  >rcly  burnt  vi'ich  Gun-powJcr, 
tbcT  would  not  agree  in  fix  Weeks,  once  to  call  out  t!Kir 
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Nn.  Many  were  billetted  among  the  Indians^  who  knew» 
'  that  they  had  fuch  a  commanding  Power  at  James-TtwH^ 
J^^  Smith  x\xzt  they  durft  not  wrong  them  in  the  leaft.  And  in  all 
FftfUent.  jj^i^  Time  ofxDiftrefs,  they  caught  more  Sturgeon  than 
could  be  devoured  by  Man  and  l>og.  This  the  induftri« 
ous  drying  and  pounding,  would  mingle  with  Caviare,  Sor- 
rel, and  wholfome  Herbs,  and  make  Bread  and  good  Meat. 
Odiers  would  gather  as  much  Tuckahoe  Root  in  a  Day, 
as  would  make  them  Bread  for  a  Week.  So  that,  upon 
thefe  wild  Produ^^  and  what  they  caught,  the  dilig^ 
lived  very  well  and  plentifully.' 

Yet  fuch  was  the  infuiFerabk  Sloth  and  unrcafonable  Per- 
vcrfenefs  of  far  the  greater  Number,  that  they  would  foontr 
linve  perifhed,  than  have  been  at  the  Pains  to  nther  Food. 
And  they  were  even  importunate  with  the  Prefident,  to 
foil  their  Tools  and  Iron,  nay^  their  Swords  and  Firelocks^ 
and  thefr  very  Houfes  und  Ordinance,  to  the  Induins  for 
this  I'rafli,  And  they  took  Occafion  from  bence,  in  at 
very  turbulent  and  clamorous  Manner,  to  infift  on  the  Ne- 
ccilitv  of  leaving  the  Country.  But  the  Prefident^  having 
punKhed  one  of  the  worft  and  moft  feditious  among  them> 
called  the  reft  together,  and  reprefented  to  them  the  cxr 
trcme  Folly  and  iniquity  of  their  Proceedings.  And  he 
told  them,  that  if  any  more  were  found  attempting  t9  run 
away  to  Newfoundland  with  the  Bark,  they  mightaJTuredly 
expert  the  Gallows,  as  their  Fate :  That  he  never  hod  more 
from  the  Store  than  the  worft  of  them  5  for  they  well  kneW 
and  faw,  that  his  extraordinary  Allowance,  as  Prefidenty 
was  conftantly  diftributed  among  the  Sick  :  and.  That  fmct 
he  found,  Neccflity  had  not  Power  to  force  them  to  eather 
the  Fruits  of  the  ^arth,  he  was  refolved,  that  they  mould 
gather,  not  only  for  themfelves,  but  alfo  for  the  Sick ;  and 
that  whofoevcr  would  not  gather,  every  Day,  as  much,  as 
he  himfc'lf  did,  fliould,  the  next  Day,  be  fet  beyond  the  Ri- 
ver, and  banilhed  from  the  Fort,  as  a  Drone.  This  Order 
rnifcJ  a  great  Clamour  and  Outcry ;  but  it  made  moft  of 
them  bcftir  themfelves  fo  well,  that  they  had  Plenty  of  Food 
to  eat,  and  continued  very  healthy  and  ftrong.  Yet  many 
of  them,  unJcrftanding,  how  well  they  were  ufcd,  that 
were  billettv-d  amon^  the  Indians^  ran  away  to  Kemps  and 
Tujjhrcy  their  old  Prifoncrs.  But  Kemps  firft  made  himfelf 
Sport  with  t'lcm,  fncwing  his  Countrymen,  how  he  was 
ufcJ,-  when  a  Prifoner,  and  fcedirig  them  upon  thb  Condi- 
tion, that  tl^cy,  who  would  not  work,  Ihould  not  eat ;  and 
then  he  curled  them  back,  by  Force,  to  the  Prefident. 

This  dcttrrcd  many  others,  who  intended  to  follow; 
and  mads  tb^m  content,  rather  to  labour  at  home,  than 
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venture  among  the  Indians.    For  the  Kings,  and  better  Sort    1609. 
of  that  People,  were  fo  afraid,  or  fo  friendly,  that  when  tlie  ^ — v — ' 
EngUJh  punifhed  fome  of  their  bafer  Sort  with  great  Severity,  7^»  ^•"'^ 
they  would  hire  then^  not  to  tell  it  to  their  Kings  or  Coun-  ^'*^*^ 
trymen ;  left  they  (hould  puniih  them  again,  and  fend  them 
X»  Jamii-Towtty  to  give  full  Satisfaction  to  the  Prefident. 

About  this  time,  Mr.  SickUmore  returned  from  Cha^ 
ivonock ;  but  without  any  Information  of  Sir  IValter  Ralegh^ % 
loft  Company,  or  fatisfadory  Account  of  the  Silk-grafs. 
And  the  Prelident,  to  purfuc  a  Point  thought  fo  neceiTary 
hy  the  Council  in  England^  fent  off  Mr.  Nathaniel  Powel 
and  Jnas  Todkill^  to  the  Mangoags^  a  Nation  of  Indians^ 
Dot  fubjed  to  Powhatan^  dwelling  on  the  upper  Branches 
of  Nottowayy  or  fome  fmall  Streams  of  Roanoke  River.  He 
obtained  Guides  from  the  King  of  the  ^iyoughquobamcks^ 
a  (inall  Nation  of  Indians^  feat^  on  the  Souib  Side  of  James 
River,  about  ten  Miles  above  James-Tofvn.  This  good 
King  did  ever  affeA  the  Englijb  above  all  others ;  and  al- 
Cho'  he  was  very  zealous  to  his  falfe  Gods,  yet  he  confeiTed, 
that  the  EngUJh  God  as  much  exceeded  his,  as  their  Guns 
did  his  Bow  and  Arrows  \  and  in  Time  of  Drought,  he 
would  often  fend  Prefents  to  Captain  Smithy  to  pray  to  his 
God  for  Rain.  His  Guides  conidu&ed  Powel  and  Todkilly 
three  Days  Journey,  into  a  high  Country,  towards  the 
Soutbwe^ ;  where  they  faw,  here  and  there,  a  Cornfield, 
by  fome  little  Spring  or  fmall  Brook,  but  no  large  River. 
The  People  were,  in  all  Refpe&s,  like  the  reft,  except  theic 
Language.  They  lived  chiefly  by  hunting,  and  on  Fruits 
and  Roots ;  and  they  trafficked  tneir  Skins  with  thofe  to- 
wards the  Sea  and  fatter  Countries,  for  dried  Fifli  and  Corn. 
But  neither  did  they  here,  or  ever  after,  hear  any  thing  of 
this  Colony,  left  by  Mr.  Whiiej  in  the  Year  1587,  on  one 
of  the  Iflands  of  Hatteras. 

All  this  while,  they  employed  one  ff^iUiam  Volday^  a 
ZwitztTj  by  Promifes  and  Pardons  to  reclaim  his  Country- 
men, the  Uermansy  and  one  Beyitley^  another  Fugitive.  But 
tills  vile  Hypocrite,  pretending  highly  to  deteft  their  Villa- 
ny,  hereby  got  an  Opportunity,  to  convey  them  every  thing 
thqr  wanted,  to  effcA  their  Proje£b,  and  deftroy  the  Colo- 
ny. With  much  Devotion  they  looked  for  the  Spamardy 
to  whom  they  were  willing  and  intended  tc  do  i;ood  Service. 
And  finding,  the  EngUJh  v/cre  obliged  to  difpcnc  thcmfelves 
to  either  Food,  tlicy  importuned  Powhatan  to  lend  thcfu 
his  Forces ;  and  they  undt-rrook,  not  only  to  deftroy  tlie 
Hop,  fire  the  Town,  and  fcizc  on  the  Bark,  but  to  bring 
tnoft  of  the  Colony  to  his  Service  and  Suojcc^ijn.  This 
Scheme  was  communicated  to  mnny  of  their  C'riedcratcs 
dt  the  Fort  ^  but  two,  whofc*  Hearts  rekmcd  ac  the  Moiror 
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1609.     of  the  Aft,  revealed  it  to  the  Prefident.     He  ordered  them 
^— V— ^  to  keep  it  ftill  a  Secret,  .md  to  draw  them  into  fuch  Ambuf- 
jckn  Umltb  cadcs,  as  he  had  prepared.     But  the  thing  taking  Air,  and 
Prtfidcat.     ^on^ing  to  the  Ears  of  the  impatient  Multitude,  they  were 
outragious  to  go  and  deftroy  them  immediately.  Lieutenant 
Percy  and  Mr.  John  Codrington^  two  Gentlemen  of  high  and 
refolute  Spirits,  oftered  their  Service,  to  go  to  fVerowocomO' 
cOy  and  to  cut  their  Throats  before  the  tace  of  Powhatan. 
But  the  Prefident  cared  not  to  hazard  fuch  Perfons,  for 
whom  he  had  other  Employment ;  and  gave  Way  to  Mr. 
'  ff^jlffjn  and  Serjeant  Jeffery  Ablot^  to  undertake  the  Matter. 
But  the  Germans  fo  blinded  jlbbot^  with  a  fair  Tale,  that 
he  relented  ;  and  WyJ^n^  tho'  willing,  cared  not  to  attempt 
it  alone.     When  Powhatan  underftood  their  Bufmefs,  he 
fent  immediately  to  the  Prefident,  to  inform  him,  that  he 
neither  detained  them,  nor  hindered  his  Men  from  execu- 
ting his  Command.     For  he  neither  did,  nor  would  main- 
tain them,  or  any  other,  to  his  Difpleafuie.     But  altho' 
thefe  treacherous  Foreigners  did  all  they  cquld,  to  raife  and 
incenfe  Powhatan  and  the  Indians  againft  the  Englijky  yet 
fucli  exa6l  Intelligence  had  Captain  Smith  of  their  Plots, 
that  tlieir  Machinations  were  his  grcateft  Advantage  and  Se- 
curity.   And  if  any  Commotion  had  happened,  he  always 
had  it  in  his  Power  to  take  Revenge.    For  all  the  Country 
now  ftood  more  in  Fear  of  him,  than  of  Powhatan  ;  and  he 
had  fuch  Parties  among  the  bordering  Nations,  that,  out  of 
Love  or  Fear,  they  would  have  done  any  thing,  he  comman- 
ded.    However,  not  long  after,  one  of  the  Germans  return- 
ed to  his  Duty  j  but  the  other  ftill  remained  with  Powhatan. 
Whilst  thefe  things  were  paffing,  Captain  Samuel  Ar- 
gall  arrived,  who  was  afterwards  an  adive  Perfon  here,  and 
a  noted  Governor  of  the  Country.     He  came  to  truck  with 
the  Colony,  and  to  fifli  for  Sturgeon,  with  a  Ship  well  fur- 
ni(hed  with  Wine  and  other  good  Provifion.     This  was,  at 
that  Time,  a  prohibited  Trade ;  but  he  being  a  Kinfman 
to  Sir  Tho7nas  Smithy  the  Tre:ifurer,  it  was  connived  at  and 
overlooked.     The  NecciTities  of  the  Colony  obliged  them 
to  take  his  Provinons,  by  which  his  Voyage  was  loft  ;  but 
they  rev'dlii.illcd  him,  when  their  next  oupply  arrived,  and 
fciit  him  tp  E^'^Jand  with  a  full  Account  of  the  State  of  their 
Afl'iirs.     }>y  t'lis  Ship,  they  received  Letters,  which  taxed 
the  PrcTiJint  for  his  hard  Ufage  of  the  Natives,  and  for 
not  roturniiiG:  tlie  Sliips  freighted.     And  nowalfo,  they  firft 
had  an  Account  of  the  Alterations  in  England^  and  of  the 
jxrcat  Prcpuratio.ns  and  large  Supply,  to  be  fent  by  the  Lord 
/>./.::.'••  7-,    :pn(;inu;d  Captain-General  and  Governor  in 
C!ji;.f  cf  I  he  Ik:  a. 
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H  E  Trcafurcr,  Council,  and  Company  in      ^^ 
England^  were  ftill  intent  upon  prefent  Gain,  l  'tj'   j 
and  gaping  after  the  Mines  of  Mexico  and  j^Smitb 
^^  -^  Peru  from  their  Difcovery ;  and  upon  the  Prpfiiaiw 

nlrOg>  t^B  laft  Voyage,  not  finding  that  Profit  and  Re- 
WoL  ^  iw5S  turn,  they  expe£ted,  they  were  much  dif- 
appointed  and  enraged.  To  this  was  added  Netvport's  Ac- 
coun^of  things,  which  was  certainly  not  very  favourable 
to  their  Condud  and  Management  in  Virginia.  The  Com- 
pany therefore  made  Intcreft  to  his  Majdfty,  to  grant  them 
a  new  Charter,  which  bears  Date  the  ajd  of  May  1609, 
and  contains  larger  Ppwers  and  more  ample  Privileges,  than 
Jhc  former ;  as  may  be  feen  in  the  Original,  printed  at  large 
in  the  Appendix.  By  this  Charter  the  Power  and  Authority 
of  the  Prefident  and  Council  in  V'trginia^  were  exprcfly  a* 
brogated  ;  and  they  were  ftreightly  commanded,  upon  tncijf 
Allegiance,  to  pay  Obedience  to  fuch  Governor  or  Govcr* 
nore,  as  (hould  be  appointed  by  the  Council  in  England^  Ii^ 
Confequence  of  which  Power,  the  Council  conftituted  Sir 
nomas  ^Veft^  Lord  Delawarr^  Captain-General  of  Virgin 
^a ;  Sir  Thomas  Gates^  his  Licutcnant-Gcneral ;  Sir  George 
fomerSf  Admiral ;  Captain  Newport^  Vice-Admiral  j  Sit 
fiomas  Dale^  High-Marflial  5  S|r  Ferdinando  fVatntn^n^ 
General  of  the  Horfe  ;  and  fo,  many  other  OiEccs,  to  fc«? 
«enj  worthy  Gcntlemc^i,  for  their  Livw. 
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This  new  Charter  was  granted  to  the  Earls  of  Salijbu^ 
^  ry^  Suffolk^  Southampton^  P^mbroh^  and  other  Peers,  ta 
jcbn  Smith  the  Numbcr  of  twenty  one ;  to  the  Honourable  George 
Pfcfid^t.     p^^^  ^^  p^^^^.^  ff,^j^^  j.f^j.^.  ^^  gj^  Humthry  Weldy  Lord 

Mayor  of  London^  and  ninety  eight  other  Nights,  exprefly 
named  j  and  to  Dr.  Matthew  Sutdiffe^  with  a  great  Multi- 
tude more,  of  Doftors,  Efquires,  Gentlemen,  Officers, 
Merchants,  and  Citizens,  together  with  many  Corporations 
and  Companies  oi  London.  So  many  Perfons  of  great  Power, 
Intereft,  and  Fortune,  engaging  in  the  Enterprife,  and  the 
Lord  Delawarr^  with  the  other  Gentlemen  of  Diftindion, 
appointed  to  the  fevcral  Offices,  foon  drew  in  fuch  large 
Sums  ot  Money,  that  they  difpatched  away  Sir  Thomat 
Gatesj  Sir  George  Somcrs^  and  Captain  Newport^  with  nine 
Ships,  and  five  hundred  People.  7*hcfe  three  Gentlemen 
had,  each  of  them,  a  Commiffion,  who  firft  arrived,  to 
call  in  the  old.  But  bccaufe  they  could  not  agree  for  Place, 
it  was  concluded,  that  they  Ihould  all  go  in  one  Ship,  cal- 
led the  Sea-Venture.  They  failed  from  England  the  latter 
End  oi  May^  1609;  but  tne  25th  of  July^  the  Admiral- 
Ship  was  parted  from  the  reft  of  the  Fleet,  by  the  Tail  o 
a  Hurricane,  having  on  board  the  three  Commanders,  an 
buiuired  and  fifty  Men,  their  new  Commiffion,  and  Bills 
of  Lading,  togetner  with  all  Manner  of  Inftrudions  and 
Dircdlions,  apd  the  beft  Part  of  their  Provifions.  She  ar- 
rived not,  but  was  foundered  on  Bermudas^  as  (hall  be 
hereafter  related.  A  fmall  Catch  likewife  pcriihed  in  the 
Hurricane ;  but  the  feven  other  Ships  came  fafe.  In  them, 
as  Captains,  came  Ratcliffe^  (whofe  right  Name,  as  is  faid, 
was  Stcklemore)  Martin^  and  Archer^  with  Captain  PFoodj 
Paptain  PVcbbey  Captain  Moon^  Captain  -KrW,  Captain 
Daviesy  Mr.  Ralph  Hamer^  and  divers  other  Gentlemen, 
of  good  Fortune,  and  eminent  Birth.  The  Prefidcnt,  be- 
ing informed  by  his  Scouts  of  the  Arrival  of  this  Fleet,  lit- 
tle dreamed  of  fuch  a  Supply,  but  fuppofed  them,  at  firft, 
to  be  Spaniards,  He  therefore  put  himfelf  into  the  beft 
Pofture  of  Defence  he  could ;  and  Jjeing  feconded  by  the 
Indians  (who,  upon  this  Occafion,  {hew<^  their  Friendfhip, 
and  prepared,  with  great  Alacrity,  toaffift  the  Englijh  with 
their  utmoft  Power  J  they  thought  themfelves  fo  well  provi- 
ded for  the  R::ception  of  an  Enemy,  that  they  little  feared 
their  Coming. 

Raf.liffej  Martin,  and  Archer,  had  bred  much  Diftur- 
hange  at  Sea,  and  had  paved  the  Way,  for  being  even  more 
troublefome  aftiore.  For  they  had  infufed  fuch  Jealoufies 
find  Prejudices  into  the  Company  againft  Captain  Smith, 
t!ut  they  murtally  Kated  him,  before  they  had  ever  feen 
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iiim.  But  feveral  of  better  Senfe  and  ExperkiKe  among 
them,  from  their  firft  Landing,  hearing  the  general  good  ^ 
Report  of  his  old  Soldiers,  and  feeing  the  rrudence  and  Up-  ^^*"'* 
rightneis  of  his  A&ions,  were  foon  undeceived,  and  faw  ^'^  ^ 
into  the  Malice  of  JRaUUffe  and  his  Fa£Uon.  They  there- 
fore left  their  Society,  and  ever  adhered  to  Captain  Srmtb^ 
as  his  firm  and  faithful  Friends.  But  a  great  Part  of  this 
new  G>mpany  confided  of  unrulv  Sparks,  packed  off  by 
their  Friends,  to  efcape  worfe  Deftinies  at  home.  And  the 
reft  were  chiefly  .made  up  of  poor  Gentlemen,  broken 
Tradelmen,  Rakes  and  Libertines,  Footmen,  and  fuch  o- 
thers,  as  were  much  fitter  to  fpoil  or  ruin  a  Common- 
wealth* than  to  help  to  raife  or  maintain  one.  This  lewd 
Company  therefore  were  led  by  their  feditious  Captains, 
jnto  many  Mifchiefs  and  Extravagancies.  They  aflumed 
to  themfelves  the  Power  of  difpofing  of  the  Government  s 
and  CQD&rred  it  fometimes  on  one,  and  fometimes  on  ano^ 
ther.  To-day,  the  old  CommilEon  muft  rule ;  To-mor- 
row, the  new ;  and  next  Day,  neither.  So  thai,  all  was 
Anarchy  and  Diftra£Uon  j  neither  were  there  any  Hopes, 
from  the  prefent  Pofture  of  Affairs,  but  of  the  utmoft  Mi- 
fery  and  Confufion* 

The  German  alfo,  that  had  returned  to  the  Englijb^ 
ieeing  this  diftraAed  State  of  things,  and  hoping  for  fome 
Advantage  from  it,  fled  again,  with  one  of  his  Conforts, 
to  Powhatan  (  to  whom  he  promifed  Wonders,  at  tJie  Ar- 
rival of  Lord  Dilawarr,  But  that  fenfible  Barbarian,  know- 
ing the  Wickednefs  and  Perfidy  of  their  Nature,  replied  j 
That  they,  who  would  have  betrayed  Captain  Smith  to 
him,  would  qertainly  betray  him  to  this  great  Lord,  to 
make  their  Peace*  And  fo,  he  ordered  his  Men,  to  beat 
out  their  Brains.  But  Voldayy  the  Zwitztr^  made  a  fhift 
to  get  to£ii^/i»f^}  where  perfuading  the  Merchants  what 
rich  Mines  be  had  found,  and  what  Services  he  would  do 
them,  he  was  well  rewarded,  and  fent  back  with  the  Lord 
Dilawarr.  But  being  found  a  mere  Impoftor,  he  died  in 
a  moft  contenmed  and  miferable  Manner. 

Captain  Smithy  all  this  Time  of  Turbulancy  and 
Diftradion,  was  fadly  troubled  and  perplexed,  how  to  pro* 
ceed.  At  firft,  finding  his  Authority  thus  unexpectedly  can- 
celled and  changed,  he  refolved  to  leave  all,  and  return  for 
England.  But  afterwards,  feeing,  there  was  little  Hope  of 
the  Arrival  of  this  new  Commiifion,  and  that  his  own  was 
not  legally  fuperfeded,  but  by  the  aAual  Production  of  anon 
ther,  he  determined  to  bear  up,  and  to  aft  with  Vigor  and 
Rcfoiution.  He  therefore  fet  himfelf,  with  great  Courage, 
and  the  perpetual  Hazard  of  his  Life,  to  oppofe  this  Tor* 
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rent  of  Fa£lion  and  Immorality  ;  and  at  laft,  fo  far  mafter* 
^  ed  it,  that  he  caft  RatcUffe^  Archer^  and  the  other  Chiefs, 
jihH  s.-nitb  into  Prifon,  till  he  had  more  Leifure,  to  bring  them  to  z 
Prcfid«t.  f^jj.  j^j  jgggi  y^jjjj^  ^„^j  ^j^g  ^^^j,  ^Q  difEpate  the  Hu- 
mours, and  to  break  their  Confederacies,  he  fcnt  Mr.  ff^efi^ 
with  an  hundred  and  twenty,  the  beft,  he  coul{l  chufe,  to 
mnko.  a  Settlement  at  the  Falls  j  and  Martin^  with  near 
the  r.iine  Number,  to  Nanfamond  \  allowing  each  then:  due 
Proportion  of  all  the  Provifions,  according  to  their  Number, 
And  njvv  the  Year  of  his  Prcfidency  being  near  expired,  he 
r\\\v^^  Capcain  MarUn^  who  was  become  more  tra^bble, 
Pi.iulcp.c  in  his  Room.  Rut  Martin^  knowing  his  own  In- 
Ajfricr^'iicy,  and  tho  People's  Jarulinefs  and  little  Regard 
fur  him,  within  three  Hours,  refignc«l  it  again  to  Captain 
Smith,  For  us  Ratcliffe  had  been  removed  from  the  Coun- 
cil, and  was  w^x  r.gua  rcitored,  Martin  and  Smth  were  the 
only  two  then  in  the  Country,  that  cculd  either  elcdl,  or 
be  cle6Vcd  Prcfidcnt.  And  Martin^  having  thus  wifely  dif- 
cngaged  himfclf  from  an  Office,  which  he  was  then  no  ways 
ab!c  to  execute  or  fupport,  proceeded  to  make  hb  Settle- 
ment at  Nanfamond*  That  Nation,  having  been  reduced 
to  Subjcdtion  and  Contribution,  ufed  him  kindly  ;  yet  fuch 
were  his  unreafonable  JealouiV  and  Fear,  that  he  furprifed 
the  poor  naked  King,  and  hfs  Monuments  and  Houfes,  with 
the  Ifland,  wherein  he  lived,  and  there  fortified  himfelf. 
But  the  India^is^  foon  perceiving  his  Fear  and  Diftradtion, 
ventured  to  aflault  him  ;  and  they  killed  feveral  of  his  Men, 
releafed  their  King,  and  gathered  and  carried  off  a  thoufand 
Bufhels  of  Corn  \  wliill):  he,  in  the  mean  while,  never  once 
oftered  to  intercept  them,  but  fent  to  the  Prefident,  then 
at  the  Fajls,  for  thirty  Soldiers.  Thefe  were  prefently  fcnt 
him  from  James-Town.  But  he  fo  employed  them,  that 
^hey  did  nothing,  and  foon  returnee,  complaining  of  his 
Tcndernefs  and  Cowardice.  And  he  likewife,  leaving  his 
Company  to  thck  Fortunes,  came  away  with  them  to  Janu^* 
Town. 

The  Prefident  followed  the  other  Company  up  to  the 
Fails,  to  fee  them  well  feated.  But  he  was  furprifed,  in 
his  Way,  to  meet  Captain  Weft^  fo  foop  returning  to  JameS'* 
Toiun '^  and  he  foupd  the  Settlement  very  inconfiderately 
madcj  in  a  Place,  not  only  liable  to  the  River's  Inundation, 
bt;t  alfo  fubjcdl  to  m/ny  other  intolerable  Inconveniences. 
To  remedy  whicl),  he  imiuLcliatcly  ftnt  to  Powhatan^  to 
purchafe  the  Place,  cixWcd  PoxvJ:{:tan.  The  Conditions  of 
th:ir  Agreement  wcr-  r-.c'c:  Thnt  the  Englijh  fliould  de- 
f;Mid  him  .i^,ain{l  tlic  A/amikin: ;  That  he  mould  refign  to 
them  tiic  Fort  and  tlic  Houlcs,  with  »11  t!iat  Country,  for  a 
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Proportion  of  Copper  :  That  all  Thicvts  ihould  be  fent  1609. 
thithoT)  to  receive  their  Punifhment :  That  every  Houfe,  ^— v^— * 
as  a  Cuftom,  fhould  pay  the  Prefident  a  Bufliel  of  Corn,  >*«  ^""<* 
for  an  Inch  fquare  of  Copper,  and  a  certain  Quantity  of  **'^*^***"** 
Pocones  to  King  James^  for  their  Protefiion  :  and.  That 
they  fliould  barter,  what  clfe  they  c*<»ul  j  fparc,  at  their  beft 
Difcretion.  But  Captain  WeJW  Comp».ny  depended  fo 
much  on  the  Lord  General's  new  Commifiion,  that  they 
regarded  no  Perfon  or  thing.  And  fupp/hng,  the  Marta" 
kins*  Country  reached  to  the  South-Sea^  and  was  all  Gold, 
they  pleafed  themfelves  with  the  vain  Conceit,  that  it  was 
entirely  under  their  Power  and  Command,  and  that  none 
ihould  go  thither,  but  whom  they  pleafed.  They  therefore 
rcjefted  the  Prefident  with  Infolence  and  Contempt.  How- 
ever he  ventured,  with  five  Men,  to  land  among  them  ; 
and  committed  the  Heads  of  the  Mutiny  to  Prifon,  tiU,  by 
their  Numbers,  they  obliged  him  to  retire.  In  making  pfr, 
he  happily  furprifed  one  of  their  Boats,  with  which  he  re* 
turned  to  the  Ship  ;  and  had  not  the  Mariners  proved  very 
trad^ablc  and  faithful  to  him,  he  had  fmall  Means  and  littte 
Probability  of  efcaping  their  Fury. 

The  /t^/tfi7x  alfo  came  to  him ;  complaining,  that  he 
had  brought  them,  for  Protestors,  worfe  Enemies,  than 
the  Manakins  themfelves,  that  they  ftole  their  Com,  rob- 
bed their  Gardens,  broke  open  their  Houfes,  beat  them, 
and  kept  feveral  in  Prifon  j  and  that,  till  then,  they  had 
borne  all  this,  out  of  Love  to  him,  but  defired  Pardon,  if 
hereafter  they  defended  themfelves.  They  likewife  offered 
him  their  ABiflance,  and  to  fight  for  him  againfl  them,  if 
he  would  lead  them  on.  But  having  fpent  nine  Days,  to 
no  Purpofe,  in  endeavouring  to  reclaim  them,  he  departed 
for  yamis-Town.  The  Ship  was  no  fooner  under  Sail,  but 
twelve  Indians  afTaulted  thofe  hundred  and  twenty  in  theur 
Fort.  And  finding  many  draggling  abroad  in  the  Woods, 
diey  killed  fome,  and  fo  frighted  the  reft,  that  their  Coun- 
trymen in  Prifon  efcaped,  and  they  went  fafely  off,  with 
the  Swords  and  Cloaks  of  thofe,  they  had  flain.  But  before 
the  Ship  had  (ailed  half  a  League,  fhe  grounded ;  which 
gave  the  Prefident  an  Opportunity  of  fummoning  them^ 
once  more,  to  a  Parley.  And  now  he  found  them  fo 
amazed  with  that  filly  Aflault  of  the  Indiansy  that  they 
Airrendered  themfelves,  upon  any  Terms,  to  his  Mercy. 
He  therc^Dre  laid  fix  or  feven  of  the  chief  Offenders  bv  the 
Heels ;  and  feated  the  reft  at  Powhatan^  the  ftrongeft  and 
moft  pleafant  Place,  he  had  feen  in  the  Country ;  and  for 

gat  Reafon,  they  called  it  Nonfuch.    Here  they  had  dnr 
oufes  for  Lodgmgs,  near  two  hundred  Acres  of  Land, 

cleared 
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1609.    cleared  and  readv  for  planting,  with  a  Sava^  Fort,  ready 

^'—-v'— ^  built,  and  prcttilv  fortified  with  Poles  and  Barks  of  TreeSf 

ij»^5«w>A  and  fufficient  to  have  defended  them  againft  all  the  Indians 

"*^^*^    in  the  Country.     He  likewiie  appeafed  the  Indians^  making 

Reftitudon  and  SatisfaSion,  to  each  Party,  for  their  former 

Ix>fres  and  Damages. 

And  now,  new  Officers  being  appointed,  and  the  Prefi- 
dent  ready  to  depart,  juft  at  that  Inftant  arrived  Captain 
TVift ;  whofe  gentle  Nature  was  fo  wrought  on  and  abufedf 
by  Compaffion  for  the  Prifoners,  and  the  Perfuafions  of  the 
Mutineers,  who  alledged,  they  had  only  done  this  for  his  Ho- 
nour, that  all  thin^  were  again  thrown  into  Confufion  and 
Mutiny.  But  the  rrefident,  having  no  Inclination  to  con* 
tend  with  Mr.  Weft^  and  little  Power  to  curb  their  Info- 
knee,  left  them  to  their  Fortunes,  and  returned  to  James* 
Town*  And  foon  after  they  abandoned  Nonfuchj  and  wen$ 
back  to  their  firft  Settlement  at  fVeJi's-Fort. 

But  pafling  down  the  River,  as  Captain  Smith  war 
^eep  in  the  Boat,  his  Powder-bag,  by  fome  Accident,  wa» 
iired ;  which  tore  the  Flefh  from  his  Body  and  ThighS| 
nine  or  ten  Inches  fquare,  in  a  moft  dreadful  Manner.     Ta 

Juench  the  Fire,  which  fryed  and  tormented  him  in  hiv" 
'loaths,  he  leaped  overboard,  and  was  almoft  drowned, 
before  they  could  recover  him.  In  this  piteous  State,  he 
arrived  at  James-^Townj  where  Ratcliffe^  Archer ^  and  the 
reft  of  their  Confederates,  were  foon  to  come  to  their 
Trials.  But  their  guilty  Confciences  mifgiving  them,  and 
feeing  the  Prefment  unable  to  ftand,  and  almoft  bereft  of 
his  Scnfes  by  reafon  of  his  Torment,  they  entered  into  2 
Confpiracy  to  murder  him  in  his  Bed.  But  his  Heart  failed 
him,  who  was  to  have  riven  Fire  to  the  Piftol.  And  fo, 
being  difappointed  in  this  rurpofe,  they  joined  together,  to- 
ufurp  the  Government,  and  thereby  efcape  their  Puniih- 
ment.  In  the  mean  time,  the  Prefident's  old  Soldiers,  be- 
ing provoked,  beyond  all  Patience,  at  their  Malice  and  Se- 
dition, flocked  to  him,  and  importuned  him  to  give  them 
but  the  Word,  and  they  would  fetchjthe  Heads  of  the  bold- 
eft  among  them,  that  durft  refift  his  Commands.  Yet  he 
would  not  fufter  them  to  bring  the  Matter  to  a  civil  Broil ; 
but  fent  immediately  for  the  Rafters  of  the  Ships,  and  took 
Order  with  them  tor  his  Return  to  England.  For  there 
Was  neither  Chirurgeon  nor  Chirurgery  at  the  Fort ;  and 
bis  Wounds  were  fo  grievous,  and  Torments  fo  cruel,  that 
few  expeded,  he  could  live.  And  he  likewife  highly  re< 
fented,  and  was  much  chagrined,  to  fee  his  Authority  fup^ 
prefTed,  he  knew  not  why ;  himfelf  and  his  Soldiers  to  b^ 
xewarded  for  their  paft  Labours  and  D4ngcrS|  he  knew  not 

how 
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liow  }  and  a  new  Commiffion  granted,  to  they  knew  not    x^- 
whom.    And  befides,  he  found  himfelf  unable  to  follow  his  ^*'""V"^ 
Bufuieis,  fuppreis  thofe  Fadions,  and  range  the  Country  7«*?^'* 
for  Provifions,  as  he  before  intended.    And  he  well  knew, 
that  his  own  Prefence  and  Adivity  were  as  reauiilte  in  thofe 
Affairs,  as  his  Advice  and  Diredions.    For  all  which  Rea- 
fons,  he  refolved  upon  leaving  the  Country,  and  went  pre* 
fently  on  board  one  of  the  Ships. 

Captain  Pncj  had  been,  for  fome  time,  in  averyxhe  Hoiu 
bad  State  of  Health,  and  had  taken  his  Pailage  in  one  of  the  GeatePtr^ 
Ships,  to  go  to  England.    But  now,  upon  SmitV^  ^P'*no?'^^* 
tare,  many  came  about  him,  and  by  Intreaties  and  Per-''^'* 
fuafions,  prevailed  with  him  to  ftay,  and  take  upon  him  the 
Government.    Bqt  there  were  many  others  up  in  Arms^ 
calling  themfelves  Prefidents  and  Counfellors  ;  feveral  of 
which  beganoiow  to  fawn  upon  and  foUicite  Smithy  to  give 
up  his  Commiffion  to  them.    And  after  much  ado,  and 
many  bitter  Sepulfes,  that  their  Ruin  and  Confufion  might 
not  oe  attributed  to  him,  for  leaving  the  Country  without 
a  Commiffion,  he  permitted  it  to  be  ftolen,  but  never  could 
be  induced  to  refign  it  into  fuch  vile  Hands.    In  which  he 
ieems  to  have  h^n  fomething  froward  and  peevifli.    For 
fince  the  old  Soldiers,  and  better  Sort  of  new  Comers,  bad 
generally  agreed  upon  Captain  Percy  for  their  Governor,  a 
rcrfon  every  way  fit  for  the  Office,  except  in  Point  of 
Health,  it  would  have  been  but  reafonable  in  biro,  to  have 
endeavoured  to  confirm  him  in  his  Authority,  and  whea 
he  departed,  to  have  delivered  up  his  Commiffion  to  him. 

And  thus,  dbout  Michaelmas  1609,  Captain  ^^n'/Meft 
die  Country,  never  again  to  fee  it.  He  left  behind  him 
three  Ships  and  feven  Boats  i  Coipmodides  ready  for  Trade  ; 
the  Corn  newly  gathered  ;  ten  Weeks  Provifion  in  the 
Store ;  four  hundred  ninety  and  odd  Perfons  ;  t¥renty  four 
Pieces  of  Ordinance ;  three  hundred  Mufkets,  with  other 
Arms  and  Ammunition,  more  than  fufficient  for  the  Men  ; 
the  Indians^  their  Language,  and  Habitations,  vrcH  known 
to  an  hundred  trained  and  expert  Soldiers ;  Nets  for  fifhing  ; 
Tools,  of  all  Sorts,  to  work ;  Apparel,  to  fupply  their 
Wants  I  fix  Mares  and  a  Horfe ;  five  or  fix  hundred  Hogs  ; 
as  many  Hens  and  Chickens  ;  with  fome  Goats,  and  fome 
Sheep.  For  whatever  had  been  brought,  or  bred  here,  ftill 
remained.  But  this  feditious  and  diftraded  Rabble,  re- 
garding n§t  any  thing,  but  from  Hand  to  Mouthy  riotoufly 
confumed,  what  there  was ;  and  took  Care  for  nothing, 
but  to  colour  and  make  out  fome  Complaints  againft  Cap- 
lain  Smiti.  For  this  End,  the  Ships  were  ftaid  thre^ 
Weeks,  at  a  great  Charge,  till  they  could  produce  and 

bring 
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1609.     bring  them  to  bear.    But,  notwithftanding  their  pcrverfr 
Humours  and  linreaTonable  Clamours,  Captain  Smith  was 


daunted  Spirit  and  Refolution,  the  Eflablifliment  and  firm 
Settlement  of  this  Colony  was  certainly  owing ;  and  there- 
fore it  may  not  be  unacceptable  to  the  Reader,  to  have 
fome  farther  Account  of  his  Perfon  and  Aftions.  And  this 
we  are  enabled  to  do  the  more  authenticly,  as  he  hath  him- 
felf,  at  the  Requeft  of  Sir  Robert  Cotton^  the  famous  Anti- 
quarian, left  a  brief  Relation  of  his  principal  Travels  and 
Adventures. 

H  E  was  bom  a  Gentleman,  to  a  competent  Fortxme,  at 
IVtUoughby  in  Lincolnjhire^  in  the  Year  1579.  From  his 
very  Childhood,  he  had  a  roving  and  romantic  Fancy,  and 
Vras  ftrangely  fet  upon  performing  fome  brave  and  adven- 
turous Atcliievcmcnt.  Accordingly,  being  about  thirteen 
Years  of  Age  at  School,  he  fold  his  Satchel  and  Books,  and 
all,  he  ha^,  to  raifc  Money,  in  order  to  go  fecretly  beyond 
Sea.  But  his  Father  f-  ving  juft  at  that  Time,  he  was  flop- 
ped for  the  prcfcnr,  and  fell  into  the  Hands  of  Guardians, 
more  intent  on  improving  iiis  Eflate,  than  him.  However, 
at  fifteen,  in  the  Yea*  :594>  he  was  bound  to  a  Merchant 
at  Lynney  the  mofl  confiderable  Trader  in  thofe  Parts. 
But  becaufci  he  would  not  fend  him  immediately  to  Sea,  he 
found  Means  in  the  Train  of  Mr.  Peregrine  Berty^  fecond 
Son  to  the  Lord  Wilhughhy^  to  pafs  into  France.  Here, 
and  in  the  Low-Countries,  he  firft  learnt  the,  Rudiments  of 
War ;  to  which  ProfeiTion  he  was  led,  by  a  flrong  Pro- 
penfit)'  of  Genius.  He  was  afterwards  carried  into  Scotland^ 
with  dclufivc  Hopes,  from  a  Scottijh  Gentleman,  of  being 
cfFe^tually  recommended  to  King  James.  But  foon  find- 
ing himfelf  baffled  in  his  Expedbtions,  he  returned  to  tVil"^ 
loughby^  his  native  Place  5  where  meeting  with  no  Compa- 
ny, agreeable  to  his  Way  of  thinking,  he  retired  into  a 
Wood,  at  a  good  Diflance  from  any  Tpwn,  and  there 
built  himfelf  a  Pavilion  of  Boughs,  and  was  wholly  em-t 
ployed,  in  ftudying  fome  Treatifes  of  the  Art  of  War, 
and  in  the  Exercife  of  his  Horfe  and  Lance.  But  his 
Friends,  being  concerned  at  fuch  a  whimfical  Turn  of 
Mind,  prevailed  with  an  Italian  Gentjeman,  Rider  to  the 
Earl  of  Lincohy  to  infinuate  himfelf  into  his  Acquaintance  ; 
and  as  he  was  an  expert  Horfeman,  and  his  Talent  and  Stu-* 
dies  lay  the  fame  Way  with  Mr.  Smith's^  he  drew  him  fron^ 
his  fylvan  Retirement,  tp  fpend  fome  time  with  him  ^t 
TaiierfalL 
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But  Smithes  reftlefs  Genius  foon  hurried  him  again  into 
Flanders ;  where  lamenting  to  fee  fuch  EfFufion  of  Chriftian 
Blood,  he  refolved  to  try  his  Fortune  againft  the  Turks. 
In  order  to  this,  he  pafled  through  France^  with  Variety 
of  Adventure  and  Misfortune,  in  which  he  always  fhewed 
a  high  and  martial  Spirit.  At  MarfcUUs  he  embarked  for 
Italy.  But  the  Ship  meeting  with  much  foul  Weather,  a 
Rabble  of  Pilgrims,  on  board,  hourly  curfed  him  for  a  Hu- 
gonot,  raOed  at  Queen  Elizabeth  and  his  whole  Nation, 
and  fworc,  they  fhould  never  have  fair  Weather,  as  long 
as  he  was  in  the  Ship.  At  laft,  the  Paffions  of  thefe  pious 
Chriftians  rofe  fo  high,  that  they  threw  him  overboard  ; 
trufting,  we  may  fuppofe,  in  the  Merrit  and  Supererogation 
of  that  holy  Pilgrimage,  to  expiate  the  trifling  O^ence  and 
Peccadillo  of  Murder.  However,  Smithy  by  the  Divine 
Affiftance,  got  fafe  to  a  fmall  uninhabited  Ifland,  againft 
Nice  in  Savoy,  From  thence  he  was  the  next  Day  taken 
off  by  a  French  Rover,  who  treated  him  very  kindly,  and 
with  whom  he  therefore  made  the  Tour  of  the  whole  Me^ 
iiterraneanj  both  on  the  Mebomitan  and  theChnilian  Coafts* 
At  length,  after  a  defperate  Battle,  having  taken  a  very 
rich  Feneiian  Ship,  the  generous  Fnnchnian  fet  him  afhore, 
with  his  Share  of  the  Prize ;  amounting  to  five  hundred  Se* 
queens  in  Specie,  and  a  Box  of  rich  Commodities,  worth 
near  as  much  more.  And  now  out  of  Curiofity  ranging 
all  the  Regions  and  Principalities  of  Italy ^  he  at  laft  went  to 
Vienna^  and  entered  himfelf  a  Gentleman  Volunteer,  in 
Count  Meldritch's  Regiment,  againft  the  Turk» 

He  had  not  been  lon^  in  the  ChrifHan  Army,  before  he 
was  diftinguifhed  for  a  Man  of  great  perfopal  Bravery ;  and 
in  the  Sieges  of  Olumpagh*  and  Alba-Regalisy  he  was  the 
Author  of  fome  Stratagems,  which  fhewed  a  happy  Talent 
for  War,  and  did  fignal  Service  to  the  Chriftian  Caufe.  He 
wis  thereupon  immediately  advanced  to  the  Command  of  a 
Troop  of  Horfe  ;  and  was,  foon  after,  made  Serjeant  Ma- 
jor of  the  Regiment,  a  Poft,  at  that  Time,  next  to  the 
Lieutenant  Colonel.  But  Count  ^r/^r/V^^,  TiTranftlvanian 
Nobleman  by  Birth,  afterwards  puffed  with  his  Regiment, 
out  of  the  Imperial  Service,  into  that  of  his  natural  PriAce, 
Sigifnwnd  Bathoriy  Duke  of  Tranftlvania,  And  here,  en- 
deavouring to  recover  fome  patrim;;nial  Lordfhips,  then  in 
the  Poffeftion  of  the  Turky  he  laid  Siege  to  aftrong  Town, 
chiefly  inhab  ted  by  Renegadoes  and  Banditti.  Whilft  their 
Works  were  advancing  flowl; ,  and  wi:h  great  Difficulty, 
a  THrkiJhO&kQ^x  iffued  forth  /  the  Town,  vnd  challenged 
any  Chrifti«n,  of  the  Dignity  of  a  Captain,  to  a  finglo 
Comsat.    M«ny  were  eager  of  the  Honour  of  hum.  ling 
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this  haughty  Muflelmkn ;  but  it  was  at  lad  decided,  by  Lot, 
in  Favour  of  Captain  Smith,  Accordingly,  the  Ramparts 
of  the  Town  being  filled  with  fair  Dames  and  Men  in  ArmSf- 
and  the  Chriftian  Army  drawn  up  in  Battalia,  the  Comba- 
tants entered  the  Field,  well  mounted  and  richly  armed,  to 
the  Sound"  of  Hautboys  and  Trumpets ;  where,  at  the  firft 
Encounter,  Smith  bore  the  Turk  dead  to  the  Ground,  and 
went  off  triumphantly  with  his  Head.  But  the  Infidel  Gar- 
rifon  being  enraged  at  this,  he  afterwards  engaged  two  o- 
ther  Officers  ;  and  being  a  great  Mafter  of  his  Arms,  and 
the  Management  of  his  Horfe,  he  carried  off  their  Heads, 
in  the  faime  Manner.  After  which,  being  attended  with  a 
Guard  of  fix  thoufand  Men,  with  the  three  Turkijh  Horfes 
led  before  him,  and  before  each  a  Tori's  Head  upon  a 
Spear,  he  was  conduced  to  the  General's  Pavilion  ;  who 
received  him  with  open  Arms,  and  prefented  him  with  a 
fine  Horfe,  richly  caparifoned,  and  with  a  Scimitar  and 
Belt,  worth  three  hundred  Ducats.  Soon  after,  the  Duke 
himfclf,  coming  to  view  his  Army,  gave  him  his  Pi<^ure9 
fct  in  Gold  ;  fettled  three  hundred  Ducats  upon  him,  as  a 
Yearly  Penfion ;  and  iflued  his  Letters  patent  o(  NoblefTe, 
giving  him  three  Turks  Heads,  in  a  Shield,  for  his  Arms  ; 
which  Coat  he  ever  afterwards  bore,  and  it  was  admitted 
and  recorded  in  the  Herald's  Office  in  Enghndy  by  Sir  fFrl^ 
liamSegar^  Garter,  principal  King  at  Arms. 

But  foon  after,  the  Duke  of  Tranfilvania  was  deprived 
of  his  Dominions  by  the  Emperor ;  and  Smithy  at  the  fatal 
Battle  of  Rotttnton^  in  the  Year  1602,  was  left  upon  the 
Field,  among  the  dreadful  Carnage  of  Chriftians,  as  dead. 
But  the  Pillagers,  perceiving  Life  in  him,  and  judging  by 
the  Richnefs  of  his  Habit  and  Armour,  that  his  Ranfom 
might  be  confiderable,  took  ereat  Pains  to  recover  him. 
After  that,  he  was  publickly  (old,  among  the  other  Prifo- 
ners ;  and  was  bought  by  a  Bafhaw,  who  fent  him  to  Civ- 
JiantimpUj  as  a  Prefent  to  his  Miftrefs  Charatza  Traga^ 
higzanday  a  beautiful  young  Tartarian  Lady;  Smith  was 
then  twenty  three  Years  of  Age,  in  the  Bloom  of  Life, 
and,  as  it  feems,  of  a  very  handfome  Perfoiv  For  thia 
voung  Lady  was  fo  moved  with**  Compaffion,  or  rather 
Love,  for  him,  that  fhe  treated  him  with  the  utmoft  Ten« 
dernefs  and  Regard.  And  to  prevent  his  being  ill  ufed,  or 
fold,  by'  her  Mother,  ihc  fent  him  into  Tflrtarjy  to  her 
Brother,  who  was  Timor  Baihaw  of  Nalbrits^  on  the  Pa* 
Jus  Maeotis.  Here,  (he  intended,  he  ihould  ftay,  to  learn 
the  Language,  together  with  the  Manners  and  Religion  of 
the  Turksy  till  Time  (hould  nuke  her  Miftreft  of  herfelf. 

Bur 
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fiuT  dieBafliaw,  furpeding  fomediing  of  the  Matter^. 
from  the  aftedionate  Expreffions,  with  which  ihe  recom- 
mended and  prefied  his  good  U(age,  only  treated  Smith 
with  the  greater  Cruelty  and  Inhumanity.  Smithes  high 
%>irit,  raifed  aUb  bv  a  Confcioufiiefs  of  Tragabigzandd'% 
Paffion,  could  but  ill  brook  this  harfh  Treatment.  At  laft^ 
being  one  Day  threfhing  alone,  at  a  Grai^  above  a  League 
from  the  Houfe,  the  Timor  came,  and  took  Occafion,  fa 
to  kick,  fpum,  and  revile  him,  that  forgetting  all  Reafon^ 
Smith  beat  out  his  Brains,  with  his  threfhing  Bat,i  Thei% 
refleding  upon  his  desperate  State,  he  hid  the  Body  under 
the  Straw,  filled  his  Knap(ack  with  Corn,  put  on  the  Ti^ 
mor's  Cloaths,  and  mounting  hb  Horfe,  fled  into  the  De- 
fies of  Circt^,  After  two  or  three  Days  fearful  Wan- 
dering, he*happened»  providentially,  on  the  Caftragan,  oi 
£»it  Road,  that  leads  into  Mufiovy:  Following  this,  for 
teen  Days,  with  infinite  Dread  and  Fatigue,  he  at  laft 
arrived  at  a  Mufcowti  Garrifon,  on  the  Frontien,  Here 
be  was  kindly  entertained  and  prefented,  as  alfo  at  all  the 
Places,  through  which  he  pafled.  Having  travelled  dirou^ 
Siberia^  Myjcovy^  Tranfitvania^  and  the  Midfi  of  Europe^ 
be  at  lei^th  founki  his  old  Friend  and  gracious  Patron,  the 
Duke  of  TranJUvania^  at  Leipfick^  together  with  Counf 
Mildritchj  his  Colonel.  Having  fpent  fonie  time  with  them» 
the  Duke,  at  his  Departure,  gave  him  a  Pais,  intimating 
the  Services,  he  had  done,  and  the  Honours,  be  had  re- 
ceived; prefenting  him,  at  the  fame  Time,  with  fifteen 
hundred  Ducats  of  Gold,  to  repair  his  Lofles.  And  altho* 
he  was  now  intent  on  returning  to  his  native  Country,  yet 
being  fumifhed  with  this  Money,  he  fpent  fome  time,  in 
travelline  through  the  principal  Cities  and  Provinces  of  G/r- 
manjy  France^  and  Spain.  From  the  laft,  being  led  \>y 
the  Kumour  of  Wars,  he  pafled  over  into  Africa^  and  vi- 
fited  the  Court  of  Morocco.  Having  viewed  many  of  the 
Places  and  Cunofities  oiBarhary^  he  at  laft  returned,  through 
France^  to  England ;  and  in  his  PaflTage  in  a  French  Galley, 
they  had  a  moft  defparate  Engagement,  for  two  or  three 
Days  together,  with  two  Spamjb  Men  of  War.    In  £»- 

ifland^  all  things  were  ftiU,  and  in  the  moft  profound  Peace ; 
o  thai,  there  was  np  Room  or  ProfpcS  for  ^  Perfon  of  his 
adive  and  warlike  Genius.  And  therefore,  having  fpent 
fome  time,  in  an  idle  and  uneafy  State,  he  willingly  em- 
barked himfdf  with  Captain  Gofnoldy  in  the  Projca  of  fet- 
ding  Colonics  in  America^  and  came  to  Virginia, 

His  Conduct  here  hath  hcen  fufliciently  related  ;  and  I 
fliall  Hniih  hb  Character,  with  thj  I'cftimonies  of  fpme  of 
hit  Soiuien  and  Fdl;;>w-AdveiUu;rcr$,    They  own  him  to 

have 
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have  made  Juftice  his  firft  Guide,  and  Experience  his  fe» 
cond  :  That  he  was  ever  fruitful  in  Expedients,  to  provide 
for  the  Pepple  under  his  Command,  whom  he  would  never 
fuiFer  to  want  any  thing,  he  either  had,  or  could  procure : 
That  he  rather  chofe  to  lead,  than  fend  his  Soldiers  into 
Danger ;  an^  upon  all  hazardous  or  fatiguing  Expeditions, 
always  (hared  every  thing  equally  with  his  Compa^iy,  and 
never  defired  any  of  them,  to  do  or  undergo  any  thing,  that 
he  Was  not  ready,  to  do  or  undergo  himfelf  :  That  he  hated 
Bafcnefs,  Sloth,  Pride,  and  Indignity,  more  than  any  Dan- 
ger :  That  he  would  fuft'er  Want,  rather  than  borrow  % 
and  ftarve,  fooner  than  not  pay  :  That  he  loved  Action, 
more  than  Words  j  and  hated  Falfhood  and  Covetoufnefs, 
worfe  than  Death  :  and.  That  his  Adventures  gave  Life  and 
Subfiftency  to  the  Colony,  and  his  Lofs  was  thefr  Ruin  and 
Deftrudion.  They  confefs,  that  there  were  many  Cap- 
tains in  that  Age  (as  there  are  indeed  in  all  Ages)  who  were 
no  Soldiers ;  but  that  Captain  Smith  was  a  Soldier,  of  the 
true  old  EngUJh  Stamp,  who  fought,  not  for  Gain  or 
empty  Praife,  but  for  hb  Country's  Honour  and  the  pub* 
lick  Good :  That  his  Wit,  Courage,  and  Succefs  here, 
were  worthy  of  eternal  Memory  :  That  by  the  mere  Force 
of  his  Virtue  and  Courage,  he  awed  th^  Indian  Kings,  and 
made  them  fubmit,  and  bring  Prefents  :  That,  notwith- 
ftanding  fuch  a^ftern  and  invincible  Sefolution,  there  vras 
feldom  feen  a  milder  and  more  tender  Heart,  than  his  was : 
That  he  had  notliing  in  him  counterfeit  or  fly,  but  vras 
open,  honcft,  and*  iincere  :  and,  I'hat  they  never  knew  a 
Soldier,  before  him,  fo  free  from  thofe  m.uitary  Vicetj  of 
Wine,  Tobacco,  Debts,  Dice,  and  Oaths. 

From  this  Account  of  Captain  Smithy  extraded  from 
his  own  Writings  and  the  Teftimony  of  his  Contempora- 
ries and  Acquaintance,  it  will  be  eanly  feen,  'that  he  lijil 
a  Soldier  of  Fortune,  who  had  run  through  great  Variety 
of  Life  and  Adventure.  And  indeed  be  was  fo  famous  for 
this  in  his  own  Age,  that  he  lived  to  fee  himfelf  brought 
upon  the  Stage,  and  the  chief  Dangers,  and  moil  interdft- 
ing  Paflages  of  his  Life,  racked,  as  he  complains,  and  mif- 
reprefcntcd  in  low  Tragedies.  I  cannot  therefore  forhcaf 
tranfiently  obferving  Oldmixon's  Miflake,  who  fays,  that 
the  Company  took  him  into  their  Service,  becaufe  he  was 
a  noted  Seaman,  and  famed  for  his  Experience  in  maritime 
Affairs.  But  to  remark  all  the  Errors  of  our  Hiftorians, 
but  moft  cfpecially  of  Oldmixon^  the  weakeijt,  moft  idle, 
and  erroneous  of  all  others,  would  be  an  infinite  Work, 
and  too  often  interrupt  and  break  the  Thread  of  my  Nar- 
ration.   I  hope  therefore,  the  courteous  Reader  will  be  fa*« 

tisfied 
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tisfied  with  this  fhort  Caution  and  Animadverflon,  once  for  ^ 
•0.     For  to  fpeak  the  Truth  ingcnioufly^  I  had  rather  find 
out  and  correct  '^ne  Miftake  in  my  own,  than  expofe  and 
ridicule  twenty  Blunder^  in  the  Hillories  of  others.    But  to 
return  to  the  AflFairs  of  Virginia. 

It  hath  been  before  faid,  that  the  Admiral-Ship,  with  John  Smit^ 
Sir  Thomas  Gates^  Sir  George  SoTners^  i^nd  Captain  Newpgrt  Vtt^tou 
on  board,  was  feparatcd  from  the  reft  of  the  Fleet  in  a  Storm. 
She  was  fo  racked  and  torn  by  the  violent  Working  of  the 
Sea,  and  became  fo  (battered  and  leaky,  that  the  Water 
rofe  in  the  Hold  above  two  Tire  of  Hpgfheads  ;  and  they 
wer^  obliged  to  ftand  up  to  their  Middles,  witli  Kettles, 
Buckets,  and  other  VefTels,  to  ball  it  out.  And  thus  tl/cy 
bailed  and  pumped,  three  Days  and  Nights,  without  In- 
termiifion  5  and  yet  the  Water  feemed  rather  to  gain  upon 
them,  than  decreafe.  At  laft,  all  being  utterly  fpcn*^  with 
Labour,  and  feeing  no  Hope,  in  Man's  Apprehcniion,  but 
of  prefently  finking,  they  refolved  to  (hut  up  the  Hatches, 
and  to  comipit  themfelves  to  tl^e  Merty  of  the  Sea  and  God's 
good  Providence.  In  this  dangerous  and  defperate  Sti.te, 
feme,  who  had  good  and  comfortable  Waters,  fetched  then\, 
and  drank  to  one  another,  as  takmg  their  laft  Leaves,  till 
a  more  happy  and  joyful  Meeting  in  the  other  V/orld.  But 
it  pleafed  God,  in  his  moft  gracious  Providence,  fo  to  guide 
their  Ship,  to  her  beft  Advantage,  that  they  were  alfpre- 
ferved,  and  came  fafe  to  Shore. 

For  Sir  Ge^ge  Somers  had  fat,  all  this  Tinie,  upon  the 
Poopj  fcarce  allowing  himfelf  Leifure,  either  to  eat  or 
ileep,  cunning  the  Ship,  and  keeping  her  upright,  or  fhe 
muft,  otherwife,  long  befor?  this,  have  foundered.  As 
he  there  fat,  looking  wifhfuUy  about,  he  moft  happily  and. 
|inexpe6bedly  defcried  Land.  This  welcome  News,  as  if 
it  had  been  a  Voice  from  Heaven,  hurriejd  them  all  above 
Hatches,  to  fee^  what  they  could  fcarce  believe.  But  there-> 
by,  improvidently  forfaking  their  Work,  they  gave  fuch  an 
Advantage  to  their  greedy  Enemy,  the  Sea^  that  they  were 
very  nigh  being  fwallowed  up.  But  none  were  now  to  be 
urged,  to  do  Ws  beft.  Altho'  they  knew  it  to  be  Bermu- 
dasy  a  Place,  then  dreaded  and  fliunncd  by  all  Men,  yeC 
i^ey  fpread  all  the  Sail,  and  did  every  thing  elfe,  in  their 
Power,  to  reach  the  Land.  It  was  not  long,  before  the 
Ship  fbuck  upon  a  Rock  ;  but  a  Surge  of  the  Sea  cafl  her 
from  thence,  and  fo  from  one  to  another,  till  fhe  was  mofl 
luckily  thrown  up  between  two,  as  upright,  as  if  fhe  had 
been  on  the  Stocks.  And  now  the  Danger  was,  left  the 
Billows,  overtakmg  her,  fhould,  in  an  Jnttant,  have  dafhed 
.cSrti  fhircrcd  h«r  to  Pieces.    But  all  on  a  fudden,  the  Wirul

lay,  and  gave  Place  to  a  Calm ;  and  the  Sea  became  fo 

'  pe«c^ble  and  ftill,   that,    with  the  greateft  Convenience 

2|*f*  ^'"''^and  Eafe,  they  unfhipped  all  their  Goods,  Vi£hials,  and 

^^'    People,  and  in  their  Boats,  with  extreme  Joy,  almoft  to 

Amazement,  arrived  in  Safety,  without  the  Loft  of  a  Man, 

altho'  morq  than  a  League  from  the  Shore. 

How  thcfelilands  came  bv  tlie  Name  of  Birmudas^  it 
not  certainly  agreed.  Some  Ly,  that  they  were  fo  named 
after  John  Bermudax^  a  Spaniard^  who  firlt  difcovered  them 
about  the  Year  1522.  Others  report,  that  a  Spanijh  Ship, 
called  the  Bermudas^  was  caft  away  upon  them,  as  fhe  was 
carrying  Hogs  to  the  fFe/i-Indies^  which  fwam  afhore,  and 
increaful  to  incredible  Numbers.  But  tliey  had  been,  in 
all  Times  before,  infamous  and  terrible  to  Mariners,  for 
the  Wreck  of  many  Spanijh^  Dutch^  and  French  Veflek 
Xhey  were  therefore,  with  the  ufual  Elegance  of  the  S<a 
Stile,  by  many  called  the  IJU  of  Devils ;  and  were  efteemed 
the  Hell  or  Purgatory  of  S^men,  the  moft  dangerous^  uiw 
fortunate,  and  K>rlorn  Place  in  the  World. 

But  the  fafe  Arrival  of  this  Company  was  not  more 
ftrange  and  providential,  than  their  Feeding  and  Support 
was  beyond  all  their  Hopes  or  £xpc£bition.  For  they  found 
it  the  richeft,  pleafimteft,  and  moft  healthful  Place,  they 
had  ever  feen.  Being  fafe  on  Shore,  they  difpofed  them- 
felves,  fome  to  fearch  the  Iflands  for  Food  and  Water,  and 
others  to  get  afhore,  what  they  could,  from  the  Ship.  Sir 
George  Somers  had  not  ranged  far,  before  he  found  fuch  a 
Fifhery,  that,  in  half  an  Hour,  he  took,  with  a  Hook  and 
Line,  as  many  as  fufficed  the  whole  Company.  In  fome 
Places,  they  were  fo  thick  in  the  Coves,  and  fo  big,  that 
they  were  afraid  to  venture  in  amongft  them;  and  Sir 
George  Somers  caught  one,  that  had  before  carried  oflF  two 
of  his  Hooks,  fo  large,  that  it  would  have  pulled  him  into 
the  Sea,  had  not  his  Men  got  hold  of  him.  Two  of  thofe 
Rock-fi(h  would  have  loaded  a  Man ;  neither  could  any 
where  be  found,  fatter,  or  more  excellent  Fiih,  than  they 
were.  Befidei;,  there  were  infinite  Numbers  of  Mullets, 
Pilchards,  and  ether  fmall  Fry ;  and  by  making  a  Fire  in 
the  Night,  they  would  take  VdA  Quantities  of  Urgs  Craw* 
fiih.  As  for  Hogs,'  they  found  them  in  that  Abundance, 
that,  at  their  firft  Hunting,  they  kiUed  thirty  two.  And 
there  were  likewife  Multitudes  of  excellent  Birds,  in  their 
Seafons ;  and  the  greateft  Facility,  to  make  their  Cabbina 
with  Palmeta  Leaves.  This  caufed  them  to  live  in  fuch 
Plenty^  Eafe,  and  Comfort,  that  many  forgot  all  other 
Places^  and  never  dcilred  to  return  from  thence* 
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I N  the  mean  while,  the  Thoughts  of  the  two  Knights 
were  bufily  employed,  how  to  proceed,  in  this  defpcratc  ^ 
State  of  their  Aftairs.  At  laft,  it  was  rcfolvcd,  to  deck  ^hc  Hon. 
the  Long-boat  with  the  Ship's  Hatches,  and  to  fend  Mr.  ii^^Q^i^^ 
Rttuen^  a  ftout  and  able  Mariner,  with  eight  more  in  her,  nor! 
to  Virginia ;  to  get  Shipping  from  thence,  to  fetch  them 
away.  But  fhe  was  never  more  heard  of ;  and  fuch  was 
the  Malice,  Envy,  and  Ambition  of  fome,  that,  notwith- 
ftanding  Sir  George  Somcrs^s  eminent  Services,  there  arofe 
great  DifFerei\ccs  betv/cen  the  Commanders.  So  that,  as 
if,  according  to  the  Obfervation  of  a  Spartijh  Author,  the 
Air  of  America  was  infe6liou$,  and  inclined  Mens  MLnds  to 
Wrangling  and  Contention,  they  lived  afunder,  in  the 
Height  of  this  their  Calamity,  rather  like  mere  Strangers, 
than  diitrefled  Friends.  But  the  fevcral  Parties,  each  re- 
folved  upon  building  a  Veflel.  In  the  mean  while,  two 
Children  were  born.  The  Boy  was  called  Bermudas^  and  ^  . 
the  Girl  Bermuda  ;  and  in  the  Midft  of  all  their  Sorrows,  '  '^ 
they  had  a  merry  Englijh  Wedding.  But  the  two  Cedar 
Ships  being,  at  length,  finiflicd,  and  rigged  with  what  they 
laved  from  the  Sea-Venture^  they  calkc»l  them,  and  paid 
the  Seams  with  Lime  and  Turtle*s  Oyl,  inftead  of  Pitch 
and  Tar ;  which  quickly  became  dry,  and  as  hard  as  2 
Stone.  Sir  George  Somers  had  no  Iron  in  his  Bark,  except 
one  Bolt  in  the  Keel.  And  now,  their  Provifions  being 
laid  in,  and  all  Things  in  Readinefs,  after  about  Nine 
Months  Abode  there,  they  fet  Sail,  on  the  loth  of  Afoy, 
16 10.  They  left  behind  them  two  Men,  Chri/iopber  Car^ 
ter  and  Edward  Waters ;  who,  for  their  Oltences,  fled 
into  the  Woods,  and  defired,  rather  there  to  end  their 
Days,  than  to  ftand  to  the  Event  of  Juftice.  For  one  of 
their  Accomplices  had  been  (hot  to  Death,  and  Waters  waa 
adually  tied  to  a  Tree  to  be  executed ;  but  he  had,  by 
Chance,  a  Knife  about  him,  with  which  he  fecretly  cut  the 
Rope,  and  ran  into  the  Woods.  There  alfo  came  from 
England  with  them,  two  Indians,  named  Nammtack  and 
Machumps.  But,  upon  fome  DiflFcrcnce,  Machumps  (lew 
Namontack  \  and  having  made  a  Hole  to  bury  him,  becaufe 
it  was  too  fhort,  he  cut  ofl:*  his  Legs,  and  laid  them  by  him. 
Neither  was  the  Murder  ever  difcovcred,  before  he  got  to 
Virginia, 

Whilst  thcfe  Things  were  paffing  in  Bermudas^  the 
Colony  in  Virginia  was  rctluced  to  the  utmoft  Mifery  and 
Diftrefs.  Captain  Percy,  tlieir  Governor,  was  fo  fict  and 
weak  the  whole  Time,  that  he  could  neither  go  nor  ftand. 
Wherefore  he  could  not  keep  up  his  Authority  with  fuch  a 
4€ditious  Crew?  vv^i  act  with  that  V'igor  and  Ijiduftry,  ah 

I  2  xnig^ht 
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x6io.  might  juAly  have  been  expedbed  from  him.  Captain  if/^r- 
^^■*-V^  tin  from  Nanfamond^  and  Captain  Jf^eji  from  the  Fall% 
The  Hon.  having  loft  their  Boats,  and  near  half  their  Men,  were  rc- 
Bi^Gova^  turned  to  James-Totm,  For  the  Indians  no  fooner  under" 
Wit,  flood,  that  Snuth  was  gone,  but  they  revolted,  and  fpoiled 

and  murdered  all  they  met.  And  now  they  had  twenty  Pre* 
fidents,  with  all  their  Appurtenances  of  Parafites  and  Pro- 
fufion.  They  laviflily  fpent  the  Provifions,  fent  from  £«- 
glatid  in  the  laft  Ships  5  which,  however,  were  fo  bad,  and 
fo  infudicient  in  Proportion,  that  the  poor  famifbing  Peo- 
ple, ui  the  Bittcrnefs  of  thek  Heart,  poured  forth,  the 
whole  lime,  the  mofb  dreadful  Curfes  and  Execrations  a- 
gainft  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  the  Treafurer.  And  they  were 
rhercfcrc  fcon  obliged,  to  depend  wholly,  on  what  Captain 
Smith  left  'y  which  he  had  provided,  only  to  ferve  his  own 
Compaij;'  for  feme  Time,  with  Intention,  afterwards  to 
lay  in  a  much  larger  Stock.  But  before  thefe  Provifiona 
were  quite  confumcd,  Captain  Tf^eft  and  Captain  Ratcliffe^ 
each  witli  a  fmall  Ship,  and  thirty  or  forty  Men  well  ap- 
pointed, v/ent  abroad  to  trade.  Ratdiffe^  upon  Confidence 
of  Pcvj/jiitan's  fair  Profeffions,  was  flain,  with  thirty  others, 
as  carclcfs  as  himfelf.  Only  one  Man  of  the  Company 
efcaped  ;  and  Pocahontas  faved  a  Boy,  one  Henry  Spilnum^ 
who  lived  for  many  Years,  by  her  Means,  among  the  Pa-- 
ttywmacks.  But  Powhatan^  ftill  as  he  found  Opportunity^, 
cut  off  their  Boats,  and  denied  them  Trade  ;  fo  that  Cap« 
tain  If^'eji  failed  off  in  his  Ship  to  England, 

And  now,  thev  were  all  deeply  fenfible  of  the  Lofs  of 
Captain  Smith.  Lvcn  his  bittereit  Enemies,  and  greateft 
Maligners,  would  curfe  their  Deftiny  for  his  Departure. 
Inftead  of  Com  and  Contribution  from  die  Indians^  which 
his  Induftry  and  Authority  ftill  wrefted  from  them,  thejr 
had  nothing  but  Sc6ffs  and  mortal  Wounds.  And  as  for 
their  Hogs,.  Sheep,  Goats,  Hens,  and  other  Animals,  their 
riotous  Commanders,  and  the  Indians^  daily  confumed  and 
deftroyed  them.  So  that  they  traded  away  their  Swords^ 
Firelocks,  and  any  thing  elfe  they  had,  witn  the  Indians  i 
who  were  thereby  enabled,  the  more  eafily,  often  to  em- 
brue  their  cruel  Hands  in  their  Blood.  Thofe,  who  had 
Starch,  made  no  little  Ufe  of  it,  in  this  Extremity  5  and. 
tlie  very  Skins  of  their  Horfes  were  prepared,  by  ftewing 
and  hafhing,  into  dainty  and  welcome  Fo<>d.  Nay,  fo  great 
was  the  Famine,  that  the  poorer  Sort  took  up  an  Indian^ 
that  had  been  flain  and  buried,  and  eat  him  ;  and  fo  did  fe-i 
veral  others,  one  another,  that  died*,  boiled  and  flewed 
with  Roots  and  Herbs.  And  one,  among  the  reft,  killed 
kifi  Wife,  powdered  her  up,   and  had  euten  Part  of  her^ 

beforf 
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before  it  was  difcovercd ;  for  which  he  was,  aiterwardt,     1610. 
defcrvedly  executed.     In  fhort,  fo  extreme  was  the  Famine  ^ — v — ^ 
and  Diftrefs  of  this  Time,  that  it  was,  for  many  Years  af-  Th :  Hon. 
ter,    diftinguilhcd  and  remembered  by  the  Kame  of  the  ^j-^.'^^^'JJIJ 
Starving  Time.     And  by  thcfc  means,  of  ncur  five  hun-  nor! 
dred  Perfons,  left  by  Ca{>tain  Smith  at  his  Departure,  within 
fix  Months,  there  remained  not  above  fixty.  Men,  Wo- 
men, and  Children ;  and  thofc  moft  poor  and  uiiferable 
Creatures,  preferved,  for  the  moft  part,  by  Roots,  Herbs^ 
Acorns,  Walnuts,  Berries,  and  now  and  then  a  litdc  Fift. 
Neither  was  it  po^ble  for  them  to  have  held  out  teai  Days 
longer,  without  being  all  utterly  extinft  and  famifccd  with 
Hunger. 

In  this  calamitous  State,  did  Sir  Thonias  Gates  and  Sir  sv  Tbumat 
George  Somen  find  the  Colony,  at  their  Arrival,  on  the  G^tcsy  Ga» 
24th  of  May.  Thefe  two  noble  Knights,  being  utter  Stran-  ^"""*- 
gers  to  their  Affairs,  could*  underftand  nothing  of  the  Caufe 
and  Reafon  of  thefe  Miferies,  but  by  Conjedure  from  their 
Clamours  and  Complaints,  either  accufing,  or  excufing  one 
another.  They  therefore  embarked  them  all,  in  the  beft 
manner  they  could,  and  fet  Sail  for  England.  At  their  De- 
parture, many  were  importunate  to  burn  the  Houfes  and 
Fort  at  James-Town.  But  God,  who  did  not  intend,  that 
this  excellent  Country  ihould  be  fo  abandoned,  put  it  into 
the  Heart  of  Sir  Tfjomas  Gates ^  to  fave  the  Town  and  For- 
tificationa.  For  having  fallen  down  to  Hog-IJland^  and 
thei)ce  to  Mulberry-Pointy  they  defcried  the  Long-boat  of 
the  Lord  Delawarr  5  who,  being  then  Captain-General  of 
Virginia y  a  Title  ever  after  given  to  our  Governors  in  thief. 
Came  up  with  three  Ships,  exceedingly  well  furnifhed  with 
ill  Neceflaries,  and  returned  them  back  to  James-Town. 

His  Lordfhip arrived  the 9th  of  June^  accompanied  with  i^^x  rs  /^. 
Sir  Ferdinando  JVaynman^  General  of  theHorfc,  (whofoon^^^^  Col 
after  died  here)  Captain  Holer  oft  ^  and  divers  other  Gentle*  Tcracr. 
iSfcn  of  Figure.     The  loth  he  came  up  with  his  Fleet, 
Went  aihore,  heard  a  Sermon,  read  his  CommifRon*,  and 
tntered  into  Confultation  about  the  Affairs  of  the  Colon  v. 
Then  he  made  a  fhcrt  Speech  to  the  Company,    juftly 
llaming  them  for  their  Pride,  Vanity,  and  Sloth,  and  earn^ 
tftly  entreating  them  to  amend  their  Ways,  left  he  ihould 
be  compelled  to  draw  the  Sword  of  Juftlce,  and  cutoff  fuch 
Delinquents ;  which,    he  profcficJ,    he  had  much  rather 
llraw,  to  the  fhedding  his  own  vital  Bbod,  in  their  Cauft 
tnd  Defence.     He  alfo  conditutcd  proper  Officers  of  ail. 
Kinds,  and  allotted  every  ?vTan  V\x  pr.rticular  Place  and  Biii- 
fincfs.     This  Onition  was  rccoivcd  with  a  c:c!Kral  Appl  lufe ; 
tnd  you  might  foon  fwC  the  \:\z  and  rcf  y  Humciirs  of  a  d> 
lW^  Multitude,  bv  the  Splendor,  Uni:y,  aiU  Autliority  cf 
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1610.    this  Government,  fubftantially  healed.  •  .Captain  Martin 

^— V — ^  was  removed  from  the  Council,  for  his  weaJr,  cruel,  am) 

L  Td  Dtia-,  diforderly  Behaviour ;  and  thofe,  who  knew  not  die  Path  to 

^nw.     '  Goodnefs  before,  would  now  chalk  it  out  to  their  Fellows, 

endeavouring  to  outftrip  each  other  in  Diligence  and  In- 

duftry.     The  French  prepared  to  plant  the  Vines;  the  J?ji- 

gUfn  laboured  in  the  Woods  and  Grounds  j  and  every  Man 

knew  his  particular  Bufmefs  and  Vocation^  which  he  fol* 

lowed  with  Alacrity  and  Pleafure* 

Cut  altho'  his  Lordfhip's  Stores  were  very  plentiful  for 
his  own  Company,  yet  were  they  far  from  bemg  enough  to 
fuflice  the  whole  Colony.  For  it  was  computed,  that  all 
the  Provifion  landed  from  England^  the  whole  firft  three 
"Years,  was  not  fufficicnt  to  have  Terved  the  People,  ac- 
cording to  their  Numbers,  fix  Months.  Underftanding 
therefore,  whai  Plenty  there  was  of  Hogs  and  other  good 
Provifions  in  Bermudasy  he  determined  to  fend  thither  for  a 
fudicient  Supply.  Whereupon  Sir  George  Somers^  who,  by 
his  Diligence  in  i:anging  thofe  Iflands,  was  beft  acquainted 
with  the  Place,  and  whofe  generous  Mind  ever  regarded  the 
pablick  Good,  more  than  his  own  private  Ends,  altho'  of 
above  threefcore  Years  of  Age,  and  of  a  Fortune  in  Eft^ 
gland  fiiitable  to  his  Rank  and  Quality,  yet  offered  his  Ser- 
vice to  perform  this  dangerous  Voyage  to  thofe  rocky  and 
unfortunate  Iflands ;  and  he  promifed  with  God's  Affiftance,! 
foon  to  return,  with  fix  Months  Provifion  of  Flefli.  On 
the  loth  of  June^  he  embarked,  in  his  own  Cerlar  Veffel, 
of  thiri^  Tens  j  and  Captain  Samuel  Jrgall  was  alfo  fent 
with  him,  in  another  fmall  Bark.  But  Captain  Jrgall  was 
fo.ii  forced  back,  by  Stress  of  Weather  j  and  was  fent,  by 
the  Lord  Governor,  to  Patowmack  River,  to  trade  for  Com. 
He  there  found  the  Englijh  Boy,  Henry  Spilmany  prcferved 
by  Pocahontas  and  thofe  Indians^  from  the  Fury  of  Potvha^ 
tan.  He  was  a  young  Gentleman,  well  defcendcd  ;  and, 
by  his  Acquaintance  and  Help,  Captain  Argall  received  fuA* 
g;  xJ-Ufage  from  that  kind  People,  that  his  Veffel  was  foon 
fr'vi  !;htcd  with  Corn,  with  wliich  he  returned  to  James^ 
Toiv/t.  But  Sir  George  Sotncrs  'ftruggled  long  with  foul 
Weather  and  contrary  Winds  ;  and  was  at  laft  forced  to  the 
A'<?;V/^/r«  Parrs  of  the  Continent,  where  he  rcfrcfhed  him- 
fclf  and  his  Men  on  the  unknown  Coaft.  But  departing; 
thence  again,  he  at  length  nrrivcd  fafe  at  Bermudas.  Ufing 
tco  much  Uiligcncc  and  Pains  in  difpatching  his  Bufmefs, 
and  t!ie  Strength  of  his  Body  not  anfwering  the  ever  memo- 
rable Vigor  of  his  MinJ,  having  lived  long  in  honourable 
E  IT.  ploy  men  ts,  muc!i  Icl'-.ved,  and  highly  efltemed,  thro' 
his  whole  Life,  N«.ture  at  laft  could  no  longer  fupport  the 
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iiurthen,  but  funk  under  his  too  great  Laboup  and  Fatigue. 
Finding  his  Time  but  fhort,  after  having  made  a  proper  ^ 
X}ifpofition  of  his  Efhte,  he  called  them  together,  :md  like  l/>rd  Deh^ 
a  valiant  Captain  and  worthy  Patriot^  exhorted  them  to  be  '^^"''  ^' 
true  and  conftant  to  thofe  Plantations,  ana  with  all  Expcdi-  ^*'**°'' 
tion  and  Diligence,  to  return  to  Virginia. 

Thus  died  this  virtuous  and  honourable  Knight,  in  the 
very  Place,  where  they  afterwards  built  a  Town,  from  him 
called  St,  GeorM ;  and  the  Iflands  themfdves  have  ever 
lincc  borne  the  Name  of  the  Sonur-IJlandsy  in  Honour  to 
his  Memory.  But  Captain  Matthew  %077iersy  hb  Nephew, 
and  all  his  Men,  were  in  fuch  Grief  and  Ccnftcrnation  at 
his  Death,  and  were  fo  hccdlcfs  and  uncoiKerncd  for  the 
Colony,  that  they  utterlv  ncglcdled  his  dying  Inftruftions, 
to  return  to  Virginia.  \  or  having  buried  his  Heart  and  En* 
trails,  and  erected  a  Crofs  over  the  Pkce ;  they  embalmed 
bis  Body,  and  fet  Sail  with  it,  in  his  Cedar  Ship,  for  En^^ 
gland.  '  Arriving  fafe  at  Whitchurch  in  Dorjetjkire^  he  wa« 
there  honourably  entcrred,  with  many  Vollies  of  Sh.ot,  and 
the  Rites  of  a  Soluier.  But  the  Crofs  was  accidentallv 
found,  nine  Years  after,  in  a  Bye-p!ace,  overgrown  witn 
Bufhes,  by  Capt::in  Nathanld  Butler^  then  Governor  of 
thofe  Iflands.  Rcfolving  to  have  a  better  Memorial  of  fo 
worthy  a  Soldier,  and  finding  a  large  Marble  Stone,  brought 
from  England^  he  caufed  it  to  be  handfomeJy  wrouglit  by 
Mafons,  and  laid  over  the  Place  5  engraving  an  Epitaph, 
agreeable  to  the  Tafte  and  Manner  of  the  7  imcs,  and  en* 
vironing  the  whole  with  a  fquare  Wall  of  hewn  Stone, 
But  I  undcrftand,  that  thb  Monument  is  now  utterly  ob« 
{iterated,  and  the  Place  quite  forgot  and  unknown  in  that 
Country. 

Upon  this  Occafion,  there  alfo  happened  a  very  hu- 
mourous Circumftance.  Carter  and  Waters  had  been  left 
here,  when  the  reft  went  to  Virginia^  as  hath  been  faid, 
'  4nd  now,  by  Carter^s  Perfuafions,  Waters  was  iVW  ftaid, 
and  one  Edward  Chard  joined  himfelf  to  them.  This  Vef- 
fcl  once  out  of  Si^ht,  thefe  three  Lords  and  folc  Inhabi- 
tants of  all  thofe  filands,  began  to  ere<Si:  their  little  Com- 
monwealth, with  equal  Power  and  brotherly  Regency, 
building  a  Houfe,  preparing  the  Ground,  plr.nting  their 
Com,  and  fuch  Seeds  and  Fruits,  as  they  hudy  and  pro- 
viding other  Ncceflarics  and  Conveniences.  Then  miking 
Search  among  the  Crevices  and  Corners  of  thofe  craggy 
Kocks,  what  the  Ccean,  from  the  World's  Creation,  hod 
thrown  up  among  them,  befuics  divers  fma!!er  Pieces,  they 
happened  upon  the  largeft  Block  of  Ambergreafe,  that  ha(l 
ever  Vtm  fccn  or  h^rd  of,  in  oa«  Lump.  It  weighed 
I  4  four* 
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iSio.  fourfcore  Pounds  ;  and  is  £ud,  itfeh  alone,  befides  the  otherb^ 
^  to  have  been  then  worth  nine  or  ten  thoufand  Pounds.  And 
now  being  rich,  thty  grew  fo  refty  and  ambitious,  that 
thcfe  rhrec  forlorn  Men,  aboi^e  three  thoufand  Miles  from 
their  native  Country,  and  with  little  Probability  of  ever 
feeing  it  again,  fell  out  for  the  Superiority  and  Rule.  And 
their  Competition  and  Quarrel  grew  fo  high,  that  Chard 
and  ly'atersy  being  of  the  greateft  Spirit,  had  appointed  to 
decide  the  Matter  in  the  Field.  But  Carnr  wifely  ftole 
their  Arms ;  chufuig  rather,  to  bear  with  fuch  troublefome 
Rivals,  than,  by  being  rid  of  them,  to  live  alone.  So 
doubtful  a  Good,  are  Riches,  and  fo  prepofterouit  a  Thing 
the  Mind  of  Man  ! 

In  the  mean  while,  the  Lord  Delawarr^  in  Virgtnia^ 
built  two  Forts  at  Kicquotan ;  and  called  one.  Fort  Hinry^ 
the  other  Fort  Charles.  They  ftood  on  a  pleafant  Plain^ 
near  a  little  Rivvi,  which  they  named  Southampton  River^ 
in  a  wholefome  Air,  having  rleniy  of  Springs,  an3  com-r 
inanding  a  large  Circuit  of  Ground,  which  contained 
Wood,  Pafhire,  and  Marfh,  with  fit  Places  for  Vines, 
Corn,  and  Gardens.  Here  it  was  intended,  that  thofe,  who 
came  from  England^  ihould  be  quartered  at  their  firft 
Landing,  that  the  Wearifomenefs  and  Naufea  of  the  Sea 
might  be  rcfreflied,  in  this  pleafant  Situation,  and  whole- 
fome Air.  Sir  Thomas  Gates  he  fent  to  England;  and  Cap- 
tain PercVy  with  Mr.  Stacy  and  fifty  or  threefcore  eood 
Shot,  was  difpatchcd  to  revenge  fomc  Injuries  of  the  FaJ^ 
paheys.  But  thofe  Indians  flying,  they  burnt  their  Houfes, 
and  took  the  Queen  and  her  Children  Priibners,  whoai  not 
long  after  they  ilew.  So  much  w^  the  Government  alrea- 
dy altered  from  the  Clemency  of  Smithes  Adminiftrationi 
who  never  did,  nor  woulS  have  been  permitted,  to  ihed 
the  lead  Drop  of  Indian  Blood,  by  Way  of  Punilhment ; 
but  was  obliged  to  fupply  the  Want  of  fuflicient  Vigor  and 
Power  in  his  Authority,  by  his  owii  A6Uvity,  Induftr}|. 
Art,  and  Circunifpeiftion. 

Some  time  after,  as  my  Lord  Dehwarr  was  at  the 
Falls,  the  Indians  afliiultcd  his  Troops,  aud  killed  three  or 
four  of  Ills  Mtn.  But  his  Lordlhip  had'now  been  long  fick. 
Immediateiy  upon  his  Arrival,  he  was  feized  with  an  Ague, 
which,  hcing  put  by  for  the  prefent,  loon  returned  with 
gre::tcr  Violence  than  ever  j  and  he  began  to  bediftempered 
with  other  grievous  Sicknefles.  He  wa^  firft  aiTailed  by  the 
Fljjc,  thpn  by  the  Cramp,  and  after  that  by  the  Gout j 
all  which  reduced  him  to  fo  weak  and  low  a  State,  thaty 
being  unable  to  ftir,  it  brought  upon  him  the  Scurvy. 
Therefore,  by.  the  Advice  of  his  Friends,  on  the  aStb  of 
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Marchy  he  ihipped  himfelf,  with  Dr.  Bthun  and  Captain 
ArgaUy  for  Mevis  in  the  Weft-Initesy  an  liland,  at  that  ^ 
time,  famous  for  wholefome  &ithb.    At  bis  Departure,  he  JJJLJ^^ 
committed  the  Colony  to  the  Charge  of  Captain  Percj^  'till  ErqjGotcr- 
the  Arrival  of  Sir  Thomas  Dale.    And  he  left  behind  about  n^r. 
two  hundred  Perfons,  moft  of  them  in  good  Health,  and 
well  provided  with  Viduals,  and  the  Natives  to  all  outward 
Appearance,  tradable  and  friendly.    But  being  crofTed  by 
Southerly  Winds,  they  were  obliged  to  fhape  their  Courfe 
to  the  tVeftem^IJhnds ;  where  his  Lordfhip  met  with  much 
Relief  from  Oranges  and  Lemons,  a  fovereign  Remedy  for 
that  Diforder.    However  he  was  advifed,  npt  to  hazard 
himfelf  back  to  Virginia  yet,  but  to  return  to  England^  for 
the  perfed  Recovery  of  his  Health. 

The  Council  in  England  were,  all  this  while,  ftill  ea« 

fer  after  fome  immediate  Profit.  Therefore,  finding  the 
malnefs  of  the  Return  by  thofe  Ships,  which  had  carried 
the  lafl  Supply,  they  entered  into  ferious  Confultation,  whe* 
ther  it  were  better,  to  come  into  a  new  Contribution,  or  in 
time  to  abandon  the  Country,  and  give  over  the  Entcrprife. 
Wherefore,  upon  the  Arrival  of  Sir  Thomas  Gates ^  they 
adjured  him  to  deal  plainly  with  them ,  and  he  with  a 
folemn  and  facred  Oath,  gave  them  a  full  Account  of  the 
jState  and  Profped  of  Things.  And  he  told  them^  that  all 
Men  knew,  they  lay  at  the  Mercy  of  politic  Princes  and 
States  i  who,  for  their  own  proper  Utility,  devifed  all  Me** 
thods  to  grind  their  Merchants,  and,  on  any  Pretence,  to 
jconfifcate  their  Goods,  and  draw  from  them  all  Manner  of 
Gain ;  whereas  Virginia^  in  a  few  Years,  might  fumifh 
all  their  Wants,  with  Honour  and  Security.  But,  by  this 
time,  fome  of  the  Adventurers  were  become  fufpicious  of 
the  Treafurer's  Faimefs  in  the  Carriage  and  Mana^ment 
of  the  Bufinefs.  To  which  the  Lord  Delawarr^s  Return 
added,  a  farther  Damp  and  Difcouragement,  and  bred  fuch 
a^Coldnefs  and  Irrefolution  in  many  of  them,  that  they  en«>^ 
deavoured  to  withdraw  their  Payments.  Being  fued,  fome 
pleaded  in  Chancery,  upon  their  Oaths,  that  the  Monies 
were  not  converted  to  the  Ufe  intended,  but  to  private 
Mens  Gains ;  and  that  no  Accounts  were  kept,  or  at  leafl 
legally  audited  and  examined.  But  this  was  overruled,  and 
no  ways  regarded  or  believed  ;   and  Sir  Thomas  Smith's  Inr 

Srity  was  then  thought  fo  unqueftionable,  that  thev  were 
iged  to  pay  their  Sums  fubfcribed.  The  Lord  X)eiawarr 
lilfo,  being  much  pleafed  with  the  Country,  and  cordial  in 
the  AfFair,  made  a  publick  Oration  in  the  Council ;  which 
he  afterwards  publifned,  to  allay  their  Difcontents,  and  give 
^tisfadion  to  alL    And  Jus  iroxdlbip  ;roteftc4  himfelf  wil* 
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ling,  to  venture  his  whole  Fortune  upon  the  Succeft  ot  the 
Enter  prife ;  and  rather  than  fo  honourable  an  ASion  fbould 

Sir  Tbinst  fejl^  to  rctum  immediately  in  Pcrfon,  if  thcjr  would  but' 

^^^^®'  fecond  his  Endeavouio. 

But  before  the  Arrival  of  Lord  Delawarr  in  Engkmd^ 
the  Council  and  Company  had  difpatched  away  Sir  Thomas 
Dale,  High  Marshal  of  f^srginiaj  with  three  Ships,  Men, 
and  Cattle,  and  with  all  other  Provifions,  thought  necciTa.y 
for  a  Year;  which  arrived  fafe,  the  loth  of  ^i^^,  i6ti-. 
Sir  Thcmas  found  the  People  again  failing  into  their  former 
Eftate  of  Penury  and  Want.  For  thcv  were  fo  improvi- 
dent,  as  not  to  put  Com  into  the  Ground,  but  trufted 
wholly  to  the  Store,  then  furnifhed  with  only  three  Months 
Provifions.  His  firft  Care,  therefore,  Wds  to  employ  all 
Hands  in  plantir.g  Corn  at  the  two  Forts  at  Kicquatan  ;  and 
tbc  jeufcn  being  then  not  fully  puft,  they  had  an  indifferent 
Cr.  p  of  good  Cv)rn.  And  having  taken  Order  for  this  Bu- 
fmti^,  and  conir.ittcd  the  Care  of  it  to  his  Under-Officers, 
he  hailed  back  to  "James-Town  ;  where  he  found  moft  of  the 
Company,  at  their  daily  and  ufual  Work,  bowling  in  the 
Streets.  J3ut  he  foon  employed  them  about  things  more 
jieceflary ;  as  felling  Timber,  and  repairing  their  Houfes, 
ready  to  fall  on  their  Heads.  He  likewife  fet  many  to  pro- 
viding Pules,  Pofts,  and  Rails,  to  empale  the  new  Town, 
he  purpofed  to  build  ;  but  being  yet  unacquainted  with  the 
Country,  he  had  not  refolved,  where  to  feat  it.  He  theret 
fore  fpent  fome  time,  with  an  hundred  Men,  in  viewing 
the  River  of  Nanfamondy  in  Defpight  of  the  Indians^  at  that 
time  their  Enemies.  And  'then  he  examined  James  Ri^rer, 
up  to  the  Falls ;  aAd  at  length  pitched  upon  a  Place  for  his 
new  Towft,  on  the  Narrow  of  Farrar^s  Ifland,  in  Farina 
Neck,  upon  a  high  Land,  nearly  invironed  by  the  main 
River. 

B  u  T  he  found  it  no  eafy  Matter,  to  reduce  his  turbulent! 
and  feditious  People  to  good  Order.  About  this  time.  Sir 
Thomas  Smith  fent  over  a  printed  Book  of  Articles  and  JLraws, 
chiefly  tranflated  from  the  martial  Laws  of  the  Low  Couun 
tries.  Thefe  were  very  bloody  and  fevere,  and  no  ways 
agreeable  to  a  free  People  and  the  Britijh  Conftitution  \ 
neither  had  they  any  Sanfiion  or  Authority  from  the  Coun- 
cil and  Company  in  England.  However,  Sir  TT)omas  Dali^ 
bemg^adiy  troubled  and  peftered  with  the  mutinous  Hu* 
mours  of  the  People,  caufed  them  to  be  publifhed,  and 
put  into  Execution  with  the  utmoft  Rigor.  And  altho'  the 
Manner  was  harfh  and  unufual  to  Englijhmen^  yet  had  not 
thefe  military  Laws  been  fo  ftric^ly  executed  at  this  time, 
there  were  litt)e  Hopes  or  Prebability  <f  preventing  the  \xu 
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ter  Subveriion  of  the  Coloay.  For,  thb  Summer,,  one  x€»* 
Webb  and  one  Pria  entered  into  a  Plot  againft  the  Govern-  ^— -v^ 
mqit ;  which  was,  foon  after,  followed  by.  a  more  dange- ^^'PTT 
rous  Confpiracy  of  Jeffny  Abbot.  This  Abbot  had  fcrved^J^iw 
long  as  a  Soldier,  both  in  Ireland  and  the  Netherlands^  and 
was  here  Serjeant  of  Captain  Smithes  Company ;  who  de- 
clares, that  he  never  knew  in  Virginia^  a  more  able  Soldier^ 
Icfs  turbulent,  of  a  better  Wit,  more  hardy  and  induftri- 
ous,  or  more  forward  to  cut  off  thofe,  wlu*  endeavoured  to 
abandon  the  Country,  or  wrong  the  Colony.  But  from 
what  Caufe  foever  his  Difcontents  arofe,  whether  he  refent- 
ed  his  being  neglected  and  unrewarded,  and  having  otheri 
put  over  his  Head  and  preferred  before  him,  or  whether 
there  was  any  other  Reafon  of  his  DiTatisfa^on,  it  is  cer- 
tain, that  this  Man,  who  never  received  any  Reward  for 
his  long  Services  and  Deferts,  now  met  with  an  immediate 
Punifhmcnt  for  this  fudden  and  paffionate  Deviation  from 
his  Duty.  One  Cole  alfo,  and  Kitchens^  with  three  more, 
plotted  Y>  run  away  to  the  Spaniardsy  whom  they  fuppofed, 
from  fome  wrong  Information,  to  be  inhabiting,  fome 
where  within  five  Days  Journey  of  che  Fort.  And  thefe 
Commotions  juftiiied  Sir  Thomas  Dale* ^  neceflary  Severities, 
which  inighr  other  wife  have  been  branded,  as  many  were 
then  ready  to  do,  with  being  too  cruel  and  tyrannicaL 
But  however  falutary  fuch  (harp  and  fummary  Proceedij^ 
might  be  at  that  time,  as  I  find  them  owned  to  have  been, 
and  commended  by  all  Parties ;  and  however  Sir  Thomas 
Dale  might  fafely  be  trufted  witii  fo  great  a  Power,  a  Man 
of  much  Honour,  Wifdom,  and  Experience ;  yet  it  iscei- 
*  tain,  that  thefe  Articles  were  utterly  deflrudive  of  the  £«- 
glifl)  Freedom  and  Laws,  and  gave  the  Governor  fuch  a 
commanding  and  defpotick  Authority,  as  is,  by  no  means, 
to  be  lodged  in  any  Hand,  in  a  Country,  that  has  the  leaft 
Thoughts  or  Prctenfions  to  Liberty. 

In  the  Beginning  of  Augujl^  Sir  Thomas  Gates  arrived  ^rnmmi 
in  fix  tall  Ships,  with  three  hundred  Men,  an  hundred  Cat-  ^'«»  ^^o- 
fle,  two  hundred  Hogs,  and  with  all  Manner  of  other  Mu-  '*"^* 
nition  and  ProviTion,  that  coul4  be  thought  of,  as  needful 
and  proper.     At  his  Arrival,  Sir  Thomas  Dele's  Authority 
fletermined,  who,  after  mutual  Salutations,  acquainted  him 
with  what  he  had  done,  and  what  he  mtended.    And  now, 
))eing  eafed  of  the  Burthen  of  Government,  and  more  at 
Leifure,  he  fct  himfelf  heartily  about  building  his  Town  \ 
and  Sir  Thomas  Gates^  highly  approving  the  Defign,  fur- 
nifbed  him  with  three  hundred  and  fifty  Men,  fuch  as  he 
bunfelf  made  Choice  of.    He  fct  Sail  from  James-Tcwn^ 
|he  Beginning  of  Septtmber  y  and  being  arrived  at  tiie  Place, 
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he  environed  it  with  a  Palifade,.  and  in  Honour  of  Prince 
Henry^  called  it  Henrico,  And  then  he  built  a  Church, 
c?' *^^*G^  ^"^  Storehoufes ;  and  at  each  Corner  of  the  Town,  high 
vcrnmr.  '  commanding  Watch  Towers.  This  being  accompliihedy 
he  next  provided  proper  and  convenient  Houfes  for  himfelf 
and  Men,  which  were  finiihed  with  all  poffible  Speed,  to 
the  great  Comfort  and  Satisfaction  of  his  Company  and  the 
vholc  Colony. 

The  Ruins  of  this  Town  are  ftill  plainly  to  be  traced 
and  diftinguifhed,  upon  the  Land  of  the  late  Col.  pyilliam 
Randolph^  of  Tuckahoe^  juft  without  the  Entrance  into  Far- 
rar*s  Ifland.  It  lay  from  River  to  River,  upon  a  Plain  of 
high  Land,  with  very  fteep  and  inacceifible  Banks,  and  the 
Neck  without,  being  well  empaled,  gave  it  all  the  Security 
and  Convcniency  of  an  Ifland.  It  had  three  Streets  of  well- 
framed  Houfes,  a  handfome  Church,  and  the  Foundation 
of  another  laid,  to  be  built  of  Brick,  befides  Store-houfes, 
Watch-houfes,  and  other  publick  Conveniences.  Upon  the 
Verge  of  the  River  Bank,  ftocd  five  Houfes,  mhabited  by 
the  better  Sort  of  People,  who  kept  continual  Sentinel  for 
the  Town's  Security.  About  two  Miles  from  the  Town^ 
into  the  Main,  he  run  another  Palifade,  from  River  to  Ri- 
ver, near  two  Miles  in  Length,  guarded  with  feveral  Forts, 
with  a  large  Quantity  of  Corn-ground  empaled  and  fufE- 
ciently  fecured.  Befides  thefe  Precautions,  there  may  ftill 
be  feen,  upon  the  River  Bank  within  the  Ifland,  the  Ruina 
of  a  gi  cat  Ditch,  now  over-grown  with  large  and  ftately 
Trees  ;  which,  it  may  be  fuppofed,  was  defended  with  a 
Palifade,  to  prevent  a  Surprife  on  that  Side,  by  croiHng  the 
River.  And  for  a  ftill  further  Security  to  the  l^own,  he 
intended,  but  never  quite  finifhed,  a  Palifade  on  the  South 
Side  of  the  River,  as  a  Range  for  their  Hogs ;  and  he  called 
it  Hopf  in  Faith  and  Coxendale.  It  was  about  two  Mile& 
and  an  half  long,  and  was  fecured  by  five  of  their  Manner 
of  Forts,  called  Chanty  Forty  EUfabeth  Fort^  Fort  Patience^ 
and  Motmt  Malady^  with  a  Gueft  Houfe  for  fick  People* 
vpon  a  high  and  dry  Situation,  and  in  a  wholefome  Air,  ioi 
the  Place,  where  Jeff'erfon's  Church  now  ftands.  On  the 
fanic  Side  of  the  River  alfo,  Mr,  fFhitaker^  their  Preacher* 
^hofe  CO  be  feated ;  and  he  empaled  a  fair  Parfonage,  with 
an  bundled  Acres  of  Land,  calling  it  Rock-hall. 

About  Chriflmasj  Sir  Thomas  DaU^  to  revenge  fome 
Injuries  of  the  Appamattock  Indians^  afTaulted  and  took  their 
Town,  without  the  Lofs  of  a  Man.  This  Town  ftood  at 
the  Mouth  of  the  River,^  and  was  accounted  but  five  Miles, 
by  Land,  from  Henrico,  And  Sir  Thomas^  confidering  how 
(pnyeiii^n^  it  would  b^  ^o  ^l;c  Eng(i£)^  i:cfolved  tp  poflcfc 
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and  Icat  it,  and,  at  the  Inftant,  called  it  New-Bermudas.  ibii. 
And  he  annexed,  to  the  belonging  Freedom  and  Corpora-  ^*"^^ 
tion  for  ever,  many  Miles  of  champion  and  wood-land  Sjr  ^*«J^ 
Ground,  in  feveral  Hundreds,  by  the  Names  of  the  Upper  ^J^. 
and  Nithir  Hundreds^  Rochdale^  (now  called  Rack/dale) 
Hundred^  Shirley  Hundred^  and  Digges*s  Hundred.  At  Ber* 
mudasy  where  was  the  moft  Corn-ground,  he  firft  began  to 
plant ;  and  with  a  Pale  of  two  Miles,  acrols  from  River  to 
Kiver,  he  enclofed  and  fecured  eight  Englljh  Miles  in  Com* 
pafs.  •  Upon  this  Circuit,  there  were  foon  built  many  fair 
Houfes^  to  near  the  Number  of  fifty.  Rockfdale  was  alfo 
enclofed  with  a  crofs  Palifadc,  near  four  Miles  in  Length  l 
and  there  were  many  Houfes,  planted  alon|  the  Pale,  within 
which  their  Hogs  and  Cattle  had  twenty  Miles  Circuit  to 
graze  in  fecurely. 

It  will  not  be  thought,  I  believe,  foreign  tothcHiftory 
of  Firginioy  occafionally  to  intcrfperfe  fomc  Account  of 
the  Fortunes  of  Sir  Walter  Ralegh^  our  Founder,  and  the 
iirft  Author,  to  the  Englifl)^  of  fettling  Colonies  in  America. 
Juft  before  the  Death  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  he  received  ^ 
Challenge,  upon  fome  Quarrel,  from  Sir  Armas  Prejlon^ 
one  of  EJfei^z  Followers,  and  a  Man  of  the  Sword ;  whicl^ 
iiowever  was  made  up,  ^y  the  Mediation  of  a  certain  great 
Kobleman,  before  it  came  to  the  laft  Decifion.  But  on  thia 
Occafion,  Sir  Walter^  like  a  prudent  and  afFedionate  Fa<*> 
ther  of  a  Family,  had  conveyed  all  his  landed  Eftate,  which 
confiftcd  of  about  three  thoufand  Pounds  a  Year,  to  hig 
Wife  and  Son.  Thb  was  fortunately  a  Bar  to  his  Lands 
falling  abfolutely  to  the  Crown,  upon  hb  Attainder.  They 
were  only  forfeited  for  his  own  Life  ;  and  the  King,  upon 
fome  powerful  Int^ccffion^  reftored  them  to  him  aealn* 
So  that  he  lived,  under  his  Confinement,  with  much  Ele- 
gancy, Neatnefs,  and  Affluence.  For  he  was  naturally  a  great 
Lover  of  Propriecy ;  and  had  been,  in  the  Time  of  hit 
Profpcrity,  both  in  hisDreisand  Equipage,  one  of  the  moft 
funiptuous  and  polite  Perfons  of  the  Aee.  And  now,  being 
icut  o£F  from  all  the  adive  Parts  of  Life,  he  indulged  and 

Eve  a  Loofe  to  his  noble  Genius,  and  natural  Thirft  of 
nowledge  i  and  feemed  (to  ufe  Prince  Henrfs  Allufion) 
t  finging  Bird  in  a  Cage ;  rather  a  Philofopher,  diana  Cap* 
tiv€  ',  a  Student  m  a  Library,  than  a  Prifoner  in  the  Tower. 
The  Reftraint  of  his  Body  was  fo  far  from  damping  and 
confining^  his  native  Greatnefs  of  Mind  and  Sublimity  of 
Parts,  that  it  only  opened  a  new  Field  of  Glory  to  him^ 
tod  rendered  him  as  illuArious,  in  this  ftill  and  fedentary 
Scene  of  Life,  as  he  had  before  been,  in  his  moft  adtive  and 
profpcrous  Days.    But  at  laft>  the  Lawyers  pretended  to 
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>^''*      find  fome  Flaw  in  the  Conveyance  of  bis  Lapds ;  and  an  ln« 
^— v^""*^  fonnation  was  exhibited  againft  him,  in  the  Court  of  Ex* 
^^^^•T*^  chequer.    His  chief 'Judge,  we  are  told,  was  his  greateft 
yrrn^},     *  Enemy ;   which,  I  fuppofe,  was  Sir  Edward  Coke^  then 
Lord  Chief  Juftice.    For  that  famous  Lawyer,  notwith* 
fianding  his  vaft  Abilities  and  Knowledge  in  the  Commoit 
Law,  will  be  branded  to  all  Futurity,  for  bawling  and  rail- 
ing Sir  Walter  Ralegh  out  of  his  Life  at  his  Trial.    And 
Ivilfony  a  contemporary  Hiftorion,  tells  us,  that  it  was  po- 

Eularly  objeded  to  him,  as  a  Jud^ ;  That  he  marie  the 
)aw  lean  too  much  to  his  own  Opinion,  thereby  becoming 
a  legal  Tyrant,  and  ftriking,  whom  h^  pleafed,  with  that 
Weapon,  whofe  Edge  he  was  able  to  turn  any  Way. 
When  the  Caufe  came  to  Trial,  it  was  determined  againft 
Sir  Walter  Raleghy  only  for  tlie  Want  of  one  fingle  Word 
in  his  Anfwer,  fetting  forth  that  Conveyance  ;  which  wa» 
nevertheleis  an  Ovcrfight  of  the  Clerk,  and  the  Word  wat 
in  the  original  Inftrument.  And  thus  was  he  moft  iniqui- 
toufly  deprived  of  his  Lands ;  and  upon  Lady  Ralegb*B  paf- 
fionate  Application  to  the  King,  (he  could  obtain  no  other 
Anfwer  from  him,  but  /  mun  have  the  Landy  I  mw$  b^tvi 
it  fer  Car.  It  was  accordingly  conferred  upon  that  Fa- 
vourite, juft  then  in  his  Rife ;  and  Sir  Walter  wrote  him  t 
Letter  upon  the  Occafion,  which  may  be  feen  iir  his  Life» 
by  Mr.  Oldys  ;  and  which  mav  be  placed,  perhaps,  among 
the  moft  beautiful,  wife,  ana  pathetic  Conipofitions,  that 
ever  has  appeared  of  that  Kind.  So  invariable  was  thit 
Monarch  in  his  wrong  Judgment  of  Men  and  Things,  as  to 
aggrandize  and  enrich  fo  infignificant  a.  Tool,  and  one  fo 
infamoufly  wicked,  lewd,  and  infufficient^  as  Car^  with  the 
Spoils  of  a  Perfon,  fo  truly  virtuous,  great,  and  able,  aa 
Sir  Walter  Ralegh.  As  if  Fortune  had  confpired  to  expoie 
his  Weaknefs,  and  render  his  Injuftice  the  more  confpicu- 
ous  and  remarkable,  by  the  Contraft  between  the  Man,  he 
opprefled,  and  the  Man,  he  advanced.  However,  as  foflAe-^ 
Retaliation  for  the  Injuftice  and  Wrong,  his  MajdEly  after* 
wards  gave  Lady  Ralegh  and  her  Son  eight  Thouuind  Pounda 
for  the  Eftate. 
^^^  Captain  Matthew  Somers  znd  hisCompany^  ac  thdr 
Return  to  England  with  Sir  George's  Body,  had  nuule  very 
advantageous  Kcladons  of  Bermtulas.  But  thefe  were  Itttie 
credited  at  iirft,  and  looked  upon,  as  mere  TraveIIer*a 
Tales;  till  fome  of  the  ^fr^iii/a  Company  uyprehended. 
that  a  Settlement  there  might  be  very  bmncial  and  hejofiii 
to  the  Planution  in  Virginia.  But  as  by  their  former  Let* 
ters-patent,  they  were  only  entitled  to  the  Iflands  within  an 
buhdred  Miles  of  their  Coaftj  and  as  B$r$nudMs  lay  muck

beyond  that  Diftance,  they  procured  a  new  Charter  trom 
his  Majcfty,  bearii.g  Date  March  12,  i6ii-i'2«  Thia^ 
granted  them  all  the  Iflands  in  the  Ocean  Seas,  within  three  5J^2?*!S^ 
hundred  Leagues  of  the  Coaft,  between  the  one  and  fortieth  ^enwr. 
«nd  thirtieth  Degrees  of  Northerly  Latitude.  It  alfo  gave 
them  a  Power,  to  fet  up  Lotteries ;  to  fue  for  the  Monies 
fut>fcribed,  reauirtng  the  Judges,  to  favour  and  further  the 
(aid  Suits,  fo  far  forth,  as  Law  and  Equity  would,  in  aiiv 
wife,  further  and  permit ;  together  with  other  ample  Privi- 
k|es  and  Authorities,  a^  may  be  more  fuUy  feen  in  the 
Charter  at  large,  printed  in  the  Appendix.  jSut  the  Vir^ 
girna  Company  fold  thefe  Iflands  to  about  an  hundred  and 
twenty  of  their  own  Members,  who  were  erected  into  a 
difttna  Society  and  Body  Corporate,  by  the  Name  of  the 
Somer-Iflands  Company.  Sir  Thomas  Smith  was  eleded 
their  Treafurer,  or  Governor,  in  England  i  and  fome  time 
this' Year  16 12,  Mr.  Richard  Moro  was  fent  Governor  of 
the  Cotmtry,  with  fixty  Men,  to  make  a  Settlement  and 
Plantation.  They  found  the  three  Men,  before  fpoken  of^ 
luity  and  well.  They  ^rere  very  comfortably  feated,  and 
plentifully  ftored  with  divers  Sorts  of  excellent  ProvUions. 
But  under  Colour,  that  they  were  fitted  out,  at  the  Charee» 
and  in  the  Service  of  the  Company,  thefe  three  poor  Men 
were  profecuted^  tormented,  and  threatned  by  the  Gover- 
nor, in  the  Company's  Name,  'till  they  were  entirely  de- 
prived of  their  great  Treafure  of  Ambergreafe.  However 
a  great  Part  was  embezzled  by  Captain  Davits  and  Mr. 
Edwin  Kindaly  to  whom  they  conmiitted  it,  during  the 
Squabble  and  Contention.  So  that  not  above  a  Tliird  came 
into  the  Hands  of  the  Company ;  for  which,  we  are  toM, 
they  afterwards  compounded  with  the  Finden,  and  made 
them  a  jufl  and  reafonable  Satisfadion. 

In  tne  Beginning  of  the  fame  Year,  two  Ships  arrived 
in  Virginia^  with  a  Supply  of  Provilions  and  fourfcore  Meiu 
But  thefe  Provifions  according  to  Cuflom,  were  verv  fcantj 
and  infufficient ;  and  therefore  Captain  Argall^  who  com« 
maKded  one  of  the  Ships,  having  recreated  and  refrefhed  hit 
Company,  was  fent  to  Patowmack  River,  to  trade  for  Com* 
For  die  Indians  about  James-Town  were  in  a  ticklifh  State, 
and  little  to  be  depended  upon ;  being  Friends  or  Foes,  ac- 
cording as  they  found  Advantage  and  Opportunity.  Captain 
JrgaUioGti  entered  into  a  great  Acquaintance  and  Friend- 
fliip  ynih  Japazaws.,  King  of  Patowmack^  an  old  Friend  to 
Captain  Smtth^  and  fa  to  the  whcle  Englijh  Nation,  ever 
fincc  thetiril  Difcovery  of  the  Country.  Hard  by  Patow^ 
maci^  Pocahontas  lay  concealed,  thinking  herfelf  fafe,  and 
unknown  to  all  but  trufty  Friends.    What  was  the  Reafon 
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i6ift«  of  her  s^bfconding  from  IVerowocomoco^  cannot  eafilv  <Ge 
^^— \^— ^  judged  ;  except  it  was  to  withdraw  herfelf  from  beuig  « 
»r  TbmM  Witnefe  to  chc  frequent  Butcheries  of  the  Unglijby  wfaoia 
^^  Oo.  p  M  ^^  Raflincfe,  after  Srmth's  Departure,  put  it  out  of 
her  Power  to  fave  diem.  Captain  ArgaU^  having  got  In<^ 
telligence  of  this,  engaged  to  give  Japazaws  a  Copper  Ket« 
tie,  to  bring  her  on  board  his  Ship ;  promifint  not  to  hurt 
her,  but  to  keep  her  fafe,  'till  they  could  conckde  a  Peaco 
with  her  Father.  This  Savage  would  have  done  any  thing 
for  the  Copper  Kettle ;  and  therefore,  having  no  Pretence 
on  Account  of  her  own  Curiofity,  becaufe  flie  had  feen  and 
been  in  many  Ships,  he  made  his  Wife  pretend,  how  de** 
iirous  flie  was  to  fee  one,  fo  that  he  offered  to  beat  her  for 
her  Importunity,  'till  Ihe  wept.  But  at  laft  he  told  her,  if 
Pocahontas  would  go  with  her,  he  was  content.  And 
thus,  taking  Advantage  of  her  Good-nature  and  obliging 
Temper,  they  betrayed  this  inngcent  Creature  aboard  ^ 
where  they  were  all  kindly  received  and  entertained  in  thi? 
Cabbin.  The  Captain,  when  he  faw  his  Time,  decojr'd 
Pocahontas  into  the  Gun  Room ;  only  to  conted  from  lier^ 
that  Japazaws  was  any  way  guHty  of  her  Captivitv/  When 
he  had  received  his  Reward,  the  Captain  fent  for  her  again*! 
and  told  her,  flie  muft  go  with  him,  and  be  the  Means  and 
Inftrument  of  Peace,  between  her  Country  and  thc-Englifi^ 
At  this,  the  old  Traitor  and  his  Wife  began  to  howl  sm 
cry,  as  much  as  Pocahontas ;  who,  bv  the  Captain'^  hit 
Fromifcs  and  Perfuafions,  pacified  herfeU,  by  degrees.  And 
fo  Japazaws  and  his  Wife,  with  their  Kettle  and  other 
Baubles,  went  joyfully  afliore,  and  fee  to  James-Town  j^ 
where,  altho'  a  frequent  Vifitant  before^  and  often  a  kind 
Support  and  Preferver  of  the  Colony,  fee  had  never  been 
*til]  now,  fince  Captain  Smith  left  the  Country. 

A  MefTenger  was  immediately  diipatched  to  her  Father  i 
Azt  he  muft  ranfom  his  Daughter  Pocahontas^  whom  hei 
loved  fo  dearly,  with  the  Men,  Guns,  and  Toob  Of  thd 
EngUJbj  which  he  had  t^eacheroufly  ftolen  and  furprifed^ 
This  unwelcome  News  much  troubled  Powhatan^  becaufe 
he  loved  both  his  Daughter  and  thehr  Commodities  well  $ 
and  it  threw  him  into  fuch  Perplexity,  that  it  was  thred 
Months,  before  he  returned  any  Anlwer.  Then  he  fenC 
back  feven  of  the  Englijhj  with  each  an  tmferviceabld 
Mufket  \  and  fent  Word,  that  when  they  feould  deliver  Vvk 
Daughter,  he  would  make  full  Satisfadion  for  all  Injuries^ 
and  give  them  five  hundred  Bufeels  of  Com,  and  would  \m 
their  Friend  for  ever.  But  the  Englijh  anfwered ;  That 
his  Daughter  feould  be  well  ufed ;  but  that  they  could  npt 
believe,  tb«  reft  of  their  Arms  were  either  loft^  oi  itoloB 
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fiom  bim ;  and  that  therefore^  thev  would  keep  his  Daugh-     x<»i^* 
teff  till  he  had  fent  them  all  bacK.    But  this  Anfwer  dif-  ^"-^v""^ 
nlnied  him  fo  much^  that  they  heard  no  jnore  from  him.  ^^  Thomas 
SrVkoe  time  after.  f^'.°- 

At  laft,  in  the  Beginnmg  of  the  next  Year,  Sir  Thomas  x6i), 
Odi  took  Pocahontas  with  him^  and  went  in  Captam  jfr^ 
galPs  Ship^  with  fome  other  Vefiels  belonging  to  the  Colo- 
ny, up  into  his  own  River,  to  his  chief  Habitation  at  ff^e-* 
Tiwoconucoy  with  a  Party  of  an  hundred  and  fifty  Meo^ 
well  appointed.  Powhatan  did  not  appear ;  and  although 
the  EngUflf  told  them,  their  Bufmefs  was  to  deliver  up  their 
Emperor's  Daughter,  upon  Reftitution  of  the  reft  of  their 
J^en  and  Arms,  yet  were  they  received  with  many  fcorn*- 
fiil  Bravades  and  Threats*  They  told  them,  if  they  came 
to  fieht,  they  were  welcome  i  but  advifed  them,  as  the/ 
kved  their  Lives,  to  retire ;  or  elfe  they  would  treat  them» 
«s  they  hflul  done  Captain  Ratclifft.  But  after  fome  imall 
Skirmiibes^  and  confiderable  Damage  done  the  Indians^  hf 
burning  their  Houfes,  and  fpoiling  all,  they  could  find,  a 
Peace  Wat  patched  up.  They  immediately  lent  Mefiengers 
40  p9whataH ;  and  they  told  the  Englijhy  that  there  Men 
were  run  offi  for  fear  they  fliould  hang  them' ;  but  that 
Powbatmf%  Men  were  run  after,  to  bring  them  back ;  and 
duit  tbdr  Swords  and  Mufkets  ihould  be  brought,  the  next 
D»r.  But  the  EngUJh^  perceiving,  that  this  was  all  Col- 
lafium,  only  to  dehy  the  Time,  till  they  could  carry  off 
ibeir  Gooos  and  Provifions,  told  them,  that  they  fllould 
bave  a  Truce,  till  the  next  Day  at  Noon ;  butthen,  if  they 
bad  not  a  direA  Anfwer  to  their  Demands^  or  found  them 
inclinable  to  fight,  they  ihould  know,  when  the  Englijk 
•would  begin,  by  the  Sound  of  their  Drums  and  Trumpets. 
'"^Jpon  Confidence  of  this  Truce,  two  of  Powbatan^s  Sons 
came  on  board  the  Ship,  to  fee  their  Sifter ;  on  whofe  Sights 
findingiier  weU,  although  they  had  heard  the  contrary,  ^cf 
greattr.  rejoiced ;  and  they  promifed  to  perfuade  their  Father 
to  redeem  be^,  and  for  ever  be  Friends  with  the  Englijh. 
Heieupon  Mr4  John  Roift  and  Mr.  Sparks  were  lent  to 
Pawbatanj  xo  acquaint  him  with  the  Bufinefs.  They  were 
Idndly  recdved  and  entertained,  but  not  admitted  into  the 
Ibrefence  of  the  Emperon  They  only  fpoke  with  Opechan- 
tanmghy  who  ptomifed  to  do  his  utmoft  with  hb  Brother, 
|o  incline  him  :o  Peace  and  Friendfhip.  But  it  now  being 
4pirif^  u^  Time  to  prepare  their  Ground,  and  fet  their 
.Com,  they  returned  to  Jamis-Townj  without  doing  any 
10ung  more  in  the  AflFair. 

Long  before  this,  Mr.  John  Rolfe^  a  worthy  youne 
tfjcadcmant  and  of  good  Behaviour,  had  been  in  Love  with 

K  -  Pocahontas^ 
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Pocahontas,  and  fbt  with  him.  And  at  this  time,  he  madi 
the  thing  known  to  Sir  Thomas  Dab,  through  Mr.  Mji^ 
Hamn-f  and  wrote  him  a  Letter,  ditreadng  his  Advice; 
and  ihe  likewife  acquainted  her  Brother  with  it.  Sir  Tint' 
mas  Dali  highly  approved  of  it ;  and  the  Report  of  this 
Marriage  foon  coming  to  the  Knowledge  of  Powhattt^  k 
was  found  a  thing  acceptable  to  him,  by  his  fudden  Coa- 
fent.  For  within  ten  Da]^,  he  fent  Opachifeo,  an  old  Uo^ 
jde  of  hers,  and  two  of  his  Sons,  to  fee  the  Manner  of  thf 
Marriage,  and  to  do  in  that  Behalf,  what  they  were  re- 

auired,  for  the  Confirmation  of  it,  as  his  Deputies.  It  vat 
lerefore  folenmifed  in  the  Beginning  of  April  1613 ;  and 
ever  utter,  they  had  friendly  Trade  and  Commerce,  as  we& 
with  Powhatan  himfclf,  as  with  all  his  Subjedb. 

The  Chickahominies  were  a  ftout,  darine,  and  free  Peo* 
pie.  They  had  no,  Werowance,  or  fmgle  Kuler,  but  were 
governed  m  a  Republican  Form^,by  their  Elders.  Thefa 
were  their  Priefts,  and  fome  of  the  wifefl  of  their  old  Men^ 
as  AfBflants  to  them.  In  Confequence  of  thefe  Principles 
of  Government,  they  took  all  Opportunities  of  (hakinfl;  off 
PowhaiarCz  Yoke,  whom  diey  looked  upon  and  hated,  as 
a  Tyrant.  And  therefore,  the^  had  taken  Advantage  of 
thefe  late  Times  of  Hdlility  and  Daneec  as  well  to  the 
Indians^  as  to  the  Englijbj  to  aflert  their  Liberty.  But  now^ 
feeing  Powhatan  fo  clofely  linked  with  the  EngUJb,  both 
in  Affinity  and  Friendihip,  th^  were  in  great  Concern  and 
Dread,  lefl  he  (hould  bring  tnem  again  to  his  Subje^on. 
To  prevent  which,  they  lent  Ambafladors  to  Sir  Thomas 
DaU\  excufmg  all  former  Inniries,  and  promifing  ever  after 
to  be  King  Jamis*s  futhfiil  oubjeds :  That  they  would  re^ 
linquifh  the  Name  of  ChickahonunieSy  and  be  called  TaffaiH 
Ujfusy  or  Engltjhmeny  and  that  Sir  Thomas  Dale  {hould  be 
their  Governor,  as  the  King's  Deputy.  Only  they  defircA 
to  be  governed  by  their  own  Laws,  under  their  eight  EUert 
as  his  Subflitutes.  2>ir  Thomas  Dale,  hopine  for  fome  Ad* 
Vantage  from  this,  willingly  accepted  their  Offer.  At  the 
Day  appointed,  with  Captain  Argall  and  fifty  Men,  he  went 
to  Chickahcminy  j  where  he  found  the  People  afTembled,  ext* 
peeling  his  Coming.  They  treated  him  kindly  i  and  thei 
next  Morning,  having  held  a  Council,  the  Peace  was  coa^ 
eluded  on  thefe  Conditions : 

I.  That  they  fhould  for  ever  be  called  EngUJhmen^  andi 
be  true  Suhjcds  to  King  James  and  his  Deputies  : 

II.  That  they  fhould  neither  kill,  nor  detain  2nj  ot 
the  Englijhy  or  oC  their  Cattle,  but  ihould  bring  then^ 
liome: 

in.  THifa 
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in.  That  th^  fliould  be  always  ready,  to  fumifh  the    1613. 
fnglijh  with  three  hundred  Men>  againft  the  Spaniards^  or  ^'^— v — ' 
$af  other  Enemy :  '  s  r  Ti>«>M» 

IV.  That  th<7  ihould  not  enter  any  of  the ^w'^//^ ^^^ *^- 
Towns,  before  fenaing  in  Word,  that  they  were  new  £«- 
gli/hmgn  : 

V.  That  everv  fighting  Man,  at  gathering  their  Com, 
Ibould  bring  two  Bufhels*  to  the  Store,  as  a  Tribute ;  for 
which  he  fhould  receive  as  many  Hatchets : 

VI.  That  the  eight  chief  Men  fhould  fee  all  this  per- 
formed, or  receive  the  Punifliment  themfelves ;  and  for 
^ir  Diligence,  they  fliould  have  a  red  Coat,  a  Copper 
Chain,  and  King  Jameses  Pidure,  and  be  accounted  hit 
Nobleman. 

The$b  Articles  were  joyfully  afiented  to  and  ratified, 
ly  a  great  Shout  and  Acclamation ;  and  one  of  their  Elders 
hegan  an  Oration,  addrefilng  his  Speech,  firft  to  the  old 
Men,  then  to  the  Young,  and  then  to  the  Women  and 
Children,  to  make  them  underftand,  how  ftridly  they  were 
to  obferve  thefe  Conditions,  and  that  then  the  EngUJh  would 
tefend  them  from  the  Fury  of  Powhatan^  or  any  other  E- 
Jiemy  whatfoever.  And  thus  was  their  Liberty  once  more 
fecured ;  which  indeed  had  its  ufual  good  EfFecSb,  even  a- 
mong  diefe  wild  and  favage  Nations.  For  altho'  Chicka* 
hwany  is  far  from  being  famous  for  good  Land,  vet  we  are 
told,  that  they  had  the  largeft  Fields,  and  moft  plentiful 
Ckops  of  Corn,  and  the  greateft  Abundance  of  ail  other 
^irovifions  and  Neceflaries,  of  any  People  then  in  the  Coun- 
try. Such  a  happy  Influence  had  Libertv,  and  fuch  vifible 
Incitement  did  nrm  Property  give  to  the  Induftry  ot  even 
Ihat  lazy  and  improvident  People. 

And  now  the  EngUJh  began  to  find  the  Miftake  of  for- 
Ifldding  and  preventing  private  Property.  For  whilft  they 
all;  laboured  jointly  together,  and  were  fed  out  of  the  com- 
Ikion  Store,  happy  was  he^  that  could  (lip  from  his  Labour, 
<«•  flubber  over  hb  Work  in  any  Manner.  Neither  had 
'ttey  any  Concern  about  the  Increafe  ;  prcfuming,  however 
the  Crop  prpfpered,  that  the  publick  Store  mult  flill  main- 
tain them.  Even  the  moft  honcft  and  indultrious  would 
icucely  take  fo  much  true  Pains  in  a  Week,  as  they  would 
fcave  aone  for  themfelves  in  a  Day.  The  five  Years  alfo, 
preCcribed  in  hb  Majefty's  Inftru^lions  under  ti)c  privy  :)ea), 
lor  trading  all  together  in  common  Stocks,  and  bringing  the 
•ilrliole  Fruit  of  their  Labours'  into  common  Storc-houfcs, 
iierc  now  expired.  Therefore,  to  jrevnt  ti^.is  Int-onvtni- 
iMf  and  bad  Confequence,  Sir  Thomas  Dale  allotted  each 
K  2  M«w 
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\Uy      Man  three  Acres  of  cleared  Ground,   in   the"Natiftf  of 

^— V— -^  Farms.    Thcv  were  to  work  eleven  Months  for  the  ficonsc 

sjrTWf  and  had  two  Bufliels  of  Corn  from  thence;  and  ttA^ltU 

^^^^'  one  Month  allowed  them,  to  male  the  reft  of  &it\k9to^ 

viftons.    This  was  certainly  very  hard  and  pinching ;  t4t 

his  new  and  favourite  Settlement  at  Bermudas  Hundnd'h^ 

better  Conditions.    For  one  Month's  Lalyour,  idiich  mvft 

if^icher  be  in  Seed-time  nor  Harveft,  they  were  exemprgj 

from  all  further  Service ;  and  for  this  Exemption  tfie^  oidy 

paid  two  Barrels  and  a  half  of  Com,  as  a  Yearly  Tribute 

to  the  Store.    However,  the  Profpeft  of  thefe  Farmers  Lt^ 

bours  gave  the  Colony  much  Content ;  and  they  were  nd 

longer  in  Fear  of  wanting,  either  for  themfelves,  or  to  en- 

tcrt;;in  their  new  Supplies. 

Sir  Thomas  Dalt  bad  been  very  a£live  and  indu^hiouf 
in  ranging  about  and  viewing  the  (^untry,  and  was  vaftly 
delighted  with  its  Pleafantnefs  and  Fertility.    Being^  there- 
fore much  vexed  and  concerned,  to  find  the  Poflmon  of 
fo  noble  a  Territory  fet  fo  light  by  at  home,  as  even  fomd* 
times  to  be  debated,  whether  it  fhoutl  be  farther  profi^ct^ 
ted,  or  entirely  abandoned,  he  wrote  a  Letter  to  w  Th^ 
mas  Smithf  the  Treafurer  i  wherein  he  aflures  them  alf 
and  prays  them  to  remember  it,  that  if  they  fhMi  give 
over  the  Enterprife,  and  lofe  the  Country,  th^  wymU^  ih 
their  great  Wndom,  commit  an  Error  of  fuch  Pirejildlce 
and  Damage  to  En^ltnd^  as  had  never  happened  torit,  finee 
the  Lofs  of  the  Kingdom  of  Frarui.    He  deiireirtfiem  n^ 
to  be  gulled  and  decenred,  by  the  clamorous  Reports  oPMi 
People,  but  to  believe  Calib  and  J^Jhua.    And  if  the  GMQr 
of  God,  and  the  Converfion  of  thofe  poor  Infideb,  had  VD 
Influence  on  the  rich  Mammons  of  the  Earth ;  yet  1it'B4- 
vifes  them  to  follow  the  Didates  of  their  own  Avarice,  Mtf. 
only  to  confult  their  proper  Intereft  and  Adranta&e.    Fdr 
he  protefts  on  the  Faith  of  an  honeft  Man,  that  tRe  mofe 
he  raneed  and  faw  of  the  Country,  the  more  he  JMkni 
ft;  and  that  having  {etw  the  beft Parts  of  Europei  yet  be. 
declares,  with  a  folemn  AflTeveration,  that  put  them  alt  t^ 
gether,  he  thought,  this  Country  would  be  eqiiivalcife  to 
Siem,  if  it  were  once  well  cultivated,  and  feat<Ml  With  good 
and  induftrious  People. 
,^  E  A  R  L  Y  in  the  next  Year,  Sir  Ticmas  Gates  rbtumed  lo 

i.  J  Enrbnd^    and  left  the  Government  again  to  Sir  Themas 

gTTwr  ^^^^*  Undcrftanding,  that  there  was  a  Colony  of  FttnA^ 
DuU  Oo*  in  the  Northern  Part  of  Virginia^  about  the  Latitude  of 
45,  he  fent  Captain  Argall  thither,  to  Pari  Royeti  joaStk 
ireixy  two  Towns,  lying  on  each  Side  of  the  Bty  of  Aw- 
elf\  io  Aeadia.    Finding  the  French  difpcrfed  abroad  iv^#B 
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Woods,  he  furprifed  their  Ship  and  Baric,   lately  arrived 
from.  Franct.    In  thecxi  was  miurh  good  Apparel,  with  other  ^ 
Furniture  and  Provifion,  which  he  brought  to  Janus-Town  -,  ^^J'^^ 
imt  the  Men  efcaped,  and  lived  among  the  Indians  of  thofc^^^ 
Countries..     The  Pretence  for  this  Depredation   on  the 
French^  wz$  foi:Uided  on  their  Right  of  firft  Difcovery ; 
and  therefore  the  EngUJb^   in  Imitation  of  the  Spatiiards^ 
hid  Claim  to  the  whole  Continent,  ajtho'  thev  really  pof- 
feiled«  and  had  feated  fp  fmUl  a  Part  of  it.     But  it  is  cer- 
tain»  that  we  were»  at  that  time,  in  profound  Peace,  not 
only  with  -rrance^  but  the  whole  World.     In  hb  Return, 
Captain  Argall  likewife  viilted  the  Dutch  Settlement,  on 
Huif9fC%  River ;  and  he  alledged,  that  Captain  Huifon^  the 
firft  Difcoverer,  under  whofe  Sale  they  claimed  that  Coun- 
tfjy    beine  an  EngUJhjnan^   and  licenfed  to  difcover  thofe 
N^rtbim  Parts,  by  the  King  of  England^  could  not  alienate 
that,  \fhich  was  only  a  Part  of  Virginiay  from  the  Engltjb 
^rowa.    He  therefore  demanded  the  Pofl^flion ;  and  the 
Dutch  Governor,  beine  unable  to  refift,  peaceably  fubmit- 
ted  both  himfelf  and  his  Colony,  to  the  King  of  England^ 
and  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia  under  him.    Soon  after, 
•  new  Governor  arrived  from  Amfterdam^  better  provided. 
Under  Colour  of  their  Right  of  Purchafe,  and  becaufe  the 
Country  lay  void  and  unoccupied,  and  confequcntly  open 
to  the  nrft  PoiTefTor,  he  not  only  rcfufed  to  pay  tlie  1  ribute 
uiH  Acknowledgement,  which  had  been  agreed  upon»  but 
dfo  began  to  forti^,  and  pqt  himfelf  into  a  Pofture  of  De- 
tfAce*    And  the  Claim  of  the  Englijhy  being  either  wholly 
waved  for  the  ptefent,  or  but  feiatly  purfued,  they,  this 
(ame  Year,  made  a  firm  Setdement,  which  foon  became 
very  flouriflui^  and  populous.    But  Complamt  being  made, 
liune  Years  aner,  to  King  Charles  I.  and  bv  him  reprefent- 
ed  to  the  States  of  HsUand^  they  declarecl,  by  a  publick 
Inf^ment,  that  they  were  no  ways  concerned  in  it,  but 
Aat  it  was  a  private  Undertaking  of  the  IVefl-India  Com- 
Dany  of  Amfttrdam  i  apd  fo  referred  it  wholly  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Pleafure. 

Mr,  Rjfilth  Horner^  who  was  afterwards  ond  of  our 
Council,  and  to  whofe  Relation  we  arc  indebted  for  this 
part  of  the  Hiftory  ol  Virginia^  having  refided  fome  Years 
l^re,  ever  fince  the  great  Supply  1609,  and  bein^  now  a- 
kput  \o  refurn  to  England^  was  very  dcfirous  to  vifit  Psvm 
i^toM  a|id  hi)  Court,  cyid  to. be  able,  when  he  v/cnt  hon^e, 
to  fpcaik  foqfiething  of  his  own  Knowledge*  Sir  Thomas 
fisdi  alfp  thought  it  advifeable,  to  have  fomp  further  Pledge 
W^i^ifu^tfji'sFriendihip,  Malts  P§c<il»^tas^  It  w^s  there* 
4iM  isfglYsda  tQ  iwA  this  Gend^m^^  ^  hi«  AQ>lMfiador, 
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16x4-     to  demand  his  other  Daughter.    Wherefore,  Mr.  Hatmr^ 

'  taking  Thohms  Savage  for  his  Interpreter,  and  two  Indimm 

for  his  Guides,  went  oiF  in  the  Morning  from  Bitmtdm^ 

!Sir  Thomas  DaU*s  favourite  Seat,  and  chief  Place  of  Ro* 
idence)  and  arrived  the  next  Evening  at  MaUb$t.  Thfi 
was  a  Seat  of  the  King's,  where  he  then'  was,  a  few  Milei^ 
higher  up  York  River  than  it^erowocomoco.  Powhatan 
knew  the  Boy,  Thomas  Savage^  well,  whom  hfiwpert  bad 
prefented  to  him,  in  the  Year  1607 ;  and  he  faid  tahim; 
My  Child  J  you  Wct  e  %  my  Boy,  and  I  gave  you  Leave^tfew 
Tears  a^o^  to  go  and  fee  your  Friends  ;  but  I  have  never  fee^ 
nor  heard  of  you^  nor  my  own  Man  Nan:ontack^»c^,  althe^ 
many  Ships  have  gone  and  returned.  Then  turning  to  M^. 
Hamery  he  demanded  the  Chain  of  Pearl,  which  he  fent  t^ 
Sir  Thomas  Daley  when  the  Peace  was  concluded;  ahd* 
which  was- to  he  a  Token  between  them,  whenever  Sir 
Thomas  fcnt  a  Meflenger  to  him ;  otherwife,  he  was  to 
bind  him,  and  fend  him  back,  as  a  Deferter.  It  was  truc^ 
there  was  fuch  an  Agreement ;  and  Sir  Thomas  Dale  had 
ordered  his  Page  to  deliver  the  Chain  to  Mr.  HanuKy  bii^ 
the  Page  either  negle£lcd  or  forgot  it.  Mr.  Hanur  then?* 
fore  replied,  that  he  knew  not  of  any  fuch  Order  j  and  if 
there  was  fuch  a  Token,  it  was  only  intended,  when  Sir 
Thomasy  upon  the  fuilden,  ihould  fend  an  Englijh  Meflfcn- 
ger,  without  an  Indian  Guide.  But  if  his  own  Peopk 
fliould  conduct  the  Meflenger,  which  vifA  the  Cafe  at  pre- 
fent,  that  was  a  fufficient  Teftimony  and  Credential.  Wldi 
this  Anfwer  Powhatan  was  fatisfied,  and  conduced  theto 
to  his  Houfe,  where  a  Guard  of  two  hundred  Bowmen  at- 
tended. Firft  he  offered  Mr.  Hamer  a  Pipe  of  Tobaoc^ 
and  then  aflced  after  hb  Brother,  Sir  Thomas  Dali%  He'akh  j 
and  how  his  Daughter,  and  unknown  Son,  lived  and  likMi 
And  being  told,  that  his  Brother  was  well ;  and  that  Ms 
Daughter  Was  fo  delighted  with  her  Condition,  that  ttA 
would  not,  upon  any  Account,  return  and  live  again 
with  him,  he  laughed  heartily,  and  feemed  much  plofdd 
to  hear  it. 

After  that,  he  demanded  of  Mh  Hanur  his  Bulin^fs ; 
who  telling  him,  that  it  was  private,  he  inftantly  cofli- 
mandcd  all  out  of  the  Houfe,  except  his  two  Queens',  thai 
always  fat  by  him,  and  then  bad  him  fpeak  on.  Mr.  J%* 
mer  firft  prefented  him  with  feveral  Toys,^  fent  by  Sir  73f* 
mas  Dale  \  and  then  he  told  him,  that  his  Brother  DeAe^ 
having  heard  of  the  Fame  of  his  youngeft  Daughter,  ilH 
tended  to  marry  her  to  fome  worthy  Englijh  OentlemaSf 
which  would  be  highly  pleafing  and  agreeable  to  her  Sifcr; 
who  was  very  defirous  to  fee  her,  and  to  have  her  mat 
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jmi  snd  tint  theitfisre,  he  defined^  as  i  Teftimony  of  his 
(m^  that  be  wouU  fend  her  to  him*  For  fmce  they  were 
OMF  become  one  People,  and  defigikd  to  dwell  together  in  ^^J,q^\ 
^iiimeCountiy,  he  conceived,  there  could  be  no  firmer  vctnur, 
IMon,  nor  ftronger  Aflurance  of  Love  and  Friendihip, 
than  fuch  a  natiual  Band  of  Intermarriage  and  Alliance. 
PowbatOHy  who  often  interrupted  him,  and  betrayed. many 
Signs  of  Uneafmeis,  the  whole  Time,  he  was  fpeaking, 
immediately  returned  this  Anfwer,  with  much  Serioulhefs 
aad  Gravity. 

/  gladly  accept  my  Brother*  s  Salute  of  Love  and  Peace ; 
fMcOy  uibilji  I  liv0^  I  will  pun£iually  and  exa^ly  keep,  I 
fikeunfe  receive  his  PrefentSj  as  Pledges  thereof y  with  no  lefs 
Tbankfulnefs.  But  as  to  my  Daughter ^  I  fold  her ^  a  few 
Daysfincoj  to  a  great  Werowancey  for  two  Bujhcls  of  Roan-* 
$ke»  Mr.  Homer  told  him,  that  the  Roanoiee  was  but  a 
Trifle  to  fo  great  a  Prinoe  $  and  by  returning  it,  he  might 
recall  her,  smd-  gralify  his  Brother.  And  he  further  aflured 
bim,  befides  ftrttigdiening  the  ftri&  Band  of  Peace  and 
Friendfhip  betwMB  ^tbcn*  thathefhould  have  three  times 
Ibe  Worth  of  the  Roanoke  for  her,  in  Beads,  Copper,  and 
iither  Commodities*  This  extorted  the  Truth  from  him  s 
and  he  ingenuouily  confefled,  that  the  Reafon  of  his  Refu- 
U,  was  the  Love  he  bore  his  Daughter.  Altho'  he  had 
aiany  Children,  yet  he  delighted  in  none,  he  (aid,  fo  much 
m-  her ;  and  he  could  not  poffibly  live  without  often  feeing 
kti  i.  which  he  could  not  do,  if  fhe  lived  among  the  Eh" 
Mb.  For  he  had  determined,  upon  no  Terms,  to  put 
himfelf  into  their  Hands,  or  come  among  them.  He  therein 
fciie  defired  him,  to  urge  him  no  farther  upon  the  SubjeA, 
|Mt  to  return  his  Brother  thb  Anfwer :  That  he  held  it  not 
#  brotherly  Part^  to  endeavour  to  bereave  bim  of  his  two  dar^ 
(Bng  Children  at  once  :  That^  for  his  Party  be  defired  nofar-f 
tAer  JJfurance  of  bis  Frienajhipy  than  the  Promifty  he  had 
Mtfii ;  andy  That  from  him^  Sir  Thomas  already  bad  a 
•*^^^9  9^  ^  l>is  bosqhtersy  which^  as  long  as  fie  livedo 
VfouUbe  fitficient  I  but  if  fie  fiould  happen  to  dioy  he  pro- 
^ed  to  give  another.  And  further y  (ays  he,  tell  himy  altho* 
ii  bad  na  Pt^^(H  ot  ^il%Jl*t  be  need  not  diftrufi  anv  Injury 
r/rom  me  or  my  People.  Toere  hath  teen  enough  of  Blood  and 
ifar.  Too  many  bavo  hoenfiain  alreadyy  on  hth  Sides ;  and^ 
•hh  my  Qccafion^  there  fiall  never  he  more^  /,  who  ha%f$ 
W^wr  to  perform  it^  have f aid  it.  I  am  now  grown  oldy  and 
W^e^ld  ikdhj  end  my  Days  in  Peace  and  ^ietnefs  ;  and  at*

\  emtfgb^  ana  J  can  go  from  you.  And  this  Anfwer^  1

K  4  Whilst 
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Whilst  Mr. //tfmirftaid  here,  b7CiiaiiO»meir«ii«« 
an  Englijhman^  who  had  been  taken,  three  Years  bebtti 
at  F^rt  Hittryj  on  the  Moudi  of  Hampt9^  River.  He  wat. 
grown  fo  like  an  IruUan^  bodi  in  Complexian  and  Habit, 
that  he  coiild  be  difUnguiflied  from  them  by  nothing  but  hit 
Language.  He  begged  of  Mr.  Hamn^  to  procuce  his  Li- 
berty ;  which,  with  much  Difficulty,  he  did.  And  now. 
being  about  to  return,  P»whaUin  aeftred  him,  to  put  his 
Brother  Dale  in  Mind,  to  fend  him  fcveral  Toys  and  Tools ; 
which,  left  he  fliould  forget,  he  made  him  vrrite  them  dowit^ 
in  a  Table-Book,  that  he  had.  However  he  got  it,  it  was 
a  very  fair  one ;  and  Mr.  Hanur  defu-ed,  he  would  give  it 
to  him.  But  he  told  him,  he  could  not  part  with  it :  For. 
it  did  him  much  Good,  in  (hewing  to  Strangers*  After 
which,  having  furnilhed  them  well  with  Provifions,  he  dif- 
miiTed  them ;  giving  each  a  Buckflcin,  extremely  well  drefr 
fed,  and  fending  two  more,  to  his  Son  and  Daughter. 

All  this  while.  Sir  Thomas  Dali^  Mr.  Wbitakir^  Mh 
nifrer  of  Bermuda-Hundndy  and  Mr.  hilfi^  her  Hufband^ 
were  very  careful  and  affiduous,  in  inftruding  Pocabitttas 
in  the  Chriftian  Religion  i  and  fte,  on  her  Part,  exprcfled 
an  eager  Defire,  and  (hdwed  great  Capacity  in  learning. 
After  ihe  had  been  tutored  for  fome  tioie,  uie  openly  re- 
nounced the  Idolatry  of  her  Country,  confefled  the  f^Mthxi 
Chrift,  and  was  baptized  by  the  Name  of  lUkaa.  But  bet 
real  Name,  it  feems,  was  originally  Matoax ;  vvihich  the  Im-< 
Ham  carefully  conc^ed  from  the  EngUJbj  and  changed  it  Id 
Pocahontas^  out  of  a  fuperftitious  Fear,  left  they,  by  tbt 
Knowledge  of  ber  true  Name,  fliould  be  enabled  to  da  her 
feme  Hurt  She  was  the  firft  Chriftian  Indian  in  thefe  Pacti^ 
and  perhaps  the  fmcereft  and  moft  worthy,  that  has  ever 
been  fmce.  And  now  flie  had  no  Manner  ci  Defire,  tor8b> 
turn  to  her  Father  ;  neither  could  flie  well  endure  the  brurifli 
Manners,  or  Society,  of  her  own  Nation.  Her  Affe^tioft 
to  her  Hu(band  was  extremely  oxiftant  and  true  y  and  h% 
on  the  other  Hand,  underwent  great  Torment  and  Pain>  «mt 
of  i)is  violent  Paffion,  and  tender  Sollicitude  for  her. 

Whilst  theie  things  were  tranfading  in  f^rginu^t 
Captam  Smiih*^  reftlefs  and  enterprifmg  Genius  could  not. 
brook  a  Lift  of  Indolence  and  Ina£Uvity  at  home.  He  tbevQ- 
fore  undertook  a  Voyage  for  feme  Merchants,  to  that  Part 
of  Firginia^  wbich  had  been  difcovered  by  Captain  GofnoU% 
in  the  Year  i6o2.  Having  made  an  advantageous  VoyaM 
for  his  Owners,  and  taken  an  exa&  Chart  of  the  Coafi, 
he  then  firft  called  the  Country  Ntw^England.  Tkk 
Name  was  afterwards  confirmed  and  eftab)i(bed  by  Prinoi 
Charles^   who  likewife,   at  Captain  Smth*^  Dt&aty  gay^ 
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Nflni.iol€Mral  RiMr  luid'ltiiwi  dona;  AeCbtft,  from    titf 
Q^jCidu  br  4S  dtt  B»)r  of  Fmuli.    R  wu  reMved»  to  ^-v^^ 
tele^he  Coiintr]riAniedia.tdy,  imder  the  Condua  of  Cip-  ^?^^ 
laiR  GM&i  ffbo  wisghmd  with  die  emptjr  Title  of  Ad*  ^HSL 
market  Ntw-Bngbma.    But  he  meeting  with  mafiy  croft 
Aflddmti  the  oext  Year,  and  beinj;  at  lafi  taken  by^Fi'iticb 
Rovei)  the  ProjoA  became  abortive  s  and  it  wu  the  Year 
m6^  before  any  Settlement  was  made  Aere. 
.   Thi»  Year  alfo*  Sir  ff^akir  Raligb  firft  pubUflied  hia 
HiAptj  of  the  World}  which  wu  received  with  all  duo 
kffhaik  and  Admiration  bv  the  Publick,  but  g»ve  Uni« 
^rage,  we  are  told,  to  the  filing.    SomeAuthon  have  in* 
finuated,  that  tbat  Royal  Pedant  wu  pioued,  u  an  Author, 
and  jealous  of  him  in  that  Capacity.    As  if  it  would  ever 
#ome  into  any  Man's  Head,  to  put  that  admirable  Work 
in  the  BaUance  with  his  old-wifiln  Oarrolities  |  which  are 
now  only  to  be  found  in  the  Colleftiona.of  the  Curious,  m 
n^eomicand  ridiculous  Entertainment,  and  a  proper  Sub- 
jt&  for  Laughter  and  Contempt.    Others  (ay,  that  he  wu 
ftaadaliifted  at  the  Freedom,  which.  Sir  /Fkbir  Rgkgh  had 
ipdieii  with  fome  dead  Princes,  and  particuhrly  vrith  Hirnj 
V<QI }  thmkins  it  perhaps' «in  unpardonable  Inlolence,  and  i* 
Kind  of  Bbf^iemy,  that  any,  below  a  Crowned  Head, 
ftouU  dare  to  cenfure  their  Adions.    Whilft  odien  tdl  ui, 
thM^  through  the  mifchievous  Infmuations  of  fome  Syco- 
Plants  about  him,  hefuTpeded,  that  it  contained  an  artfol 
jupofiure  of  himielf  and  Miniftry*    And  thus,  truly,  u  Mr. 
itidfi  obferves,  the  General  Hiftory  of  the  World  wu  turn- 
vdi  «Jk>  ft  fecret  Hiftory,  or  oblique  Satire,  upon  his  Court  \ 
#id  imib¥wot%  were  to  be  feen  in  it,  ftuck  upon  old  Ji¥H 
i0§Y  B^bflmMin^  or  Afffrian  Shoulders.    Altho%  u  it  u  re- 
buked Vy  another  Author,  he  might  eafily  be  led  to  fancy, 
dbfiiiirtin'the  Face  of  Nimas^  the  Son  of  SMn'mmfr,  luji 
'mm^eatures,  u  SuccefTor  to  the  Britijh  Simiramisi  and 
Akt'bts  particular  Injufticcj  to -the  Writer,  wu  well  repre- 
4«tsd  and  cenfured,  in  the  Story  of  jlhay$  takimr  away 
Nabcik'nYineyud.    But  from  wKatever  Caufe  hb  Offence 
^moS^  I  thoupit;  it  would  not  be  unexceptable  to  the  Rea« 
der,  lom^kethis  fliort  Digreffion,  to  the  Honour  of  that 
knmoelal  Wbcb    For  nesct  to  die  Praife  and  Approbation 
)lCtbe  Wifti,  it  hathl>oen  ever  efteemed  a  fecondary  Honour- 
<i«4ut  Atttbor,  to  be  carped  at,  by  the  fooliih  Uivik,  and 
^PlhiExctptionst  irf  tho(e  of  a  contrary  GharaAer. 
,  'iH  Jmi^  Capuin.i/r/tfi/fet  Sail  for  £s(fAni<  and  gptve 
^Account  of  the  quiet  and  flourilhing  State  of  the  Colony  i 
usUeb  Report  wu  ftrengthened  by  the  Teftimony  of  Sur 
Vmmwtta^  who  had  retitmed  firpm  Firginiaf  th»Jdiirck 
-  ^eforot 
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1615.  before.  To  back  this  Succefs  with  all  Expedition^  thtf 
^^•—v—^  Council  and  Company  refolved,  that  the  great  Virginig^ 
^P^*  Lottery  (hould  be  drawn,  with  all  conreaient  Speed ;  whidb 
JjjJ^^  *  was  accordingly  done,  the  following  Year  1615.  The 
fame  Year,  a  Spanijh  Ship  was  feen  to  beat  to  and  fro,  off 
Pdint  Comfort  I  and  at  laft,  fhe  fent  a  Boat  afhore,  f^  a  Pilot, 
Captain  Da%nesy  the  Governor  of  the  Fort,  readily  granted, 
cne,  and  fent  Mr.  John  Clarke ;  who  was  no  fooner  ou 
board,  but  they  fet  &il,  and  carried  him  oiF  to  Sutin,  He 
vr»  there  ftrongly  foUicited,  to  become  their  Inftrument 
and  Pilot,  to  betray  the  Colony.  But  he  bravely  and  ho-» 
neftly  reHfted  all  their  Temptations  ;  and  was,  therefore, 
obliged  to  undergo  a  long  Captivity.  At  laft,  after  four 
Years  Imprifonment,  he  was,  with  much  Suit,  returned  to 
England.  But  the  Stanijh  Ship,  by  fome  Accident,  left 
three  of  her  own  Men  behind  ;  who  were  immediatelv 
feia^d,  and  ftridUy  examined.  They  faid,  that  having  loft 
their  Admiral,  they  were  forced  into  thefe  Parts ;  and  that 
two-of  them  were  Captains,  and  in  chief  Authority  in  the 
Fleet.  But  fomctime  after,  one  was  difcovered  to  be  an 
Engliflmum ;  who  had  been  a  Pilot  in  the  Spanijh-  Armada^ 
iQ  the  grand  Expedition  againft  England^  in  the  Year  1588* 
And  not  content  with  this  Perfidy  and  Bafenefs  to  his  Coua- 
try,  he  began  here  to  plot,  and  perfuaded  fome  Makcoa- 
tents,  to  join  with  him,  in  running  away  with  a  fmsdl  Barloi 
But  they  were  apprehended,  and  fome  of  them  executed  i 
aind  he,  now  Iving  at  Mercy,^  readily  confefled,  that  there 
\4CCrc  two  or  three  Spanijh  Ships  at  Sea,  fent  purpofely  t» 
difcover  the  St^e  of  the  Colony.  But  he  faid,  their  Cooi*r 
miffion  was  not  to  be  opened,  'till  they  .arrived  in  the  Bay  | 
io  that,  of  any  thing  further  he  was  utterly  ignorant.  One. 
ol  the  Spdniards  died  here,  and  the  other  was  fent  to  £»«. 
gjlandi  But  this  Renegado  was  hanged  at  Sea,.by  Sir  TiiMiaf 
t^aUy  in  his  Voyage  homeward. 
y6i6.  For  Sir  7i^/«w  Dalt  had  now  been  five  Yean  mthd 
^  Country  ;  and  he  had  been,  for  fome  time  paft,  kepthere< 
and  fupported  under  a  longing  Defire  to  vifit  his. own  AiFaini 
and  Family,  by  a  juft&nfe  of  his  Duty  to  God  and  fai^ 
Country,  and  out  of  Compailion  to  the  poor  Creatures  comit 
mitted  to  his  Charge.  But  now  the  Countr)r  being  in  pcTi 
fed  Pence,  and  havine  fettled  all  things  in  eooi  Orderi 
tnd  made  Choice  of  Mr.  Georgt  Yiardlef^  to  be  Deputy^ 
Governor  in  his  Abfcncc,  he  embarked  for  England^  wilh 
Pocahontas  and  Mr.  Rolfe  her  Hufband  ;  and  car-ryipg  with 
f hem  feveral  young /pf^//tf;fx  of  both  Sexes,  they  all  arriy«t 
fafe  at  Piimoyth^  the  12th  of  June^  16 16.  But  at  the  tioNi 
of  his  Daught^r'9  Pcparture,  Powhatan  had  withdraw* 
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hiinfelf  to  die  King  of  Moy-umps^  on  Patowmack  River; 
out  of  Fear.,  as  it  was  fuppofed,  of  Opecbancanoygh.  For  ^ 
be  was  then  a  Man  very  gracious  and  popular,  lx>th  with  ^  ^^^^ 
the  Indians  and  the  Engujb  ;  and  as  Opitchapan^  the  fecond  GovaaM«« 
Brother,  was  lame  and  decrepit,  he  was  thought  to  look 
upon  Ptwhatan^  a  Perfon  of  equal  Ambition  and  Capacity 
for  Government,  as  the  only  Obftacle  to  his  afpiring  Hopes 
and  Deiigns.  And  therefore,  Powhatan  fufpe^ed  at  this 
time,  that  he  had  entered  into  aConfpiracy  with  the  En^ 
gUJby  to  betray  him  into  their  Hands  ;  a  Cafe,  which  he 
bad  ever  dreaded,  and  which,  he  had  therefore  turned  the 
whole  Force  of  his  Politicks,  to  prevent  and  avoid. 

This  worthy  and  honourable  Knight,  Sir  Thomas  Dale^ 
who  may  juftly  be  ranked  among  die  nrii  and  beft  of  our 
Governors,  had,  by  his  fuieular  Vigor  and  Indullry,  and 
by  his  Judgment  and  ConduS  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Colony, 
put  thiAes  into  fuch  an  eafy  and  profperous  Condition,  that, 
from  diis  Time,  an  Alteration  was  made,  in  the  Right  of 
Adventure  for  Land.  For  before  thb,  every  one,  that  had 
adventured  his  own  Perfon,  or  had  fent,  or  brought  others 
over,  at  hb  own  Expence,  was  endded  to  an  hundred  A- 
cres  of  Land,  perfonal  Adventure,  for  each ;  which  was 
the  utmoft  that  could  be  granted  in  any  fmgle  Share,  by 
the  King's  Letters  patent,  and  which  are  odled,  in  the 
Company's  Journals,  and  other  old  Records,  Great  Shares, 
or  Shares  of  t>ld  Adventure.  But  now  it  was  thought,  all 
DiiHculdes  were  fo  far  overcome,  and  the  Country  fettled 
in  fuch  a  Way  of  fubfifting  and  flourifhing,  that,  hence- 
forward, fifty  Acres  only  were  allowed  to  thofe,  who  came, 
or  brought  others  over.  This  is  the  aiKient,  legal,  and  a 
-mofl  indubitable  Method  ofgrandng  Lands  in  Virginia^  and 
was  intended  for  a  greil  and  ufeful  End,  the  encouraging 
People,  to  come*  themfelfes,  and  to  bring  or  fend  others 
over,  to  mhabit  the  Country ;  and  that  they  might,  imme- 
diately upon  their  Arrival,  have  a  Place,  whereon  to  leat 
themfelves  and  Families.  And  I  likewife  find,  in  the  old 
Records,  that  upon  peopling  and  faving  thefe  hundred,  or 
fifty  Acres  (the  Terms  of  which  I  can  no  where  find^  they 
Weie  endded  to  the  like  Quandty  more,  to  be  held,  and 
Ibated  at  their  Leifure.  But  befidet  this,  there  were  two 
licher  Methods  of  mnting  Lands.  The  one  was  upon  Me- 
rit: When  any  Perfon  had  conferred  a  Benefit,  or  done 
fcrvke,  ti9  the  Company  or  Colony,  they  would  beflow 
fuch  a  Proportion  of  Land  upon  him.  However,  to  pre- 
Te»it  Excefs  in  this  Pardctalar,  they  were  refhained,  by  his 
Majefly's  Letters  patent,  not  to  exceed  twenty  greai  Shares, 
CR^two  thoidand  Acres,  in  any  of  thefe  Grants.    The  other 
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was  called  the  Adventure  of  the  Piirfe ;  everjr  Perfbn,  who 
paid  twelve  Pounds  ten  Shillings  into  the  Company's  Tttm- 
fuiy^  having  thereby  a  Title  to  an  hundred  Acres  ^  Land^ 
^ny  where  in  Firginia^  that  had  not  been  before  granted  to^ 
or  poflefied  by  oUiers. 

SxK  Thomas  Dale^  amc^g  the  many  Praifes  jtiftly  due 
to  his  Adminiftration,  had  t^en  particidarly  careful  of  the 
Supplies  of  Life ;  and  had,  accordingly,  always  caufed  fe 
much  Corn  to  be  planted,  tliat  the  Colony  lived  itx  great 
Plenty  and  Abundance.  Nay,  whereas  they  had  forhierhr 
been  conftrained,  to  buy  Cori)  of  the  Indians  Yearly,  whi^ 
expofed  them  to  much  Scorn  and  DifHculty,  the  Cafe  was 
fo  much  altered  under  his  Management,  that  the  Indians 
fometimes  applied  to  the  Englijh^  and  would  fcU  the  veij 
Skins  from  their  Shoulders  for  Corn;  And  to  fome  of  their 
petty  Kings,  Sir  Thomas  lent  four  or  five  hundred  Bufliels  ^ 
for  Repayment  whereof  the  next  Year,  he  took  a  Mort- 
gage  of  their  whole  Countries.  But  as  the  Cultivation  •£ 
Tobacco  began  to  creep  in,  and  to  obftruS  their  Crops  df 
Com,  he  made  a  Law,  that  no  Tobacco  (houkl  be  lety 
till  fuch  a  Proportion  of  Corn-Ground,  for  the  Mafter  aiWI 
each  Servant,  had  been  firft  prepared  and  planted«  And 
this  was  the  firft  Beginning  and  YXxy^  towards  making 
Tobacco  here,  which  hath  ever  fmce  continued  thtt'Staplir 
Commodity  of  our  Country.  But  after  his  Departure  Hoth 
his  Law  and  his  Example  were  utterlv  laid  by  and  ixNioC^ 
and  the  new  Governor  himfclf,  together  with  sdl  the  f  ©in 
pie,  being  tempted  with  the  View  of  prefent  Gain,  applied 
themfelves  fo  eagerly  to  planting  Tobacco,  thst  that  nes- 
leded  the  other  neceflfary  Article  of  Life.  And  befiMttbis 
Negleft  of  their  Com,  the  Supplies  of  People,  font  this 
Year,  came,  as  ufual,  fo  unprovided,  that  they  foM  eafod 
them  of  the  Plenty,  left  by  Sh-  Thomas  Dak^  and  #edUOMi 
them  to  great  Strciehts.  Mr.  Tiardliy  therefore,  ftnt  tt> 
the  ChicJtabominies,  for  the  Tribute  Corn.  For  there  being 
4bout  two  hundred  and  fifty,  or  three  hundred,  fighliiig 
Men  of  the  Nation,  and  each  Man  being  obliged^  by-  the 
Treaty,  to  bring  two  Bufhels  of  Com  to  the  Stort^  Uch  « 
Quantity  would  have  been  a  great  Relief  to  their  Necefflties. 
But  receiving  a  flight  and  afFrontive  Atifwer,  he  dr«w  ttth*. 

:her  an  hundred  of  his  beil  Shot,  and  wept  40  Ghici^ 


my. 

Ths  People  there  received  him  with  much  Scorn  ami 
Contempt.  They  told  him,  he  was  only  ^tThovms  DaV% 
Man ;  that  they  had  indeed  paidhis  Klafter^  according  lt» 
Agreement;  but  u  for  him,  they  had  no  Order,,  and  Ms 
Indihationi  either  ti>  obey,  or  ^yq  him  IDY  Cant    And- 
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bcsng  kd'  by  their  Captain,  KiffatuutmeH^  Governor  of  O-    >^i^« 
ariw^,  they  drew  themfelvei  up,  m  nuutial  Rank  and  Or-  *^— v*— ^ 
der,  08:  they  faw  the  EngUfi  do«    But  after  many  Remon-  y^^V 
ftranirea,  and  much  Bravade  and  Threatening  on  both  Sides,  Q^HSlm, 
Mr.  YeardUy^  at  laft,  commanded  his  Men  to  fire  upon 
them.    Twelve  were  -(lain,  and  as  many  taken  Prifooers  s 
among  whom,  were  two  of  their  Senators,  or  Elders.    For 
their  Kanfom,  they  had  an  hundred  Bufhels ;  and  the  /if* 
diansj  t6  buy  their  Peace,  readily  loaded  their  three  Boats 
with  Com ;  one  of  which,  crowding  on,  to  bring  the  firft 
News  to  James'Town,  was  unhappily  overfet,  all  her  Com 
lofl,  and  eleven  Men  drowned. 

Opechancanougb^  a  politick  and  haughty  Prince,  w;^  much 
vexed,  that  neither  his  Brother,  nor  he,  could  ever  bring 
this  obftinate  People,  firmlv  to  their  Obedience.  Being, 
tfierefore,  as  attentive  to  enuave  them,  as  they  were  watch- 
ful  and  tenacious  of  their  Liberty,  he  took  this  Opportunity^ 
and  agreed  with  Mr.  Teardlty^  to  come  to  no  Terms  with 
tiiem,  without  his  Advice  and  Confent.  And  as  the  Eih- 
^UJb  pafled  down  the  River  with  their  Prifoners,  he  met 
them  atOssimVx,  and  pretended  to  iht  Indians^  thatbehady 
with  great  Pains  and  SoUiciution,  procured  their  Peace. 
To:rAquite  which  Service*  they  chearfully  proclaim^  him 
King  of  ihtxf  Nation,  and  flocked,  from  all  Parts,  with 
Prmntsof  Beads,  Copper,  and  fuch  other  Trifles,  as  were 
Jo  Value  and  Efteem  among  then.  And  he  was  glad,  to 
be  content  with  this  precarious  Acknowledgment,  from  a 
free  and  refolute  People.  But  this  feafonable  and  vigorous 
Chaftifement  of  the  Chickah$minusj  and  efpecially  the  ffariA 
Leagueiand  Friendihip,  with  Opecbancanougb^  and  the  whole 
ImovnsX  Family,  kept  the  reft  of  the  Indians  in  fuch  Av^ 
"aild  Dependance,  that  die  EngKJh  followed  their  Labours, 
with  die  utmoft  Quietnefs  and  Security.  Many  aUb  of 
the  Savages  daily  brought  them  fuch  Provifions,  as  they 
could  get ;  and  would  be  thdr  Guides  in  hunting,  and  fome- 
times  hunt  for  them  themfelves.  And  thus,  by  fuch  an  In- 
t^rcDurfe  and  Familiarity,  the  Englijh  and  diey  lived  toge- 
ther,  the  reft  of  this  Gentleman's  Government,  as  if  they 
had  been  one  People.  And  Captain  Smith  tells  us,  that  Mr. 
TunrdUy  had  fome  trained  to  dieir  Pieces  to  kill  him  Fowl» 
as  bad  likewife  feveral  other  Gendemen  in  the  Country  i 
and  that  diefe  foon  became  as  dextrous  and  expert,  as  any 
of  the  Enflijb.  But  die  Captain's  Authority  is  rendered 
very  fufpidous  in  thb,  by  the  Records  of  our  General 
Court  For  long  afiter,  the  Governor  and  Council  received 
feme  Queries  from  England^  the  fourth  whereof  was  : 
tn^  WIS  th$  Cavfi  9f  thi  Majfacn^  and  wb4  firft  taught 
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tbi  Indians  thiUfifif  Fin  Arms  f  Whertupoa,  in  aCouiT 
hdd  the  ift  of  iVmm^,  1624,  Robert  PtoU  and  Edward 
Grindon^  Gentlemen,  ancient  Planters  and  Inhabitants  of 
the  Country,  appear,  and  declare,  upon  Oath,  their  Know- 
ledge of  the  Matter.  Their  Depofitions  entirely  clear  Mr. 
Ttardleyy  and  (hew  him  to  have  becii  ytrf  cautious  and 
careful  in  that  Point ;  and  they  throw  the  whole  Blame  up- 
on Captam  Smth  himfelf.  Sir  Thcmas  Dak^  and  fame  odm 
inferior  Officers  and  private  Perfons* 

Ik  the  mean  while,  Pocahontas^  or  the  Lady  Rihecca^ 
as  they  now  aileded  to  call  her,  was  kindly  received  in  En-- 
gland.  She  was,  by  this  time,  well  inftru£^ed  in  Chriftia- 
Siity,  fpoke  good  and  intelligible  EngUjh^  and  was  become 
very  civil  and  ceremonious,  after  the  Englijh  Faihion*  She 
was  likewife  delivered  of  a  Son,  of  which  (he  was  extremely 
fond ;  and  the  Treafurer  and  Company  gave  Order,  for 
the  handfome  Maintenance  of  both  her  and  her  Child. 
Befides  which,  her  Company  was  courted,  and  flie  kindly 
treated,  by  many  Perfons  of  higheft  Rank  and  Quality  in 
the  Nation.  There  hath  been  indeed  a  conftaot  Tradition^ 
dntt  the  King  became  jealous,  and  was  highly  offended  at 
Mr*  Rolfe^  for  marrying  a  Priacefs.  That  anointed  Pedant^ 
k  feems,  had  fo  high  an  Idea  of  the  Jus  divinum^  and  in-'* 
defeafible  Right,  o{  Powhatan^  that  he  held  it  a  great  Crime 
and  Mifdemeanor,  for  any  private  Gentleman  to  minel6 
with  his  Imperial  Blood.  And  he  might  perhaps  UkewiTe 
think,  confiftendy  with  his  own  Principles,  that  the  Right 
to  thefe  Dominions  would,  thereby,  be  veiled  in  Mr.  Rolfi'9 
Pofterity.  However,  it  pafTed  off,  without  any  farther  bad 
Confequcnce,  than  a  little  Difpleaiure  and  Murmurine. 

At  tht  time  o(  Pocahontas^s  Arrivgif  Captain  ^/yiiS  was 
preparing  for  a  Voyage  to  New-England.  He  was  much 
concerned,  that  the  Suddennefs  of  his  Departure  put  it  ouH  * 
of  his  Power,  to  do  her  that  Service,  which  he  defired,  and 
ihe  well  deferved  at  his  Hands.  However,  beine  well  ac- 
quainted at  Court,  and  particularly  favoured  and  counts-' 
nanced  bv  Prince  CharUsf  he  drew  up,  and  prefented  io  the 
Queen,  before  her  Arrival  in  London^  a  Reprefentation  di 
her  Cafe  and  Defert.  In  this,  he  expreffes  a  deep  Senfe  o^ 
Gratitude  to  her  \  and  fets  forth  her  great  Affe&on,  and 
many  Services,  to  himfelf,  and  the  whole  Engli/b  Nation  « 
That  by  her,  their  Quaireb  had  often  been  apucafed,  their 
Wants  fupplied,  and  their  Dangers  averted  :  That  (he^  un- 
der God,  had  been  the  chief  Iiulrument,  of  preferving  the 
Colony,  and  confirming  the  Settlement :  That  being  tikeit 
Prifoner,  (he  had  become  the  Means  *of  a  firm  Peace  and 
Alliance,  with  her  Father ;  That  ^  was  now  mtfried  -k^ 
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JmEffgli/bGtndeamkh  who,  hpwever,  was  not  of  Abili*     x^i^ 

J^  to  make  her  fit  to  attend  her  Majdly :  That  fhe  wat  ^*— y^— ^ 
le  firft  Chriftian,  that  ever  was  of  that  Nation  j  aiid  the  ^^^gj* 
firft  ^r^/»/V?»,  that  ever  fpoke,  or  became  £«^/i/& ;  ThatJ^JJ^!^ 
being  well  received,  and  honoured  bv  fo  great  a  Queen,  be* 
jopd  what  her  fmiple  Thou^t  could  imagine  or  conceive^ 
flie  might  be  the  Means  of  adding  anotherlCingdom,  tofais 
Majeffy's  Dominions ;  But  b^  bad  Ufage,  her  prefentLovo 
to  the  Englijb  and  Chriftiamdr,  might  be  turned  to  Scorn 
«nd  Fury ;  and  all  the  Good  fne  had,  or  mizht  do,  diverted 
to  the  worft  of  Evil.    And  therefore,  he  humbly  recom« 
jnends  her  to  her  Majefty,  as  a  proper  Oh\t&,  of  her  Favour 
and  Regard,  on  Account  of  her  Birth,  Virtue,  Simplid^, 
and  forlorn  Condition  in  a  ftrange  Country. 

But  before  Captain  Smith's  Departure,  Ppcabwtas  cuaA. 
up  to  London.  Being  offended  by  the  Smoke  of  the  Toenvi^ 
flie  was  immediately  removed  to  Brentford  \  whither  Smti 
with  feveral  of  his  Friends,  went  to  vifit  her.  After  a  cold 
tuul  modeft  Salutation,  fhe  turned  from  hun  in  a  paflionate 
Maiiiier,  hid  her  *Face,  and  could  not  be  brought  to  fpeak 
«  Word  for  two  or  three  Hours.  But  at  laft,  fhe  began  to 
^alk ;  and  ihe  reminded  him  of  the  many  Services  me  had 
idone  him,  and  of  the  ftri^  Promife  of  Friendihip,  between 
him  and  Ker  Father.  Tou^  fays  (he,  pronufid  him^  that 
^Ufia(  was  yours ,  Jhotdd  he  his ;  and  that  you  and  he  would 
i§  aUoni,>  Being  a  'Stranger  in  our  Country^  you  called  Pow* 
hatsm  Father ;  and  /,  for  the  fame  Reafon^  will  now  call  you 
fo*  But  Captain  Smithy  knowing  the  Jealous  Humour  of 
the  C6urt,  durft  not  allow  of  that  Title,  as  flie  was  % 
King's  Daughter  \  and  therefore,  he  endeavoured  to  excufe 
liimfelf  from  it.  But  fhe,  with  a  ftem  and  fteady  Coirn* 
lenance,  fiiid :  You  were  not  afraid  to  come  into  my  Father' f 
Country^  andjhrike  a  Fear  into  every  Body,  hut  myfelf;  and 
Aoreyou  here  afraid^  to  let  me  call  you  Father  f  I  tell  you  then^ 
I  will  call  you  Fathery  and  you  ^11  call  me  Child;  andfo  I 
will  for  ever  be  of  your  Kindred  and  Country.  They  always 
4oU  usy  that  you  were  dead;  and  1  knew  no  otherwife^  *tiU 
I  canu  to  Plimouth.  But  Powhatan  commanded  Tomocomo 
iojiek  you  out.  and  know  the  Truth ;  hecaufe  your  Countrymen 
sre  much. given  to  Lying, 

This  Tomocomoy  {or  Uttamaccomacky  as f/mVifr  calls  him) 
"iiad  Matacbannay  ppe  of  Powhatan's  Daughters,  to  Wife  % 
tf^a  one  of  the  chief  of  his  Council,  and  of  their  Priefttf 
and  was  efteemed  a  very  wife  and  underftandine  Fellow  a« 
Jnong  them.  He  was  therefore  fent  upon  this  Voyage,  by 
Jfowbatan^  to  take  the  Number  of  the  People  in  England^ 
WA  lo  bong  him  a  fiill  and  c^cad  Account^  of  their  Strength

and  Conditioii.  And  accordingly»  beii%  am?ed  9tPlim$tiii^ 
he  got  a  long  Stick,  intending  to  cut  a^  Notch,  for  eveijr 
one  he  faw.  But  he'was  foon  tired  with  fuch  an  endlca 
Work,  and  threw  away  his  Stick  -,  and  beina;  aiked  by  tbt 
King,  after  his  Return,  how  many  Peopk  there  were  ?  il 
is  Udi  that  he  replied :  Count  toi  Stars  in,  tbf  Sfyy  tbi 
Liovis  M  tbi  TntSf  and  the  Sand  uton  thi  Sta  Short  \ht 
/tub  is  tbi  NumbiT  of  tbi  Papli  in  England.  But  Sir  Tbo^ 
mas  Dali  told  Mr.  Purcbasi  that  he  believed  hun  to  be  feat 
by  Opnbancamughy  their  King  and  Governor  in  Powbattn^t 
Abfence  and  Retreat ;  and  that  he  was  fent,  not  (b  much 
to  number  the  People,  as  to  take  an  Account  of  their  Corn 
and  Trees.  For  Nanuntacby  and  fuch  others,  as  had  been 
fent  to  England  formerly,  bring  ignorant  and  itlly^  and 
havine  feen  little  elfe  beudes  London^  had  reported  much'  of 
their  Men  and  Houfes,  but  diought,  they  had  (inall  Store 
of  G)m  and  Trees.  And  it  was  therefore  a  general  Opinioa 
among  thefe  Barbarians,  that  the  EngUJb  came  into  their 
Country,  to  get  a  Supplv  of  thefe ;  whKh  might  be  ftrength* 
ened  and  confirmed,  oy  their  fending  larga  Quantities  of 
Cedar,  Qapboard,  and  Wainfcot,  to  England^  and  by  their 
continual  Want  and  Eagemefs  after  Com.  But  Timupmi^ 
landing  in  the  ffiji^  and  travelling  thence  to  Lwdin^  was 
foon  undeceived,  and  (aw  great  C^ufe,  to  admire  the  En^ 
glijb  Plenty.  However,  he  began  to  take  an  Account,  un>- 
till  his  Arithmedck  failed  him.  Meetine  Captain  Snutb  ac- 
cidentally in  London^  they  f<x)n  renewed  their  old  Acquaint 
tance.  He  told  the  Captain,  that  Pcwbatan  had  command- 
ed him,  to  find  him  out,  to  fliew  him  the  EngUJb  God, 
their  King,  Queen,  and  Prince ;  of  which  he  had  told  them 
fo  much.  As  to  God,  Captain  Smitb  excufed  and  explained 
the  Matter,  the  beft,  he  could  ^  and  as  to  die  King,  he 
told  him,  that  he  had  already  feen  him,  and  fbould  fee  the 
reft,  whenever  he  pleafedi  But  he  denied,  that  he  had  ften 
the  King,  'till,  by  Circumftances,  he  was  convinced  and 
fatisfied.  And  then,  with  a  melancholly  Countenance,  be 
iaid  :  Yiugavi  Powhatah  a  whiti  Dor^  whicb  bifid  as  bim^ 
fel/i  hut  your  King  has  givin  mi  nothings  and  yot  I  am  hit* 
tiry  than  your  white  Dog.  Such  an  arch  Senfe  had  this 
Barbarian,  of  the  ftingy  Treatment,  with  which  be  had 
been  received  at  Court. 

However,  Pocahontas  was  eagerly  fought,  add  kindljF 
entertained  every  where.  Many  Courtiers,  and  others  of 
his  Acquaintance,  daily  flocked  to  Capta'm  Smithy  to  be  in^ 
troduced  to  her.  They  generally  confefled,  diat  the  Hand 
of  God  did  vifibly  appear,  in  her  Converfion ;  and  that  thqf 
had  feen  many  EngUJb  Ladies,  worlie  favoured^  of  Ids  ew 
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jift  I'topoition,  and  gentoel  Carriage,  than  fliewas*    She     ><i^ 
Wat  likewife  carried  to  Courts  by  the  Lady  DiUnoarr^  at^  ^.--^^^— -* 
tended  by  the  Lord>  her  Hufl^,  and  divers  other  Perfons  ^  f32' 
of  Falhion  and  Diftinftion-    The  whole  Court  were  charm-  S^J^, 
ed  and  furprifed,  at  the  Decency  and  Grace  of  her  Deport"" 
ment;  and  the  King  himfelf,  and  Queen,  were  pkafed^ 
Wnoiirably  to  receive  and  efteem  her.    The  Lady  Dela-^ 
vart^  and  thofe  other  Perfons  of  Quality,  alfo  waited  oil 
her,  to  the  Maiks,  Balls,  Plays,  and  other  publick  Enter* 
tainmenti  $  with  which  fhe  was  wonderfully  pleafed  and  de* 
Kghted.    And  fhe  would,  doubtlds^   have  well  deferved, 
and  fully  retiymed,  all  this  Refped  and  Kindnefs,  had  fhe 
Hved  to  arrive  in  Vtrginia. 

The  Lord  Rich  was  one  of  the  Company  In  England' 
«  great  and  powtrfol,  but  a  moft  defigning,  interefted^ 
and  &Aious  Member.  Not  content  vrith  that  lawful  and 
itgular  Advanta»!,  which  might  be  ju%  expeded,  in  a 
doe  Courfe  of  Time,  from  the  Enterprife,  but  aiming  at  a 
iiiddeo  and  extraordinary  Profit,  altho'  it  fliould  be,  by  thd 
Spoil  of  the  Publick,  and  Oppreflion  of  the  private  Plan- 
ters, and  being  likewife  esged  on  and  aififted,  by  foma 
Corrupt  and  avaridous  Perions^  he  threw  himfelf  at  t  le 
Head  of  a  FaAion  in  the  Company,  and  drew  over  to  his 
Tkrty^  M  many  Creatures  and  Dependeiits,  as  he  poffibly 
could.  By  their  Means  and  Support,  he  hoped  and  endea- 
iKMired,  to  bear  fuch  a  Sway,  both  jn  the  Virginia  and  So^ 
mtr^l/amb  Company,  that  the  Management  of  all  things  at 
home,  and  the  Placing  all  Governors  abroad,  (hpuld  be  en- 
tkdjjr.in  hk  Power  and  Difpofal.  And  altho*  he  met  with 
•  Check  in  his  Defigns,  from  many  great  and  worthy 
Mdnbers,  and  a  vaft  Majority  of  the  whole  Companies, 
Jtt  be  did,  at  this  time,  carry  a  very  important  Point. 
Ufitain  SamuiJ  ArgalL,  a  Friend  and  Relation  of  Sir  Tho^ 
mm  Smithy  tht  Treafurer,  was  one  of  Lord  lUcb'$  fefteft 
Friends  and  Favourites.  His  Lordfhip  therefore,  having 
Oonccrted  Matters  with  him,  and  entered  into  a  Partnerihio, 
procured  him  to  be  eleflcd  Deputy-Governor  of  Firginia^ 
Aai  aldio'  Martial  Law  was  then  the  Common  Law  of  the 
Qountry,  yet  the  better  to  arm  and  ftrengthcn  him,  with 
the  l!jcercife  of  fuch  a  defpotic  Authority,  and  that  no  Man 
kwB  might  dare  to  open  his  Mouth  agamft  him,  he  obtain- 
^fbr  hun  the  Place  of  Admiral  of  th^  Country  and  Sead 
V^oining^ 

^^WiTH  thefe.VieWd  and  Powers^  was  Captain  jfrgolt    tSif. 
toJ  out,  and  fent  to  rtninia^  in  the  Beginning  of  161 7.  *^--v— ^ 
AW  the  Treafuref  and  Council  took  Care,  for  the  proper  ^''•-  ^t^^^ 
ARBommodation  of  Pocabsntas  and  her  Hulband,  on  board  *^=^^«'- 
L  the 
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1617*  the  Admiral  Ship.  Mr.  lU^i  was  alfo  nmde  Secretacy  Mi| 
'^—S^—^  Recorder-General  of  Virginia^  which  PUce  was  nemmSk 
w  AzmU  inftitutcd.  But  it  plcafcd  God,  at  Gtavijini^  to  ta^e  t^ 
ffofctnor.  ^^^^^^  iQ  },jg  Mercy,  in  aboat  the  two  and  twentieth  Yesii 
of  her  Age.  Her  unexpeded  Death  caufed  not  more  Sor>T 
r,ow  and  Concern  in  the  Spe&itors,  than  her  religious  End 
gave  them  Joy  and  Surprife.  For  (be  died,  agreeably  toi 
her  Life,  a  moft  fincere  and  pious  Chriftian.  Her  little  oon^ 
*lhomas  Rolfe^  was  left  at  Plimmtb  with  Sir  Lnvis  SteukUy^ 
who  defired  the  Care  and  Education  of  him.  This  Gein 
deman  was  then  Vice-Admiral  of  the  County  of  Div$H  % 
but  (bon  after,  havbig  fcifed  Sir  Wahir  Raltgh^  and  boot: 
guilty  of  a  nouble  Piece  of  Treachery  lomrds  him,  M 
drew  upon  himfelf  the  publick  Scorn  and  Deteftatiom  For 
however  hard  or  unjuft  Kings  and  StatejQnen  may  be  to  thofii 
Perfons  of  their  Aee,  who  are  of  du;  moft  eminent  Partt 
and  Virtues,  the  Publick  is  generally  more  candid  in  it*A 
Judements,  and  apt  to  refent  every  Hardfhip  or  ill  Ufan 
to  (uch  Men.  Sir  Lewis  SteukUy  therefore  fell  unpititid^. 
when  he  was  afterwards  deteded  in  corrupt  Pradices  ;  foe 
which  he  was  obliged  to  purchafe  hb  Life  at  the  Expenoe 
of  his  whole  Fortune,  and  at  hft  died,  a  poor,  defpifed,  andi 
diftra£bed  Beggar.  And  as  thefe  Misfortunes  happened  foon 
after  this  Time,  it  is  not  to  be  fuppofed,  that  young  Mr^. 
Rolfs  long  enjoyed  the  Advantage  of  his  Favour  and  kind 
Intentions.  However,  he  was  carried  up  to  London^  and/ 
there  educated  by  his  Uncle  Mr.  Henry  Rj^lfgy  and  aft«E« 
wards  became  a  Perfon  of  Fortune  and  Diftin^on  in  tluM 
Country.  He  left  behind  him  an  only  Daughter,  who  waai 
married  to  Col.  Rpbert  Boiling ;  by  whom  fhe  lef t  an  only 
Son,  the  late  Major  John  Boilings  who  was  Father  to  thtfl 
prefent  Col.  John  Boltings  and  feveral  Daughters^  marrio^ 
to  Col.  Richard  Randolph^  Col.  John  Flemings  Dr.  WiKmm 
Gay^  Mr.  Thomas  Eldridge^  ana  Mr.  James  Murray.  Sot 
that  thb  Remnant  of  the  finperial  Family  of  Virginia^  wfaidii 
long  ran  in  a  fmgle  Perfon,  is  now  encreafed  wl  bnnchoA 
out  into  a  very  numerous  Progenv. 

But  Governor  Argall^  with  his  Vice-Admiral,  Captaia 
Ralph  Hamir^  purfued  Uieir  Voyage  to  Vtrnnia^  whem 
the^  arrived  in  May.  He  found  ail  the  publick  Works  andS 
Buildings  in  James^Town  fallen  to  Decay ;  not  above  fivsi 
or  fix  private  Houles  fit  to  be  inhabited  ;  the  Market-place» 
Streets,  and  all  other  fpore  PJaces,  planted  with  Toboccoi* 
and  the  Colony  difperfed  all  about,  as  every  Man  could 
find  the  propercft  Place,  and  beft  Convcniency,  for  Plant-i 
ing.  But  fooa  after  his  Arrival,  he  wrote  to  England^  tbaa 
the  Colony  was  in  great  Peait  and  Plenty,  and  the  Peoai^ 
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ilMfem^oyedi  in  preparing  for  their  Crops  of  Com  and  ^ 
Tobacco*  with  him  returned  TmuatMj  who,  in  our  old  * 
Rtcords^  is  calkd  by  a  third  Name,  Tomakin.  Captain  q'JJ;;^'^ 
^^tt  fent  hitn  immediately  to  Opechoncanough^  who  came 
t^Jamis-Tntm^  tod  received  a  Prefent,  with  great  Joy  and 
TbEuikfulneft.  T^moconw  railed  violently  aga!hift  England^ 
•Ad  the  Engltjh ;  and  particularly,  againft  his  beft  Friend^ 
ftr  Th9mas  DaU:  But  all  his  Reports  were  fo  clearly 
difproved  before  Opichancamugh  and  his  Grandees,  that 
lAuch  to  die  Sadsfi^ion  of  the  Grandees,  he  was  rejeded 
and  dilgraeed.  But  Powhatan^  all  this  while,  leaving  the 
Ciu^  ai^  Charge  of  the  Government  chiefly  to  Oftchanca^ 
Mtgk^  Went  aMut  from  Flace  to  Place,  taking  hb  Pleafure» 
and  vifitii^  the  different  Parts  of  his  Dominions^  How- 
tver,  he  ftill  continued  in  good  Friendihip  with  the  Ert^ 
gUfip.  He  greatly  lamented  the  Death  of  his  Daughter ; 
lot  rqoiced,  that  her  Child  was  living.  He  alfo,  as  well 
m  OpuboTKamughy  exprefled  much  Deure  to  fee  him  ;  but 
determined,  that  he  ought  not  to  come  over,  before  he 
Utts  ftronger.  And>  this  Year,  one  Mr.  Lamhert  made  a 
ireat  DifcoVery,  in  the  Trade  of  Planting.  For  the  Me- 
Siod  of  curing  Tobacco  then  was  in  Heaps.  But  this  Gcn-> 
llanan  found^  out,  that  it  cured  better  upon  Lines ;  and 
ttcrefore  the  Governor  wrote  to  the  Company,  to  fend  over 
line  for  that  Purpofe. 

Captain  Jrgall  was  a  Man  of  Senfe  and  Induftry ;  iStt, 
tfri^  therefore,  to  ^cure  a  Plenty  of  Provifions,  he  fent  out, 
Ihe  next  Year,  a  Frigat  and  a  fm<Jl  Bark  to  trade,  which 
kought  near  fix  hundred  Bufhels  of  Com,  to  the  great 
IteKrf  of  the  OJony*  For  the  Company's  Servants,  that 
forked  for  the  Store,  were  reduced  to  fifty  four.  Men, 
Women,  and  Children.  But  from  the  Farmers,  who  were 
at  Captain  ArgaWz  Arrival,  eighty  one,  and  from  the  In* 
(KmtSy  as  Tribute,  they  received  annually  above  twelve 
hundred  Buflieb.  But  this  Year,  there  was  a  ^reat 
Ihrought,  with  a  dreadful  Storm,  that  poured  down  Hail* 
^  eight  or  nine  Inches  round,  which  did  much  Da- 
to  both  Com  and  Tobacco.  However,  what  To- 
co could  be  faved,  was  made  up,  the  beil  at  three  Shil« 
Jfags  a  Pound,  and  the  reft  at  eighteen  Pence.  The  Go- 
ktamor  aUb  publiihcd  feveral  Edi6h  :  That  all  Goods  fhould 
ht  fold  at  twenty  five  per  Cent  and  Tobacco  allowed  for 
it  diree  Shillings  a  Pound,  and  not  under  nor  over,  on  the 
fSenalty  of  three  Years  Slavery  to  the  Colony :  That  there 
ftotild  be  no  private  Trade  or  Familiarity  with  the  Savages : 
That  no  Iiuiian  fhould  be  taught  to  (hoot  with  Guns,  on 
Vlb  of  Death  to  Teacher  ^nd  Learner  :  That  no  Perfoiri 
L  2  Ihould 
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^ — v — ^  That  all  Hogs,  found  a  fecoBd  Time  in  yams-rnfmrihoifitA 

S^.  ArgdU  be  forfeited  to  the  Colony ;  and  thofe  at  Birmttdoy  rai«fir; 

Quremor.    ^Yhstt  no  Man  (hould  (hoot,  except  in  his  own  necefliuf 

Defence  againft  an  Enemy,  till  a  new  Supply  of  Ammuni* 

tion  came  in,  on  Pain  of  a  Year's  Slavery :  That  .none 

Ihould  go  on  board  the  Ship,  then  at  Jamss-Tium^  without 

the  Governor's  Leave ;  and  that  no  Maftfrs  of  Ships  (hould 

fufFer  their  Sailers  to  go  afhore,  or.  talk  with  the  People  at 

Kicquotan :  That  every  Perfon  (hould  go  to  Church,  Swh 

days  and  Holidays,  or  lye  Neck  and  Heels  that  Night,  and 

be  a  Slave  to  the  Colonv  the  following  Week  ;  for  the  fet 

eond  Offence  he  (hould  be  a  Slave  for  a.  Month  ;  and  foi 

the  third,  a  Year  and  a  Day. 

The  Lord  Delawarrj  who  had  withdrawn  from  th# 
Government  on  Account  of  his  Health,  and  whofe  Conh 
miflion,  as  Captain-General,  was  fupreme,  and  fuperfeded 
all  others,  being  ardentlv  wifhed  for  by  the  CcJony,  was 
now  fent  by  the  Council  and  Company,  in  a  l^e  Ship, 
with  a  Supply  of  two  hundred  People.  But  meeting  with 
contrary  Winds  and  much  bad  Weather,  many  fell  fick| 
and  thirty  died.  In  this  Number  was  the  Right  Honoura^ 
ble  the  Lord  Governor  himielf  f  a  Perfon  of  a  moft  nohfc 
and  generous  Difpofition,  who  had  warmly  embarked,  ani 
expended  much  Money,  in  this  Bufmeis,  for  his  Country'i 
Good.  Cambden  telb  us,  that  tie  had  been  feafted  at  thf 
Weftem-ljlanis^  and  that  his  Death  was  not  without  Su^ 
cion  of  R>ifon.  And  I  think  I  have  fomewhere  (ben,  tbsl 
he  died  about  the  Mouth  of  Delawarr  Bay,  which  theacdi 
took  it's  Name  from  him.  But  being  not  able,  now  to  ro* 
collect  the  Authority,  I  (hall  leave  it,  as  I  found  it,  anl 
not  venture  poflitively  to  affirm  it.  After  His  Death,  thef 
were  forced  on  the  Coaft  of  Ntw^England  >  where  they 
got  a  Recruit  of  Wood  and  Water,  and  took  fudi  an  A* 
Sundance  of  Fifh  and  Fowl,  as  plentifully  ferved  thtoa  It 
Virginia.  They  likewife  here  met  a  fmall  Frenchnmuy  ridl 
in  Sever  and  other  Furs,  who  feaficd  them  with  fo  gtcak| 
a  Variety  of  Fifh,  Fowl,  and  Fruits,  that  they  were,.ii| 
amazed;  little  fufpe&ing,  that  wild  Defert  could  ^ffbi;! 
fuch  a  wonderful  Plenty  of  delicate  and  wholfomcFocrfi 
This  Ship  bringing  News,  that  Multitudes  were  preparteg 
in  England  to-be  fent.  Captain  ArgaU  called  a  Council^ 
and  wrote  to  the  Treafiirer  and  Council  in  England  tht 
State  of  the  Colony ;  and  what  Mifery  mu(t  neced&rily  en- 
file,  if  they  fent  not  Provifions,  as  well  as  People.  ksA 
he  likewife  rn>refented  their  Want  of  (kilful  Hufbandmqii 
with  Shac^^  U^meis^  and  other  Implimeats  for  Pbi^gMnc 

foe 
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ItartlMir  Lmd  wis  txtecMog  good,  ind  thejr  had  now  «-    i6it. 
bMt  Ibrty  Bulb  and  Oxen,  which  were  wholly  idle  and  *^--v*'^ 
vMdii  fotf  want  of  ikilful  Men  Co  bring  them  to  Labour.  ^  ^^ 
HM'tfver^  I  fiiid,  in  our  old  Records,  that  fome  Plough^  ^"^'^^ 
liflhtotime,  wtrefet  to  work. 

Out  Riciard  KiUingbicky  this  Summer,  attempting  a 
flant  Trade  with  the  Indians j  was,  together  with  his  wli^e 
OMtplny,  flain  by  a  Party  of.  the  Chickabomnies  *,  who 
CMrilig  the  Confequences,  robbed  the  Mauhacom$co  Houie 
dp  Ihor  Town,  and  fled.  This  was  their  Temple  and  re* 
EgioUa  Treafury ;  held,  to  the  higheft  Degree,  (acred  and 
iMdable  by  the  Indians.  And  the  Sunday  after,  they  flew 
twd  Boys  and*  three  young  Children,  within  a  Mile  of 
TmiS'Townj  while  their  Parents  were  at  Church.  The 
Odtemor  therefore  fent  to  Opecbancanoughj  who  had  the 
Titk  of'their  King,  and  the  Power  top,  as  far  as  Neceffi^ 
cMftraioed,  or  it  fuited  with  their  Humour  or  Intereft.  But 
btexcufed  the  Nation  from  the  Guilt,  and  laid  the  whole 
Bhine  upon  foine  fueitjve  Robbers ;  of  whofe  Town  h^ 
liMr>hiJn  a  Baflcct  of  Earth,  as  Pofieffioii  &ve^{  apd  pro* 
laifci,  lo  fend  their  Ifeads  alfo  for  Satisfaoion,  as  foon  at 
thtf  Could  poifibly  catch'  them. .  fiut  this  he  never  per**- 
fMied  s  and  codidering  the  Perfidy  of  his  Nature,  and 
|l»€xcrrftVB>a(ing  Hatred,  he  alwa3rs  bore  to  the  Englijh^ 
k  t  ftnich'to  be  aueftioned«  whether  he  was  not  privy  t9, 
K^^dliapB  the  chief  Author  and  Contriver  of  the  whole 
M^kTr    However,  by  thefe  Ads  of  Hoftility  and  Barba<r 

as  the  whole  Nation  was  rendered  obnoxious  to  the  £»• 
lOPower  and  Refentment,  and  his  Regal  Authority  there* 
€fm]y  rivited  and  eftabliihed  among  them.  Altho'  the 
QilUil&f,  being  (atisficd  with  thb  Pretence  and  Excufe, 
.49^1  ftf^thet  prmecuted,  or  revenged,  this  perfidioMS  Mm^ » 
#  Itod  Breach  of  the  Peace. 

CiB^'T  AIM  Argally  all  this  Time,  was  not  neg^gent  or 
lii|AAdk>f  dia  ^;rand  End  of  his  coming  to  Virgintay  but 
ifhiiedvOtt  ^tmnghteous  Qains,  by  all  imaginable  Methods 
cl  fittortioa  and  Oppfeflion,  For  befides  a  Multitude  of 
llbilU  Wrongs  to  particular  Perfons,  he  converted  in  a 
iteaer  wholly  to  his  own  Ufe  and  Pofleffion,  whatfoever 
Kitaufied,  at  that  time,  belonging  to  the  Publick,  being 
%:Fniita  and  Relids  of  eighty  thoufand  Pounds  Expence, 
Sb»duif  he  was  iMidly  chaigra,  with  many  OiFences  in  Mat** 
^Qf  State  and  Govenunent,  with  Depredation  and  Wafto 
^  (he  publick  Eftate  and  Revenues  iS  the  Company,  and 
^  great  Oppreflion  of  the  Colony  in  gener9l,  as  well  as 
WmT  private  Men  in  particular.  And  the  Cries  of  hja 
i wi  Rapine %xh& became fo loud an4 iuiineiQuS| 
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i6xS.      and  the  Company  in  England  was  fo  enraged  at  the  Repoiti 
^^"V^  and  Informations,  they  received,  that  thejr  could  faurce  b^ 
Smm.  Arzail  rcftraincd  from  flying  to  the  King,  for  the  Kedre(s  of  fa 
uyernor.    j^^y  ^^  ^^  ^^^  Mifchiefs.    But  Sir  Th$nuis  Smithy  whe- 
ther in  Favour  to  Captain  jfrga/i,  his  Kinfman,  or  out  of 
hb  real  Judgment,  alledged,  that  imploring  his  Majefty's 
Aid  might  prove  prejudicial  to  the  Company's  Power,  aiul 
of  dangerous  Confequcnce  to  their  Liberties;  and  migh( 
alfo  give  Room  to  much  publick  Scandal  and  Refledion. 
And  therefore  he  propofed  a  milder  and  k&  clamorous  Way 
of  Proceeding. 

To  this  End,  he  himfelf,  Alderman  Johnfin^  the  De^ 
puty-Trcafurcr,  Sir  Lionel  Cranfield^  and  others  of  the 
Council,  wrote  Captain  Argall  a  Letter,  dated  the  23d  of 
-^^SHfly  1618 ;  charging  him,  in  very  (harp  and  ievere 
Terms,  with  many  Crimes  and  Mifdemeaners :  That  ho 
was  exceedingly  chargeable  to  the  Company,  and  converted 
the  Fruits  of  their  Expence  to  his  own  private  Ufe :  Thai 
he  was  grown  fo  proud  and  infolent,  as  to  fcom  the  Title 
of  Deputy-Governor,  declaring,  that  he  would  be  no  Man's 
Deputy ;  That  he  wronged  the  Magazine,  by  his  Negli- 
gence and  Connivency :  That  he  had  appropriated  the  /»• 
dian  Trade  to  himfelf  \  uling  the  Company's  Frigat  and 
other  Veflcls,  together  with  their  Men,  to  trade  for  his 
own  Benefit,  and  prohibiting  the  Trade  of  Skins  and  Fun 
to  all  others :  That  he  took  the  old  Planters,  who  ought  to 
be  free,  as  well  as  the  Companv's  Tenants  and  Servants^ 
and  fet  them  upon  his  own  Employments :  That  he  expen* 
ded  the  publick  Store-Corn,  to  feed  his  own  Men :  Thaf 
he  had,  for  fome  private  End  and  Purpofe  of  his  own,  in* 
formed  the  Company,  that  Opechancanough  and  the  Native! 
intended  to  give  their  Country  to  Mr.  Rfilfe^s  Child,  and 
to  refcrve  it  from  all  others,  'till  he  came  of  Age :  That 
he  neither  looked  into,  nor  regarded,  their  Inftrudions ; 
but  had,  under  Pretence  of  tlietr  Commiffion,  difpofed  qf 
all  the  Company's  Cattle,  againfl  their  cxprcfs  Otders  and 
Dire^ions,  and  had  convertdl  the  Profits  thereof  to  his  ow* 
Ufe :  That  he  had,  under  Colour  of  his  Right,  as  Adminlf 
feifed  and  detained  fome  Hides,  unlawfully  taken  or  pur- 
chafed,  for  which  the  Company  had  compoimded,  with  the 
Lord  High  Admiral  and  the  Spanijh  Ambaflbr,  at  tbfi 
great  Expence  of  four  hundred  Pounds :  And  in  fhort,  thai! 
all  his  Adi^ns  and  Proceedings  feemed  to  be,  as  if  the  Co-" 
)ony  was  wholly  intended  for  his  private  Gain  and  Advan* 
tage,  and  as  If  he  was  fo  great,  ahd  they  fo  mean  and  iih 
fenfible  of  Reafon,  as  to  let  things,  of  this  publick  and  DO' 
forious  Nature,  pais  off  without  a  ^x'ySt  and  exaA  Ac^ooati 

up. 
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irabraiding  him  alfe  with  thefe  Utfigratefiil  Returns  to  their    i^iS* 
Favour  and  Friendihip,  in  procuring  him  the  Government.  ^^— v^ 

At  the  fa^nc  time,  they  wrote  a  Letter  to  my  Lord-^-^^ 
Ddawarr^  whofe  Death  wzs  yet  unknown  in  Englandy  '*'*"***• 
containing  the  like  Heads  of  Complaint  and  Accu(jition 
;ipinft  Captain  JrgaU\  and  informing  him^  that  by  the 
ftrai^  Infolence  of  his  laft  Letter,  and  by  the  Informations 
of  fundry  Witneiles,  lately  come  from  Ftrginiay  there  was 
more  Discontent  raifed  in  the  Adventurers,  and  more  Dan- 
ger feared  to  the  Colony,  than  had  ever  happened,  by  any 
other  thing,  fince  the  firft  Beginning  of  the  Enterprife.  So 
that  the  Adventurers  could  hardly  he  reftrained  from  gouip^ 
lub  the  King»  altho'  far  off  on  a  Progrefs,  and  procuringjiis 
Mkjefty's  Commapd,  to  fetch  him  home  as  a  Malefa^>r* 
But  to  avoid  farther  Scandal  to  their  Management  and  Ad^ 
miniAration,  they  befeech  his  Lord/hip,  to  fend  him  forth* 
with  to  EngianJj  to  make  his  perfonal  Appearance,  and  to 
^ye  his  Aiifwtrs  to  fuch  things,  as  (hould  be  laid  to  hit 
Charge.  And  forafmuch  as  it  was  conceived,  that  there 
would  be  many  thii^,  for  which  he  muft  make  Satis&ftioii 
io  the  Companv,  they  defired  his  Lordihip,  to  feife  upon 
hb  Tobacco,  dkins.  Furs,  and  bther  Goods,  to  be  fent  to 
Aem  as  a  Depofite,  till  all  Matters  fhould  be  fatisfied  and 
adjttfted ;  and  tl^at  he  would  likewife  return  the  Cattle^  and 
ether  publick  Goods,  which  he  had  embezzled,  to  dietr 
firoper  Places  and  Owners.  And  at  the  fiuxie  tim^  there 
WW  an  Order  of  Court  pafled  in  Englandy  to  fequefler  all 
Captain  ArgalC%  Effects,  which  (hould  be  fent  home,  tp 
make  Reftitudon  to  the  Company  for  his  Rapine^  and  Ex-* 
lortions. 

Thbss  Letter  coming,  by  Lord  D/AxiMifr's  Death, 
to  Captain  ArgalPs  Hapds,  were  fo  far  from  diverting  or 
repreffing  his  Exorbitances,  that  they  feemed,  only  to 
pik  him  iipo|i  his  Guard,  and  to  render  him  the  more  ea^p 
^  and  fiudioMS  to  nuke  the  heft  Ufe  of  his  Time.  For 
ftay  Lady  DiUnvarr  complained,  that  he  wrongfully  took 
fmtof  her  Qoods  from  her  late  HHfband's  Servants,  with-^ 
imt  rendering  any  Account  of  tham.  A|id  indeed  he  had. 
In  general,  aiOTumcd  to  himfelf  a  Power,  of  ordering  and 
di^li^  ef  his  Lordfhip's  Eftate,  fetting  his  Tenant*  and 
$emnta  to  his  own  Work,  and  thereby  ruining  and  depo* 
filiating  ^  very  large  and  hopeful  Plantation,  begun  bv  hia 
Lofdditpc  But  one  Captain  Edward  Brewftir^  alledghig 
|:^erd  Dilammrr^s  Order,  for  their  being  under  his  Manage<« 
plent  and  jEKredion,  endeavoiurd  to  withdraw  them  from 
Ihe  Governor's  Work»  and  to  employ  them*  for  die  Mauw 
t«Bance  lof  ;|^ciniclves]^  w)  for  the  dinsft  c4f  hi)  l4ordfhip*a 
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1618.      Heiw  and  Fellow-Ad  venturers.    But  one  of  them  reTufed 
— V      ^  to  obey  him  J  which  drew  from  him  fome  threatening  Ex^ 
^**-:^*''preflions  againft  the  Fellow.    This  he  immediately  ran  with 
*^     '•    to  the  Governor ;  who  being  drunk  with  Power,  and  im- 
patient of  Oppofition,  (a  Diftemper,  very  incident  to  our 
Jmerican  Viceroys^  and  being  alfo  vexed  perhaps,  to  find 
any  one  dare  to  withftand  his  arbitrary  Schemes  of  Gain^ 
he  caufed  Captain  Brewjier  to  be  feifed,  tried  By  a  Court 
Martial,  and  condemned  to  Death. 

The  Legality  of  this  Proceeding  was  founded  on  an  Ar- 
ticle of  the  Martial  Laws  of  the  Low  Countries,  jntro- 
duced  among  thofe  Articles,  fent  over  by  Sir  Thomas  Smithy 
This  dccictuj  *=  That  no  Man  fliould  ofter  any  Violence^ 
*'  or  contemptuoufly  refift  or  difobey  his  Commander,  01 
<<  do  any  Ad,  or  fpeal^  any  Words,  which  might  tend  to 
**  breed  Diforder  or  Mutiny,  in  the  Town  or  Field,  o»* 
<<  difobey  any  principal  Officer's  Directions,  upon  Pain  of 
*<  Death."  But  altho*  it  was  evident  from  his  Majefty's 
Charter,  that  the  Governor  had  Power  to  execute  Marda^ 
]Law  only  in  Times  of  Mutiny  and  Rebellion,  in  like  Man- 
ner as  Lords  Lieutenants  in  England  had,  and  that  in  all 
other  Cafes,  as  well  civil  as  criminal,  their  Proceeding! 
were  to  be  as  agreeable,  as  conveniently  might  be,  to  the 
Laws,  Statutes,  Governiucnt,  and  Policyot  the  Realm  of 
England  \  and  altho'  it  was  as  evident,  that  there  was  at 
that  time  no  Pretence  of  Rebellion  or  Mutiny,  but  the  Co- 
lony enjoyed  an  univerfal  Peace  and  Tranquility ;  yet  was 
this  innocent  Gentleman's  Condemnation  moft  unmercifully 
driven  on,  and  his  Life  fubje^ed  to  the  Pleafure  of  a  furi- 
ous and  enraged  Enemy.  And  this,  not  in  an  Affair  of 
publicic  Concern,  but  in  a  Difpute  of  private  Right ;  and 
when  it  did  not  appear,  that  he  had  uttered  any  thing 
againft  the  Governor,  but  only  fome  thceatenine  Lan- 
guage againft  a  Servant,  that  aifobeyed  his  lawful  Com- 
mands. And  the  whole  was  carried  on  and  tranfa£ted,  un- 
der Colour  and  Pretence  of  a  Law,  which  could  have  no 
legal  Force  or  Validity  in  the  Britijjtt  Dominions,  ^tho' 
It  muft  be  confeffed,  that  Martial  Law  was  then  the  reign- 
ing Law  of  Virginia^  to  the  great  Difcouragement  of  the 
Colony,  and  to  the  manifeft  Infringement  of  theRigi^r  md 
Liberties  of  the  People,  as  Britijh  Subjedb.  ^d  this 
Courfe,  at  times  introduced  and  ufed  frqm  the  iirft,  as  be-> 
ing  in  a  State  of  War  and  Danger,  was  firmly  riveted  and 
confirmed  by  thofe  bloody  Articles,  fent  in  bv  Sir  Thomas 
Smithy  which  were  unfortunately,  at  their  firft  coming,  ap- 
plied to  a  good  Purpofe  and  Efredt  by  Sir  Thomas  Dale^  in 
c|VieIling  the  diforderly  and  {nutinous  Humours  of  the  Pen* 
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I>le.    And  thus,  by  this  Example  and  Authoridr^  and  by    i€it« 
cafy  Acquiefcence  and  Ignorance  in  the  People  of  their  na-  ^"^v"*^ 
tive  Rights  and  Privileges,  it  was  made  the  ftandine  Rule^-^*^ 
of  Proceeding,  and  became  the  Common  Law  and  Cuftom  ^'^'^* 
of  the  Country. 

But  fome  of  the  Court,  refleding  on  the  extreme  Se- 
verity of  thefe  Martial  Laws,  and  being  alfo  moved  per- 
haps by  the  particular  Hard(hip  and  Unrighteouihefs  of  the 
>*refent  Cafe,  prevailed  on  the  reft,  to  go  in  a  Body,  and 
intercede  for  Captain  Briwjier\  ISiit*  And  being  alio  join- 
ed by  fuch  of  the  Clergy,  as  were  at  Hand,  thev  did,  with 
much  Intreaty,  and  after  many  Repulfes  and  Allegations  of 
Captain  ArgaU^  at  laft  prevail  to  fave  his  Life.  But  it  was 
upon  thb  exprds  Condition,  that  he  /hould  take  a  folemn 
Oath,  neither  direSly  nor  indiredly,  in  England  or  elfe- 
where,  to  utter  any  contemptuous  Words,  or  do  any  thing 
elfe,  that  ihould  turn  to  the  Diihonour  or  Difparagement 
of  Captain  Argall ;  and  that  he  ihould  never  return  more 
to  Virginia^  by  any  diredl  or  indire(S  Means.  All  which 
was  this  poor  Gentleman,  a  Perfon  of  fome  Figure  and 
Confideration,  obliged  to  fubmit  to,  to  refpite  and  put  off 
an  immediate  Execution.  But  after  his  Ketum  to  £»- 
^^dy  being  deeply  fenfible  of  this  oppreffive  and  injurious 
Treatment,  as  alio  to  clear  his  Repuution,  and  to  wipe 
off  the  Stain  of  being  a  condemned  Man,  he  appealed 
from  the  Sentence  of  me  Court  Martial  in  Virginiay  to  the 
Treafurer  and  Company  in  England.  And  the  Profecution 
of  thb  Appeal  did  greatly  contribute,  to  ihew  and  expofe 
the  extreme  Rapiciouiheis  and  tyrannical  Adminiftration  of 
Captain  Argall. 

A  Ship,  called  the  Treafurer^  was  alfo  this  Year,  fent 
from  Entland  bv  the  Lord  Ricby  who  was  now  become 
Earl  of  IVarwiciy  a  Perfon  of  great  Note  afterwards  in  the 
Civil  Wars,  and  Commander  of  the  Fleet  againft  the  King. 
He  had  afpired  to  the  Title  of  Earl  of  Clan ;  but  that 
being  then  efteemed  the  fame  with  Qartncty  and  a  Royal 
Title,  it  was  judged  too  high  an  Honour  for  a  Family  in  a 
\liiDXi^x  new  and  upftart,  and  that  of  Warwick  conferred 
ujpon  him.  This  Ship  was  here  new  victualled,  and  manned 
with  the  ftouteftand  ableft  Recruits,  that  could  be  picked 
out  of  the  whole  Colony.  And  then,  under  Colour  of  an 
old  Commiffion  of  Hoftility  from  the  Duke  of  ^avoy^  againft 
the  Spani^rdsy  which  they  had  bv  fome  Means  procured, 
ihe  was  fent  to  rove  on  the  Spanijb  Dominions  in  the  fFiJi'» 
Jndiisi  where  Ihe  committed  much  Ravage,  and  gained 
Ibme  Booty.  But  they  had  the  Confcience  even  to  defraud 
the  Marincnf^  who  afterwsu^d^  made  Complaint  to  the

161S.    G>inpan7,  tbat  they  Jiad  cheated  diem  of  their  Share  cf 
^^-•v*— ^  ^^  Negroes  taken ;  all  which  were  placed  on  the  Eaii  of 
Ssm.  Arzali  ff^arwtci^s  Lands  m  Bermudas j  and  there  kept  and  detained 
Off^'noK.    ^  j^  Lord£hip*8  Ufe.    And  thia  Proceeding  waadberaed, 
not  only  a  manifeft  Ad  of  Piracy,  but  alfoa  thing  of  great 
Danger  to  the  Colony,  confidering  our  weak  Condition  at 
that  time,  and  the  great  Strength  of  the  Sfetiotrds  m  At 
Weft-Indus.    Mr.  Beverle)  alfo  gives  a  particular  Account 
of  an  Expedition,  made  this  Year  by  Captain  Jrgall inFer* 
fon,  to  diflodge  the  French  at  St.  Creix  and  Port-Reyal  in 
Acadia.    But  as  I  cannot  find  the  leaft  Mention  of  it,  in 
any  contemporary  Writer,  or  «n  any  of  the  dd  Records, 
tliat  I  have  perufed  and  examined,  I  am  apt  to  think,  he  is 
miitaken  in  the  Time,  and  confounds  this  with  the  Expedi- 
tion, he  made  imder  Sir  Thomas  DaUj  in  the  Year  i6i4. 

But  the  Company  in  England^  receiving  Advice  of 
Lord  Delawarr^s  Death,  and  finding,  that  Sir  Themas 
Smith's  Projcd  had  thereby  failed  of  Succeis,  came  to  a 
Refoludon  of  fending  over  a  new  Governor,  with  Power 
to  examine  all  Compkints  and  Accufations  againfl  Captain 
Argall  upon  die  Spot  And  therefore  Captain  Yeardky^ 
who  was  upon  this  Occaiion  knighted,  was  chofen  Governor 
and  Captain-General,  and  fent  upon  this  Bufinefs.  But 
Captain  Argall^  in  the  mean  while,  was  fully  apprifed,  by 
the  Earl  of  fVarwick  and  others,  his  Aflbciates  in  England^ 
of  every  thing,  that  had  pafTcd  in  their  Courts  concerning 
himfelf.  Wherefore,  to  prevent  the  Seifiire  of  his  Goods^ 
he  configned  all  his  £fFe£b,  under  other  Men's  Naoiea^ 
and  into  the  Hands  of  great  and  powerful  Perfons*  And  a^ 
to  thofe  Goods  which  were  fent  home,  before  he  knew  of 
the  Order  to  feouefler  them,  the  Earl  of  Warvdck^  by  h\\ 
Intriguing  and  Interefl,  got  them  all  into  hb  own  rands, 
under  Pretence  of  talcing  out  the  ^are,  which  belonged  to 
him  by  his  Right  of  Partnerfhip,  and  upon  exprefs  PfOfliife| 
to  return  the  refl  into  the  Companjr's  Ibnds.  But  this 
Promife  he  could  never  be  broudtt  to  perform  (  fo  that  the 
Company  were  deprived  of  the  Means  to  right  themiehrts, 
and  defrauded  of  diat  juft  Reflitution^  which  they  had  ^reat 
Keafon  to  exped  and  demand.  • 

This  Year  16 18  is  likewife  memorable,  fbrtheDeatl| 
cf  two  Perfons  of  principal  Figure  in  the  Kirgiman^iStatjm 
The  firil  of  thcfe  was  Fnvhatarij  Emperor  of  the  Indians^ 
a  Prince  of  excellent  Senfe  and  Parts,  and  a  great  Mafter 
cf  all  the  Savage  Arts  of  Government  and  Policy.  He 
was  penetrating,  crafty,  infidious,  and  cruel ;  and  as  hard 
to  be  deceived  by  others,  as  to  bo  avoided  in  his  own  Stra- 
tegemsand  Snares.    But  as  totbegreat  and  mor«)  Aft^of 
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Policy,  fuch  as  Truth,  Faith,  Uprightnefc,  and  Magna-  »«»»• 
nimity,  they  fccm  to  have  been  but  little  heeded  or  reg^ded  ^~>^— ^ 
by  him.  He  was  fucceeded  in  his  Dominions,  according  to  ^*  -^^ 
the  regular  Order  of  Succeffion,  by  his  fecond  Brother,  *'^''°**'* 
Opitcbapan  j  who  is  fometimc^  called  Itopatin^  and  Oitan. 
And  now  upon  his  Acctflion  to  the  fuprenic  Power,  he 
again  changed  his  Name  to  SafawpiHy  as  Opecbancanougb 
did  his  to  MangoUiomen.  Upon  what  ReuiwH  of  Cuftom, 
or  Dignity,  or  Humour,  thefc  Changes  wcr  .nade  in  their 
Names,  1  cannot  fay  ;  but  to  avoid  Confuiion,  I  (hall  take 
po  Notice  of  fuch  nominal  Di£Ferences,  but  Ihall  always 
fpeakof  the  fame  Perfonby.the  fame  Name.  Opiubapan^ 
being  an  eafy,  decripit,  and  una£tive  Prince,  was  foon 
obfcured  by  the  fuperior  Parts  and  Ambition  of  his  younger 
Brother,  Opecbancanougb ;  whofe  Figure  and  Activity  nrft 
drew  the  Attention,  and  at  laft,  by  degrees,  engrofied  the 
whole  Power  of  the  Government  \  aldio'  for  fome  time, 
he  was  content  with,  and  feemed  chiefly  to  affed,  the  Title 
of  Kng  ff  Cbickabomny.  However  they  both  renewed 
and  confirmed  the  League  with  the  Englijh ;  under  the  Pro- 
tedion  of  which,  every  Man  peaceably  followed  his  Build- 
ing and  Planting,  without  any  remarkable  Accidenu  or  In- 
terruption* 

The  other  Perfon  was  Sir  ff^abir  Raligby  the  Father 
and  iirft  Mover  of  thefe  Jnurican  Colonies ;  to  whom  we 
bwe  our  Name,  as  we  do  our  Settlement  alfo  to  the  Profe- 
cution  of  his  Defign.  In  0^9ber  this  Year,  he  ended  a 
Life  of  much  Gbry  and  Adverfity,  on  the  Sai£fbld,  to  the 
everlafting  Intamy  and  Reproach  of  King  Janus.  For  he 
was  a  Perfon  of  very  great  Worth,  and  of  a  vaft  and  moft 
extenfive  Genius  ;  being  equally  fitted,  to  Ihine  in  every 
Part  of  Life,  or  Branch  of  Art,  to  which  be  applied  him- 
felf.  And  he  was  accordingly  alike  famed,  as  aSeaman, 
a  Soldier,  a  Statefman,  and  a  Scholar.  He  was  therefore 
univerlally  pitied  and  lamented,  and  even  interceeded  for  by 
feveral  Princes  ;  by  the  Qiieen,  Prince  Henry^  the  King  of 
Dtnmarky  and  King  of  France^  whofe  Agent  in  England^ 
even  at  the  laft,  endeavoured  to  contrive  his  Efcape.  But 
King  James^  perverfely  bent  on  the  Wrong,  coidd,  by  no 
means,  be  prevailed  upon,  to  fpare  the  greateft  and  wifeft 
Head  in  his  Dominions;  but  (hamefuUy  made  him  a  Sacri- 
fice to  his  darling  Dotaee,  the  Spanijh  Match,  a  Meafure 
weak  in  kfelf,  but  profecuted  and  carried  on,  with  ftill 

Eter  Weaknefs  and  Indifcretion.  But  his  Death  hath 
\  fo  often  deplored  and  condemned,  that  I  fliall  not  add 
to  the  general  Complaint  any  farther,  than  bv  making  fome 
Imef  £xtra^  out  of  a  Letter,  preferred  by  mx.  Rujifworth 
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i6if .     in  his  Colle£liom,  to  ihew  the  ihamcful  Cruelty  and  In* 

*^"^v"— ^  jufKcc  of  the  A£k, 

*^J-^-''     This  Letter  is  written,  by  a  great  Minifter  of  State  in 
'•    Englandy  to  Mr.  Cottington^  afterwards  Lord  Cottington^ 
the  Britijh  Rcfident  at  the   Court  of  Spain.     In   it  he 
complains,  as  by  Order  from  the  King,  of  the  lofuiccrity 
and  Chicanry  of  the  Spani/h  Court  in  that  ^iFair,  and  feti 
forth  the  upright  and  fmcere  Intentions  of  his  Majcftv.    And 
he  fays,  tfiat  he  b  particularly  commanded  by  his  Majefty^ 
to  advertife  him  of  the  Execution  of  Sir  Ir alter  Raltgh^ 
who  was  lately  put  to  De^th,  chiefly  for  their  Satisfadion^ 
and  concerning  whom  he  promifed  fpeedily  to  fend  a  De« 
daration  :  That,  to  pleafe  them,  his  Majcfty  of  late  had, 
in  many  things,  ftrained  upon  the  AfFe<^ions  of  his  Peo- 
ple 5  and  moft  efpecially,  in  this  laft  of  Sir  Walter  Ralegby 
who  died  with  great  Courage  and  Coniiancy,  and   had 
raifed  much  Remorfe  and  Compaifion  in  the  People,  who 
all  attributed  his  Death,  to  the  Spani/h  Machinations,  and 
his  Majefty's  Defire  to  do  them  a  Pleafure  :  And  further, 
fic  orders  him,  ftrongly  to  infift  upon  and  rcprefent,  how 
able  a  Man  Sir  IP  alter  Ralegh  was  to  have  ferved  his  Ma«» 
je/ly,  if  he  had  httn  pleafed  to  have  employed  him  :   And 
that  yet,  to  give  them  Content,  he  had  not  fpared  him^ 
altho'  he  might,  by   faving  his  Life,  have,  given  infinite 
SatisfaAion  to  his  People,  and  have  had  at  Command,  upon 
all  Occafions,  as  ufcful  a  Man,  as  ferved  any  Prince  in 
Chriftendom. 

Thus  fell  one  of  the  laft-furviving,  and  the  brighteft 
of  all  the  Commanders,  bred  under  Queen  Elijabethy  and 
by  her  flcfhed  in  Spanijh  Blood  and  Spoil.  And  what  is  the 
moft  reproachful  Part  of  it,  he  fell  a  Vidim  to  his  own 
great  Merit  and  Abilities,  the  Memory  and  Danger  of 
which,  to  the  Spanijh  Nation,  had  hetn  revived,  hy  his 
late  Expedition  to  Guiana  $  as  alfo,  out  of  the  old  Grudg^y 
for  his  many  eminent  Services,  under  his  former  Royal  and 
illuftrious  iCliftrefs,  Queen  EHfabethy  and  to  place  him  be^ 
yond  a  Poifibility  of  ever  rendering  the  like  Services,  to 
King  James  or  his  hi  n.  As  the  King's  whole  ConduA 
towards  him  was  a  ftrange  Medley  of  Injuftioe  and  Incon- 
liftency,  fo  was  it  fmartiy  obfcrved  by  his  Son,  Carew  Ra-^ 
Ugh  \  That  his  poor  Father  was  firft  condemned,  for  being 
a  Friend  to  the  Spaniards^  and  afterwards  loft  his  Life^  by 
the  fame  Sentence,  ior  being  their  Enemy*  He  died,  as  he 
had  lived,  with  great  Luftre  and  Honour ;  with  the  Cha«^ 
rity,  Serenity,  and  Refignation  of  a  Chriftian,  ioined  ta 
tbt  Magnanimity  and  intrepid  Cburagp  of  a^  old  Rjitnan^ 
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In  tfic  Beginning  of  the  Year  1619,  Sir  dorge  TeardUy 
Was  difpatch^  and  fent  Governor,  with  divers  Commiffions  ^ 
and  Inftnidions  for  proceeding  againft  Captain  ArgaU  in  ^  ^J^* 
Virginiay  where  the  Fads  were  committed,  and  where  the  g^iJ^Sw. 
Pt<x)fs,  on  both  Sides,  might  readily  be  had.  The  Earl  of 
fyarwick  and  his  Fadion  had  violently  oppoied  this,  but  not 
being  able  to  prevail,  he  was  obliged  to  betake  himfelf  to 
other  Meafures.  Mr.  Rolfi^s  Commi£ion  was  either  now 
expired  ;  or  elfe,  as  I  rather  believe,  he  had  given  Offence 
to  the  Company,  and  was  turned  out  of  his  Place  of  Se- 
cretarv.  And  this,  I  find  fome  Reafon  to  fufpe£l,  pro* 
ceeded  from  his  too  great  Submiifion  and  Subferviency  to 
Captain  ArgaW%  male  Prad^ices.  But  however  that  was, 
the  Earl  of  Warwick  obtained  that  Place  from  Sir  Thomas 
Smitbf  for  Mr.  John  Pory^  who  now  went  over  with  tho 
Governor.  For  the  Nomination  io  that  Office  was  a  Com- 
pliment, made  by  the  Company  to  their  Treafurer ;  till  af* 
terwards  the  Earl  of  Southantpton,  in  the  Time  of  his  Trea- 
furerfliip,  returned  it  back  to  the  Company,  and  referred  it 
wholly  to  their  Choice.  By  the  Means  of  this  Pory^  as  it 
was  vehemently  fufpe6led,  the  Earl  of  Warwick  got  the 
Ship  fo  long  flopped  and  retarded  on  the  Coafl  of  England^ 
that  he  difpatchol  a  fmall  Bark,  before  from  PUmouth^  to 
fetch  away  Captain  Argall^  with  all  his  Goods  and  Booty. 
This  Bark  arriving  the  Beginning  of  April,  Captain  ArgaU 
took  immediate  Order  for  his  Affairs,  and  within  four  or 
five  Days,  embarked  in  her  for  England.  He  left  Captaia 
Natbaniil  Powel  Deputy-Governor ;  a  worthy  Gentleman, 
nrfio  had  come  in  at  the  firfl  with  Captain  Smtby  and  ever 
finde  continued,  an  honeft  and  ufeful  Inhabitant.  But  his 
Government  was  of  very  fhort  Duration.  For  in  ten  or 
twelve  Days  after  Captain  ArgaWs  Departure,  Sir  George 
TeardUy  arrived  ;  and  was  received  with  the  greater  Joy  and 
Welcome,  as  he  brought  with  him  feveral  Charters  from 
the  Company,  of  Grants  and  Liberties  to  the  Colony.  For 
the  honefter  Part  and  Majority  of  the  Company,  being 
alarmed  at  thefe  late  Proceedings,  refolved  to  be  more  atten* 
five  to  the  Affair,  and  to  prevent  all  fuch  Exorbitancies  for 
the  future.  One  of  thcfe  Charters  only  have  I  fcen,  coii« 
taining  Diredlions  to  the  Governor  and  Council  of  State,  to 
lay  off  Lands  for  feveral  publick  Ufes ;  and  likewife  con- 
firming Titles,  and  afcertaining  the  Methods  of  obtaining 
Lands  ifi>  Virginia y  abd  for  preventing  fraudulent  and  fur* 
reptitiout  Grants ;  two  of  which,  of  a  very  extraordinary 
and  MKonvenirnc  Nature,  Ir^d  been  obtained  by  Captain 
Martin  and  Capuin  ArgalL  fiut  bir  George  Teardley^  hav* 
/ng  thus  lurrowiy  milled  '  the  Quarry ,  applied  hioifclf  to

the  Affaire  of  Goverament.  And  iirft  he  added  the  ibU 
^  lowing  Gentlemen  to  the  Council  -,  Captain  Francis  fVift% 
»r  Gn^i  Captain  Natbaniil  Powl^  Mr.  John  P^ry^  Mr.  %A»  RMe^ 
^^^^  Mr.  mUiam  fTicibam,  and  Mr.  Samui  Afacoci.  For  al^ 
though  Captain  P^tctf/  had  been  appointed  Deputy^Gover^ 
nor,  yet  was  he  not  of  the  Council.  For,  tiU  this  time, 
the  Govemore,  in  Cife  of  their  Abfence,  always  aflumed  to 
themfelves  the  Power  of  naming  their  Deputies.  Soon  after 
Sir  Giorge  publiihed  his  Intention,  of  holding  a  General 
Aflembly  in  a  (hort  time ;  which,  I  fuppoTe,  was  one  of 
the  chief  Privileges  and  Powers,  granted  and  fent  over  with 
him.  And  I  likewife  find,  by  an  Inftrument  of  Wndng 
to  one  Richard  Kingfmil^  that  he  had  a  Power  to  grant,  and 
accordingly  did  grant,  to  all  the  ancient  Planters,  who  had 
been  here  before  Sir  Thomas  DaU*s  Departure,  a  UH  Rdeafe 
and  Difcharge  from  all  further  Service  to  the  Colony,  ex* 
cepting  only  fuch  Services,  as  they  fhould  willingly  under* 
take,  or  were  bound  in  Duty  to  perform  by  die  Laws  of  all 
Nations ;  together  with  a  Confirmation  of  all  their  Efbtes 
real  and  perional,  in  as  full  and  ample  Manner,  as  the  Sub- 
jeds  of  England  held  and  epjoved  them.  And  this  Pre* 
caution  was  undoubtedly  oocafioned  by  Captain  ArgalP% 
Rapines,  and  many.perfonal  Impoiitions  on  the  andent 
Planters  and  Freemen  oi  the  Colonv. 

The  Earl  of  Warwick  was  highly  incenfed  at  thcfe  late 
Proceedings  againfl  Captain  ArgaU\  and  finding  Sir  Thomas 
Smith  not  fhmch,  and  fit  for  his  Purpofe,  he  purfued,  with 
great  Vehemence,  the  Removal  of  him  and  Alderman  Jdhh^ 
fin^  the  Deputy,  from  the  Government  of  the  Company. 
Thofc  two  Gentlemen  had  alfo  given  much  Ofience,  to 
the  greater  and  better  Part  of  the  Adventurers ;  and  lay  un- 
der a  flrong  Sufpicion,  as  well  of  Negligence  in  their  O&ct^ 
as  of  Collufion  and  unfair  Dealing.  Sir  Thomas  Smith  too 
bimfelf,  being  far  advanced  in  Years,  of  tender  Health9 
and  very  rich,  was  willing  to  furrender  a  Place,  of  fb  great 
Trouble  and  Fatigue,  and  fo  little  fair  Profit  And  there- 
fore, being  already  Governor  of  the  Eaji-India  Companyt 
and  lately  appointed  a  Commiflioner  of  his  Maiefly's  NavV, 
he  declared,  at  a  Quarter  Court,  held*  the  28th  of  Aprtlf 
that  he  was  unable  to  give  that  Attendance,  which  he  de« 
fired,  and  which  the  Af&irs  of  the  Company  demanded  ; 
and  for  that  reafon,  requefled  the  Favour  of  them,  to  be 
difcharged  from  his  Office.  And  altho'  he  was  afterwards 
named  by  fome  to  be  a  Candidate,  yet  he  was  fixed  in  hit 
Refolution,  and  abfolutely  reftifcd  to  fhind  in  £le£tion.  In. 
hb  Room,  Sir  Edwin  Sandyi^  jSir  John  Wtlftinholme^  arid 
Alderman  John/on^  were  propoi fd »  and  the  Choice  fell  ctk 
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Sr  Bdtuin  Sandys j  he  having  fifty  nine  Voices,  Sir  John 
Witlfttuholmi  t^eatv  three,  and  Alderman  Johnfon  eighteen.  ^ 
Sir  Edwin  was  a  Uentleman  of  Kent^  and  a  Member  of  ^  ^^' 
Furliament  \  a  Perfon  of  excellent  Underfhindingand  Judg-  c^^^i^ 
ment ;  of  great  Induftry,  Vigor,  and  Refoludon  3  and  in- 
defatigable in  his  Application  to  the  Bufineis  of  the  Com- 
ny  and  Colony.  He  had,  before  this,  on  Account  of  his 
uftry  and  Knowledge  of  their  Affairs,  been  often  joined, 
by  the  Courts,  with  Sur  Thnnas  Smithy  in  the  Management 
of  feveral  weighty  thines,  relating  to  the  Colony-  So  that 
fcarce  any  thing,  whilft  he  was  in  Town,  pafied  without 
him.  But  he  anerwards  complained,  that  what  was  done, 
during  his  Abode  in  Town,  was  commonly  undone,  when 
he  was  abfent  in  the  Country.  Mr.  John  Farravy  an  emi- 
nent Merchant  of  Z^^ifA/r,  with  a  like  Majority,  waschofen 
Deputy-Treafurer ;  a  worthy  Second  to  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^ 
and  every  way  fit  for  the  Poft,  conferred  upon  him. 

But  not  to  caft  off  an  old  Servant  with  Difregard,  who 
had,  in  the  Time  of  greatefl  Trouble  and  Difficulty,  con- 
tinued above  twelve  Years  in  the  principal  Office  of  the 
Company,  at  the  Motion  of  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  twenty 

Esat  Shares,  or  two  thoufand  Acres  of  Land,  were  b^ 
wed,  as  a  Gratuity,  upon  Sir  Thomas  Smth.  But  there 
was  not  the  leafl  Notice  taken,  or  Reward  given,  to  Al- 
derman Johnfon.  And  thefe  Alterations  in  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Company  gave  not  only  much  Satisfadion  in 
England^  but  were  alfo  received  with  great  Joy  in  Virginia  i 
where  the  old  Officen  had  been  long  and  bitterly  exclaimed 
aftainfl,  bvthe  general  Voice  of  the  Colony.  But  the 
£url  of  Jriarwick  was  fo  far  from  gaining  by  the  Change, 
that  he  had  now  a  Perfon  of  much  greater  Honour  and  ui- 
tegrity,  and  a  Gentleman  of  principal  Figure  and  Intereft 
in  the  Nation,  to  oppofe  his  Schemes  and  Defigns.  For 
ahhe'  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  was  much  wronged  in  the  Execu- 
tion of  his  Office,  and  even  fought  to  be  deterred  by  Threats 
of' Bloody  yet  they  covild  no  way  turn  him,  from  a  vigorous 
Proiecudcm  and  Enquiiy  into  the  late  Diforders  in  Virginia^ 
At  the  Expiration  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith's  Government,  af- 
ter fourfcore  thc(ufand  Pounds  Expence  and  twelve  Years 
Labour,  the  Colony  confilM  of  about  fix  hundred  Perfons, 
Men,  Women,  and  Children.  And  they  had  about  three 
hundred  Head  of  Cattle,  feme  Goats,  and  infinite  Num- 
bers of  Hogs,  both  iVild  and  tame.  But  all  the  Compa- 
n^r's  Lands  and  Plantations  were  utterly  ruined  and  depo- 
pulated by  Captain  Argall^  there  being  only  three  Tenants 
left  thereon,  and' fix  Men  of  what  he  called  his  Guard. 
And  notwithftanding  Sir  Thom^  Smiths  Boafl,  that  he  had 
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1619.     left  four  tboufaiid  Pounds^  for  the  new  Treafurer  to  |iiit1it 

^'^-Nr*^  upofi,  yet  it  was  founds  uponExamination^  that  die  Com* 

Y^^l^'  P^7  was  above  that  Sum  in  Debt.    However  Sir  Mdwm 

Qo^fg^^    SandySj  and  all  the  founder  and  more  publick-fpiiited  Pkrc 

of  the  Company,  applied  themfelves,  with  a  laudable  DiIh 

ffence  and  Induihy,  to  reform  the  Abufes^  and  by  all  the 

Methods,  they  could  devife,  to  fet  forward  and  advance  the 

Plantation. 

Sir  George  Tun^dkyi,  upon  hb  Arrival  in  Firginia,  find* 
^g  >  gi'cat  Saurcity  of  Com,  made  it  his  firft  Care  to  fufH 
ply  that  Defeat.  And  therefore  he  wrote  to  the  Treafurer 
and  Company  in  England^  to  excufe  htm,  if  he  made  not 
fuch  Returns  in  Tobacco,  this  Year^^  as  might  be  expeded« 
For  be  was  determined,  by  the  Blefling;  of  God^  to  raife 
fuch  a  plentiful  Crop  of  Cprn,  tliat  the  Colony  fhould  not^ 
in  hafte,  be  in  any  further  Danger  of  Want.  And  about 
the  latter  End  of  June^  he  called  the  firft  General  Aflem- 
Uy,  that  was  ever  held  in  Virginia.  Counties  were  not  yet 
laid  ofF,  but  they  clewed  their  Reprefentatives  by  Town- 
fhips.  So  that  the  Burroughs  of  Jamis-Toumj  Henrico^ 
Bermuda  Hundred^  and  the  reft,  each  fent  their  Members 
to  the  AfTembly.  And  hence  it  is,  that  our  Lower  Houfe 
of  Aflembly  was  firft  called  the  Houfe  of  Burgefles,  a 
Name  proper  to  the  Reprefentatives  of  Burroughs  or  Towns; 
and  it  hath,  by  Cuftom,  ever  fince  retained  that  Appella- 
tion, altho' the  Burgefies,  or  Members  for  Towns  and  Cor* 
porations,are  very  few  and  inconfiderable  at  prefoit,  in  Com- 
parifon  of  the  Reprefentatives  for  Counties.  Mr.  Beverley 
iays,  they  fate  in  the  fame  Houfe  with  the  Governor  and 
Council^  after  the  Manner  of  the  Scotch  Parliament ;  and 
we  are  told  by  Smithy  that  they  debated  all  Matters,  thought, 
expedient  for  the  Good  of  the  Colony.  Hie  ASs  of  this 
General  Aflembly  were  remitted  to  England^  and  prefented 
to  the  Company,  to  be  read  in  their  Court,  the  20th  of 
March  following.  For  the  Company  then  had  the  regal 
Power  of  confirming,  or  difanulling  our  A£b  of  Aflembly* 
I  can  no  where  find,  among  the  Records  now  extant,  any 
Account  of  the  Particulars,  that  pafled.  Only  Sir  EdwtM 
Sandysy  upon  Perufal  of  them,  auures  the  Company)  that 
they  were  very  well  and  judicioufly  formed  \  but  they  were 
vtry  intricate,  and  difficult  to  be  reduced  into  dfftin&  and 
proper  Heads. 

However  we  may  be  certain  of  this  happy  Effed5  that 
hy  the  IntroduAion  of  the  Britijb  Form  of  Government^ 
by  Wav  of  Parliament  or  Aflembly,  the  People  were  agaki 
reftored  to  their  Birthright,  the  Enioynlent  of  Britijh  I>* 
berty  1  and  that  moft  grievous  and  oppreffive  Cuftom  ol 
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n*tl»jrM«tial  Law  was  thereby,  if  not  atoncfe,  yet  bv      16x9. 
D^rees,  entirely  banifhed  and  abolifhed.    It  is  true  indeed^  v^-*^^^-^ 
that  before,  both  by  the  Royal  Charters,  and  by  all  other  ^'^  ^'•nf* 
Law  and  Reafon,  the  Engtijby  tranfplanted  hither,  had  ^q^^^ 
Right  to  all  the  Liberties  and  Privileges  of  Englijb  Subjeds.  * 

And  cfartainlv  no  Perfon,  in  his  Senfes,  would  have  left  the 
Liberty  of  Angland^  to  come  hither  (in  order  to  improve 
die  Commerce,  and  increafe  the  Riches  of  the  Nation)  to 
a  State  of  Slavery  ;  when  without  that,  it  was  natural  to 
fiippofe,  that  'they  muft  undergo  much  Hardfhip  and  La* 
hour.  Yet  by  the  Neceffity  of  the  Times,  by  the  Igno* 
ranee  of  the  People,  and  by  the  Oppreflion  and  Tyranny  of 
Governors,  they  had,  thus  far,  been  deprived  of  that  tneir 
tiative  Right.  But  with  the  Bnglijh  Form  of  Government^ 
the  Bnglijb  Liberty  again  revived,  and  flourifhed  ;  and  to- 
gether with  the  Nation,  they  now  tranfplanted  and  diiFufed 
mto  Amtrica  their  moil  happy  Conftitution.  From  this 
Time  therefore,  we  may  mofl  pronerly  date  the  Original 
of  our  prefent  Conflitution,  by  Governor,  Council,  and 
Burgeffes ;  which  altho'  defective  perhaps  in  fome  material 
Poii  ts,  yet  comes  fo  near  to  the  excellent  Model  of  the 
Engtifi  Government,  that  it  muft  be  the  hearty  Prayer  and 
Dcfire  of  all  true  Lovers  of  their  Country,  that  it  may 
long  flourifh  amohg  us  and  improve.  For  this  happy  Change^ 
we  are  chiefly  indebted  to  the  Change  of  the  Officers  and 
Governors  ot  the  Company  in  England^  and  to  the  Adivity 
and  Attention  of  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  and  many  other  worth/ 
Members  of  the  Company,  to  the  Affairs  of  the  Colony. 

This  Summer,  they  laid  off*  four  new  Corporations  % 
which  encreafed  the  Number  of  their  Burroughs,  that  had 
Right  to  fend  Members  to  the  Aflfembly,  to  eleven  in  all« 
And  Japazcn^Sy  the  King  of  Patowmacky  came  to  James^ 
TnoHy  and  invited  the  £n^/^  into  hb  River  to  trade ;  for 
a  more  plentiful  Year  of  Corn  had  not  been  known,  in  a 
long  time.  But  Captain  ff^ardy  being  fent  thither,  was 
treacheroufly  dealt  with  by  the  Natives;  and  the  thing 
coming  to  open  Hoftility,  he  took  from  them  eioiht  hundred 
Bufhels  by  Force,  and  fo  returned  to  James^Tcwn.  One 
Captain  SiailtngSy  this  Year,  had  the  Misfortune,  firft  to 
have  his  Ship  caft  away,  and  not  long  after  to  be  (lain,  in 
a  private  Quarrel,  by  fVilliam  Eftes.  And  the  whole 
Colony  laboured  t^ider  fo  grt.it  a  Mi>rtality,  that  no  left 
than  three  hunJrcd  of  the  Inhabitants  died  wit'iiil  the  Year. 
But  in  Mitigation  of  this^  tliey  ha.J  the  moft  plentiful  Crop 
of  Grain,  that  had  ever  yet  been  raifccl,  fmce  the  firft  Plan^ 
tation  of  the  Country.  AnJ  inJeed  the  Company  received 
fucb  an  Accotmc  of  it,  as  will  not  caiily  gain  Credit  j  which 
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I  therefore  leave  entirely  to  the  Reader^tigooA  Mifiif  k) 
^  believe  or  difbelieve,  as  he  thinks  fit ;  neithrr  fliould  I  haw 
r^  A/^^*  related  it,  had  I  not  found  it  authentically  recorded,  in  tba 
OoIfcrMr.  Company's  Journals.  For  by  Letters  from  Virginiay  they 
were  informed,  that  they  had  had  two  Harvefts  of  Wheats 
the  firft  being  fliaken  by  the  Wind,  and  producing  a  fecond/; 
and  their  Ground  was  fo  extraordinary  fat  and  good,  thai 
they  planted  Indian  Com  upon  the  Stubble,  and  had  an  ex* 
cellent  Crop  of  that.  But  it  muft  be  remembered,*  that 
rare- ripe  Corn  was  the  Corn  of  thofe  Times,  'and  that  they 
ufually  had  two  Crops  of  it  in  a  Year. 

Whilst  things  were  in  this  State  in  Virgimaj  Sh*  Ei» 
win  Sandys  was,  by  no  me.  ns,  idle  or  negligent  of  his 
Charge  in  England.  F^  turning  the  whole  Bent  of  his 
Thoughts,  towardU  th«  IiDpravement  and  Furtherance  of 
this  noble  Enterpiifef  he  got  a.  Committee  appoii^ted,  con- 
fiding of  Sir  Dudlij  Diggesi  Sir  Edivard  Harwood^  and  di^ 
vers  other  Knights,  Gentl^iKn^  Merchants,  and  Citizens^ 
as  well  for  compiling  Ittid  ffduiciftt  the  ftanding  Rules  and 
Orders,  for  the  GoftnmfiiA  of  0Kir  own  Company,  into 
one  entire  Body,  as  nu>ri<e(p^daUy  for  conftit^ting  Lav^ 
and  fettlirte  a  Form  of  G^wJunsnt  for  Virginia^  af^point- 
ing  Magiltrates  and  OfBGttt^  apd  declaring  their  feveral 
Fundions  aild  jDutiiS;  And  fhis  was  one  of  the  chief  Powers 
and  Lijundions.  of  his  Mwfiy^s  Letters  patent  and  Inftruc* 
tions  to  the  Company*  As  to  the  former  Part,  concemiiig 
the  Government  of  thcmfelvcs,  it  was  eafily  brought  to  % 
tolerable  Head.  But  the  latter  being  a  vaft  DcTign,  of  verjT 
great  Weight  and  Difficulty,  and  comprehending  no  lefs, 
than  a  Projcdl  for  rearing,  conftituting,  and  forming  a  comr 
pleat  Commonwealth,  in  all  its  Parts,  it  never  could,  not** 
withftanding  Sir  Edwin  Sandys' s  great  Pains  and  Diligence, 
be  brought  to  any  fatisfadlory  Conclufion.  So"  that  Virginia 
was  left  to  the  bcft  Means  of  forming  its  Government ;  that 
is  to  fay,  to  work  after  the  Englijh  Planj^  with  the  Affiftance 
of  Time  and  £xpcr*ence,  and  the  united  Senfe  and  Endea- 
vours  of  its  Reprefentatfves  and  Officers  of  State. 

The  King  had  formerly  iiTued  his  Letters  to  the  feveral 
Bifliops^  of  the  Kingdom,^  for  colle6ling  Money,  to  ereft 
and  build-  a  College  in  Virginia^  for  the  training  up  and 
educating  Infidel  Children  in  the  true  Knowledge  of  God. 
And  accordingly,  there  had  been  already  paid  near  fifteen 
hundred  Pounds  towards  it,  and  more  was  expeded  to  come 
in.  For  bcfidcs  other  Particulars^  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  upon 
fome  Conference  with  the  Bifhop  of  Litchfield^  found,  that 
he  had  never  heard  of  any  Collcdion  m  his  Diocefe  ;  but 
\kt  promifed,  as  foon  as  he  ibould  hare  a  Warranty  to  fus^ 
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tbd;  fo  gamA  «  Ddign,  with  the  utnioft  Diligence.    Sir    ><'9« 
Bdwin  therefore  recommended  it  to  the  Company,  as  a  ^'— v— ^ 
thing  moft  wortlijr  of  their  Confideratioli,  bodi  for  the  Glo-  ^^  ^JT^* 

2  of  God,  and, their  own  Honour.  And  he  told  them,  q^Jc^^ 
at  it  was  an  Affair  of  that  Weight  and  Dignity,  that  they 
oiuft  exped  to  render  an  Account  of  their  Proceedings  to  the 
State ;  and  that  Negligence  therein  could  never  efcape  pub- 
lick  Notice  and  Cenfure,  efpecially  of  thofe,  who  had  ge»  - 
neroudy  contributed  towards  it.  He  therefore  had  Sir  Dud" 
hf  DiggeSy  Sir  Nathaniel  Richj  Sir  J^bn  JVolJIenholmey  Mr. 
Deputy  Farraty  Dr.  Anthony^  and  Dr.  Gulfione^  appointed 
a  Committee,  to  meet,  as  he  (hould  order  and  diredl,  and 
to  confult  thereupon.  And  he  likewife  moved  and  obtained, 
diat  tenthoufand  Acres  of  Land  &ould  be  laid  off  for  the 
Univerfity  at  Hiitricoy  a  Place  formerly  refolved  on  for  that 
Purpofe.  Thb  was  intended,  as  well  for  the  Colkge  for  the 
Education  of  Indians^  as  alfo  to  lay  the  Foundation  of  a 
Seminary  of  Learning  for  the  E'ngltjb.  In  Confequence  of 
Aefe  Refolves,  Sir  Edwin  procured  fifty  Men  to  be  fent  this 
Summer,^  and  fifty  more  the  Beginning  of  the  next  Year, 
to  be  feated  on  tfaefe  College  Lands,  as  Tenants  at  Halves. 
They  were  to  have  half  the  Profit  of  their  Labour  to  them- 
felves,  arid  the  other  half  was  to  go,  towards  forwarding 
the  Building,  and  the  Maintenance  of  the  Tutors  and  Scho- 
lars. And  as  a  Man's  Labour  was  then  computed  at  ten 
Pounds  Surling  a  Year,  it  was  intended,  hereby  to  eftabliih 
an  annual  Revenue  of  five  hundred  Pounds,  for  this  good 
and  pious  Work.  Mr.  Georgt  Thorpe  alfo,  a  Kinfman  of 
Sir  Thomas  Dal/i^  being  a  Gentleman  of  his  Mujcfty's  Pri- 
vy Chamber,  and  one  of  the  Council  in  England  io\  yirginia^ 
accepted  of  the  Place,  and  w;is  fent  over  the  next  Spring,  ad 
the  Company's  Deputy  and  Supcrintendant  for  the  College. 
And  for  hb  Entertainment  and  Support,  they  p;rantcd  three 
hundred  Acres  of  Land^  to  be  for  ever  annexed  and  belong- 
ing to  that  Place,'  with  ten  Tenants  thereon. 

In  a  great  and  general  Qiiarter  Court  of  tlie  Company^ 
l^ld  in  November  this  Year,  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  tr>l«I  them, 
that  his  Duty  and  Inclination  rimninii;  cqu-lly  for  the  Ad- 
^rancement  of  this  good  A£^ion,  he  had  ni..ny  tilings  to  lay 
before  them^  And  accordingly,  he  reminded  them,  that 
the  'Maintenance  of  the  Publick,  in  all  States,  was  of  no 
lefs  Importance,  even  for  the  Benefit  of  private  Men;  than 
the  Root  and  Body  of  a  Tree  are  to  the  particular  Br.:nchcs. 
And  he  recalled  to  their  Remembrance,  how  by  the  ad  mi- 
table  Care  and  Diligence  of  two  worthy  Knight;.,  Sir  ^^ 
HMJ  Gates  and  Sir  Thomas  DaUj  the  publick  Elbte  and  Re- 
venue of  the  Company  had  been  fct  forwanl,  in  a  Way  to 
great  Perfcdion  ;    Tlut  the  former,  Sir  Thomas  Gatcsy  had 
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the  Honour  to  all  Pofterity,  to  be  the  firf  named,  imim 
^  Majeftv's  Patent  and  Grant  of  Vtrgtma^  and  was  alfo  tie 
^  ^frt*  firft,  tnat  by  his  Wifdom,  Induftry,  and  Valour,  acooln* 
iO^ittmi*  puii^  ^^  exceedine  Pains  and  Patience,  in  the  Midft  of 
many  Difficulties,  had  laid  the  Foundation  of  the  pi^ent 
profperous  State  of  the  Colony :  And  the  latter.  Sir  llj9nm$ 
DaU^  building  upon  thofe  Foundations,  with  great  uA 
conflant  Seventy,  had  reclaimed,  almoft  miraculoufly,  thofe 
idle  and  diflblute  Perfons,  and  rniuced  them  to  Labour  and 
an  honeft  Fafliion  of  Life  :  That  proceeding  with  great 
Xc2\  for  the  good  of  the  Company,  he  had  laid  oflF  publick 
Lands,  to  yield  them  a  ftanding  Kevenue  y  placed  Servants 
thereon,  as  alfo  upon  other  publick  Works,  for  the  Com* 
pany*s  Ufe ;  eftabliflied  an  annual  Rent  of  Com  from  the 
Farmers,  and  of  Tribute  from  the  Barbarians  j  together 
with  a  ^reat  Stock  of  Cattle,  Goats,  -and  other  Animals  : 
That  this  had  fince  been  the  Occafion  of  drawing  fo  many 

frivate  Plantations,  to  feat  in  Vhrginia ;  upon  Hope  and 
Vomtfe  of  Plenty  of  Com  and  Cattle,  to  be  lent  them  b^ 
the  Publick,  for  their  Eafe  and  Benefit,  at  their  firft  Arn* 
val :  But  that  fince  their  Times,  aU  this  publick  Provifioa 
bad  been  utterly  laid  wafte  and  deftroyed  :  And  that  befides, 
for  about  an  hundred  Perlbns^  wfaidi  appeared  to  have  been 
fent,  at  the  Company's  Charge,  within  the  two  or  three 
laft  Years,  Sir  George  Yi&rMij^  wrote  Word,  that,  at  his 
Arrival,  only  three  could  be  found,  remaining  to  the  Publick; 
^  That  as  to  the  Meant  and  Caufes  of  thefe  Dilapida* 
tions,  he  doubted  not,  but  that  hereafter,  in  due  time,  they 
would  be  made  fully  manifeft »  but  that  he  forbore,  at  pre* 
fent  to  touch  upon  them,  left  he  fliouM,  by  Glance  of 
Speech,  give  Oflfence  to  any  Peribn  prefent  (for  Captain 
Jlrgallj  the  known  Author  thereof,  was  thca  in  Court) 
But  as  to  the  Remedies  of  thefe  Mifchiefs,  he  related  to 
them,  what  Methods  had  been  already  taken*  For  where* 
as,  not  much  above  three  Years  before,  there  had  been  re* 
milted  from  Virginia  twelve  feveral  Commodities,  fold 
openly  in  Court,  to  the  great  Honour  of  the  AAion,  and 
fjicourasement  of  the  Adventurers  ;  yet  fince  that  time,, 
there  had  been  littlQ  returned,  worth  (peaking  of,  except 
7'obacco  and  Safliarras  ;  to  which  the  People  there  applied 
themfelves  fo  entirely,  that  they  would  have  been  r^uced 
to  the  Necefli^  of  ftarving,  ^e  laft  Year,  had  not  the 
Magazine  fupplted  them  with  Com  and  Cattle  from  England: 
That  this  had  been  the  Occafion  of  ftopping  and  difcourag* 
ing  many  Hundreds  of  People,  who  were  providing  to  re* 
move  themfelves  thither :  That  frequent  Letters  had  there* 
fore  been  fent,  from  the  Council  there  to  the  Governor  in 
Virginia^  to  reftrain  that  immoderate  planting  of  Tobacco* 
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mAio  tMM  <te  ?eopIe  tm iqppljr thcfnTelvei  to  other  and      >Ci9' 
better  Commodities :  And  that  he  hiad  alfo»  'by  the  Advice  ^-*-v^'^ 
and  Confent  of  de  Council,  andaocordingto  an  Order  A0«r^^^^^^ 
to  be  propoTed,  -caufed  tobedrawna  nor  Coirenant,  tobc^^^^^^ 
jnTerted  m  ail  futuse  Gnwti  of  Land,  that  the  Patentees 
Ihould  not  apply  themfelves,  wholly,  or  chiefly,  to  To- 
bacco, but  to  other  Commodities,  therein  (becified ;  an 
Eacample  whereof  they  would  now  fee,  in  a  Patent,  lying 
before  them  for  their  Approbation. 

But  altho'  they  had  been,  by  no  means,  negligent  in 
diefe  Afiairs,  yet  he  &id,  that  his  principal  Care  and  Studv 
had  been  enndoyed,  to  fet  up  again  and  reftore  the  publick 
jBtock  and  Kevenue,  to  as  ^reat,  or  a  ^ea^cr  Pegr!BP  pf 
PerfeAion,  than  they  had  heretofore  been  a^  Afid  todiait 
End,  he  reicoufited,  how  three  thoufimd  Apres  of  Land  had 
been  laid  off,  for  die  Governor  $  twelve  thoufand  for  the 
0>mpany ;  and  ten  thoufand,  for  the  Univeriity  at  Henrico, 
nod  that  feventy  twq  Perfons  had  already  been  placed  on  the 
Company's  Land,  fifty  three  on  the  Qoyemor's,  and  fkby 
on  the  College's  %  an  hundred  and  (eventy  five  in  all.  But 
not  cogent  with  this^  he  told  them,  that  he  had  flill  fome 
fui!^  Propofitions  to  make  to  them. 

And  firft,  he  propofed  to  them,  chat  thefe T^iants  for 
the  publick  mighty  the  next  Spring,  be  encreafed  to  th« 
Number  of  three  hundred  ;  an  hundred  for  the  Company's 
l«and,  an  hundred  fat  the  College,  and  an  hundred  for  the 
Governor,  who  fbould  be  obliged,  at  the  Expiration  of  his 
Office^  to  leaye  the  fame  Number  to  bis  Supceflbr ;  which 
would  thereby  raife  a  ftanding  Revenue  of  a  thoufand  Pounds 
a  Year,  vd  eafe  the  Company  of  all  further  Expence  for 
his  Frovifion  and  Entertainment.  And  whereas  Care  had 
teen,  and  ftUl  Ihould  be  taken,  during  his  Office,  to  fend 
over  to  thefe  Lands,  divers  ftaid  and  difcreet  Perfons,  he 
propofed,  in  the  fecond  Place,  that  an  hundred  Boys  and 
Girls,  of  about  twelve  pr  thirteen  Years  of  Age,  mieht  b^ 
fent  to  be  their  Servants  and  Apprentices  ;  in  the  Charge 
whereof,  he  hoped,  that  the  honourable  City  of  LwZn 
would  partake  with  the  Company,  as  they  had  formerly 
done.  And  hecaufe  he  underftobd,  that  the  People  in  fiV« 
gimaj  tho*  feated  therein  their  Perfons  for  fome  few  Years^ 
jret  were  not  fettled  in  their  Minds,  nor  intended  to  make 
It  their  Place  of  Reft  and  Continuance,  but  propofed,  after 
bavins  got  fome  Wealth,  to  return  a^in  to  Enghnd^  whWh 
tended  to  the  utter  Overthroi^  and  DifTolution  of  the  Plan? 
IHioii  I  he  therefore  advifed,  and  made  it  his  third  Propcn 
Stion,  that  there  ihouki  be  fent  over  one  hundi>ed  Maids^ 
jQUHg  and  unCorrupt«  |o  mak^  Wives  for  th^  Inhabiisnts  a 
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1619.       that  Wives,  Children,  and  Families,  m%ht  fWldcr  ihetm 
^— V — ^  Icfs  moveable,  and  fix  afld  fettle  them,  together  with  their 
rl  ?*'^'  Poftcrity,  in  that  Soil :    And  that  fuch  of  thcfc  Maids,  as 
OoyJnJr.    ^^^^  married  to  the  publick  Farmers,  ihouM  be  tranfported 
at  the  Company's  Expence ;  but  if  apy  were  married  to 
others,  that  then  thofe,  who  took  them  to  Wjfe,  (hould 
repay  the  Company  their  Charges  6f  Trapfportation.     Ani 
in  Confequcncc  of  this  Propontion,  ninety  Maids  were  ac- 
cordingly fent  the  following  Spring.     As  to  thie  Manned  of 
tranfporting  thcfe  Pei  fons,  to  make  up  fiv€  hundred  in  all 
for  the  Publick,  he  propofed  in  the  fourth  Place,  that  they 
{liould  not  hire  Shipping,  as  heretofore,  fince  each  Ship, 
at  its  Return,  in   bare  Freight  and   Wages,  emptied  the 

fublick  Ca(h  of  eight  hundred,  and  fometimes  a  thoufand 
*ounds  ;  but  that  they  (hould,  as  he  had  already  done  thii 
5rerent  Year,  take  the  Advantage  of  the  Ships  tradihg  t6 
^rMfowtdland^  and  fo  tranfpor*-  them,  at  fix  Pounds  a  rcr- 
fon,  without  any  after  Reckonings.  Fifthly,  he  propofed, 
the  fending  twenty  Heifers,  for  every  hundred  Tenants^ 
threcfcore  in  the  whole  \  which,  with  their  Breed,  might 
foon  I'aife  them  a  tolerable  Stock  ;  and  whic^h  he  had  Hopes 
of  Iiaving  tranfported,  taking  the  Opportunity  of  Shipping 
ill  the  fr^ftcrn  Parts,  at  ten  rounds  ^  Head>  to  be  delivered 
in  Virginia, 

Last  ly,  as  to  the  Charges,  he  obfervcd  to  them,  tfiat 
there  never  could  be  a  more  proper  Time,  for  fuch  large 
Tranfportations,  than  the  prcfent  j  Com  being  fo  exceeding- 
ly cheap  and  plentiful  at  home,  and  there  being,  by  their 
Advices  from  Virginia^  fo  great  Promifes  of  an  excellent  Crop 
there.  And  he  alfo  (hewed,  how  much  the  Company  was 
.  bound,  to  give  Thanks  to  Almighty  God,  for  all  his  Blef- 
fings,  who  continually  raifcd  Means,  to  (bpport  and  carry 
on  this  great  Work ;  and  he  particularly  mentioned  one  un- 
known Gentleman  alone,  who  promifed  five  hundred  Pounds^ 
on  Demand,  for  the  Converfion  and  Education  of  three* 
fcore  Indian  Children  ;  and  that  he  had  likewifc,  upon  his 
Letters,  received  Aflurance  from  fundry  Parts,  and  fomc 
of  them  very  rfemote,  that  if  they  proceeded  with  the  Un- 
dertaking, they  (liould  not  want  for  Money.  But  not  \c 
rely  upon  fuch  precarious  Funds  and  Hopes,  he  related  tu 
them,  particularly,  the  ftverafl  Ways  and  Means,  by  which 
the  Money  would  arife.  And  he  eftimated  the  wbold 
^hargc,  at  four  thoufand  Pounds,  to  be  done  fpkringly ; 
and  bountifuUv,  at  five  thoufand.  He  alfo  promifed,  not 
to  leave  the  Company  one  Penny  in  Debt,  for  any  Aft  or 
Thing,  to  be  performed  within  his  Year  ;  artd  that  he 
would  moreover  difchargc  (bree  thoufand  Pounds  of  former 
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2Mih  H*MiSMNk%  eo  the  Stock,  left  at  the  time  of  his  to*-     ^^r 
ing  to  his  PliM^    And  thefe  things  done,  he  hoped,  the  ^— v— ^ 
Publick  Would  again  be  fully  reftored,  a  Foundation  laid  ^^J^^'*^ 
for  a  future  great  State,  the  Adventurers  and  Planters  well  q^^JS!/^. 
comforted  and  encouraged,  and  all  Matter  of  Scandal  and. 
Reproach  to  them  and  the  Enterprife  removed.    And  fo 
he  concluded,  bjr  recommending  thefe  Points  to  their  moil 
leriotts  Confideration,  and  the  whole  Enterprife  to  the  Blef* 
fing  of  Almighty  God.     Thefe  Prdpofitions,    which  had 
been  before  made  in  two  feveral  Courts,  and  were  now  re* 
peated'  at  the  particular  Defire  of  fome  nob)c  Lof ds  prcfcnt^ 
were  received  with  that  Applaufe,  tliey  well  dcfervcd ;  and 
diev  pafled,  ppon  the  Queftion,  with  an  unanimous  Appro- 
bation, altho'  6ir  John  Wolftenholmej  in  a  former  Court,  had 
itiad«-iblhe  vain  Exceptions  againft  them.    And  Sir  Bdwin 
Handysy  with  an  extreme  Care  and  Diligence,  ffiw  them  ali 
afterwards  put  effe^ally  into  Execution. 

But  beudes  thefe  reputable  People,  to  be  tranfported  at 
the  Company's  Charse,  the  Treafurer  and  Council  received 
a  Letter  from  his  Majefty,  commanding  them,  forthwith 
to  fend  away  to  Virginia  an  hundred  diflblute  Perfons,  which 
Sir  Edward  Zouchj  the  Knight  Ms^rihal,  would  deliver  to 
them.  In  Obedience  to  his  MajeftT's  Command,  it  was 
refolved,  to  fend  them  over  with  aU  Convenjency,  (6  be 
Serv.ints,  which  Mr.  Treafurer  underftood,  would  be  very 
acceptable  to  the  Colony.  But  as  it  was  Novimberj  and 
Shipping,  at  that  Seafon,  not  eaftly  procured,  it  was  thought 
they  could  not  be  fent  off  before  January  at  fooneil.  But 
|o  fadsfy  his  Majeiiy,  the  Company  agreed  to  be  at  the 
Expence  of  their  Maintenaiice,  in  the  mean  while.  Tlie 
Treafurer  was  ther^ore  defircd,  to  deliver  this  their  An* 
iwer  to  his  M^j^y*  by  Secretary  Calvert.  3ut  he  was 
fold,  that  the  Kmg's  Command  was  urgent,  and  admitted 
fio  Delay ;  a^  t)ut  $ft^,  at  leaft,  muft  with  all  Speed  be 
Ihipped  off.  And  notwithftanding  his  juft  Reprefentations^ 
how  great  Inconveniency  and  Expence  would  thence  accrue 
to  the  Company ;  that  they  could  not  well  go  in  Icf:;  thaa 
four  Ship^,  left,  being  fo  ipany  together,  (hey  ihould  mutiny, 
and  run  9wav  with  ^e  Veilel  \  that  thofe  four  Ships,  to  be 
got  thus  fuddenly,  without  takips  Advantage  of  the  Veffels 
trading  to  Jmtrica^  would  not  ftand  t^ic  Company  in  Icfa 
^an  four  thoufiuid  Pounds ;  and  that,  notwithftanding  all. 
Ships  wfre  not  to  be  procured  fo  fpcediiy,  at  that  time  of  the 
Yean  Yet  nothing,  he  could  alledge,  giving  Satisfadion, 
theCpmpany  were  obliged  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  the 
Deputy  an4  other  feled  Aferchants,  to  employ  aU  their  £n- 
deavQmSt  for  cooipaffing  Shippings  with  41  poi&ble  Spet:d. 
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And  by  good  Foitune,  for  the  additiontLFpifluiiB  ^mb 
'hundred  Pounds,  the^  procured  a  large  Ship,  to  carry 
rw^^'  them  off;    but  which  nevertheleft  could  Qot  (ail  befoit 

Those,  who  are  acouamted  with  Hiftory,  and  know^ 
with  how  high  and  magifterial  a  Hand,  diis  King  fometimet 
carried  it,  even  with  his  Parliaments,  will  not  Ik  furprifeity 
to  find  him  thus  unmerciful  infult  a  private  Company,  and 
load  them,  aeainft  a|l  Law,  with  the  Maintenance  ixA  air 
traorJiuary  Expence  of  tranfporting  fuch  Perfons,  as  he 
thought  proper  to  baniih ;  and  that  perhaps,  without  anjr 
colourable  Pretext,  or  fufficient  Warrant  of  Law  at  that 
time.  And  I  cannot  but  remark,  how  e^ly  that  Cuftom 
arofc,  of  tranfporting  loofe  and  diffotute  Perfons  to  f7r//- 
iMJ,  as  a  Place  of  PuhiOiment  and  Difgrace  ;  which  altho' 
originally  defign'd  for  the  Advancement  and  Increafe  of  the 
Cohmy,  yet  has  certainly  proved  a  great  Prejudice  and 
Hinderance  to  it's  Growth.  For  it  hath  laid  one  of  the 
£neft  Countries  in  Britijh  Amertea^  under  the  unjuft  Scandal 
of  being  a  mere  Hell  upon  Earth,  another  &ibirtay2xA  onljr 
fit  for  the  Reception  of  Malefa£tors  and  the  vileft  of  the 
People.  So.  that  few  People,  at  leaft  few  large  Bodies  of 
People,  have  been  induced,  willingly  to  tranfport  them- 
felvcs  to  fuch  a  Place  5  and  our  your^  Sifters,  the  Nor- 
thern Colonies,  have  accordingly  profited  thereby.  For 
this  is  one  Caufe,  that  they  have  outftripped  vs  (b  much, 
in  the  Number  of  their  Inhabitants,  and  in  the  Gpodneb 
and  Frcmiency  of  their  Cities  and  Towns. 

His  Majefty  had,  by  his  Letters  patent,  bearing  Date 
the  23d  of  May  1609,  granted  the  Company  a  **  Freedom 
*<  from  all  Cuftom  and  Subftdy,  for  twenty  one  Years,  ex- 
* <  cepting  only  five  ptr  Cent*  upon  all  fuch  Goods  and 
f'  MerchunJifes,  as  fbould  be  imported  into  England^  or 
f '  any  other  of  his  Majefty's  Dominions,  according  to  the 
f«  ancient  Trade  of  Merchants.**  Notwithflanding  this, 
which  was  intended  for  the  Eafe  and  Encouragement  of  the 
InLht  Colony,  the  Farmers  of  the  Cuftoms,  upon  a  gene* 
ral  Rate  made  of  Tobacco,  both  Spantjh  apd  Virginia^  at 
ten  Shillings  the  Pound,  demanded  Ax  Pencf  a  Pound, 
equally  upon  all ;  altho*  Spanijh  Tobacco  was  Ufually  fold 
at  eighteen  Shillings  a  Pound,  and  fpmetlnies  ipore,  and 
Virginia  would  feldpm  bear  above  three  or  four  Shilling* 
Mr.  Jacob  alfo.  Farmer  of  the  Impoft  upon  Tobacco,  md 
moft  oppreffively  impofe  another  fix  Pence  a  Pound,  con- 
trary  to  the  clear  and  indubitable  Tenor  of  his  Md}efty*s 
Grant.  And  the  Company,  in  June  this  Year,  importing 
twenty  tboi|fand  Weight,  the  whole  Crgp  pf  the  former 
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Y«i»  hU  jlafawed  it  aU  hito the G^tom-houre^  asthef     "^'9. 
were  required,  that  die  Tobacco  might  be  weig^ied,  and  ^""V"'^ 
the  Cuitom  anfwercd.    But  Mr.  Jacoh^  of  his  own  Au-^l^^^ 
thQnt]r3  ftomed  and  feifed  the  Tobacbo,  till  that  Impoft  of  isovcfMr« 
Sx  Pence  a  round  (hould  be  difcharg^.    And  this  alfo  will 
Jbon  be  perpeived  by  thofe,  who  are  any  thing  verfed  in  the 
HiStoPf  of  thofe  Times,   to  be  entirdy  confonant  to  the 
Behavipuc  of  the  Cuftomers  then }  whole  Infolence  and  ar- 
liitrary  Proceedings,   fuppufted   by  the  Royal  Authority, 
and  even  encreafed  and  carried  to  a  neater  Heieht  in  the 
next  Reign,  was  one  of  the  chief  and  moft  vifible  Caufes 
of  the  seneral  Difcontent  of  the  Nation,  and  of  the  unhappy 
Civil  War,  which  enfued. 

Thb  Companyt  being  thus  wronged  and  abufed,  appli* 
•d  chemfelves  to  the  Lords  of  liis  ^Ujefty's  Privy  Council^ 
pnd  obtained  their  Letter  to  Mr.  Jac$kf  to  deliver,  the 
Tobacco,  upon  their  entering  into  B<hk1  to  pay  him,  what* 
Ibever  ilK>uld  appear  to  be  his  Due,  upon  Certificate  from 
bis  Majeftv's  learned  Council,  within  a  Month.  But  7^^^ 
rejeAiii^  this,  and  all  other  Conditions  offered  by  the  Com*' 
pany,  and  likewife  exacting  twelve  Pence  a  Pound  at  P/T* 
mouthy  upon  the  Sonur-tflands  Tobacco,  it  was  refolved  to 
try  the  Strength  of  their  Charter,  and  to  enter  an  AAioii 
agsdnft  him  for  the  Damage,  which  was  already  computed 
at  two  thouland  five  hundred  Pounds  Stirling.  But  after- 
wards, confiderine,  that  their  Commodity  was  very  perifli* 
^ble,  and  that  their  Suit  could  not  be  deterfifined  that 
Mcbadmas  Term,  they  altered  their  Method  of  Proceed* 
ing,  and  by  the  Advice  of  a  great  Lord  of  the  Privy  Coun* 
cil  to  Sir  £dunM  Samfys^  they  brousht  the  Matter  before 
Che  Council  Board ;  where,  upon  the  Attorney-General's 
delivering  his  Opinion  dearhr,  that  the  Company,  bv  their 
letters  patent,  were  Aree  mm  all  Impofition,  and  afor 
fome  Delar  and  Chicanrv  of  Mr.  yaatf  it  was  orderedy 
|ipon  a  full  Hearing  of  tne  Allegations  on  both  Sides,  that 
he  fbould  deliver  the  Tobacco  to  the  Company,  paying  aU 
lawful  Duties  appbtaining  thereto.  And  thus,  at  lei^tht 
fhey  regained  their  Goods  out  of  the  Hands  of  this  Harmr  | 
but  were  obliged  to  fet  filentljr  by  the  |reat  Lois  and  thi* 

BagCf  occafioned  partly,  by  impairing  it's  Worth  throudi 
rying  and  other  Corruption,  and  paruy  by  the  FaU  of  the 
Price,  upon  the  Sale  of  £/f^/r^  Tobacxo,  made  fince  it's 
Importation.  To  which  was  added  the  daily  Expedbtion 
of  more,  both  from  Firginiit  and  the  Simtr-Iffamls^  which 
rendered  the  Market  fo  mean  and  dead,  that  dney  were  fadly 
puszled  and  perplexed,  how  to  difpofe  of  it.  And  at  laft, 
after  many  Schemes  ai^d  Efforts  to  raife  the  Pricc^  they  were 

obliged 
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obliged  to  fell  it  very  loW,  and  were  coiifidtrttble  L^kn 
^  bjr  It. 

Sir  (^«  It  was  one  peculiar  Mark  and  Property  of  diis  Family 
C^Jeroor.  ^^  ^^^  Kings,  that  they  were  always  craving,  and  for  ever 
j(bow  *  poor  and  in  Want,  notwithftanding  the  frequent  Contribii* 
dons  of  the  People,  to  fome  of  them  efpecially ;  the  Rea* 
fons  of  which,  it  lies  not  within  my  Province  at  prefent,  to 
open  and  explain.  And  accordingly  King  Jamtf^  notwith- 
fhnding  his  natural  Antipathy  to  Tobacco,  began  now  it. 
tafte  the  Sweets  of  the  Revenue,  arifmg  from  it ;  and  was 
therefore  very  ill  fatisfied,  with  this  Determination  of  die 
Privy  Council.  For  in  the  very  Beginning  of  the  next 
Year,  within  a  Month  after,  under  Colour,  that  fome  Spd^ 
mijb  Tobacco  had  fold  at  twenty  Shillings  a  Pound,  he  de- 
manded of  the  Company  twelve  Pence  a  Pound,  Cuftom 
and  Impoft,  for  theirs.  But  it  was  unanimoufly  agreed,  to 
ftand  refolutely  upon  the  Privilege  of  their  Charter,  which 
they  could  not  give  up  or  betray,  without  the  greateft 
Breach  of  their  Triift  and  Duty.  And  therefore,  as  Firr 
ginia  Tobacco  had  never  been  aduatly  fold  for  more,  than 
five  Shillings  a  Pound,  but  generally  much  lower,  they 
fubmitted  to  pay  three  PerKe  a  Pound  Cuftom,  which  was 
full  five  per  Cent,  on  their  higheft  Price.  But  however,  to 
avoid  all  Conteft  with  the  King,  as  his  Majeftv  had  given 
Order  for  prohibiting,  by  Proclamation,  the  pJandng  En^ 
glifl)  Tobacco  for  five  Years  enfuing,  they  agrc^,  in  Return 
to  that  his  Majcfty's  Favour,  during  the  faid  Term  of  five 
Years,  if  the  Proclamation  took  Effcft,  and  continued  <b 
long,  to  add  nine  Pence  a  Pound  more,  and  thereby  to  make 
it  up  twelve  Pence ;  which  was  the  Full  of  hb  Majcfty*s 
Demand,  tho*  not  in  the  fame  Form.  But  it  was  con- 
ceived, unlefs  this  Offer,  and  the  true  Meaning  thereof, 
fliould  be  entered,  as  an  A^,  in  the  Lords  Commiflioners 
of  the  Treafury's  Books,  it  would  be  very  difficult,  at  the 
Expiration  of  the  five  Years,  to  withdraw  tne  Payment, 
but  continuing  fo  long,  it  might  be  demanded  for  ever,  as 
due  from  the  Company  to  the  King.  They  therefore  ap- 
pointed a  Committee,  to  repair  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
and  to  take  Care,  that  this  Bargain  be  exa£dyxecorded,  and 
alfo  to  procure  a  Copy  of  the  faid  Record,  to  b^  entered  ii| 
the  Company's  Journab.  But  as  to  the  Farm  of  the  Im- 
poft on  Tobacco,  the  Refufal  whereof  die  King,  at  the 
fame  time,  offered  them,  they  held  it  inconvenient  at  pre- 
fent to  be  undertaken ;  but  not  entirely  to  rqeft  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Offer,  they  permitted  fome  of  their  Society,  to  joii^ 
for  a  Part,  in  the  Company^  Namc,^  but  ia  RcaJit}',  for 
their  own  proper  Ufe  apd  Behoof. 
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Tnn  Ti!0t  iTTirgiMh  htdbcmihmhx  ttltr^^  an?  xCk>. 
fce|>t  in  tbe  Adtrittiirei)i  Htndt,  except  a  few  Interlopers,  ^-v*— ^ 
that  (baegled  «xi  hf  Cbance ;  and  the  Method  of  car^rinjg  ^f^?^ 
00  this  Tnide  . wat  ^us.  Every  Adventurer,  that  pleafed,  o^Sronof^ 
fubfcribed,  what  he  thought  proper,  to  a  Roll;  which 
Monar,  together  with  a  certain  Sum  perhaps,  contributed 
out  of  the  publick  Cadh  of  the  Company^  made  their  Ca- 
pital or  Stock.  With  this  they  bou^t  Goods,  and  icnt 
'them  to  the  Cape-Merchant  in  Virgtnia^  who  had^  long 
before  this,  loft  his  original  Office  of  beins  Keeper  of  the 
publick  Storehoufes,  and  was  become  the  Company's  chief 
Fador.  The  Cape^Merchant,  having  fold  thefe  Goods  to 
the  Inhabitant^  for  Tobacco  or  other  Commodities^  re* 
mitted  the  Effeas  to  England.  This  Society  for  Trade» 
pdled  the  Magazine,  was  a  diftinA  Body  from  the  pabUck 
Company }  but  always  under  its  Controle,  as  it  received 
its  Being  and  Authority  from  the.  Company,  and  as  th^ 
Joint-Stock  of  the  Company  was  always  .the  greatcft  and 
principal  Adventurer  in  it.  Alderman  J^hnfon  had  ever 
been  at  the  Head  of  this  Magazine,  ynder  the  Title  of  Di- 
rtdors  and  fince  the  Removal  of  hjmfelf  and  Sir  Tb^mat 
Smith  from  their  Offipes,  it  had  been  the  Subjed  of  much 
Fadion  and  Difcord.  For  they  had  made  many  Difficulties^ 
in  fubmittins  to  the  Orders  of  dirCompany,  conc^ning 
the  Place  of  thei)-  Meetings ;  had  fiegledted  to  bring  their 
Accounts  to  an  Audit;,  tho*  very  clear  and  fairlv  kept ;  and 
had  dehyed  and  kept  off  the  making  any  Dividend  j  whidi 
Ihmg^  had  caufed  much  Difturbaace  and  Diflenrion.  To 
femove  therefore  fuch  a  Block  of  Offence,  it  wis^nowar 
greed  to  diflblve  this  Magazine,  and  to  leave  the  Trade  free 
^uid  open  to  all ;  only  with  this  Provifo,  that  the  Goods  of 
the  Magazine,  then  upon  Hand  mVirgima^  fliould  be  firft 
Ibid  off,  before  any  of  the  fame  Kinds  fliould  be  vended* 

But  the  Diligence,  Vigor,  and  Fidelity  of  Sir  Edwim 
Sandys^  and  of  omers  of  the  Company,  had  now  raifed  the 
Reputation  of  the  Adion  very  high.  And  accordingly  there 
Jiad  been  prefented,  bv  an  unknown  Perfon,  the  former 
Year,  a  Communion  Cfup,  with  a  Cover  and  Cafe,  a  Tren- 
cher ?hte  for  the  Bread,  a  Carpet  of  Crimfon  Vdvet,  and 
aDamaflc Table-Cloth,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Coll^ $  ani 
another  had  dven  a  fair  Sett  of  Plate,  with  other  rich  Or- 
naments, to  Mrs.  Mary  RMnJlnC%  Church,  who  had)  th« 
Year  before,  bequeathed  two  hundred  Pounds,  towards  the 
Building  of  it  And  now,  in  the  Beginning  of  this  Year, 
another  unknown  Perfon  fent  five  huidred  rounds,  direA* 
ed ;  T$  Sir  Edwin  Sandvs,  thi  faithful  Tnafunr  of  Virp- 
wifu  This  wsis  for  the  Maintenance  of  a  convenient  Num- 
ber 
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i6m.  6er  of  young  Indians^  from  feipen  or  under,  COfinSve  VdM 
^of  Ase,  to  be  inftruded  in  Reading  and  the  Prindplei  of 
the  Chriftian  Relirion ;  and  then,  to  be  trained  and  brought 
up  in  fome  lawful  Trade,  with  all  Gentleneft  and  Humane 
tf^  till  they  attained  the  Aee  of  twenty  one }  and  after  durt, 
Co  have  and  enjoy  the  like  Liberties  and  Privilege,  with  tho 
native  Englijb  m  Fir^nia.  And  he  likewife  (ent  6kj  Poundi, 
to  be  given  into  the  Hands  of  two  religious  and  worthy  I^er« 
Ions,  who  (bould,  every  Quarter,  examine  and  certify,  to 
the  Treafiirer  in  England^  the  due  Execution  of  this  De» 
fign,  together  with  the  Names  of  the  Children,  and  of  thejr 
Tutors  and  Overfeers.  This  Charity,  the  Company  thought 
not  proper,  to  entruft  to  private  Hands,  but  committed 
the  Management  of  it  to  Smith's  Hundred  chiefly.  This 
lay  in  the  Parts  above  Hampton^  up  into  H^arwiek^  and 
Was  fo  Called,  in  Honour  to  Sir  Thomas  Smith.  But  after 
this.  Sir  Tb^mas^  with  the  Earl  of  ff^arwici^  and  the  reft 
of  that  Fi^&ion,  fold  lout  their  Shares  in  this,  and  odier  pri- 
vate Plantations,  and  only  referved  their  P^  in  the  Com* 
paxiv's  publick  Stock,  in  order  to  be  prefent,  and  to  have 
a  Vote  at  their  Courts.  Wherefore  thb  was  afterwards 
changed  to  the  Name  of  Southamftfft  Hundred  j  either  in 
Honour  to  the  Earl  of  Southamptony  their  next  Trcafurer, 
tt  r.ither,  as  that  Nobleman  became  the  chief  Adventurer 
in  the  Plantation.  And  further,  for  the  better  procuring 
and  retaining  the  InMan  Children,  the  Company  ordered  a 
Treaty  and  Agreement  to  be  made  with  Opecbatieanotighy 
and  authorifed  Sir  George  YeardUy^  to  make  him  fuch  Pre- 
sents, out  di  the  Magazine,  as  would  be  moft  grateful  to 
bim,  and  beft  promote  the  Defign-  Mr.  Nichok$  Fmrrwr^ 
the  Elder,  (Father,  as  I  take  it,  to  the  prefent  and  fuc- 
ceeding  Deputy-Treafurer  of  the  Company)  alfo  bequeath- 
ed three  hundred  Pounds,  for  converting  infidel  Coildrm 
in  Virginia.  He  ordered  this  to  be  paid  mto  the  Hands  of 
Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  and  Mr.  John  Farrar^  at  fuch  time,  at 
it  (hould  appear  by  Certificate,  that  ten  Mian  Childrea 
were  placed  in  the  College ;  and  then,  bv  them  to  be  dif« 
sofeH  of^  according  to  his  true  Intent  and  Meanin^^.  And 
m  the  mean  time,  he  obliged  his  Executoni  to  pay  eight  far 
Cent,  for  the  Money,  to  be  given  to  three  feveral  honeft 
Men  in  Virrinia^  of  good  Life  and  Fame,  and  fuch  as  Sir 
Edwin  Sandys  and  Mr.  John  Farrar  fliould  approve  of,  each 
to  brine  up  one  of  the  faid  Children,  in  the  Grounds  and 
Principles  of  the  Chriflian  Religion. 

There  was,  acthis  time,  a  great  Scarcity  of  Clergv  in 
Firginia ;  there  being  but  five  Minifters  and  eleven  fiur-r 
roughs^  each  of  which,  being  fome  vsry  dtftan:  from  cadi

lodced  bad  before,  in  dieir  Charter  by  Sir  Gargi  TeardUy^  ^"-"-^"^ 
token  Care  oT  a  handlbmc  Provifion  for  the  Clergjr.  ^^^^^^J^ 
Ibtj  had  ordered  an  hundred  Acres  of  Land,  in  each  ofth^^^l^^ 
fiurroug^  to  be  laid  off  for  a  GUbc ;  and  that  there 
flioiild,  for  their  further  Maintenance,  be  raifed  a  ftandiiu| 
and  certain  Revenue,  out  of  thq  Profits  of  each  Parifli,  fo 
as  to  make  every  Living  at  leaft  two  hundred  Pounds  Stsr^ 
Sng  a  Year.  And  thisStipend  I  find,  two  Years  after,  fet* 
tied  in  the  following  Manner :  That  the  Minifter  fhould 
recehre  Yearly  fifteen  hundred  Weight  of  Tobacco,  and 
fi]rteen  Barreu  of  Com,  which  was  then  eftimated  at  two 
liundred  Pounds  Stirling :  That  this  fliould  be  raifed  by  tea 
Pounds  of  Tobacco  and  a  Buibel  of  Com  a  Head,  forevtrf 
kbouring  Man  or  fioy,  above  fixteen  Years  of  Age ;  pro* 
vided,  it  did  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred  Weight  of  To* 
bacco  and  fixteen  Barrels  of  Com :  But  if  any  Phntatioo 
%ras  not  able,  to  make  up  that  Quantity,  by  ten  Pounds  of 
Tobacco  and  a  Bdhel  of  Com  a  Head,  that,  in  fuch  Cafe* 
the  Minifter  ihould  be  contented  widi  left,  according  to 
the  Number  of  Tithables.  And  now,  for  a  farther  £n* 
couragemcnt,  that  pious,  learned,  and  painful  Miniftert 
might  be  invited  to  go  over,  the  Company  ordered  fixTe* 
nants  to  be  placed  on  each  of  thofe  Glebes,  at  ^he  publick 
Expencei  and  they  applied  to  the  Bilhop  of  LMdm,  for 
his  Help  and  Affiftance  m  procuring  proper  Minifters,  which 
liis  Lordihip  readily  promifed,  and  undoubtedly  performed* 
For  he  had  ever  beoi  a  great  Favourer  and  Promoter  of 
the  Plantation,  and  had  himfelf  alone  collected  and  paid  in 
a  thoufand  Pounds  towards  the  College ;  which  he  would 
not  nermit  the  Company  to  diminifh,  by  a  Prefent  to  hb 
Regifter,  who  had  been  very  a&ive  and  ufeful  in  the  Col* 
lemo.  And  for  this,  and  other  his  Deferts  towards  them^ 
lie  was4nade  free  of  die  Company,  and  chofen  one  of  bis 
Maiefty's  Council  for  Firginia. 

As  the  Country  was  very  defenceleft  and  unfortified,  and 
as  the  Interefts  and  Improvements  of  the  Inhabitants  were 
now  much  encreafed,  and  become  conftderable,  they  began 
to  grow  uneafy  in  that  Particular ;  and  they  wrote  to  the 
Trodurer  and  Compaiiy  in  England^  to  procure  them  flcil* 
iid  Engineers,  to  nuTe  Fortifications ;  promifing,  themfelvet 
io  bear  the  Charge  of  it  Wherefore,  to  give  them  pre* 
tml  SatisfaSion,  and  as  regular  Fortifications,  to  endure 
ASault  and  Battery,  were  not  fo  needful,  as  the  chufing 
and  improving  fome  Places  of  natural  Strength  and  Advan* 
tag^  Sir  Thomas  GaUs  was  entreateJ  ly  the  Company,  as 
JMi  in  Regard  of  his  military  Skill,  as  ol  his  Knowledge  of 

the 
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die  Couiitrjr,  to  write  flirai  bb  private  Ledeit  of  AiMee 
^  and  Diredion.  And  he  was  alfo  defired,.  toMtfaer  with  iit 
rLST  '^^*^*»''  ^^^*  ^^  ^^^^  ^*  Gcneial  dcU  aboot  it,  a* 
fy^^^fZi,  nother  eminent  and  military  Member  of  their  Sode^,  aiiit 
voungett  Son  to  the  famous  Lord  Treafurer  BurUgby  who 
iikewife  promifed,  if  other  Methods  £uled,  t6  write  theot 
fiich  particuhur  Dire^tiona  ^nd  Iiiftru£tionsy  that  they  micbt 
cafdy  themfehres  proceeds  To  them  was  afterwards'  added 
Sir  H9rati9  Vere^  who  was  efteemed  the  Perfon  of  the 
sreateft  military  Skill  and  Reputation  of  any  in  that  unwar* 
Uke  Age.  He  was  therefore,  this  Summer,  fent  Com* 
mander  of  the  fmgle  Rq;iment,  which  King  y«mrr,  in  hb 
irreat  Wifdom^  thought  fit  to  fumifli  out^  for  the  Rdief  and 
Suroort  of  his  diftrened  Son  in  Law,  the  Paktitii  of  the 
Rbtne^  For  altho'  General  Cecil  had  been  firft  iefigned  for 
that  Service,  yet  he  ¥ras  afterwards  laid  afide^  and  this 
Gentleman  appointed  in  his  Room. 

The  Governor  and  Council,  in  Virginia^  had  fettled 
md  allowed  certain  Fees  to  the  Secretary,  which  were,  thit 
Year,  fent  to  England  for  Confirmation.  But  die  Treafa* 
rer  and  Company  were  become,  from  the  late  £xa6tions» 
very  jealous  and  cautious  in  that  Point;  and  did  moreover 
judge  thofe  Fees  to  be  very  oppreffive  and  intolerable.  And 
therefore,  for  the  Ede  of  the  Colony,  they  de^bred,  that 
the  Secretarv  (hould  receive  no  Fees  at  aU;  biit  in  Recom-» 
pence  of  all  Services,  they  allotted  five  hundred  Acres  of 
Land,  for  htm  and  his  &icceflbre,  with  twenty  Teaanti 
thereon.  This  was  laid  cS  on  the  Eaftirh  Sfio/e,  and  the 
Grant  was  afterwards  enlarged.  But  whereas'  Captain  Jr^ 
gaily  ifi  the  time  of  hb  Sufpenfion  from  the  Place  of  Ad» 
miral,  had  deputed  Abraham  Piirfiyy  the  Cape*Merchan^ 
to  be  hb  Vice-Admiral,  the  Company  dechred  ihat  De^ 
putatlon,  to  be  utterly  void  and  unhwful,  tM  coMnittedl 
the  Execution  of  that  Office,  to  die  Govemof  and  Councff 
of  State,  and  to  fuch  under  them,  as  they  IhouU  aiftthorilb 
and  appoints 

There  had  been  many  fcandalous  Reports  fpread  (ai 
was  intimated  in  a  private  Letter  to  Mr.  Blandy  a  very  Con* 
fiderabie  Merchant  of  the  Company^  of  the  Barrennefs  and 
Infertility  of  the  Soil  m  Virginia.  And  it  alfo  had  been  one 
cfpecial  riece  of  Captain  ArgalTs  Policy,  in  order  to  di^ 
hearten  and  diizrace  the  Company,  to  viKfy  the  Cduntiy^ 
both  by  himfeltand  hb  Engines,  and  to  reprefent  it  as  left 
fertile,  than  the  moft  barran  arable  Lands  in  England.  Ami 
altho'  thefe  Afperfions  were  fufficiendy  contradided  by  hh 
own  former  Letters  and  Reports,  yet,  for  a  fuller  Amwtf 
to  them,  a  Commiffion  was  fent  to  Ftrgima^  and  a  RetuiT 
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made  upon  0)t|v  ^^  ^^^  Strength  and  Goodnefi  of  the  So9.  i6io. 
§iit  as  MaCcc  i^  more  induftrioia  th^n  'Tnith,  thefe  unjuft  ^^-—v"— ' 
)Candal3  prevailed  but  too  much^  and  difcouraged  maojr^'^'*^ 
Adventurers  from  making  their  TranfportationSr  To  ob-^^JJ^^ 
i4ate  therefore  all  fuch  ill  Confequences,  it  was  r^plved 
iljjion  the  Motion,  and  committed  to  the  Care,  of  Sir  Ed" 
win  Sandyi  Jnd  Dc-  IVinfioni^ .  to  prepare  and  publifli  a  fmall 
Book,  containing  a  Refutation  of  all  fuch  flanderous  Re- 
ports ;  and  to  adjoin,  at  the  End,  an  alphabetical  Index  of 
the  Adventurers  Names.  This  kft  had  a  double  Ufe.  For, 
in  the  firft  Place,  it  did  great^Honour  to  the  Enterprifc,  bjr 
(hewing,  t£af  many  of  the  chief  Per fons  in  the  Nation,  ick 
Wiidom,  -Fortune,  and'Dignit/*  were  deeply  concerned  in^ 
and  great  Encour^ers  of  it.  And  next,  as  this  Index  was 
drawn  from  Sir  Tnomas  Smith*s  Books,  which  were  very 
carelefly  kept  and  incorre£b,  it  gave  the  Abrm  to  all  fuch» 
as  had  paid  jn  their  Monies  to  him,  and  found  themfelves 
omitted  in  this  Lift*  And  it  accordingly  made  them  bring 
in  his  Receipts,  or  fiilk  of  Adventure ;  whereby  many  Sums 
of  Money  appeared  to  have  been  received  by  him,  which 
could  otherwife  never  have  been  made  out  by  his  Books, 
•r  proved  by  any  other  Method* 
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^  ^^^@  H  E  Time  of  Sir  Edwin  Sandy$*%  Office  bcinr 
^^^^^*— "^^  ^  expired,  there  was  held  a  great  and  eener;3 
rfrdS'  4S|i  *  4&  Quarter  Court  of  Heflion,  at  Mr.  Deputy 
""  ►f-  S^gt^SI  P^^^^^^  Houfe,  in  St.  S/VA/'s  Lane,  on  the  17th 
WwVW  QfJifay^  confiftine  of  three  Earls,  one  Vifcount, 
four  Lords,  thirty  Knights,  ^veral  Dodors  and  Efouires^ 
and  largely  above  an  hundred  other  Gentlemen,  Merchants, 
and  Citizens.  To  this  fplendid  Meeting,  Sir  Edwin  Sandys 
made  a  Ions  and  very  handfome  Speech,  laving  before  them 
the  State  of  their  Affairs,  at  the  time  of  his  Acceffion  t^ 
the  Office  of  Treafurer,  and  then.  In  this  he  was  naturall^ 
led  to  fet  forth,  as  well  the  Negligence  and  bad  Govern* 
ment  at  home,  as  particularly  die  vaft  Lofs  and  Damaee^ 
which  the  Company  had  fuftamed,  in  the  time  of  their  De« 
puty  Governor,  Captain  Argall.  And  he  informed  them^ 
that  there  had,  within  his  Year,  been  fet  out  eight  Ships  at 
the  Company's  Expence,  and  four  others  bv  private  Adven* 
turers  ;  and  that  thefe  Ships  had  tranfportecl  twelve  hundred 
and  fixty  one  Perfons,  whereof  fix  hundred  and  fifty  were 
for  the  publick  Ufe,  and  the  other  fix  hundred  and  eleven 
for  private  Plantations.  He  alfo  gave  them  an  Account  of 
the  fcveral  Gifts,  which  had  bwn  made,  tha  Year,  fof 
pious  Ufes  ;  and  of  the  many  Patents,  that  had  paflcd  to 
various  private  Adventurers  and  their  Aflbciates^  who  bad 
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tmdertaken,  to  tranfport  to  Virginia j  great  Multitudes  of 
People,  with  much  Cattle.  And  he  recounted  to  them  the  ^ 
fev^ral  Methods,  which  had  been  taken,  to  draw  the  Peo-  '\^  ^^* 
pic  off  from  their  greedy  and  immoderate  Purfuit  of  To-  qJ^'^^w. 
oacco,  and  to  turn  diem  to  other  more  ufeful  and  necefCiry 
Commodities :  That  for  this  Purpofe,  an  hundred  and  fifty 
Perfons  had  beeh  fent,  to  fet  up  three  Iron  Works  :  That 
Dire^ons  had  been  given  for  making  Cordage,  as  well  of 
Hemp  and  Flax,  as  more  efpeciaily  of  Silk-grafs,   which 

vW  there  naturally  in  great  Abundance,  and  was  found, 
upon  Experience,  to  make  the  befl  Cordage  and  Line  ia 
the  World ;  and  that  therefore  each  Family  had  been  or- 
dered and  obliged,  to  iet  an  hundred  Plants  of  it,  and  tho 
Governor  himfelf  five  thoufand  :  That,  befidcs,  it  had  been 
Commended  to  them,  to  make  Pitch  and  Tar,  together 
with  Pot  and  Soap-Aflies,  ahd  to  provide  Timber  of  all 
Sorts,  for  Shipping,  and  other  Ufes ;  to  which  End,  fufli- 
cient  Men  and  Materials  had  been  fent  over,  for  ereding 
fundry  Sawing-Mills :  That  the  Countiy  abounding  in  Mul- 
berry Trees  of  the  beft  Sort,  whereon  lome  Silkworms  had 
bete  found  naturally,  producing  excellent  Silk,  they  had 
therefore  prefled  upon  them  the  Culture  and  Improvement 
ef  that  Manufadure ;  and  that  his  Majefty,  now  the  fecond 
time,  after  the  Mifcarriage  of  the  former,  had  beftowed 
lipon  the  Company  Plenty  of  Silkworm  Seed,  of  the  beft 
Sort,  out  of  his  owit  Stor^ :  That  moreover,  as  the  Coun-^ 
try  yielded  naturally  a  Wonderful  Variety  of  excellent  Grapes^ 
tKcrc  had  been  fent  divers  (kilful  Vignerons,  together  with 
Store  of  Vine  SUps,  of  the  beft  European  Kinds  :  And  laft- 
ly,  that  the  Salt- Works,  which  had  been  fuffered  to  run 
to  Decay,  were  again  reftored  and  fet  up ;  and  that  there  * 
tirere  now  Hopes  of  fuch  Plenty,  as  not  only  to  ferve  the 
Colony  for  the  prefcnt,  but  alfo  (hortly  to  fupply  the  great 
Fifliery  on  thofe  American  Coafts. 

He  then  exhibited  to  the  Court  the  Book  of  his  Accounts, 
examined  and  approved  by  five  of  the  fcvcn  publick  Auditors 
of  the  Company,  the  other  two  being  abfent.  And  he  tur- 
ftcr  declared,  that  for  any  Bufirtefs,  done  within  his  Year, 
he  had  not  left  the  Company,  to  his  Knowlcvlge,  one  Pen- 
ny in  Debt,  except  perhaps  the  Remain  of  feme  Charges, 
which  had  hot  been  delivered  in,  or  were  not  yet  becomd 
<hie;  and  that  he  had  alfo  left  in  Stock  twelve  hundred 
Pounds  more,  than  had  been  left  to  him  the  former  Yean 
And  next,  he  proceeded  to  inform  the  Company  of  the  De- 
puty's Accounts,  who  himfelf  prefented  them,  exactly  kepi, 
»fer  tiie  Manner  of  M^^rch.  n  J,  in  three  Books,  fubfcribed 
iod  approved  J  aa  wdl'  by  ti^e  Company's  Couunittts,  as 
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'^**^  ^  all  the  Auditors.    Ami  then  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  went  on,  and 

^*^'^>^^ — "^told  the  G>urt,  that  he  could  not  but  gready  commend 

Ti^Sr^*   Mr.  Deouty-Treafurer's  Fidelity,  Care,  and  Induftrv ;  who, 

GoverMr.    ^^  the  Nqded  of  his  own  private  Affairs,  had  oeftowed 

his  whole  Time,  together  with  the  great  Help  and  Afl^f- 

tance  of  his  Brothers,  on  the  Bufmefs  of  his  Office,  whkh 

he  had  difcharged,  with  wonderful  ExaAneis,  and  anin- 

credible  Diligence  and  Labour.    And  laftly,  he  concluded, 

with  his  remedlive  Thanlcs  to  the  feveral  Orders  of  the 

Company:  Firft,   to  the  Company  in  general,   for  their 

good  Opinion  and  AfFtdion,  m  chufing  him  their  Treafu- 

rer:  Then,  particularly  to  the  Lords,  for  their  frequent 

Prefence,  to  the  great  Grace  and  Honour  of  the  Gnirt, 

and  Furtherance  of  the  Enterprife :  Next,  to  the  Officers, 

for  their  Fidelity  and  Diligence,  in  joining  with  him  to  fup- 

Ert  the  great  Burthen  of  the  Company's  Bufmefi :  And 
\\y  to  the  Court,  for  their  Goodnefs  and  Patience,  in 
bearing  with  his  involuntary  Errors  and  other  Infirmities. 
AJfter  which,  delivering  up  his  Office,  together  with  the 
Seals,  he  delired  them  to  proceed  to  their  Eledion,  accord* 
ing  to  the  Mefl'age,  lately  received  from  his  Majefty  |  and 
thereupon  withdrew  himfelf  out  of  Court. 

Fo  R  at  the  Beginning  of  this  Court,  before  they  had  en- 
tered upon  any  Bufmefs,  a  Gentleman  from  the  King  pre« 
fented  himfelf  to  the  Board,  and  fignified ;  that  it  was  his 
Majefty's  Pleafure,  out  of  his  efpecial  Care  and  Afiedion 
for  the  Colony,  that  the  Company  fhould  ele£k  one  of  the 
four,  which  he  fhould  name  to  tnem,  and  no  other,  to  be 
their  Treafurcr.  Thefe  were  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  Sir  Thomas 
Rofy  Mr.  Alderman  "Johtifon^  and  Mr.  Mauria  JbboU  Sir 
Thomas  Smith  and  Alderman  Johnfon  had  before  been  in 
their  chief  Offices,  and  the  Company  conceived  themfelvca 
to  have  little  Reafon,  to  be  fatisfied  with  their  Condud  and 
Proceedings.  But  in  Virginia  more  efpecially,  where  the 
EfFcds  of  their  Management  had  been  more  fenAbly  felt, 
they  were  notorioufly  infamous,  and  utterly  detefled  and 
curfcd  by  the  whole  Cohmy.  So  that  this  may  be  looked 
upon  as  an  ac)clittonal  Inft^ince  of  the  unhappy  Turn  of  that 
Monarch,  in  his  Choice  of  publick  Officers.  Sir  Th$mas 
Roe  was  indeed,  an  eminent  Perfon,  a  Man  of  Letters,  and 
a  very  crreat  Traveller,  and  is  well  known  to  the  Learned, 
by  thL  Intimacy  and  Dearnefs,  that  was  between  him  and 
Dr.  Donniy  Dean  of  St.  PauPs ;  who  was  himfelf  after- 
wards  one  of  the  Company,  and  of  his  Majefly's  Council 
for  Urginia,  But  Sir  Thomas  Roi  h  moft  noted,  for  his 
Embafly  from  King  James  to  the  Court  of  the  great  Mognlp 
and  for  his  Journal  of  that  EmbafTy,  a  mofl  judidous  and 
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Aquifitc  Book  Travels.    But  fincc  his  Return  from  tftc     t^io. 
Great  MtguPs  Court,  he  had  been  concerned  b  the  Cuf-  ^"-^v*— ' 
toins9  ^cl  was  likewife  well  known,  to  have  had  a  long  and  ^1^^?^' 
intimate  Friendihip  with  Sir  Thomas  Smith  j  both  which,  be-  qj     ^ 
&ig  fufpicious  Circumftances  to  the  ^r/iWtf  Company,  would 
iut  little  contribute  towards  recommending  him  to  Iheir 
Choice.    As  to  Mr.  Alfhct^  little  is  known  of  him ;  only  thajt 
be  was  a  Merchant,  and  may  feem,  from  fome  obfcure  Cir^ 
cumftances,  to  have  been  of  Kin  to  his  Grace,  Dr.  George 
jMot^  then  Archbifliop  of  Canterbury. 

But  the  greateft  Obftade  to  the  Eledion  of  either  of 
ihefeGendemen,  was,  that  the  Company  had,  almoft  una-» 
nimoufly,  caft  their  Eye  uoon  the  Earl  of  Southampton  for 
their  future  Treafurer,  a  Nobleman  of  eminent  Quality, 
Grandfon  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  fVriotheJly^  (one  of  King 
Henry  VIIJ*s  Executors,  and  of  the  R^ents  during  the 
Minority  of  Edward  Wl.\  and  Father  to  the  great  and  vir- 
tuous Earl  and  Duke  of  Soutbamptouy  in  die  Reigns  of 
Charles  the  Firft  and  Second.  He  is  alfo  famed  in  Hiftory, 
for  his  Friendihip  to  the  unfortunate  Earl  of  EJfex^  by  whofe 
Rafhneis  and  Impetuofity,  he  was  betrayed  into  fome  un- 
warrantable A£Uons ;  and  was  therefore,  at  the  fame  time 
with  that  Nobleman,  condemned  to  Death,  but  pardoned 
bv  Queen  Eljfabethy  and  kept  in  Prifon,  during  her  Life* 
He  was,  in  Truth,  an  early,  conftant,  and  great  Encou- 
faser  of  this  Settlement  of  flrginia^  as  well  as  of  all  other 
nS>lt  Works  and  Enterprifes  ',  and  is  particularly  memora- 
ble, for  his  generous  Patrona^,  and  Angle  Munificence,  to 
Shah/pear^  the  Glory  and  Prodigy  of  the  Englijb  Stage. 
For  he  is  faid  to  have  given  him,  at  one  Time,  a  thoufand 
Pounds,  to  enable  him  to  go  through  with  a  Purchnfe, 
which  he  underftood,  he  had  an  Inclination  to  make.  But 
altho'  he  had  been  a  ftrenuous  Friend  of  EJ/ex's^  to  all 
yihom  King  James  declared  a  particular  Regard  and  Obli- 
cation,  as  that  Lord  was  thought  to  have  a^ed  for  his  In- 
lerefls,  and  altho'  he  was  admitted  of  the  Privy  Council, 
Yet  was  he  but  little  afFedled  or  liked  at  Court.  For  his 
FriendOiip  to  the  former  Earl  of  EJ/ex  was  continued  dovn 
to  his  Son ;  whofe  hard  Ufage,  in  fome  Meafure  from  the 
Court,  in  the  Cafe  of  his  Wife,  could  not  but  have  been 
touch  difapproved  and  difgufted  by  him.  And  bcfides,  a- 
lout  this  Time,  the  Encr%iachment9  of  the  Prerogative,  and 
the  avowed  Principles  of  arbitrary  Powxir,  began  to  niife  a 
Spirit  of  Liberty  in  the  Nation  ;  and  the  Earl  of  Scuthamp^ 
ton  J  together  with  the  Earls  of  EJJ'ex  and  Oxford^  were  Tdoo 
diftinguifhed,  as  tlie  undoubted  Heads  of  the  patriot  Party 
iaths  Houfe  of  Lords  j  whilft  Sir  Dudley  Digges,  Sir  Na- 
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i6»o.  tbaniel  JRJcby  Mr.  SeUifty  and  others  of  die  Vifgima  Oom^ 
^— ^v*— ^  pany,  as  well  as  divers  Members  not  of  that  Companyy 
^  Sr^' '  ^PP^^^  ^i(^  equal  Vigor  and  Refohition,  in  the  Home  of 
^^^^^    Commons. 

But  however  the  AffiefUons  of  the  Company  m^it 
ftand,  they  were  much  troubled  and  perplesled,  by  mt 
Meilage  from  the  King.  For  ihould  they  proceed  accord** 
ing  to  that  Nomination,  they  would  certainly  admit  a  very 
great  and  evident  Breach,  in  their  Privilege  of  free  EleAionr 
And  (hould  they  rejeA  it,  they  might  incur  the  Sufpicida 
of  Defed  in  Point  of  Duty  and  Obedience ;  an  Imputation, 
ever  hateful  and  eafy  of  Acceis  to  the  jealous  Minds  of  weak 
and  pufillanimous  Princes,  and  which  manv  of  their  own 
difail^ed  Members  would  be  too  ready  to  improve,  to  the 
Difadvantage  of  the  Company.  Having  therefore  confulted 
the  Letters  patent,  it  wa*  at  length  agreed  to  adjourn  the 
Election  to  the  next  Quarter  Court ;  and  after  much  and 
eameft  Refufal,  they  prevailed  on  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  to 
continue  in  his  Office,  till  that  time.  In  the  naean  while^ 
as  it  evidently  appeared,  that  the  King  had  been  much  a- 
bufed  and  mifmformed,  concerning  the  Management  of  their 
AfFairsy  they  appoint^  the  Earl  of  S^uthamptpn^  the  ViT* 
count  Doncafter^  Lord  Cavnulijh^  Lord  Sbeffieldy  Sir  J9lm 
Davfrsy  Sir  Nicholas  Tufiorty  Sir  Lawrence  Hyde^  with  o* 
thers.  Gentlemen  and  Merchants,  to  deliver  in,  to  his  Ma* 
jefly,  a  full  and  true  Account,  as  welT  of  the  former,  as  of 
the  laft  Year's  Adminiflration  of  their  Afiairs^;  and  to  be- 
fcech  his  Majefty,  not  to  take  from  them  the  Privilege  of 
thieir  Charters,  but  to  leave  it  to  their  own  Choice,  to  have 
a  free  £le6^ion.  To  which  Remieft,  his  Majeity  readily 
condefcended  ;  and  farther  fignified,  that  it  would  be  hizhl^ 
pleafing  and  agreeable  to  him,  if  they  made  Choice  of  fuch 
a  Perfon,  as  might,  at  all  times,  and  on  all  Occaiions,  have 
free  Accefs  to  his  Royal  Prefence.  And  be  Hkewife  de« 
dared,  that  the  Meflenger,  in  excluding  them  from  the  LU 
berty  of  chufing  any  other,  but  one  of  the  four  nominated^ 
had  millaken  his  Intention ;  which  was  indeed,  to  recom- 
mend thofe  Gentlemen  to  their  Choice,  but  not  fo,  as  t% 
bar  the  Company  from  the  Eledion  of  any  other. 

T  H 1  s^Anfwer  being  received  by  the  Company  wiA  great 
Thankfulnefs,  Mr.  Herbert  obfcrved  to  themi  that  their 
Bufmefs  had,  of  late,  fuiFered  much,  as  well  in  Reputadoa 
as  otherways,  by  Reafon  of  fome  unhappy  Diflentions  a* 
mong  them :  That  they  ought,  therefore,  ferioufly  to  think^ 
uf  applving  a  prcfent  and  efFe«5hial«Remedy  to  this  Evil  ^ 
That  tne  late  Treafurer  was  a  Gentleman  of  tich  acknow* 
Wdged  Sufficiency,  and  of  fo  great  Integrity  and  Induflrjs 
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tiut  of  his  Rank,  there  could  not  certainljr  be  any  found  to  i<io. 
furpoit  him :  That  therefore,  there  feemed  to  him  no  Hope  v.— v'^-^ 
left,  except  Ibme  of  thofe  honourable  Perfonajges,  then  Sir  GMrff 
prefent,  would  vouchfafc  to  accept  of  the  Place  of  Trca-  JjJ^^ 
rurer ;  who,  by  the  Addition  of  Nobility,  and  by  the  LuC- 
jtre  and  Influence  of  their  high  Station,  might  effe£k  tba^ 
wbichj  th^  had  found  by  £xperience,  could  not  be  ef- 
feded,  by  mere  Bine  of  Ability  and  Induftry.  Hereupon^ 
;|be  whole  Cpuft,  befeechinf  his  Lordship  to  redeem  thjs 
.lioble  Enterprile  from  imminent  Danger  and  Deftrui&ion> 
did,  with  univer(al  Joy  and  Applaufe,  nominate  the  Earl 
of  SwthamptoH ;  and  to  tefHfy  their  Thanktulnefs  and  Re- 
fytSt^  they  elefied  him  Treafurer,  without  the  Ballot,  by 
a  general  Acclamation  and  Erection  of  Hands*  And  his 
Lordfhip,  after  a  (hort  Paufe,  declared  his  Acceptance ;  and 
jexhoited  them  all,  to  put  on  the.iamc  Mind,  with  which 
he  accepted  that  Place,  and  layine  afide  all  px:ivate  Feuds 
and  Animofities,  to  labour  chearfuUy  and  unanimoufly,  for 
|he  Promotion  of  the  publick  Good,  and  the  Advancement 
of  the  Colony.  But  as  his  Lordfhip's  Attendance  in  Par« 
liament,  and  other  weighty  AflFairs^  might  not  always  per« 
mit  him,  to  be  fo  conftai^t  at  their  Courts,  as  might  other- 
wife  be  wi(hed,  they  voluntarily,  and  without  his  Motion, 
dtfpenfed  with  him,  in  that  Particular.  And  they  alfo  re- 
ek^Sed  Mr.  John  Farrar^  to  the  Place  of  Deputy-Treafu-- 
itr ;  whofe  £jcperienj:e,  and  known  Integrity  and  Diligcncet 
mi^t  well  fupply  the  occafional  Abfence  of  their  TVeafi^er. 
Sir  Edfuin  Sandjs  likewife,  who  was  in  a  dofe  a^  intimat; 
Fri^ihip  with  the  Earl  of  Soutbamftorty  was  afterwards 
■uthorifed,  at  his  Lordfhip's  Defure,  to  fet  his  Hand,  upon 
Oocafion,  to  Receipts  of  Money,  for  the  Company's  Ufe  ^ 
and  did  otherwife,  by  his  private  Diligence  and  Adivity, 
give  him  great  £afe  and  Afliftance,  ifi  the  f^cecution  of  the 
Office. 

Captain  Bnwftir*^  Appeal  from  the  Sentence  of  the 
Court-Martial,  in  Virginia^  had,  all  this  while,  hung  if> 
&ifpence ;  and  it  had  even  been  declared,  by  a  Meeting  of 
die  Council  at  the  Earl  of  Warwick' %  Houfe,  the  former 
Year,  that  Trial  by  Martial  Law  was  the  nobleft  kind  of 
Trial,  being  jiidged  by  Soldiers  and  Men  of  Honour.  Bu| 
now,  proper  Certificates  and  attefted  Copies  of  the  Proceed-^ 
lags  being  returned  from  Virginia^  the  Caufe  came  to  a  final 
Hearing  and  Determination,  in  an  extraordinary  Court, 
held  for  that  Purpofe,  and  compofed  of  feyeral  Lords  an4 
others  of  eminent  Quality  and  DiftinAion,  Qut  here  therq 
ftems  to  have  reigned  a  quite  different  Spirit  from  ihat^ 
i^ucb  appeared  at  thf  Earl  of  Warwick' %.    for  they  ^rcr^ 
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i6aa.      no  way  inclined,  to  gtre  up  the  nDuiy  Rights  and  A draii*

Sir  G  9rit  ^Qxy  Privilc'dge  of  beine  fummarily  tried  by  Martial  LaWf 

o7f<^.    *"^  ^y*PS  honourably  by  the  Vcrdifi  of  Gentlemen   of 

the  Swjrd.    And  therefore,  being  ihocked  at  the  Cruelty 

and  Terror  of  the  Proceedings  againft  Captaui  Bpiwfiir^ 

they  declared  them  to  be  unjuft  and  unlawful,  and  not  war^^ 

rantable,  either  in  Matter  of  Form,  by  the  Lawn  of  En* 

gland^  or  by  any  Power  or  Authority,  derived  from  his  Ma* 

jetty's  Charters :  That  Captain  Br$wfier  had  committed  iKv< 

thing,  any  way  worthy  of  the  fcvere  Penalty  of  Death : 

Ti*iat  the  Manner  of  Trial  by  Martial  Law,  in  time  of 

Peace,  and  when  there  was  no  Mutiny  or  Rebellion,  vraa 

utterly  unlawful  and  of  no  Validity :    And  confequently, 

that  Captain  Brewfter  was  to  be  held  a  legal  Man,  and  not 

lawfully  condemned.      Ard  all  this  then  paflcd  and  wat 

ratified  by  the  univerfal  Afltnt  of  the  Court ;  altho'  Sir 

nomas  Ivroih^  who  had  married  the  Earl  of  Wanvick^s  SiA 

ter,  did,  in  a  fubfequent  Court,  declare  hb  Diflent,  on  fomc' 

falfc  and  frivolous  Pretences.     Captain  Brtwfter  had  alfo, 

upon  his  Rcmiefl',  a  Copy  of  this  h6t  of  Court  granted 

him,  exemplified  under  the  legal  Seal  of  the  Company ;  of 

which  he  fent  a  Duplicate  to  Virginia. 

In  May  this  Year,  there  was  held  another  General  Af- 
fsmbly,  which  has,  through  Millake,  and  the  Indolence 
and  Negligence  of  our  Hiftorians,  in  fearching  fuch  ancient 
Records,  as  are  ftill  extapt  in  the  Countiy,  been  commonly 
reputed  the  firft  General  Aflembly  of  Virginia*  But  that 
iPrJVilcge  was  granted  fooncr,  immediately  upon  the  Difguft 
taken,  by  the  worthier  Part  of  the  Company,  at  Sir  Thomas 
Smith's  ill  Government,  and  the  infufferable  Tyranny  and 
Jnii]uiry  of  Captain  ArgatPs  Proceeding,  And  upon  Sir 
deorge  Yeardley  s  Rcprefentation  of  the  Want  of  more  Coun* 
fellors,  the  Company  appointed  the  following  Gentlemen 
to  \yz  of  the  Council ;  Mr.  George  Thorpe^  Deputy  for  th^ 
College ;  Mr.  Thomas  Newccy  who  had  alfo  been  fent  ovef 
Depuf)'  for  the  Company's  Liinds,  with  the  Allowance  of 
tvvcb'c  hundred  Acres,  and  forty  Teivuits^  Mr.  Tracy  { 
Mr.  Poun^is ;  Mr.  Middltten^  Mr.  Biu0i  \  and  Mr.  Har^ 
tuccdy  the  C  ief  of  Martin's  Hundred.  And  we  are  like- 
V.  ife  told  by  Mr.  Beverley^  that  a  Dutch  Ship,  putting  ii\ 
this  Year,  fold  twenty  Negroes  to  the  Colony,  which  wei«. 
the  fixi^  of  that  Gcneratiop,  that  were  ever  brought  to 
Virgima, 

Tobacco,  a  (linking,  naufeous,  and  unpalatable  Weed, 
is  certainly  an  odd  Commodity,  to  make  the  Staple  an4' 
Riches  of  a  Country.    It  19  ne4thcr  of  Necefiity  nor  Or!!\r 
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llient  to  human  Life-;  but  the  Ufe  of  it  depends  upon  Hu-  '^^^\j^ 
mour  and  Cuftom,  and  may  be  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  ^'— -v*-^ 
tuoA  fingular  and  extraordinary  Pieces  of  Luxury,  that  the  y'lafjT^ 
Wantonnels  of  Man  hath  yet  invented  or  given  mta  It  is  oovcmor. 
«ot  therefore  to  be  wondered,  that  the  Colony's  Eagemefr 
and  Application,  almoft  folely,  to  Tobacco,  was  much 
diftafted  and  op^fed  by  the  Company ;  efpecially  in  thofe 
carl^  Times,  before  it  nad  yet  obtained  fuch  a  general  Re- 
ception and  Dominion  in  the  World.  To  which  may  be 
added,  that  the  King  himfelf,  to  whom  the  Age  m  general^ 
and  the  Company  in  particular,  did,  on  many  Occafions, 
pay  great  Deference,  had  a  Sort  of  natural  Antipathy  to  it, 
and  was  perpetually  haranguing,  railing,  and  even  writing 
againft  it.  For  that  Solomon  o\  Englaiul  thought  it  not  be- 
low hfs  Royal  Wifdom  and  Dignity,  to  write  a  Treatife, 
entitled ;  J  Countir-Blaji  to  Tobacco*  The  Company  there- 
fore totered  into  and  adn^tted  various  Proje£b,  for  raifmg 
other  things  of  more  immediate  Neceffity  and  Benefit  to 
Mank^d  ;  fuch  as  the  feveral  Commodities,  mentioned  and 
recommended  by  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  in  his  late  Speech,  at 
the  delivering  up  of  his  Office,  with  many  others.  For 
this  Purpofe,  they  procured  plenty  of  Silkworm  Seed  out 
of  France^  Itoly^  and  Spain ;  and  fcnt  over  a  Perfon,  who 
had  been  brought  up,  many  Years,  in  tending  the  King's 
Silkworms  at  Oatlands^  and  was  thereby  become  very  (kil- 
ful,  in  breeding  the  Worms,  and  winding  the  Silk,  and  un- 
dertook to  inimid  others  therein.  And  they  alfo  laid  out 
for,  and  had  Hopes  of  procuring,  mimy  more  fuch  flcilful 
Artifts  from  France*  And  as  the  Inhabitants  were  \exy 
eager,  to  have  the  Servants  and  Apprentices  feiit  over  by  the 
Company,  they  made  an  Order,  for  the  greater  Encou- 
ragement of  thefe  Commodities,  that  fuch  Planters,  as  had 
csrcelled,  in  building  fit  Rooms  for  Silkworms,  and  in  plant- 
.in^  Mulberry  Trees  and  Vines,  fhould  have  the  firft  Choice 
of  fuch  Apprentices  and  Servants ;  and  that  the  Company 
would  be  paid  for  them,  not  a  Whit  in  Smoke  and  Tobacco, 
but  in  Com,  Silkgrafs,  Silk,  and  other  fuch  ufeful  Com- 
modities. At  Sir  Edwin  Sandys's  Motion,  there  was  ]ike<» 
wife  tranflated,  by  fome  of  the  Codipany,  a  Fnnch  Treat* 
tife  (recommended,  as  excellent  in  that  Kind)  concerning 
the  Management  of  Mulberry  Trees  and  Silk  s  which  was 
printed  at  the  Company's  Expence,  and  fent  over  in  fuiR- 
cient  Numbers,  and  diftributed  among  the  People.  All4 
they  alfo  appointed  a  fele^  Committee  of  Merchants,  to 
rate  all  thofe  feveral  Commodities  at  fuch  a  juft  Price,  |ha| 
the  Company  and  Merchants  might  be  no  Lofers  therclqr% 
imd  yet  that  the  PlaptW  might  have  goo4  Sncovratcpnem 
I0f9a'«th<;in.  N4  Sit

'^*^  Besides  thcfc,  they  entered  Into  PrcjfM»  and  Coiyt

Tej^'j^^  j&^W/f  Sandys  in  particular,  who  wis  ever  ftudjoua  and  iiH 
Cofeiuor.    <]cfatigab)e  in  the  Company^s  Bufinefi,  prefented  a  long  ami 

I'udicious  Writing,  containing  many  ufeful  Inftnidions  ant 
*rojc6b,  for  the  Peace  and  better  Qovemment  of  the 
Company  at  home,  and  for  th^  Adyancement  of  the  Cp* 
lony  abroad  ;  all  which,  in  its  feveral  Parts  and  Branches, 
was  entrufted  to  proper  Committees^  to  ripen  and  bring  in- 
to Execution.  Sir  friUiam  Monfin  alfo»  a  Peribn  of  great 
£minence  and  Note  (being  Admiral  in  the  Reigns  of  Queen 
Elifdbith^  James  I.  ar*]  Charles  I.  and  Author  of  the  Naval* 
Tra£^s^  together  with  his  Aflbciates,  offered  to  the  Com- 
pany, if  they  would,  for  feven  Years,  grant  them  the  fok 
benefit  and  Importation,  from  Virginiay  of  two  fuch  newf 
Commodities,  as  had  nor  yet  been  difcovered  or  planted  by 
any  other,  to  pay  them  an  hundred  Pounds  per  Annum^ 
to  plant  twenty  five,  Men,  eve^'y  Year  during  the  faid 
Teim,  ^nd  then  to  refign  the  Whole  up  into  the  Compa* 
ny's  Hands.  A  Patcpt  was  therefore  accordingly  granted, 
with  proper  Reftri^ions ;  but  what  thefe  Commodities  were, 
or  what  was  the  Succefs  or  Confequence  of  this  Undertak- 
ing»  I  do  not  find. 

This  Year  1620,  Count  Gondomar^  the  Spanijk  Am^ 
baflador,  who  had  a  great  Afcendant  at  Court,  and  governed 
the  King  as  he  pleafed,,  prevailed  with  him,  to  fit  out  a 
Squadron,  of  fix  Ships  of  War  and  twelve  ftout  Merchant- 
fiitn,  in  prdcr  to  humble  the  Algerines^  who  then  infefted 
the  Spantfl)  Coafts  and  Trad^,  but  were  not  any  way  par- 
ticu]:irly  troublefome  to  our  Nation*  And  tliiis  was  this 
weak  and  timorous  Prince,  who  coyld  not  be  drawn  to  make 
any  Steps,  towards  the  Vindication  of  his  own  Honour,  or 
to  fupport  the  Rights  of  his  Family,  or  the  Interefts  of  hia 
Subjeds,  ftrangely  engaged  in  a  warlike  Expedition,  in  De« 
fence  of  a  treacherous  and  delufive  Ally.  This  Squadron 
was  put  under  the  Command  of  Sir  Robert  Manfel^  as  Ad- 
miral;  together  with  whom,  Sw  Richard  HawhnSf  Vicc- 
Admiral,  Sir  Thomas  Button^  Rear-Admiral,  Sir  Henrf 
Palmer^  Arthur  Manwaring^  and  Thomas  Lwe^  Efqrs. 
Captains  of  the  other  Men  of  War,  and  Samuel  Argail^  Efqi 
who  commanded  one  of  the  ftouteft  Privateers,  were  ap- 
pointed a  Council  of  War.  But  this  Ent^rprife  was  very 
weakly  managed  ;  and  to  iifeSir  ff^lHam  H^onfon^s  Remark, 
gltho'  it  wHvi  dcfigned  to  find  out  and  deftroy  the  Pirates  of 
Algiers^  yet  the  Fleet  did  not  fpend  twenty  Days  at  Sea,  the 
whole  time,  they  continued  in  the  Mediterranean }  but  rer 
^ed  into  Harbour,  where  the  Pirates  might  find  thqn,  but 
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jHOC  th^  the  Pirates.    So  that,  this  Ol-condiiaed  AOion    x^so. 
afforded  fufficicnt  Sub|e&  of  Scorn  and  Laughter  to  all  Na-  ^^'""V'^ 
dons  ;  efpedally  confiderins  the  great  Keputation^  the  Eh* ^V^|*^ 
Mf  had  juftly  gained,  |n  their  former  Expeditiops  at  Sea.  f^^rixm, 
(ut  CambdiH  te08  iiS|  that,  in  Revenge  for  this  Injury  and 
Aflault,  the  Algmms  took,  Inr  the  9th  of  OSoUr  follow^ 
jng,  thirty  five  Sail  of  Englifi  zrxd  Scotch  Ships* 

About  this  time,  there  aroi<  a  warmDifpute  between 
tfie  two  Col<»iies,  concerning  the  Virginia  Company's  Sight 
to  fifh  at  G^C«^,  within  the  Limits  df  the  Nvrtbim  Colony  ( 
and  upon  Keference  to  die  Letters-patent,  it  was  found 
deart^,  that  their  Pretenfions  were  juftly  grounded.  But  Sir 
firdinando  Gorges^  with  others  principally  concerned  in  thf 
NiTtbem  Grapt,  endeavouring  privately  to  obtaif^  a  |iew  Pa« 
lent,  whereby  the  Southern  Colony  fliould  be  utterly  exclu« 
ded  from  fiflui^  upion  that  Coaft^  without  their  Leave  and- 
Xricence  firft  obtained.  This  gave  a  juft  Alarm  to  the  Virr 
ginia  Company.  For  befides  fix  thoufand  Pounds,  which 
|hey  had  already  expended  upon  that  Fiihery,  it  was  at  pre* 
fent  of  main  Confequence  to  them,  as  well  for  the  Suppoit 
•nd  Suftenance  of  the  Plantation,  as  for  defraying  the  vafl: 
Charge  of  Shipping  andTranfportadon  of  People,  by  Retuma 
made  from  thence  in  Fifli.  They  the>cfore  allied  to  his 
Majefty,  and  got  this  Patent  of  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges  flop* 
ped  and  fequemsAed,  in  the  Lord  Chancel^s  Hands.  And 
finding,  how  precarious  their  Privileges  were,  upon  his  Ma- 
j^'s  fole  Grant,  and  how  liable  to  be  oerpetually  violated 
and  impeded,  it  was  refolved,  upon  the  Motion  of  Mr.  Smitb^ 
a  fenfible,  worthy,  and  ufefiil  Member  of  the  Company,  to 
obtain  a  new  Grant^  with  all  fuch  further  Immunities,  and 
brger  Privileges,  as  were  fitting  and  requifite,  and  to  have  it 
ftruigthened  and  confirmed  in  the  Parliament,  which  was  to 
meet  foon  after ;  and  upon  tiie  Earl  of  Southampton's  Appli* 
cation  to  his  Majefty,  he  readily  gave  his  Confent  to  it.  Kit 
iiotwithftanding  the  Earl  of  Southampton^^  Intereft  and  Enr 
deavours,  and  Sir  £dwin  Sandjs's  great  Pains  and  Induftry 
ijierein,  it  was  never  brought  to  any  final  Iflue  or  Conclii« 
fion. 

BtJ  T  the  Remedy,  propojTed  bv  Mr.  Herbert^  for  curing 
'die  FaSioQs  and  Diicords  of  the  (Company,  by  fettink  a  No* 
fileman  of  eminent  Diftindion  and  Authoritv  at  the  Head  of 
their  A^airs,  was  hi  from  having  the  intenaed  EffeA.  For 
their  Animofities  and  DifTenfions  grew  hieher,  towards  the 
htter  End  of  this  Year,  and  never  ended,  but  with  the  Djf* 
4>luti<m  of  the  Company.  As  therefore  diey  were  the  chief 
Occafion  and  Pretence  of  that  Diflblution,  it  wiU  not  be  im« 
proper  here^  to  give  a  fuller  and  more  diftind  Account  o( 
them.  jps* 
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f6M.  Besides  the  AflFairs  of  the  Magazine,  which,  notwitfaf' 
^— -v~^ftanding  its  DifTolution;  ftill  afforded  Matter  of  Contentioi.. 
rwT**  there  were  two*  other  principal  SuhjeSs  of  Difputt  ind  Con- 
Q^!^^  fufion  in  the  Company ;  the  fettling  Sir  Thmas  Smith's  Ac- 
counts, and  rhe  Profecudon  of  Captain  Argally  for  his  manjr 
Outrages  and  exorbitant  Proceedings  in  Virginia.  Sir  7%#- 
nuis  Smith  had  been  Treafurer,  from  the  firft  ConfHtutioo 
of  the  Company  in  the  Year  1606,  till  April  28,  161 9  ; 
and  in  that  time,  there  had  pailed  through  his  Hands  about 
eighty  thoufand  Pounds.  He  had,  in  uiofe  Days,  a  very 
great  Intereft  and  Sway  in  the  Company ;  and  to  put  the 
beft  Conftru£lion  upon  the  Matter,  he  never  expeded  to 
be  called  to  a  ftrid  and  rigorous  Account,  and  his  Servants 
bad  betn  very  carelcfs  and  rcmifs,  in  keeping  his  Books. 
But  fevcral  of  the  Company  fufpe^ed,  tjiat  he  had  embes* 
sled  and  converted  much  of  the  publick  Money,  to  his  own 
private  Ufe  ;  and  were  therefore  very  ea^er  to  bring  him  to 
an  Account.  Sir  Thomas^  on  his  fide,  was  very  fair  in  hit 
Profeifions,  and  prefTc.^,  with  much  Warmth,  the  full  Set* 
tlement  and  finiihing  the  Affair ;  offering  to  pay,  not  only 
what  ihould  appear  due  from  himfelf,  but  whatever  Wronpj 
or  Damage  ihould  have  happened  to  the  Company,  from  his 
Under-Officers  or  Servants.  But  then  his  Receipts  were  fo 
very  faulty  and  deficient,  and  his  Di(burfements  fo  void  of  • 
all  Warrant  and  proper  Vouchers,  that  the  Company's  Au-, 
ditors,  although  they  took  much  Pains,  could  bring  nothing 
to  a  Head  ;  and  the  whole  only  ferved,  to  adminifter  frem 
Fuel  to  Animofities  and  Quarrels,  witliout  any  Profped  of 
coming  to  a  fatisfadory  Conclufion. 

Ai  to  Captain  Argallj  altho'  he  was  under  Profecution; 
from  the  Company,  yet  by  hb  Craft  and  Management,  by 
the  Power  and  Influence  of  his  Friends,  by  his  mifting  and 
turning,  and  by  going  on  the  Expedition  againft  the  Algi^ 
rines^  he  fo  fhuffled  and  perplexed  the  Compahy,  that  he 
at  laft  efcaped,  without  any  Puniihment  or  Reftitution  at  alU* 
And  altho'  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  overpowered  with  the  Jufticrf 
and  Neceffity  of  the  thing,  had  firft  commenced  the  Profe^ 
cution  againft  him,  yet  beinz  now  Fellow-Sufferers,  and" 
equally  aggrieved  at  the  prefent  upright  and  vigorous  Ad«« 
miniftration  of  the  Company's  Affairs,  they  joined  Forces^ 
and  did  every  thing  in  their  Power,  to  difgrace,  and  vilify^ 
and  retard  the  Succcfs  of  the  Enterprife.  The  principl 
Pcrfons  of  their  Fadion  were,  the  Earl  of  fVarwiik  \  Sir^ 
Nathaniel  Rich^  the  Earl's  Brother ;  Sir  Thomas  Wroth^  who* 
was  nearly  allied  to  them  by  Marriage  \  Sir  John  IFolfitn^ 
hclmiy  a  wealtliy  Merchant  and  a  Farmer  of  the  Cuftoros  | 
with  Alderman  Johnfiny  Mn  Cannings  and  Mr.  Effin^vs^ 
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three '  fa&ious  Citizens,  and  others  of  lefs  Note,  to  the  i^ao 
Number  of  twenty  fix  in  the  whole,  when  their  Fa£iion  ^^— v^-^ 
was  ftrongeft ;  a  very  inconfiderable  Party,  had  they  nut  y^J^^^ 
gained  the  Ear  and  Support  of  a  weak  King,  who  had  a  q^^^^ 
wonderful  IniUnd  and  Propenfity  to  the  wrong  Side  of  every 
Queftion,  and  with  much  Formality  of  Wifdom  and  Learn* 
ing,  for  ever  miftook  the  true  Intereft  of  himfclf  and  his 
Subje£b.  On  the  other  Side  appeared  the  Earl  of  S^uthamp^ 
tiHy  the  Earl  of  Dorfitj  the  Earl  of  Dev9njhircy  the  Vif- 
count  Doncafter^  Lord  Cavendijh^  Lord  SheffiiU^  Lord 
Paget^  Sir  Edward  Sackvil^  Sir  Dudley  DiggeSy  Sir  Edwim 
Sandy Sy  Sir  John  Daversy  Sir  Samuil  Sa-:d)i^  with  a  long 
Roll  of  othfTS,  and  in  (hort,  the  wliolc  Body  of  Advcntu* 
rers  in  general,  which  coniifted  of  near  nfty  Noblemen^ 
fome  hundreds  of  Knights,  and  many  hundreds  of  Gentle* 
men,  eminent  Merchants,  and  Citizens,  to  the  full  Amount 
of  a  thoufand  Perfons  in  all.  But  none  a6icd  in  the  Support 
of  Truth  and  Juftice,  with  greater  Spirit  and  Vigor,  than 
the  Lord  Cavendijhj  afterwards  Earl  of  Dfvmjhin^  and  Sir 
Edward  SackviL  The  former  was  a  young  Nobleman  of 
much  Generofity,  Spirit,  and  Eloquence ;  and  he  fucceeded 
Sir  Thomas  Smithy  in  the  PLcc  of  Governor  to  the  SomiT'^ 
JJlands  Company.  The  latter,  who  afterwards  became 
iarl  of  Dorfety  was  the  Pcrfon  of  the  greateft  Fame  in  that 
Age,  for  a  facetious  Vivacity,  fparkling  Wit,  and  undaunt* 
ed  Courage,  joined  to  a  found  and  comprehenfive  Under* 
fiandine,  and  an  excellent  Turn  for  Bufinefs.  He  was  one 
of  the  nrft,  that  raifed  the  Reputation  of  the  Dorfet  Family^ 
for  Wit  and  Exadnefi  of  Tafte  and  Difcemment;  but  is 
beft  known  to  common  Readers,  for  his  Duel  with  Lord 
Bruecy  which  is  related  in  my  Lord  Clarendon  and  the  Guar- 
dian, Books  defervedly  popular  and  in  the  Hands  of  every 
Body.  And  as  he  appeared  thus  early  in  the  Caufe  of  the 
Colony  (for  fuch  is  it  owned  to  be  by  our  Aflcmblies  of  thofe 
times)  fo  did  he  continue,  to  the  Lft,  a  conftanc  Friend  and 
Favourer  of  Virginia. 

As  Sir  Giorgi  Tear  My  had  exprefled  his  Deiire  to  leave  i6it. 
the  Government,  at  the  Expiration  of  his  Commiflion, 
which  would  be  in  the  November  following,  the  Earl  of 
Southampton  recommended  to  the  Company  the  Confidera- 
tion  of  a  proper  Perfon,  to  fucceed  him.  His  Lord(hip  pro- 
pofed  to  their  Choice  Sir  Francis  fVyaty  a  young  Gentleman, 
thought  twcry  way  fufiident  and  equal  to  the  Place,  and 
bighly  efteemcd,  as  he  faid,  on  Account  of  his  Birth,  Edu- 
cation, Integritv  of  Life,  and  fair  Fortune.  However,  he 
eameftly  preflfed  on  the  Company  the  NoAiination  of  fuch 
#^  Perfon  or  Perfons,  as  they  (hould  think  proper,  to 
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>^i«     ftand  in  Eledion  with  him.    But  no  odier  being  fo  mucli 

^*— •>r— ^  as  named.  Sir  Francis  fpyat  was  chofcp  Governor,  to  tak^ 

rLdT'^*  his  Plajce  at  the  Expiration  of  Sir  George  Tearilrft  Coni> 

^^1^2^^   miflion,  and  not  before.    And  to  do  him  the  greater  Grace 

and  Honour,  as  well  as  the  better  co  enable  vaA.  encourage 

him  in  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  they  defied  him  one 

of  his  Majeftv's  Council  in  England  for  Virginia.    They 

alfo  allowed  him  two  hundred  Pounds,  for  all  neceflary 

Provifions  for  his  Voyage,  with  the  free  Tranfport  of  him* 

felf  and  Attendants,  provided  they  did  not  exceed  (he  Num* 

ber  of  twenty  Perfons. 

Dr.  Lawrence  Bd>un^  who  had  left  Virginia  in  the  Year 
l6i  I,  with  the  Lord  Delawarr^  had  now  obtained  a  large 
Grant  of  Land,  for  the  Traniportation  of  three  hundred 
Perfons.  He  was  alfo  appointed  the  Company's  Phyfician- 
General  to  the  Colony,  with  theAHowance  of  five  hundred 
Acres  of  Land  and  twenty  Tenants ;  under  Covenant,  to 
maintain  and  make  them  good,  from  time  to  time,  and  at 
liis  Deceafe,  or  other  Hempval,  to  leave  the  like  Number 
bf  iVien  and  Stock  of  Cattle,  as  was  ^owed  by  the  Compa- 
ny, and  by  them  ai^nexed  to  the  Place.  He  accordingly  fet 
1^,  in  the  Beginning  of  February^  with  eighty  Paflengers, 
in  a  Ship  of  an  iiun4red  and  fixty  Tons  and  eignt  Iron  Guns 
and  a  Falcon,  commanded  by  Captain  Jntbony  Chejier.- 
But  about  the  Middle  of  Marchy  they  were  attacked,  near 
Nevis  in  tht  IVeJi- Indies y  by  two  Spanijh  Men  of  War,  of 
three  hundred  Tons  and  fixteen  or  twenty  Brafs  Cannon 
apcice.  I'he  Fight  was  (harp  and  defperate ;  but  the  En* 
^UJh  fo  beftowed  their  Shot,  and  managed  the  Engagement 
with  fuch  Dexterity  and  Brayery,  that  the  Spaniard  were 
glad  to  fhnd  aloof,  and  after  following  them  a  Day  or  two^ 
without  any  other  remarkable  Annoyance,  at  laft  fell  aftem, 
and  left  them.  There  was  made  a  very  great  Slaughter  of 
the  Spaniards^  fo  that  their  Scupples  ran  with  Blood ;  an4 
the  Captain  of  the  Admiral-Ship,  who  aAed  the  Part  of  a 
brave  Commander,  was  flain.  On  the  EngUJb  Side,  ten 
were  killed ;  among  whom  was  Dr.  Behun^  whofe  Death 
was  greatly  lamented.  He  had  fludied  long  among  the 
learned  Phyficians  of  the  Levf-Countriesy  and  oehaved  him* 
ftlf  in  this  Battle,  like  a  wortliy  and  valiant  Gentleman. 
In  his  Room,  Mr.  John  Po{  was  elected,  by  the  Company, 
Phyfician-General  to  the  Colony.  He  was  recommended 
by  Dr.  Gulflonoy  an  eminent  Member  pf  their  Society,  at 
a  Mailer  of  Arts,  well  pradiced  in  Chirurgery  and  Phyfic, 
and  expert  in  Chymical  Proceflfes  and  other  ingouous  Parts 
of  his  ProfefTion ;  whofe  Service,  he  therefore  conceived^ 
irpuld  be  of  s^reat  UArto  tl^  CoV>ny«    ^e  y^  accordingly; 
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fent,  upon  the  fiune  Foot,  as  Dr.  B$bun ;  and  was  allowed     s^- 
bb  oWn,  his  Wtfe's,  and  two  Servants  Paflages.    Dr.  G«/-^— v— ^ 
^0ne  was  likewife  dcfired,  to  buy  a  Cheft  of  Phyfic  of  twenty  I^^T^ 
Pounds  Value,  and  ten  Povnds  of  Books,  proper  for  the  Pro*  nZlJ^^ 
feffion,  which  fliould  always  belong  to  the  Place. 

Captain  ^^//uTm^nac^offiared,  to  tranfportandfet« 
de  a  thoufand  Perfons  in  Virginiai  by  Midfummer^  1625*1 
and  defired  to  be  appointed  their  General,  and  to  have  % 
Patent,  with  that  Proportion  of  Land,  and  fuch  other  Pri* 
vileges,  as  were  ufually  granted  on  the  like  Occafion.  A 
Patent  was  readily  grsUiteid,  in  the  larg^  and  moft  am{d0 
Manner.  But  as  to  the  Title  and  Command  of  General^ 
thev  refufed  to  grant  it  him  i  becaufe  it  was  a  Power,  pro* 
perly  bdonging  to  the  Governor  only.  Befides,  it  gavo 
iiich  an  Independency,  as  was  deftru&ve  of  all  Order  and 
good  Government  1  and  had  therefore  been  londly  cried  out 
»Kainft,  in  Captain  Martin*%  ettravaffant  Patent,  and  in  % 
Grant,  furrepdtioufly  and  illeg^  obtained  by  Captain  Jt'* 
gaily  and  therefore  exprefly  flopped,  by  the  Company's  Or* 
ders  to  the  Governor  m  Virginia.  But  Captain  Niwci  far* 
ther  requefted,  in  order  to  enable  him  the  better  to  ga 
through  the  Charge  of  fo  ^reat  an  Undertaking,  to  be  a^ 
point^  Marfhal  of  Virgima ;  for  which  Poft  he  was  emi« 
nently  qualified,  having  ever  been  exercifed  in  military  Af* 
fiurs  and  Arms,  and  of  noted  Experience  and  Skill  in  Martial 
Difcipline )  as  appeared  by  his  many  Services  in  Inland^  anJ 
by  the  Teftimony  of  divers  honourable  Perfons,  upon  their 
own  Knowledge.  He  was  therefore  conftituted  Marfhal  of 
Virgima  ;  to  take  into  his  Charge^  as  well  the  Fordfica* 
tions.  Arms,  and  Forces  of  the  Colony,  as  to  caufe  the 
People,  to  be  duly  trained  up  m  Military  Difciplme,  and  V9 
the  Ufe  and  Exercife  of  Arms.  And  tney  annexed  fifteen 
hundred  Acres  of  Land  and  fifty  Tenants  to  the  Place,  to 
be  tranfported  and  fumifhed  oy  himfelf,  at  eight  Pound» 
Charge  to  the  Company  a  Man.  And  the  King  aUb,  being 
highly  pleafed  at  the  Nomination  of  this  Gentleman,  con«* 
ferrea  the  Honour  of  Knighthood  upon  him  ;  calling  him 
his  Knight-Marlkal  of  Virginia^  and  cxprefling  great  Hopet^ 
from  the  Management  of  a  Perfon  of  his  acknowledged 
Capacity  and  Skill.  However,  he  did  not  long  furvive  ha 
Arrival  in  Virginia  \  but  died,  two  Days  after  the  reading 
bis  Patent  and  Commiffion. 

Thbrb  was,  at  this  time,  above  a  thoufand  Pounds^ 
due  in  Virginia  to  the  Company,  for  Rtnts  and  Duties  % 
and  they  were  likewife  greatly  fcandalifed  and  offended,  ta 
find  their  frequent  and  prcfling  Orders,  for  raifing  good  and 
ftapk  Commodities,  entirely  £ghted  ana  neglofbd.    It  was. 
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tfierefore  thought  necdEuy^  to  appoint  a  particuhur  OdkcTf 
*  by  the  Name  of  Treaf  urer  ;  who  /bould  have  the  Chaige^ 
^^««7«  not  only  of  their  Rents  and  Duties,  but  iliould  aUb  tdu 
^J]^  Into  his  more  efpecial  Regard  and  Care,  to  fee  all  Orden 
and  Directions,  fent  from  England^  duly  and  faithfully  exe- 
cuted, from  time  to  time  ;  or  otherwife  to  render  afuffidi* 
^t  Reafon  to  the  contrary.  To  this  Office  Mr.  Gs$rrg^ 
Sandysy  the  noted  Poet  and  Traveller  was  unanimouflv 
eleded,  as  a  Perfon  evtry  way  fit,  on  Account  of  his  Abi« 
lity  and  Integrity.  And  they  likewife  allotted  fifteen  hun* 
dred  Acres  of  I^d,  perpetually  to  belong  to  the  faid  Place 
of  Treafurer,  with  fifty  Tenants  thereon  }  and  allowed 
Mr.  Sandys  an  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  to  fumifli  himfdf 
for  the  Voyage,  with  the  free  Pafiage  of  his  Family,  not 
exceeding  the  Number  of  ten  Perfons.  And  it  was  thoug)it 
proper,  that  two  fuch  eminent  Officers  as  Marflial  uA 
Treafurer,  to  which  Places  fuc|i  worthy  Gentlemen  had 
been  preferred,  fhould  be  admitted  of  his  M^^efty's  Coun« 
cil  in  England,  and  appointed  of  the  Council  of  State  io 
Virginia. 

Soon  after^  lAx.  Richard  Norwood,  a  Man  famous,  in 
thofe  Days,  ai  a  Matliematician,  who  had  laid  oflF  the 
Trioes  and  Lands,  and  made  an  exad  Plot  of  the  Iflandi 
of  Bermudas,  was  recommended  to  the  Company  for  Sur- 
veyor of  Virginia,  and  was  accordingly  eleded  to  the  Place. 
But  I  know  not,  how  the  Change  came  to  be  made,  yet  I 
find,  very  foon  after,  Mr.  ffllliam  Claibame  appoinced  and 
fent  Surveyor.  The  Company  allowed  him  thir^  Poundt 
a  Year  and  a  convenient  Houfe,  for  hb  publick  &:rvice  in 
laying  ofF their  Lands ;  with  twenty  Pounds  paid  in  Hand, 
to  furnifh  himftlf  with  Inflruments  and  Books,  which  he 
was  obliged  to  leave  to  his  SuccefTors.  They  likewife  al^ 
lowed  him  the  Tranfport  of  three  Perfons,  and  gave  him 
two  hundred  Acres  of  Land  in  Fee^fimple ;  and  in  cafe  he 
was  employed  in  any  private  Survey,  he  was  to  receive  fix 
Shillings  a  Day,  ana  to  be  found  in  Diet  and  Lodging. 

Mr.  Porfs  Commiflion  of  Secretary  was  to  determine 
at  the  fame  Time,  as  Sir  George  TiordUfz.  He  had  given 
the  Company  little  Satisfadion  in  that  Office,  but  had  been 
plainly  detected,  although  a  fwom  Officer,  of  betrayinjc 
the  Proceedings,  and  fcCretly  conveying  the  Proofs,  againft 
Captain  Argau,  to  the  Earl  of  fVarwiei.  And  as  he  waft 
btfides  known,  to  be  a  profefled  Tool  and  Inftrument  to 
that  Faction,  the  Company  was  at  no  Lofs  or  Hefitatioof 
about  renewing  his  CommiiTion.  But  four  Oentlemen  b*« 
ing  f^rongly  recommended  to  to  them,  as  fully  qualified  (at 
that  Pofl,  in  Point  of  Learning)  Honefty,  and  Experieaci^ 

they 
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ttiey  made  Choice  of  Mr.  Cbrtftopbir  Davifm^  and  ad- 
mitted him  a  free  Brother  of  the  Company,  suid  one  of  the  ^ 
Council  of  State  in  Virgima.  And  as  the  Company's  Ships  b'f^ 
ircre  often  delayed,  in  the  Country,  through  Nedigenoe  q^^^ 
and  Mifmanagement,  it  was  refolved,  to  appoint  an  Officer, 
by  the  Title  of  Vice-Admiral,  who  ihould  take  into  his 
Charge  the  Care  and  Difpatch  of  them.  Mr.  Jolm  Potmtis 
tbereK)re,  one  of  the  Council,  who  had  deferved  well  of 
both  the  Company  and  Colony,  was,  this  Sununer,  ap* 
pointed  to  that  Place  provifionally,  and  afterwards  con* 
firmed  by  the  Quarter  Court  in  i^wemher^  with  the  Al- 
lowance of  three  hundred  Acres  of  Land  and  twelve  Te- 
nants. 

The  late  large  Tranfportations  of  People,  the  fumifh« 
ing  and  fitting  out  the  new  Governor  and  thde  other  Offi- 
cers, with  the  vaft  Charge  of  providing  them  with  Tenants 
and  Servants,  and  other  needful  and  well-defigned  Expcnces, 
did  fo  entirely  exhauft  the  publick  Treafury  of  the  Compa- 
ny, that  it  never  aftenvards  recovered  itfclf  to  any  tolera- 
ble Degree  of  Affluence  or  Wealth.  And  befides,  the  Lot- 
teries were  now  at  an  End,  which  were  the  only  Means  of 
ratfmg  a  Fund  again,  and  which  alone  had  brought  twentjf 
nine  dioufand  Pounds  Stirling  into  the  Company's  Stock* 
Wherefore  Mr.  Smith  obferv^  to  them,  that  the  Lotteries, 
which  had  thus  far  fupplied  the  real  and  fubftantial  Food 
by  which  Virginia  had  been  nourilhed,  did  now  no  longer 
fubfift.  To  the  End  therefore,  that  (he  might  ftill  be  pre- 
served, by  divulging  Fame  and  good  Report,  he  propofed, 
io  the  Name  of  himfelf  and  many  others  of  the  Society, 
to  have  a  fair  and  perfpicuous  Hifiory  compiled  of  die  Coun- 
try, from  the  firft  Difcovcry  to  that  Time ;  wherein  the 
Memory  and  Deferts  of  many  of  her  worthy  Undertakers, 
as  Sir  n^alter  Ralegh^  Sir  George  Somers,  the  Lord  Deia^ 
worry  Sir  Thomas  DaUj  and  Sir  Thomas  Gatesy  (for  both 
thofe  Knights,  after  their  Return  from  f^irgifiia^  had  gone 
to  the  Eajl'lndiesj  and  diere  died)  together  with  divers 
others  then  living,  might  be  commended  to  eternal  Thank- 
fuhieis.  He  regretted  their  prefent  Inability,  in  having  no 
other  Coin,  wherewith  to  recompence  the  great  Pains  and 
Merit  of  the  well-defcrving.  But  he  affirmed,  th.it  the  beft 
planted  Parts  of  America^  under  the  Spanijb  Government, 
at  the  like  Age,  aftbrded  not  better  Matter  of  Relation, 
thm  Virginia  then  did.  And  he  faid,  that  the  Eftli>,  which 
fuch  a  general  Hi.(^i>ry,  deduced  to  the  Lite,  wouid  have, 
throughout  the  Kingdom,  on  tiie  popular  Opinion  of  the 
common  Subjcdl,  might  be  prathtred,  from  the  Succefs  of 
the  litde  Pamphlets  or  D«*claration;>,  lately  publiihed.  And 

he 
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he  furdier  urffcd  the  immediate  P^ormanoe  Cfcereof,  te» 
caufe  a  few  Yean  would  conAime  the  Lives  of  nmaj^ 
whofe  Memories  retained  mudi,  and  might  alfo  devout 
thofe  Letters  and  Intelligences^  which  yet  remained  in  loofi 
jmd  negleded  Papers. 

This  Speech  was  received  by  the  whole  Coiirt»  witl^ 
very  great  Appbufe,  as  fpokefi  freely,  and  to  an  excellent 
Purpofe  i  and  it  vras  refolved,  to  have  it  confidered,  and 

St  m  PrafUce,  in  dtie  Time.  Mr.  Smith  was  alfo  exceed* 
rly  commended,  as  well  for  this,  as  for  always  preferrii^ 
K£>tions  of  efpecial  Confequence.  And  it  was  from  thitf 
Motion,  I  iuppofe,  that  Captain  Smth  was  requefted,  in 
the  Company's  Name,  to  write  his  Hiftory  of  Firgima  % 
as  he  himfelf  tells  us,  p.  i68.  However,  the  Captain's 
Deferts  ieem  not,  about  this  Time,  to  haVe  been  ful  j  un* 
derftood  or  regarded.  For  I  find  him,  foon  after,  prefer- 
ring a  Petition  to  the  Company,  fetting  forth  ;  That  he  had 
tiot  only  adventured  Money,  but  had  alfo  twice  built  James* 
Tcwftj  and  four  other  Plantations ;  and  had  difcovered  did 
Country,  and  relieved  the  Colony,  three  Years  together, 
with  fuch  Provifions,  as  he  got  fi'om  the  Savages,  with 
great  Peril  and  Hazard  of  his  Life ;  and  therefore  he  de- 
fired,  in  Confideration  thereof,  that  the  Company  would 
be  plcafcd  to  reward  him,  either  out  of  their  Treafury  at 
home,  or  their  Profits  in  Vifginia.  And  certainly,  confi-' 
dering  his  many  great  and  extraordinary  Services,  he  vni 
highly  worthy  their  Regard.  But  the  Uourt  referred  hint 
to  the  Committee,  appointed  for  rewarding  Men  upon  Me-< 
rit ;  and  from  whatever  Caufe  it  happened,  I  find  nothinjf 
farther  done  in  the  Matter.  So  that  he,  with  a  Fate  very 
ufual  to  publick  Spirits,  had  Reafon  to  complain,  that  evo^ 
sy  Shilling,  which  he  had  gained  by  thefe  Enterprifes,  had 
coft  him  a  Pound  ;  and  that  what  he  had  got,  in  fome  fuc- 
cefsful  Campaigns  at  War,  had  been  chearfuUy  fpent  on 
Virginia  and  Ntiv-Englandj  for  the  publick  Good.  Yet  he 
begrudges  it  not,  but  fhould  think  himfelf  happy,  to  fed 
their  Profpcrity  and  Advancement. 

At  the  Court  of  £le£lion,  the  Earl  of  Southampton  wai 
again  chofen  Treafurer  for  the  enfuing  Year,  with  an  una- 
nimous Voice.  His  Lordfhip  was  then  abfent,  having  been 
Jong  detained  that  Day  in  Parliament. .  But  at  his  coming 
to  Court,  he  was  pleafed  to  accept  the  Place,  in  a  very  no- 
ble Manner ;  and  he  had  the  hearty  Thanks  of  the  whole 
Court  returned  him,  for  his  honourable  Care^^d  Pains^ 
to  uphold  and  advance  the  Plantation,  ever  fince  his  En- 
trance into  that  Place  of  Government.  And  at  his  Lordfhip'i 
Requeft,  Mr.  John  Farrar^  of  whofc  Fidelity  and   Sufe* 
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timcy  they  alrieady  had  fo  much  Experience,  was  moft  wil-    i6>'« 
Ingly  continued  in  his  Office  of  Deputy.  ^^— n^"^ 

T  H  B  Earl  of  Warwick  was  highly  offended  at  Sir  George  ^^  ^*^^ 
Teatdley-^  for  intercepting  a  Pacquet  of  Letters,  and  difco-  oovciMi* 
veriiig  thie  Correfpbndence  between  Secretaiy  Pory  and 
bimfelf.    He  therefore  loudly  declared  his  Difpleafure^  and 
took  all  poffible  Methods  to  daiint  and  difcourage  him,  froni 

Proceeding  vigoroufly  in  JrgalPs  Profecutioh,  To  this  End^ 
c  caufed  it  to  be  rumoured  over  all  Virginia^  even  to  Ope- 
ihancanmghy  and  had  it  confirmed  by  Letters  from  England^ 
diat  he  himfelf  was  coming  over  fhortly,  in  Perfon,  to  be 
Ifaeir  Governor,  with  Captain  Argall  for  his  Pilot ;  and  that 
tfien  he  would  call  Sir  George  Yeardley  feverely  into  Queflion, 
ior  his  own  Government,  and  would  take  a  fharp  and  full 
Itevmige.  Thefe  Reports  much  weakened  the  Strength  and 
Authority  of  the  Government ;  and  they  likewife  fo  afFeded 
Sir  Geinrge  TeardUy^  a  Man  of  a  meek  and  gentle  Nature, 
and  threw  him  into  fuch  a  Dejection  of  Spirit,  that  he  fell 
&to  a  long  and  languifhing  Sicknefs,  to  the  general  Hurt 
and  Negled  of  the  publick  BuTmeis^  as  well  as  Captain 
JlrgaWs  Affair  in  particular. 

The  Company  alfo,  this  Year,  entertained  fome  Pro- 
feds  for  prodiicmg  ufeful  Commodities  i  aiid  as  three  of  the 
Mafbr  WoJrkmeri  of  their  Iron  Works  were  dead,  they 
fent  over  Mr.  John  Berkeley^  and  Maurice^  his  Son,  whq 
-tlrere  Commetidra,  as  very  fkilful  in  that  Way,  with  twenty 
other  experienced  Workmen.  They  likewife  ordered  a 
Bill  to  be  prepared  for  the  Parliament,  for  fendiiig  over  the 
Poor,  which  were  now  become  very  numerous  and  burthen- 
ibme  to  the  feveral  Panfhes,  to  be  let  to  work,  and  ufefully 
teployed,  in  Virgima.  Sir  George  Yeardley  complaineo^ 
^t  the  Council  of  State  lived  very  diibmt  and  difperfed  ; 
and  haviiig  fto  AUovv^ce  for  their  Attendance,  could  fcarcef 
be  got  together.  Whereupon  the  Company  ordered,  that 
die  Council  fhould  meet,  four  times  a  Year,  and  fliould 
liold  Quarter  Seflions,  a  whole  Week  together ;  to  alTifl: 
fte  Governor,  from  time  to  time,  as  well  in  Matter  of 
Council  and  of  St  ite,  as  in  all  Caufes  of  Importance,  and 
for  Redrefit  of  general  and  particuhr  Grievances.  And  that 
Aeir  Number  might  make  their  Meetings  the  mure  eafy, 
)i«fides  the  feveh,  kit  Year  appointed,  and  the  new  Officers 
of  State,  now  going  over,  they  alfo  added,  in  the  Room  of 
Dr.  Bohun  and  two  others,  that  \^ere  dead,  Mr.  Pot^  the  Rev« 
Mr.  Robert  Fatuietj  Captain  Roger  Smithy  and  Mr.  Leech, 
This  laft  Gentleman  Was  going  over,  to  view  the  Country, 
ad  to  pitch  upon  a  proper  Place  of  Settlement,  for  the  fa- 
yiOttS  and  munificem  frUUain  Earl  of  P$fnbroke\  who  had 
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undertaken^  with  his  Ailbciates,  to  plant  tbii^Qr  thoulairf 
'  Acres  of  Land,  apd  confequently  to  tranfporc  nx  hiindral

g^^  The  latter  End  of  Jufy^  or  Beginning  of  Jugufi^  Sir 
Francis  fFyat  fet  out  for  his  Government,  with  the  Trea*, 
furer.  Secretary,  Phyfician-General,  and  Surveyor,  in  Com- 
pany with  nine  Sail  of  Ships ;  all  which  arrived  fafe  in  Vir-^ 
gimaj  about  OSltber^  without  the  Lofi  of  one  Angle  Pafleor 
ger.  With  him  wasfenta  Body  of  Inftrudioas  to  the  Go* 
remor,  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Council  of  State  in  ^- 

flnlai  confiding  of  fort^  feven  Articles,  and  figned  by  th^ 
;arl  of  Southampton^  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  Sir  John  Davirs^ 
and  others  of  the  Council.  In  thefe,  it  was  firft  recom*. 
mended  to  them,  to  take  into  their  efpecial  Regard  the  Ser« 
Tice  of  Almighty  God,  and  the  Obfervance  of  his  diving 
Laws;  and  that  the  People  fhould  be  trained  up,  in  true  Re* 
ligion  and  Virtue.  And  nnce  their  Endeavours,  for  the  Effai* 
bUfhment  of  the  Honour  and  Rights  of  the  Church  and  Mi* 
niftrv,  had  not  yet  taken  due  Ened,  they  were  required,  to 
employ  their  utmoft  Care,  to  advance  all  things  appertaininfE^ 
to  the  Order  and  Adminiftradon  of  Divine  Service,  accord* 
ing  to  the  Form  and  Difcipline  of  the  Church  of  England i 
carefully  to  avoid  all  fadious  and  needlefi  Novelties,  which 
only  tended  to  the  Difturbance  of  Peace  and  Unity ;  and  tp 
caufe,  that  the  Minifters  ihould  be  duly  refpeded  and  main*, 
tained,  and  the  Churches,  or  Places  appointed  for  Diving 
Service,  decently  accommodated,  according  to  former  O^^ 
dera  in  that  Behalf.  They  were,  in  the  next  Place,  com* 
manded,  to  keep  the  People  in  due  Obedience  to  the  Kii^| 
to  provide,  that  Juftice  might  be  equally  adminiftered  to  aUf 
as  near  as  could  be,  according  to  the  Forms  andConftitutio^ 
of  England  \  to  prevent  all  Corruption,  tendine  to  theF^* 
verfion  or  Delay  of  Juftice  ;  to  proteA  the  Natives,  from 
Injury  and  Oppreffion ;  and  to  cultivate  Peace  and  Friend* 
flup  with  them,  as  far  as  it  ihould  be  confiftent  with  the 
Honour  of  ^he  Nation  and  Safe^  of  the  People.  They  wert 
likewife  required,  to  make  the  People  applv  themfelves  to  aR 
induftrious  Way  of  Life ;  and  to  fupprels  all  Gaming,  DruiH 
^ennefs,  and  Excefs  in  Apparel.  To  this  End.it  was  ordain-i 
td,  that  no  Perfon  except  the  Council,  or  the  Heads  o^ 
Hundreds  and  Plantations,  with  their  Wives  and  ChQdreOf 
ihould  wear  Gold  on  their  Cloaths,  or  any  Apparel  of  bilk^ 
except  fuch  as  had  been  raifed  by  dieir  own  Induftry.  Bu^ 
the  Governor  and  Council  anfwered  to  this,  that  they  knew 
of  no  Excefs  in  Apparel^  except  in  the  Price  of  it ;  and  had  i^' 
Hot  come  from  them,  they  ihould  have  thought  it  a  Flou% 
vpon.lhe  Colony,  ioM  their  Poverty  and  Nakcdnefs. 

Tmit 
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They  were  alfo  enjoined,  to  ufe  great  Care,  that  no     J^^^* 
Itift  Caufe  of  Offence  be  given  to  any  other  Prince,  State,  or  ^*— "v — ^ 
reople  ;  to  permit  no  Captain,  or  other  Perfon,  under  Pre-  S'"^.^''^* 
tencc  of  Trade,  to  fail  to  the  h^e/I-IndieSj  to  rob  and  fpoil  j  c^tcrow, 
not  to  give  Harbour  or  Refuge,  on  the  Coafls  or  in  the 
Country,  to  any  Pirates  or  Banditti,  but  fevereJy  to  profc- 
cute  and  punifh  them  s  and  to  take  better  Care,  for  proper 
;^d   effedual  Fortifications.     They  further  preflcd  upon 
l}iem,  in  a  particular  Manner,  the  ufmg  all  probable  Means 
of  bringing  over  the  Natives,  to  a  Love  of  Civilit}',  and  to 
die  Knowledge  of  God,  and  his  true  Religion.    To  which 
Surpofe,  they  obferved  to  them,  that  the  Example,  given 
liy  the  'Englijh  in  their  own  Perfons  and  Families,  would  be 
of  fmgular  and  chief  Moment :  That  it  would  be  proper, 
to  draw  the  befl  difpofed  among  the  Indians^  to  convcrfe 
and  labour  with  our  People,  for  a  convenient  Reward ;  that 
thereby^    being  reconciled  to  a  civil   Way  of  Life,    and 
brought  to  a  Senfe  of  God  and  Religion,  they  might  after- 
wards become  Inflruments  in  the  general  Converfion  of  their 
Countrymen,  fo  much  defirod  :    That  each  Town,  Bur- 
rough,  and  Hundred,  ought  to  procure,  by  juft  Means,  a 
certain  Number  of  their  Children,  to  be  brought  up  in  tl;e 
firft  Elements  of  Litteratiire  :   That  the  mofl  towardly  of 
thefe  fhould  be  fitted  for  the  College  ;  in  building  of  which, 
they  purpofed  to  proceed,  as  foon  as  any  Profit  arofe  from 
the  Efbte,  appropriated  to  that  Ufe  ;    and  tliey  earncflly 
required  their  utmoil  Help  and  Furtherance,  in  that  pious 
and  important  Work  ;  not  doubting  the  particular  Blcfiing 
of  God  upon  the  Colony,  and  being  afiUred  of  the  Love  of 
all  good  Men,  upon  that  Account. 

They  next  proceeded  to  give  Inftru6lions,  for  the 
Reception  and  Accommodation  of  the  nev/  Governor,  and 
«f  the  other  Officers  and  People,  then  fcnt.  And  they 
prefTed  upon  them  the  raifmg  fcveral  ufcful  Commodities ; 
la  well  Corn,  Wine,  Silk,  and  others  heretofore  frequent- 
ly mentioned,  as  alfo  the  making  Oil  of  Walnuts,  c;;.- 
^oying  their  Apothecaries  in  Diflillation,  and  fcarcliing 
the  Country  fot  Minerals,  Dyes,  Gunis,  Drug^',  ;uid  the? 
Eke.  And  they  ordered  theip  particuhrly,  by  the  Kings 
Advice  and  Defire,  to  draw  the  People  off  of  their  ex- 
ccffive  planting  of  Tobacco.  To  that  End  they  were  com- 
manded to  permit  them,  to  make  only  ..n  hundred  Pounds 
of  Tobacco  a  Head ;  and  to  take  all  poiHblc  C.rc,  to 
improve  that  Proportion  in  Goodncf::,  as  much  as  might: 
fce,  which  would  bring  their  Commodity  into  Rcc.  c^'r,  ani 
Catufe  a  more  certain  Benefit  to  the  Planter.  They  iiixwife 
Oddcd  tsigiDY  other  Adviccfi  and  inftrucUons,  for  the  Admlni-*

s-r  George  Ijj  Cafe  of  the  Death,  Removal,  or  Sufpenfion  of  die 
Cotmaot,  Governor,  the  Council,-  or  major  Part  of  them,  then  rcfi- 
dcnt  in  Virginia^  were  ordered,  immediately  to  aflemble 
themfelves,  within  fourteen  Days,  or  fooner,  and  oot  of 
their  own  Body,  to  clc6^  a  Perfon,  to  fupply  the  Place,  for 
the  Time.  But  if  the  Voices  fliould  happen  to  be  equal, 
then  EledKon  was  to  be  made  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  j 
and  in  his  Abfence,  or  neeeflary  Caufe  of  declining  it,  the 
Marihal  fliould  fucceed  ;  next,  the  Treafurer  3  and  then 
one  of  the  two  Deputies,  for  the  College  and  Compan)^'* 
Lands  ;  till  the  Government  fliould  be  fettled  in  one  of  thofe 
chief  Officers.  And  the  Governor  was  authorifed,.  to  de- 
termine and  punifli,  at  his  Difcredon,  any  fudden  and  emer« 
gent  Bufinefs,  and  all  Negle<S^  or  Contempt  of  Authority, 
in  any  Kind  or  Perfon  whatfoever  ;  except  only  the  Coun- 
cil in  then*  own  Perfons,  who  were,  in  fuch  Cafes,  to  be 
fummoned  to  appear,  at  the  next  Quarter  Seflion  of  the 
Council,  and  there  to  abide  their  Cenfure.  But  if  the  Go- 
vernor thought,  it  concerned  the  Peace  and  Welfare  of  the 
Colony,  to  proceed  more  fpeedily  with  fuch'  Oflender,  that 
then  it  fliould  be  lawful  for  him,  to  fummon  an  extraordi* 
nary  Council,  at  which  fix  of  the  CouncO,  at  leaft,  fliould 
be  prcfent  with  the  Governor ;  and  by  Majority  of  Voices, 
any  Counfellor  might  be  committed,  or  obfiged  to  give  Bait 
for  his  Appearance. 

Sir  Francis  Wyat  alfo brought  over  ^th  him  an Ordi* 
nance  or  Charter,  from  the  Treafurer,  Council,  and  Com* 
pany  in  England^  for  fettling  the  Conftitution  and  Govern* 
ment  of  Virginia^  in  the  Governor,  the  Council  of  Stat^ 
as  his  Afiiftants,  and  the  General  Aflembly.  This  Aflem* 
bly  was  to  confift  of  the  Governor,  Council  of  State,  and 
two  Burgefles,  chofen  by  every  Town,  Hundred,  or  par- 
ticular Plantation.  All  Matters  were  to  be  decided,  deter« 
mined,  and  ordered  in  it,  by  the  Majority  of  Voices,  then 
prefent  j  referving  to  the  Governor  a  Negative  upon  the 
Whole.  And  they  were  empowered,  to  treat,  confult,  and 
conclude,  as  well  concerning  all  emergent  Occafions,  re* 
lating  to  the  publick  Weal  of  the  faid  Colony,  and  every 
Part  thereof,  as  alfo  to  make,  ordain,  and  enad  fuch  gene* 
rai  Laws  and  Orders,  as  fliould,  from  time  to  time,  appear 
neccffary :  Provided  neverthelefs,  that  no  Law,  or  Ordi- 
n  mce,  made  in  the  faid  General  Aflembly,  fliould  be  of 
Force  or  Validity,  unlefs  the  fame  fliould  be  folemnly  con- 
firmed and  ratified,  in  a  General  Qiiarter  Court  of  the. 
Company  in  England^  and  returned  under  their  Seal :  Aa 

alfiv 
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llfo,  wben'this  Form  of  Government  ihould  be  once  well     s^i* 
framed  and  fettled,  that  no  Orders,  of  the  Court  in  England^  ^"""-V"^ 
Ihould  bind  the  Colony,  before  they  were  ratified  and  con-  ^  5^* 
finned,  in  like  Manner,  by  the  General  Affembly  in  Virgi-  o'VerSr. 
II&.    But  in  all  other  thin^,   they  were  commanded,  to 
follow  the  Policy,  Form  of  Government,  Laws,  Cuftom3> 
Manner  of  Trial,  and  other  Adminiftration  of  Juflice,  ufed 
in  England* 

The  Company's  Treafury  was  fo  reduced,  that  it  could 
pot  now  fuffice  for  feveral  things  of  the  utmoft  Neceffity  and 
Advantage.  Wherefore  to  fupply  this  Deficiency,  they  en- 
tered into  a  Method  of  preparing  Rolls,  and  ofircrin|  them 
to  the  voluntary* Subfcription  of  the  Adventurers.  What- 
ever was  fent  to  Virginia  upon  thefe  Rolls,  was  there  fold, 
by  the  Cape-Merchant  or  fome  other  Fa6lor,  at  fuch  a  mo- 
derate Price,  as  fhould  indemnify  the  Subfcribers  for  their 
Money  advanced,  and  for  all  Charges  incident  thereupon. 
At  this  time,  four  Rolls  were  prepared  and  brought  mto 
Court,  for  the  Company's  Subfcription.  The  firft  was  for 
Apparel,  and  other  neceflanr  Provifions  and  Utenfils,  for 
the  Colony,  The  fecond,  tor  fending  an  hundred  more 
Maids,  to  make  Wives ;  and  fixty  were  accordingly  fenty 

iroui)g,  bandfome,  and  well  recommended  to  the  Company^ 
or  their  virtuous  Education  and  Demeanor.  With  them 
was  fent  over  the  feveral  Recommendations  and  Tcftimo* 
niab  of  their  Behaviour,  that  the  Purchafers  might  thence 
b(e  enabled  to  judge,  how  to  chufe.  The  Price  of  thefc 
Wives  was  ftated  at  an  hundred  and  twenty  Pounds  of  Tp- 
bacco,  and  afterwards  advanced  to  an  hundred  and  fifty,  and 
propordonably  more,  if  any  of  them  fhould  happen  to  die  ; 
10  that  the  Adventurers  might  be  refunded  their  original 
Charge.  And  it  was  alfo  ordered,  that  this  Debt  for  Wives 
fliould  have  the  Precedency  of  all  others,  and  be  firft  re- 
icoverable.  And  it  was  ftridly  enjoined,  that  they  ihould 
l>e  well  ufed,  and  not  married  to  Servants,  but  to  fuch  Free- 
men  and  Tenants,  as  could  handfomely  fupport  them  s  that, 
by  their  good  Fortqne,  MultitiMes  of  others  might  be  al^ 
lured  to  come  over,  on  the  ProfpeA  of  advantageous  Mat^ 
ches.  And  the  Company  likewife  declared  their  Intention, 
that,  for  the  Encouragement  of  fettled  Families,  and  fccu- 
ring  a  Pofterity,  they  would  prefer  and  make  Con^gnmenta 
to  married  Men,  before  fingle  Perfons ;  and  that  as  many 
Boys  ibould  be  fent,  as  there  were  Maids,  to  be  Prentice^ 
to  thofe,  who  married  them.  They  alfo  granted  the  A<}-» 
venturers,  who  fqbfpribed  to  this  RoU»  a  ratable  Pfoportioa 
pf  Lcapda  according  to  the  Number  of  the  Maids  fent,  to  ho 
J*hI  off  togeth^  and  formed  into  a  TowPj  by  the  Name  of 
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i6ai.  Maidjloivn.  The  third  Roll  was  for  a  Glafs  FtuTnace,  % 
^ — V — '^  make  Beads,  which  was  the  current  Coin  in  the  Indian 
Sir  Giorrt    Trade ;  and  one  Captain  Norton,  with  fome  Italian  Work- 

Co^f'^'t  ^^^^  ^^  ^^^^  ^^^^  ^^^  ^^^^  Purpofe.  The  fourth  was  ftjr 
fetting  out  a  trading  Voyage  with  the  Indians^  for  Skins  anj 
Furs.  For,  the  Company  was  informed  from  fevcralHandi| 
that  the  French  and  Dutch  carried  on  a  very  profitible  Trade 
of  that  Sort,  in  Dclawarr  and  Hudfon^s  Rivers,  which  weUe 
within  the  Limits  of  tlieir  Grant,  and  then  efteemed  Parts 
of  Virginia*  They  therefore  refolved,  to  vindicate  their 
Right,  and  not  to  permit  Foreigners  to  run  away  with  fo 
lucrative  a  Bnuich  of  their  Trade.  One  Captain  Jomi 
W..S  accoriiiigly  fcnt  upon  the  Voyage  ;  but  by  the  Wick- 
ednefs  of  b.iin  una  his  Mariners,  the  Adventure  was  loft,  and 
the  whole  Prcjccl  overthrown.  To  thefe  Rolls,  the  Earl  of 
Southa?Kpt:n  and  Sir  Edivin  Sandys,  each  fubfcribed  two 
hundred  Pounas  ;  and  fuch  was  the  Zeal  and  Refolution  of 
the:  Adventurers  to  advance  the  Colony,  that  they  were  foon 
compl'jaied,  and  put  into  Execution.  At  the  fame  time, 
the  Company,  in  their  Letters  to  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, rect>mmends  to  them  ihc  Prevention  of  Fraud  and  De- 
ceit in  Tobacco ;  and  tliat  fome  Provifion  (hould  be  made, 
for  burning  all  bafe  and  rotten  Traih,  and  none  fuiFered  to 
go  home,  but  what  was  very  good  j  whereby,  they  faid, 
there  woiild  certainly  be  more  adv4nced  in  the  Price>  thaa 
loft  in  the  Q^iantity. 

But  Tobacco  was,  at  this  time,  a  very  finking  Com* 
jnodity.  For  altho'  the  Planters  magifterially  forced  it  on 
the  Company  and  others,  at  the  current  Price  of  three  Shfl- 
lings  a  Pound,  yet  it  would  not  turn  out  at  home,  aftes 
Shrinkage  and  Wafte,  and  the  Difcharge  of  the  Duty  and 
Freight,  (which  luft  alone  was  three  Pence,  and  fometitnei 
four  Pence,  a  Pound)  at  above  two  Shillings  for  the  bcft, 
and  the  inferior  Sort  at  fcarce  eighteen  Pence  a  Pound.  And 
bcfides,  the  Trade  was  ftrangely  hampered  and  perplexed, 
by  the  wcr.k  and  unftcady  Counfcls  of  the  puny  Monarch, 
th.n  on  thcThroncv  For  altho*,  in  the  Beginning  of  the 
f(.rnier  Year,  the  Company  had  yielded  to  his  unreafonabic 
Demand  of  twelve  Pence  a  Pound,  yet  foon  after,  in  the 
fame  Summer,  he  iffbed  a  Proclamation,  prohibiting  a  g^ 
ncral  rmpurtucion  of  Tobacco,  and  rcftraining  the  Quantity 
from  i'lr^lnia  and  t!)e  Sanier-Jjlondsy  to  fifty  five  thoufand 
Wei;;ht.  At  t!)e  Lmc  time,  titking  Advantage  of  an  Offti 
of  Sir  'Tl.'Ofpas  Smiih  and  Alderman  Johnfon,  in  the  N;imt 
of  t!ie  Compiaiy,  but  without  their  Knowledge  or  Autho- 
lity,  and  To  utterly  difclaimcJ  by  them,  he  granted  a  Mo- 
nopoly of  Tobacco  I   the  folc  Importation  whereof  wu 
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tented  by  Letters  patent,  firft  to  Sir  Thomas  Roe  and  his     1621. 
A^ociates  (ait  whofe  Dcfirc  and  Inftigadon  tbeProdamation,  ^»— v*--^ 
above  mentioned  was  iflued)   and  the  Year  after,  to  Mr,  ^'^  ^'^nt* 
Jacob  and  certain  other  Patentees.    They  proceeded  moft  ^qJ.^^ 
injurioufly  againft  both  Companies,  not  onlyftinting  them 
to  too  fcant  a  Proportion,  but  alfo  reftraining  them  from 
felling  their  Tobacco,  without  their  Seal  and  Allowance 
£rft  had  ;  for  which,  under  the  Pretence  and  Title  of  Garb^ 
ling,  they  were  obliged  to  pay  four  Pence  a  Pound.    Thjt 
Garbling  was  an  ancient  Cuftom  of  the  City  of  London  \  zxA 
an  Officer  was  appointed,  who  had  Power  to  enter  into  any 
Shop  or  Warehoufe,  to  view  and  fcarch  Drugs  and  Spices, 
and  to  garble  the  fame ;  that  is,  to  make  them  clean  from 
all  Garbles  or  Tralh.    And  it  was  now  put  into  Execution^ 
and  arbitrarilv  applied  to  Tobacco  (a  new  Commodity  in 
England^  and  therefore  not  legally  fubje^l  to  Garbling,  with- 
out an  expreft  Law)  in  order  the  more  effeflually  to  oppreft 
the  Companies  and  Plantations,  and  to  fqueeze  the  greater 
Gain  out  of  them. 

Thus  injured  and  diftreffed,  the  Company  prcfented 
their  Petition  and  Reprefentation  to  his  Majcfty,  to  which 
they  received  a  eracious  Anfwer,  with  large  Profeffions  of 
bis  Love  to  the  Colonies,  and  that  it  never  was  his  Intention 
to  grant  wy  thin^  to  their  Prejudice ;  but  without  any  Re* 
dreis  of  their  Grievance.  It  was  therefore  at  laft  refolved, 
to  prcfefi  a  Petition  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  therein 
to  complain  of  thefe  Oppreffions,  which  tended  to  the  utter 
Peftrufiion  and  Oveithrow  of  the  Colonies ;  and  as  thaf 
Houfe  had  called  into  Queilion,  and  intended  to  fupprefs, 
other  Monopolies  (a  great  and  crying  Grievance  of  thofe 
Times)  they  doubted  not,  to  receive  from  them  a  full  and 
ample  Kedreft.  They  likewife,  at  the  Motion  of  Sir  Ed^ 
tvin  Sandys f  prefented  Mr.  Edward  BonmU  a  Citisen  of 
London^  with  the  Freedom  of  their  Company  1  becaiife  h« 
Itad  written  a  Treatife,  fettinp;  forth,  in  a  clear  and  lively 
Manner,  the  gfiat  Inconvenience  and  Damage  to  the  Na« 
tion,  by  the  Importation  of  Spanijb  Tobacco  \  and  becawfo 
be  had  frequently  attended  the  Committees  of,  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  who  were  well  inclined,  to  afford  their  utmoft 
Affiilance,  for  the  Prohibition  of  foreign  Tobacco.  Thii 
Mr.  Bonnft  immediately  becaino  the  moft  deepiv  epfsged| 
and  was  far  the  largeft  and  moft  eonfiderable  Adventurer 
of  any,  the^  knowp,  in  the  Affair  of  Virginia  t  whoff 
Foundations,  in  that  early  time,  have  continued  down  ta 
the  prefent.  For  his  Nepnew,  JUcbard  fionnof^  l^fqi  wa« 
the  nrft  Governor  of  Firginia^  by  the  Flexion  of  the  Co% 
lony,  in  the  time  of  QroumHlH  Ufurpatiou  %  sn4  the  Re^i 
O  4  maia 
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i^i*      main  of  the  Family,  now  feated  in  MarjUmd^  is  ftill  di^ 

^*— v"*'  richeft  and  moft  wealthy,  in  s^l  Kipds  of  Fortune  and  f^ 

Sir  Cjorgr    ft^^^^  of  *any  in  this  Part  of  Atmrica.    However,  fince  the 

^(^^.    Somer-Ipnds  could  not  well  fubfift  without  the  Profits  of 

their  Tobacco,  and  as  the  Territory  of  Virginia  was  large^ 

their  Soil  eood,  and  great  Hopes  conceived,  that  many  other 

valuable  Commodities  would  foon  be  produced  and  returned 

from  thence,  it  was  agreed,  that  the  whole  55,000  Weight 

fliould  bie  imported  from   thofe  lilands  ;  and  the  Virginia 

tpompany  procured  Storehoufes,  and  appointed  Factors,  s^ 

Middleburg  and  Flujhing^  ahd  compounded  with  the  States 

of  ttiofe  Cities,  for  a  half  Penny  a  Pound  Cuftom,  for  the 

import,  and  the  fame  R^te  fo^  the  Export,  of  tlieir  To* 

bacco.     So  that  no  Virginia  Tobacco  was  imported  into 

England^  this  Year,  but  all  T/as  carried  juid  difpofed  of  in 

Holland. 

The  News  of  thb  State  of  their  AiF^irs  "coming  to  Vir* 

fMay  the  Colony  was  gceatly  alarmed,  and  drew  up  afi 
lumble  Petition  to  the  King,  fetting  forth  :  Tliat  h'ls  Ma- 
jefty,  out  of  his  Religious  Defire  to  fpeed  the  Gofpel  of 
Chrift,  and  princely  Ambition  to  enlarge  his  Dominions, 
had  given  Encouragement  to  fuch,  as  would  go  to  Virgt^ 
nia^  and  granted  them  many  eoodly  Privileges  and  Libertiesi^ 
under  the  great  Seal  of  Engutnd^  than  which  they  thought 
fio  earthly  AfTurance  m^re  firm  and  inviobble  ;  That  in 
Confidence  hereof,  they,  his  Majefty's  poor  Subje^,  hsiid 
adventured  their  Lives  and  Fortunes  thither ;  and  in  tiije 
Profecutlon  of  the  Enterprife,  had  undergone  fuch  incredi- 
ble Pifficulties  and  Sufferings,  as  would  be  fhocking,  in  the 
Relation,  to  his  Majefty'3  facred  Ears :  That  they  had  now, 
by  the  Divine  Affiftance,  in  fome  Meafure,  overcome  thoie 
Difficulties,  and  brought  themfelves  to  an  Ability  of  fubfift* 
ing,  without  any  other  Help  froni  England^  than  the  ufual 
Courfe  of  Commerce ;  but  that  they  had,  of  late,  been 
brought  into  Danger,  of  returning  into  their  former,  or  even 
worfe  Qircumfhnqes,  by  the  finifter  Pradites  •f  fome  Mem« 
bers  of  the  Company  at  home ;  who,  pretending  his  Ma« 
jefty's  Profit,  but  really  aiming  at  dieir  own  exorbitant 
Gain,  had  obtained  a  Proclamation,  to  prohibit  the  Impor- 
tation of  Tobacco  into  England :  Tha(  other  things,  of 
greater  real  Value,  required  more  time,  than  their  preffing 
Nccefiilies  would  aljow,  and  more  Help,  to  brin^  them  to 
Pcrfe£lion,  than  they  had,  till  of  late,  been  furnimed  with- 
al ;  and  that,  therefore.  Tobacco  was  the  only  Commodity, 
they  had  yet  been^abie  to  raifc,  in  order  to  fupply  themfelves 
and  Families  with  App:.rel,  and  other  needful  Supplements 
of  Life :  That,   if  it  Ihould  be  thus  fuppreffed  and  prohi- 
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liiM,  thcyjpiA  all,  of  Neceffity,    periih,  for  Want  of    i6ai. 
doatR&ig,  and  fiich  Necefiaries  as  both  their  Nature  and  V— .^^^^^ 
Education  required  :  That  his  Majefty  would,  thereby,  not  s.r  Gearim 
only  lofe  fo  many  good  and  loyal  Subjeds,  as  had  adventu-  ^^^ 
fed  their  Lives  and  Subftance  to  Virginia^  for  the  Promo- 
tion of  thofe  great  Ends,  the  Glory  of  God,  and  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Service,  but  muft  likewife  ble  deprived  of  the  Hope 
and  Profpe(^  of  acquirinjg  a  Territory,  as  large,  and  capa« 
ble  of  becoming  as  opuknt,  as  any  of  thofe  Kingdoms  h« 
at  prefent  pofleued  :  Since  therefore  thev  were  afTured,  ths^t 
his  Majefty  tendered  the  Lives  and  Welfare  of  his  Subieds, 
above  Thoufands  of  Gold  and  Silver,  and  fmce  his  Aoyal 
Word  was  engaged,  and  even  ratiAcd  under  the  great  &al 
of  England^  they  befought  him,  out  of  his  princely  Com* 
pai&QD^  either  to  revoke  that  Proclamation,  and  to  reftore 
then;^  to  their  ancient  Liberty,   or  elfe  tor  fend  for  them 
home,  and  not  fuffer  the  Heathe(i  to  triumph  over  them. 

This  Petition  was  tranfmittcd  to  thcTreafurer  and  Com- 
pany, and  was  feconded  by  a  Letter  from  Sir  Georgi  Ttardlef 
and  the  Council,  to  the  Company,  defiring,  that  it  might 
be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  in  as  humble  and  effedhm  a 
Manner  as  poflible  \  becaufe,  as  they  conceived,  the  very 
Life  of  the  Colony  depended  upon  the  Succefs  of  it.  But 
before  it  came  «to  hand,  the  King  was  become  fenfible  of 
the  Damage,  that  hence  accrued  to  himfelf,  by  the  Dimi- 
pution  of  his  Cuftoms.  The  Deputy  therefore,  and  fome 
others  of  the  Company,  were  fent  for,  in  OSfober  this  Year, 
and  received  an  angry  Rebuke  from  the  Lords  of  the  Privy 
Council  3  importing,  that  Complaint  had  been  made  to  that 
Board,  that  the  Company  had  fet  up  a  Trade  in  Holland^ 
and  carried  all  their  Commodities  thither^  and  requiring  an 
Aiifiyer,  whether  they  would  brine  all  dieir  Commodities 
into  England^  or  continue  their  Trade  in  the  Low-Countries. 
To  the  former  Part  of  this,  the  Anfwer  was  ready  and  ob- 
vious ;.  that  they  had  indeed  carried  their  Tobacco  to  Mid* 
dleburg^  not  out  of  Choice,  but  being  conftrained  thereto 
ly  his  Majefty 's  Proclamation,  and  an  Order  of  their  own 
Board.  And  as  to  the  latter  Part,  concerning  bringing  all 
their  Commodities  into  England^  as  it  was  a  new  and  un- 
axpeded  Propofition,  and  a  Point  of  ^reat  Weight  and  fu- 
ture Confequence,  they  took  fome  Time  to  confider  of  it, 
iand  then  returned  a  long  and  very  refpeftful  Anfwer : 

That  it  wa?  a  Liberty  and  Privilege,  generally  taken 
and  enjoyed,  by  all  his  Majefty 's  Subjcfts,  to  carry  their 
Commodities  to  the  beft  Markets  :  That  many  Commodi- 
ties were  now  fet  on  Foot,  and  expelled  foon  to  be  returned 
from  Virginia^  which,  altho'  in  fome  Demand  in  odier 
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Countries,  yet  would  not  be  vendible  in  Ehgkndgi  nor  w 
*  the  Expence  of  Freight  and  Cuftom :  That  neither  Ob 
r'  2C  •^'^l/^^  Company,  nor  any  other  ancient  Corporation,  w^ 
^^1^^  under  fuch  a  Reftraint,  to  whofe  greateft  Privileges  and  Im« 
munities,  they  were  entitled,  bv  the  exprefs  Words  of  hit 
Majeftjr's  Charter :  That  the  Company  had  granted  feveral 
Patents,  with  the  fame  Privileges  as  they  themfelves  enjov* 
ed,  to  divers  Perfons  of  noble  and  worthy  Families,  who 
hsid  thereupon  expended  great  Sums  of  Money,  and  fome 
tiieir  whole  Eftates  in  the  Plantation  ;  and  that  it  was  not 
in  their  Power,  nor  would  it  be  confonant  to  Law  or  Equi* 
tv,  now  to  revoke  or  refh^in  them :  That  they  conceived 
tnemfelves  to  have  no  Right  or  Autfiority,  to  difpofe  of  the 
Goods  of  the  private  Planters  in  Ftrgimay  who  arc  dechred, 
by  his  Majcfty's  Charter,  to  be  as  free,  as  any  other  his 
Subje£b,  and  who  had  merited,  by  their  long  and  hard  Ser- 
vices, all  Manner  of  Immunity  and  Encouragement :  That 
tlicy  could  not  forbid  or  reflrain  them,  from  trading  and 
bartering  their  Commodities  freely,  with  fuch  Ships  as  car- 
ried Paflcngers,  moft  of  which  proceeded  on  trading  Voyag-i 
cs,  and  returned  not  diredly  to  England:  That  a  Trade  Yod 
lately  begun  between  Ireland  and  Virginia^  for  Cattle  and 
other  NecefTaries,  for  which  Contrads  were  made  in  To^ 
bacco ;  and  that  this  Trade  would  hereby  be  nipped  in  the 
Bud,  to  the  exceeding  great  Prejudice,  and  the  Hazard  of 
the  utter  Ruin  of  the  Colony :  And  laftly.  That  it  was  not 
in  the  Power  of  the  few  Members  of  the  Company,  then  in 
Town  in  tlie  Time  of  Vacation,  to  conclude  any  thing  po- 
sitive, in  an  Affair  of  that  vaft  Importance ;  wherein  above 
t  thoufand  Adventurers  in  England^  and  near  four  thoufand 
Inhabitants  of  fdrginiay  were  deeply  interefted  and  con« 
ccrned.  After  which,  thjy  concluded,  with  affuring  their 
Lordfliips,  that  they  afFcdfcd  no  foreign  Trade,  but  in  Cafet 
of  mere  Necefllty,  and  for  the  better  support  and  Advance- 
ment of  the  Colony )  that  they  fhould  always  endeavour  at 
fuch  a  mutual  Commerce  between  England  and  Virgima^ 
%%  (hould  be  confiftcnt  with  the  Honour  and  Benefit  of  oothi 
»nd  that,  next  to  God's  Glory,  they  chiefly  aimed  at  tht 
Good  of  their  C(»untry,  hit  Majcfty*!  Honour,  and  the  Ad- 
vancement of  his  Profit  and  Revenue  i  for  which  EndS| 
they  had,  out  of  their  own'  private  Eftates,  befides  their 
Labour  and  Time,  expended  above  an  hundred  thoufafid 
Pounds,  without  any  Return,  not  only  of  Profit,  but  even 
of  the  Icaft  Part  of  the  Principal  iifclf,  to  any  one  of  the  Ad* 
venturers,  that  they  knew  of. 

This  Anfwcr  gave  no  Satisfaftiou  to  their  LonHhipi | 
but  thty  were  referred  to  Mr.  Jattb^  their  oW  Aut^^gonlft 
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and  Qp^veftr;  and  were  likewife  ordered  to  give  in  their     i^t. 
peremptory  Ahfwer,  whether  they  would  import,  not  all  ^'— *v""*' 
their  Commodities,  but  all  their  Tobacco  only,   into  En-  ^  ^^^ 
gland.    With  Mr.  Jacoh^  they  could  come  to  no  fadsfoc-  q^J^J,, 
tory  Accommodation ;  and  as  to  importing  all  theic  Tobac* 
CO  into  England^  they  befought  their  Lordihips,  to  be  left 
at  Liberty,  either  to  import,  or  not  import  it  into  England^ 
as  they  mould^find  it  moft  beneficial  to  the  Colony.    But 
if  they  mufl  be  obliged  t*  import  all  or  none,  thev  declar- 
ed, it  was  their  Choice,  to  import  none  into  England^  th« 
cnfuing  Year.    But  their  Lordihips  termed  thb  an  undutiful 
Anfwer,  and  commanded  them,  at  their  Peril,  to  bring  all 
their  Tobacco  into  England.    And  the  Deputy  and  Com- 

Sittee,  appointed  to  attend  their  Lordihips,  offering  fome 
eaions,  they  were  told,  that  they  were  not  to  difpute  ac 
that  Board,  but  to  obey ;  and  fo  were  difmiffed,  with  high 
Marks  of  their  Difpleafure  and  Indignation. 

Thes£  Proceedings,  being  reported  to  the  Company, 
caufed  great  Grief  and  DcjeSion  among  them.  For  the 
Importation  of  Spanijhy  and  all  other  Tobaccoes,  was  then 
free ;  and  altho*  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  in  their  lafl  Sef- 
fion,  had  entered  into  fome  Confideration  about  it,  vet  I 
cannot  find,  that  any  thing  material  was  done  in  the  Mat- 
ter. And  as  to  the  King,  out  of  his  doating  Fondnefs  for 
the  Spanijh  Match,  and  his  eager  Defire,  to  give  ail  poffibl^ 
Fleafure  and  Advantage  to  his  good  Friend  and  Brother,  the 
King  Qf  Spain^  he  was  even  active  and  diligent,  to  proteA 
and  advance  the  Importation  of  Spanijh  Tobacco.  Howe- 
ver, the  Deputy  exhorted  the  Company  not  to  be  difcou- 
ra^  at  thefe  Difaflers.  For  he  hoped,  that  Gfod  would 
ftiJJ  exert  himfelf  in  the  ProteAion  of  Vtrginia^  who  had 
turned  for  the  bcfl,  divert  former  Proje&,  which  threatned 
the  Ruin  and  Deftrudion  of  the  Colony.  And  he  defired, 
that  having;  put  their  Hands  to  the  Plouffb,  they  would  not 
now  look  back,  or  be  weary  of  well-doms.  For  the  Ac« 
tion  was  univeriklly  confefTed,  to  be  moft  chriftian,  ho- 
nourable, and  glorious,  and  of  extreme  Confeauence  to  tht 
Commonwealth  and  Realm  of  England  \  ano  altho'  they 
might  feem  to  have  cnft  their  Bread  upon  the  Waterit  voc 
after  many  Days,  he  doubted  not,  but  they  ihould  fino  it 
again,  to  their  great  Comfort  and  Advantage.  And  he  far* 
ther  told  them,  that  oltho'  their  exhaufted  Treafury  had 
been  able  to  do  little  that  Year,  for  fendins  People  to  Vir» 
ginia^  yet  it  had  pleafed  God  to  ftir  up  io  many  worthy 
Minds,  for  the  Advancement  of  the  Colony,  that  no  left 
than  twenty  Ships  were  already  gone,  or  ready  to  go,  .in 
which  WQuld  be  tranfporccd  abgvc  a  thouland  Pcrfooi.  But 
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by  Captain  Smith's  Account,  there  were  twttltf  cue  AA 

ot  Ships  fent  this  Year,  with  thirteen  hundred  Men,  Wo* 

n^rSS^*  men,  and  Children ;  which  might  likewife  be  true,  as  it 

«ofei»9r.    ^^  oi^y  OSiober^  and  the  Year  not  concluded,  when  Mr. 

Deputy  Farrar  made  this  Report  to  the  Company. 

NTr.  Copilandy  Chaplain  to  the  Royal-James^  an  Eaji^ 
India  Ship  juft  returned  to  England^  by  his  Ejample  and 
Perfuafions,  prevailed  on  the  Ship's  Company  to  contribute 
feventy  Pounds,  towards  building  a  Church  or  a  Free-fchool 
in  Virginia  ;  and  an  unknown  Perfon  gave  thirty  Pounds 
snore,  to  make  the  Benefa£tion  an  hundred ;  to  which  twen- 
ty  five  Pounds  were  afterwards  added,  by  another  unknown 
rerfon.  It  was  therefore  determined  to  build  a  School  at 
Charles^ity  (which  was  Judged  the  moft  conmiodious  Plaoe^ 
and  moft  convenient  to  all  Parts  of  the  Colony)  by  the'Name 
of  the  Eajl-India  School ;  and  the  Company  allotted,  for 
the  Maintenance  of  the  Mafter  and  Ulher,  a  thoufand  A- 
cres  of  Land,  with  five  Servants  and  an  Overfeer,  This 
School  was  to  be  collegiate,  and  to  have  Dependence  upon 
the  Collefl;e  at  Henrico ;  into  which,  as  foon  as  the  College 
was  fufficiently  endowed,  and  capable  to  receive  them^  £e 
Scholars  were  to  be  admitted  and  advanced,  according  to 
their  Deferts  and  Proficiency  in  Learning.  Mr.  CopeUmd 
was  alfo  prefented  with  the  Freedom  of  the  Company,  and 
with  three  hundred  Acres  of  Land  in  Virginia.  And  Car- 
penters were  accordingly  fent  over  for  this  Purpofe^  early 
the  next  Year. 
«r?Vj#r»  On  the  i8th  of  rfovemberj  Sir  Francis  fVj/at  entered 
J^J^  ^*  upon  his  Government  j  but  inftead  of  his  hundred  Tenants,, 
he  received  only  forty  fix  from  Sir  George  YeardUyj  who 
refu(ied  to  make  the  Number  good,  as  he  was  under  no 
fuch  Contrad  with  the  Company,  when  he  came  Cover- 
nor,  and  as  he  had  even  offered  to  furrender  them  all  back 

E.  into  the  Company's  Hands.  Sir  Francis  fent  Mr. 
e  immediately,  to  Opitchapan  and  Opechancanough^  to 
m  all  former  Leagues,  between  the  Englljb  and  them^ 
They  both  exprefled  great  Satisfaction  at  the  Arrival  of  thia 
new  Governor,  ainl  were  content  that  the  Englijh  fliouldi 
inhabit  the  Country ;  and  Mr.  Thorpe  thought,  thathepor^ir 
ceived  more  Motions  of  Religion  in  Opechancanoughy  than 
could  eafily  be  imagined,  in  fo  great  Ignorance  and  BUnd-n 
nefs.  He  acknowledged  his  own  Relieion,  not  to  be  the 
right  Way  )  and  deiired  to  be  inftruSed  in  the  Chriftian 
Faith.  He  confcfTed,  that  God  loved  the  Engli^  better 
than  them ;  and  he  thought,  the  Caufe  of  Gxl's  Anger 
cgainft  thtm  was  their  Cuftbm  of  conjuring  their  ChiUren^ 
Mid  making  them  bUc)^  Boys.    He  bad  aUa  (bme  Know 
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ledge  of  the  Heilvensi  had  obferved  the  North  Star,  and 
the  C(Mtt  of  the  Coiifiellation  about  it ;  and  called  the  ^ 
Great  Bear,  Manguahaian^  which^  in  their  Language,  fig-  *J  ^V^ 
nified  the  fame.  He  gave  Mr.  Thorpe  Hopes  of  their  en-  ^^^ 
tertaining  fome  Englijb  Families  among  them^  and  their 
(ending  fome  of  theirs  to  cohabit  with  the  EngUJb ;  and 
confirmed  a  fbrtner  Promife,  of  fending  a  Guide  with  the 
EngUJb  to  fome  Mines  beyond  the  Falls.  But  all  thefe  fair 
ProiFdSions  and  Promifes,  feem  to  have  been  only  Diflimu* 
lation  and  Policy.  For  that  favage  Prince  certainly  never 
had  any  realFriendfhip  or  Love  for  the  Englijh ;  but  watch* 
cd  all  proper  Opportunities  and  Pretences,  t»  do  them  Mif* 
chief,  or  even  utterly  deflroy  them.  It  was  likewifc  or* 
dered,  upon  the  Acceflion  of  this  new  Governor,  that  th» 
Colony  inould  only  tend  a  thoufand  Plants,  for  every  Head^ 
with  nine  Leaves  on  each  Plant ;  which,  by  their  Uompu* 
Cation,  would  amount  to  about  an  hundred  Weight,  ac^ 
cording  to  the  Companjr's  exprefs  Inflrudions,  in  Confe* 
quencc  of  his  Majef^s  Defire  and  Advice.  Mr.  Gookm 
too,  who  was  under  Contract  with  the  Company  for  Cat« 
tie,  arrived  with  them  out  of  Inlandy  on  the  22d  of  N^* 
vmber ;  and  he  brought  with  him  fiftv  Men  of  his  own^ 
and  thirty  PafTengers,  exceedingly  well  fumifhed  widi  all 
Kinds  of  rrovifion,  and  fcated  himfelf  at  Niwporf^Nixvt. 
The  Inhabitants  alfo  made  a  Contribution  of  fifteen  hun* 
dred  P^Mmds,  to  build  a  Guefl-houfe,  for  the  Reception 
and  Entertainment  of  New-Comers ;  which  was  according* 

^  undertaken,  and  in  a  Way  of  being  well  executed,  by 
ieutenant  Jabt^  Whitakir^  to  his  own  great  Commenda«» 
tion,  and  to  the  general  Sati^^adion  of  the  People  here,  and 
the  Company  in  London. 

Before  I  iinifh  this  Year,  it  will  not  be  improper, 
briefly  to  remark,  what  then  pafled  in  the  Parliament  of 
England.  There  were  two  Seflions  of  Parliament  this 
Year.  The  firfl  began  in  January^  and  pafTed  off  pcacea* 
Wy.  Thev  granted  the  Kmg  Money,  to  fupport  the  P<x- 
latim  of  the  Rhint^  againfl  the  Houfe  of  Auflria ;  and 
were  content  to  fupprefs  fome  Monopolies,  without  touch- 
ing on  their  Author,  the  Marquifs  of  Buckingbaniy  altho' 
be  was  generally  known,  and  even  plainly  accufed  of  it,  by 
Sr  Hinry  Ttlvertonj  the  late  Attorney-General.  However 
I  do  not  find,  that  the  Monopoly  of  Tobacco  came  under 
their  Reflraiut.  Only  the  eminent  Lawyers  of  the  Houie 
of  Commons  declared  the  Patent  for  Garbling  utterly  ille* 
sal,  and  a  great  Grievance  in  the  Eredion,  but  much  more 
fo,  if  it  fhould  be  brought  into  Execution.  And  this  Seffion 
Vii  alfo  aMthcr  good  £ffe& :  For  at  their  very  firft  Meet* 
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i6si.     ing^  the  Reftraint  on  Tobacco  was  taken  ofls  jiad  loberti^

Sr'i/'^Go*  i^"^*  which  indeed,  I  fuppofe,  was  the  Reafbn,  Aat  nd* 

^£il^^    '  ther  the  Company's  Petition  was  delivered,  nor  any  thing 

elfe  done  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  with  Relation  to  that 

tmlawful,  unjuft,  and  opprefTive  Monopoly. 

Thb  fecond  Seffion  began  the  20th  of  November^  and 
was  hot  and  angry.  The  Difpute  between  the  King  and 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  concerning  the  Extent  oif  the 
Royal  Prerogative,  and  the  Rights,  tranchifes,  and  Privr- 
leges  of  Parliament;  rofe  fo  high,  that  the  King  firft  ad- 
journcd,  and  then  difiblved  them,  in  a  Paffion.  However 
before  that  could  be  done,  the  Commons  entered  upon 
their  Journals  a  Proteftation,  afierting  their  Parliamentary 
Rights  and  Privileges.  But  the  King,  eleven  Days  after 
the  Adjournment,  called  for  the  Clerk  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  \  and  demanding  the  Journals,  he  declared,  in 
full  Council,  and  in  the  Prefence  of  all  the  Judges  then  in 
1  own,  that  it  was  invalid,  annulled.  Void,  and  of  no  £f- 
fed  \  and  did  moreover,  with  his  own  Hand,  take  the  laid 
Proteftation  out  of  the  Journal-Book  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons.  And  not  content  with  thefe  Marks  of  his  DH^ 
pleafure,  he  proceeded  farther  againft  fome  of  the  warmeft 
of  the  Houfe  of  Commons ;  whom  he  ftiled,  fiery,  popu- 
lar,  and  ill-tempered  Spirits.  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  vms  im^ 
prifoned  during  the  Seflion,  which  caufed  a  great  Tumult 
in  the  Houfe.  And^^ltho'  the  King,  upon  the  Houfe't 
fending  a  MefTage  to  Sir  Edwhy  to  know  the  Reafon  of 
his  Confinement,  declared,  in  a  Letter  to  the  Speaker,  that 
it  was  not  for  any  Mifdemeanor  in  Parliament,  Vet  I  fuf* 
pe£i,  hjs  Imprifonment  was  defigned,  to  prevent  nim  from 
aAinff  with  Vigor,  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Monopoly,  and  oth^t 
illenu  Opprefiiont  on  Tobacco }  and  this  the  more  efpe^ 
eially,  as  I  can  no  where  find,  that  any  Reafon  or  ?ttUno$ 
was  given  for  bis  Commitment  However,  the  King'f  O* 
pinioh,  concerning  hit  Power  over  the  Members,  wu 
plablv  exprefled  in  that  Letter.  For  he  orders  liht  Speakeii 
to  tell  the  Houfe,  in  his  Namet  that  he  conedvod  nimfetf 
to  have  both  Ri^t  and  Ability,  to^puniih  anv  Man't 
Mifdemeanors  in  Parliament,  at  well  during  their  flttii^ 
M  afters  which  Power  he  meant  not  bereamr  to  (jpare,  ao 
Occafion  Ihould  be  adminiftred,  by  the  bfolent  Behavkmf 
of  any  of  their  Members*  And  agreeably  to  this  Decla^ 
ration,  Sir  Edward  Cokt^  the  great  Lawyer,  8{r  Rthiri 
Philiffy  Mr.  y$hn  Sfldfn^  another  Prodigy  of  Law,  and 
lULKmds  of  Knowledge,  Mr.  Pym,  and  Mr.  Matttrj^  wert 
imprifonedi  after  the  Keccfs,  proftilbdly  for  their  Bfhaviou* 
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in  Parliament.    AxA  Six  Dudley  Digges^  S\x  Thomas  Cnw^    x<at« 
&  Nathaniel  Ricbj  and  Sir  ^ames  Perrofy  were  fcnt  into^^-v— ^ 
Ireland^  under  Pretence  of  hujuiring  into  fundry  Matters,  SljJ^^f! 
relating  to  his  Majefty's  Service  in  that  Kingdom,  but,  in  JS^ 
ReaUty,  by  Way  of  Banifhment-    TKe  Earls  of  Qxfvrd        "^ 
«nd  Southampton  were  likewife  fent  to  the  Tower,  foon  af« 
|er  the  Diflblution,  on  fome  far-fetched  Pretences.    But  the 
true  Reafqn  was  eafily  and  publicjdy  perceived,  and  duit 
their  real  Crime  was,  having  fpoke  too  freely  in  Parliament 
concerning  the  King's  Condu^ 

I  have  made  this  Relation,  not  fo  much  as  it  is  a  remark* 
able  iEra  in  the  Englljh  Hift6ry,  which  raive  Rife  to  twi^ 
profefled  Parties,  the  one  for  the  King's  Prerogative,  am} 
the  other  for  the  Rights  of  Parliament  and  the  Liberty  of 
the  SubjeA  \  nor  as  it  was  alfo  the  firft  open  Breach,  be« 
tween  the  King  and  the  People,  which,  by  fubfequent 
Provocations  and  Heart-burnings,  at  laft  broke  out,  into  a 
moft  unhappyjsmd  virulent  Civil  War.  But  I  have  men«» 
tioned  the(e  Things  chiefly,  as  they  relate  to  mv  ^ubjed^ 
and  will  contribute  to  let  the  Reader  more  fuUy  into  the 
^rings  and  Motives  of  fome  future  Tranfadions.  For  iC 
wQl  be  readily  perceived,  that  many  of  the  moft  eminent 
and  adive  Oppofers,  in  Parliament,  of  the  King's  arbitrary 
Views,  were  alfo  principal  and  leading  Members  of  the  ^r* 
gima  Company  i  and  it  is  well  known,  with  what  an  £yt 
of  Jealoufy  and  Difpleafure,  that  Prince  ever  looked  upon 
fuch,  as  dared  to  ^and  up  for  the  Liber^of  their  Country^ 
or  were  fo  &r  iiifeded  with  the  mortal  Taint  of  a  publick 
for  as  he  thought  \t)  a  republican  Spirit,  as  to  oppofe  hil 
Claim  to  an  unlimited  and  defpotick  Power.  It  will  not 
therefore  be  furprifing,  to  find  him  hereafter,  notwith* 
^bmding  hb  many  affe^d  and  anile  Profeflions  of  Lfove  and 
Affiedion  to  the  Colonies^  not  only  much  difgufted  at  the 
Company,  and  litde  inclined  to  do  them  any  Favour,  but 
even,  in  their  Diflblution,  making  a  Stretch  of  that  Prero* 
gative,  which  many  of  them  had  the  Boldnefs  to  queftioii 
aiid  withfbnd. 

But  the  Colony  being  now  much  enlarged  and  en-  xi^ 
ereafed,  it  was  found  very  troublefome  to  bring  aU  Caufes 
to  JameS'Town.  Inferior  Courts  were  therefore,  in  the 
Beginning  of  the  Year  1622,  appointed  in  convenient  Places^, 
to  relieve  the  Governor  and  Council  from  this  vaft  Burtheii 
of  Bufinefs,  and  to  render  Juftice  the  more  cheap  and  ac«- 
ceffible.  This  was  the  Original  and  Fotmdation  of  our 
County  Courts  ;  altho'  the  Coun^  was  not  yet  laid  off  in 
Counties,  but  ftill  continued  in  Townihips  and  particular 
Fbl|tations«  as  they  called  thofe  Settkmtnts^  which  were 
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i6ti.     not  conTiderabk  enougliy  to  have  the  Tide  anlFR»ik|e«| 
^■"V"^  Burroughs. 

Sw^Gfli!  ®^^  *'^  ^^^  *^  rendered  moft  memorable  in  ouf 
(^^,  Annals,  by  a  cruel  and  bloody  Maflacre,  conceited  by  0- 
pecbancanougb  and  the  Indians^  and  executed  on  th^Eng^ 
Colony,  on  the  22d  of  March,  upon  the  following  Oc^ 
cafion  and  Manner.  There  was  a  noted  Indian^  called  .Ni>* 
mattanowy  who  was  wont,  out  of  Bravery  and  Parade,  to 
drefs  himfelf  up,  in  a  ftrange  antic  and  barbaric  Fafliioii^ 
with  Feathers  \  which  therefore  obtained  him,*  among  the 
Englijh^  the  Name  of  Jatk  of  the  Fealber.  This  Indiam 
was  highly  renowned  among  his  Codntrymen,  for  Courage 
and  Policy ;  and  was  uhiverfairy  efteemed  by  them  the  great* 
eft  War-Captain  of  thofe  Tiroes.  He  had  iScen  in  many 
Skirmiihes  and  Engagements  with  the  EngUJhy  and  bravely 
expofed  his  Perfon ;  yet  by  his  A£tivity,  ConduA,  and  good 
Fortune,  he  had  always  efcaped  without  a  Wound.  This, 
aided  by  his  Craft  and  Ambition,  eufily  wrought,  in  the 
Minds  of  thofe  ignorant  and  fuperftidous  Barbarians,  afoai 
Conceit,  that  he  was  invulnerable  and  immortal.  TMi 
Captain  came  to  the  Houfe  of  one  Morgan,  who  had  many 
fud)  Commodities,  as  fuited  the  rude  Tafte  of  the  Indians. 
Being  fmit  with  the  Deiire  of  fome  of  thofe  Baubles,  he 
perfuaded  Morgan  to  go  with  him  to  Pamunkey,  upon  thef 
Promife  and  Aflurance  of  a  certain  and  advantageous  Traf- 
fick.  But,  upon  the  Way,  he  murdered  the  poor  cred^• 
lous  Englijhman ;  and  within  two  or  three  Days,  returned 
again  to  hb  Houfe.  There  were  only  two  iturdy  Ladi 
there,  the  late  Morgan^  Servants ;  who  feeing  him  wear 
their  Matter's  Cap,  afked  for  their  Mafter,  and  Jack  frank-*> 
ly  told  them  heiVas  dead.  Being  confirmed  in  their  Suf- 
picion,  they  feifed  him,  and  endeavoured  to  carry  him  be« 
fore  Mr.  Thorpe,  who  then  lived  at  Berkeley*  But  Jack  fa 
provoked  them«  by  his  Refiflance  and  Infolence,  that  at 
laft  they  (hot  him  down,  and  put  him  Into  a  Boat,  In  order 
to  carry  him  before  the  Governor,  who  was  then  within  fe-: 
vcn  or  eight  Miles  of  the  Place.  On  the  Way,  our  fainting 
Immortd  felt  the  Pangs  of  Death  very  ftrong  upon  him, 
and  eamefUy  entreated  the  Boys  to  grant  him  two  things  i 
firfl,  never  to  make  it  known  that  he  was  (lain  bv  a  Bullet  i 
and  fecondly,  to  bury  him  among  the  Englijh,  tnat  the  cer« 
tain  Knowledge,  and  Monument  of  his  Mortality,  mightf 
be  flill  concealed,  and  kept  from  the  Sight  of  his  Coun- 
trymen. Such  v^as  the  Vanity  of  this  poor  Barbarian,  and 
fo  flrong  his  Defire  of  hlk  Glory  in  the  Opinion  of  others, 
againft  the  Experience  and  (Jain  Convi^on  of  his  own 
%nfe» 
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C^jfiwM#lffi&  was  a  haughty,  politic,  and  bloody  Man, 
lever  intent  on  the  Dedru^on  of  the  Engiijh^  and  ready  ^ 
to  catch  at  every  Pretence,  for  effeding  his  Purpofc.    He  ^  ^'^^^'^ 
bad  been  difcovered,  the  Year  before,  tampering  with  a  ^^^^  "^ 
King  on  the  Eaftem  Sh$re^  to  furnifh  him  with  a  Poifon^ 
either  real  or  fuppofed,  in  order  to  poifon  the  Englijh  Co- 
lony.    He  had  aJfo  been  accufed  to  the  Governor,  of  a  De- 
fign,  to  draw  together  a  very  great  Force,  under  Colour  of 
Celebrating  fome  funeral  Rites  to  Powhatan^  but  really  with 
Intent  to  cut  oflF  all  the  Englijb.     But  Sir  George  Yeardley^ 
by  this  Information,  was  rendered  very  watchful  of  hb  Mo* 
tions ;  fo  that  he  was  either  difappointed  in  his  Scheme, 
or  elfe,  as  Sir  George  thought,  had  never  really  formed  any 
fuch  Dcfign.     As  to  this  Warrior,  he  was  fo  far  from  be- 
ing in  his  Favour,  that  he  had  fent  Word  to  Sir  George 
Teardley^  fome  time  before,  that  he  ihould  be  content,  if 
his  Throat  were  cut     Yet  he  being  a  popular  Man,  and 
much  bmented  by  the  Indiansy  Opechancanougb  pretended, 
the  better  to  inflame  and  exafperate  them,   to  be  much 
grieved  at  his  Death,  and  was  very  loud,  at  firft,  in  hi9 
Threats  of  Revenge.    But  the  Reafon  and  Juftice  of  the 
thing  being  evinced^  and  receiving  alfo  fome  ftem  and  re- 
folute  Anfwers  from  the  Englijh^  he  cunningly  diflembled 
bis  Intent  for  the  prefent,  and  treated  a  Meflenger,  fent  to 
bim  about  the  Middle  t>f  Marcb^  with  extreme  Civility  and 
Kindnefs ;  afTurine  him,  that  he  held  the  Peace  fo  futA^ 
that  the  Sky  fhoiud  fall  fooner,  than  it  (ho^ld  be  violated 
on  his  Part.    And  fuch  was  the  Treachery  and  Di/fimula- 
tion  of  the  reft  of  the  Indians^  that,  but  two  Days  before, 
they  kindly  conduced  the  Englijh  through  the  Woods,  and 
fent  home  one  that  lived  among  them,  to  learn  their  Lan- 
guage.    Nay,  on  the  very  Morning  of  that  fatal  Day,  as 
alfo  the  Evening  before,  they  came,  as  at  other  Times,  un- 
armed into  the  Houfes  of  the  Engltjh^  with  Deer,  Turkies, 
FiAi,  Fruits,  and  other  things  to  fell ;  and  in  fome  Places, 
fit  down  to  Brcakfaft  with  them.     Yet  fo  general  was  the 
Conlbination,  and  their  Plot  fo  well  laid,    to  cut    iF  the 
whole  Colony,  in  one  Day,  and  at  the  fame  Inftant,  that 
thev  had  all  Warning,  one  from  another,  through  all  their 
Habitation^  though  far  diftant  from  each  other,  and  every 
Party  and  Nation  had  their  Stations  appointed,  and  Parts 
affigned,  at  the  Plantations  of  the  Englijh^  fome  being  di- 
leded  to  one  Place,  and  fome  to  another. 

Th«  Englijhy  on  the  other  hand,  were  by  this  Beha- 
viour, as  well  as  en  other  Accounts,  lulled  into  a  fatal  Se- 
curity.    They  ihoug  \t  the  Peace  fure  and  inviolable,  not 
fc  much  bccaufe  of  their  folemn  Promifes  and  Engage- 
P  mencs. 
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x6>»*  ments,  a»  becaufe-it  was  highly  ufeful  and  ntctftrjr  to^ 
^— >^-~^  ImUans  themfelves*  For  thofe  poor,  weak,  and  naked  Bttw 
•j  '^'■^^  barianr  were,  every  way,  advantaged  by  the  Englijh.  hf 
Wmof.  ^^  Peace,  they  were  fafdy  fheltered  and  defended  from  aK 
other  Enemies ;  they  were  fupplied  with  feveral  neoeflary 
Tools  and  Utenfils,  and  other  Commodities  of  Pleafare  and 
Entertainment ;  they  were  fomething  acquainted  with,  and 
|ot  a  Tafle  of  Civil  Life  ;  and  were  befides  no  ways  in  a 
Condition,  to  withftand  an  Englijb  War,  becaufe  of  the 
Superiority  of  their  Arms,  the  Advantage  of  their  Difci* 
pline  and  native  Courage,  and  their  greater  Skill  in  all  militsr^ 
jy  Arts  and  Stratagems.  The  Englijh  had  likewife  ever 
treated  them  with  the  utmoft  Humanity  and  Kindnefs,  out 
of  the  Hope  and  Defirc,  of  thereby  alluring  and  bringing 
them  over,  to  the  Knowledge  of  God  and  his  true  Religion. 
For  nothing  was  more  earneftly  recommended  from  En* 
glandf  or  more  heartily  defired  and  endeavoured  by  many 

i^ood  and  pious  Perfons  of  the  Colony,  than  their  Conver- 
ion  y  which,  agreeably  to  the  Spirit  of  the  Gofpel,  and  of 
the  Proteftant  Religion,  and  gr»tly  to  the  Honour  of  our 
Nation,  was  always,  purfued,  bv  the  Wap  of  Gentlendl 
and  Perfuafion,  and  never  bv  thofe  imchriftian  Arguments 
of  Fire  and  Sword.  On  all  thcfe  Accounts,  the  Englijb 
were  fo  confident  and  fecure,  that  there  could  fddom  be  met 
with,  in  their  Houfes,  a  Sword  or  a  Firelock,  and  moft  of 
their  Plantations  were  feated  in  a  fi^ttercd  smd  ftraggliiu; 
Manner,  as  a  convenient  Situation,  or  ^  choice  Vein  of  ricS 
Land,  invited  them  ;  and  indeed  it  was  generally  thought^ 
the  further  from  Neighbours  the  better.  All  Indians  weiv 
kindly  received  into  their  Houfes,  fed  at  their  Tables,  and 
even  lodged  in  their  Bedchambers ;  fo  that  they  feemeji 
entirely  to  have  coalefced,  and  to  live  together,  as  one  Pto* 
pie.  And  the  Englijb  were  fo  far  infatuated,  by  an  Opini- 
on  of  their  Simplici^,  and  of  their  Inclination,  and  even 
Intereft,  to  maintain  the  Peace,  that  they  lent  them  their 
Boats,  as  they  paiTed  backwards  and  foTW2Td$y  tp  conceit 
their  Meafures,  and  to  confult  upon  the  execrable  Defig^ 
of  murdering  and  utterly  extirpating  the  whole  Nation. 

The  Hour  appointed  being  come,  and  the  IndihiSy  hf 
Reafon  of  their  Familiarity,  knowing  exa6Uy,  in  wkat 
Places  and  Quarters  every  Englijhman  was  to  be  tamii 
rofe  upon  them  at  once,  fparing  neither  Sex  nor  Age,  M^t 
Woman,  nor  Child  ;  and  they  were  fo  quick  and  fuddengl 
their  Execution,  that  few  perceived  the  Weapon  or  Blon 
that  brought  them  to  their  End.  Some  entered  tiMJc 
Houfes,  under  Colour  of  Trade ;  others  drew  them  abroad, 
upon  fpccious  Pretences ;  whilft  the  reft  fell  fuddenly  on 
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titofe,  that  were  at  tbeir  feveral  Works  and  Labours.  And     i6ta. 
thus,  in  one  Hour,  and  almoft  at  the  (ame  Inftant,  fell  ^'— v"^ 
three  hundred  and  fornr  fcven.  Men,  Women,  and  Chfl-  ^  ^^^' 
dren ;  moft  of  them,  by  their  own  Tools  and  Weapons,  J2wr, 
and  all,  by  the  Hands  of  a  perfidious,  naked,  and  dafbrdly 
People,  who  durft  not  ftand  the  prefenting  of  a  StaflF,  in 
Manner  of  a  Firelock,  nor  an  uncharged  Piece,  in  the 
Hands  of  a  Woman.    Neither  were  they  content  with  their 
Lives  only )  but  they  fell  again  upon  their  dead  Bodies,  de- 
facing, dragging,  and  mangling  them  into  many  Pieces, 
and  tarrying  fome  Parts  away,  with  a  bafe  aiKi  brutifli 
Triumph. 

In  this  Havock,  fix  of  the  G>uncil  were  flain.  For 
diofe  Blood-hounds,  with  equal  Spight  and  Barbarity,  mur- 
dered all  before  them,  without  any  Remorfe  or  Pity,  and 
without  having  any  Regard  to  Dignity,  or  even  to  thofe 
Perfons  who  were  bcft  known  to  them,  or  from  whom 
they  had  daily  received  many  Benefits.  Amone  thefe  was 
that  pious,  worthy,  and  religious  Gentleman,  Mr.  George 
Thorpe  J  Deputy  to  the  College  Lands,  and  both  in  Com- 
mand and  Delert,  one  of  the  Prindpol  in  Virginia.  He 
had  been  of  the  King's  Bed-Chamber,  and  was  a  Perfon  of 
confiderable  Figure  in  England.  Yet  fo  truly  and  eameftly 
did  he  affed  their  Convemon,  that  he  left  all  at  home,  and 
came  over  chief  Manager  to  the  College,  a  Foundation 
defigned  for  their  Education  and  Converfioo.  And  here  he 
ieverdy  puniihed,  whofoever,  under  him,  did  them  the 
leaft  Difpleafure.  He  thought  nothing  too.  dear  or  precious 
for  them,  nor  ever  denied  them  any  thing.  Infomuch  that^ 
beine  frightened  at  the  EngUJh  Maftives,  he  caufed  fome 
of  them  to  be  killed  in  their  Prefence,  to  the  great  Grief 
of  their  Owners,  and  would  fain  have  had  all  the  reft  eelt, 
to  make  them  mild  and  peaceable.  He  alfo  built  the  King 
a  handfome  Houfe,  after  the  EngUJh  Fafliion  \  in  which  he 
took  fuch  Pleafure,  efpeciallv  in  the  Lock  and  Key,  that  he 
would  lock  and  unlock  his  l3oor,  an  hundred  times  a  l^^y^ 
and  was  fo  taken  with  the  Device,  that  he  thought  nothing 
in  the  Word  comparable  to  it.  And  thus  infmuating  him- 
felf  into  that  Barbarian's  Favour,  he  would  often  confer 
with  him  about  Religion;  and  that  treacherous  Infidel 
would  fecm  much  pleafed  \^'ith  his  Difcourfe  and  Compa- 
ny, and  very  dcfirous  to  requite  all  his  Courtefy  and  Kind- 
nefs.  Yet  did  this  ungrcjttul  and  viperous  Brood,  not  only 
murder  this  good  G^intlcman,  but  with  fuch  Spight  and 
Scorn  abufc  his  dead  Corps,  as  is  unfit  to  be  heard,  or  re- 
lated. At  the  very  Mmute  of  the  Execution,  his  Man, 
perceiving  fome  Treachery,  warned  him  to  look  to  himfclf ; 
P  2  and 
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1621.     and  withal  ran  ofF,  and  fo  faved  his  own  Life.    But  hit 

^— >/ — ^  Mafter,  out  of  his  good  Meaning,  was  fo  void  of  Sufpicioif^ 

^Jt^^'o'  ^"^  ^^^  ^^  Confidence,  that  they  had  flain  him  before  ho 

Tcrnor.  ^'  ^^^1^>  or  would  believe,  they  intended  any  Harm.    Captain 

Nathaniel  Powelj  another  of  the  Council,  who  had  fomc 

time  been  Governor  of  the  Country,  was  alfo  killed.    He 

was  one  of  the  firit  Planters,  a  brave  Soldier,  had  dcferved 

VrSR  in  all  Ways,  was  univerfally  valued  and  efleemed  by 

all  Parties  and  Fa6lions,  and  none  in  tlic  Country  better 

known  among  the  Indians.     Yet  they  flew  both  him  and 

his  Family ;  and  afterwards  haggled  their  Bodies,  and  cut 

off  his  Head,  to  exprefs  their  utmofl  Height  of  Scorn  and 

Cruelty. 

This  Slaughter  was  a  deep  and  grievous  Wound  to  the 
yet  weak  and  Infant  Colony  ;  but  it  would  have  been  much 
more  general,  and  almcll  univerfal,  if  God  had  not  put  it 
into  the  Heart  of  a  converted  Indian^  to  make  a  Difcovery. 
1*his  Convert,  whofc  Name  was  Chanco^  lived  with  one 
Richard  Pace,  who  treated  him,  as  his  own  Son.  The 
Night  before  the  MafTacre,  another  Indian^  his  Brother^ 
lay  with  him  ;  and  telling  him  the  King's  Command,  and 
that  the  Execution  would  be  performed  the  next  Day,  he 
urged  him  to  rife  and  kitl  Paa^  as  he  intended  to  do  by 
Perry^  his  Friend.  As  foon  as  his  Brother  was  gone,*th& 
Chriflian  Indian  rofe,  and  went  "and  revealed  the  whole 
Matter  tq  Pace ;  who  immediately  eave  Notice  thereof  to 
Captain  William  Powel^  and  having  fecured  his  own  Houfe, 
rowed  off  before  Day  to  James-Towny  and  informed  the 
Governor  of  it.  By  this  Means,  their  Dcfign  was  prevent- 
ed at  JameS'Towny  and  all  fuch  Plantations,  as  could  poffi- 
bly  get  Intelligence  in  time.  For  wherc-ever  they  faw  the 
Englijh  upon  their  Guard,  or  a  fmglc  Mulket  prefented, 
tlicy  ran  off,  and  abandoned  their  Attempt. 

Such  alfo,  at  other  Places,  as  had  fufficient  Warning 
to  make  Refiftance,  faved  their  Lives.  Nathaniel  Caufie^ 
one  of  Captain  Smithes  old  Soldiers,  being  cruelly  wounded, 
did,  with  an  Axe,  cleave  down  one  of  their  Sculls ;  and 
tho'  they  were  all  about  him,  yet  they  fled  away,  and  he 
cfcaped.  At  another  Place,  two  Men  only,  having  Notice 
of  their  Defign,  defended  a  Houfe  againit  fixty  or  more, 
that  aflaulted  it.  At  IVarrafqueake^  one  Mr.  Baldwin^ 
when  his  Wife  was  fo  wounded,  that  fhe  lay  for  dead,  yet 
by  often  difcharging  his  Piece,  drove  them  off,  and  faved 
b  )th  her  and  his  Houfe,  together  with  himfelf  and  divers 
Qthtrs.  At  Mr.  Harrifon's^  about  half  a  Mile  from  Bald' 
tt"'»7%,  was  Mr.  Thomas  Hajner^  with  fix  Men,  and  eigh- 
teen or  nineteen  Women  and  Children.    To  ixim  the  i«- 
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diatu  came,  with  many  Prefents  and  ^ir  Profeffioiis.  They 
pretended,  they  wanted  Captain  Ralph  Hamtr^  to  go  to  ^ 
their  King,  tlien  hunting  in  the  Woods.  Mr.  Harmr  fenj  ^ij  ^'^**««^ 
immediattly  for  his  Brother,  who  was  at  a  new  Houfe,  he  ^^^^ 
was  then  building.  But  he  not  coming  according  to  their 
Wiflij  they  fet  \  ire  to  a  Tobacco  Houfe,  and  came  and 
told  tijcm  m  the  Dwelling  Houfe  of  it.  The  Men  ran  to- 
wards it ;  and  the  Indiahs  following,  firft  ihot  them  full  of 
Arrows,  •  and  afterwards  beat  out  their  Brains.  Mr.  Hamer^ 
having  finiibed  a  Letter  he  was  writing,  ran  out  to  fee 
what  was  the  Matter.  But  he  foon  received  an  Arrow  in  hia 
Back,  which  obliged  him  to  retire  into  the  Houfe,  and 
fafiirricade  the  Doors.  Hereupon  the  Indians  fet  Fire  to  the 
Houfe ;  but  Harrifon's  Boy,  juft  at  that  InAant,  finding 
his  Mafter's  Gun  loaded,  mot  at  Random.  At  the  bare 
Report,  the  Indians  all  fled ;  and  thereby  left  the  Way  o- 
pen  to  Mr.  Hamer  and  twenty  two  more,  to  get  to  Bald" 
unt^s  Houfe.  Captain  -Ralfh  Hamer y  all  this  while,  was 
wholly  ignorant  of  what  was  paffing ;  but  coming  to  his 
Brother,  who  had  fent  for  him,  he  met  the  Indians^  cha<^ 
iing  fome  of  the  EngUJh.  Whereupon  he  retired  to  hb  new 
Houfe,  and  with  only  Spades,  Axes,  and  Brickbats,  de* 
fended  himfelf  and  his  Company,  till  the  Savages  departed^ 
Sodn  after,  the  Mafter  of  a  Ship,  lyins  near,  and  perceive- 
ing  thq.Confufion,  fent  him  fix  Mulketeers^  with  whom 
he  recovered  their  Merchant's  Store-houfe,  and  armed  teii 
more ;  and  fo,  with  thirty  other  unarmed  Workmen,  he 
found  out  his  Brother  and  the  reft,  at  Baldwin's.  But  in 
fhe  Midft  of  this  miferablc  Slaughter  and  Uproar,  a  little 
Houfe  and  fmall  Family,  not  far  froip  Martin's  Hundred, 
^  which  Place  aloqe  fcventy  three  were  flain,  not  only 
cicaped,  but  never  heard  any  thing  of  it,  till  two  Days  after. 
At  this  time  alfo.  Captain  Ralegh  Crojhaw  was  in  Pa^ 
Uwmack  River,  trading  in  a  fmall  Bark,  commanded  by 
Captain  Spibnan.  There  an  Indian  ftole  aboard,  and  told 
them  of  the  Maflacre;  and  that  Opechancanough  had  been 
pradifing  with  his  King  and  Country,  to  betray  them,  which 
they  refufed  to  do  5  but  tliat  the  Indians  oUrtghcocomoco  had 
undertaken  it.  Hereupon  Captain  Spdman  went  thither. 
But  they,  feeing  his  Men  fo  vigilant  and  well  armed,  fuf* 
peftcd  themfejves  to  be  difcovered  ;  and  therefore,  the  bet* 
ter  to  colour  their  Guilt,  apd  delude  him,  they  gave  him 
fuch  Satisfadion  in  his  Trade,  that  his  Veflel  was  foon  near 
loaded.  After  this,  Captain  Crojhaw  went  up  to  Patow^ 
mack^  He  had  been  long  acquainted  with  that  King  \  w!io 
now  very  eam^ly  entreated  him,  to  ftay  with  him,  and 
to  t>?  b49  ]Frie|id|  his  Diredlor,  and  Captaipi  againft  fever^l 
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neighbouring  Nations,  hi$  mortal  Enemies.    Crojbaw  verv 

'  readily  embraced  his  Offer  ;  as  well  to  promote  fome  pn-> 

Sir  Fr.inds  yatc  Vicws  of  hb  own  in  Trade,  as  to  keep  him  firm  to  the 

waor.^'  ^H^^fl^  Intcreft,  and  make  him  an  ufeful  Opponent  and  b^ 

ftrumcnt  againft  Otechancanough.     Therefore,  relyine  on 

the  Faith  of  this  Barbarian,  he  ventured,  with  one  Mau 

onlv,  to  ftay  behind  at  Patowmack. 

In  the  Beginning  of  this  Year,  before  the  G>ntrivance 
and  Perpetration  of  this  bloody  Confpiracy  in  Virginia^  thq 
unknown  Gentleman  in  England^  who  had  given  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty  Pounds,  towards  ^e  Converfion  and  £duca-> 
tion  of  Indian  Children,  having  waited  two  Years,  and  re- 
ceived no  fatisfadtory  Account  of  the  efFc^al  Profecutton 
of  his  Defign,  wrote  a  Letter  to  the  Companv.  Herein  he 
complains,  that  what  was  done  in  that  Affair,  did  by  no 
Means  anfwcr  his  ExpcAation  or  Intent.  And  he  requires, 
of  the  whole  Bodv  of  the  Company,  towards  which  he  ex- 
prcffes  much  Rcfpc6^,  and  an  entire  Confidence  in  their 
Uprightncfs  and  Integrity,  that,  as  he  had  entruflcd  the 
Difpofal  of  that  Money,  a  great  and  painfully  gotten  Part  rf 
his  Eflatc,  to  their  Care  and  Management,  fo  they  would 
(ee  the  fame,  fpeedily  and  faithfully  applied,  to  the  Ufe  in- 
tended. And  he  further  propofed  to  them,  the  procuring  fome 
of  the  male  Children  of  the  Indians^  to  be  brought  over  in- 
^o  England  {where  they  might  be  immediately  under  the 
Company's  Eye  and  Infocftion)  there  to  be  educated  and 
taught,  and  to  wear  a  Habit,  as  the  Children  of  Chrj^^ 
Church  Hofpit^l  do.  In  that  Cafe,  he  defires,  that  the  five 
hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  might  be  converted  to  that  Ufe  i 
and  he  faithfully  promifes,  to  add  four  hundred  and  fifty 
Pounds  more,  to  make  the  former  Sum  a  thoufand,  as  fooit 
as  eight  or  ten  Indian  Children  (hould  be  placed  in  Londm^ 
either  in  Chrijih-Hofpitaly  or  in  the  Vtrginta  School  or 
Hofpital,  as  it  might  be  called ;  which,  he  doubted  not, 
would  be  Yearly  augmented,  by  the  Legacies  and  Gifts  of 
good  Men.  But  if  they  liked  not  this  I^opofition,  then  it 
was  his  humble  Suit  and  Motion,  that  the  former  Gift,  of 
five  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  fhould  be  immediately  ap* 
plied,  and  wholly  beflowed,  upon  a  Free-School  in  5wr- 
thampton  Hundred,  or  fuch  other  Place,  as  he  or  his  Friends 
fhould  approve:  That  in  this  School,  properlv  endowed 
with  fuch  rrivilcgcs,  as  they,  in  their  Wifdom,  fnould  think 
fit,  both  Englijh  and  Indians  fhould  be  promifcuoufly  taught 
and  brought  up  together ;  and  that  great  Care  fhould  be 
taken,  to  fend  over  fuch  a  Mafler,  as  fhould  bring  a  found 
Teftimonial,  of  his  Sufficiency  in  I;earning,  and  Sincerity 
of  Life.     And  fo  praying,  that  the  Lord  would  give  theifi 
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wife  t4»derflaiiding  Hearts,  that  hit  Work  herein  might  iiot    i6m. 
be  negligently  peiformed,  he  concludes,  and  fubCcrib^  him-  '^-'-v*"^ 
felf  Dufi  and  AJhes ;  a  Name  which  he  had  ever,  from  the  ^  j^"'^ 
4rft,  aflumed  and  made  Ufe  of,  in  this  Affiur.  ^ J^^ 

This  important  Letter  being  read  inG>urt,  Sir  Edwin 
^andjs  gave  the  Company  a  particular  Account  of  that 
whole  fiufinefs :  That  the  Money  had  been  brought,  in  the 
Time  of  hu  being  Treafurer :  Tnat,  upon  majture  Deliber- 
ation, it  was  refdved  by  the  Company,  to  divide  it  between 
Smsth\   fince  called  Southampton  nundred,  and  Martirit 
Hundred ,  each  to  undertake  for  a  certain  Number  of  Inii* 
del  Children :  That  Martin*^  Hundred,   be'mg  then  in  a 
Tery  vi^eak  and  confufed  Condition,  was  afterwards,  at  the 
Entreaty  of  the  Adventurers,  eafed  from  that  Burthen  and 
Charee,  and  the  Whole  laid  on  Southampton  Hundred :  That 
that  Society,  confidering  the  Weight  and  Difficulty,  as  well 
as  the  Hazard  of  fucceieding,  were  alfo  very  unwilling  to 
meddle  witR  it,  and  offered  an  hundred  Pounds,  to  be  ad* 
ded  to  the  former  five  hundred  and  fifty,  if  they  might  be 
excufed  from  it;  but  being  eameftly  preiTed,  they  did  at 
laft  yield  to  accept  and  undertake  it :  That  after  much  and 
careful  Confultation,  it  was  agreed  by  that  Socjety,  to  em- 
ploy the  /aid  Money,  together  with  a  far  greater  Sum  out 
of  the  Society's  Purfe,  to  furnifh  out  Captain  Bluet^  with 
eighty  able  and  fufficient  Workmen,  for  fetting  up  an  Iron^ 
Work  in  Virginia ;  whdrof  the  Profits  accruing,  were  in- 
tended and  ordered,  in  a  ratable  Proportion,  to  be  faith- 
fully employed,    in  educating  thirty  Indian  Children,  ac- 
cording to  the  Dire^ions  and  Intent  of  the  Donor :  That 
Lietters  virerc  likewife  fcnt  to  Sir  Qeorge  TtardUyy  then  Go- 
vernor of  Virginia^  and  Captain  alfo  of  Southampton  Plan- 
tation ;  not  only  giving  him  large  Advice  and  Direction 
therein,  but  alfo  commending  the  Excellency  and  Piety  of 
the  Defini,  and  adjuring  him  to  employ  hjs  utmoft  Care 
and  Induttry  in  it,  as  a  Work,  whereon  the  Eyes  of  God 
^nd  Men  were  fixed  :  That  in  Anfwer  hereto.  Sir  Georgi 
informed  them,  how  difficult  it  was  to  obtain  any  of  the 
Children,  with  the  Confent  and  good  Liking  of  their  Pa- 
rents ;  as  well  on  Account  of  their  Tenderncfs  and  Fond- 
nefi  of  them,  as  ou(  of  their  Fear  of  hard  Ufagc  from  the 
Englijh :  That  he  therefore  recommended  a  Treaty  with 
Oj^bancanough  i  which  was  accordingly  ordered,  and  Sir 
Georgt  promifed,  to  ufe  his  vtmoft  Endeavours  therein ; 
That  this  Backwardneft  and  Jea}oufy  of  the  Indians  was  not 
the  only  Hindrance  to  that  pLo^3  Work ;  for  Captain  Bluet 
4ying  (oon  after  his  Arrival,  it  oqpafioned  another  great  Stop : 
Tb$U  however,  Car^  hid  fince  been  takcp,  to  rcftore  that

^— %^^ — ^  tleman  would  loon  receive  good  Satis^idion,  concerning  the 

Sr  Francis  Difpofal  and  Efted  of  his  Charity,  as  he  was  fare  they  wouU^ 

J^^,^"*'  at  all  times,  be  both  ready  and  willing  to  give  s^  faithful 

Account  of  the  Employment  of  the  faid  Money. 

Sir  Edwin  Sandys  further  faid,  that  as  he  could  not  bu| 
highly  commend  tfke  Gentleman,  for  this  his  worthy  and 
moft  chriftian-Adion,  fo  he  had  obferved  grcstt  Inconveni- 
ency  to  arife  from  his  Modcily,  by  (hunning  Oftentation 
and  vain  Glory,  and  concealing  his  Name,  For  they  were 
thereby  deprived  of  that  mutual  Help  and  Advice,  which 
they  might  otherwife  have,  by  Conference  with  him.  Nei- 
ther copid  he  receive  fuch  clear  Sadsfadion,  or  fully  know, 
witli  what  Integrity  and  Care,  the  Affair  had  been  man- 
aged ;  the  Succefs  whereof  muft  be  fubmitted  to  the  Will 
and  Pleafure  of  Almighty  Qod,  as  it  had  been  already  comn 
mepded  to  his  Blefling.  But  as  to  the  two  Methods,  now 
propofed  in  his  Letter,  he  doubted  greatly  for  his  Part,  whe^ 
ther  either  of  them  would  attain  the  defired  EiFed,  For,  to 
fend  for  them  to  England^  would  be  far  from  anfwering  the 
End,  if  he  might  judge  from  the  Experience  of  thofe,  brought 
over  by  Sir  Thomas  Dale.  And  to  build  a  Free-School  foe 
them  in  Virginia^  he  feared,  confidenngt  in  their  prefcnf 
Dotage  on  Tobacco,  that  no  proper  Workmen  could  he 
had,  but  at  exceflive  Rates,  it  would  rather  tend  to  exhauft 
thjs  facrcd  Treafure  in  fome  fmall  Edifice,  than  to  accom- 
pliih  fuch  a  Foundation,  as  migh(  fatisfV  Menu  Expedations 
and  Defires.  He  therefore  again  wifhed,  that  a  Meeting 
might  be  had,  between  the  Gentleman,  or  his  Friends,  and 
the  Society  of  Southampton  Hundred.  That  fo,  all  things 
being  fully  debated,  and  judiciouily  weighed,  fome  Couifc 
might  be  entered  upon  and  purfued,  for  advancing  and  brings 
ipg  to  EfFeft  fo  piou3  and  excellent  a  Work  j  for  which  he 
prayed  the  Blcffing  of  Almighty  God  to  be  upon  the  Au- 
thor:  And  all  the  Company  anfwered,  and  faid  Jmen» 

'^  y  T  this  charitable  Gentleman,  however  fhidious  he  was 
to  conc^  himfelf,  wa^  afterwards  (if  any  Credit  may  be 
given  to  Captain  Ji4artin*s  Report)  found  to  be  Mr.  Goe 
iriel  Barber^  the  chief  Manager  and  Book-keeper  of  their 
tx)tteries,  and  a  veir  worthy,  honeft,  and  ufeful  Memb^ 
of  the  Company.  He  was  himfelf  then  prefent,  and  heard 
this  Account,  with  which  he  feems  to  have  been  fadsiied* 
For  he  made  no  farther  Demand  or  Stir  ip  the  Matter ;  but 
f:ontinued  afterwards,  in  the  time  of  their  fqbfequent  Quar- 
rels and  DifTendons,  a  very  hearty  and  ftrenuous  Friend  td 
the  Company.  Mr.  Georgi  RuggUs  alfo,  Fellow  of  Claris 
Hal/,  in  Cambridge,  and  a  Brother  of  the  Company^  did, 
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the  latter  End  of  this  Year,  notwithftanding  the  News  of     i6»« 
the  Maflacrc,  beaueathan  hundred  Pounds,  for  the  Educa-  ^— ^^"^ 
tion  of  Indians.    He  is  reprefented  as  a  Gentleman,  who  was  |!j  '^^ 
dlcemed,  in  that  Univeriity,  fccond  to  none  in  Knowledge  ^JjJJj 
and  Learning,  of  very  great  Wifdom  and  Underftanding, 
of  fingular  Honefty  and  Integrity  of  Vift^  and  very  fincere 
and  zealous  in  Religion.    And  he  had,  for  the  three  laft 
Years  of  his  I/ife,  almoft  wholly  exercifed  and  employed  his 
Time  and  Abilities,  in  the  Service  pf  the  Colony.    For» 
befides  theCounfels  and  AififtanCiS  of  himfelf  and  hb  Bre» 
thren,  in  their  feveral  Places,^  he  wrote  divers  Treatifes,  for 
the  Benefit  of  the  Plantation  $  particularly  one  concerning 
the  Government  of  Virgima^  which  is  often  mentioned,  in 
the  Company's  Records,  with  Commendation,  efpecially  by 
Sir  Edwin  Sandys* 

B  (/  T  there  fucceeding,  immediately  upon  this  violent  and 
injarious  Aflault,  a  continual  and  exterminating  War  be* 
tween  the  Engltjb  and  the  Indians^  all  the  Difficulties  of  their 
Converfion  were  greatly  encreafed ;  and  I  do  not  find,  what 
farther  was  done,  with  Relation  to  thefe  Benefa6Uons.  The 
College  People  alfo  received  a  great  and  deadly  Slaughter  in 
the  Maflltcre  ;  which,  together  with  th^  Death  of  Mr. 
TTjorpe^  their  grand  Principle  of  Life  and  AcKon,  caufed 
them  to  abandon  the  College  Lands,  and  to  retire  lower 
down  the  River,  to  fuqh  Places  as  were  more  defenfible 
againft  the  fuddcn  Afiituits  and  Inroads  of  the  Indians^  be* 
caufe  of  the  greater  Numbers  of  People,  and  the  nearer 
Situation,  and  more  ready  Afiidance,  of  other  Plantations. 
Thus  did  that  brutifh  and  unhappy  People  tear  up,  as  it 
were,  with  their  own  Hands,  the  Foundations,  which  had 
been  laid,  for  their  Converfion  to  Chriftianity  and  Civility 
of  Life.  For  altho'  the  Company,  in  London^  did  after* 
wards  frequently  enter  upon  ferious  Confulution,  about  re^ 
ftoring  again  and  fetting  forward  this  charitable  Work,  yet 
^  reafon  of  their  own  Troubles,  and  of  the  Fadions  and 
Difcords  among  themfelves,  nothing  therein  was  ever  brought 
1:0  EfFe<9.  So  that,  from  this  time,  there  was  no  publick 
Attempt,  nor  any  School  or  Inftitution,  purpofely  defigned 
for  the  Education  and  Converfion,  before  the  BenefaSion 
of  the  late  Honourable  Robirt  BoyU^  Efq;  which  ihall  be 
fully  related,  in  its  proper  Time  and  Place. 

But  whilft  the  Colony  m  Virginia  lay  under  the  Preflfure 
^d  Calamity  of  this  bloody  Maflacre,  the  Company  in  En» 
gland  were  greatly  rejoiced  and  encouraged,  by  the  favour* 
^le  Account  of  thmgs,  which  they  received,  about  that 
time,from  the  Governor  and  Council.  For  they  wcreinform- 
fdt  by  their  Letters^*  that  all  the  Ships  were  (afely  arrived, 
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iii».  without  the  Loft  of  one  Perfoo,  by  SaiorLandl;  thatMlb 
^""w^^  J^n  Birkeliy  had  put  the  Iron  Works  in  fo  good  aFor 
Sr/v«i^  wardnefi,  that  he  doubted*  not  to  b^in  to  make  Iron,  bf 
J21i;.  ff  hit/untidy ;  that  th^  Cotton  Trees  profpered  exceedmgjf 
well ;  that  the  Frenchman  declared  the  Mulbeny  Trees  of 
Virginia  to  be  of  the  very  beft  Kind ;  and  daily,  bythek 
Example,  encouraged  the  Feople  to  plant  them  in  Abuh» 
dance,  fo  diat  they  were  in  high  Expedadoo,  of  (hordy 
fucceeding  in,  and  bringing  to  rerfe£bion,  that  rich  Conw 
fiiodity  of  Si]k ;  that  the  French  Vienerons  had  conceived 
great  Hopes,  of  fpeedily  making  Plenty  of  good  Wine, 
Ivhereof  th^  had  already  nuide  an  Experiment,  and  feiit 
home  a  Tafte  by  that  ohip^  and  in  ihort,  that  they  now 
had  a  fairer  Profped,  and  more  certain  Hope,  than  ever  yet, 
of  foon  becoming  a  rich  and  flourifliing  Country.  For 
which  Joyful  News,  and  happy  Succefs,  the  Company  voted 
and  tekdved,  that  a  Sermon  fhould  be  preached,  to  teftify 
and  exprefs  their  Thankfulnefi  to  God,  for  hb  Bleffins^on 
theif  Labours  and  Undeitaking.  And  Mr.  (Upelandy  a  Bro« 
ther  of  the  Society,  who,  by  hb  hearty  Zeal  for  the  £n^ 
terprife,  was  well  acquainted  with  the  Succefs  of  their  Aft 
fairs,  for  the  laft  Year,  was  requefted  to  undertake  the  Per«» 
formance  of  thb  holy  Exerctfe ;  which  he  accordingly  did^ 
at  Bcw  Church,  the  i^th  Day  of  Jpril. 

Mr.  C9piland  was  aifo himielf,  foon  after,  publickly  em 
treated  by  the  Company,  to  go  over  in  Perfon  to  VirginiM^ 
and  to  apply  himfelf  to  the  Miniftry  there.  And  in  Cont 
fideration  of  hb  good  Services  and  worthy  Endeavours^ 
which  had  redounded  much  to  the  Honour  and  Benefit  of 
the  Colonv,  as  alfo  in  Refped  of  hb  known  Sufficiency  and 
Worth,  they  conftituted  him  ope  of  the  Council  of  State^ 
and  appointed  him  Re6lor  of  th^  College  for  the  Converfioil 
of  Indians^  to  receive,  as  a  Salary,  the  tenth  Part  of  tbd 
Profits  arifing  from  their  Lands  and  the  Labours  of  diehr 
Tenants ;  ami  alfo  to  have  the  Paftoral  Charge  of  the  Collej^ 
Tenants  about  him,  vHiich  were  to  be  ereSed  into  a  PaiH 
Tonage,  according  to  the  Company's  general  Order  in  thi^ 
Behalf.  But  thb  Defign,  together  with  all  their  fanguim 
Hopes  and  Ideas  of  an  immedbtely  rich  and  profperoiq 
Country,  was  daflied  to  Pieces  and  cut  off,  by  the  Mafias 
ere.  The  Iron- Work  on  Falling  Creek,  in  particulari 
was  endrely  ruined  and  demoliihed,  and  Mr.  John  Btrktltf 
flain,  with  all  hb  Workmen  and  Peoole,  except  one  Bo^ 
only  and  a  Girl,  who  found  Means  to  hide  themfdves,  an4 
efcape.  Their  Preparadons  likewife,  for  othef  Commodt> 
tics  and  Manufaftufcs,  were  ouitc  deftroyed  and  deferted  * 
the  People^  all  thb  Summer^  being  in  fuch  a  State  of  Ttt^ 
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sor  and  FKght,  that  they  did  not  even  make  Corn  for  their    tte. 
jSupport  and  Subfifteoce^  ^^"^^^-^ 

Tjo  this  £id  Pofturc  of  AflFairs  m  the  Colony,  wu  added  jjj  '"'^•"^ 
the  continual  Increafe  of  the  Compan^^'s  Difloiiiom  and  A-  ^^^^ 
pimofities  at  home,  which  became  daily  more  furious  aixl 
jrreconcileable.  Captain  Jrgall  and  that  Faction,  omitted 
SK>  imaginable  Methods  of  Vexation  and  Trouble ',  and  the 
more  to  difparage  and  perplex  the  Company's  Proceedings, 
they  were  perpttually  raiting  new  Authors  and  frefli  Sub« 
jeds  of  Complaint,  as  well  to  the  Publick,  as  moft  efpe* 
ctallv  to  the  King,  and  to  the  great  Lords  and  powerful 
Perfons  of  his  Court.  It  hath  been  already  faid,  that  Cap- 
tain John  Martin  came  over,  one  of  the  Council  of  State, 
in  the  firft  Adventure;  and  there  hath  been  freouent  Oc- 
cafion  fince,  to  mention  his  weak  Condud  and  Behaviour 
here.  This  Gentleman  was  well  born,  and  nearly  related 
to  Sir  Julius  Cafary  then  Matter  of  the  Rolls.  In  the  Time 
of  Sir  Tbcnus  Smith's  Treafurerfbip,  he  had  furreptitioufly 
Stained  a  Grant,  to  be  Mafter  of  the  Ordinance  in  f?r- 
ginia ;  as  alfo  a  moft  extravagant  and  illegal  Patent  for  Land, 
at  the  Placet  which  he  himfelf  named  Jftfr/f  it's  Brandon. 
For,  by  the  expreis  Words  of  his  Majefty's  Charter,  the 
Company  was  reftrained  to  their  four  great  and  general 
Quarter  Courts,  one  to  be  held  each  Term,  for  trama&ing 
any  Bufmefs  of  great  Importance,  and  particularly  for  grant- 
ing Lands  in  Virginia.  But  both  thefe  Grants,  to  Captain 
Martin^  had  beoi  pafled  in  a  private  Court,  called  purpofely 
for  that  Jobb,  and  could  never  after  receive  the  AfTent  and 
Confirmation  of  a  Quarter  Court.  For  the  Company,  be- 
ing apprifed  of  the  Matter,  ftronsly  oppofed  their  Execu- 
tion, and  endeavoured  to  keep  mem  from  taking  EfFed. 
Capuin  Jrgall  in  particular,  when  Governor  of  yirpma^ 
had  fent  home  grievous  Complaints,  againft  the  Exorbitan- 
cies  of  Martin's  Patent  and  Behaviour  }  and  both  Sir  72^ 
mas  Smith  and  Alderman  Jthnjm^  at  that  time  Treafurer 
and  Deputy  of  the  Company,  had  been  willing  and  aflifting, 
to  ftop  and  prevent  thefe  Grants  from  beii^  further  con- 
firmed, and  receiving  the  legal  San£tion  of  a  Quarter  Court. 

But  now,  the  Company's  witholding  Captain  Jftfr/iif 
from  the  Fruition  of  thofe  Privileges  and  Immunities,  which 
appeared  to  have  been  granted  under  their  Seal,  being,  at 
firft  Sight,  a  fpecious  Pretence  of  Cbmour  and  Comprint, 
which  might  be  turned  to  difgrace  and  vilify  the  Juftice  and 
Honour  of  their  Proceedings,  thefe  very  Gentlemen  infti* 
gated  and  affifted  him,  to  eet  a  Certificate  under  the  Hands 
pf  feveral  noble  Lorf|s,  and  others,  and  to  have  it  delivered 
If)  fo  the  Company,  by  one  Captain  i&ywiZi  The  Pur- 
port

i6»«.  port  of  this  Writing  was :  That  whereas  JAn  Martin  Efift 
^— V — ^  having  been  a  long  and  faithful  Servant  to  the  Colony  Of 
^  Franc  t  Virginiay  defired  a  Teftimonial  of  his  Carriage  and  Demea* 
J2^,  ^^'  nor  in  all  things,  according  to  their  Knowledge  and  thf 
Truth,  they  did  thereby  certify :  That,  by  the  eeneral  Con- 
fent  of  his  Majefty's  Council  in  England^  for  Virginia^  th^ 
faid  Captain  John  Martin  was,  in  the  Face  of  the  publkl^ 
and  open  Court,  eleded,  chofen,  and  fwern,  one  of  his 
Majefty'sfirft  Council  of  ^/r^WJ:  That  afterwards,  in  the 
faid  honourable  and  open  Court,  he  was  with  the  free  and 
full  Confent  thereof,  appointed,  chofen,  and  fworn,  Mafter 
of  the  Ordinance  in  the  faid  Colony :  That,  befides  his 
firft  Adventiire,  which  was  very  }audable  and  good,  he 
had,  ever  fince,  conftandy  and  very  worthily  endured  all 
the  Miferies  and  Calamities  of  fore-paft  Times,  with  th^ 
Lofs  of  his  Blood,  the  Death  of  his  only  Son  (the  fole 
Hope  and  Comfort  of  his  Age)  together  with  Sicknefs,  Fa- 
mine, and  many  other  inexpreffibly  hard  and  miferable  Suf- 
ferings :  That  he  had  alfo  providently  and  very  carefully 
endeavoured  all  the  Good  and  Benefit  to  the  Plantation,  that 
was  in  his  Power ;  in  all  things,  upholding  and  labouring 
to  maintain,  with  equal  Juftice  and  Clemency,  all  his  Ma^ 
jefty's  Laws,  Prerogatives,  and  Rights,  whatfocver  :  That 
for  thefe  honeft  and  worthv  Services,  They,  the  Company 
and  Council  for  Ris  Majefty,  refident  in  England^  had  for^ 
merly  granted  him  fundry  Privileges,  by  Charter  under  their 
Great  Seal,  for  fettling  a  private  Plantation  upon  his  own 
Allotment  of  Land  in  Virginia  ;  wherein  he  had  fince  pro- 
ceeded with  much  Charge  and  Expence,  and  for  which  they 
neither  faw  nor  knew  any  Reafon,  why  he  Ihould  not  be 
permitted  to  enjoy  the  fame,  according  to  the  true  Intent  and 
Meaning  of  his  (aid  Grant. 

This  Certificate  was  figned  by  the  Earls  of  Pemhrohj 
Warwick^  Liiciftery  and  Montgomery^  bv  Lord  Sheffiel4f 
Sir  Robirt  Manfely  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  Aldcnpan  Johnfin^ 
Captain  ArvaU^  and  a  few  others,  to  the  Number  of  twelve 
in  all.  Being  prefcnted  to  the  Company,  they  conceived 
themfelves  much  wronged  and  affronted,  that  a  few  Mem- 
bers of  their  Body  fhould,  in  this  PapeV,  aflume  to  them- 
felves- tlie  Name  and  Authority  of  the  whole  Company ; 
ftiliilg  themfelves,  We^  the  Company  and  Council  for  bit 
Majeftyy  here  refident  in  England.  And  they  found  them- 
felves under  a  Neceffity  of  doing  fomething,  to  avoid  the 
foul  Afperfion,  contained  therein,  as  if  they  now  went  it^ 
bout  to  difavow  their  own  ASt  and  Deed  ;  as  alfo  to  pr^ 
vent  the  evil  Confequences,  that  might  follow,  and  the  M 
ConOruaionsj  that  might  be  made  thereon,    B^^ing  thwf- 
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fore  fully  apprifed,  that  fome  of  the  Lords,  and  others,  had     >^a^ 
been  miflcd  and  betrayed  into  it,  by  the  falfe  ReprefenUtioos  ^""^V^ 
and  malicious  PnwSHces  of  the  reft,  they  drew  up  an  Anfwcr,  Jjj  ^^*^ 
and  ordered  their  Secretary  to  make  divers  Copies  thereof,  y^li^ 
which  they  entreated  Sir  jobn  Davirs  aiid  Mr.  TomUns^  to 
deliver,  as  well  to  fuch  iJords  as  had  figned  the  Cerdficatt^ 
as  alfo  to  his  Majefty^s  Mafters  of  Requeft.    For,  by  repre^ 
fenting  Captain  martm^  as  labouring  to  maintain  the  King's 
Laws,  Prerogatives,  and  Rights  (a  Stile  exadly  fuited  to 
the  I'afte  and  Views  of  die  Court^  it  was  eafy  to  perceive^ 
which  Way  it  was  chiefly  intended  and  addrcfled.    But  as 
to  the  other  Subfcribers,  the  Secretary  was  commanded,  to 
deliver  each  of  them  a  Copy  himfelf. 

In  this  Anfwer  they  fet  forth  :  That  the  Company  arfe 
limited  and  dire£M,  by  his  Majef^s  Charters,  to  their 
Quarter  Courts  only,  for  pafiing  of  aU  Matters  of  greateft 
Weight,  and  particularly  for  di^Kxfmg  of  Lands  in  Virginia  i 
That,  contrary  to  this  fundamental  I^w,  notorioufly  known 
to  all  the  Company,  and  frequently  publifhed  and  declared 
to  the  Planters,  as  an  Ordinance  from  his  Majefty  to  be  in- 
violably obferved.  Captain  MartirC%  two  Grants  were  pre* 
fented  to  an  inferior  private  Court,  ready  engrofled,  tbt 
Company  not  being  before  acquainted  i^th  the  Matter  : 
That  by  this  Court,  called  extraordinarily,  and  as  it  feems, 
for  this  Bufinefs  only,  the  iaid  Patents  were  unlawfully  and 
imduly  pafled,  notwithftanding  the  Diflent  and  Oppditioa 
of  divers  then  prefent ;  and  that  they  never  could  after- 
wards have  the  Confirmation  of  a  Quarter  Court :  That 
the  faid  Patent  for  Land  contained  fundry  tranfcendent  Li* 
berdes  and  exorbitant  Privileges,  apparently  repugnant  to 
Jufiice  and  the  good  Government  of  the  Colony,  and 
which  the  Company,  bv  his  Majefty's  Charters,  had  no 
Power  to  grant :  That  therein  was  given  an  Exemption  of 
all  the  People  within  the  Limits  of  his  Patent,  from  tho 
Conmiand  and  Government  of  the  Governor  and  Council^ 
and  from  all  other.  Charges  and  Services  of  the  Colony 
whatfoever,  except  in  Cafe  of  War  only ;  as  likewife  a 
Grant  of  an  unlimited  Fifhing,  of  the  fiftn  Part  of  all  rich 
Min^  with  many  other  general  and  indefinite  Liberties : 
That,  under  Colour  of  thefe  extraordinary  Privileges,  ma- 
ny great  Inconveniencies  had  arifen,  to  both  the  Company 
and  Colony  :  That  Captain  Martin  refufed  to  fubmit  him- 
felf  to  the  Laws  and  Orders  of  Government  there :  That 
bis  Plantation  was  made  a  Receptacle  and  Harbour  for  all 
diflbtute  Perfons,  who  fly  thiihor  from  ordinary  Juftice : 
That  all  thefe,  and  many  other  Mifchiefs,  had  been  often 
^mplained  of  by  the  Colony,  in  tlieir  particuLir  and  gcne^ 
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x^M.     ral  Aflemblies ;  as  alfo  by  the  Govc^ix)rs  therey  and  moft 
^"-•^r"^  oTpecially  by  Captain  '^goUj  notwithfhnding  his  Subfcrip^ 


examine  and  reform  the  faid  Patent :  That  Sir  Thorny 
Smth  and  Alderman  Johnfin  dien  prefided,  as  Treafurer 
land  Deputy  to  the  Company  \  To  that  it  Teemed  ftrange  Xq 
^em,  to  find  their  Hands  alfo  to  that  Certificate,  contra- 
diiSting  the  hOt  of  that  Great  Court,  wherein  themfelves 
were  the  principal  Managers  and  Dire^rs  :  That  the  laid 
Jnconveniencies  had  moreover  been  lately  teftified,  by  fever 
ral  Perfons,  before  the  Company,  in  open  Coitrt :  But  that 
the  Company  had  nevertheleis  frequentlv  ofiered,  and  was 
always  ready  to  erant  Captain  Martin  (whofe  Merits  tbej 
ftouJd  be  glad  to  near  of,  and  to  cheriih)  upon  the  Surrei^ 
der  of  his  former,  a  new  Patent,  with  as  large  and  ample 
Privileges,  as  any  other  had,  or  could  enjoy. 

Notwithstanding  the  Truth,  Juftice,  and  Reaf^ 
ibnableneis  of  thb  Anfwer,  Captain  Martin  preferred  » 
Petition  to  the  King,  containing  many  fcandalous  Sugg^ 
tions,  as  well  againft  the  whole  Body  of  the  Company,  at 
againft  fome  fpecial  Members  in  particular.  And  he  ob» 
tained  an  Order  from  his  Majefty,  to  have  his  Cade  beard 
and  determined,  at  Sir  Thomas  Snfiih^s  Houfe,  before  fuch 
Referees,  as  he  himfelf  named ;  among  which  were  thoiis^ 
who  chiefly  inftigated  and  fet  him  on.  In  Anfwer  to  thisy 
the  Company  made  two  Addrcflcs ;  one  to  the  Referees,  in 
like  Manner  as  they  had  done  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Qeitifi- 
cate ;  and  the  other  to  the  King,  as  well  to  dear  the  Com- 
pany and  fuch  particular  Perfons,  as  ftood  accufed  and  de- 
famed in  Martin's  Petition,  as  alfo  to  inform  his  Majefly, 
that  fome  of  thofe,  unto  whom  the  Reference  was  procu- 
red,  were  violently  fufpeded,  to  be  Captain  Martinet  chief 
Abettors  and  Supporters  in  this  AflFair.  They  therefdra 
defired,  that  the  Matter  might  be  referred,  togetherifnth 
thofe  Lords  in  Martin's  Reference,  to  certain  other  Lonb 
of  the  Privy  Council,  whom  thev  nam^ed.  But  upon  Locd 
Cavendijh'%  prefenting  this,  his  Majefliy  laid,  that  he  wm 
much  furprifed  at  this  new  Cuftom,  lately  fprung  up,  that 
Petitioners  fhould  chufe  their  own  Referees.  To  which  bis 
Lfordfhip  anfwered ;  that,  in  that  Point,  Captain  Martin 
had  been  their  Example,  who  in  his  Petition,  which  hit 
Lordfhip  then  produced  and  (hewed  hb  Majefty,  had  named 
bis  own  Referees,  which  his  Majefty  had  approved  and  ap- 
pointed accordingly. 
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fiuT  not  content  to  give  the  Company  this  Trouble  and  iCt»* 
Ijifturbance^  Captab  Martin^  together  with  one  Captain  ^"---v*-^ 
Ri$hirt  HafwiUy  prefented  another  Petition  to  his  Maiefty,  ^  ^"^ 
letting  forth  :  That  in  the  Time  of  Sir  Thomas  Dal/%  JSmt* 
GovemmenjCy  there  was  a  large  Quantity  of  Woodlano, 
Marih>  and  other  Ground,  being  in  Circumference  by 
Eftimation  about  fourfcore  Miles,  for  which  Sir  ThimoM 
Da!i  compounded  with  Powhatan^  the  InMan  King,  and 
bounded  the  fame  by  Trees,  and  odiei:  Marks  of  perpetual 
Knowledge  and  Remembrance,  with  a  folemn  Proceffioa  of 
many  of  his  Majefty's  Subjeds,  then  and  there  living,  com- 
manding Notice  to  be  taken  thereof,  to  be,  and  always  (a 
called  and  entiled,  tbi  Kin^s  Fonft :  Hutt  within  the 
laid  Foreft,  there  was  of  Dra:  and  wild  Hogs  a  venr  great 
Number }  which  beinff  preferved,  with  Care  and  Juclgmenty 
from  the  Spoil  and  Havock,  which  continually  was,  and 
would  be  made,  both  of  them  and  their  Brood,  the  Colony 
might  therein  have  a  conftant  Stock  and  Support,  and  Ship- 
ping might,  at  all  times,  be  plentifully  vidualled  sind  fup- 
plidl :  And  that  there  were  beftdes,  within  thofe  Limits, 
many  other  profitable  Commodities,  already  known.  They 
therefore  humbly  befought  his  mpft  facred  Majefty,  to  tab 
the  iaid  Foreft  into  his  own  Royal  Hands,  and  to  appoint 
ibme  honourable  Perfon,  to  be  Commander  thereof,  autho* 
rifing  him,  to  eive  Order  for  converting  the  Plantations 
thereoli  to  his  Majefty's  heft  Ufe  and  B^oof,  and  fojr  ap« 
pointing  a  Juftice  oi  Oyer,  and  Rangers,  with  fuch  other 
Officers,  as  (hould  be  thought  moft  proper  and  convenienC 
for  die  faid  Foreft  and  Plantation* 

To  fuch  a  Height  of  Falihood,  Fraud,  and  Impofture, 
did  the  Paffions  of  thefe  unhappy  Men  carry  them,  as  thus 
|o  give  die  King  at  once,  as  far  as  it  wasv|n  their  Power,  all 
the  Lands  and  Pofleffions  of  a  very  great  and  principal 
Part  of  the  Colony;  who  had,  by  their  Labours  and  Suf- 
ferino,  ftruck  out  new  Branches  of  Trade  and  Profit  to 
the  King  and  Nation,  .and  well  deferved  all  Manner  of  In« 
dulgence,  and  the  utmoft  Security  and  Stability  in  their  Pro- 
perties. But  King  Jamts  was  not  of  a  Temper,  to  forego 
any  Views  of  Profit  and  Advantage.  He  therefore  referred 
the  Examination  of  the  Matter  to  Sir  Chrtftopher  Pirkins^ 
one  of  the  Mafters  of  Requefts ;  who  fummoning  the  Com* 
pany,  received  for  Anfwer  : 

That  they  held  not  their  Lands  from  Kios  PowhataWf 
nor  ackno^vledged  any  King  of  Virnnia^  but  King  James : 
That  it  was  true,  for  a  perpetual  Memorial  and  permanent 
Honour  to  his  Majefty  and  his  Roval  liTuc,  they  had  named 
dieir  chief  Tovms,  and  other  moft  remarkable  Places,  after 
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1622.  the  King  and  his  Children :  That  they-  however  fitppnM 
^— -^--^  this  did  no  way  alter  the  Property  o*  Inheritance  in  UlUl 
SxrErancii  Places,  which  his  Majefty;  by  Letters-patent  under  thi^ 
J2^^^^  Great  Seal  of  England^  had  granted  to  the  faid  GompaiqiL 
for  and  throughout  all  Virginia  :  That  as  to  the  King^ 
Foreft,  it  was  a  Name  happily  known  to  Captain  MatHk 
and  his  AAbciates,  but  never  befope  heard  of  by  the  Com* 
pany  ;  That  within  the  Circuit,  which  they  had  been 
pleafcd  to  appropriate  for  the  Forefl,  were  pkced  yanut^ 
Cityy  their  chief  7^own,  and  Place  of  RefidenCe  for  the  Go* 
vernor  and  Council,  and  divers  other  principal  Seats  and 
Plantations  :  1  hat  as  for  the  Deer,  it  was  true,  the  whole 
Country  did  generally  abound  in  them  ;  but  the  Swine  weib 
no  other  but  the  fireed  of  fuch  as  had  been  tranfported 
thither  by  the  Company  :  That  Captain  Martin  was  a  Per-* 
fon,  who  had  ruined  his  own  Eitate,  (if  ever  he  had  any)  as 
alfo  the  Eilates  of  others,  who  had  put  him  in  T  nift  s 
That  he  made  his  Territory  in  Virginia  a  Receptacle  of 
Vagabonds  and  Bankrupts ;  and  was  famous  for  nothings 
but  all  Kinds  of  bafe  Conditions  and  A^lions,  as  had  been 
publifhed  in  Print,  above  ten  Years  before  :•  That  he  had 
been  therefore  difplaced  from  the  Council,  by  Lord  Dda^^ 
warr^  as  a  moil  unworthy  Perfon,  who  had  prefumed^  ^ 
his  own  Authority,  no  ways  derived  from  his  Majef^,  l» 
pafs  unjuft  Sentence  of  Death  upon  divers  of  his  Majefty^ 
^ubje£b,  and  to  fee  the  fame  put  into  cruel  Executioir) 
That  it  was,  therefore  a.Matter  of  great  Surpnfe  to-themy 
to  find  fuch  a  Man  dare  to  offer  himfelf  to  his  Majeiljs  is 
an  Agent,  either  for  Matter  of  good  Hufbandry^  or  good 
Government:  That  as  to  C^ptzin  Hafweliy  he  wasfie»* 
ther  Adventurer  in  the  Company,  nor  Planter  in  (he  Cohv 
ny,  but  a  mere  Stranger  to  both ;  nor  otherwife  known  to 
them,  than  as  an  Interpreter  to  a  Polonian  Lord,  of  his  own 
creating :  That  however,  if  the  King  was  pleafed,  to  hate 
a  Royal  Domain  laid  off  for  him  in  Virginia^  nothing  couM 
be  more  joyful  and  agreeable  to  the  faid  Council  and  Coii|* 
pany,  nor  wherein  they  would  more  willingly  employ  thdr 
Endeavours. 

At  the  fame  time,  Mr.  Pierce^  who  had  been  Capb^ 
Merchant  in  Virginia^  underflanding,  that  Captain  MaftilL 
denied,  that  he  ever  protected  any  within  his  Territorial^ 
averred,  that  he  had  delivered  fcveral  Warrants,  to  bb 
ferved  upon  Pcrfons,  that  lived  loofely  within  Captain 
Afflr//»'s  Plantation,  and  that  the  Provofl  Marfhal  mwAt 
Return,  that  the  faid  Captain  Martin  refifted  the  Officer^ 
and  drew  Arms  upon  him,  and  would  not  fufFer  hiiti  frt 
execute  the  faid  Warrants*    Others  alfo  affirmed^  thp»  it 
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wm  gctifcralty  rtported  ki  Hrgima^  that  Captain  Martinis 
^cintatiofv  was  a  Place  of  Refuge  for  all  Debtors ;  and  that^  ^ 
if  he  had  been  of  Power,  there  would  have  been  no  living  Sj  Fr*^ 
in  nrgima.    To  which  Mr.  JifirfrH  added  i  that,  to  his^^. 
Knowledge)   Caftam  Martin^   being  fummoned,  had  re- 
fufed  to  obey  the  General  Aflcmblies.    All  which,  they  all 
declared  themfelves  to  be  ready  and  willing,  whenever  re* 
quired,  to  confirm  and  juftify  upon  Oath.     Wherefore,  in 
a  Cafe  of  this  clear  Evidence  and  Truth,  Captain  Martin 
was  not  able  to  carry  his  Point  againft  the  Company.    He 
wit  afterwards  induced  to  deliver  up  hb  illegal  Patent  in 
open  Court,  to  be  cancelled  \  and  Orders  were  ^iven  for 
drawing  a  new  one,  with  as  large  and  ample  Privileges,  as 
die  Ean  of  Southampton^  or  any  other  Adventurer  had.  But 
when  thb  was  drawn>  Captain  Martin  complained,  that  he 
was  therein  abridged  of  a  great  Quantity  of  Land,  granted 
in  is  his  former  Patent.    For,  in  that,  ten  Shares  were 
given  him,  in  Reward  of  his  Services ;  and  he  pretended, 
diat  each  of  thofe  Shares  ought  to  be  five  hundred  Acres  of 
Land ;  and  he  therefore  claimed  five  thoufand  Acres.    For 
thb,  he  defired  that  Spot  of  Land,  as  be  called  it,  at  Mar* 
tin^s  Brandon^  where  he  had  formerly  feated,  containing 
about  fix  thoufand  Acres,   with  all  Marihes  and  funken 
Grounds  thrown  in,  as  an  Overplus.     But  the  Court,  hav- 
ii^  never  heard  of  any  Shares  of  five  hundred  Acres,  and 
finding  it  exprefly  direded  by  their  Charters,  that  no  Share 
flkHild  exceed  an  hundred  Acres,  abfolutely  refufed  to  grant 
hb  Demand.     However,  to  give  him  S::tbfadion,  if  pofli** 
ble,  they  gave  him  to  a  certain  Day,  to  produce  any  In-> 
fiance  or  Evidence,  that  there  h^d  ever  been  Shares  of  five 
hundred  Acres  ;  and  promifed,  to  (hew*  him  all  bwful  Fa-> 
tour.    But  he  afterwards  perverfcly  demanded  the  Re-de- 
livery of  hb  old  Patent ;  and  the  Court,  being  quite  \vea-> 
ried  out  with  his  Obftinacy  and  Impertinence,  gave  him. 
for  their  laft  and  refolute  Anfwer  j  That,  if  he  would  ac- 
cept fuch  a  Patent,  as  they  could  lawfully  grant,  he  mi^ht 
have  it  \  but  as  for  hb  old  Patent,  they  could  not  deliver 
k  to  him  s^in,  being  void,  not  fo  much  by  his  Refi^na- 
tion,  as  by  the  Extravagance  and  Illegality  of  the  Grant 
itfelf.     Whereupon  he  went  away,  and  never  fpared,  upon 
all  Occafions,    to  load  many  very   worthy  and  deferving 
Members  of  the  Company,  with  all  polfiale  Scandal  and 
Reproach.     But  at  laft  he  accepted  the  new  Patent,  and 
^etended  to  be  fully  reconciled  to  the  Company  ;  and  camo 
to  Virginia^  with  a  Recommendation  from  the  Privy  Coun- 
^1«  and  by  their  Means  and  Interpofition,  even  from  the 
Company  themfelves;  which  Favour  he  accordingly  re« 
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i6ss.  quited,  by  propagating  aad  fpreading  through  the  GoMtri^ 
^^ — sT^  all  the  Falfhoods  and  Calumnies  againft  them,  that  he^coili 
St  French  invent  or  utter. 

wnor.  ^^'  But  bcfidcs  Captain  Martin^  feme  others  were  raifed 
up  and  fubomed,  to  give  in  Complaints  to  the  King,  again& 
the  Company.  One  Adttm  Dixmn^  in  hb  Petition,  pretend^ 
ed  to  have  been  hired,  for  the  Service  of  the  Company  and 
Golonyy  as  Mafter-Calker  of  their  Ships  and  Veijieb  ilv 
Virginia^  at  thirty  fix  Shillings  a  Month,  and  that  having^ 
ferved  them  many  Years,  he  only  had  received  three  Pounds 
thirteen  Shillings ;  fo  that  there  was  now  due  to  him  a# 
hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  or  thereabouts :  That  CapCuH 
Argall  alfo,  in  the  time  of  hb  Government,  had  given  hiiti 
and  one  John  Btrry  a  Piece  of  uncleared  Ground,  on  which 
they  had  expended  an  hundred  Pounds  in  a  HouAe ;  but  that^ 
contrary  to  all  Juftice  and  Equity,  they  had  been  turned 
out  of  their  faid  Houfe  and  Ground,  the  former  Year,  by 
Sir  Gecrge  TeardUy^  to  their  great  Difcomfort  and  utter 
Undoing.  To  thb  the  Company  anfwered:  That  tht 
Matters  of  the  faid  Petitiqo  were  to  them  utterly  unknown^ 
that  there  was  not,  in  their  Books,  the  leaft  Mention  of 
any  fuch  Officer  or  Contra^^ ;  neither  had  they  any  Induce«» 
ments,  to  believe  it  to  be  true.  That  if  any  fuch  things 
had  pafTed,  it  muft  have  been  in  Sir  Th$mas  Smithes  Timie^ 
to  whom  they  referred  him,  for  Anfwer  and  Satbfadion 
That  as  to  the  Outrage  and  Wrong,  pretended  to  hav^ 
been  done  by  Sir  Giorgi  TeardUyj  the  Petitioner  had  nevsiF 
yet  complained  thereof  to  them  ;  but  they  would  take  lit 
Courfc  for  fpcedy  Juftice  therein,  by  commending  the  Ma^ 
ter  to  the  Care  and  Examination  of  the  Governor  and  CoiKii^ 
cil  in  yirgima.  And  the  Affair  was  accordingly  examined^ 
and  tried  in  our  General  Court,  the  2ifl  of  Jatuuityj 
1623-4.  It  then  appeared,  by  the  Oath  of  Thomas  GM$ 
and  the  faid  Adam  Dixon^  that  they,  together  with  y«k 
Berry  and  Thomas  Dinghy^  were  hired  by  Sir  Tk9mai 
Smithy  upon  Wages,  for  a  certain  Term ;  that  their  Wa^ 
gcs  were  not  onlv  never  paid,  but  they  themfelvcs  weft 
detained,  many  Years  longer,  in  ytry  hard  Servitude  ;4mUI 
tl)at  at  laft,  to  free  themfclves,  they  were  obliged  Co  ghfli 
Captain  ^/-^^//Z  an  Acquittance,  under  their  Hands,  for  their 
Wages  J  without  which,  he  threatened,  they  ihould  Tieiwr 
be  let  free.  And  they  further  fwore,  that  Captain  ./^r^ftftf 
kq>t  them  a  Year  after,  in  hb  own  proper  Service^  ^tb^ 
out  any  Allowance  of  cither  Wages  or  Cloaths.  But  I 
cannot  find,  in  our  Records,  that  they  profeCuted  or  m«^ 
aiSy  Coniplr.int  here,  againft  Sir  George  YearMey^  about'thoi^ 
Uoufc  and  Land.

Oni  l^illiam  Kemp  alfo  prcfcnted  a  Complaint  to  hb  >«»»• 
Majefij,  of  the  Grievances  of  certain  Inhabitants  of  Kic-  ^ — v — ^ 
miotan  in  Firginiai  that  William  Julian^  John  Bufo^  and  ^I^/^'''2^ 
lome  others,  ancient  Planters  and  deferving  Inhabitants  of  ^^^^ 
tfie  beft  mechanical  Trades,  had  been  turned  out  of  their 
lawful  Pofleffions,  by  Sir  Georgt  TeardUjy  with  many  Cir- 
Cumftances  of  O^preffion  and  Cruelty.  To  which  the 
Company  anfwered:  That  the  Parties,  pretended  to  be 
wronged,  had  never  made  any  Complaint  to  them :  That 
Kemp  had  been  in  Englan4  above  a  Year,  and  had  never 
laid  the  Matter  before  the  Council  and  Company,  where 
Juftice  might  have  been  done :  That  he  did  not  even  pre- 
tend to  haVe  Authority  from  the  Parties  grieved,  to  exhi^ 
bit  this  Complaint  to  his  Majefty :  That  they  therefore  faw 
no  Caufe,  to  believe  his  Allegations  to  be  true ;  but  fufped- 
ed  him,  rather  to  be  fet  on  by  the  Malice  of  others,  than 
Hioved  by  his  own  Zeal  for  Right  and  Juftice :  That  how- 
ever, according  to  their  Cuftom  in  Caufes  of  the  like  Na- 
ture, they  would,  by  the  firft  Opportunity,  tranfmit  this 
Complaint  to  the  Governor  and  Council  in  Plrginia  \  that, 
if  there  appeared  any  Truth  in  any  Part  thereof,  they  might 
proceed,  as  well  to  the  due  Redrefs  of  the  faid  Grievances, 
as  to  the  condign  Punifhment  of  the  Authors  and  Delin- 
quents. And  this  Complaint  appears,  from  our  Records, 
to  have  had  this  Foundation  in  Truth  and  Matter  of  Fa£l ; 
that  fome  Perfons  had  fet  down,  at  Kicquotan^  upon  the 
publick  Land  of  the  Company,  and  were  obliged,  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  to  go  off.  But  they  however  had, 
either  by  thb  time,  or  afterwards,  (I  cannot  exad^Iy  fay 
which)  Satisfadion  made  them  for  their  Clearing  and  Im- 
provements. 

Captain  Matthew  Scmersy  who  had  returned  to  En^ 
fland  with  his  Uncle*s  Body,  in  the  Year  1610,  had,  long 
before  th^  been  a  Prifoner  in  the  Kind's  Bench.  From 
thence  he  often  pelted  and  tiezed  the  Company,  with  an 
extravagant  Demand  for  his  Uncle's  Adventure  ;  and  altho' 
Tomediing  confiderable  in  Adventure  appeared,  by  their 
Books,  to  be  due  to  Sir  George  Somers^  yet  they  refufed  to 
jptafs  it  over  to  him,  becaufe  he  had  an  elder  Brother  in  the 
Country,  who  was  Heir  at  Law  to  Sir  George^  and  he  could 
Hot  make  fufficient  Proof,  that  either  his  Uncle  had  be- 

Seathed  it  by  Will,  or  that  his  Brother  had  made  over  all 
\  Right  and  Intereft  therein  to  him.  In  this  time  there- 
Ibrc  01  prefcnting  Petitions  to  the  King,  Captain  Somers  alfo 
preferred  his  ;  informing  his  Majcfty  :  That  Sir  George  So" 
"lifers  was  forced,  by  Strefs  of  Weather,  to  fave  himfclf  and 
Company,  on  the  Iflands  of  Bermudas ^  where  he  loft  his 
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'6i»-  Ship,  and  Toon  afUi>  his  Life:  That  he»  the  Petit!f«er» 
^*-^/— ^  b<:ing  his  immediate  Heir,  and  then  prefent,  built  a  {aJBt 
Sr  Franeit Q^ri^^  to  convcy  his  0)mpany  to  England;  and  left  tnreo 
tcfnor.  ^"  Men,  to  continue  the  PofleiEon  of  thofe  Iflonds,  in  bit 
Majcfty's  Name:  That  the  Virginia  Company,  hearing 
of  thb  Difcovery,  challenged  thofe  Iflandi,  as  their  Right^ 
altho'  they  were  above  an  hundred  Leagues  without  tht 
Limits  of  their  Grant ;  and  they  fent  a  Governor,  witf»* 
Men,  to  take  the  Pofll-flion  from  his  Majcfty :  That  find- 
ing,  the  Petitioner's  Men  had,  by  their  Indullry,  found  i 
Cake  of  Ambergreafe  of  ai>  hundred  and  fixty  Pounds 
Weight,  tlie  faid  Governor  took  it  violently  from  them, 
for  the  Ufe  of  the  CoiYipany,  who  fold  it  for  twelve  thou- 
fund  Pounds,  and  likcwifc  threatened  Violence  to  the  poor 
Men,  to  make  them  confcfs  more  :  '(hat  the  faid  Compa* 
ny,  ihorcly  after,  fold  the  faid  Iflands  to  a  particular  Com* 
pany,  for  two  thoufand  Pounds ;  and  the  poor  Petitioner 
could  never  yet  obtain  any  thing,  either  for  his  Adventure 
or  otherwife,  altho'  he  had  long  and  often  follicited  it,  to 
his  great  Charge  and  utter  Undoing :  That  thefcf  and  q6 
other  Comforts,  coulJ  they,  the  ancient  Adventurers,  re- 
ceive from  the  Company ;  and  therefore  he  humbly  be- 
fouglit  his  Majefty,  to  take  into  Confideration  his  own  Koyal 
Rights  therein,  and  to  give  Order  for  the  Relief  of  hun, 
the  poor  Petitioner. 

1*0  this  falfc  and  exaggerated  Account  of  that  AfFaiir,  tht 
Sohier- Ijlands  Company  gave  in,  for  Anfwer,  mucn  ^ 
fame  in*Sub(lance  and  Purport,  as  I  have  before  rdatcd 
concerning  it.  And  as  for  Captain  Somers^  they  deny  him 
to  have  any  juft  Pretence,  to  ftile  himfelf,  either  an  ancient 
Adventurer,  or  Planter.  For  he  made  a  very  (horc  Abode 
there  ;  and  contrary  to  his  Duty  and  Truft,  returned  fud- 
dcnly  to  Englandy  where  he  had  ever  fmce  continued,  with* 
out  performing  the  leaft  Service  to  either  Plantation.  They 
confcfs,  that  a  Block  of  Ambergreafe  of  very  great  Valvic 
was  found,  of  which  they  got  about  a  third  Part  \  but  were 
not  able  to  deliver  in  an  cxa<Sl  Account  of  its  Worth,  be- 
caufe  Sir  Thcnias  Smithy  at  that  time  G(ivernor  and  Trca- 
furcr  of  their  Company,  had  hitherto  rcfufed  to  give  inaii/ 
Account  of  their  Trc-fury.  And  they  further  (ay,  tbat 
they  conceived  the  Rig!it  to  that  Ambergreafe  to  be  in  the 
Vitgimu  Conipiiny,  at  whofc  Charge,  and  in  whofe  Ser^ 
vici-,  tht/fc  three  Men  had  been  fct  out  and  employed  ;  but 
%\.t  they  had  ncvcrthelefs,  fmce  compounded  with  the  FinUr 
crs,  fo  th;.t  none  of  them  had  any  jud  Caufe  of  Complain^ 
an»i  Icalt  of  ail  C^^ptain  Somcrsy  who  could  have  no .  TiJi 
or  PrctwUce  of  Intereft  therein^ 
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As  Cqitain  Argyll  had  been  long  and  adively  employed 
in  yiriinia^  and  was  confequently  well  acquainted  with  moft 
Perfotis  and  Paflages there,  he  was  ftrongly  fufpefied  to  be Sr ^'^^^ 
at  the  Bottom  of  thefe  Complaints  and  Petitions  againft  the  ^^. 
-Company.  They  therefore,  on  their  Part,  refolvcd  to  pur- 
fuc  their  ProTecution  againft  him  with  greater  Vigor ;  and 
they  appointed  a  fele^  Committee,  to  warn  him  pcremp- 
jtoruy  to  exhibit  his  Accounts,  and  jto  make  a  full  and  fub«> 
ftantial  Anfwer  (o  fgch  things,  as  the  Company  fhould 
charkp  him  witlial.  But  he,  being  a  Man  or  good  Senfe 
^  Capacity,  and  of  great  Induitry  and  Refolution,  ftiU 
foiled  and  perplexed  their  Proceedings,  and  gave  them  much 
Trouble  and  Annoyance^  without  tlieir  being  able  to  bring 
him  to  any  Account  or  Punifliment,  for  ail  his  unrighteous 
Gains  and  Extortions  in  Virginia^ 

Captain  Samuel  Each  w^  /ent»  this  Summer,  in  a 
large  Ship  of  three  or  four  hundred  Tons,  to  biiuld  a  B1onc];«> 
jioufe  or  For^  qn  thofe  Blanks  which  lie  out  in  James  Ri^ 
irer,  near  Blmit  Point.  This  was  defigned,  to  command 
the  PaflTage  up  the  River  ;  and  it  was  judged,  by  divers  of 
the  Inhabitants,  to  be  that,  which  ought  firll  to  be  a.ttpnpt- 
ed,  and  would  be  moil  eafily  ef)^c6led.  Captain  Mi^^b  alfq^ 
who  was  efteemed  a  very  honefl  and  fl; ilful  Man,  having 
viewed  the  Place,  wh^n  m  Virginia^  xhought  the  thing  vciy 
feafiblf^  But  this  Undertaking,  like  many  qtbers^  ended 
with  great  Charge  to  the  Company,  and  withou^t  ;aiy  real 
%tk£i  or  Advantage,  However,  in  this  Ship  went  over  tho 
Lady  fVyat^  and  Mr.  B.arrety  a  Mafter-Shipwrjght,  (whom 
Captain  Smitb  /calls  Captain  fiarwick)  lyi^h  twenty  Ave 
Men,  to  build  Ships  and  Boats,  together  with  many  Houfe- 
carpenters  for  the  Eaji-hidia  School,  and  Other  Ufes.  All 
thefe  Perfons,  for  publick  Services,  WiPre  fent  in  the  ^om* 
mon  Method^  ufea  ever  fince  the  iOompany's  Fund  was  ex* 
haufted,  by  the  voluntary  Subfcription  of  the  Adventurers 
to  a  Roll.  And  I  likewife  find,  that  one  Mr*  ff^wep  whp 
ftiles  himfejf  a  Chronicler,  n^de  a  Demand  upop  the  Com- 
pany, i^bout  this  time,  for  twelve  pounds  of  Tobacco  | 
'which,  he  faid,  hfid  been  promifed  him  annually,  in  Con** 
^deration  of  his  Pains  and  Willingncfs  to  ferve  the  Compa- 
ny, amd  \o  relate,  in  his  Book,  ^e  federal  Paflages  conceqw 
ing  rirginiq.  They  granted  hjm  his  Pcnfion  for  that  Year, 
which  n.e  moft  thankfully  accepted.  But  he  either  never 
ytxfbxvnsd  the  Service,  pr  fa  at  |eaft  a  Writer  ojf  that  Ob- 
.ftMrltyand  Infignificaficy,  that  I  neither  (qioW)  por  Cim 
fiflid  any  thing  of  hin^, 

3e?ore  the  {ilc^ion  of  Officers  came  on  this  Yo^f^ 
ihcComnanyi  u^  ^  previous  Court,  exprei^^d  their  srca| 
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1621.  Satisfaction  in  the  Earl  of  Southampt$ti^B  Adminiftratite^ 
^— V— ^  and  they  made  it  their  humble  Defire  and  Entreaty  to.hfi 
^r  Franm  L^rdfliip,  which  wus  entered  upon  their  Records,  that  ht 
vJ»or.  ^  would  vouchfafc,  to  hold  the  Pbce  of  Tr^furcr,  for  ooe 
Year  more.  But  the  Earl  of  Southampton  was  verv  obnoiot- 
ous  to  the  Court,  on  Account  of  his  Principles  0/  LibertfL 
and  hb  bold  and  refolute  Oppofition  to  an  exceflive  Prero- 
gative. The  King  therefore  endeavoured  once  more,  t^ 
put  him  out  of  the  Government  of  the  Company.  For,  sit 
the  Time  of  Election,  Alderman  HamerfUy  and  Mr.  Bdl 
delivered  a  Mcflage,  in  his  Ms^cfty's  Name,  fignifying: 
That  altho'  it  was  not  his  Dehgn  or  Defire,  to  inmngp 
their  Freedom  of  Election,  vet  it  would  be  highly  pleafuig 
to  his  Majcfty,  if  they  would  ma|ce  Choice,  (ox  Treafumr 
and  Deputy,  of  any  of  thofe  Gentlemen,  whofe  Names  vretie 
written  in  a  Paper,  then  prefented  to  the  Court.  In  this, 
Sir  John  fVo!j}efiholme^  Sir  William  Ru/fely  Mr.  CUtheroo^ 
Mr.  Maurice  Abbot j  and  Mr.  Handfordy  were  propofed  to 
their  Choice  for  Treafurer  ;  and  for  Deputy,  Mr.  Liot^  Mr. 
Robert  Off.ey^  Mr.  Stiles^  Mr.  Abdy^  and  Mr.  Batemem. 
The  Company  expreflTed  great  Joy  and  Satisfaction,  for  tlKs 
Teftimony  ot  his  Majefty's  Notice  and  good  Wiflics  to  the 
Colony,  and  of  his  gracious  Intention,  not  to  infringe  thdr 
Privilege  of  free  EledUon.  But  becaufe,  hy  their  Rules  and 
Orders,  three  only  at  a  time  could  ftand  for  either  of  thofe 
Places,  they  firft  put  it  to  the  Vote,  which  two,  of  the  five 
recommended  by  the  King  for  Treafurer,  fkould  be  put  JA 
Election,  with  one,  whom  the  Company  fhould  name. 
Mr.  Clitheroe  and  Mr.  Handford  were  chofen  to  ftand  in 
Eledion,  and  the  Company  named  the  Earl  o(  Sotaheimpimi 
who  was,  upon  the  Ballot,  chofen  bv  a  vafl  Majority,  be 
having  an  hundred  and  feventeen  Balls,  Mr.  CUthir^rMx^ 
teen,  and  Mr.  Hand  ford  (even.  In  like  Manner,  they  chol^ 
Mr.  Leat  and  Mr.  Baieman^  to  fland  for  the  Place  of  De- 
puty Treafurer,  to  whom  the  Companv  added  Mr.  JV*fi#- 
las  Farrar^  who  was  alfo  elcfted,  by  navin^  an  hundrod 
and  three  Balk,  Mr.  Bateman  ten,  and  Mr.  Ldat  eight. 

The  Earl  of  Southampton  was  then  abfent ;  and  indeed 
feems,  purpofcly  to  have  abfkiined  from  their  Courts  at  futlF.^ 
times,  to  (hew,  that  thefe  things  were  carried,  not  h^  my 
Art  or  Ambition  of  his  own,  but  merely  by  the  free  Choiu, 
and  unbiafled  AfFe£tion  of  the  Company.  But  Mr.  Ni^ 
las  Farrar^  batng  prefent,  took  his  Place,  as  Deputy  Trta|- 
furer,  and  returned  Thanks  to  the  Company,  for  this  hp- 
rourablc  Teftimony  .f  their  Low  and  Efieem,  wherein  i|e 
ihould,  all  his  Lift^  exceedingly  glory  and  rejoice.  AqI'Bc 
farther  declared  hu  Scnfe  of  tlic  Weight  and  Difficult/  of  Ibe

Iiim  i  and  befought  the  Honourable  the  Lords,  and.the  other  ^^^^ 
3iK>itby  Gentlemen  and  Officers,  with  their  Coimfels  to  di- 
jre£t,  and  the  whole  Court,  with  their  Prefencc  to  ailift  him^ 
In  the  Execution  of  his  Office.  And^  in  particular,  he  de^ 
fued  them,  to  requeft  his  Brother,  Mr.  John  Farrar  (in 
Confidence  of  whofe  Ai!Ift«ince  and  DireSion,  he  well  knew, 
/they  had  chofen  him)  to  continue  the  fame  Care  and  Pains, 
he  had  formerly  done.  Whereupon  Mr.  John  Farrar  pro?- 
mifed,  not  to  flack  any  thing  of  his  former  2^al  and  Dili- 
gence, in  the  Bufmefs  \  and  the  Company,  in  thankful  Ack- 
nowledgement and  Approbation  of  his  great  and  faithful 
(Services,  in  tha  Place  of  Deputy-Treafurcr,  for  the  three 
Jaft  Years,  beftowcd  upon  him  twenty  Shares  of  Lend,  old 
Adventure.  And  they  further  ordered,  that  together  with 
ihe  Gtft,  it  (hould  be  entered  on  their  Records,  that  the 
Court  conceived  his  Services  and  Merits  to  be  fo  great,  that 
jiad  not  their  Liberality  been  bounded,  within  the  Compafs 
si  twenty  great  Shares,  they  would,  for  him,  hav.e  exceed-^ 
cd  it  with  a  much  breer  Proportion.  And  the  fame  Quaivr 
^ky  bad  alfo  been  bcftowed  upon  Sir  pdwin  Sandys^  in  his 
Abfence,  the  former  Year,  with  a  like  honourable  Tefti* 
;nony  and  Acknowledgment  of  his  Services  and  Peferts. 

Til  £  Company  alfo  requefted  the  Lords  Cavendijh^  Pa* 
fiTj  and  Houghtony  to  prcftmt  their  pioft  humble  I'hanks 
to  his  Majefiy,  for  his  Remembrance  and  good  Wiihes  to 
ihcir  Affairs ;  and  to  inform  him,  with  what  Reverence 
4Md  Refped,  his  Mcflage  was  received  ;  but  that  the  EleC'* 
fSon  had  fallen  upon  the  Earl  of  Southampton^  with  an  al-^ 
4noft  unanimous  Confent,  the  Company  having  found,  that 
the  Plantation  had  profpered,  each  of  the  three  laft  Years, 
more  than  in  ten  before;  and  that  more  bad  beendono 
msAi  ten  thoufand  Pounds,  than  formerly  with  fourfcore 
|hou£uic|.  And  they  further  conceived,  that  as  their  Staple 
Coasn|oditie3  were  then  in  eftablifhing  and  perfe<£ting,  and 
•|tt  the  Government  of  the  Country  was  to  be  fettled  and 
confirmed,  equal  Sufficiency,  in  their  Governors  and  Di- 
jre£h)rs,  would  not  fo  much  advance  the  Plantation,  as  the 
Variablenefs  of  Inftru£Uons  and  Methods,  in  the  Change 
fof  Officers,  proceeding  from  different  Conceptions  and  Ways 
til  thinking*  would  preiudice  and  retard  the  QufuKfst  But 
his  Majefty  was  not  well  pleafed  to  find)  that  out  of  fo  large 
iKumbeft  as  were  recommended  by  him,  not  one  had 
Wieo  chofen )  and  ho  &id,  he  conceived  Merchants  to  be 
•AtMfti  Imt  the  Mana((emciit  of  fuch  Und^rt<^)ums,  bccaufo 
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i6i».  of  their  Experience  and  Skill  in  Staple  CommoAiCi^'  Jki 
^ — V — ^Confirmation  of  which,  he  inftanced  Sir  ThHtfai)ittiiiih 
Sr  FrMftcis  Government,  in  whofe  time  many  Staple  Commpdittes  hid 
▼a»of.^^'  ^"^^  ^^  "P»  ^^i^^  wc^c  ^^^  ^^  down,  and  only  Tobacco 
raifed  or  attempted.  Tx>  which  Lord  Cavtndifti  rcltUody 
(hut  in  this,  as  well  as  many  other  Particulars,  reUtiog  tb 
the  Company  and  their  Proceedings,  his  Maj^y  had  boen 
very  gro/iy  mifinformed  ;  that  the  following  Tobacco  ossljr, 
and  neglecting  all  other  Staple  Commodities,  had  been  tiie 
Fruits  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith\  and  Alderman  Johnftm*^  Gih 
Teniinent ;  but  that  fince,  they  iiad  laboured,  with  all  In- 
duttry.  Care,  and  Diligence,  to  ered  Iron- Works,  Diane 
Vineyards,  make  Silk,  and  raife  other  fuch  valuable  Coii|» 
modiriLS,  of  fomc  whereof,  they  hoped,  (hortly  to  give  Ui 
Majefty  a  Proof;  iind  he  faid,  that  fince  Sir  Thomas  Smitk*>% 
Time,  the  Colony  had  grown  to  almoft  as  many  thoufandk 
of  People,  as  he  left  hundreds,  befidcs  a  very  great  Incneaft 
of  their  Cattle.  And  his  Lord(hip  further  adored  his  Mju 
jcfiy,  that  fomc  of  the  Pcrfons  recommended,  being  in 
Court,  did  then,  and  mcft  of  them  have  otherwifefinct^ 
publickly  acknowledged  and  declared,  that  they  wouM  0#> 
vcr  have  accepted  thofe  Places  ;  profeffing  themfelves,  thi^ 
Want  of  Experience,  and  a  Multitude  of  other  Bufmefa,  fe 
very  unfit  and  unequal  to  the  Charge,  that  tiiey  ihouU  oct- 
taiiuy  have  brought  back  the  Bufinefs  more,  in  one  Ycft«, 
than  it  had  gone  forward  an«l  profpered,  in  the  laft  thfofc. 
Soon  after  this,  the  News  of  the  Maflacre  in  Virgil 
arrived.  This  Event,  fo  uncxp«*£tcd,  and  fo  contnirtr  m 
all  their  Hopes  and  Profpefts,  was  received,  by  th(  CiOfl^ 
pany,  witli  incxpreiHble  Grief;  which  was  not  a  little  af-* 
gravated,  that  fo  many  had  fallen,  bv  the  Hands  of  Mmi  1^ 
contemptible,  and  after  fuch  plain  Warnines,  it  OfiAfih, 
canough^s  Attempt  to  poifon  the  whole  Colony,  arid  el^ 
cially  the  Death  of  Nemaltanow  had  given.  And  they  wcm 
therefore  very  loud  in  their  Complaints  againft  the  Cotkkift 
of  the  Governor  and  Colony  ;  never  confiderin^,  hovf '^l^ 
iahd  natural  it  would  be,  to  retort  upon  theni  (as  th«(ia|^ 
vernbr  and  Council  actually  did)  their  own  conftani  and 
prefiirig  Inflrijcli(-ns,  to  win  the  Indians  over  by  Couittfir 
and  Kiiidnefs,  to  give  them  familiar  Entertainment  in  their 
Houfcs,  and  If  It  were  poffible,  to  draw  them  to  live  togi^* 
thcr  and  cohabit  with  the  Englijh.  However,  all  good  Mid 
jcnUble  Men  thoiight  not  the  worfe  of  the  Entcrprifc»  fcr 
t^cfe  DifaftcTs  ;  but  many  puMick-fpirited  AdveptufeFi  Ufi* 
(iertook  fevera!  new  Phntattons,  and  divers  Ships  wcrt  difr- 
patched  awav,  with  fuch  Supplies' and  Afllftancc,  a^  wtl^ 
iJiougbt  fuficicn:.    The  King  oli'u  w;;s  fo  fur  fenfiible  of  tiHB 
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Lofs  of  to  many  of  his  Subje£b,  and  of  the  mifenible  State 
of  the  Colony,  that  he  made  them  a  Gift  of  Arms  out  of  ^ 
the  Tower;  fucb  indeed,  as  were  unferviccable  in  Europe  Sir  ^''^^ 
againft  equal  Enemies,  yet  might,  with  a  little  Trimming  ^jj^^ 
and  Rtp^ur,  be  made  very  ufeful  aeainft  the  Indians.  And 
for  immediate  Difpatch,  his  Majefty  knt  twenty  Barrels  of 
Powder,  upon  the  Security  of  the  Company's  Seal,  after- 
wards to  repay  it.  He  likewife  promifed,  to  levy  four  hun- 
dred young  Men,  out  of  the  fcveral  Shires,  to  be  fcnt  to 
Virginia  J  in  Supply  of  thofe,  that  had  perifhed  in  the  Maf- 
facrc ;  hut  he  never  could  be  brought,  tho'  often  follicttcd 
by  the  Company,  to  make  that  Promifc  good.  The  Lord 
St,  John  of  Bafing^  alfo  gave  fixty  Coats  of  Mail,  for  the 
Defence  of  the  Colony  \  and  the  .City  oi  London^  with  many 
private  Perfons,  were  much  concerned  at,  and  very  forward 
to  contribute  towards  the  Repair  of  this  Lofs. 

Captain  Snuth^  with  Mr.  Stockbam  and  Mr.  IVhita^ 
ker^  two  Clergymen  of  Note  in  the  Colony,  had  ever  been 
of  Opinion,  that  the  Waysof  Gentlcnefs  and  Kindnefs  would 
never  be  fufficient  to  bring  the  Indians  over  ;  and  had  there- 
fore recommended,  that  Mars  and  Minerva  fhould  go  Hand 
in  Hand,  as  well  in  their  Converfion,  as  in  all  ether  Tranf- 
aciions  and  Intercourfe  with  them.  JSut  they  were  too  fan- 
guinary  in  their  Notions  of  the  Matter.  For  Mr.  Stockham 
plainly  declares,  that,  until  the  Throats  of  their  Priefts  and 
£tders  were  cut,  there  could  be  no  Hopes  of  their  Conver- 
sion ;  and  Captain  Smith  frequently  mentions,  and  inflnuates 
lo  Iniiudon,  the  deteflable  Example  of  the  Spaniards^  in 
their  Conqueft  of  the  Wtft-Indiis,  They  were  indeed  fome- 
thing  excuiable,  if  their  Patience  being  worn  cut  by  along 
Experience  of  the  Perfidioufnefs,  Bafenefs,  and  almoft  in- 
vincible Brutality  of  that  People,  they  at  laft  save  too  much 
Way  to  the  Dilates  of  Anger  and  Violence.  Captain  Smithy 
1(1  particular,  thought,  that  there  had  long  fmce  been  given 
juft  Occafion,  to  profecute  them  with  War,  and  entirely  to 
conoiier  and  fubdue  them  ;  and  he  now  looked  upon  the 
Maii'acre,  as  rather  an  Advantage  than  Detriment,  as  it 
Would  open  the  Eyes  of  the  Englljh^  and  fet  them  upon  their 
<}uard,  and  would  give  them  iuil  Grounds  for  a  War,  e%'en 
10  cheir  utter  Extirpation,  and  thereby  contribute  to  the  fu- 
ture Security  and  fpeedy  Advancement  of  the  Colony.  And 
this  indeed  feems  to  have  been  the  general  Opinion  of  the 
Times.  For  the  Company  thcmfelves,  in  a  Letter  this 
Year  ta  the  Governor  and  Council,  declare,  that  they  faw 
liich  a  Difpofition  in  Mens  Minds,  as  made  them  wink, 
teeti  this  Addition  of  Price  had  endeared  the  Purdiafe,  and 
^&M  the  Blood  of  thefc  Peoplq  would  be  the  Seed  of  the 
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i^«*  Plantation.  And,  for  their  own  Parts>  they  thouriit  it. « 
^*-v— ^  S|n  againft  their  dead  Brethren,  who  had  loft  dieir  Lives  in 
Sir  FrsMeit  J j^  ^  abandon  or  give  over  the  Enterprife,  till  they  had  fUlv 
J2^/^'  fettled  and  got  Poffeffion  of  the  Country. 

Captain  Smith  likewife,  upon  this  Occafton,  pStrtd 
his  Service  to  the  Company.    He  propofed,  that  they  (houU 
tranfport  bim,  with  an  hundred  Soldiers  and  thirty  Sailon^ 
and  all  proper  Provifions  and  Ammunition ;  and  fliould  give 
him  a  Bark  of  an  hundred  Tons,  with  Means  and  Materub^ 
to  build  fix  or  feven  Shallops,  to  tranfport  his  Men  from 
Place  to  Place,  as  Occafion  required ;  and  then  he  under- 
took, to  form  a  flying  Camp,  and  to  range  about  and  tor- 
ment the  Indians^  till  he  either  obliged  them  to  quit  the 
Country,  or  brought  thf^m  into  fuch  Fear  and  Subjt£lion, 
that  every  Man  fliould  follow  hb  Bufinefs  in  Peace  and  St- 
curity.     And  as  to  the  Support  and  Subfiftance  of  this  Party, 
he  thought,  if  his  Majefty  were  truly  informed  of  the  Nc- 
ceflity  and  Benefit  of  the  thing,  he  would  give  the  Cuftoms 
of  Firgima  for  a  time.     For,  without  fome  fuch  Method, 
it  was  much  to  be  doubted,  whether  there  would  come,  in 
a  few  Years,  either  Cuftom,  or  any  thing  elfe,  from  thence  to 
England.    And  he  doubted  not,  but  that  the  Planters  wouM, 
according  to  their  fcveral  Abilities,  contribute  towards  fo 
ufeful  and   neceflary  a  Defign.    But  he  infifted,  that  the 
Governors  fliould  not  be  permitted,  by  Virtue  of  their  Au- 
thority, to  take  his  Men  away,  or  any  thing  elfe,  to  em- 
pl^  them,  as  they  thought  proper.    And  he  farther  pr(»- 
mifed,  to  make  the   belt  Ufe  of  his  Experience,  as  well 
within  the  Limits  of  Virginia^  as  Nrw-Englandy  to  bring 
them  both  into  one  Map,  with  all  the  Countries,  that  lay 
between  them.     As  to  the  Reward  of  his  own  Pains  tiid 
Paj^er,  he  aflced  not  any  thing,  but  what  he  could  nifc^ 
from  the  proper  Labour  of  the  Savages  themf4;lves. 

This  Propofal  was  well  approved  by  moft,  that  heard 
it ;  but  fuch  were  their  Dtvifions  and  Confufion  at  that 
time,  that  he  could  obtain  no  other  Anfwer,  but  that  the 
Expence  would  be  too  great,  and  their  Stock  was  exhaufted } 
and  they  thought,  the  Planters  fliould  do  fomething  of  that 
Nature  thcmfelves,  if  they  could  find  fuflicient  Means  to 
cffcd  it.  However,  he  was  given  to  underftand,  as  he  tells 
lis,  that  if  he  would  undertake  the  thing  upon  hit  ownpri-i 
yate  Account,  he  might  have  the  Company's  Leave ;  pro- 
vided,  they  might  have  half  the  Pillage.  But  he  reiedd 
•this  Intimation  with  Scorn ;  thinking,  that  all  the  Pilla^ 
of  thofe  poor-  and  naked  Barbarians,  except  a  little  Com,  ia 
be  had  at  fome  times  of  the  Year,  would  not,  in  twenw 
Years,  amount  to  twenty  Pounds. .  But  I  fufpefi*  th%t  m 
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th]3  only  fs^tkd  iq  Conveifation,  or  was  at  nioft  privately 
talked  at  tbdr  CouK^  witiiout  being  ever  brought  regular-  ^ 
\y  before  the  Company.  For  J  have  tfic  Company's  Re-  s»r  Franc't 
cords  of  that  time,  now  in  my  Poffirifion,  in  which  there  ^|f!l  ^^ 
is  not  the  leaft  Mention  of  afiy  fuch  Propofitioiit  altho* 
diings  of  a  triviiil  zjkI  much  more  minute  Nature  are  moft 
CxaidUy  entered.  Neither  does  it  feem  confident  with  the 
Charader  of  the  Company  and  iis  Leaders,  who  gave  ^ 
fm  Courfe  and  Debate  to  all  Propofidons  offered,  and  were 
jq^ther  prof^e  in  their  Expences  for  the  Good  of  the  Colony, 
than  lyine  upon  the  Catch  for  little  Advantages  and  mean 
Gains.  However,  the  Captain's  open  Nature,  and  Simpli<p 
leity  of  Honefty,  might  be  blinded  by  crafty  and  defigning 
Mcn^  and  ealily  made  believe,  that  that  came  from  the 
Company,  which  had  really  never  come  under  their  Cog- 
nifance,  or  been  laid  before  them. 

I N  the  mean  time,  the  Colony  in  Virginia^  being  much 
frightened  at  this  lamentable  and  unexpected  Difaiier,  re- 
folved  to  abandon  all  the  petty  Plantations,  and  to  draw  the 
People  together,  to  make  good  five  or  fix  of  the  beft  and 
moit  defenfible  Places.  Nay,  fo  great  was  the  Terror  and 
Alarm,  that  many  Perfons  were  urgent,  to  abandon  Janus 
River,  and  to  retire  to  t!ie  Eaftnit  Share ^  where  they  might 
eafily  fortify  and  defend  thcmfclves  againft  the  Indians.  And 
for  quieting  thofe,  who  were  many,  the  Governor  was 
.obliged  to  hold  fome  Councils,  under  Colour  of  confidering 
their  Propofal,  but  yet  with  a  full  Refclution,  never  to  take 
fo  unadvifed  and  deftrudive  a  Step.  However,  manv  Plan- 
tations were  quitted  bv  Authority ;  and  all  the  People  were 
idxiiiwn  togetlier  to  Shirley  Hundred^  Flower-de- Hundred^ 
yameS'Tcwnj  with  Pafpahey  and  the  Plantations  right  op- 
pofite,  Kicquotan^  and  Southampton  Hundred  i  to  which 
were  added,  by  the  Obftinacy  and  Refolution  of  their  Ow- 
ners, Mr.  Samuel  Jordan's  Plantation,  now  called  Jordan*^ 
Pointy  and  Newport' s- News.  For  Want  of  Boats  and  other 
Conveniencies^  it  was  impoflible,  on  fuch  a  fudden,  to  fe- 
cure  and  bring  off  all  their  Cattle  and  other  Goods,  which 
were,  for  the  moil  Part,  after  their  Departure,  burnt,  ru- 
ined^  and  -ieilroyed  by  the  ^ndians.  cut  -Mr.  Gookin^  at 
Ntwport's'Newsj  refufed  to  obey  the  Order  of  Government, 
fUid  draw  ofF  his  People ;  and  having  got  together  thirty 
live  of  all  Sorts,  he  fecured  his  Plantation,  and  defended 
htmfelf  and  Company  againfl  all  their  Aflaults  and  Incur- 
lons.  The  like  was  alfo  done  by  Mr.  Samuel  Jordan ;  and 
by  Mrs.  Pro^tor^  a  proper,  civil,  and  modeft  Gentlewo- 
inan,  wiio,  with  an  heroic  Spirit,  defended  her  Eflatc  for 
k  Moiith>  till  ihe,  with  all  with  her,  were  obliged,  by  the 
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t6M,  Englifh  Officers,  to  go  with  them,  and  to  leave  their  iiilK 
^^-*V"-^ftance  to  the  Havock  and  Spoil  of  the  Enemy.  Mr.  £A 
m  ^ro:>y^^  ^^^  ^'^^»  ^*  Elifabeth'Cityy  altho'  much  Mifchief  wat 
-^'^  'done  to  his  Cattle,  yet  did  himfclf  alone  defend  hisHoufe^ 
whilft  all  his  Men  were  fick  and  unable  to  give  him  any 
AlBftancc. 

Captain  Thomas  Newcey  Deputy  and  Superintendanf 
of  the  Company's  Lands,  forefeeing  the  Difficulties  and 
Famine,  that  muft  ncceiTarily  enfue,  caufed  as  much  Com 
as  poffible,  to  be  planted  at  EUjabeth-City^  where  he  com* 
manded ;  whilft  others  deftroyed  even  that,  which  hid 
been  before  planted,  fearing,  it  might  be  of  Service  to  the 
IndiaiSy  and  trufted  wholly  to  Relief  by  Trade  or  from 
jStiglanaiy  which  had  ever  been  one  of  the  principal  Caufcs 
of  their  Miseries.  For,  Supplies  from  England  were  very 
precarious,  and  liable  to  many  Accidents  and  Difappoint* 
ments,  and  had  bv'cn,  formerly  at  leaft,  very  ft.ngily  af- 
forded ;  And  tSc  Trade  for  Com,  with  the  Natives,  was 
ufually  carried  on  by  Men  of  Subftance,  to  their  own  Gai(i 
and  Advantage,  and  as  it  was  complained,  efpecially  by 
the  Comp.im''s  Enemies,  to  the  great  Oppreiiion  of  the 
poor  and  fufFering  Inhabitants.  But  Captain  Niwci  called 
ill  his  next  adjoining  Neighbours  to  his  Houfc,  and  omitted 
nothing,  to  relieve  their  \Vants  and  Neceffitics.  He  Kke* 
wife,  with  all  Speed,  entrenched  himfelf ;  mounted  three 
Pieces  of  Ordinance  i  funk  a  Well  of  frcfli  Water ;  and 
foon  put  himfclf  into  a  Pofture  of  Defence,  above  the  Fear 
of  any  Danger  or  Aflault  from  the  Enem  v.  In  all  thelk 
Works,  he  afted  the  Part  of  a  Sawyer,  a  Carpenter,  ot  a 
La&ourer ;  till  he  brought  upon  himfelf  many  Sickneffe% 
and  at  laft  a  Dropfy,  to  the  very  great  Grief  of  his  fimU 
]y,  and  of  all  under  his  Government.  The  latter  End  of 
juncy  Sir  George  Teardleyy  in  his  Way  to  Acc^macK  ftaH 
three  or  four  Days  with  Captain  Newce^  being  accompanied 
by  the  Council,  and  many  other  gay  Gentlemen.  The 
Captain,  being  opprcfTed  with  fo  large  a  Company,  com- 

fhincd,  to  one  of  the  chief  among  them,  of  the  Want  of 
'rovifions.  Whereupon  he  gave  the  Word  to  the  rcft^ 
and  they  entered  the  Fields  of  Com  near  the  Fort,  which 
were  the  beft  guarded  and  preferved  from  the  Ravage  ()f 
the  Enemy>  and  altho'  the  Ears  were  fcarce  half  grown, 
they  devoured  and  made  ;i  miferable  Wafte  among  it  But 
it  muft  be  obferved,  that  this  Particular  relies  whblly  bn 
the  Authority  of  Captain  Smithy  who  was  himfelf  abf^nf, 
and  whofe  Relations  of  thefe  tini^  were  chiefly  taken  from 
Perfons  of  the  opponent  Fadion.  They  arc  therefore  alwayi 
lo  be  fomcwhat  fufpe^ted  ^  and  efeecially  in  this  Story,  as  l| 
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Cbibei  fo  much  with  Sir  Giorgi  Ttardleft  general  Charac-  ><s^ 
ieri  and  the  univerfal  Love  and  Efleem,  which  he  qbtained  ^'"'^V^ 
from  the  Colony.  However  Capain  Newce  was  certainly  a  JjJ  '^f^l 
Man  of  great  Goodneis  and  Merit.  As  long  a»  he  had  any  ,J^ 
thing,  his  Company  fiiared  it  equally  with  him }  and  when 
all  was  fpent,  being  oblig^  to  live  on  Crabs  and  Oyfters^ 
they  fell  into  a  very  weak  and  feeble  Condition.  Yet 
Captain  Niwci  diftribued  among  tliem,  as  hefawOcca- 
fion,  a  little  Milk  and  Ricct  which  he  ftill  had  left ;  and 
behaved  himfelf,  in  all  things,  with  fuch  a  fatherly  Ten* 
demeis  and  Care,  that  he  obtained  the  Reputation  of  be* 
ing  the  Commander,  throughout  the  whole  Country,  that 
took  the  moft  continual  Pains  for  the  Publick,  and  did  the 
leaft  Good  for  himfelf,  of  all  others.  On  the  9th  of  Sip- 
iember^  his  Men  were  attacked  at  their  Labours,  by  tb« 
hdians^  which  was  the  firft  Aflault,  thev  had  made  fince 
the  Mailacre,  and  four  were  il^in*  Tne  Captain,  althoT 
extremely  lick,  follied  forth  to  engage  them ;  but  thqr» 
biding  themfelve^  in  the  Corn  and  other  lurking  Placei» 
elcaped  his  Vengeance.  Soon  after,  this  worthy  Gentle- 
man died ;  and  the  Company,  in  Confideration  of  his,  as 
well  at  her  own  Merit,  granted  his  widow  a  Moiety  of 
the  Labours  of  the  Tenants,  due  to  his  Place,  till  another 
Perfon  ihould  be  appointed  to  fucceed  him.  And  after* 
wards,  in  a  Letter  to  the  Governor  and  CouiKil,  thev  or* 
dered  her  the  whole  Profits  of  their  Labour  for  the  follow^* 
ing  Year,  with  no  fmall  Commendation  of  her  Virtue  and 
Defert. 

Captaik  Raligb  Chrojhaw  was,  all  this  while,  at 
Patwfmack^  with  one  Man.  He  had  not  been  long  there, 
before  OpichancaMugh  fent  two  Balkets  of  Beads  to  Japa^ 
%auiSy  the  King,  to  kill  them ;  aiTuring  him  of  the  Suugh* 
ter  he  had  made,  and  that  before  the  End  of  two  Moons* 
there  fliould  not  be  an  Englijkman  left  in  dl  their  Coun* 
tries*  Japaxaws  difclofed  this  to  Captain  Chrojhaw^  who 
pcprefled  great  Scorn  and  Contempt  for  Opechancanough^ 
whofe  Treachery  and  Cowardife  he  had  fcen  fufiiciently 
fried  by  Captain  Smithy  when  he  took  him  Prifuner,  at  the 
Bead  of  f^ven  hundred  Men.  After  two  Days  Delibera* 
tion*  Japazaws  made  Anfwer,  tliat  the  Engiijh  were  his 
friends,  and  Opitchapan^  the  Indian  Emperor,  his  Brother  ; 
and  that  therefore,  there  (hould  be  no  Blood  ihed  between 
them*  by  his  Means.  He  alfo  returned  the  Prefent  of 
Beads,  aidvifmg  the  Pamunkiys  to  come  no  more  iiito  his 
Country,  left  the  EngliJh^  though  rgainft  his  Will,  (hould 

Stheqi  a  Mifchief.    But  the  Engajh  Colony  concluded 
rkjbajif  undoubtedly  dead,  till  Captam  Hamn  came  to  Pa* 
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i6ti.      l9wmatky  in  Ji^^,  to  trade  for  Com ;  where  he  fomid  liikfi 
^^ — v< — *  fafe,  and  was  kindly  entertained  by  both  him  and  the  K^ 
aUr  Francis  fiy  the  King's  Diredlkm  and  Affiftarxe,  he  afiauhed  ^ 
J2|2;.^*^'  toot  a  T(  wn,  where  was  fomeCom ;  and  at  hb  Depar- 
ture, he  left  Captain  Chrojhaw  four  Men  more.     Oiffim^ 
tccciving  continual  Alarm?,  retired  with  thcfe  to  aPLice^ 
Advantage,  where,  with  the  AfHfbance  of  the  Patowmacktg 
he  focn  fortified  himfcif,  fui)\cient]^  againft  aU  fuch  wW 
Aifailanrs.     Soon  after,  he  w;^  vihted  by  Captain  .ATmrff 
from  whom  underftanding  the  mHerable  Sute  of  the  Cola- 
liy,  he  offered,  if  they  would  fend  him  a  bold  Shallop,  witlk^ 
Provifion  to  cnuJe,  and  proper  A^ms  and  Men,  to  provUe 
them  Corn  fufficicnt,  after  the  gettmg  in  their  Cum ;  but  ar 
yet,  it  being  but  the  latter  End  of  JufUy  he  vM  him,  there 
was  little  or  none  in  all  the  Country. 

Ndtuce  coromunicatiiTg  this  to  tne  Governor  and  odief% 
Capain  Ifeiac  Maddifm  was  fent,  with  thirty  odd  Men, 
in  a  Ship  and  fmall  Ikrk.  His  Commiffton  from  tne  Got* 
vemor,  cxprefly  charges  and  requires  him,  to  affift  anil 
defend  tlieir  Friends  and  Confederates,  the  Pafowmocksj  a^ 
gainft  the  common  Enemy ;  to  protedt  them  and  their  CoiHi 
to  his  utmoft  Power  }  and  in  his  Carriage,  as  well  towards 
them  as  the  Enemy,  to  difcharge,  faithfully  and  circuin^ 
fpe£^ly,  the  great  IVuft^  repofud  in  him,  as  he  would  tn* 
fwer  the  fame,  at  his  Peril.  But  juft  at  that  time,  CapfaAr 
Chrojhaw  had  received  a  Letter  from  Mrs.  Boyce^  a  Womad 
of  Figure,  who  was  Prifoner,  with  nineteen  more,  at  Pit- 
munkey.  Having  fome  Profpcfi  of  recovering  their  Libei^ 
ty^  he  >axnt  to  James-Town^  with  two  Chiefs  of  the  P^* 
totvmacksj  to  foflictt  the  Governor,  and  to  enter  into  VKh 
iurcs  for  their  Releafe.  But  before  this,  Opechimcan$4fi 
liad  returned  an  infolent  Anfwer  to  the  Governor's  Mefla^ 
concerning  reftoring  the  Englijh  Capd^xs,  and  had  treattil 
the  King's  Pi6hire  with  great  Difiionour  and  CoAtuinelJf, 
The  EngUJh  alfo  diflembled  their  Intents,  and  pretend{n| 
Peace  and  Friendfliip,  invited  the  Indians  back,  taplm 
their  Corn  at  their  ufual  Habitations;  which  being  IMT 
grown  up,  fo  as  to  make  the  Lofs  irrepamble  by  a  new  Cr6ti» 
the  Governor  was  preparing,  with  five  hundred  Men,  tor 
make  a  Ihafp  and  vigorous  War  upon  them,  efpeciaHy  erpon 
Opechamanough  and  his  bloody  Adherents  i  and  hoped,  \tf 
deftroving  their  Corn,  and  other  Meins,  to  drive  them  ((vUil 
out  of  the  Country.  As .  to  the  lawful  Emperor,  (Mtckh- 
pan^  who  by  this  time  indeed  was  only  an  Emperor  in  Nam^ 
nefeems  very  greatly  to  have  difapproved  of  the  Maflacfti 
For  I  find  him,  early  the  next  Year,  fendine  Chani-o^  Pacfk 
OfrifiianCowitxXy  who  difcovered  the  InMn  Confpka^f 
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m  afltire  Sir  French  Wyat^  that  if  he  would  fend  tta  or      i6m. 
twelTc,  Men,  he  would  give  up  the  reft  of  the  Englijh  Pri-  V— ^^— > 
Ibners,  that  were  in  his  Poffc^on ;  and  would  alfo  deliver  3'r  FrMiieh 
his  Brother  Opechancamugh^  the  Author  of  the  Mafiacre,  ^^*^*  ^^ 
ilito  the  Hands  of  the  Englifli^  either  alive  or  dead.     Captain 
^UckiT  was  accordingly  fent  upon  this  Service,  but  without 
the  de(ired  Succefs.    However  Opitchapan  fent  back  Mrs. 
J^f/,  nalced  and  unappareled,  in  Manner  and  Fafhion,  like 
one  of  their  Indian  Queens. 

For  thcfc  Reofons,  the  Governor  was  unwilling,  at  that 
Jundure,  to  hear  of  any  Treaty  with  Opechancan^ugh  \  and 
Captain  ChroJhaw*s  Journey  to  James-Toum  was  in  vain  i 
but  his  Abfence  from  Patowmack  had  a  very  unhappy  Con- 
fequence,  on  another  Account.  For,  Maddifin  was  a  Man 
dF  a  jealous  and  timorous  Nature ;  and  not  liking  to  live 
among  the  Savagis^  as  Chrojhaw  did,  he  built  himfelf  a 
ftrong  Houfe,  within  Chrojhaw^  Fort,  and  there  foon  rofe' 
gre^t  CokJneis  and  Referve  between  him  and  the  PatouH 
tmcks.  There  was  alfo  then  at  Patowmack  an  exile  King^ 
who  was  inwardly  exafperated  at  Japazawsy  becaufe  he 
would  not  affift  him  in  the  Recovery  of  his  Kingdom* 
This  fubtle  and  malicious  Barbarian  did  therefore,  in  Re^ 
venge,  forge  a  Plot,  as  if  Japaxaws  and  the  Patoumach 
were  in  Treaty  with  Opechancan$ugb,  how  to  cut  off  and 
dettxoy  the  EngUJh  there.  And  to  give  his  Lye  the  greater 
Credit  and  Air  of  ProbabOity,  he  wrefted  and  applied  fe- 
vend  Circtunftances,  that  had  latelv  happened,  to  this  De- 
fign.  Maddifin^  naturally  fearful  and  fufpicious,  was  a-» 
hrmed  at  this,  and  made  his  Men  ftand  puiu5hialiy  to  their 
Arms.  Some  time  after,  under  Pretence  of  Bulmefs,  he 
flnt  for  the  King  to  his  ftrong  Houfe  ;  where  having  locked 
him,  his  Son,  and  four  others  up,  and  fet  a  Guard  of  five 
Englijbmin  upon  the  Houfe,  he  fell  on  the  Town,  with 
the  reft  of  hb  Company,  and  flew  thirty  or  forty.  Men, 
Women,  and  Children.  The  poor  King,  being  furprifed 
«c  fuch  an  unexpected  Aflault,  called  out,  and  begged  him 
to  ccafe  from  fo  undeferved  a  Cruelty.  But  he  gave  not 
over  the  Execution,  till  he  had  flain,  or  put  to  Flight,  all 
19  jche  Town.  Then  he  returned,  and  taxed  the  King  of 
Treachery;  who  dented » it  bitterly,  and  told  him,  it  was 
hfiAC  Contrivance  of  thofe,  who  wiflied  his  Deftrudion, 
fcr  being  a  Friend  to  the  Englijb.  After  that,  Maddifm  led 
Km,  his  Son,  and  two  others  to  his  Ship,  promifrng  to  fet 
them  at  Liberty,  as  foon  as  his  Men  were  all  f^ifely  (bip- 
topd  I  and  t!ie  King,  very  reaJiiy  and  effc£lua]ljr,  ordered 
^  Subj;^,  pot  to  ihoot  at,  or  annoy  the  EngUJh^  whilft 
Aey  wci\;   goinj  on  board.    But  notwithiundrng  this,

Maddifm^  contraiy  to  all  good  Faith,  carried  them  Pri- 
^  foners  to  James-Ttwn ;  where  they  lay,  till  the  O^^tf 
^  Frai^t  following,  when  they  were  carried  home  by  Captain  iiK 
j2JJJj,  *'  wr,  who  took  a  (^lantity  of  Corn  for  their  Ranfoou 
However,  tiiis  perfidious  Dealing  did  not  pafs  off,  entirdy 
without  Notice  or  Animadverfion.  For,  Mr.  John  Pauntis^ 
as  a  Cafe  properly  belonging  to  his  OfEcc  of  V  iccr  Admiralt 
afterwaius  lodged  a  Complaint  againft  fume  Perfons,  who 

foing  out  to  trade  with  the  Indiansj  under  Pretence  of 
nendfhip,  end  in  the  Governor's  Name,  had  feifed  their 
Perfons,  and  ibmctimes  taken  their  Lives,  and  fometimet 
their  Goods,  for  nothing,  or  at  their  own  Rates,  contrary 
to  all  Laws  human  and  divine,  and  to  the  Difhonour  of 
God's  Name,  uF  the  King,  and  the  whole  Englijh  Nation. 
Altho'  this  was  conceived  in  general  Terms,  fo  as  to  reach 
all  other  Perfons,  guilty  of  the  fame  Crime,  vet  we  are 
€o)d,  in  the  KQt  of  Court  itfclf,  that  it  was  chiefly  levelled 
again  fl  Maddifon  and  Hamtr*  And  fome  Examinations  a- 
gainft  them  were  accordingly  taken  ;  but  by  reafon  of  Ha" 
mer's  Sicknefs,  and  Maddtjon's  Abfenre,  who  foon  after  re- 
turned to  England,  the  Suit  dropped,  and  never  proceeded 
to  full  Trial. 

This  raih  and  unadvifed  Adion  of  Maddifon  (not  to 
call  it  by  any  worfe  Name)  was  of  very  ill  Confequence  to 
the  Colony.  For  they  were  thereby  cut  oflF  from  all  Hopes 
and  Pretenfions,  to  trade  for  Corn  on  that  River  $  which 
was  then  their  only  Refuge  and  Dependance,  as  the  hdhtu^ 
in  all  the  other  Parts  of  the  Country,  were  in  an  open  jsnd 
declared  War  with  them,  and  as  they  themfelves  had  not 
attempted  any  thing  of  a  Crop,  left  the  Corn,  when  grown 
up,  fhouU  give  Means  and  Opportunity  for  Aflaults  and 
Ambufcades.  Captain  Cbrojhav/s  Dengn  was  alio  auite 
defeated  ;  w!io  intended  to  make  Japazaws  a  proper  Initru- 
ment  and  Ally  againft  Op€chancancugh,  For  he  had  at  his 
Command  above  two  hundred  fighting  Men,  in  the  Town 
of  Patcwmack ;  and  was,  bcfides,  a  Perfon  of  great  In- 
tercft  and  Authority,  throughout  the  whole  River,  being  a 
Kind  of  petty  Emperor  there,  and  unwilling  to  own  Sub- 
jedion  to  the  other  Emperors,  whom  he  always  affeded  to 
treat,  rather  as  Brethren  than  Superiors.  It  was  therefore 
probably  thought,  that  Chrojhaw  would  have  fucceeded  ia 
his  Scheme,  and  might  eafily  have  made  him  rife  againft  a 
Power,  which  he  was  before  jealous  of,  and  always  looked 
upon,  as  ufurped  and  oppreflxve. 

However  Captain  Henry  Spilman^  who  had  been  pre- 
fervcd  by  the  Means  of  Pocahontas^  and  had  lived  feveral 
Years  at  Patcvjmack,  relying  on  his  Intereft  and  Acquain- 
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taiice  with  them,  venturdf  to  go  thither,  in  a  Bark,  with 
yjb^m,n\y  fix  Men,  to  trade  for  Corn.  But  himfelf,  with' 
twenty  one  more,  were  furprifed  and  flain  by  the  Pafcoti-  ^  ^''q"* 
consy  the  greateft  People  in  thofe  Parts.  They  immediate-  y^^^ 
Iv  boarded  the  VeiTel  in  their  Canoes,  and  entered  fo  faft, 
that  the  five  Men,  left  to  guard  her,  were  in  the  utmoft 
Amazement,  till  a  Sailor  gave  Fire  to  a  Piece  of  Ordinance 
at  Random  j  the  bare  Report  whereof  fo  frighted  the  poor 
Savages,  that  they  leaped  overboard,  and  forgetting  their 
Canoes,  fwam  aihore.  Soon  after,  they  heard  a  great 
Noife  among  them,  and  faw  a  Man's  Head  thrown  down 
the  Bank  \  whereupon  they  weighed  Anchor,  and  retum*d. 
And  thus  died  this  unfortunate  Gentleman,  who  was  of  a 
good  Family  in  England,  He  had,  three  Years  before^ 
been  tried,  and  found  guilty,  of  depreciating  and  under* 
ihming  this  Governor's  Authority,  by  telling  Opechanca-- 
nought  that  a  Great  Man  (meaning  the  Earl  of  iP'arwick) 
Would  foon  come,  and  take  his  Place.  For  •  which  Crime, 
they  thought  it  a  Mercy  to  fparc  his  Life  j  but  they  how- 
ever degraded  him  from  his  Captainfhip,  and  condemned 
him,  to  be  a  Servant  to  the  Colony  for  feven  Years,  iit 
Quality  of  Interpreter ;  for  which  Office  he  wai  peculiarly 
fitted,  by  having  long  lived,  and  been  very  tonveriaht,  a- 
mong  the  Indians. 

Edtoafd  Wdtirsy  one  of  the  three,  that  ftaid  in  the  Ifland^ 
€S  Bermudasy  and  found  the  great  Block  of  Ambergreafe, 
dwelling  in  Virginia^  at  the  time  of  the  Maflacre,  wa3 
himfelf,  together  with  his  Wife,  taken  and  kept  Prifonert 
by  the  Nanfamonds.  But  this  Fall,  fomc  Englijhy  near 
Ntwporfs-Newsy  were  furprifed  in  fo  great  a  Storm,  that 
altho'  the  Men  faved  their  Lives,  the  Boat  was  loft ;  whicb 
Was  caft,  by  the  Wind  and  Waves,  upon  the  Shore  of 
Nanfamonds  The  Indians^  finding  it,  were  fo  bufied, 
with  Songs,  and  Dances,  and  Invocations,  according  td 
Aeir  Manner  of  Triumph  j  that  Waters  and  his  Wife  found 
Means,  to  get  fecretly  into  one  of  their  Cahoes,  and  croiied 
the  River,  nine  or  ten  Miles  over,  to  Kicquotan ;  where 
they  wcrt  received  with  no  lefs  Joy  and  Wonder  by  the 
Engjijb^  man  their  Efcape  gave  Aiiger  and  Vexation  to  the 
inaianu 

Shortly  after.  Sir  George  Yeardley  and  Capt.  Poivd^ 
eath  with  a  Company  of  Gentlemen  Volunteers,  went  to 
feek  the  Enemy.  But  all  bemg  fled,  except  three,  wliich 
Captaih  Powel  met  by  Chance  and  flew,  they  burnt  their 
iioufeSf  deftroycd  every  thing  they  could  find,  and  fo  re- 
turned. Three  hundred  Soldiers,  the  beft  they  could 
jdlUliei  were,  not  long  after,  raifed  atid  embarked  in  con- 
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1611.  venicnt  Veflek,  under  the  ConduA  of  Sir  GnriiTiordliy^ 
^-— v'^^  vrith  all  things  neceflary  for  the  Expedition.  Thtjr  went 
Sir  Fmnch  fifft  to  Nanfamofid ;  where  the  Indians  (ct  Fire  to  their  owii 
Wjat,  Oo-  Houfes,  fpoiled  all  they  could,  and  then  fled  away,  with 
vemor.  ^^^^  ^j^^y  zQxxXi  carry  off.  So  that  the  Englijh  had  no  Op- 
portunity to  make  any  Slaughter  of  them.  But  their  Com 
being  newly  gathered,  they  feized  all  they  could  find| 
burnt  the  Houfes,  which  the  Inhabitants  had  in  their  Hur« 
ry  left  unburnt ;  and  fo  departed.  From  thence  they  went 
to  Pamunkey^  the  chief  Seat  of  Opechancanough.  He  did 
not  appear  himfelf  $  but  the  Indians  there  feemed  exceed- 
ingly aftonifhed,  and  promifed  to  bring  them  all  the  En-^ 
glijo-i  yet  living,  and  to  reftore  their  Arms,  and  whatever 
clfe  they  had ;  pretending,  much  to  defire  Peace,  and  to 
give  them  any  Satisfadion  in  their  Power.  But  this  wa» 
only  a  Device,  to  procraftinate  the  Time,  till  they  could 
convey  away  their  Corn  from  all  other  Places,  except 
where  the  Englijh  were  quartered.  At  length,  the  Englifi^ 
perceivmg  their  Defign,  fcifed  on  the  Com  in  their  Power, 
burnt  their  Houfes,  and  purfued  them  into  the  Woods. 
But  they  fled  before  them,  and  eafily  efcaped,  not  without 
Contempt  and  Infult.  For  fome  lurked  about  in  Ambulh, 
and  difcharged  fome  Shot  out  of  Englijh  Pieces,,  which 
hurt  and  wounded  feveral  diforderly  Stragglers.  After  this. 
Sir  George  returned,  with  a  thoufand  Buihels  of  Com,  and 
each  of  the  Soldiers  had  three  Bufheb  a  piece.  Captain 
Smith  tells  us,  that  they  were  however  obliged  to  pay  ten 
Shillinjg  a  Bufhel,  before  they  received  it,  for  Freight  and 
other  Charges  of  the  Expedition.  But  the  Governor  and 
Council's  Letters  to  the  Company,  an  Authority  not  to  be 
contefted,  exprcfl)r  fay,  that  Sir  George  TeardUy  freely  cm* 
ployed  his  own  Shipping,  Shallops,  Mariners,  and  Servants, 
without  any  Recompence  or  Frieght  at  all.  But  this  is  not 
the  only  Inftaiice,  in  which  that  Gentleman's  Adions  arc 
mifrcprcfented  in  Smith's  Hiftory.  For,  he  immtiiately 
preceeding  and  coming  after  Captain  ArgaWz  Government, 
and  having  a  Commiflion  to  examine  and  punifh  his  Of- 
fences, became  a  peculiar  Mark  of  Hatred  and  Calunuiy 
to  that  Fadion.  The  fame  Letters  inform  us,  that  three 
thoufand  Bufhels  of  Corn  more  were  taken  from  the  Ene« 
my,  by  Force  or  Trade,  and  brought  in,  by  different  Par- 
ties of  Men.  By  thefe,  and  other  fuch  fmall  Inroads  and 
Depredations,  the  Indians  were  reduced  to  great  Want  and 
Necefftty  that  Winter,  and  endured  no  fmall  Mifery  and 
Famine.  So  that  many  of  the  Englijh^  in  Confidence  of 
their  Weaknefs,  and  Inability  to  hurt  them,  returned  to 
their  former  Habiutions.  For,  beiides  plund^ing  and  ruin- 
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\pg  their  Com,  and  other  Ways  of  diftreffing  and  deftroy- 
iqg  shmiiy  ttie  Governor  and  0)uncil^  in  the  aforefaid  Let-  * 
tcr,  aflure  theCompanv^  that  more  Indians  were  flain  that  ^^^'^ 
Autumn  and  Winter,  than  had  ever  fallen  by  the  Hands  of  ^^^^ 
the  EngUJby  put  them  all  together,  from  the  iirft  B^in* 
ning  and  Settlement  of  the  Colony. 

The  Earl  of  fparwickj  not  fatisfied  with  the  Spoils  of 
Virginia^  had  alfo,  by  his  Intereft  and  Intrigues,  procured 
bis  Follower  and  Dependent,  Captain  Nathamd  ButUry  to 
be  fent  Governor  of  JBirmudas  for  three  Years ;  where  he 
exerdfed  the  fame  bare-faced  Oppreffion  and  Extortion, 
that  Captain  ArgaU  had  done  here.  But  from  the  petty 
Offence  of  plundering  the  Colony,  he  proceeded  to  a  higher 
Crime  and  Mifdemeanor,  and  committed  fome  Pillage  upon 
a  Spanijh  Wreck.  Thb  incenfed  Gtmdomarj  and  the  Lords 
of  the  Privy  Council  fent  a  fliarp  Order  to  the  Company, 
to  make  an  immediate  and  &xvBt  Enquiry  into  the  Matter. 
The  Time  of  his  Government  being  therefore  now  expi- 
1^,  a  Commiffion  was  given  to  Mr.  Bernard^  who  wasi 
goine  over  to  fucceed  him,  to  enquire  into  the  Affair  of 
the  Spanijh  Wreck,  ad  Well  as  the  Truth  of  many  other 
Complaints  and  Allegations,  fent  over  againft  him  to  En-- 
gkmJ.  But,  as  had  been  done  in  Captain  ArgaWs  Ca(e, 
a  Bark  was  difpatched  from  Barnftaple^  in  which  he  ef- 
taped,  juft  before  the  Arrival  of  the  new  Governor,  and 
came  to  Virginia.  He  left  thofe  Iflands  in  a  moft  mifera- 
ble  Plight,  being  reduced  to  Beggary  and  Ruin,  by  his  Ra- 
pines and  Extortions ;  and  coming  hither  in  the  Extremity 
of  Winter,  he  found  the  Colony  labouring  under  the  Dif- 
trefTes  and  unhappy  Cohfequences  of  the  Mailacre.  Sir 
Francis  fVyat  received  and  entertained  him,  with  great 
Hofpitality  and  Good-manners  j  but  his  Behaviour  here  was 
in£iriioufly  lewd  and  riotous.  Among  other  things,  he  de- 
manded to  be  admitted  of  the  CouncQ,  and  grievoufly  re- 
fented  his  being  refufed,  akho'  he  could  (hew  no  Colour  of 
Right  or  Title  to  it.  After  about  three  Months  Stay,  and 
having  gone  up  as  high  as  Chiekahominyy  where,  like  a 
tommon  Robber  or  free  Booter,  he  fell  upon,  and  made 
Spoil  of  Lady  Dali%  Cattle,  he  fet  Sail,  and  returned  for 
England. 

But  before  this,  in  the  Beginning  of  the  Summer,  there 
liad  been  fet  afoot  a  moft  unhappy  Affair  for  the  Com- 
t>anv  ;  which  ga^s  it,  as  it  were^  a  fettling  Blow,  and  not 
"witnout  fome  Face  of  Reafon,  was  the  Occafion  of  greater 
Clamours^  and  Animofities  than  ever.  It  hath  been  fre- 
.^uently  related,  how  the  Kine  took  all  Opportunities  of 
t^iiiding  the  Company  and  infant  Colony,  by  laying  op^ 
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1611.  preffive  and  illegal  Impoficions  on  Tobacco.  TJm  he  did^ 
^— V— ^  partly  out  of  his  natural  Abhorrence  and  Averfion  t»  4imi 
Sir  Franeh  Weed,  but  chicfljr  out  of  a  Defirc  of  Gain.  For,  with  » 
^J^j^  ^"  Conjun<ftion  not  unufual  to  be  found  in  Mens  Charaders, 
Protufion  and  a  voratious  Appetite  after  Money,  had  met 
together  in  that  Prince's  Nature.  In  all  theie  Eididions, 
Sir  Lionel  CranJUld  had  been  his  principal  Inftrument. 
He  had  been  at.firft  a  Merchant  of  London^  and  then  an 
Officer  in  the  Cuftoms,  from  Whence  he  was  introduced  to 
Court,  as  a  ProjeSor ;  which,  in  the  Lan^a^  of  thofe 
Times,  fignified  a  Perfon,  who  could  fumiih  Expedients 
to  the  Minifters,  to  raife  Money,  in  the  Vacancy,  and 
without  the  Affiftance,  of  Parliament.  He  was  a  very 
wife  and  dextrous  Officer  ;  and  in  this  Execrable  Fundion^ 
had  been  fo  ufeful  and  fuccefsful,  that,  together  with  the 
Advantage  of  having  married  one  of  Buckingham's  Relations 
(an  extraoruinary  Merit  then,  and  an  infallible  Road  to  the 
higheft  Preferments^  he  had  rifen,  before  this  time,  to 
the  Dignity  of  Earl  of  Middlefex^  and  Lord  High  Trea* 
furer  ^England.  He  was  himfelf  ah  ancient  Adventurer 
in  the  Affair  of  Firginia  ;  and  well  knew,  how  mttafy 
they  were,  under  the  Preiflure  of  the  Monopolies,  Garb« 
ling,  and  other  illegal  Patents.  He  therefore  refolved  to 
try,  whether  he  could  not  make  the  Company  confent  to 
their  own  Oppreffion,  and  fqueeze  out  of  them  a  greater 
Profit  and  Revenue  to  his  Majefly,  by  making  a  particular 
Contra^  vrith  themfelves. 

To  thb  End,  he  firft  broached  the  Matter  privately  to 
Sir  Edwin  Sandys ;  offering  a  Grant  to  the  two  Companies 
of  Virginia  and  the  Somer^IJIands^  for  the  fole  Importation 
of  Tobacco  into  the  Realms  of  England  and  Inland^  re^ 
ferving  to  hb  Majefly  a  certain  valuable  Rent.  This  he 
did,  with  large  Profeffions  of  his  Love  and  Affedion  to  the 
Colony  of  Firginia  J  whereof  he  was  an  ancient  Counfellor; 
and  declared,  that,  befides  the  perfonal  Duty  of  his  Place, 
as  Lord  High  Treafurer,  his  principal  Motive  herein  was 
the  Profit  and  Advancement  of  the  Colonies.  Sir  Edwirt 
profcffed  his  Ignorance  in  Affairs  of  that  Nature ;  but  after 
K)me  Thought,  he  confulted  with  Sir  Arthur  Ingram^  a- 
nothfcr  Member  of  the  Firginia  Company,  then  prefent^ 
but  a  faft  Creature  and  Retainer  to  the  Lord  Treafurer.  AC 
length,  confidering,  that  Tobacco  was  a  decelveable  Weed^ 
and  the  Ufe  of  it  wholly  founded  on  a  Humour,  which 
might  foon  vanifli  into  omoke,  and  come  to  nothing,  he 
told  his  Lordfhip,  that  to  fettle  any  great  Rent  in  Money^ 
upon  fuch  an  uncertain  Commodity,  might  foon  bankrupt 
the  Companies,  4nd  utterly  roia  the  PUnUtioi^    Where^ 
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fore,  be  conceived  it  much  the  fafer  Way  for  the  Compa*     >6ii. 
nmj  to  yield  his  Majefty  a  certain  Proportion,  in  Specie,  ^^— n^"^ 
out  of  the  Tobacco  idelf  j   whereof,   he  thought,   they  Sjr  Frocii 
might  be  Induced  to   give  a  fourth  Part,  provided  they^' 
might  be  difcharged  from  all  other  Burthens  upon  it.    But 
bis  Lordihip,   falling  into  a  Calculation,   told  him,  that 
without  the  Grant  of  a  Third,  there  could  not  be  tliat  Re* 
venue  raifed  to  his  Majefty^  as  was  expe&ed  ;  and  for  the 
x>ld  Cuftom,  of  fix  Pence  a  Pound  upon  Roll,   and  four 
Pence  upon  Leaf  Tobacco,  it  was  already  granted  to  his 
Majefty's  Farmers,  and  could  not  be  revened. 

After  this,  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  by  his  Lordfliip's  Com- 
mand, communicated  this  P/opofal  to  the  Lords  Southamp^ 
ion  and  Cavendijh^  and  the  two  Deputies ;  who  having  im* 
parted  it  to  their  Councils,  brought  it  before  the  Companies. 
Such  a  ContraA,  if  it  could  be  concluded  on  aiw  reafona- 
ble  Terms,  was  certainly  of  very  great  and  vifible  Advan- 
tage to  the  Companies  and  Colonies.  For  it  would  enable 
them,  by  having  the  whole  Commodity  in  their  own  Hands, 
to  exclude  all  foreign  Tobacpo^  and  to  raife,  or  at  leaft 
keep  up,  the  Price  of  their  own ;  and  would  as  well  eafe 
them  from  the  Extortions  and  Infults  of  other  monopoliiing 
Patents,  as  fqcure  them  from  any  farther  Impofitions.  For 
the  Court,  as  the  Colonies  advanced  in  Strength,  was  ftiU 
loading  them  with  new  Impofitions,  and  kept  them  always 
ftagg^ingf  and  fcarce  able  to  go  forward,  under  die  Bur* 
then  of  Taxes  and  Iinpofts.  And  this  was  then  done,  folely 
by  the  King's  Authority,  without  granting  Parliaments  their 
]undoubted  Right,  jof  giving  Money,  and  uying  new  Duties 
on  the  Subjeab.  And  what  was  a  notorious,  and  (if  the  fa^ 
Cred  Chaniaer  of  Kings  and  Minifters  would  allow  the  Ex<- 
'  |ireffion)  an  impudent  Breach  of  Faith,  it  was  done  againft 
the  plaineft  and  moft  exprefs  Words  and  Tenor  of  for^ 
mer  Grants ;  which  was,  beyond  Doubt,  the  prefcnt  Caft 
of  the  Virginia  Company,  as  hath  been  before  obferved  and 
recited* 

However^  the  Companies,  fitting  down  peaceably 
mnder  thefe  OpprefCons,  readily  embraced  this  Overture, 
>md  appointed  each  a  Committee,  to  treat  with  the  Lord 
Treafurer  about  \u  But  in  the  Progrefs  of  the  Bufmefs,  his 
Lordfbip  was  ftill  fqueezing  in  new  Hardfhips  upon  them  i 
and  particularly  furprifed  and  (hocked  them  with  a  Propoi- 
|al,  that  for  each  of  the  two  Years,  then  next  enfuing,  the 
Companies  fhould  be  obliged,  to  bring  in  fixty  thoujand 
Weight  of  Spanijb  Tobacco,  or  othcrwife  permit  forty 
thpiifand  Weight  to  be  imported  by  fome  other.  This 
f  ropofiuoa  k^JWi  Yt^y  grievous  to  the  Committees,  and 
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i62».  cToflcd  one  of  their  chief  Purpofes.  They  therdbr^  replied : 
^  That  no  fuch  Obligation  was  laid  on  the  former  PateiMK 
for  the  fole  Import*tion  of  Tobacco :  That  the  Exauiple  of 
obliging  Men  to  bring  in  any  foreign  Commoditv,  whereof 
there  was  fufficient  of  the  Growth  of  the  King's  own  Do- 
minions,  would  fcem  very  ftrangc  and  unaccountable  j  and 
fuch  a  thing,  as  thev  thought,  had  not  been  heard  of,  in 
any  Part  of  the  World  :  That  to  prohibit  the  planting  To- 
bacco in  England^  and  yet  to  command  the  importing  fo 
large  a  Quantity  from  a  foreign  Country  (efpccially  when  it 
was  confcfl'edly  a  great  Drain  of  the  Cafh  of  the  Nation) 
would  be  very  grievous  to  the  Englijh  Subjeft ;  and  was  (q 
odious  a  thing,  that  they  were  afhamed  to  be  concerned  in 
it :  That  the  Quantity  of  fixty  thoufand  Weight  of  Spanijb 
Tobacco  was  verv  exccffive,  and  more  than  had  been  im- 
ported in  divers  Years,  when  there  was  no  Reftraint  at  all : 
That  fo  large  a  Proportion  (the  whole  Import  of  Tobacco 
into  England^  upon  an  Average  for  the  laft  (even  Years,  be- 
ing only  an  hundred  forty  two  thoufand  and  eighty  five 
Pounds  Weight  a  Year)  muft  utterly  abafe  the  Price  of  the 
Plantation  Tobacco,  as  manifef^ly  appeared  from  that  Ycar*^ 
Experience  j  fo  that  the  Colonies  would  part  With  a  third 
of  their  Tobacco  to  the  King,  without,  any  Retribution  in 
the  Price  of  the  reft,  as  wasat  firf.  propofed  :  And  that,  ii^ 
excluding  all  Spantjh  Tobacco,  there  could  be  no  Room 
for  Fraud  or  Error;  whereas,  under  the  Colour  of  fo  large 
an  Importation,  it  would  be  ImpofTihlc  to  prevent  the  run- 
liing  and  ftealing  in  a  much  greater  Quantity. 

These  Obje<ftions  were  certainly  very  fharp  and  home, 
and  did  not  a  little  expofe  the  partial  and  moft  unpatriot 
Meafures  of  the  Court.  But  it  was  the  Misfortune  of  that 
Timej  th^t  the  Company  dealt  much  in  Reafon,  and  the 
Courtiers  in  Command.  They  were  therefore  peremptorily 
told,  that  this  was  a  Pomt  of  fuch  Importance,  that  it  could 
not  be  difpenfed  with,  vrithout  diffolviiig  the  whole  Con-: 
traft.  For  we  muft  remember,  that  the  Spanijb  Match 
was  ilill  on  Foot  j  and .  therefore  his  Majefty  would  facri- 
fice  fo  large  an  Intereft  of  his  own  Subjeflks  to  that  Nation^ 
to  gratify  and  pblige  his  good  Friend  and  Ally,  the  King  ik 
Spain  \  who  had  been  now,  for  many  Years^  bubbling  and 
abufing  him,  to  the  open  Scorn  and  Mockery  of  all  Europe. 
Bcfides  which,  it  is  not  to  be  fuppofed,  that  Gondomar^  who. 
about  this  time,  bore  a  very  great  Sway  in  the  Affairs  ot 
England^  would  let  flip  fuch  an  Opportunity,  of  acquiring 
fo  great  a  Profit  to  his  Country.  And  indeed  we  are  told 
by  Kir.  Oltiys^  that  the  Obftru6^ion  of  thefe  Plantations^  was 
a  main  Branch  of  the  Aims  and  Endeavours  of  that  Spanijb 
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Buffoon  I  .«d  tnat  he  oppoftd  all  Vojrages  to  the  Wift-In^    i^u* 
iims  'find  particularly  crofled  thefe  Undertakings  of  Firginia  V— ^v*-^ 
and  Bermuiasy  left  from  them  there  ibould  afterwards  arife  |jj  ^''''^ 
another  England  in  America^  of  equal  Dread  and  Annoy-  ^J^' 
ance  to  Niw-Spainy  as  that  in  Europe  was  to  the  Old.  But 
the  Company,  having  had  fome  Gleams  of  Hope,  and  dread* 
ing  nothing  fo  much  as  falling  into  their  former  Calamities 
and  Oppreffions,  did  at  laft,  after  much  Difpute  and  Con- 
teftadon,  confent  to  this  Article  i  and  the  whole  Contra^ 
was  concluded  and  agreed  upon,  chiefly  on  thefe  Conditi- 
ons.   For  I  (hall  in  this,  as  I  have  done  in  other  Cafes» 
take  the  Liberty,  for  Brevity's  Sake,  only  to  dve  the  main 
Subftance  of  Matters,  and  to  leave  out  fuch  roints,  as  arc 
immaterial,  and  of  little  or  no  Confequence  to  be  known* 

I.  That  the  fole  Importation  of  Tobacco,  into  the 
Realms  of  England  and  Inland^  (hould  be  granted  to  the 
Virginia  and  Somer-JJlands  Companies,  by  Patent  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  England*^  which  Grant  ihould  be  drawn  and 
conftrued,   in  the  moft  beneficial  Manner  for  the  Com* 

Gnies  Behoof,  and  the  Advancement  of' the  Colonies  i  hit 
ateft/s  Profit,  hereafter  recited,  only  referved. 

U.  That  his  Majefty  (hould,  by  Proclamation,  proi* 
hibit  all  others  from  importing,  as  alfo  from  plandng  To* 
bacco  in  England  and  Ireland^  during  the  (aid  Contrad9 
under  grievous  Penalties ;  and  that  what  win  alreadv  plant- 
ed, fliould,  by  Virtue  of  the  former  Proclamation,  oe  CQtt>- 
fifcated. 

IIL  Th  A  T  his  Majefty,  and  the  Lord  High  Treafureft 
fliould  take  all  proper  Mediods,  for  preventing  and  confif- 
eating  all  Tobacco,  unduly  imported  y  and  (£>uld  endea- 
vour, in  all  Points,  to  keep  up  dBFe^ally  to  the  true  Intent 
and  Meaning  of  this  ContnuS ;  and  jpaurdcularly,  that  his 
Majefty  (hould  grant  no  Licences  to  Ketailers  of  Tobacco^ 
that  the  Market  mightt  ftill  remain  free  and  open,  as  it  had 
hitherto  done. 

IV.  Th  A  T  in  Confideration  hereof,  as  alfo  for  that  the 
Companies  (hould  be  discharged  firom  all  other  Payments  oi| 
Tobacco  (excepting  opiy  ]the  ancient  Cuftom,  in  the  Bool^ 
of  Rates,  of  fix  Pence  a  Pound  oxi  Roll  Tobacco,  and  four 
Pence  upon  Leaf)  the  faid  Companies  (hould  pay  to  h  js  Ma* 
Jefty  ^  clear  Proceed  of  a  full  third  Part  of  all  Tobacco^ 
Yearly  imported  smd  landed  by  them  in  the  faid  two  Realms ; 
Provide4  peyerthele(s,  that  they  ihould  not  be  obliged  to 
Import  inore  Tobacco  of  the  Growth  ^f  the  two  Colopidf 
tbilli  they  tbcmfclvcs  (bought  proper* 
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1621.  V.  That  the  Lord  High  Treafurer  (heuld  caofe  th^ 

V-»^^^^— -^  Cuftom  to  be  reduced  to  a  Medium  for  fcven  Yesus  hft 
s  Francs  p ^{^^  ending  at  Michaelmas^  162 1  ;  whereip  fliould  be  ip^v 
i5rli  ^^'  ^^^^  ^^^  much  was  Roll  Tobacco,  and  how  much  L^^ 
becaufe  of  the  different  Cuftom  ;  and  that  the  whole  fhould 
be  reduced  to  a  certain  Sum  of  Money,  whereof  one  Third 
to  be  paid  by  the  King,  for  his  Part,  and  two  Thirds  bj^ 
the  Companies,  and  the  Cuftomers  to  make  ao  farther  I>^ 
in;and  on  any  Tobacco,  either  imported  or  exported. 

VI.  Th  A  T  his  Majefty  (hould  be  difcharged  from  Pay* 
ment  of  Freight,  and  all  other  previous  Charges  \  but  that 
immediately  upon  the  Arrival  of  the  faiJ  Tobacco  (at  which 
time  his  Majefty's  Intereft  therelp  would  commence)  he 
fliGuld  bear  the  third  Part  of  all  Charees,  for  landing,  hou^ 
fmg,  keeping,  and  tranfportin|  by  Land,  Sea,  or  frefh 
Water,  into  divers  Parts  ;  as  alu>  his  third  Part  of  all  Law- 
fuits,  of  the  Salaries  of  all  Officers,  Agents,  Fadors^  and 
Servants  ;  and  in  general,  of  all  Matters  and  Bufmefles  what-^ 
foever,  incident  to  the  faid  Tobacco,  or  Contrail. 

VIL  That  all  the  Tobacco  imported,  ihould  be coi«« 
figned  into  fuch  Hands,  as  (hou)d  be  appointed  by  the  fai4 
tpompames;  who  ihould,  in  their  General  Courts,  havetho 
fole  Nomination  of  all  Officers,  Agents,  Fadors,  Miniftery, 
and  Servants,  and  the  entire  Management  of  the  faid  To- 
bacco :  Yielding  to  his  Majeily,  a  true  and  perfed  Account 
thereof,  and  paying  the  clear  Profits,  which  (hould  become 
due  to  his  Majefty  for  his  Third,  and  come  into  their  Hands  i 
In  which  Account  the  Third  of  all  Charges  ihould  be  allow- 
ed and  defalcated,  as  aforefaid. 

VIIL  That  the  Companies  ihould  be  obliged  to  im- 
port, not  above  fixty  thoufand,  nor  under  forty  thouf^nd 
Weight  ofSpaniJh  Tobacco,  for  each  of  the  firft  two  Yean 
of  this  Contra6l,  and  no  longer :  Upon  Condition  neverthe- 
lefs,  that  the  King  and  State  of  Spain  did  not  purpofely 
(upon  Knowledge  of  their  being  obliged  to  import  fo  largie 
a  Quantity)  raife  the  Cuftom,  or  impofe  new  Burthens  and 
Charges  upon  their  Tobaaco ;  and  on  Condition  likewife^ 
that  the  Price  of  Tobacco,  at  which  it  was  then  fold  in 
Spain^  be  not  purpofely  enhanced,  and  that  the  Markets  be, 
in  all  Refpeds,  as  free  and  open,  as  formerly  they  have  been: 
Provided  alfo,  if  any  of  the  faid  Quantity  of  Spanijb  To- 
bacco do,  in  any  wife,  mifcarry  by  CafUalties  at  Sea,  that 
Sn  that  Cafe,  the  faid  Companies  ihould  not  be  boimd,  to 
reftore  and  make  good  the  Pjroportion  fo  loil;,  by  any  hew 
Proviftori  and  Importation. 

IX.  That  this  Contraft  ihould  commence  at Micbaib 
pias^  1622,  and  continue  for  the  Space  of  fcven  Years,  thcq 
fiext  enfuing.  Thji 
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This  CoolniA  was ccxtainly  very  well  and  cautioufly 
wojcded)  by  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  who  drew  it,  and  was  indeed  ^ 
iheir  conftant  Draughtfman  upon  all  fuch  Occafions.  But  it  ^'^  FrMMcU 
was  at  iaft  efteemed  a  very  hard  and  pinching  Bargain  upon  J^J^  ^^ 
the  Trade  ^  and  as  a  certain  noble  Perfon  exprefT^  it,  was  * 
not  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  plea(ant  Diih,  well  fauced  and 
feafoned,  but  as  a  bitter  Potion,  which  muft  of  Neceffity,  be 
fwallowed  down*  for  avoiding  greater  Evils.  The  Earl  of 
Southarnptm  therefore,  eameftly  defired  the  Company,  dulv 
to  coniider  each  Article,  and  not  to  fpare  to  give  their  belt 
Counfel  and  Advice,  in  fo  weighty  a  Bufinefs,  which  fo  near- 
^  concerned  themfelves  and  the  Colonies,  it  being  not  only 
Kee,  but  demanded,  as  a  Duty  from  every  Man,  to  fpeak  his 
Mind  boldly,  as  his  own  R^on  ibould  fuggeft.  But  after 
a  long  Pauie,  it  appearing,  that  nothing  more  could  be  faid» 
than  had  formerly  been  delivered,  his  Lordfhip,  at  the  Com- 
pany's Rcqueft,  put  it  to  the  Queftion,  and  it  was  ratified 
and  confirmed,  by  an  almofl  unanimous  Confent,  one  Hand 
only  being  held  up  agatnft  it«  After  which,  it  was,  by  the 
Lord  Cavendijhy  their  Governor,  propofed  to,  and  confirm- 
ed by  the  Somer-Iflands  Company,  with  the  like  Unanimity. 
For  the  Adventurers  in  that  Plantation,  being  about  an  hun* 
dred  and  twenty  fix  in  Number,  were  all  likewife  Members 
of  the  Virgima  Company. 

But  before  the  Bargain  was  thoroughly  concluded  and 
ratified  by  the  Lord  High  Treafurer,  he  preiled  in  upon  them 
an  Obligation  to  import  the  forty  thoufand  Weight  of  Spa- 
nijb  Tobacco,  in  the  beft  Varinasy  with  a  Promife  (which 
however  he  did  not  keep)  not  to  trouble  them  any  farther, 
if  that  was  granted.  The  Company  therctbre  yielded  to  it ; 
on  Condition,  that  fuch  a  Quantity  of  bul  Farinas  could  be 
procured.  For  there  had  been  fome  Years,  when  the 
whole  Importation  of  that  Kind  of  Tobacco  into  Spain  did 
not  amount  to  forty  thoufand  Weight.  But  if  Farinas 
.could  not  be  had,  they  undertook  (to  give  his  Majefly  and 
idle  Lord  Treafurer  Satisfaction)  to  import  the  reft  of^  their 
Quantity,  in  the  beft  and  moft  coftly  Sorts  of  Spanijh  To- 
bacco. It  will  doubtlefs  be  very  furprifing  to  every  thinking 
Reader,  to  find  a  King  thus  load  and  oppreis  his  SubjeCb, 
with  the  Importation  of  a  foreign  Commodity,  of  no  Ufp 
or  Neceflity,  but  of  mere  Luxury  and  Wantonncfs,  and 
diat  too,  in  the  deareft  and  moft  grievous  Manner ;  efpe- 
cially  when  that  Commodity  might  oefupplied  bv  our  own 
Colonies^  and  muft,  in  Spain^  be  paid  for  in  nard  Cafh^ 
«s  the  Cafe  then  was.  But  to  account  for  fo  unconfcionable 
a  Proceeding,  it  muft  ftill  be  obferved,  that  herein  were  an- 
Iword  the  two  grand  Ends,  which  at  that  time  lay  neareil 
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to  that  Prince's  Heart ;  fince  b^  ttking  ofF  their  aeareft  To* 
^baccoes,  he  did  the  more  obhge  the  5^/^  King  aii4?4iA^ 
5  '^'^  ^^"*  ^^^  threw  more  Money  into  their  Pockets,  out  of  his 
J^J^,  '  Subjcdb  Purfcs  f  which  was,  in  Truth,  (o  much  clear  Lo6 
to  the  Englijb  Nation)  and  did  alfo,  at  the  (ame  time,  ad* 
vance  his  own  Profit  and  Revenue.  For  as  the  King  was, 
by  the  ContraA,  to  have  the  clear  Proceed  of  one  Third  of 
all  Tobacco  imported,  it  was  more  to  his  Gain  and  Ad- 
vantage, to  have  the  beft  Spanijh  Tobaccoes,  which  would 
then  ^11  for  eighteen  or  twenty  Shillings  a  Pound,  and  fome- 
times  more,  uizn  the  Plantation  Tobacco,  which  would 
fcarcely  fetch  two  and  fix  Pence  a  Pound. 

The  AiFair  of  the  Contraft,  being  thus  fettled  and  con- 
cluded, the  next  thing  that  fell  under  their  Confideration, 
was.  appointing  proper  Officers,  with  their  Salaries  \  and  the 
refolving  on  a  ftcady  Courfc,  for  the  Management  of  the 
Bufinefs.  For  this  Purpofe,  a  Committee  was  appointed 
out  of  both  the  Companies,  confifting  of  the  Earl  of  ^^ir- 
tkamptofiy  the  Lords  Cavendijh^  P^g^h  a*^^  Hougbt$n^  Sir 
John  Brooke^  Sir  Edwin  Sandys,  Sir  John  Daversj  Meffirk 
Nicholas  and  John  Farrars,  the  Deputies  of  the  two  Com- 

Knies,  Mr.  Samuel  Wroite,  and  others.  Gentlemen  and 
Merchants,  to  the  Number  of  twenty  one  in  all.  After  a 
whole  Day's  Confultation  and  Debate,  they  at  laft  agreed 
upon  all  Matters  ;  and  the  Lords  Southampton  and  Cavendijb^ 
Treafurer  and  Governor  of  the  Companies,  reported  the 
Refult  of  their  Deliberations,  to  their  refpc6Hve  Courts 
But  firft,  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  vrith  much  Candor  and 
Eameftnefs,  entreated  the  Virginia  Company,  to  deliver  theb 
Opinions  freely,  either  for,  or  aeainft,  what  he  (hould  then 
propound  ;  which  (hefaid)  himlelf,  the  Council,  and  Com- 
mittee, had  confulted  upon,  not  with  Intent  to  conclude  or 
determine  any  thing,  nor  to  prejudice  the  Courts  in  their 
Judgment,  but  only  the  better  to  prepare  the  Bufinefs  for 
their  Confideration ;  looking  upon  themfelves,  as  his  Lord* 
(hip  expreflcd  it,  only  as  Servants  to  the  Court. 

After  which  Declaration,'  he  proceeded  and  told  themf 
that,  as  it  was  propofed,  and  in  fome.Meafure  concluded, 
in  the  preparative  Court,  they  judged  it  neceflary,  that  there 
fliould  be  one  principal  Officer,  by  the  Name  of  Diredofi 
on  whofc  Sufficiency,  Care,  and  Integrity,  the  indole  Siic^ 
cefs  of  the  Bufinefs  did  chiefly  depend  ;  and  that  thev  con-' 
ceived  the  faid  Diredlor  would  well  deferve,  for  his  Salary  of 
that  Year,  five  hundred  Pounds.  Next  to  him,  wasaDe* 
puty  :  For  without  fuch  an  Affiftant,  it  would  be  impoffible 
for  the  Direflor,  to  undergo  all  the  Burthen  of  Bufineft. 
that  would  lie  upon  him.    And  to  this  Office  they  concehred 
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jrcquHite  an  extraordinarjr  Deal  of  Pains  and  Induihy,  and  i^** 
no  fmrii  bufficicncjr.  The  Third  Officer  was  a  Trcafurcr,  ^*— v^ 
to  keep  the  Calh;  But  altho*  the  Offices  of  Deputy  and  Sjj  Frai^ 
Treafurer  were  diftind  in  themfelves,  and  would  require  y^^ 
two  Perfons,  yet  the  better  to  hufband  the  Expences  for  that 
Year,  they  thoueht  it  beft  (according  to  the  Refolution  o£ 
the  Preparative  Court)  to  join  them  both  in  one  Perfon,  for 
the  prefent.  And  to  this  Officer,  they  allotted  a  SaUary  of 
four  hundred  Pounds,  for  the  current  Year.  Next  ihty 
conceived  it  neceflary,  to  have  a  Committee  of,  at  leaft,  eight 
able  and  judicious  Perfons,  chofen  out  of  the  two  Compa- 
nies, for  felling  and  difpofqig  of  their  Tobaccoes,  and  for 
affiftingthe  Du-edor,  with  their  Counfels,  and  Help,  in  the 
leveralParts  of  his  Office  ;  which  would  be  very  many  and 
cxceedinglv  weighty  and  important.  And  to  thefe,  they  ap- 
pointed a  dalary  of  fifty  Pounds,  a  Man.  And  befides  thdfe 
principal  Officers,  he  told  them,  there  would  be  neceflary^ 
two  Cafhiers,  the  one  to  be  conftantly  refident  in  the  Trear 
fury,  the  other  to  receive  and  ^ther  in  the  Monies  j  a  Book- 
keq>er ;  two  Clerks ;  a  SolUcitor ;  a  Hufband,  to  whom  the 
Cuftody  of  the  Warehoufcs  ihould  be  committed  ;  and  a 
Beadle;  with  a  Houfe,  for  the  Meetings  of  the  Officers; 
and  Warehoufes,  for  the  Reception  of  uie  Tobacco.  And 
the  whole  Amount  of  all  thefe' Salaries  and  Expences,  was 
computed  at  two  thoufand  Pounds  a  Year,  which  mufl  be 
raifed  upon  the  Tobacco.  But  as  the  Spanijh  vafUy  exceeded 
the  Plantation  Tobacco  in  Price,  it  was  agreed,  that  it  fhould 
bear  a  double  Proportion  in  the  Rate  of  &e  Charges. 

His  Lordfhip  farther  told  them,  that  diey  conceived  it 
neceflary,  that  there  fliould  be  five  hundred  Pounds  more  fet 
apart,  for  fuch  contingent  Expences,  as  (bould  occafionally 
arife ;  which  Money,  if  it  were  not,  by  the  Confent  and 
Order  of  the  Courts,  expended  for  the  Advantage  and  Im- 
provement of  the  Price  of  Tobacco,  was  to  be  again  rq>aid, 
to  each  Adventurer  proportionablv.  And  altho'  this  Sum^ 
of  twenty  five  hundred  Pounds  a  Year,  might  to  many  feem 
very  great  and  extraordinary  $  yet,  he  faid,  confidering,  that 
five  hundred  Pounds  was  not  to  be  expended,  except  for  the 
evident  Advan^ge  of  the  Commodipr ;  a|id  that,  of^the  two 
thoufand  Pounds  remaining,  his  Majeftv  was  to  bear  one 
third  Part,  and  the  Spanijh  Tobacco  a  Proportion  double  to 
the  refl,  he  conceived,  it  would  be  found  no  great  Burthen 
upon  the  Plantations  (whofe  Benefit  was  the  grand  Point  in 
View]  but.  fuch,  as  it  was  hoped,  would  be  manifoldly  re- 
paid, Dv  the  Advancement  of  the  Price.  And  as  f6  tfie  Of- 
ficers ^daries,  he  declared  it  to  be  his  Opinion,  that  they 
y^re  far  below  the  Pains>  Care,  and  Char^,  that  they  muf^, 
4»f  Neceffity,  be  at.  Th  s 
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The  Earl  of  $ff«/i&am^/tf/lhmng  thus  finifliedfaiskepoi^ 
'  there  followed,  for  fome  time,  a  general  Silence  aniMig  th» 
Sir  Francis  AdveutureTs.  Whereupon  hisLordflup  entreated  theoi,  freo> 
^MT.  ^^'  'y  ^  fpeak  Aeir  Minds  concerning  all  thefc  things,  and  to 
declare,  what  and  how  they  would  have  them  done.  And  he; 
repeated  it  again,  tliat  they  efteemed  themfelves  only  as  their 
Minifters  or  Servants,  to  prepare  Bufinefs  for  the  Court,  in 
whom  alone,  "was  Power  and  Authority  to  determine  and 
conclude  Matters.  He  therefore  eameftly  entreated  them^ 
without  Refpedi  to  himfelf,  or  any  others,  from  whom  tbofe 
Propofidons  came,  to  declare  their  Opinions  freely,  eTpedaU 
ly  concerning  the  Salaries,  which,  he  perceived,  was  the 
grand  Rock  of  OiFence. 

Hereupon,  Mr.  Robert  Smithy  the  Under-Chamber* 
Iain,  faid  $  that  he  thought,  many  able  Gentlemen  mi^t 
be  found,  who,  for  Confciepce  Sake,  would  do  the  Bufine& 
for  far  lefs  Salaries.  To  which  Sir  Edward  SacJhil  rcpVied ; 
that  for  his  Part,  he  thought  Men  bound  in  Confcience,  to 
give  thofe  whom  they  employed,  fome  reafonable  Satisfac- 
tion  for  their  Labour  and  Pains ;  and  that  he  had  found  by 
Experience,  that  fome  Men,  who  had,  for  Confcience  Sake^ 
ferved  the  Company,  had  alfo,  for  Confcience  Sake,  un- 
done it.  But  the  Earl  of  Southampton^  to  foften  the  (^ick- 
nefs  of  Sir  Edward  SackviPs  Reply,  and  to  encourage  a  Free- 
dom of  Debate,  declared,  that  mx.  Robert  Smith  was  a  very 
worthy  and  honeft  Man ;.  and  he  thanked  him,  for  fpeaking 
bis  Mind  freely,  defiring  all  others  to  do  the  fame.  After 
which,  there  enfued  a  fnort  Debate  \  and  it  was  often  ob- 
ferved,  in  the  Progrefs  of  the  AfFair,  that  this  was  properly 
a  Point  of  Merchandife,  and  not  of  fi^ttling  Colonies ;  and 
that  it  was  not  juft  or  reafonable,  to  exped,  that  Men,  fit 
to  be  trufted  with,  and  capable  to  perforui,  fo  important  a 
3ufmefs,  (hould  expend  their  whole  Time  and  Labour,  for 
the  Advancement  of  other  Mens  £ftate$,  without  any  Re* 
ward  or  Retribution  at  4II.  Mr.  Barker  alfo  now  faid ;  tha^ 
baving  been,  many  Years,  a  Member  of  that  Court,  he  had 
9iever  heard  of  fuch  great  Salaries,  as  four  and  five  hundred 
l^ounds  a  Year  \  but  that  he  had  however  heard  of  five  hum 
dred,  and  a  thoufand  Pounds,  deficient  in  th^  Accounts  of 
fome  Officers,  who  did  their  Bufmefsi  for  nothing.  Soon 
after,  the  Earl  of  Southampton  was  called  upon,  to  put  the 
feveral  Propofitions  to  the  Vote.  But  his  Lordihip  {aid,/  he 
would  once  nioic  read  then^  over  to  them  1  which  having 
done,  and  no  Man  making  any  Obje&ion,  after  ^  good 
Paufei  ^  put  the  feveral  things,  concerning  the  Officers  a^ 
Salaries,  above  reTdted,  diftindly  to  the  Queftioni  9XiA,  thqp 
^ere  all  approvQ^  and  confirmed, 
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They  thi»rproceeddl  to  th%  Eledion  of  their  Officers. 
8ir  fTjbirfrf  Samiys  had  been  nominated,  in  a  former  Court,  ^ 
to  the  Place  of  Direftor  j  but  he  earncftly  refufed  it,  as  be*  Sir  Fraj^ 
ing  unexperienced  in  Matter  of  Trade  and  Merchandife,  yj^^ 
in  which  that  Officer  ought  to  have  an  txaiA  Knowledge  i 
and  as  he  could  not  conftantly  refide  in  Town,  having  a 
great  Family  in  the  Country.  Befides  which,  he  faid,  he 
began,  as  he  now  grew  old,  to  wax  weak ;  and  therefore 
purpofed,  rather  to  withdraw  from  all  Bufmefs  of  the  Worlds 
than  to  engage  himfelf  farther  in  it  But  the  Court,  efpe- 
cially  the  Earl  of  Southampton  and  the  other  Lords,  being 
not  fatisfied  with  this  Excufe,  eameftly  prefled  him,  not  to 
reftife  a  Place,  wherein  he  might  do  fuch  ftngular  Service  to 
the  Colonies ;  the  whole  Welfare  of  which  did,  almoft  en- 
tirely depend,  upon  the  wife  and  upright  Management  of 
this  Contrafi.  No  other  Perfon  therefore  being  fo  miich  as 
named  againft  him,  and  himfelf  rather  not  oppoiing,  tfaaa 
confenting  to  accept  the  Place,  he  was,  upon  the  Bsd* 
lot,  chofen  Diredor,  by  having  fixty  five  Balls  for,  and 
only  five  againft  him.  Mr.  John  Farrar  had  alfo,  at  the 
fiime  Court,  been  named  to  the  joint  Place  of  Deputy  and 
Tr^urer^  but  he  likewlfe  refufed,  alledging,  that  the 
Company  had  laid  fuch  a  Burthen  of  Bufineis  upon  him^ 
for  now  almoft  four  Years  together,  that  he  bad  been  obli« 
^  to  negleft  his  own  private  AflEsurs,  which  i-equired  his 
immediate  and  diligent  InfpefUon.  All  which  die  Court 
acknowledged  to  be  true  ;  yet  declared,  they  held  him  fo  fit 
a  Man  for  that  Place,  that  they  would  not  propotb  anv  other 
to  ftand  in  Election  with  him ;  and  fo  he  was  choien,  by 
having  fixty  ei^ht  Balk  for,  and  (miy  two  againft  him.  They 
then  made  Choice  of  their  Committee,  and  inferior  Officers  % 
and  alfo  added  a  Committee  extraordinary,  to  be  chofen,  out 
of  the  Coundl,  without  Salaries.  They  were  not  oblind 
to  a  conftant  Attendance ;  but  were  only  to  give  their  Ad- 
vice and  Affiftance  to  the  Diredor  and  other  ading  Com- 
mittee, in  Cafes  of  a  high  and  extraordinary  Nature.  And 
this  Committee  confifted  of  the  Lords  Pog^t  and  Maynard^ 
Sir  Edward  SacJhilf  Sir  John  Brooke y  Sir  John  Daversy  Sir 
Henry  Mildmay^  Mr.  Thomas  Gihhs^  Mr.  Samuel  IVrotip 
}fix.  John  Smithy  and  Mr,  Robirt  Smith. 
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»^**     gggggggS  HAVE,  in  the  former  Book,  been  the  more 
^^ — '^^^  Si    T   ^  ^"''  ^^  cxaft,  in  rclacing  the  AflFair  of  the  Of- 
M^«rool'  8B         TO  ^^^^  ^"^  Salaries,  as  it  afterwards  became  the 
^^*       8g^jjg8g  Subje^  of  much  Wrangling  and  Contendoo. 
There  was  one  Mr.  Samuel  WroU^  a  Gentle- 
man of  Fortune  and  Di{lin£tion  in  the  Company,  who  had* 
ever  till  now,    behaved  himfelf  with  great  Moderation^ 
Judgment,  and  Induftry,  and  had  therefore  been  eleiSted  <^ 
his  Minefty^s  Council  for  Virginia,    This  Gentleman  did 
fuddenly,  m  a  fubfequent  Court,  held  on  the  4th  of  Di* 
cember  this  Year,  break  forth  into  much  Violence^  Inde* 
cency,  and  Opprobrioufnefs  of  Language ;  and  endeavour* 
ed,  to  call  into  queftion  and  cancel,  in  an  inferior  and  ordi^ 
nary  Court,  what  had  been  fettled  and  determined,  by  the 
Authority  of  a  Great  and  General  Quarter  Courts    H0 
faid,  that  this  Affair,  which  was  of  efpecial  Confequeno0 
to  the  Company,  had  been  propofed  and  paflTed,  without 
that  due  Preparation,  which  the  Laws  and  Orders  of  the 
Company  required  in  the  like  Cafes  3  that  the  lawful  and 
regular  Courfe  had  not  been  taken  for  preparing  Matters^ 
but  they  had  been  haftilv  (huffled  over ;  that  the  Bufineft 
Qi  the  Salaries^  in  particular^  was  not  duly  committed,  but 
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carried  fouly,  and  diforderl^ry  and  with  much  Art,  furrepti-      i6ts. 
tiouflvi  and  lo  private  Ends  j  and  that  divers  of  the  Company  ^*— v^— ' 
did)  Doth  then  and  fincc,  as  well  publickly  as  privately,  in  Sir  Frsmem 
his  Hearing,  complain  much  ;^iiift  thofe  Proceedings,  hut  J^^Jj,^^ 
tfiat  they  durft  not  fpeak  their  Minds  freely,  becaufe  they 
were  overawed.    He  called  the  Laws  of  the  Company  Sir 
Edtvin  Sandys's  Laws,  becaufe  that  Gentleman  had  been 
very  adive  and  induftrious,  in  contriving  and  framing  many 
of  them ;  and  being  reprimanded  by  Lord  Cavendijh^  for 
an  Infinuation  fo  unjuft  and  opprobrious  to  the  Company, 
and  for  fo  unfuitable  a  Return  to  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  for  doing 

fublick  Service,  his  Lordihip  added,  that  he  had  done  more 
larm  by  that  Day's  Work,  than  Captain  Martin^  Captain 
Argallj  or  Captain  Bailie ;  the  laft  of  which  was  Captain 
Sonurs^s  Sollicitor,  and  had  given  their  Courts  much  Trou- 
ble and  Abufe.  To  thb  Mr.  fTrote  replied ;  that,  in  term- 
ing their  Laws  Sir  Edwin  Sandys*s  Laws,  he  odled  them 
no  otherwife,  than  a  great  Lord  did ;  and  lince  hb  Lord- 
fliip  was  fo  difpleafed  with  him,  he  declared,  he  would  ne« 
ver  more  troid>le  that  Court,  where  his  Lordlhip  prefided, 
but  would,  at  their  next  Meeting,  deliver  up  his  Share  in 
the  Somer-IJlands  Companv. 

Hb  £urther  objeded,  that  the  Committee,  in  which 
thefe  things  pailed,  was  very  diforderly,  fome  Men  talking 
privately  by  the  Fire  Side ;  which  he  imputed  to  Mr.  Depu- 
ty's Faidt  and  Negligence,  who  ought  to  have  moderated 
and  kept  Order  in  their  Meetings.  And  he  (aid,  that  nei- 
ther the  Council,  nor  the  Committee,  had  any  Authority 
to  treat  of  the  Matter  of  Salaries ;  and  that  there  were 
things  reported  to  the  Court,  as  the  Judgment  of  the  Com- 
mittee, concermng  Points,  referred  to  them  by  the  Com- 
pany, which  neverthelefs  were  not  the  Committee's  Ads 
and  Doing.  And  laftly,  he  charged  and  challenged  the 
Deputy,  with  wrong  entering  the  Proceeding  of  a  Court, 
the  7th  of  OSfober  before.  And  to  this  Violence  of  Accu- 
lation,  and  Acerbity  of  Speech,  he  joined  an  equally  rude 
and  infolent  Behaviour.  All  which  was  the  more  mexcu- 
fible  in  him,  as  he  was  himfelf  one  of  the  Committee, 
who  prepared  and  brought  thb  Matter  before  the  Court, 
and  had,  when  prefent,  concurred  with  them  in  their  Pro- 
ceedings, but  through  Abfence  and  Negligence  in  attend* 
ing  that  Committee,  had  now  fpoke  moft  of  thofe  bitter 
ai2  reproachful  things,  merely  upon  Hearfay  and  Conjee-* 
lure. 

So  many,  and  fuch  various  Accufations  and  Abufes, 
which  aiFe£led  divers  of  the  greatcft  Lords  and  principal 
Alembcn  of  the  Company)  did  naturally  produce  a  lone 
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i6m.  and  various  Debate ;  in  which  Mr.  JVr9t^%  ArguoientB  and 
^— •v'— ^  Allegations  were  fully  anfwered  and  difprovedy  by  Ibmat 
Sir  Frandt  ^f  the  Company ;  particularly  by  the  Deputy,  Lord  flnxm- 
J2^^  ^'*  dijh^  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  and  Mr.  John  Farrar.  Many  alfo 
cxprefTed  much  Grief  and  Concern,  for  this  unhappy  Alter- 
cation i  as  well  out  of  their  private  Regard  to  Mr.  H^rtii^ 
who  had  thus  far  been  much  beloved  and  efteemed,  as  out 
of  Fear,  left  itfliould  give  a  Handle  to  the  Malicious,  and 
be  the  Occafion  of  much  Reproach  and  Scandal  to  the  Com- 
pany«  But  Mr.  ff^rpte^  with  great  Violence  and  Obftinacj, 
ftill  perfifted  to  have  feveral  rropofitions,  which  he  made^ 
relating  to  the  Contrad,  put  to  the  Vote ;  and  being  refu-^ 
fed,  he  declared,  that  fince  he  could  not  have  things  put  to 
the  Queftion,  and  for  divert  othe^  juft  Caufes  of  Offence^ 
he  appealed  to  the  Quarter  Court.  Neither  could  he  be 
filenced  or  reprefled,  till  the  Deputy,  at  the  Couft's  Requeft, 
put  it  twice  to  the  Vote,  and  it  was,  by  a  general  Coilfetft 
(Mr.  fyroU  himfelf,  and  one  other  only  diflenting]  a  fecond 
time  ordered  and  refolved ;  That  fmce  the  Pomts,  now 
moved,  had  pafled  the  Judgnent  of  a  Great  and  General 
Quarter  Court,  they  fhould  no  more  be  called  into  queftion 
or  difputed,  before  the  next  Quarter  Court,  at  which  time, 
if  any  Perfon  had  any  thing  to  oppofe  againft  them,  they 
might  come  prepared,  and  do  it. 

The  whole  Court,  and  parucularly  the  Lord  Cavendifi^ 
were  much  fcandalifed  at  this  turbulent  and  ofFenfive  Be- 
haviour of  Mr.  Wrote ;  which  was  fufpcded  to  proceed, 
not  fo  much  from  any  evil  Mind  in  himfelf,  as  from  tF;6 
malicious  Infofions  of  fome  others,  in  order  to  caufe  Va- 
riance and  Diftra£lion  in  the  Company.  For  Alderman 
Johnfon^  and  others  of  the  Faction,  were  now  prefcnt  j 
who  had  of  late  been  generally  obferved,  never  to  appear 
at  their  Courts,  but  againft  fome  Storm  and  Confuuon. 
Lord  Cavtndijh  dierefore,  withotit  naming  the  Perfon,  inune- 
diately  wrote  a  full  and  p^ticular  Account  of  it  to  the  Earl  of 
Southampton^  Who  was  then  in  the  Country.  Whereupon  th6 
Earl,  being  willing  to  fupprefs,  in  the  fieginnine,  an  Affair 
of  Aich  dangerous  Confeauence,  haftened  up  to  Town,  and 
called  a  Meeting  of  his  Majefty's  Council  for  Virginia^  on 
the  1 1  th  of  the  fame  Month  of  December.  But  Mr.  JVrotg 
protefted  againft  their  Power  and  Jurifdi£tion,  as  he  had 
appealed  to  the  Quarter  Court  ^  to  which,  he  declared,  he 
would  only  fubmit  himfelf.  He  then  renewed  his  Accuia- 
tion  againft  the  Deputy,  for  wrong  entering  a  Court,  th« 
7th  of  Oeioher  laft  pafred,  and  thereby  bringing  the  Com* 
pany  three  thoufand  Pounds  in  Debt.  And  he  did,  froA 
]bis  firft  coming  into  the  Room>  b^bavQ  himfelf  in  ^  moA 
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violeiic  and  contemptuous  Manner,  towards  the  Earl  of 
S0ft$tmhfion^  Lord  Cavendijh^  and  the  whole  Council.  ^ 

Mr.  Deputy  faid,  that  the  Accufadon  againft  himfelf  ^jl^^*^** 
Was  of  a  very  high  Nature,  and  deeply  concerned  the  Com- ,  '*"'  ^ 
pany*  For  the  Entries  of  their  Courts  being  the  Compa- 
ny's Records,  to  charge  them  with  Falfity,  was  to  call  into 
Queftion  all  the  Records  and  Proceedings  of  the  Company* 
He  therefore  declared  the  Manner  of  entering  their  Courts : 
Firft,  the  Secr<^ry  drew  them  tip,  and  brought  them  to 
him,  which  Draught  he,  according  to  the  Company's  Or* 
der,  perufed  and  correSed ;  that  then  it  was  read  in  the 
next  Court,  difiindly.  Article  by  Article,  and  after  a  fuffi- 
cient  Paufe  and  Examination,  either  confirmed,  or  amended  ; 
after  which,  it  was  admitted  to  Record.  And  he  faid,  that 
Ac  very  Court,  now  fpoken  of  by  Mn  Wrott^  had  accord- 
ingly gone  through  thb  Courfe ;  and  that  no  Exceptions  had 
been  uken  to  it,  not  even  by  Mr.  WroUy  who  was  then 
prefent,  and  ought  to  have  objeded,  if  there  had  been  any 
thing  wrong.  For  he  would  otherwife  himlelf  become  pri- 
vy and  confenting  to  the  Falfification,  which  he  now  laid  to 
his  Charge,  fiut  he  averred,  that  there  was  nothing  in  it, 
to  his  Knowledge,  wrong  entered  or  amifs ;  but  the  whole 
was  truly  and  faithfully  fet  down,  by  the  Secretary  and  him- 
(elf,  according  to  the  Meaning  of  the  Court,  as  they  con- 
ceived )  which  he  would,  by  the  Perfons,  that  were  prefent 
it  it,  fufficiently  prove.  And  as  to  bringing  the  Company 
three  thoufand  Pounds  in  Debt,  there  was,  and  could  be, 
DO  Manner  of  Colour  or  Pretence  for  any  fuch  thing*  He 
•therefore  folemnly  protefted  his  Innocency ;  and  as,  if  he 
fliould  be  found  guilty  of  this  grievous  Charge,  he  would 
deferve  the  greateft  of  Punifhments,  fo  he  humbly  infifled, 
for  his  own  Juftification,  that  the  Matter  might  be  ftri45Uy 
looked  into  and  examined. 

Thb  Earl  of  Southampton  alfo  told  Mr.  IVrote^  that  he 
feemed  to  take  himfelf  to  be^.ib  great  a  Man,  that  they 
were  all,  as  Pigmies,.4iH}is  Sight ;  but  as  he  did  not  know 
bim  to  be  any  'I'rince  of  the  Bloody  fo  he  defired,  he 
would  carry  himfelf  with  more  Calmnefs  and  Decency* 
And  as  to  his  afFrontive  Behaviour  to  I^rd  Cavendijhy  the 
Earl  laid  ;  that  altho'  thev  were  all  there  equal,  as  Coun- 
fellors  of  the  Virginia  Company,  yet  there  was  a  very 
great  Difference  between  the  Perfons  of  divers  of  them  ; 
and  particularly  between  him  and  the  Lord  Cavtndijh^  to 
Whom  he  owed  a  more  refpcdful  Language  and  Behaviour* 
And  fome  time  after,  prefiing  him  upon  hiar  Raflinefs  and  In- 
difcretiofl,  and  on  his  Failure  m  his  Duty,  as  a  Virginia Coun^ 
feUorj  Mr.  fVrotf  went  out  abruptly  and  departed  i  faying, 

S  that 
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i6is.      that  he  came  not  thither^  to  bear  ill  Words.    Whereupon 

^>--v-— ^  the  Earl  appealed   to  the  Judgment  of  the  Coun^  ^ggi 

Sir  Francis  prefent,  what  juft  Occafion  of  OiFence  had  been  given « 

mZt!^^'  ^'  ff^rote^  that  he  fhouM  go  off  in  that  j  udc  and  unce^ 

(be^ul  Manner.    They  therdfore  ordered  and  agreed,  that  a 

Golledion  (hould  be  made  of  thofe  Matters,  which  fhouUbc 

objeded  agunft  Mr.  ff^rot^  at  the  next  Qi^arter  Court,  to 

which  he  had  appealed.    And  in  the  mean  while,  in  Regard 

to  the  great  Contempt,  he  had  that  Day  fhewed,  the^  fuf- 

pended  him  from  the  Council,  til!  he  ihottld  clear  huiriyf 

of  the  Nhtters  laid  to  his  Charge,  and  fliould  come  to  si 

better  Temper  and  Deportment. 

Before  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Company,  Sir  Jsbn 
Brookij  accompanied  wilh  Mr.  John  Farrari  went  to  thcf" 
Lord   Cavendijh^  and  told  him  ;  that  he  found  Mr.  fVrttg 
forry,  for  what  he  bad  done ;  and  had  the  £arl  of  Sm-' 
tbampton  been  in  Town,  he  would  hav6  gone  to  his  Lord- 
fliip,  and  given  him  Satisfadiom     He  therefore  defired 
Lord  Gavendijhj  on  Mr.^  ff^rote's  Behalf,  that  the  Couriy 
which  was  the  next  Day  to  fit,  m%ht  be  put  off.    For  tf 
the  Proceedings  of  the  former  Court,  of  the  4th  of  D#- 
gemhiTf  (hould  be  openly  read,  Mr.  ff^rote  would  be  put 
upon  his  Defence  and  Juftification  ;  which  would  tend  to 
widen  the  Breach,  and  to  render  the  thing  irreconcileable, 
which  there  were  now  Hopes  of  havine  Compromifed  tod 
iettled  upon  amicable  Terms.    And  tne  txyrd  CavemUA^ 
out  of  this  Hope,  and  in  Compliance  with  Sir  John  Brooi/M 
Requeft,  did  accordingly  caufe  the  Court  to  be  put  off  and 
deferred.    But  Mr.  n^rote  was  fo  far  from  anfwering  Sir 
John  Brookeh  Expe^tion,  that  at  the  nestt  Meeting  of  the 
^,       Companv,  which  w:u  not  before  the  29th  of  January^  ht 
made  this  very  thing  a  SubjeA  of  CcMnplaint ;  as  if  that 
long  Intermiilion  of  Courts  had  been  purpofely  contrived 
to  his  Prejudice.    But  being  fully  anfwered  and  filenccd 
jon  this  Head,'  by  the  joint  Teftimony  of  llord  CavimUfi 
and  Sir  John  Brooke^  he  infifted,  that  the  Salary  Men,  tt 
being  interefted  Perfons,  and  the  Deputy^  whom  he  mof^ 
unjuftlv  caHed  his  Accufer  *  rfor  both  he  and  his  Brother 
were  itiU  faft  Friends  to  Mr.  WroU^  and  endeavoured  u« 
palliate  and  make  up  the  Affair)  fhould  not  be  prefent, 
when  his  Bufmefs  was  difcuffed.    He  alfo  excepted,  in  the 
gro(s,  againft  the  Entry  of  that  Court;  laying,  he  ffoki9L 
not  thofe  Words,  neither  in  Manner  nor  Form,  as  thc^ 
were  there  fet  down.     Whereupon  a  long  Debate  enfueu  a 
Whether  it  was  agreeable  to  the  Cuftom  of  Courts,  and 
would  not  be  produdUve  of  great  Inconveniency  and  Dil*! 
•rdert  and  faUe  much  Q&^eftioA  a^d  infiaite  Trouble  toi 
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<it  Cva^fK^^f  Afi  RMCedent  and  Example,  if  they  (hould     i^3* 
iiilflSpv  di^  which  had  been  entered  bf  iwom  Officers,  to^* — v^"^ 
'l)e  reccMnmitted,  and  called  afreik  in  queftion,  whenever  ^j^''^^*j^ 
jt  (hould  pleafe  any  Man,  to  make  Exceptions  againft  it.  ^^^^  ^ 
3ut  for  Mr.  Wt0i%  Satisfa&ion,  and  to  take  away  all 
Pretence  of  CavU  and  Complaint,  an  extraordinary  Court 
ivas  appointed^  to^xamine  by  Parts,  and  to  redify  the  faid 
Court  of  the  4tli  of  Dicmher  ;  to  which  they  only,  wha 
were  that  Day  prefent,  were  warned  or  admitted,  as  being 
Ihe  only  proper  Witnefles  and  competent  Judges  of  the 
Matter. 

At  that  Court,  Mr.  WroU  flill  behaved,  in  the  fame 
unaccountable  and  diftempered  Manner.  He  faid,  he  fuf- 
fered  for  the  Service  of  his  Majefty,  and  for  doing  hia 
Duty.  He  repeated  his  Appeal  to  the  Quarter  Court ;  aiid 
thanked  the  Gentlemen,  then  prefent,  for  prejudging  him 
to  that  Court-  He  alfo  declared,  if  the  Quarter  Court 
righted  Um  not,  he  would  appeal  to  the  King,  the  Foun* 
tun  of  Juflke  and  Mercy;  often  repeating  the  fame 
Words,  with  great  P^on  and  Vehemence.  Mr.  John 
^arrar  having  faid,  that  fometbing  was  untrue,  he  ran  ta 
him,  and  wh^pered  in  his  Ear,  that  he  durft  not  have  faid 
Vntrui  to  him  in  another  Place.    For  which  rude  Swag* 

O'  ,  he  was  juftlv  and  (harply  reproved,  by  the  Earl  of 
mpton.  lie  alledg^  that  Mr.  tVitbersj  an  eminent 
Lawyer  of  the  Company^  had  fomewhere  faid,  that  the 
Earl  of  StutbamptM^  as  a  Privy  Counfellor,  might  conunit 
him ;  and  protefkd,  that  und^  that  Fear,  he  durft  not 
fpeak  freely.  He  likewife,  in  a  very  rude  and  affrontive 
Manner,  charged  the  Earl  of  Southampton  with  faying  i 
that  he  blundered  out  his  Indifcretion ;  and  for  giving  him 
the  Lye  in  the  third  Perfon,  his  Lordfliip  having  faid  ;  That 
whoever  fhould  lay,  that  Men  were  in  any  thing  overawed, 
and  durft  not  fpeax  their  Minds,  it  was  put  into  his  Mouth 
by  the  Father  of  Lies ;  for  a  fouler  Lye  himfdf  never 
toM.  The  Earl  owned,  that  he  had  fpoke  thofe  Words  5 
and  he  laid^  he  would  juftify  and  maintain  them  ;  and  if  Mr. 
H^roti  applied  them  to  himfelf,  he  could  not  help  it.  But  as 
Co  committing  him,  he  deiired  him  to  be  under  no  fuch  Fear. 
For  whatever  Honours  and  Refpeds  were  due  to  him,  he 
laid  them  all  afide,  when  he  came  to  that  Place,  and  only 
appeared  there,  as  their  Treafurer.  But  he  declared,  thaC 
liad  Mr.  Wrote  behaved  himfelf  towards  him  fo,  in  any 
other  Place  but  that,  he  would  not  have  endured  it  io 
patiently ;  and  he  therefore  willed  him,  to  be  more  manner- 
ly and  difcreet.  As  to  the  Court  cf  the  4th  of  Decembir^ 
(irhich  tbqr  then  met  to  examine  and  re^y,  it  was  found

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1613.      to  be  rightly  entered,  in  the  main  Points  and  moft  material 

^-"v— ^  Paflages ;  and  it  vras  accordingly,  after  a  few  flight  Addi« 

sir  Fra^cft  ^ions  and  Alterations,  fo  voted  and  determined,  by  an  al- 

^^^^    ^'  moft  unanimous  Voice,  one  Perfon  onlr  diflendi^.    And 

to  pdt  the  Matter  ftill  further  out  of  Difpute,  the  Earl  of 

Sfiktbampton  fummoned  another  Court,  confifting  of  die 

fame  Perfons,  to  meet  three  Days  after,  and  to  fee,  that  die 

faid  Court  was  rightly  entered,  according  to  thofe  Reformat 

tions  and  Amendments. 

Soon  after,  Mr.  ff^rote  prcfcnted  aProjeA,  for  fhebet*" 
ter  and  more  thriftv  Management  of  the  Contrad  $  wherein 
he  propofed,  to  nave  the  whole  Bufinefi  performed  for 
twelve  hundred  Pounds  a  Year,  and  thereby  to  fave  thir« 
teen  hundred  Pounds  annually  to  his  Majefty  and  the 
Companies.  And  to  give  the  thing  the  fiurer  Courfe  and 
Hearing)  the  Earl  of  Southampton  fummoned  another  Court 
extraordinary,  to  meet  and  examine  his  Propofal.  They 
went  through  the  Whole,  Article  by  Article ;  and  after  t 
full  Deliberation  and  Debate,  which  lafted  a  whole  Daj,  till 
late  at  Night,  each  Point  was  difapproved  and  reyeAedt 
generally  unanimoufly^  and  never  witii  above  three  or  four 
diflentient  from  the  im  of  the  Company. 

The  jth  of  Fitmary  beine  the  Quarter  Court  Day,  to 
which  Mr.  ffroti  had  appealed,  and  his  Affiur  having  madt 
a  great  Noife,  and  been  the  Subjed  of  muck  Scandal  and 
Defiunation.  to  th^*  Company,  there  was  »  very  numerous 
and  fplendid  Meeting,  c^imftine  of  fix  Lords,  thirty  Kiu|ht8^ 
Dr.  hofine^  Dean  of  St.  PauFsi  and  a  vaft  Concourlc  of 
others,  DoAon,  Efquires,  Gendemen,  Merchants,  and 
Citizens.  And  the  Lord  Cavendijh  alfo,  to  die  fame  Time 
and  Place,  fummoned  a  Court  of  the  Somir-IJIands  Com- 


dys  (who  met,  and  afked  him,  whither  he  was  going)  that 
he  was  ill  at  Eafe,  and  could  not  ftay.  However  Mr 
Brooke  J  and  other  Gentlemen,  learned  in  the  Law,*,  deli- 
vercd  their  Opinions  clearly;  that  notwithftandinghb  Depar- 
ture, and  his  pretended  Appeal  to  his  Majefty,  as  there  was 
no  Evidence,  that  he  had  really  made  fuch  Appeal,  or  thai 
his  Majefty  had  accepted  it,  they  were  no  way  debarred 
from  proceeding  aeainft  him,  in  a  due  and  legal  Manner* 
Whereupon  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  obferved,  that  Mr.  fFrtu 
yras  not  accufed,  or  proiecuted,  to  that  Court,  but  waa 
himfclf  the  Profecutor  and  Accufer.  If  therefore,  hi^  Ac* 
cufation  was  well  and  juftly  grounded*  why  did  he  feriakii 
it  then,  when  that  Day  and  diat  Courl  wcrq  come,  tio 

which 
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vnich  ne  hiinlc;|f  had  appealed ;  and  when  the  Perfoiia)  by 
bim  accufed,  flood  there,  in  the  Face  of  the  Court,  ready  ^ 
to  ftibmit  theDdfelvcs  to  the  Trial,  by  him  called  for  and  ^f''''""' 
demanded  ?  But,  he  faid.  Truth  axid  Innocency  are  bold  y^^^ 
and  fettled,  twhereas  Calumny  and  Falihood  are  furitive, 
f^parful.  Wherefore,  as  it  was  apparent,  that  the  King's 
Ears  had  been  poflefled,  and  all  rarts  of  the  Town  and 
Country  filled,  with  caufelefs  Clamours,  by  Mr.  ff^rpte  and 
his  Friends ;  uid  whereas  his  Wrongs  to  the  Council,  Com*^ 
mittee,  and  whole  Company,  were  fo  great,  fo  groundlefs, 
and  fo  pernicious,  he  concluded,  that  unlefs  fome  Courfe 
¥^as  taken,  to  puniih  and  reprefs  him,  he  could  not  fee, 
but  that  the  whole  Government  of  the  Company,  muft  ut- 
terly diflolve,  and  fall  into  the  moft  extreme  Confufion  and 
Contempt. 

H  B  R  £  u  p  o  K,  at  Sir  John  Davirs*s  Motion,  it  was  firft 
imanimoufly  voted  and  agreed,  that  all  Mr.  Wrate'^  Ex* 
ceptions.  Charges,  and  Imputations,  at  the  late  Courts, 
were  utterly  fafie  and  flanderous.  And  then  proceeding  to 
his  Sentence,  after  a  long  Debate,  in  which  fome  propoftd 
fevere,  and  others  more  gentle  Metliod$,  it  was  at  lafl  con- 
cluded and  refolved ;  ^hat  he  fhould  be  difplaced,  and  for 
ever  excluded  from  being  of  his  Majcfly's  Council  for  Vir^ 
gima ;  and  that  he  fhould  not  be  entirely  difcnfranchifed 
from  the  Company,  but  fhould  only  be  fufpended  and  ex- 
cluded from  their  Courts,  for  one  whole  Year  abfolutelv, 
in  which  hb  SubmifGon  fhould  not  be  accepted,  altho'  he 
Ibould  offer  it.  But  if,  at  the  Expiration  of  that  Year, 
he  fhould  make  his  Submiflion  to  (he  next  Quarter  Court, 
that  then  it  fhould  be  left  to  the  Pleafure  of  that  Court, 
whether  they  would  re>admit  him  or  not.  But  without  4 
full  Submiffion,  and  due  Acknowledgment  of  his  Fault,  it 
was  ordered,  that  he  fhould  never  be  received  at  all.  And 
it  was  further  refolved,  upon  Sir  %Aif  Davers's  Motion, 
that,  if  Mr.  Wrote  ftiU  perfifled  in  his  wilful  Courfcs  and 
lunjufl  Afperfions,  or  fhould  any  way  wrong  or  moleft  the 
Company,  then,  for  hb  Convidion  and  Difgrace,  and  for 
the  Company's  Juflification,  his  Sentence,  together  with 
an  authentic  Copy  of  hb  whole  Proceedings,  fhould  be  put 
into  Print. 

It  was  the  Company's  great  Unhappinefs,  that  whatever 
Contefb  or  DifTenhons  happened  apiong  them,  the  thing 
was  always  carried  to  hb  Majefly  in  the  worft  Light ;  who 
was  but  too  ready  and  willing,  to  receive  Impreffions  to 
their  prejudice.  And  fo  it  happened  in  this  Cafe  of  Mr^ 
IVroU.  For  Sir  /^/irjf  Mlldmay^  profefTmg  himfclf,  to  bq 
•either  of  the  Fa£Uon,  nor  the  Fadious,  and  that  he  came 
S3  »ot 
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1613.  not  to  ftir  up  Storms,  but  to  aUav  tihem,  informed  the  Com<« 
^--v"— ^  pany,  that  upon  fomc  late  DiKourfe  with  the  King,  hil 
Sir  Francis  Majeftv  took  Noticc  of  thcfe  Differences,  which  were  x 
^^^^^'  great  Hindrance  to  the  main  BufmeTs,  and  to  things  of  efpc^ 
cial  Confequence  to  the  Colony ;  to  Which  he  alfo  attributed 
the  great  Difcouragement  of  divers  Adventurers,  and  thoit 
Willingnefs  to  give  up  their  Shares.  And  hb  Majefty  far-^ 
ther  fignified  his  Wil],  that  the  Liberty  of  the  0>mpany» 
in  every  kind,  fhould  be  -preferved  and  kei^  endl'e ;  and 
particularly,  ^at  no  Man  fuould  be  abridged  of  the  Libeny 
to  fpeak  hb  Mind  freely,  fo  he  did  it  with  due  RefpeA  and 
Decorum.  But  this,  he  faid,  he  fpolce,  not  as  from  th^ 
King,  but  as  his  private  Advice  and  Admonition.  And  af 
terwards  at  this  Quarter  Court,  when  Mr.  Wroti%  Bufi- 
nefs  came  on,  he  informed  the  Company,  that  what  he  had 
before  intimated  to  them,  as  from  himfelf,  he  had  now 
Warrant  from  his  Majefty  to  tell  them  5  who,  by  Way  of 
Advice  and  Council,  but  no  way  to  command  them,  wifli- 
ed,  that  they  would  leave  verbal  Differences,  and  go  oi( 
with  the  Buimefs  of  the  Plantation. 

Upon  Occafion  of  thb  Information  of  Sir  Henry  Mild" 
mayy  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  obferved,  that  of  all  Mr.  fVrotit 
Csdumnies  and  Accufations,  none  was  more  unjuft,  nor 
more  apparently  falfe  and  groundlefs,  than  that,  iK^erein 
he  charged  the  Earl  of  SouthambUn  (though  not  by  Name, 
yet  by  neceflary  Inference)  of  overawing  the  Companvi 
and  depriving  them  of  the  Liberty  of  ^ech.  And  tne 
Earl  told  Sir  Henry  Mildmay^  if  it  was  his  Majefty*s  Plea- 
fure,  that  they  fhould  not  meddle  with  any  evil  Words, 
or  feditious  Behaviour,  they  would  all  obey  and  deiift  front 
the  prefent  Bufmefs.  But  Sir  Henry  declaring,  that  he  had 
no  fuch  Command,  but  only  Warrant,  to  fpodc  by  Way 
of  Advice,  what  he  had  now  delivered,  the  Court  pro* 
ceedcd  to  the  Cenfure  of  Mr.  fVrote.  And  the  Earl  of 
Southampton  farther  faid,  that  this  thing  feemed  venr  ftranre 
imd  unaccountable  to  him,  but  he  muft  attribute  it  whoUy 
to  Mifinformation ;  and  he  wondered,  that  any  Man  (houU 
be  found,  fo  ihamelefs  and  void  pf  all  Truth  and  Confd- 
ence,  as  thus  to  abufe  the  Ears,  and  mifmform  the  Mind 
of  a  King.  Whereupon  he  appealed  to  the  Court,  to  bear 
Witnefs  in  that  Point ;  and  they  all,  with  an  univerfal 
Confent  and  unanimous  Voice,  declared,  that  it  was  a  falfe 
and  unjuft  Imputation  ;  and  that  they  were  not  overawed^ 
but  enjoyed  fuch  Freedom  and  Liberty  of  Speech,  as  wa» 
in  no  other  Company  permitted.  And  this  Declaration  they^ 
often  afterw::rds  repeated,  with  the  fame  Unanimity ;  thir 
opponent  FacUon  themfclves,  altho'  they  infmuated  aud 
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Kept  up  the  Lye  at  afDifiance,  mt  beine  fo  abandoned  to     1613. 
all  Senfe  of  Smunet  as  to  fay  any  fuch  uiipg,  in  the  Face  ^^-v^~^ 
of  the  Courts  where  there  were  fo  many  WitndTes  to  dif-  sir  Franch 
Drove  and  confound  than.    Divers  ot  the  Company  aUb^'*  ^^ 
^rther  faid,  that  if  Me^  ihould  ufe  ha)f  the  Liberty  of  Speech  ^"'^* 
in  fome  Coinp^u^es  of  die  City,  or  demean  themfelves  witb 
fo  much  Rudeneis  and  Diforder,  u  feveral  Members  did 
in  that  Court,  it  would  not  be  fufiered  or  endured,  but  they 
would  be  cither  puniihed  in  the  Purie,  or  fent  to  the  Coun^ 
ters.    And  in  Truth,  the  gnnd  Fault  of  the  Earl  of  Som^ 
tbamptoH  and  this  Court  was,  not  a  tyrannical  Government, 
or  imperious  Reftnint  of  the  Freedom  of  Speech  and  De« 
bate,  but  rather,  out  of  a  Principle  of  Candour  and  Faimefi. 
the  giving  too  much  Way  to  Impertinence  and  Licentious 
nefi  of  Tongue ;  which  nad  it  been  properly  rc^(teuned,  and 
duly  punifbed,  it  would,  in  all  Probability,  have  preferved 
the  Beinz  and  Privileges  of  the  Company,  and  prevented 
that  Di^lution,  which  followed. 

From  the  very  Beginning  of  this  Commotiofi,  S\x  Edr^ 
win  Sandys  defired  Mr.  fVroiij  not  to  be  difturbed  at  hi| 
Office  and  Salary.  For  as  he  had  excepted  them  with  much 
.  ReluAancy,  and  in  fole  Obedience  to  the  Company's  Re« 
queft,  as  they  all  knew  and  could  teftify,  {9  he  would  refign 
both  the  one  TjnA  the  other,  with  a  much  better  Will,  than 
be  had  ever  received  them.  And  he  accordingly  often  made 
and  declare^  his  Refignation,  and  very  feriouny  protefted, 
that  he  would  never  a^in  accept  the  Place ;  and  that,  in 
Kefentment  of  the  late  Courfes  uken  to  defome  the  Officers 
and  Salaries,  he  would  not,  for  any  Reward  whatfo^efy 
any  longer  put  up  with,  and  endure  fuch  Affronts  apd  A* 
bules.  He  therefore  defired  the  Company,  to  make  Choice 
frf*  fome  other  to  the  P)ape  of  Dire£br,  that  the  Bufmefi^ 
for  the  Want  of  (hat  Officer,  mi^ht  not  ftand  ftill,  or  r^-^ 
ceive  any  Prejudice* 

But  as  Mr/M>«/^had  thus  moved  afreib  the  Aflfair  of 
the  Officen  and  Salaries,  Sjr  Henry  Mlldmaj  confefled,  that, 
sdtho*  be  was  not  dire£Uy  of  Mr.  WroU*%  Opinion,  and  the 
Salaries  had  formerly  pafled  with  his  Vote,  ]^et  upon  ieco^ 
Thoughts,  be  had  fmce  chan^  that  Opinion,  a^id  junf 
conceived,  that  fuch  large  Salanes  was  the  ready  Way  fQ 
iruin  ai^l  overthrow  the  whole  Bufinefi ;  which,  in  his  Judg-t 
ment,  might  haye  been  better  hufl)anded,  And  he  particu^ 
Wly  iniifted,  that  as  the  Salaries  were  to  be  raifed  uponthf 
Tooacco,  it  would  be  a  ^reat  Burthen  and  Oppreffion  oq 
liie  poor  Planter }  ffhich  had  alfo  been  a  popu%  and  con^ 
ibnt  Theme  of  Peclamation  wifh  Mr-  Wrot^  In  this  Q? 
pimop4  %  ttmrj  ifiUfwij  vai  (Spcoadcd  by  Sir  Tb$maM 
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ff^roth^  Mr,  Edward  Johnfon^  and  lomc  odiort.  THk 
'  Point  therefore  of  the  Omccrs  and  Salaries  was  a^«ai  caDed 
f'^^'*  wholly  into  Queftion  and  reconfidcred,  at  a  Court,  held  for 
lurt^.  that  Furpofe,  on  the  12th  of  February.  At  that  time,  the 
Oppofers  of  the  Salaries  defired,  for  various  Reafons  and 
Allegations,  that  the  Confideration  might  be  referred  to  a 
farther  Day.  But  Mr«  Deputy  faid,  it  feemed  wonderful 
to  him,  that  Men,  who  had  raifed  fuch  Storms  and  Cla- 
mours about  the  Salaries,  not  only  to  the  Difpan^eroent  of 
the  Company's  Proceedings,  but  alfo  much  to  the  Hindrance 
of  the  Plantation,  and  to  the  Difgrace  and  Defamation  of 
fome  very  worthy  Perfons,  for  accepting  thofc  Places,  ihouU 
now,  after  all  this  Scandal  raifed,  and  Mifchief  done,  be  yet 
unprepared  with  plain  and  evident  Reafons,  to.  overthrow 
theni.  And  he  fald,  he  marvelled  the  more  at  this,  as  he 
then  faw,  before  his  Eyes,  fome  Perfons,  who  declared,  at 
the  CouncU  of  the  nth  of  December^  when  the  Confidera- 
tion of  the  Salaries  was  referred  to  that  prefent  Day,  that 
they  would,  againft  thb  Time,  arm  and  fortify  themfdves, 
to  cut  the  Throat  of  the  Salaries.  Wherefore  he  eameftly 
befought  them,  not  to  interpofe  any  farther  Delays,  but 
now  at  length  produce  thofe  Reafons,  far  which  they  had 
fo  much  traduced  and  defamed  both  the  Salaries  and  the  Of- 
ficers. For  the^  had  certainly  had  fuiHcient  Time,  to  con- 
sider and  ripen  the  Matter  $  and  nothing  would  be  Reafoii 
m  any  future  Day,  which  was  not  then  fo.  Hereupon 
there  arofe  a  very  lon^  Debate  ;  till  the  Coippany,  being 
little  fatisfied  with  the  Reafons  given,  and  much  wearied 
with  the  many  Diverfions,  made  from  the  main  Queftion. 
efpecially  by  Alderman  ^ohnhn^  called  upon  the  Earl  or 
Southampton  to  put  it  to  the  Vote ;  and  it  was  again  voted 
and  agreed,  with  an  unanimous  Voice  (the  Gentlemen  in 
the  CJppofition  either  retiring,  or  elfe  finding,  how  inconfi* 
derablc  their  Number  was,  giving  no  Vote  at  all)  that  the 
Officers  and  Salari^  (bould  fbnd,  as  they  bad  been  formerly 
ordered  and  appointed. 

This  was  indeed  a  very  great  Concurrence  and  Unani- 
mity of  the  Company,  in  the  ooly  Affair,  for  which  the 
opponent  Faction  ever  feemed  to  have  had  the  leaft  Colout 
or  Shadow  of  Reafon.  But  altho'  the  Sum  of  five  and  twen* 
tv  hundred  Pounds  a  Year,  for  the  Management  of  this  Bu- 
fmefs,  may,  at  a  flight  View,  be  thought  very  great  and 
extraordinary,  yet  if  it  be  confidered,  that  thofe  Officers  (as| 
it  was  then  oilculated  and  agreed)  would  have  an  lumdicd 
thouf^nd  Pounds  ptr  Annum^  running  through  their  Handle 
it  will  not  he  found  fo  exorbitant  and  exceffive.  For  it  onit 
amounts  to  two  and  a  l^df  pr  Cent,  whereof  five  bundrea 
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Pounds  a  Year,  or  the  hMpir  dnu  was  not  to  be  expended,    >^3* 
except  it  could  be  evidently  apolicd  for  raifing  the  Price  of  ^^-^ \r-^ 
iTobacco.    And  the  two  great  Salaries,  arifing  to  nine  hun-  Jjj  '^'^ 
dred  Pounds  a  Year,  againft  which  their  Exceptions  chiefly  ^^^^ 
lay,  did  not  amount  quite  to  one  ptr  Cent,  whereas  the 
whole  Strefs  and  Burthen  of  the  Bufuiefs  would  lie  upon 
thofe  two  OfHcers,  and  its  Succefs  entirely  depend  upon  their 
Induftry,  Care,  and  Dextcritv,  in  the  Management  of  it* 

At  this  Court,  the  Lora  C^v^nii]^  alfo  moved,  that 
fince  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  would,  by  no  Means,  hold  the  Place 
of  DireAor  any  longer,  they  would  propofe  fome  other  Per- 
fon  for  that  C5ffice.  Whereupon  fome  named  Sir  Natha^ 
niilRich  i  but  he  excufed  himfelf,  as  uncapable  of  difcharg- 
ing  fuch  an  Office,  and  would  not  therefore  undertake  ity 
for  ten  thouf^nd  Pounds  a  Year.  But  he  declared,  if  he 
thought  himfelf  fit  for  the  Bufmefs,  he  would  willingly  do 
it  for  nothing.  Then  Sir  Thomas  JVrothy  and  Mr.  Edward 
Johnfony  an  eminent  Lawyer,  and  very  worthy  Member  of 
the  society,  were  propofed  \  but  they  both  refufed,  as  no 
way  (killed  in  fuch  Bufmefs,  or  able  to  execute  the  Place. 
Afterwards  it  was  put  to  the  (^eftion ;  Whether  the  Com- 
pany would  accept  of  Sir  Edwtn  Sandys* s  Refignation,  and  it 
was,  by  a  general  Eredion  of  Hands,  denied.  He  was  tliere- 
fore  very  preflingly  intreated,  not  to  leave  the  Place,  upon 
any  Difcouragement  whatfoever ;  the  Company  profeffing,. 
that,  without  his  Aififtance,  they  much  doubted  of  the  good 
Management  and  Succefs  of  fo  difficult  a  Bufineis.  Even 
fome  of  the  moft  violent  in  the  Oppofition  did,  at  other 
times,  exprefs  great  Satisfaction  in  the  Choice  of  Sir  Edwin 
Sandys ;  and  declared,  that  he,  or  no  Body,  was  able  to 
go  through  with  fo  thorny  and  troublefome  an  Employ- 
ment :  Whilft  others  feemed  difinclined  and  backward,  to 
be  any  way  en^ged  in  it,  except  it  was  under  his  Manage- 
ment and  Direoion.  And  thus  the  Office  of  Director  was, 
a  fecond  Time,  forced  upon  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  with  a  very 
eeneral  and  honourable  Teftimony  of  the  Company ;  and 
he  accordingly,  with  the  Committee,  entered  into  Conful' 
tatioq,  about  a  proper  Courfe  and  Regulation  of  the  Bufi- 
neis ;  which,  bong  brought  before  the  Company,  was  go- 
lierally  approved  aiid  confirmed. 

But  the  Gentlemen  m  the  Oppofition,  finding  all  At- 
tempts with  the  Company  vain,  took  another  and  more 
cffcehial  Way  to  deflroy  the  Contr^ft.  For,  twelve  Days 
after  the  Thing  had  been  thus  examined  afrefli,  and  again 
fettled  and  determined,  the  Earl  of  Southampton  and  Lord 
Cawndijbj  the  Treafurer  and  Governor  of  the  two  Compa- 
fie$^  wkh  the  two  Farrars^  the  Deputies,  Sir  Jcbn  Da^ 
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i6»3.  persf  Sir  Edwin  Samfys,  and  fome  odiqB»  were  dttdj^ 
^^— >^!'— ^  fore  the  Lord  Treafurer ;  where  appeared,  on  the  other 
Sff  Frsucit  Pzitf  the  Earl  of  tFarwickj  Sir  Natikmiel  Rich^  Aldormao 
2;^  *^-  Johnfon^  Mr.  ^r^?//,  Mr.  Bing^  apd  others  ot  that  Faaioiu 
who  were  feconded  and  affifted  by  Sir  John  JVolftenkfbiu  ana 
the  Cuftoiner».  There  pafTed  much  DUjpute  and  Cootn- 
di£tion  between  the  two  nuties,  which  the  Lord  Treaiurer 
heard  with  great  Patience,  and  without  die  leaft  Intemi|itioa 
to  either  Side.  And  it  was  here  confidently  averred,  dTpe? 
dally  by  Mr.  IfroU  and  Mr.  Bingy  that  the  CoQapa^tQp^ 
in  carrying  the  ContraA,  had  been  overawed  by  the  Earl 
of  Southampton ;  and  threatened,  unlefi  the  Contrad  pro- 
ceeded, the  Colonies  would  be  taken  from  them.  At  len^, 
one  of  the  Cuftomers  propofed  to  the  Lord  Treafurer,  that 
fuice  the  Contrad  had  been  the  Subjed  of  fo  much  Con^ 
tention  and  Difcord,  it  might  be  immediately  difiblved ;  and 
that  the  Companies  (houk)  be  obliged|  to  bring  al}  their  To- 
l^acco  into  England^  and  pay  the  old  twelve  Pence  a  Pound, 
Cuftom  and  Impoft ;  which,  he  faid,  would  be  more  fatif- 
£idory  to  the  Planters,  and  more  beneficial  to  the  Km* 
And  ne  then  proceeded  to  calculate  and  (hew,  that  a  Ee-t 
venue,  of  twenty  thoufand  Pounds  a  Year  upon  Tobacco^ 
would  be  thence  raifed  for  his  Majefty ;  which  was  the  ut* 
inoft,  that  had  been  aimed  at  or  expeded.  The  Lord  Trea^ 
Tufer  alfo  reminded  the  Companies  of  the  great  Grace  and 
Favour,  his  Majefty  had  (hewed  them,  by  granting  tliea 
Lotteries,  and  other  Means,  for  the- Advancement  of  tha 
Colonies.  And  this,  hj  the  bye,  was  alwavs  infifted  on,  as 
\  vaft  and  infinite  Obhgation,  which  the  Companies  iqouM 
never  return ;  and  it  was  therefore  for  ever  urged  as  an  Art* 
gument,  for  their  mnting  his  Majefhr,  whatever  he.^te^ 
manded.  And  his  Lordflup  concluded,  that  it  was  a  veiy 
unfit  and  ungrateful  thing,  vi^ether  there  was  a  Contrad 
or  no  Contrad,  not  to  bring  all  their  Tobacco  into  EngUmt 
to  pay  Duty,  that  his  Majdly'^  Revenue  ulight  be  tbereiff 
advanced. 

1'  H  E  s  E  ExpreiHons  of  the  Lord  Treafurer  were  receiver 
With  great  Applaufe  and  Approbation,  by  the  W/itrwUkUm 
Fadion ;  who  declared,  that  it  had  ever  been  their  Uefirew 
that  all  the  Tobacco  (hould  be  brought  into  EnrlihuL  Am 
Mr.  IFrote  farther  faid,  that  the  Colony  in  Firgtmis  baafia| 
^  Petition,  to  be  exhibited  to  hjs  Majefty,  to  that  Purpofe  a 
which  was  however  never  prelimted  to  the  Ku)g»  but  hiA 
been  concealed  and  fupprefled  by  the  Deputy.  l3y  tnM  Ji|| 
meant  the  Petition  already  recim  {p.  aoo)  which  was  fem» 
when  no  Tobacco  from  Pirgtnia  was  imported  ioXoEngUmiy 
\Mi  coming  after  iht  Prohibition  was  ukea  off)  it  wai  tbere^' 
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fore  n^er  preTented.    '^e  Earl  of  Southampton  therefore      x^s* 
fepUed,  thact  the  Colony  meant  nothing  Icfs  by  that  Peti-  ^^-v— ' 
tion,  tjian  what  he  now  pretended.    For  the  Scope  of  it  Sir  F^^nek 
was,  to  obtain  Liberty  to  bring  Tobacco  into  England^  at  a  ^^^ 
time,'  when  they  were  utterly  debarred  from  importing  any. 
At  laft  they  were  difinifTed ;  and  the  Lord  High  Tr^urer 
told  them,  they  might  ftill  proceed  with  the  Bufmefs  of  the 
Contrad,  notwithftandii^  thefe.  Diffentions  and  Oppofitiom. 

But  foon  after,  they  were  agam  fummoned,  to  meet 
before  the  Lords  of  the  Privv  Coumdl,  on  the  4th  ofMarch^ 
Sir  Edwin  Sandys  (the  Earl  of  Sotfthampton  bein^  then  out 
of  Town)  and  the  tvro  Farr^rs^  with  fiich,  as  mew  OoovMl 
Iring  with  them,  for  the  Plrginia  Company,  ana  for  the 
other  Side,  Sir  Thomas  Smith  and  Alderman  John/on^  with 
fuch  Advocates  and  Affiftants,  as  th^  (hould  chufe ;  for  the 
Sonur-Iflands  Company,  the  Loril  Cavmdijh^  and  fuch,  as 
he  would  brin^  with  him,  and  of  the  oppcrfite  Party,  the 
£arl  of  Wiarmck^  or  Sir  Nathaniel  Rich^  with  fuch  odiers^ 
as  they  thought  proper.  On  that  Day,  they  appeared  ac- 
cordii^y,  beine  attended  by  the  Lord  St.  John^  Lord  Pa* 
Pity  Six  Edwata  Sackfnly  Sir  John  Brooke^  Sir  John  Davers^ 
Sir  Robert  KilBgreWy  and  divers  other  eminent  Members  d 
the  Company;  and  they  were  told  by  the  Lord  High  Trea- 
iiirer,  that  this  Meetii^g  had  been  appointed  to  examine  fun- 
dry  Complaints,  that  had  been  exhibited  againft  the  Con* 
trad,  I^y  fome  particular  Members  of  their  Companies. 
Whereupon  the  Lord  Cavendijh  made  Proteftation,  ihat,  at 
tiie  Contrad  had  often  been,  moft  6irly  and  regularly,  vo- 
ted and  concluded,  in  feveral  Quarter  Courts,  neither  him* 
felf,  nor  the  reft  of  the  Company,  which  then  attended, 
came  to  give  any  Satisfadion  to  thofe  Members,  which 
now  qppofed  it  For  they  were  not  only,  as  the  kfler 
Part,  Involved  in  the  general  Agreement  of  the  Majority, 
but  had,  moft  of  them,  a£hiaBy  given  their  Votes  and 
Confent  to  die  CantnSt ;  and  it  would  be  to  the  Prejudice 
and  Deftru^on  of  all  good  Government,  to  be  perpetually 
tampering  and  treating  with  them  about  it.  But  he  faid,  if 
their  Lordfhips,  upon  any  finifter  Surmifes  or  Informations, 
fead  conceived  any  Doubts  about  the  Matter,  himfelf,  and 
the  reft,  were  both  res|dy  and  willing,  to  give  their  Lord- 
fliips  an  Account  of  their  whole  Proceedings,  and  fuch  an 
Account,  as  they  trufted  and  were  aflured,  wouldy  in  every 
Particular,  give  aU  reafonable  SadsfaAion. 

Hb  It  B  u  p  o  N,  the  Lords  of  the  Council  requiring  foma 
of  the  Complainants  to  make  known  their  Grievances,  Mr* 
Bing  ftepped  forth,  and  made  a  long  and  very  bitter  Invec- 
tive againft  the  Contra£t»  and  the  Manner  o/paffing  it.  In 
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1613.  this,  he  ufed  great  Sharpnels  and  Freedom  of  Speech  aigainft 
*—v*"^  the  Earl  oi  Southampton  i  and  endeavoured,  hy  ridiculous 
gr  Fk0wis  2Xii,  mimick  Geftures,  to  mock,  and  turn  him  into  Coo- 
2JJ^,  tempt.  But  Mr.  Bing  was  not  now  in  the  Firginia  Courc  j 
where  he  and  his  Party  had  long  indulged  themfelves,  in  a 
moft  immoderate  Licentioufnefs  of  Speech,  and  Indecisicjr 
of  Behaviour.  And  therefore,  altho'  the  Earl  of  SouthanAm 
ton  was  no  wavs  gracious  at  Court,  nor  confequently  to  tne 
Lords  of  the  rrivy  Council,  his  Majefty's  immediate  Crea« 
tures,  yet  they  fharply  checked  and  rebuked  him.  But  the 
Lord  Cavendijh  appealed,  to  their  Lordfhips  for  Juftice  a- 
gainft  him,  for  having  fo  wronged  and  abufed  th^  Earl  of 
Southampton^  a  Peer  of  the  Realm,  and  a  Member  of  that 
Board,  as  well  now  in  their  Lordfliips  Prefence,  as  at  other 
Times  and  Places,  asi  he  was  ready,  abundantly  to  prove. 
Wherefore  Mr.  Bing  was  afterwards  committed  to  the  ^/lar* 
fhelfea,  by  an  Order  of  the  Privy  Council  i  from  lyhence 
he  was  not  to  be  releafed,  until  he  had  made  due  Submiffioo 
to  the  Earl  of  Southampton^  and  given  him  all  fitting  6aaf« 
ia^on. 

B  u  T  as  to  the  main  Subjefi  of  Complaint  in  Mr.  Bing*% 
Speech,  the  Lord  Treafurer  propofed  to  the  Qompaniet 
Three  Points,  to  be  confiderea :  Firft,  whether  the  Com- 
panies had  been  overawed?  Secondly,  whether  the  Con- 
trad^  was  for  the  ckxkI  of  the  Colomes  ?  And  Laftly,  if  it 
was  not  for  the  Good  of  the  Colonies,  how  it  might  be 
made  fo  ?  The  debating  and  clearing  up  thefe  Points  took  ' 
the  whole  Day,  both  Forenoon  and  Afternoon.  At  length, 
after  a  long  Hearing  and  Deliberation,  the  Lord  Cavendijh^ 
Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  and  Mr.  Nicholas  FarraVy  Deputy  of  the 
Virginia  Company,  were  called  ui,  and  told  by  tne  Lord 
Prefident  of  the  G)un^ ;  that  thev  hs^i  given  a  good  Ac- 
count, both  of  the  Reafons,  which  induced  them  to  con- 
clude the  Contrad^,  and  of  their  fair  and  upright  Proceed- 
ing in  paiTmg  it.  And  he  promifed,  that  a  {leport  ihould  be 
made  to  his  Majefty,  by  that  Board,  accordingly ;  and  he 
doubted  not,  but  that  the  Contrad  would  be  confirmed  to 
them,  or  elfe  fome  other  Bargain  granted,  as  much  to  thdr 
Content  and  Advantage.  The  Lora  Treafurer  likewife  ^tq 
them  a  moft  honourable  Teftimony,  of  their  upright  Pro- 
ceedings, and  wife  Admuiiftration  of  the  Affairs  of  the  Co- 
lonies, for  the  four  laft  Years ;  in  which,  he  faid,  they  had 
thriven  wonderfully,  and  profjpered  beyond  Belief.  And  hi| 
Lordfhip  further  added,  that  in  the  former  Years,^  when 
Alderman  John/on  was  Deputy,  and  the  Bufinefi  wa9  in  o^ 
ther  Hands,  it  was  carried  fouly  and  diforderly ;  fo  that,  if 
the  Perfonsi  then  in  the  GoYemment  of  the  Comt 
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ItKNiM  be  called  to  an  Account  for  their  Proceedings^  he    >^3- 
^ueftioned,  whether  their  Eftates  would  anfwer  it.  ^*""V-^ 

And  thus  did  this  Affair  go  off,  in  aU  Appearance,  great-  |jj  ^^'^i. 
ly  to  the  Honour  of  the  Companies,  and  to  the  utter  Dif-  ^JJj, 
grace  and  Confufion  of  the  oppofite  Fa£Uon.  But  whilft 
me  Companies  weu  engaged  in  debating  the  Matter  before 
die  Council,  the  Earl  of  JVarwick  and  Mr.  fVroU  were  with 
the  King ;  and  what  ESeOi  their  Calumnies  and  Infinuati- 
ons  might  have  on  the  Mind  of  that  weak  Prince,  may  bo 
eafily  judged  by  the  Event.  For  the  Virgima  Company, 
being  mcouraged  by  the  Third  Point,  propofed  by  the  Lord 
TreaAirer,  to  be  confidered,  viz.  If  die  Contra<^  was  not 
for  the  Good  of  the  Colonies,  how  it  might  be  made  fo  ? 
reconfidered  the  Whole,  in  each  Article  and  Parucular,  and 
propofed  fuch  Alleviations  in  the  hardeft  Parts,  as  they  con- 
ceived reafonable,  or  thought  there  were  any  Hopes  of  ob- 
taining. And  to  this  End,  the  Gendemen  in  the  Oppofition 
were  ejmrefly  invited  and  defired,  to  join  with  them ;  that, 
laying  aude  all  Study  of  Party  and  ContradiSion,  they  might 
unanimoufly,  and  with  the  Calmne(s  of  Reafon,  examine 
and  find  out,  what  was  moft  neceflary  and  beneficial  for  the 
Colonies.  But  the  Principal  of  thofe  Gendemen  not  vouch- 
Eifmg  their  Prefence,  they  proceeded,  and  drew  up  a  long 
and  particular  Reprefentadon  of  the  whole  Matter  to  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Council ;  that  thev  might  affift  their 
Suit,  and  be  Interceffors  to  his  Majeftv  for  them.  But 
whilft  thefe  things  were  in  Agitation,  the  whole  G>ntraA 
was  fuddenly  declared  by  his  Majefty,  to  be  void  and  of  none 
Effed.  But  I  cannot  difcover  the  exad  Day,  when  this 
was  done ;  nor  what  were  the  Reafons  or  Pretences  for  it. 

And  this  was  the  End  of  the  Companies  Contrad  with 
hit  Majeftv,  for  the  fole  Importation  of  Tobacco  \  an  Af- 
fur,  whicn  raifed  vaft  Heats  and  Animofities,  and  eave  a 
Handle,  ^>ecially  on  Account  of  the  two  ^reat  Sauaries^ 
to  much  Clamour  and  Reproach.  And  by  this  Means,  the 
ff^arwickian  FaAion  were  ftrengthened  by  the  Accefiion  of 
Mr.  IVroUy  Mr.  Gibhs^  Mr.  Bing^  and  other  Perfons  of  Con- 
fideradon  and  Figure ;  and  it  was  now  encreafed  to  twenty 
fix  in  the  whole,  whereas  it  had  before  been  even  lefs  nu- 
merous and  potent.  As  to  the  Contrail  itfelf,  it  was  ac- 
knowledged, by  thofe,  who  were  moft  vigorous  in  uphold- 
ait,  not  to  be  abfolutdy  and  in  itfelf  advantageous,  but 
y  comparatively  good,  with  RefpeA  to  their  former 
State  of  Slavery  and  Oppreffion  under  the  Cuftomers  and 
Farmers  of  his  Majefty's  Revenues^  and  as  it  would  ihield 
them  from  their  Urther  illegal  and  arbitrary  Impofidons« 
And  Cbc  fireach  of  it  was,  at  thi$  tifloe^  the  more  appve- 
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hended,  as  it  was  likely,  that  a  fole  Importation  wouU  h^ 
^  granted  to  fome  other  Perfons,  who  made  Offer  of  fo  ex* 
^  Frands  ceeding  and  large  a  Revehue  to  his  Majefty,  as  could  hoc 
j2JJJi,^'  pofBblj^  be  raifed,  but  with  the  extreme  Oppreffion  of  the 
Colonies,  and  greatly  to  the  Prejudice,  if  not  to  die  utter. 
Deftru^on,  of  their  growing  Trade  and  Staple  of  Tobacco. 
But  the  Fa6tioB,  that  oppofcd  the  Companies,  did  no^ 
only,  by  the  Diflblntion  of  the  ContmA,  endango*  the 
Trade,  and  render  it  again  fubied  to  the  Rapacioufiieft  and 
Extortions  of  the  Farmers  and  Cuftomers,  but  their  Con. 
tentioufnefs  and  MaKce  had  another  unhappy  Confequence. 
It  hath  been  already  related,  that,  in  October  1621,  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  commanded  all  the  Tobacco 
and  other  Commodities,  to  be  brought  from  Virginia  into 
England 'i  but  upon  I^eafons  given,  and  a  Reprefenitatioii 
made  by  the  Company,  the  Matter  refted,  and  had  been  no 
farther  mfifled  on.  But  now,  chiefly  at  the  Inftieation,  and 
by  the  Offers  and  Motions  of  the  opponent  FaSion,  their 
Lordihips  renewed  that  Order,  in  very  ftrong  and  peremp* 
lory  Terms.  For,  on  the  4th  of  Marcbj  when  the  Cooh 
panics  were  before  the  Council,  the  Lord  Cavendifi^  Sir 
Edwin  Sandys^  and  Mr.  Deputy  Farrar^  of  the  rirgimd 
Company,  were  very  (harply  reprimanded  and  threatmed, 
becaufe  fome  Ships  had  lately  gone  from  the  Colonies  to 
Holland  \  and  they  were  ordered,  to  fignify  and  declare  t9 
their  Companies,  that  it  was  the  Pleafure  and  exprels  Cooh 
mand  of  that  Board,  that  all  the  Tobacco  and  other  Cour 
modities  of  the  Plantations,  ihoukl  be  brou^  diredly  to 
England, 

When  this  Affair  came  before  the  Company,  Sir  El* 
win  Sandys  faid,  that  he  (hould  always  be  the  Son  of  Obe- 
dience, and  yield  a  ready  Submiflion  to  the  Commands  of 
the  higher  Powers ;  as  he  wdl  knew,  it  Was  die  Intent  aii 
Inclination  of  the  Company  to  do.  Yet,  in  Cafes  of  evH 
dent  Impoffibility  or  publick  Detriment,  he  thought  it  d» 
Part  of  well-ordered  Duty,  to  make  a  juft  and  trueReprt* 
fentation  of  the  Matter,  and  modeflly  propofe  their  Readbm 
againft  it.  He  therefore  obferved,  that  the  Commodidea 
of  Virginia  had  three  feveral  Sorts  of  Owners :  Firft^  tht 
Company ;  fecondly,  particular  Hundreds  and  Plantadooki 
belonging  to  private  Adventurers  in  England^  as  Smtbam^ 
ion  Hundred,  Martin*s Hundred,  and  the  like;  and  thirdnii 
Planters  inhabiting  and  refidine  in  Virginia^  wbofe  Part  M 
conceived  to  be  tar  the  lamft  and  moft  confiderable.  Af 
to  the  firff ,  the  Company's  Commodities,  they  certainly  hatt 
them. in  their  own  Power,  and  could  always  import  theift 
JntQ  England.    But  over  the  two  btt«r  Sorti^  te  w»ff^^ 
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^e  Company  to  have  no  Power,  by  Law,  to  command  or 
tontroie  them.  For  the  Inhatoants  of  Virginia  were,  by 
hit  Majefty's  ocigtnal  Charters  and  Grants,  declared  to  be  fj[  ^'^"^ 
is  free,  as  the  reft  of  hb  Majcfty's  Subjefls,  which  inhabi-  JSS, 
ted  the  Reahn  of  Engl^di  or  any  other  of  his  Dominions; 
And  befidest  the  particular  Societies,  and  divers  of  the  pri- 
vate Brother!  in  England^  and  of  the  Inhabitants  in  Virgin 
nia^  had  Sbipl  of  their  own ;  and  it  was  not  m  the  Power 
tt  die  Companv,  to  prevent  or  reftram  them,  from  carry« 
soe  their  (joods  to  the  beft  and  moft  promifing  Markets. 

He  farther  obferved,  that  Virginia  had,  or  would proba^ 
Uy  foon  have,  many  Commodities,  as  Salt,  Fiih,  Pipe« 
Suves,  Caviary,  and  the  like,  which  in  other  Countries 
flight  be  vendible  at  im  indifferent  Price,  but  not  in  En* 
gland*  Confidering  therefore,  that  vnthin  a  few  Years^ 
wImi  the  Term  granted  in  their  Letter^ptent  was  expir« 
ed,  the  Kin^  was  to  have  Cuftom  of  ail  Merchandife  in 
Virginia  itf»,  if  thefe  Goods  (hould  pay  a  fecond  Cufbia 
in  England^  and  afterwards  a  third  Cuftom  in  foreign  Parts, 
where  they  were  vended,  there  could  be  no  Doubt,  buC 
that  thefe. three  Cuftoms,  together  with  the  Freight  of  fuch 
cheap  and  bulky  Kinds  of  Merchandife,  and  the  other  con« 
tingoit  Charges,  would  fo  feed  upon  the  Commodity,  as 
to  nave  little  or  nothing,  tor  the  duftenance  and  Profit  of 
the  Adventurer  and  Planter. 

Howe  v b  r,  he  faid,  as  the  Virginians  had  been  driven^ 
by  the  Rieor  of  former  Contradors  with  the  Crown,  to  feek 
foreign  Markets  for  their  Commodities,  fo  he  doubted  not^ 
but  bjr  gentle  Ufage  and  eood  Treatment^  they  would  be 
eafily  induced  to  return  baa:  to  England^  their  beft  and  mofl: 
natural  Market.  But  as  for  what  had  been  alledged  by  a 
very  honourable  Perfon,  that  the  Spamjh  Colonies  brought 
all  dieir  Merchandifes  into  Spain^  and  to  no  other  Place,  ho 
fiud,  there  was  a  very  evident  and  important  Difference  be*- 
tween  the  Cafe  of  tne  Spanijb  Colonies,  and  the  Englijb. 
For  the  State  of  Spain  fuffered  no  other  Commodities  of  the 
iame  Kind,  to  be  brought  into  that  Kingdom,  which  was 
an  exceeding  great  Encouragement  and  Benefk  to  their  A^ 
nuKican  Plantations  ;  whereas  in  England^  the  Commodity, 
which  could  be  eafily  and  abundantly  fupplied  from  our  own 
Colonies,  was  not  only  permitted,  but  even  ftri£lly  enjoined, 
and  fternly  commanded,  to  be  imported  from  a  foreign 
Country.  But  if  his  Majefty  would  afford  them  the  fame 
Privilege  and  Favour,  that  the  King  of  Spain  did  to  his  Co* 
lonies,  and  would  prohibit  the  Importation  of  all  Commodi- 
ties from  foreign  Parts,  that  coulJ  be  fyrnifhed  by  our  own 
flaotitions),  there  wouU  dgubtld^  be  all  ready  and  joyful

1613.     Obedience  yielded  to  this  Command,  of  bringing  ail  dieif 

^— >r"-^  Commodities  into  England.    But  without  fuch  a  Qualifica* 

^  Fr^ii  tion  and  Privilege,  he  declared  it  to  be  his  Opinion,  tKa< 

^^^^  **'  this  was  a  Proj>orition  extremely  oppreffive  and  hurtful  to 

the  Colonies,  and  mufi  foon  bring  them  to  utter  Ruin  and 

Deftrut^on. 

This  clear  and  pathetic  Account  of  the  Cafe,  was  re- 
ceived with  the  general  Applaufe  and  Approbation  of  the 
Company  \  and  Mr.  Rider  added,  that  there  feemed  to  him 
to  be  another  material  Difference,  between  the  Spanijh  and 
Englijb  Plantations.  For  the  Spanijh  Colonies  were  found* 
ed  by  the  Kings  of  Spain^  out  of  their  own  Treafury  and 
Revenues,  and  they  maintained  the  Garrifons  tliere,  toge* 
ther  with  a  large  Navy,  for  their  Ufe  and  Defence  \  wnert- 
as  the  Englijh  Plantations  had  been  at  firft  fettled^  and  fincc 
fupported,  at  the  Charge  of  private  Adventurers ;  unle(s  it. 
might  be  excepted,  that  his  Majefty,  out  ot  his  great  Grace 
and  Favour,  had  granted  them  fome  Lotteries  and  Collet- 
tions,  the  Produce  of  which  had  ncvcrthelcis  been  expend- 
ed, merely  for  the  publickly  Service.  To  which  it  might 
have  been  juftly  added,  that  thofc  vaft  Obligations  of  Lot- 
teries and  Collet^ions  were  very  cheap  to  his  Majefty,  he 
never  having  contributed  one  Farthing  himfelf  in  them,  al- 
tho'  he  was  a  very  great,  and  in  a  manner,  the  only  Gainer 
yet,  by  thefe  Settlements.  At  lengthy  in  order  to  lofe  no 
Time,  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  and  Mr.  Chrijiopher  brocki  were 
defired,  to  take  both  the  Reafon*^,  which  had  been  formerly 
prefented  to  their  Lordfliips  by  the  Company,  together 
with  fuch  new  ones,  as  had  been  now  alledged,  and  to  draw 
up  a  brief  Anfwer  to  this  Order  of  the  Privy  Council.  And 
whereas  the  Matter  was  already  fo  well  prepared  and  di- 
gefted  to  their  Hands,  it  was  thought,  thev  might  eafily 
do  It,  during  the  fitting  of  the  Court.  Whereupon  th^ 
withdrew,  and  foon  returned  with  an  Anfwer,  contaijfiing 
much  the  fame  in  Purport  with  that,  prefented  to  their 
Lordfliips  about  a  Year  and  a  half  before,  by  Mr.  John 
Farrar^  then  Dcputy-Trcafurer  of  the  Virginia  Company. 
This  Draught,  Ix^ing  deliberately  read  in  the  Court,  was  ra- 
tified and  approved  by  the  Company  \  and  Lord  Cavendijb^ 
Lord  Paget ^  and  Sir  Edward  Sackvil  were  entreated,  to  dc* 
liver  it  to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council,  in  the  Compa- 
ny's Name. 

But  this  Stifnefs  and  Refolution  of  the  Company  did, 
by  no  means,  turn  their  Lord(hips  from  their  Purpofe* 
For  I  find,  by  another  Order  of  the  Privy  Council,  dated 
the  28th  of  April  this  Year,  that  they  ftill  ftreuuoufly  in- 
fifted  on,  and  ftridly  enjoined  them,  to  import  all  theif 
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Commodities  into  England.  But  as  feme  Alleviatioh  and  1623. 
fncoun^emeht^  the  King,  in  the  fame  Order  t>f  Council,  ^^— «v^ — ^ 
declares ;  that^  inftead  of  the  twelve  Pence,  fbrmeriy  an-  s:r  Frandt 
fwered  to  his  Majefty^  he  would,  for  the  future,  be  con-  ^y^f^  Co« 
lent  with  nine  Pence  a  Pound  on  Tobacco  (the  Cliftomers^^^'* 
having  abated  three  Pence  a  Pound  Cuftom)  ahd  that  all 
Tobacco^  then  lately  imported  into  Englandy  fliould  be 
delivered  to  the  Proprietors,  on  paying  that  nine  Pence  on- 
ly. AjkI  for  the  Information  of  the  People  in  Virginia^ 
tnat  th<^  might  know^  how  to  comport  themfelves  herein, 
this  Order  was  tranfmitted  hither^  and  is  ftili  extant  among 
the  Records  of  our  Council.  At  the  fame  time,  the  Lords 
of  the  Privy  Council  wrote  a  Letter  to  the  Governor  and 
Council  here  \  informing  them,  of  his  Majefty's  gracious 
Intentions,  towards  the  Colony ;  and  commanding  them^ 
not  to  be  difcouraged  by  any  loofe  Adverdfemcnts,  pro- 
ceeding from  Fadion,  Malice,  or  private  Ends.  But  they 
fireightly  charged  and  required  them^  in  his  Majefty's 
Name,  to  live  together^  in  that  Concord,  Unity,  and  joint 
Care  cS  the  common  Good  of  the  Plantation,  as  became 
the  Undertakers  of  fuch  an  A^on,  the  SubjeAs  of  fuch  si 
King,  and  the  ProfefTors  of  fu^h  a  Religion;  They  told 
diem  aUcs  that  they  were  informed  by  fome,  who  had  late- 
ly beeii  £ye-witneflbj  that  their  Fortifications,  Houfes  of 
Habitation,  and  Proviiion  of  Visual,  were  not  cared  for 
in  fuch  fort,  as  thqr  ought  to  be  1  which  was  highly  dif- 
pleaiing  to  his  Majefty.  And  therefore  they  required  diem, 
to  be  more  careful  hereafter,  as  well  for  themfelves,  as  for 
the  publick  Weal  and  Subfiftence  of  the  Colony. 

BOT  the  Contra^  being  diflblved,  and  the  Benefit  of 
folelmportaUon  taken  from  the  Company,  the  fVarwickian 
Fa£tion  themfelves  were  foon  abrmed,  at  the  Apprehen- 
fion  of  a  general  and  unlimited  Importation  of  l^obacco. 
Wherefore  Sir  Nathaniil  Rich  propofed  to  the  Company^ 
didr  entering  into  a  new  Treaty  with  his  Majefty^  for  the 
fole  Importation,  and  for  farming  the  forty  thoufand  Weight 
of  Spanijb  Tobacco  i  which  he  gave  them  to  underliand> 
from  fome  Speech,  he  had  lately  had  with  the  Lord  Trca^ 
furer,  there  were  great  Hopes  of  obtaining.  But  his  Pro'* 
pofition  was  flighted  and  relented,  as  a  Scheme,  which  had 
utely  been  rendered  abortive,  by  himfelf  and  hb  Fadion ; 
and  as  it  would  be  necefiarily  produ6live  of  thofe  Salaries 
and  Expences,  which  they  had  fo  loudly  exclaimed  againft* 
But  foon  after,  the  fame  Gentleman  informed  the  Com- 

eny,  that  there  was  like  to  be  a  free  Importation  of  all 
rts  of  foreign  Tobacco,  without  Stint   or  Limitation , 
Hid  that  there  was  a  Proclamation  ihordy  to  come  forth,

to  that  Purpofe.  This  was  a  thing  before  Hot  fufpeAed  or 
^  imagined ;  and  it  was  unanimoufly  hidged,  to  be  utterly 
Sir  FrsMcis  deftrudive  of  the  Colonies.  For  as  the  nieaoeft  TobacoDcr 
J«oor.  ^^i^^  ^  bought  in  Spain^  for  fix  Pence  a  Pounds  the  Prfce 
c^  the  Plantation  Tobacco,  after  the  Difcharge  of  Freieht^ 
Cuftom,  Impoft,  and  other  Charges,  would  be  reduced  to 
Kttle  or  nothing.  The  Company  dierefore  unanimoufljr 
entered  upon  feveral  Schemes  and  Meafures,  to  prevent  lo 
unfortunate  an  Event ;  all  which  at  kft  ended,  in  a  bare 
Promife  from  the  Lord  Treafurer  (and  the  Court  Promifes 
of  that  Time  were  not  greatly  to  be  depended  upon)  dut 
forty  thoufand  Weight  of  Spanijb  Tobacco  only,  ihould  be 
imported  into  England, 

Sir  Thomas  SmtWs  Accounts  remained  ftSl  unfetded, 
and  Sir  Edward  Sackv'd  was  among  the  itoA  in  his  Ceo- 
Aires  and  Complaints  of  this  Matter.  About  this  time^ 
Sir  Thomas  Smithy  cafually  meeting  him,  complained  and 
cxpreiled  much  Concern,  that  he  mould  publickly,  and  in 
divers  Places,  fay,  that  Sir  Thomas  was  inde))ted  to  the 
Company.  Sir  Edward  Sackvil  was  a  young  Nobleman  of 
a  frank  and  generous  Nature.  He  fpoke  freely,  whatever 
he  thought,  and  was  not  at  all  of  a  Turn  to  deny,  uriuit 
he  had  once  faid.    He  therefore  confofled  it  to  be  true,  and 

Eive  hb  Reafons  for  it.  Whereupon  Sir  Thomas  Smith  fo- 
mnly  protefted  his  Cleamefs  and  Integrity,  and  as  a  Proof 
of  it,  aiked  Sir  Edward  Sackvih,  If  he  was  fo  much  in  the 
Company's  Debt,  why  they  did  not,  efpecially  in  this  their 
Time  ot  Want  and  Ncceffity,  fue  and  recover  it  ?  For  be 
was  undoubted  folvent,  and  able  to  make  them  full  Satif- 
fadlion.  But,  he  faid,  it  was  fo  far  from  this,  that  he  had 
been  now,  for  the  Space  of  three  Years^  in  vara  impor- 
tuning and  foUiciting  an  Audit  of  hb  Accounts,  and  had, 
for  that  End,  delivered  in  all  his  Books  to  die  Company. 
This  was  alfo  confirmed  by  Sir  Humphrey  Handfordj  then 
Sherif  of  London^  and  one  Mr.  Abdy^  a  rich  Merchant; 
who  told  Sir  Edward  Sackvil  further  that  they  had  for- 
merly, by  the  Company's  Appointment,  examined  Sir 
Thomas  Smithes  Accounts,  and  found  the  Ballance  five  hun- 
dred and  odd  Pounds  in  his  Favour,  which  they  had  ac« 
cordingly  witneffed  under  their  Hands,  and  delivered  in  to 
the  Court.  As  to  this  Aflerxion  of  thefe  two  Gentlemen, 
I  find,  at  a  Court  held  May  12,  1619,  on  the  Motion  of 
Sir  Thofnas  Smth,  Mr.  Maurice  Abbotj  Mr.  Humphrey 
Handfordy  and  Mr.  Anthony  Abdy  were  admitted  to  bo 
prefcnt  at  the  auditing  the  Account,  to  fee,  that  Sir  Tho^ 
mas  Smith  received  no  Wrong.  But  it  was  alfo  ordered^ 
that  diree  of  the  old  Auditon,  vi%.  Sir  Edwin  Sandy Sy  d)ci| 
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Trtafurer,  Sir  John  Davtrsy  and  Nfr,  John  Wroth  (hould  x6»3. 
be  of  the  ^uorum^  and  that  nothing  ihouid  be  contluded,  ^'— ^^^ — ' 
without  the  Confent  of  two  of  them  at  the  leaft.  And  ^  FrMnch 
Toon  afterj  at  a  QyaHtr  Courts  Mr.  Ahhot  and  thofe  two  J^^^^^ 
Gcndemen^  together  with  Mr.  Thomas  Keightly  for  the 
Cooipaiiy^  were  admitted  extraordinarily  into  the  Number 
of  l^al  Auditors.  But  that  the  Accounts  had  ever  been 
fiiUj  audited  and  faffed  by  them,  is  plainly  &lfe,  by  the 
whole  G>urfe  and  Teiior  of  the  Company's  Kecords.  And 
if  thefe  Gentlemen^  who  were  only  Auditors  ix  partty  on 
Sir  ^%omas  Smithes  Behalf,  did  give  in  any  Paper  to  the 
Court,  relating  to  .the  full  Settlement  and  Ballance  of  thofe 
Accounts,  it  could  never  furely,  either  in  Law  or  Reafon, 
be  received  as  authentic  and  definitive.  But  Sir  Edward 
SMckvil  bein  unacquainted  with  the  Proceedings  of  thofe 
Times,  Sir  Thomas  Smith  befou^ht  him,  that  his  Accounts 
might  be  pafled ;  and  that  he^  might  be  no  farther  molefted 
upon  that  Head^  but  permitted  to  go  in  Peace  to  his  Grave« 
being  already  far  ftricken  in  Years,  and  fufficiently  affiled 
With  the  many  Infirmities,  incident  to  old  Age.  But  he 
declared,  that  none  of  thofe  Pains  and  AfHidions  were 
comparable  to  the  Grief  and  Anguifh  of  Mind,  which  he 
received  from  thefe  injurious  Attacks  on  his  Good-name  and 
Reputation  i  efpecially  as  they  proceeded  from  Perfons,  from 
whom  he  had  hoped,  by  his  many  Years  Services,  a  far  dif^ 
ferent  Uiage  and  Return. 

Sir  Edward  SackviN  generous  Nature  was  affeSed 
with  this  Difcourfe;  and  he  very  eameftly  and  warmly 
moved  the  Company,  to  appoint  fome  Perfons,  to  put  an 
immediate  and  eSeaual  End  to  this  Bufinefs.  For,  as  Sir 
Thomas  Smith  bad  thus  furly  put  himfelf  upon  his  Trial,  he 
thought,  that  to  delay  it,  would  hardly  be  juft,  and  to  de« 
Ov  it  quite,  would  be  an  evident  and  downright  Injuftice« 
Whereupon  Sir  Edwin  Sandys  (aid,  that  the  Office  of  Au-^ 
ditors,  as  he  conceived,  was  not  to  make,  but  to  examine 
and  fettle  an  Account ',  that  the  Accounts,  exhibited  by  Sir 
Thomas  Smithy  had  been  found  by  the  Auditors,  after  great 
Labour  and  Pains  fpent  upon  them,  to  be  fo  diforderly, 
intricate,  and  defe£tive,  that  they  fcarce  merited  the  Name 
of  Accounts  ;  that  he  fpoke  not  this,  to  lay  any  Afperfion 
on  Sh-  Thomas  Smithy  fOrthep  than  of  Negled  (for  it  was 
well  known,  that  he  neither  made,  nor  kept  thofe  Ac- 
Counts  himfelf)  but  to  clear  the  Auditon  and  the  Compa-* 
Hy,  from  all  Imputation  and  Blame.  For  they  had  often 
declared  their  Exceptions  and  the  Difficulties  of  thofe  Ac- 
Counts,  as  well  to  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  as  to  the  Company  ; 
and  he  then  had  a  Writing,  which  contained  many  weighty 
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1613.  Exceptions  againft  them.  However,  altho'  they  feemed  16 
^'— v"-^  him  to  be  altogether  bottomleis  and  unexaminable,  yet  he 
Sir  Francis  promifed,  that  the  Auditors  fliould  proceed  in  them,  wilb 
:^-°-  all  poffiblc  Expedition. 

Alderman  jobnfrn  and  Mr.  EJ/tngton  were  now 
likewife  found,  to  be  clearly  indebted  eight  hundred  Pounds 
to  the  Company,  befides  the  old  Magazine  Accounts, 
which  they  kept  fo  dark  and  intricate^  that  the  Auditors 
had  not  yet  been  able,  fully  to  explicate  and  unravel  them. 
And  Sir  Samuel  Argall  (for,  about  this  time,  he  received 
the  Honour  of  Knighthood)  was  ftill  under  Profecutioo 
from  the  Company,  for  his  Rapines  and  extortionate  Ad- 
miniftration  in  Virginia.  So  that  it  was  evident,  that  thefe 
Gentlemen  could  never  be  i^i^  or  fecure,  as  long  as  the 
Company  continued  in  Being ;  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  fuf* 
peeled,  that  they,  by  the  Part  they  afled  in  the  late  Com* 
motions,  aimed  not  fo  much  at  the  Diflblution  of  the  Con- 
trad,  as  the  Diflblution  of  the  Company.  But  now  the 
Contrail  being  annulled,  and  the  Difturban^es  fomewhat 
allayed,  they  refolved  to  keep  the  Company  ftill  in  £m- 
ployinent,  and  not  permit  them  to  enjoy  any  long  Leifure 
or  Tranauility.  For  foon  after  the  Diflolution  of  the  Ccm- 
traS,  Alderman  John/on  preicnted,  in  a  private  and  con- 
ceal^ Manner,  a  Writing  to  his  Majefty,  entitled ;  Tbi 
bumblt  Petition  of  fundry  Adventurers  and  Planters  m  the 
Virginia  and  Somer-IJlands  Plantations^  The  Subftance  of 
this  was : 

That  among  the  many  memorable  Works  of  his  Ma* 
jefty's  gracious  Reign,  the  Plantations  of  Virginia  and  the 
Somer-IJlands  were  not  the  Icaft  confideraUe  :  That  Aefe 
were  the  firft  American  Colonies,  attempted  and  brought  to 
EfFcd,  by  the  EngUJb  Nation  :  That  the  Beginning  of  the 
Enterprife  was  attended  with  fo  great  an  Expence,  without 
any  prcfent  Hope  of  Retribution,  as  was  fuffident,  at  the 
ill  ft  View  and  Computation,  to  have  difcouraged  the  moft 
forward  and  refolute  Adventurers  :  That  however,  by  the 
Divine  Afllftance  and  his  Majefty'^  gracious  Encourage- 
ment, together  with  that  mild  imd  difcreet  Government^ 
at  firft  fettled  and  appointed  by  his  Majefty,  all  Sorts  of 
Men  were,  in  fuch  kind  and  friendly  Manner,  invited  and 
induced  to  engage  themfelves  in  it,  that  notwlthftandinfl^ 
thofe  many  Difficulties,  that  great  A£tion,  which  muft 
otherwife  have  periflied  in  the  Birth,  not  only  took  Life 
and  Being,  but  alfo  proceeded,  for  many  Years,  in  a  moft 
bcpeful  and  comfortable  Courfe  :  Thiat  there  was  thea 
Unity  and  Love  among  themfelves  at  home,  and  Peace  and 
i^'uiet  with  the  tiavages  abroad  ^  by  which  means^  fundry^ 
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t£  tbofe  Infiddb,  aod  fome  of  emixient  Raniky  were  con-      '^s-  ^ 
verted  to  thp  Chriftian  Religion,  and  nuuiy  Staple  Com-  ^*"'^<-*"^ 
mpdities  began  to  be  raifed  ai^i   imported  into  England  :  ^  ^''"^l 
That  fuch  were  the  Bleffings,  in  thofe  Times,  upon  their  ^^^^ 
juft  and  peaceable  Proceedings  ;    whereas  it  had  come  to 
pafs,  they  knew  not  how,  that  notwithftanding  his  Maj?- 
ny/s  SubjeSs  had  been,  in  zreat  Multitudes,  tranfported  to 
the  Plantations,  yet  the  atorefaid  Commodities,  and  the 
other  Fruits  of  the  Enterprife,  had  not  appeared  of  kte, 
iis  in  former  Times ;  their  Unity  at  home  was  turned  into 
civil  Difcord  and  Diifention  i  and  their  Peace  abroad,  into 
Mafiacre  and  Hoftility  between  the  Nativ  ts  and  the  Colony  ; 
and  that  maoy  of  the  ancient  Adventurers  «iiid  Planter^  con- 
ceived themfelves,  to  be  many  ways  injured,  abufed»  and 
opprefled : 

That  fearing,  upon  thefe  Accounts,  without  the  Help 
of  a  fupreme  Hand,  tiie  utter  Ruin  and  Deftrudtion  of  thofe 
great  and  noble  Undertakings,  and  not  holding  it  fit,  to 
trouble  his  Majefty's  facred  Ears  with  all  particular  Com- 
plaints and  Allegations,  they  humbly  befought  him,  to  no- 
minate and  appoint  fome  worthv  Perfons,  by  Commji)ioa 
under  the  great  Seal  of  England^  who  bv  Oath,  or  other- 
wife,  by  aU  lawful  Ways  and  Means,  mould  enquire  and 
examine;  What  was  the  true  State  of  the  Colonies,  at 
the  Time,  when  Sir  Thomas  Smith  left  the  Government  of 
the  Companies ;  what  Monies  had  fince  been  colledled  for 
tfie  Plantations  s  by  whom  received,  and  how  the  fame  had 
been  procured  and 'expended ;  and  what,  after  fo  vaft  an 
Expence,  was  the  prefent  State  and  Condition  of  the  Colo- 
nies :  That  the  faid  Commiflioners  (hould  alfo  enquire  into 
all  Grievances  and  Abufes  i  what  Wrongs  had  been  done 
to  any  of  the  Adventurers  or  Planters,  together  with  the 
Grounds  and  Caufes'thereof ;  and  ihould  propofe,  how  the 
fame  might  in  time  to  come,  be  reformed  and  prevented  ; 
and  how  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Colonies  might  be  better  ma- 
naged a^  carried  on.  So  that,  all  Contentions  bein^  re- 
conciled, th^  Authors  thereof  condignly  punifhed.  Peace 
and  Unity  reilored,  and  the  Government  of  Affairs  better 
efbblifhed,  thofe  noble  Works  might  go  on  and  profper  with 
|i  BlefTrng  frpm  Heaven,  to  his  Majefty's  great  Honour  and 
Profit,  and  to  the  religious  and  publlck  Ends,  for  which 
they  were  at  firft  undemkent 

About  the  fame  time.  Captain  Nathaniel  Butlir^  ^ 
Creature  of  the  Earl  of  Pf'arwick'sy  who  had  been  fent  to 
pillage  Bermudasy  and  had  fled  thence  to  Virgirufi^  as  hath 
peen  already  mentioned,  was  introduced  to  the  King,  and 
obliged,  as  it  was  pretended,  to  give  his  Majcfty  an  Ac^ 
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1613.     count  of  the  State  of  the  G>lony  in  Virginia.    Thjs  he 

^ — v--^  prefented,  under  the  Ibrched  and  afFc^ed  Title  of^  Th^ 

sir  Francix  unmajked  Face  of  our  Colony  in  Virginia^  as  it  was  in  tbi 

J^^"'  ff^ter   1612.    This  contained  the  following  Pajticulari 

and  Allegacioni • 

1.  That  he  found  the  £fff//^  Plantations  generally 
feated  upon  mere  Marihes,  full  of  infedious  Bogs  and  muddy 
Creeks  and  Lakes  ;  and  thereby  fubjeft  to  all  thofe  Inconve- 
nicncies  and  Difcafes,  which  are  commonly  found  ia  the 
moft  unhealthy  Parts  of  England^  whereof  every  Country, 
afid  Climate  nath  fome. 

2.  That  Ke found  the  Shore)  and  Sides  of  thofe  Parts 
of /he  main  River,  where  the  Plantations  were  fettled, 
every  where  fo  (hallow,  that  no  Boat  could  approach  them. 
So  thut,  befides  the  Difficulty,  Danger,  and  Dpoil  of  Qoo<}s 
in  landing,  the  poof  People  were  forced  to  a  continual 
Wetting  and  Wading,  afid  that  in  the  Midft  of  Winter, 
when  the  Ships  commonly  arrived  5  and  that  they  thereby 
got  fucK  violept  Surfeits  of  Cold  i^pon  Cold,  as  never  left 
them,  till  they  were  brought  to  their  Graves. 

3.  That  the  People,  fentover,  arriving,  for  the  moft 
part,  very  unfeafonably  in  Winter,  found  neither  Gu^* 
houfe.  Inn,  nor  any  fuch  Place,  toflielter  themfelves  from 
the  Weather;  no,  no(  fo  much  a^  a  Stroke  given,  towards 
any  fuch  charitable  and  neccfiary  Work,  oo  that  many, 
for  want  hereof,  were  not  onlv  feen  dying  under  Hedges, 
and  in  the  Woods,  but  being  dead,  }ay  fome  of  them  many 
Days,  imregarded  and  unburied. 

4.  That  the  Colonv,  that  Winter,  was  in  great  Di- 
firefs  for  Provifions,  fo  that  EngUJh  Meal  was  fold  forthir- 
ty,  apd  their  own  native  Corn,  called  Maize,  for  ten  and 
fifteen  Shillings  a  Buihel.  But  that,  however  heavy  this 
might  lay  upon  the  poor  People,  there  were  Reafons  to 
fufpedt,  it  was  not  unaiFeded  by  the  chief  Men.  For  thejr 
only  having  the  Means,  in  thefe  Extremities,  to  tradp  witn 
the  Natives,  did  hereby  engrofs  all  into  their  Hands,  and 
fell  it  out  at  their  own  Prices.  To  which  he  addedi  that 
he  himfelf  had  heard  from  the  Mouth  of  a  prime  ope  among 
them,  that  he  would  never  wiib  their  own  Corp  cha^per, 
than  eight  Shillings  a  Bufhel, 

5.  That  their  Houfes  were  generally  the  worft,  tfaaC 
be  had  ever  feen  ;  the  meaneft  Cottages  in  England  hdxtg 
every  way  equal,  if  not  fuperior,  to  the  beft  Houfes  ir 
Virginia.  And  that  befides,  they  were  feated,  fo  impro- 
vidently,  and  icattcringly  one  from  another,  as  partly  by 
thei^  Diftance,  but  efpeaally  by  the  Interpofition  ^Creeks 

and 
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my,  tnd  were  utterly  deprived  of  the  ninuis  of  liiddenRe^^^-'-v"';^ 
colleAioii»  upon  any  emergent  Occafion*  ^  '^^^ 

6.  Th  A  T  he  found  not  the  leaft  Recc  of  Fortification  :  J2^' 
That  three  Pieces  of  Ordinance  only  were  mounted  at  Jame$^ 
Ciiy^  and  one  ^  FUwir-M-hunirtJii  but  not  one  of  them 
ferviceable.  Sothajt  it  was  certain,  that  a  Hsiall  Barjc  of  aa 
hundred  Tons  mistake  it'sTime^  to  pafs  up  theRiver^ 
and  comim  to  a^  Anchor  before  Jamfs-Towtt:,  might  bea^t 
fll  their  I^ufes  about  their  Ears,  and  fo  forcing  them  to 
retreat  into  the  Woods,  land  under  the  Favour  of  their  Or>- 
dinance,  and  rifle  the  Town  at  Pleafure. 

7.  That  expeding,  according  to  their  printed  Ac- 
counts, to  find  Aindry  Commodities  in  great  r  orwardne(s, 
he  found  not  any  one  of  (hem  fo  much  as  in  any  Toward- 
nefi  of  Beine.  For  the  Iron-works  were  utterly  wafted^ 
and  the  People  dead ;  the  Glafs  Furnaces  at  a  Stand,  and  in 
fmall  Hopes  of  proceeding ;  and  a^  for  the  reft,  they  werp 
had  in  gfcneral  Derifion,  ewp  among  themfelves ;  and  the 
Pamphlets  concerning  them,  being  feiit  thither  by  hundreds^ 
were  laughed  to  Scorn,  and  every  bafe  Fellow  gave  them 
the  Lye  m  divers  Particulars*  So  that  Tobacco  was  theit 
only  Buii^efs,  and  for  oudit  he  could  obferve,  every  Man 
madded  upon  that,  and  litue  diought  of,  or  looked  after,  any 
thing  eUe. 

8.  That  he  found  the  ancient  Pjantatiops  of  Henric$ 
and  CbarUs-City  quite  deferted,  and  abandoned  to  the  Spoil 
of  the  IfuUans ;  who  not  only  burnt  the  Houfes  (faid  to  be 
once  the  beft  in  the  Country)  but  fell  upon  their  Stocks  of 
all  Kinds,  and  killed  and  deftroyed  them,  to  the  great 
Grief,  as  wel)  as  utter  Ruin  of  the  old  Inhabitants ;  who 
ftuck  not  to  a&m,  that  thefe  were  not  only  the  beft  and 
moA  healthy  Parts  of  the  Country,  but  might  alfo,  by  their 
natural  Strength  of  Situation,  have  beeif  die  moft  ealily  pre* 
ferved  of  all  others* 

9.  That  whereas,  according  to  his  Majefty's  gracious 
Letters-patent,  his  People  in  Ftrgtnia  were  to  be  governed^ 
as  near  as  poffibly  could  be,  according  to  th^  ei^ceUent  Laws 
and  Cuftomt  oi  England^  he  found,  not  only  ignorant  and 
forced  JErrors  in  divers  Particulars,  but  alfo  wUful  and  de« 
fiened  Deviations  from  Law.  Infomuch  that  fome  P^rfonSy 
1^  urged  due  Conformity  to  his  Majefty's  gracious  Intent 
lions,  were  termed,  in  Contempt,  Aiin  $f  tbi  Law^  and 
were  even  ei^duded  froni  tho(e  Rights,  whi^h  they  wer« 
^i/dM  wi  (Worn  unto  in  Enikndn 

10.  That  there  having  been,  as  It  was  thought,  ten 
lIUHiiaiid  SouU  tranrpertc4  to  Virzinia^  tbcr«  were  not,  a| 
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1(^1  •     that  prefciiC)  through  the  aforefaid  Abufcs  aqd  Nq^dEbi^ 

^^ — \r — ^  above  two  thoufand   of  them  to  be  found,  and  manj  ^ 

M^^'^c'"  thofc  alfo,  in  a  moft  fickly  and  defperate  State.    So  that  i| 

^vau.    °'  might  be  undoubtedly  expe^edi  unlefs  the  Confufionft  and 

private  Ends  of  fonne  of  the  Company  in  England^  and  tho 

bad  Execution  of  their  Agents  in  f^irgima^  were  fpc^y 

redrefled,  by  z  divine  and  Uipreme  Hand,  inftead  of  aPlan>> 

tation,  it  would  ihortly  get  the  Name  of  a  Slaughter-houfe, 

and  fo  juilly  hecc  mc  odious  to  themfelves,  and  contempti^ 

ble  to  all  the  World. 

The  End  and  Defignof  thcfe Reprefentations,  together 
with  their  Fiilfhoud  and  Unjuftnefs  in  the  main,  will  be 
eafily  fcen  from  the  foregoing  Narration.  But  however 
flily  and  covertly  they  were  prefented  to  the  King,  the 
Knowledge  of  them  could  not  be  long  kept  from  the  Com* 
pany.  For  the  Lord  Cavendijh  and  Sir  Edward  Sackvil 
were  foon  advcrtifed,  by  their  Friends  at  Court,  of  Alder- 
man Johnfan^s  Petition ;  and  they  had  aft  extraordinary 
Court  of  the  Company  immediately  warned,  in  order  to 
enter  upon  fom'e  preicnt  Courfe,  to  prevent  it's  making  any 
fi'nifter  Imprcflions  upon  his  Majefty's  Bread.  This  Court 
fentfome  of  their  Body  todefire  Alderman  Jphnftni  either 
to  bring,  or  fend  them,  a  Copy  of  the  Petition,  he  had 
lately  prefented  to  his  Majeily.  But  he  faid,  he  had  nei- 
ther himfelf  a  Copy,  nor  knew  of  any  Perfon  that  kept 
a  Copy  of  it.  However  he  aflured  them,  that  the  Petition 
wns  no  wa^s  againft  the  Company.  This  ^as  likewife  af- 
firmed by  Tome,  then  prefent  in  Court,  who  had  been  at 
the  Delivery  of  the  Petition.  They  alfo  proftfied  them^ 
ftlves  to  be  LS  fludious  of  the  Good  of  the  Plantation  and 
of  the  Company,  as  any  otlier  whatfoever  \  and  tberefotlfi 
defircd  the  Company,  not  to  intermeddle  or  engage  them- 
fclvc>  in  the  M::ttcr,  before  ^ley  had  feen  the  P^titioo* 
But  th:r  t  'atisfying  the  Court,  they  were  defired  to  de- 
clare, \vl)ut  was  the  Subjc6l  of  their  Complaint,  and  againit 
what  Perfons.  For  Lord  Cavendijh  faid,  if  they  did  not 
fend  themfelves  aggrieved  with  the  Company,  theV  ought 
net  to  have  complained  tohisMajefty  at  all,  'till  tney  bad 
ftrJt  made  known  their  Grievances  to  the  Court,  and  fcen, 
what  Remcchr  would  have  been  by  them  applial.  At 
length.  Sir  Edtvard  SackvU  faid,  that  although  Alderman 
yohrfon  and  ^  his  Accomplices  would  give  them  no  Light 
into  the  Affuir,  yet  himfelf,  and  fpmc  others  in  Cour^ 
coiilJ  fully  and  certainly  inform  the  Company,  what  ww 
the  Subftance  of  that  Petition.  Whereupon  he  gave  them, 
a  fliort  and  cxaft  Account  of  it's  Purpart  and  Aim.  and 

declared 
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dedaierf  it  to  be  true,  ufxmhis  owif  certain  Knowledge ;     s^3* 
^kh  was  likewiie  confirmed  by  the  Ix)nl  CavituUJh.    The  ^^— v'*-' 
Court  wa$  in  no  Doubt  cA^  Hefitatjon  about  the  Matter,  but  |^  ^'^'^ 
dearlj  judged  it,  to  be  direftly  ag^inft  the  Company  j  and  JilL 
accordingly  refolyed,  to  jufHfy  their  Condud.    But  as  to 
the  Hue  of  the  Alderman's  Petition,  they  readily  joined  in 
it,  and  ordered  a  Petition  to  be'prefented  in  the  Company's 
Name,  to  befeech  his  Majefty,  that  the  Examination  of 
thefe  things  might  be  referral  to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy 
Council ;  that  {o  their  Innocency,  or  their  Guiltinefs,  might 
be  either  cleared,  or  punifhed.    And  in  the  mean  time,  to 
prevent  all  Prepofleiiion  a«iinft  them,  they  ordered  a  De- 
daratiop  of  the  prefent  State  of  Virginia^  comparatively 
i^th  jt'^  fornier  State  under  Sir  nomas  Smithy  which  had^ 
by  the  Earl  of  SoutbamptorCs  Order,  been  drawn  up  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Council,  about  the  Chrijimas  before,  to 
be  now  read  in  ^e  Court,  and  being,  with  fome  fmall  Al- 
terations, confirmed,  to  be  delivered  to  hb  Majefty,  as  the 
Company's  Ad.    This  Declaration  fet  forth  : 

Th  A  T  in  D^ember^  1618,  being  the  twelfth  Year  from 
the  firft  Settlement  of  the  Colony,  after  fourfcore  thoufand 
Founds  Expence,  and  upwards,  of  the  publicly  Stock,  be- 
fides  other  Sums  of  private  Planters  and  Adventurers,  there 
were  remaining  in  Firginia  about  fix  hundred  Perfons,  Me^ 
Women,  and  Children,  and  of  Cattle  about  three  hundred 
at  the  moft ;  and  that  the  Company  was  then  left  in  Debt 
near  five  thoufand  Pounds :  But  that  then  {Cbriftmas  1622) 
through  the  Divine  Bleifing,  notwithftanding  the  late  Mor- 
talities in  all  thofe  Parts  of  America^  and  notwithflandii^ 
the  MafTacre,  and  the  great  Mortality,  confequent  thereon, 
)^y  the  People's  being  driven  from  their  Habitations  and 
Provifions,  there  were  ftill  remaining  (as  was  computed) 
abovf  five  and  twenty  hundred  Perfons,  fent  over  at  the 
Expeoce  only  of  thiity  thoufand  Pounds  of  the  publick 
ftock,  b^cs  the  Charges  of  particular  Societies  and  Plan- 
ters ;  that  the  Cattle  were  alfo  encreafed  to  above  a  thoufimd 
Head,  befides  Goats,  and  infinite  Numbers  of  Swine ;  and 
t|ut  the  old  Debt,  left  on  the  Company  by  Sir  Thomas 
Smithy  was  whplly  difcharged : 

That  at  the  faid  Time,  Decemhir^  1618,  the  only 
Commodities  of  Value,  returned  from  Firginia^  were  To* 
fcacco  and  Sailafra^ ;  whereas,  during  the  four  laft  Years, 
great  Sums  had  been  expended,  and  infinite  Care  and  Dili- 
gence beftowed,  by  the  Officers  and  Company,  for  fettii^ 
i^rward  various  Commodities  and  Manufadures ;  as  Iron- 
Works,  Win(^  Silk*  Sawing-Millsj  Salt-Pans,  and  othor 
things  of  the  like  Nature :  And  that  th^  had  b^en  particu* 
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1613.  larty  careful,  according  to  his  Majeft/s  Advice  and  Di» 
^^-^v"— ^  regions,  to  reftrain  the  Colony  from  their  too  eager  Purfiiit 
mr  '^V!^*  ^  T^chstcco^  as  did  abundantly  appear,  from  their  frequent 
J^^^'I^iCttets,  Inftrudions,  and  Charters  to  that  Effe^,  withfuiH 
dry  printed  Books  and  Pamphlets,  made  purpofely  and  pub* 
lifbed  for  their  Ufe  and  DireOion: 
\  Th  AT  as  to  the  Government,  it  had  been,  within  the 
four  laft  Years,  reformed  according  to  his  Majefty's  original 
Dire^ons,  in  the  Letters-patent ;  and  the  People  were  no 
long^  difcontented  and  mutinous,  but  now  lived  in  great 
Peace  and  Tranquility :  And  to  die  EjkI,  that  Perfons  of 
WcMth  might  be  allured  to  the  Places  of  Power  and  Profit, 
and  all  Occafion  of  Rapine  and  Extortion  removed,  they 
had  raifed  a  competent  annual  Provifion  and  Revenue,  for 
the  Governor,  and  all  other  Oflicen  and  Magiftrates,  and 
particuWlv  for  the  Clet^,  according  to  the  Degree  and 
Quality  of  each  Place : 

That  thefe  their  Cares  were,  by  no  Means,  loft  or  in- 
cffe£hial ;  but  as  thev  had  fettled  the  Colony  in  perfed  Qui* 
ct  and  Content,  fo  they  had  raifed  at  home  fo  great  a  Fame 
of  Virginiay  that  Men  now,  not  only  out  of  Neceffity,  as 
^t  firft,  but  many  Perfons  of  good  Qiudity  and  Fortune  had, 
out  of  Choice,  removed  themfelves  thither,  and  were  daily 
providing  to  remove ; 

That  there  had  been  grapted,  in  the  laft  fourYeaf^ 
forty  four  Patents  for  Land,  for  each  of  which  the  Paten- 
tees had  undertaken  to  tranfport  one  hundred  Men  at  the 
leaft ;  whereas,  in  the  former  twelve  Years,  there  had  not 
been  granted  above  fix : 

That,  in  the  faid  Time,  there  had  been  employed  fi>r* 
ty  two  Ships,  moft  of  great  Burthen  (whereof  feventeen  Sail 
were,  about  Ghriftmas  laft^  in  Janui^ytx  at  once)  where- 
as,* in  four  Years  before,  there  were  not  above  twelve  em« 
ployed: 

That,  in  the  fiud  four  laft  Years,  there  had  come  m 
ten  times  the  Number  of  Adventurers,  as  had  done  in  twice 
the  time  before :  So  that,  whereas  before  the  legal  Number 
of  twenty  could  fcarce  be  eot  together,  to  make  a  Quartet 
Court,  it  feldom  now  coniifted  of  Jefs  than  two  hundred^ 
and  fometimes  of  many  more: 

That  they  could  not  omit  the  extfaordifiary  PleCng 
of  God,  in  excitine  the  Hearts  of  ipany  zealous  and  devout 
Peribns,  to  extend  their  Aid  towards  this  gl(^ious  Work, 
who  had  contributed,  within  the  four  laft  Years,  to  tho 
Value  of  fifteen  hundred  Pounds,  for  pious  and  religioua 
Ufcs ;  a  Fruit,  whereof  the  prccecding  Years  were  altoge- 
ther barren ; 
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That  however  it  coujd  not  be  denied,  but  that  die     x^3- 
Encreafe  1^  ProTperity  of  the  Colony  had  lat^  received  ^'— >r^ 
a  fatal  Bipw  and  Interruptiont  bV  the  /jv^'^if  Maiucre ;  and  ^  ^''^^ 
their  Pea^ce  and  Unity  at  home  nad  been  much  broken  and  ^^^^ 
difturbed,  by  divers  troubleTome  Oppofidons.    6uttheone> 
they  hoped,  would  Toon  be  iharply  punifhed  apd  revenged  ; 
ana  the  other  muft,  with  Padence  be  borpe^  and  overcome 
with  Conftancy. 

And  lafUy,  they  concluded  with  befeeching  hisMsneflY 
(fS  hang  the  firft  Founder,  and  gracious  Supporter  of  this 
great  Enteiprife,  which  would  continue  to  all  Pofterity  a 
conftant  Monument  of  his  glorbus  Name)  to  grant  them 
.the  four  hundred  voung  Men,  long  fince  promifra  to  be  le-^ 
vied  on  the  feveral  Coundes,  in  order  to  be  fent  to  Vtrginia^ 
to  root  out  the  barbarous  Enemy,  and  to  fupply  the  Colony, 
in  Parts  yet  defei6tive  and  unfettled ;  and  they  doubted  not, 
in  a  Ihort  dme  to  be  able,  to  jrield  him  fo  good  and  fo  real 
an  Account  of  the  Fruit  of  their  Cares  and  Labours,  as 
might,  vfi  fome  Sort,  be  anfwerable  to  their  Duty,  and  to 
bis  Majcfty's  princely  Expe£btion. 

Besides  this  Declaration,  the  Lord  Cavendijb  produced 
another  Wridn^  conuining  a  Vindication  of  the  late  Con- 
duS  of  the  Virginia  and  SoTner^Iflands  Companies*  His 
JLordibip  had  drawn  this  up  himfelf,  for  the  Satisfa£don  of 
ibme  very  noble  Perfons,  who  bad,  from  finifter  Informa- 
tions, conceived  a  hard  Opinion  of  the  Companies  Proceed<» 
ings  i  and  as,  he  faid,  thofe  Noblemen,  upon  reading  that 
Ducourfe,  were  fully  (atisfied  of  the  Juftice  and  Fairmfs  of 
their  Adions,  fo  he  hoped,  it  might  work  the  like  Effeft 
upon  his  Majeftv's  Mind.  Whereupon  that  Writing  was 
deliberately  read,  and  every  Ardde  and  Branch  thereof, 
beinr  duly  weighed  and  confidered,  was  feverally  put  to 
the  Queftion,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  delivered  to  his  Ma- 
jefty,  as  the  Company's  A8t  and  Anfwer  i  there  being  not 
above  diree  Voices  againft  any  Part  thereof,  and  moft  of 
them  bein^  confirmed  and  approved,  bv  an  unanimous  Con- 
fent.  This  long  Difcourfe  contained  three  diiFerent  Heads : 
Firft,  Anfwers  to  the  feveral  Obje^ons  againft  the  Com- 

Einy's  proceedings :  Secondly,  the  true  Caufes  of  the  late 
ifagreement  and  Difturban^ :  And  thirdly,  it  propofed 
Remedies,  for  preventing  the  like  Inconveniences  and  Fac- 
tions for  the  future. 

I  am  fenfible,  diat  die  Ions  Detail  of  Declarations  and 
Anfwers,  i^  a  moft  tedious  and  unpleafant  Part  of  Hiftorv 
to  the  common  Reader ;  and  I  have  obferved,  that  fucn 
Pieces,  even  in  the 'Hands  of  oiur  beft  Writers,  and  howe-* 
vcr  neceilary  to  clear  up  Points  of  Hiftory^  have  ncverthe- 
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lefs  been  much  diftafted  by  feveral  Perfons.  But  aa  theft 
^  publick  Papers  contain  the  mod  authentic  Reafon  and  Ac* 
Sir  Francis  count  of  things,  and  as  they  are  the  fureft  and  moft  indu- 
2^  Co-  i^j^jjig  Materials,  for  an  Hiftorian  to  proceed  upon,  I  (hall 
not  be  turned  from  my  Courfe,  by  the  accidental  Diflike 
of^fome  Readers.  For  the  Diflblution  of  the  Company 
now  draws  on,  and  I  intend  to  give  a  full  View  of  the  Mo* 
tives  and  Proceedings  in  that  AfFair  -,  which  can  be  from 
nothing  drawn  fo  well,  as  from  the  publick  Ads  and  Wri- 
tings of  both  Parties,  and  their  outward  Pretences  at  leaft» 
snd  different  Allegations.  However,  I  efteem  it  my  Part 
and  Duty,  to  fave  the  Reader  from  all  unncceffary  Forms 
and  Repetitions ;  and  to  give  him  the  Subftance  of  thofe 
original  A&s  and  Records,  in  the  (horteft  Manner  I  poffibly 
can,  without  injuring  or  obfcuring  their  main  Senfe  and  ma-» 
tcrial  Points.  As  for  this  Difcourfe  therefore,  now  prefented 
by  Lord  Qavindijhy  and  adopted  by  the  Company,  it  iet 
forth :  That  it  was  manifeft,  his  Majefty's  Ears  had  been 
abufed  by  divers  Miflnformations,  to  which  they  held  it 
tiieir  Duty  to  give  a  true  and  juftifiable  Anfwer. 

I.  It  was  objeftcd,  that  fomc  few  df  the  Company  led 
and  overfwayed  the  reft  ;  and  that,  in  the  particular  Bufi- 
nefs  of  the  Contra/fi,  thefe  Perfons,  aiming  at  their  pwn 
private  Advantage,  efpecially  in  the  Point  of  Salaries,  ha4 
therefore  perfuaded  and  mifled  the  Court. 

To  this  it  was  anfwered ;  that  it  was  true,  (bme  particu- 
lar  Perfon$>  with  great  Labour  and  Pains,  and  without  any 
Hope  or  Profpedl  of  Reward,  had  employed  much  of  their 
Time  and  Endeavours,  in  ftudying,  what  might  tend  to  the 
Good  and  Benefit  of  the  Colonies ;  and  this  only  with  the 
View,  to  propofe  and  communicate  to  the  Courts  their 
faithful  and  impartial  Advice ;  which  was  the  Duty,  and  ia 
the  Power,  of  every  Member  of  thofe  Societies,  to  do.  But 
that  this  honeft  Diligence,  and  thefe  clear  and  difuiterefted 
Views,  fhould  be  interpreted  an  enflaving  or  mifleading  the 
Courts,  was,  in  their  Opinion,  a  moft  unjuft  Cenfure,  and 
a  hard  Requital  to  thofe  Perfons,  who,  for  the  public  Good^ 
had  beftowed  fo  much  of  their  Time,  and  negle<Sed  many 
Opportunities  of  private  Gain. 

And  as  to  the  Suppofition,  that  thefe  Men»  in  Refeeft 
of  the  Salaries,  had  mifguided  the  Cotirts  in  die  Cafe  of  the 
Contra£i,  they  made  his  Majefty  a  clear  ai^d  ^faithful  Nar^ 
rative  of  their  Proceedings  in  that  Bufinefs ;  much  the  lame 
in  Effe£k  as  I  have  already  related  it.  And  they  declared| 
that  the  Gentlemen,  At&tA  to  the  two  great  Salariei,  t- 
gainft  ivhich  the  opponent  FafUon  chiefly  c^^^Iaimod'^  did, 
AC  fundry  times,  both  in  publick  and  private*  ufe  all  pofii- 
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ble  Endeavour  and  Induftry,  to  keq>  themfelves  from  being      >^3- 
chofen :  But  that  the  Company's  Experience  of  their  Faith-  ^— -v"— ^ 
fuloeis  and  Ability,  had  caufed  them  to  be  elected,  and  in  a  ^  '^^InL 
manner  forced  to  thofe  Employments,  againft  their  Wills :  ^^^^ 
And  that  they  had  fmce,  in  feveral  Courts,  as  much  as  in 
them  lay,  furrendered  their  Oftces ;  but  their  Refignation 
would  never  be  received  or  admitted  by  the  Company. 

2.  I  T.was  objeded,  that  the  Courts  were  overawed,  efpe* 
ciallv  in  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Contract. 

To  which  it  was  replied,  that  it  was  a  ftrange  Boldnefi 
in  any,  efpecially  in  any  of  the  Company,  who  knew  their 
Proceedings  thereb,  to  affirm  a  thing  fo  manifeftly  falfe 
and  groundlefs ;  which  the  Corhpany  were  fo  perfe£Uy  con«> 
vinc^  of,  that  this  was  one  of  the  principal  Caufes,  why 
Mr.  Wrrtty  who  firft  broached  that  olander,  was  cenfured 
and  Aifpended.  And  they  toM  his  Majefty,  that  this  Point 
had  been  put  to  the  Vote,  often  and  in  diiFerent  Courts^ 
when  different  Perfons  were  prefent,  and  it  had  always  been 
unanimoufly  adjudged  a  falfe  and  fcandalous  Imputation. 

3.  It  was  alledged,  that  thefe  Perfons,  when  they  could 
not  carry  Matters  by  Plurality  of  Voices,  fpun  out  the 
Courts  'till  eleven  o'Clock  at  Night;  by  which  MeanSy 
thofe,  who  would  have  oppofed  their  Schemes,  being  over- 
wearied with  fo  long  fitting,  departed. 

Th BY  owned,  that  the  Day,  here  meant,  the  Courts 
fat  'till  about  ten  o'Clock.  But  they  gave  his  Majefty  the 
Rcafons  of  it :  Tliat  many  lone  Courts  were  to  be  read  and 
examined ;  that  Mr.  JVroti%  Affair  took  up  much  Time  ; 
and  that  they  were  afterwards  obliged,  to  enter  upon  feveral 
Points  relating  to  the  Contrad^,  which  muft  be  then  deter- 
mined, or  elfe  deferred  for  above  three  Months,  'till  the 
next  (>uarter  Court ;  and  that  this  would  have  been  much 
to  the  Prejudice  of  that  Bufmefs,  as  they  daily  expeded  the 
Arrival  of  a  ereat  Quantit]^  of  Tobacco.  But  as  to  what 
was  chiefly  inhnuated  by  thb  Objedion,  thev  dedared  it  to 
be  utterly  falfe.  For  altho'  fome  perhaps  departed  before 
the  Rifmg  of  the  Court,  yet  not  one  of  the  opponent  Party 
went  away ;  and  at  the  very  laff,  when  the  Queftion  was 

Kt,  there  were,  befides  divers  Noblemen  and  Knights,  a- 
ut  an  hundred  Perfons  in  the  Court. 

4.  It  was  alledged,  that  whilft  the  Contrail  was  in  Agi« 
Cation,  the  Courts  were  purpofely  put  off",  for  feven  Weeks 
toeether  \  that  fome  Planters  who  were  fhortly  to  go  away» 
ought  not  have  Opportuni^  to  complain  againft  it. 

This  Objedion  they  averred  to  be  manifeftly  falfe  and 
impoffible.  For  the  Co«itrad,  which  could  only  be  ratified 
|d  ft  Quarter  Court,  was  concluded  upon  at  their  laft  Mid- 
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fummer  Quarter  Courts  when  all  th'e  oM  Plamen,  hA\ 
^  about  thirty  in  .Number^  were^  or  might  have  been  in  the 
Sir  Frmieit  Court  J  for  none  went  away  till  about  eight  Weeks  after/ 
tTjst  Go.  Neither  could  it  then  be  difcovcred,  that  afly  'Of  them  wert 
difcontented  with  it ;  but  on  the  contrary,  fome  argued  ve* 
rv  earneftly  for  it.  And  befides,  it  was  untrue,  that  tht 
Courts  were  at  all  put  off  fo  bng.  For  altho\  by  &e  Or* 
ders  of  the  Gompaides,  there  mkht  be  a  Cefiation  of  tbdr 
Meetmgs,  in  the  long  Summer  Vacation)  when  the  Noble* 
men  and  Gentlemen  of  principal  Figure  and  Confequence 
were  in  the  Country,  unlefs  there  ihould  occur  fome  extra* 
ordinary  and  preffing  Occafion,  yet  the  Courts  met  more 
frequently  that  Summer,  than  had  been  ufual  at  fuch  Timesf 
bv  reafon  of  fending  out  feveral  Ships,  and  with  them  die 
Companies  Orders  and  Diredions  to  the  Colonies. 

5.  It  was  confidently  affirmed,  that  the  Virgima  PlaiH 
ters  had  petitioned  his  Nlajefty,  to  bring  all  their  Tobacco  ok* 
to  England  \  and  that  this  Petition  was,  by  the  Officers  of 
the  Company,  fuppreiled. 

In  Confutation  of  this,  they  referred  to  the  original  Pe» 
tidon  itfelf,  then  in  the  Hands  of  the  Lord  High  Treifurer  | 
and  they  (aid,  that  no  Man^  that  had  ever  feen  that  Peti- 
tion, and  had  not  a  Mind  wilfully  to  put  Wrongs  upon  the 
Company,  could  ever  fcrew  fuch  a  Senfe  out  of  it.  They 
likewife  gave  his  Majefty  an  Account  of  the  OccafioA  of  the 
Petition,  and  the  Beafon  why  it  was  not  prefeoted ;  the 
fame,  that  has  been  already  given,  in  the  foregoing  Parts  of 
this  Hiftory. 

6.  It  was  objeded,  that  no  Bufinefs  could  be  done  ill 
their  Courts,  by  reafon  of  Fa£lion  and  Wrangling. 

To  this  they  anfwered,  that  it  was  an  ^d  thing,  fer 
Men  to  complain  of  that,  wherein  themfelves  were  prind^ 
pally  faulty.  Yet  they  denied  this  to  be  true,  in  fo  general 
and  extenuve  a  Senfe ;  altho*  it  muft  be  Confefled,  that  (bms 
difcontented  Perfons,  who  had  lately  joined  together  to  op« 
pofe  the  Contra^,  had  long  waited  for  all  OccafioBSf  10 
raife  Troubles  and  Contentions  in  the  Companies  $  whoA 
Faces,  for  feveral  Years  paft,  had  never  been  feen  in  the 
Courts,  except  when  they  came  to  raife  a  Tempeft  and  Dif» 
turbance.  However,  they  affured  his  Maiefty,  that  this 
Fadion,  when  they  had  muttered  all  their  Forces,  and  fent 
for  their  whole  Strength  out  of  the  Country,  amounted  td 
but  twenty  fix  Perfons  ;  whereas  the  Virginia  Company  id 
particular,  confifted  of  about  a  thoufand  Adventurers^  and 
oftentimes  two  hundred,  or  more,  were  allembled  at  once# 
So  that  this  ObjeSion  of  Fa£Uon  and  Wrangling  muft  ne* 
•eUarily  return  back  and  reflet  OB  theaf^veti  as  ia  all 
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Well-govemH  S^iedes,  the  major  Part  was  ever  underftood    ><^* 
to  involve  the  Confent  of  the  minor,  which,  by  making  ^**'v**^ 
Oppolidon  and  Clamour,  did  undoubtedly  thereby  render  ^^'^^Ef^ 
themfdvesthc  faaious  Party.  ^'  ^^ 

7.  It  was  objeded,  that  the  Government  of  the  Com* 
panies,  as.  it  then  ftood,  was  democratical  and  tumultuous^ 
and  ought  therefore  to  be  altered,  and  reduced  into  the 

Hands  of  a  Few. ^And  this  was  properly  arptmentum  a  J 

bofttinem^  and  very  weighty  in  the  Eyes  of  that  rrince ;  iriio 
had  a  noted  Avemon  to  all  republican  Forms  of  Govern* 
ment,  and  was,  in  Truth,  for  a  Monarchy,  in  the  SonSbA 
and  higheft  Senfe  of  the  Word. 

However,  the  Company  replied,  that  as  toAeTu* 
multuoulhefs  ol^e£bd,  it  was  already  anfwered  In  the  for- 
mer Article  of  Fadion,  and  plainly  speared  to  proceed 
onlv  from  themfelves.  And  as  to  the  Democracy,  they 
did,  that  the  Government  of  the  Comoanies  was  no  other* 
than  what  was  prefcribed  in  hb  Majefty's  Letters-patent  i 
and  it  was  a  bold  Cenfure,  thus  to  tax  a  Government,  or- 
dained and  conftituted  by  fuch  an  Autlioritir.  But  yet  they 
denied  this  Allegation  to  be  juft,  or  that  tneir  Government 
was  properly  democratical.  For  the  Companies  had  not  fu* 
preme  Authority  over  the  People  of  tlie  Plantations,  but  go« 
vemed  them  by  an  Authority  derived  from  die  Kine,  ac-» 
cording  to  his  Laws,  and  were  accountable  to  his  Abjefty 
for  cbeir  Condud ;  and  therefore  diat  Government  could 
not  properly  be  termed  democratical,  where  the  Kine  was 
fupreme,  and  where  the  People  fwore  Allegiance  only  to 
him.  And  t}iey  added  futher,  that  the  Companies  were  fo 
far  from  havine  fupreme  Power  over  the  People  of  die  Co* 
lonies,  that  when  any  Man  had  committed  Offences,  of 
what  high  Nature  foever  fas  lately  appeared  by  two  noto* 
rious  Inftances)  if  they  could  efcape  Punifliment  in  the  Plan-* 
tadons,  where  tlie  Companies  had  Power,  by  his  Majeify's 
liCtters-paten^  to  call  them  to  Trial  and  Account,  tbe^ 
might,  there  in  England^  out^Ke  the  Companies,  (as  thoki 
two  did)  and  they  could  have  no  Means  of  Redrds,  but  by 


appealing  to  higner  Juftice. 
H0WB1 


( V  B  R,  they  owned,  diat,  according  to  his  Ma« 
Jefty's  Inftitudon,  their  Government  had  fome  Shew  of  « 
democratical  Form ;  which  was  neverthelefs,  in  that  Cafe^ 
die  moft  juft  and  profitable,  and  moft  conducive  to  the  Endt 
and  Effiea  aimed  at  thereby.  For  thofe  Plantations,  tho' 
jnuch  furthered  by  his  Majcfty's  Grace,  were  yet  diiefly 
f<Hmded  by  the  Purfcs  of  private  Men  j  who  would  rever 
h^yt  adventured  their  Fortunes  in  fuch  an  Enterprife,  if,  in 
fbcRq^idadoQandGovernmeatQfdicBufiQds,  their  own 
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Votes  and  Opinions  had  not  been  admitted.    Befidct  Hfiutfi 

^  fuch  infant  Undertakings  often  called  for  4arge  and  ^f09if 

w  '^'gI'  S"PP**^»  whkh  could  not  be  fcnt,  but  by  the  Purftt  ef 

^^^^       manv  Men ;  who,  had  their  Voices  been  exoluded,  aiul 

the  Managem^fit  committed  to  a  Few^  wohld  Hot  {>erhapa 

have  been  over-forward  and  hafty  in  conuibudng  towardi; 

their  Relief. 

Lastly,  they  obferved^  that  the  opponent  FaAioo 
cried  out  loudly  againft  Democracy,  and  yet  called  for  0» 
l^^archy;  which  would,  as  tiiey  conceived,  make  the  Go* 
Vemment  neither  of  better  Form^  nor  more  monarchiaL 
But  they  however  hereby  difeovered  their  Aim  and  Defire^ 
which  was  to  draw  all  thing?  iota  then:  own  Hands  and 
Power,  as  had  been  fufficiently  manifefted  before^  by  fomt 
of  their  late  Steps  and  Adions. 

Having  thus  given  AnAvers  to  die  mofl  material  Scan-» 
dais  asainft  the  Companies,  they  next  proceeded,  to  infonn 
his  &£ijefty  of  the  true  Caufe^  tho'  difgnifed^  why  dieft 
twenty  fix,  by  their  fecret  Whifperings  and  Infinuations^ 
and  by  their  continual  under-hand  Fradlces,  fo  much  la* 
boured,  to  difgrace  the  Government  of  the  Companies,  and 
in  Effe^  to  bring  the  Plantations  to  utter  Ruin.  And  thtf 
afliired  hb  Maje^,  that,  whatever  Imputations  they  might 
lay  on  the  Companies  behind  their  Backs,  they  never  yet 
had  the  Confidence,  openly  to  avow  and  maintain  them  in 
their  Courts,  but  always  qualified  them  with  fudi  Diftittc* 
tions  and  Equivocations,  as  amounted  to  a  flat  Denial  of 
what  they  had  faid.    And 

1.  Thb  firft  Caufe  of  thefe  Mens  Malice,  was  the  ill 
AffeSion  of  the  old  Officers ;  out  of  whofe  Hands  (the  Co- 
lonies having  not  profpered  under  them)  the  Govemmenl 
was  necefiarilv  taken  >  and  theh:  Prdperinr  fincey  implving 
the  evident  ^nefit  of  that  Removal,  ana  a  maltifeft  rroS 
of  their  ill  Government,  it  had  fo  offended  them,  that  Acf 
endeavoured,  the  better  to  cover  that  Fault,  by  publics 
Difhtrbances,  and  private  Prance  and  Confederation^  to 
interrupt  the  prefent  Profperity  of  the  Colonies,  aiAi  to  ble* 
mifh  the  Reputation,  and  difturb  the  Peace  of  the  Coippa^ 
flies :  And  that,  to  ^is  End,  thev  had  not  forborn  to  fet  to 
their  Hands  in  Atteibtion  of  moft  falfe  and  fcandalous  Peti^ 
tlonss  frequently  to  lay  Imputations  themfelves  on  tht 
Courts  i  fomettmes  to  procure  Complaints  from  others  a« 
gainfl  them  ;  and  at  all  times  to  yield  a  publick  Encourage 
ment  and  ProteAion  to  fuch  Perions,  as  had  done  Wroa|^ 
or  were  declared  Enemies,  to  the  Companies. 

2.  The  fecond  Caufe  was,  that  the  principal  of  thofd 
Citizens,  and  iomf  ^tberSf  who  hsA  W(>yc  themfelves  mto 

th»^ 
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tke  Oppofition,  were  for  the  moft  Part  fuch,  as  had   for-     »6»3- 
merly  borne  Office,  either  in  the  Companies,  or  the  Plan-  ^ — v^"^ 
tatidns  j  who  having  not  cleared  their  many  Accounts  (fome  ^  ^^^^f^ 
of  which  were  very  fufpiciouj)  and  being  prefled   by  the  ^tf^/. 
Companies,  ufcd  all  the  Art,  that  Malice  could  invent,  to 
do  Prcjddice,  and  give  Difturbance,  to  the  prefAit  Govern- 
ment ;  hoping,  by  that  means  to  fliroud  themfclves  from  a 
due  Examination,  and  fo,  in  the  Storm  and  Confulion,  tc 
go  off,  unconvicted  and  unpunifhed. 

3.  Some  others  of  thefc  OpiK)nents,  of  a  dilFerent  Ranic 
and  Quality^  had  either  been  concerned  in  fpoiling  and 
fleecing  the  Plantations,  and  in  fetting  fbrth  a  piratical  Ship, 
tailed  the  Trea/urer ;  or  elfe  had  abetted  and  protected  thofe, 
who  had  done  it,  with  fuch  Violence,  as  was  greatly  to  tlie 
Offence^  Scandal,  and  Wrong  of  the  Company.  But  their 
Ends  not  fully  anfwering  their  Expectations,  they  had  there- 
fore abandoned  the  Virginia  Courts,  except  when  they  came 
to  raife  •Troubles  and  DilTcnfions,  in  order,  by  that  ii)eat>s, 
t(>  keep  the  Company  from  calling  thofe  Offences  into 
Queftipn. 

4,  M  o  s  T  of  the  twenty-fix  were  involved  in  fome,  or 
all  thefe  Caufcs  of  Diffenfion  ;  and  the  few  that  remained, 
w6re  either  Servants  to^  or  had  mceffary  Dependency  upon, 
tomt  of  the  reft. 

Lastly,  they  went  on  to  propofe  fome  Remedies,  to 
prevent  the  like  Inconvcniencies  and  Difturbanccs  for  the 
future.  Since  therefore  thcfc  Colonies  were  chiefiy  fettled, 
for  the  Honour  of  his  Majefty's  Times,  in  propagating  the 
ChriJUan  Religion  in  thofe  barbarous  Parts  j  for  the  Enlarge- 
ment of  his  Dominions  j  for  the  Encrcafe  of  his  Revenue  ; 
for  the  enriching  his  People ;  and  for  the  future  Strength 
and  Ornament  of  the  Kingdom  of  jC*;7^i<7;;^;  they  befought 
fiis  Majefty,  to  give  Ccunten;:ncc  and  Encouragement  to 
their  Labours ;  to  believe  well  of  the  Companies,  and  not 

£'ve  too  ready  a  Credit  to  the  malicious  and  pre-concerted 
formations  of  fome  of  their  Members  j  and  to  grant  tlicm 
fome  fuch  prefent  Teftimony  of  his  good  Opinion,  and  gra- 
cious Acceptance  of  their  Endeavours,  by  Letter  or  other- 
wife,  as  might  do  Honour  to  the  Company,  and  ftrengthen 
their  Authority.  And  this  they  were  the  raNiPx  induced  to 
hope,  as  the  late  great  Breach  in  the  Companies  had  been 
occafioned,  by  their  Forwardnefs  and  Dcfirc,  to  advance 
his  Majefty's  Profit  and  Revenue  by  the  Contract.  And 
they  farther  befought  his  Majefty,  to  be  gracioufly  pleafed 
to  declare  his  Intention,  that,  in  all  Butin.'fs  of  the  Courts 
for  th^/uture,  they  ftiould  be  left  freely  to  govern  them- 
fclves   fcy  their  Charters  and  Laws  %  and  withal,  to  give 
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prcfent  Order  to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council,  that,  if 
there  ihould  be  any  fuch  private  Confpiracy,  Confederation, 
or  Opix)fuion,  as  the  Companies  thcmfclves  could  neither 
remedy  nor  punilh,  to  aiFord  ihcm  their  Help  and  Afllftance, 
iji  the  Remedy  and  Punifhment  of  the  fame.  And  laftly 
they  prayed,  that  for  fuch,  as  had  been  accufed  of  heniout 
Crimes,  committed  in  the  Plantations,  and  had  thence  cfca^ 
p»:J,  and  then  braved  the  Companies  in  England^  his  Ma* 
jelly  would  be  graci^ufly  plcafcd,  to  extend  his  Power,  aiyi 
fend  them  back  to  the  Plantations,  there  to  receive  their  juft 
and  legal  Trials.  And  by  thefc  AHiftanccs,  the  Companies 
would  be  enabled,  chearfully  to  proceed,  and  in  fhort  time 
fo  to  adv;;ncc  thofc  great  and  noble  Undertakings,  as  would 
give  his  Majefty  full  Content,  and  juft  Caufe  to  believe, 
tliat  thefc  his  Favours  had  been  well  beftowed^  and  rightty 
ufed. 

The  Earl  of  Southampton  was  not  prefent,  when  thefe 
things  padcd  \  and  as  he  was  obnoxious  at  Court,  and  had 
received  fomc  ill  Ufage  from  it,  it  may  be  funnifed,  that  he- 
Icwpt  out  of  the  Way  purpofely,  to  avoid  being  f:trther  em- 
broiled. But  it  is,  1  think,  much  more  agreeable  to  thd 
CharavSler  of  that  v/ortliy  and  patriot  Nobleman,  to  fup- 

f)ofc,  that  he  did  not  dcfcrt  his  Station  in  fuch  a  Manner, 
>ut  was  abfcnt  on  otiicr  juft  and  ncceflary.  Occafions.  In 
his  Ahfence  therefore,  thefc  two  Papers  (together  with  a 
Petition  to  his  Majeftv',  to  refer  the  Hearing  of  the  Coiri*- 
plaints  of  Alderman  johnjon  and  his  Aflbciatcs,  to  the  Body 
of  hi;  moft  Honc\irab!e  Privy  Council)  were  committed  to 
J.ord  Cavend'ifl)^  Lord  Ddawarry  Sir  Edward  Sackvily  Sir 
Johfi  Brooke^  and  Colonel  OgUj  to  take  the  firft  proper  Op- 
portunity to  prcfent  them  to  his'Majefty,  and  to  make 
C!K»icc  or  fucli  others  of  the  Company,  as  they  thought 
fir,  to  attend  ti.em. 

This  Court  alfo,  at  Mr.  Deputy  i^/7rr/7r's  Motion, 
conferred  the  Freedom  of  the  Company  on  Carnu  RaUgh 
El'.j;  the  only  furviving  Son  of  Sir  IValter,  He  had  gone, 
aft.r  ills  Fatlicr's  Death,  a  Gentleman  Commoner,  to  ^Vad' 
kam  Collejze,  in  Oxford ;  where  he  continued  hi,s  Studies, 
about  five  Vears.  Aboiitt'iis  time,  being  yet  fcarce  twenty 
Years  of  A;;?,  he  came  i:p  to  London^  and  went  to  Court  ^ 
hcpiii'T  by  the  Favour  ol  tyUliam^  Earl  of  Pembroke j  his 
r.olle  Kinrmaii,  to  obtaiii  fome  Redrefs,  in  the  Hardfliips 
and  Vv  rc^nrts  done  him.  But  the  King  did  not  like  his 
Cobi.t: nance  there  ;  and  f.iid,  that  he  appeared  in  his  Court, 
like  his  Father's  (tHoIK  Wherefore,  by  the  Earl's  Advice, 
he  removed  himfcif  from  his  Majeffy's  Sight,  and  went 
wfvU  his  Tntvds,  till  a  more  favourable  Conjundu  re  IhouW 
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offer.    But  however  fi*cd  this  Monarch  might  be  in  his     lOz;. 
Antipathy^  arid  however  fteady  and  conftant  in  doing  an  ^^^ — v — "^ 
eternal  Dlflionour  to  his  own  Judgment  and  Fame,  by  dif-  ^  '^"'^'^^'^ 
gracing  and  depreffing  every  thing  that  had  Relation  to  ^^'^^^ 
tliis  great  Man>  the  Virginia  Company  feems  to  have  had 
a  quite   different  Notion  of  things.     For  they  willingly 
embraced  the  Pretence,  of  Sir  IPalter  Ralegh^  bcin^  tiic 
firft  Difcoverer  of  Hrgima^  to  tcftify  their  Refpc£t*  :o  his 
Memory  and  Merit,  by  conferring  extraordinarily,  upcnhis 
Son,  'the  Freedom  of  the  Company,  and  a  Voice  in  th.cir 
Courts.     And    he   accordingly  appears   at  their  Courts^ 
commonly  ranked  with  the  Knights^  till  June  the  next 
Year,  at  which  time,  it  may  be  fuppofed,  he  went  on  liis 
Travels. 

Soon  after  tliis,  authentic  Copied  of  Alderman  John^ 
/on*s  Petition  and  Captain  Buticr*s  Information  were,  by 
fome  Perfon,  fcnt  to  the  Company  ;  which  being  publickly 
and  diftindly  rcad^  the  Court  was  informed  by  Perfons  of 
Worth,  that  thb  Report,  in  particular,  of  the  unhealthi- 
nefs  of  the  Country,  and  of  the  Colonies  being  fcatcH 
among  Bogs  and  Marflies,  having  been  indiiftrioufly  fpread 
by  Captain  But/iT  and  his  Aflbciates,  not  only  over  all 
Parts  of  the  City,  but  likewife  into  divers  Parts  of  the 
County^  was  likely  to  flop  many  hundreds  of  People,  who 
were  preparing  to  tranfport  therofclves  thither ;  and  that  it 
was  therefore  abfolutely  neceffary,  to  make  an  immediate 
Enquiry  about  that  Matter.  Whereupon  fome,  then  prc- 
fcnt,  who  had  been  long  and  often  in  Virginia^  affirmed 
upon  their  certain  Knowledge,  that,  at  all  the  Pbntations 
on  the  main  River,  they  might  land,  with  Boats  drawinjj: 
three  Foot  Water,  from  h^f  Flood  to  half  Kbb,  fafc  artil 
dry,  without  wetting  their  Foot ;  and  that  they  h;;d  foun  J» 
by  their  own  Experience,  the  Air  to  be  as  wholefome,  anvl 
the  Soil  for  the  moft  part,  as^  fertile,  as  in  any  Part  of  £.v- 

flandy  or  of  any  otiicr  Counti  y,  where  they  had  beer- 
Jut  the  better  to  obviate  the  ill  Confcqucnccs  aid  C.i;am- 
nies  of  Captain  Butkr's  Information,  an  Aiifwcr  v/as  Jr.iwa 
up  in  Writing  aguinft  the  nc:;t  Mcctirg  cf  ihs  C\  :r;pnr.;, 
and  fubfcribed  by" the  Rev.  Mr. /VilH am  M-::j'\  aA.iuifics 
who  had  lived  ten  Year*)  \\\  FirgiKia -,  by  me  T.  r.  y'i',' 
ProSfeTj  a  Man  of  good  Sort,  who  had  lived  ti/jr?  fourtrc!'* 
Years  j  and  by  fourteen  otliers,  Mafreis  of  S'.rr{i\  Mari- 
ners, and  Inhabitants,  wiiu  had  been  an  J  lived',  ionic  r.io:c 
and  fome  Icfsj  in  the  Ccuntr),  and  were  pf.uvLlv  ac- 
quainted with  the  River,  and  all  Parts  of  ti:c  Cc!oir-. 
This  Anfwer,  which  they  declared  thjir.tllvcs  r..':\d)'  to 
juftify  upon  Oath,  C'.;ni.uiiic  i  a  *ln:  Denial  and  Uvf-r.  j^fcf 
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the  feven  firft  Articles  of  Butler's  Information.  As  to  the 
'  three  laft,  they  Itft  them  to  be  anfwered  by  the  Governor 
^  Francis  a^j  Company,  as  relating  immediately  to  tliemfelves,  and 
v.Vrwr.  ^.  containing  things,  either  above  tlieir  Determination,  or  out 
of  their  Knowledge.  And  as  this  Writing  contained  the 
Teftimonjf  of  Eye-witneUcs  to  Matters  of  Faft,  it  agreed 
fo  cxa6lly  in  Sublcance  with  an  Anfwer,  afterwards  returned 
from  rirgima  by  the  Governor  and  General  Affcmbly,  that 
IfhsU  not  detain  the  Reader,  at  prcfcnt,  with  anAbftrad 
of  it,  but  {hall  refeii'  to  that  more  authentic  Tcltimony  of 
the  whole  Body  of  the  Colony,  which  will  be  hereafter  re- 
cited, in  it's  proper  Time  and  Place. 

But  bcfides  this  Difproof  of  Captain  Butler*s  Infornu-* 
tion,  the  farther  to  detect  and  expofe  his  malicious  Dc- 
figns  and  unfair  Proceedings,  two  Papers  were  produced  in 
Court,  and  admitted  to  Record^  under  the  Hands  of  John 
Severn fy  Mafters-mate,  and  John  Lowfy  Boatfwain,  of  the 
yames.  In  thefe  they  affirmed,  that  coming,  one  Mom* 
mg,  to  Captain  Nathaniel  Butler^  about  fome  Bufinefs,  the 
faid  Captain  brought  a  Writing  in  his  Hand,  and  began  to 
read  fome  Part  of  it  ;  telling  them,  he  had  been  with  the 
King,  and  protcfling,  the  Writing  was  for  the  Good  of  the 
Country.  Whereupon  they,  being  in  great  Hafle,  having 
heard  a  few  Lines  only  read,  and  not  attending  much  to  the 
Matter,  and  befides  conceiving  Captain  Butler  to  be  a  very 
honcft  Alan,  did  readily  fct  their  Hands  to  the  faid  Writing. 
£ut  having  fmce  undcrftood,  that  it  was  in  Dif^race  and 
Difparagcmcnt  of  the  Covmtry,  they,  the  faid,  John  Severm 
and  John  Lowe^  did  thereby  difavow  the  faid  Writing,  as 
fi.lfe  and  iinjuft ;  and  farther  protefted,  tliat,  upon  their 
Oaths,  they  muft  declare  the  contrary.  And  all  thefe  Pfcoli 
of  his  wilful  Malice  and  Injuftice  did  Captain  Butler  fit  in 
t^c  Court  and  hear,  and  calmly  demanded  a  Copy  of  the  An- 
Avcr  to  Ills  Information. 

B  u  J'  as  his  M^-jclfy  intended,  in  Compliance  with  the 
Pciiiicns  of  both  Akiermun  Jchnfon  and  tlic  Company,  tJo 
uppviint  Commifiioners  tu  ci:iji;irc  into  a'l  thefe  Matters  and 
AlL[^utions,  the  Court  tlioisj^ht  it  proper,  to  prepare  be- 
times to  make  their  Defence.  To  this  End,  as  the  Com- 
pany coi^iifted  of  many  Members  of  both  Houfes  of  Patlia- 
nient,  they  were  naturally  led  to  the  PaHiamentary  Me- 
thods ol'  proceeding,  and  rcfolved  themfelves  into  a  grand 
Cunuiiiilee  of  the  whole  Company,  which  had  Power,  to 
fuhuiiiiic  ^xW^  ordain  other  Sub-Committees,  for  expediting 
Matters;  tliat  fo  the  BuGncfs,  b:;ing  parted  among  manv 
Hnnuoj  might  be  the  more  fpeedily  and  better  accompli(bpa. 
And  jiiovv  ha\  ing  Copies  of  Aldennan  Jobnfon'^  and  Ca^ 
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tain  Butl^\  ComplaintS)  they  Toon  after  drew  up  dired  and 
particiiLu*  Anfwers  to  them  both. 

In  Anfwcr  to  Alderman  Johnfon't  Petition,  they  ob- ^^^^''^ 
ferved,  tlia(  it  w;(S  founded  upon  three  ipain  Allegations  :  vcmoc. 
Firft,  jhat  die  former  Government,  under  Sir  ThoTnas  Smithy 
as  Trcafurcr,  and  Mr.  Canning  and  himfelf,  as  Deputy- 
Treafurers,  wi^s  mild  and  difcreet ;  whereby  all  Sorts  cf 
Perfons  were  induced  to  engage  thcmfelves  in  that  great 
and  difficult  Action,  which  thence  proceeded  in  a  moft 
hopeful  Way,  and  with  Peace  and  Cpncord ;  whereas  it 
had  of  late  come  fo  pafs^  that  their  Love  and  Uniiy  at 
borne  were  turned  into  civil  Difcord  and  DifTcntion  ;  and 
that  divers  of  the  ancient  Adventurers  :md  Planters  con- 
ceived themfelves,  to  be  many  ways  injured,  abufed  and 
oppreflcd. 

To  this  thcjr  replied  :  That  as  to  the  Government  at 
bome  in  thofe  times,  all  his  Majefty*s  particular  Inflru^iions 
^herein  were  clean  fupprcfled  and  extinguiflied,  and  th^ 
Originals  no  longer  extant ;  and  that  there  Were  no  Orders 
made  for  the  Government  of  the  Company,  except  now 
9nd  then  one,  upon  prefcnt  O^cafion.  And  as  to  the  Go- 
vernment abroad  in  the  Colony,  it  was,  for  the  moft  part, 
left  abfolutcly  to  the  Governor's  Will  and  Plcafurc  ;  only 
inil^d  of  a  Body  of  moderate  Laws,  agreeable  to  the  Con- 
fiitution  and  Government  of  England^  there  Was  printed  a( 
lioiiie,  and  with  great  Honour  dedicated  to  Sir  Thomas 
Smithy  and  afterwards  by  him  fent  to  Virginiay  by  his  own 
Authority,  and  without  the  Company's  Order  or  Confent, 
a  Book  of  moft  truculent  Laws,  written  in  Blood  \  which, 
altho*  they  might  ferve  for  Marti^il  Government  in  time  pf 
\Var,  being  branflated  moft  of  them  from  the  Martial  Liws 
of  the  United  Provinces,  yet  were  abfolutely  deftru£live  of 
all  the  native  Rights  and  Liberties  of  Englijh  Subje£ls,  and 
very  far  from  deferving  the  Name  of  a  mild  Government, 
here  given  it  by  the  Petitioners  :  And  that,  for  this  Caufe, 
I'eoplc  in  England  "Wtxt  deterred  from  going  over  in  Perfon, 
to  live  there  upder  fuch  bloody  and  t)'rannical  Laws,  and 
niitny  of  his  Majefty's  Subjc£b  in  Virginia  were  put  to  moft 
uniuft  and*  undeferved  Deaths.  But  mcift  efpecially,  fuch  4 
Weapon  was  hereby  put  into  the  Hands  of  one  of  the  Go- 
vernors, a  Kinfman  of  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  that  he,  in  a  man- 
lier, fpoiled  and  deftroyed  the  whole  Colony*  iis  was  flill 
(extant  and  to  be  fccn,  in  the  Letters  of  Sir  Tkcir.as  Sviiib 
himfelf  and  Alderman  Johnfon, 

That  the  Confequcnce  of  this  Mifgovernment  was, 
that  the  Colony  was  wafted  to  a  few  hundred:*  of  Pco- 
l>)e,  yrhg  had  ncverthclcfs  no  Intent  to  proceed  in  tlic  Plan^ 
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tatlon,  but  being  dciiitutc  of  Food,  botli  fpiritual  and  tern- 
'  poral,  cried  out  loudly  againft  the  Company,  for  InJMftice 
K'.f""'"  iindCruLhy;  being  fomctimes,  in  Dcfpair,  all  fiiipped  te 
vaa!,i  "  '^^^"^">  ^"'^  at  other  times,  in  Revenge,  adopting  tothem- 
fclvfis  new  Patrons  and  Dcfen.itrs  againft  their  bad  Govern- 
ment. And  that  Advcnturerjj  at  home  did  Indeed,  at  firft, 
cor.ic  pL-ntituily  in,  as  to  a  new  thing ;  but  that,  at  laft, 
ilwy  aL.in;!onca  the  Courts,  and  rd'ufed  to  pay  their  Mo- 
ni^s  ruL,rcii'>cJ  ;  for  which  being  fued,  they  pleaded  in 
C"..aiiccry,  upon  their  Oaths,  that  the  Monies  were  not 
converted  to  the  IJfc  intended,  but  to  particular  Men's 
Cji:ii3  ;  and  that  no  Accounts  were  kept,  or  were  at  leaft 
to  be  fccn.  But  on  the  contrary,  they  fuid,  what  Reforma- 
i:  riiS  had  been  made,  and  whkt  NIeafures  takeny  in  Point  of 
C: '  eminent,  for  tnc  four  laft  Years,  might  be  apparent  to 
ell  Men ;  anJ  that  their  Labours  herein  had  given  fuch 
S.:ti:ir^cli'?n  to  the  Piantations,  that  the  Colony  of  Vtrgima 
liad,  in  paiticular,  by  a  publick  Ad  in  their  General  Af- 
feinhly,  returned  riianks  to  the  Company,  for  their  great 
Love,  Juftice,  and  Care. 

As  for  Difcord  and  Diflcnfion,  they  acknowledged, 
v/ithin  the  Compafs  of  tl)c  four  laft  Years,  there  had  been 
fjme  great  Rents  made  in  the  Council  and  Company ;  but 
that  tnefe  proceeded  wholly  from  the  Alderman  and  hii 
Party,  t.Iie  greateft  Nuaiocr  of  whom  were  feldom  feen  in 
their  Court!!,  but  when  they  came  to  ralfe,  or  to  nourUb, 
th  5  very  Difcord  and  Fadion,  they  here  complained  oE 
And  as  to  the  "VArongs  and  OpprciFion  of  the  ancient  Ad- 
venturers aid  Planters,  they  challenged  him  to  fhew,  that 
the  Juliice,  which  it  was  in  the  Company's  Power  to  givCj 
had  ever  be6n  denied  to  any  Map  whattocyer ;  much  len 
):ad  the  Gcods  of  fomc  particular  Perfons  in  the  Colonics, 
hy  private  Diredions  and  underhand  Letters,  been  taken 
violently  fmm  them,  contrary  to  all  Juftice  and  due  Courfe 
of  Law,  and  configned  irito  the  Hands  of  their  potent  Ad- 
vcrfaries  in  En^!iU!ri^\  as  was  notorioufly  done,  in  the  Cafe 
of  Captain  Mil:s  KerJaly  formerly  Governor  of  Bermudas^ 
who  w '.s  fpoikd  by  Captain  Butler^  his  Succeflbr,  of  four-- 
teen  Ncir,n>es,  granted  hini  by  a  Dutch  Captain,  under  a 
f  lif.  and  grounillcfs  Pretence,  that  they  bclojigcd  to  their 
pi'..tie\:l  S>un,  the  7K .T/ztjvr. 

TiiK  fee  nd  Allegation  of  Ahlermnn  y^^r/^/Zs  PctitWA 
w.  s  :  TJiar,  under  tljc  former  G<;vernment,  they  had  Peace 
viili  tlie  J>f  ii£/f7Sy  hy  v.l.ich  means  fundry  of  thofe  IntiddSf 
i'\h\  ('  nio  uf  eminent  Rank,  were  converted  to  the  C!6r^/^if 
K«.lif:'oi",  5  wlxrtriS,  of  la^c,  there  had  been  a  MaHacreand 
lltliilii  V  between  :.'*ic  Natives  and  tlic  Colony  of  Virglma* 
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In  Anfwer  to  this,  they  denied,  that  except  Pocahontas 
(whom  they  here  call  Matoax)  there  had  AappencU  any  ^ 
thing  of  Note  in  the  Converfion  of  thofe  Infidels,  under  Sir  FranHi 
Sir  Thomas  Smith's  Adminiftration.  And  they  farther  af-  '^^^/^*^ 
firmed,  that  during  his  time,  the  Englijh  were  almoft  in 
a  continual  War  and  Hoftility  with  the  htdians  y  and  that, 
in  particular.  Captain  Argall  csme^^way,  in  the  lull  Pirt 
of  that  time,  and  left  unpunifhcd  tiid  Murder  of  ten  of  the 
Englijh^  by  a  Party  of  the  Chickahominies,  But  on  the 
contrary,  how  great,  and  what  chargeable  Attempts,  had 
been  made,  within  the  laft  four  Years,  for  the  Converfioa 
and  Education  of  thoTe  Infidels,  was  fufiiciently  evident, 
fiom  the  Plantation  for  the  College ;  on  which,  notwith^ 
ftandbg  the  late  MafTacre,  they  concciv^,  there  were  yet 
remaining  fixty  Tenants,  or  thereabouts.  And  the  Com^^ 
pany  had  indeed,  in  their  firft  Letter  after  the  Knowledge 
of  die  Maflacre,  propofed  Methods,  and  given  ftriA  Or-r 
ders,  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  for  the  Renewal  of  the 
College,  and  Refcttlement  of  it's  Lands  \  but  Means  being 
wanting,  the  Governor  and  Council  could  do  nothing  in  it 
to  £fFe6l.  However  they  promifed,  that  that  piouup  Work 
fliould,  hy  the  Divine  AfTiftance,  again  proceed,  in  due 
time.  And  as  to  the  Hoftility  with  the  tfuUanSy  they  de- 
clared, there  had  been  none,  within  the  four  laft  Years,  be- 
fore the  late  treacherous  ^d  bloody  Maflacre ;  which  had 
it  not  happened,  thefe  Maligners  muft  have  been  mute,  and 
would  have  had  nothing  to  alledge  to  the  Difgrace  of  the 
Company  and  Plantation. 

The  third  Allegation  of  the  Alderman's  Petition  was  : 
That,  in  the  firft  twelve  Years,  divers  Staple-Commodities 
began  to  be  raifed  and  imported  into  England  \  whereas,  of 
late  Years,  the  aforefaid  Commodities  did  not  appear. 

Th  £  Y  replied,  that  this  Objection  refie£ted  ftrongly  on 
the  ObictSlor  himfelf.  They  owned,  that  fomc  Samples  of 
thofe  Commodities  had  been,  by  thelnduftry  oi^ix  Thomas 
Dale^  fent  home,  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  Years  of  the  firft 
twelve ;  but  that  none  had  appeared,  in  the  two  laft,  un«> 
der  the  Government  of  Captain  ArgalU^  The  Rcafon  of 
which  was,  that  the  Magazine  bcins  then  on  foot,  whereof 
the  Alderman  was  Diredor,  it  pleafcd  him,  to  fet  no  Price 
upon  any  other  Commodity,  except  Tobacco  and  Safliafras, 
being  Commodities  of  his  own  Trade,  and  for  the  greateft 
Part  whereof  he  himfelf  became  the  Company's  Ch:;pman  ; 
and  that,  by  this  means,  all  Endeavours  for  thofe  other 
Commodities  were  abandoned,  and  the  Colony  poiTciled 
with  that  doating  AfFcSion  for  Tobacco,  which  the  Com* 
pany  M  not  w^^%  with  all  their  CvCt  beco  able  to  ex« 
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|^>»S-      tinguifli.     And  thcjr  then  procccdea,  to  recount  their  late 

^ — V — ^  Endeavours  for  raifmg  divers  Commodities  ;  which  had  in- 

fj   ^''^2,^'-  deed  latelv  received  a  fore  Interruption  from  the  Maflacre^ 

^^xLt,        ^"^  *^  ^*'^  ^  '^*''  Jn^^w^  suid  Rcfoluiion,  ihortly  agam  to  rc- 

ftorc  and  fct  them  up. 

A  s  for  that  Pretence,  that  the  Petition  aimed  at  no  other 
End,  hut  that  after  th*  Work  of  fome  neceflary  Reforma- 
tion, the  Work  of  the  t^lantations  might  be  again  renewed 
and  profper ;  they  faid,  they  were  obliged,  therein  to  dc- 
tc6^  the  Alderman's  unclear  Proceedings.  For  it  ihould  be 
juftified  againft  him,  by  undeniable  Proof :  That  he  had 
laboured  of  late,  by  ftrange  and  falfe  Allegations,  to  dif- 
courage  fome  Perfons  of  Eminence  and  Fortune,  from  fa- 
vouring or  proceeding  in  the  Enterprife  :  That  he  had 
Brow-beatcn^  and  found  Fault  with  fuch,  as  had  commended 
the  Country,  fo  much  extolled  formerly  by  himfelf,  in  fun- 
dry  printed  Trcatifes ;  and  had  declared,  that  the  World 
had  been  cheated  and  deluded  by  Virgitia :  That  he  had 
faid,  there  were  too  many  of  the  EngliJh^^T^ixon  there  al- 
ready ;  that  the  Staplc-Ccrhmodities,  fpoken  of,  woukl 
corrte  to  nothing ;  that  the  Iron  was  bafe,  and  not  worth 
the  Freight ;  the  Grapes  four,  and  the  Climate  improper 
for  Wine ;  that  the  Mulberry  Trees  had  a  Prickle  in  them, 
which  deftroyed  the  Silk- worms,  when  they  came  to  any 
Bigncfs  ;  and  that  the  Converfion  of  the  Infidels  was  a  vain 
and  impofliblc  Attempt,  they  being  defccrided  of  the  curfed 
Rnce  of  Ham.  And  now,  whether  a  Perfon  of  this  Malice 
and  Virulcncy  of  Difpofitiun  was  a  proper  Inftrumcnt  to 
wt)rk  out  the  Good  of  the  Colonies,  they  left  to  the  Judg- 
ment of  all  clear  and  imp:irti;il  Minds. 

Lastly,  touching  the  IflTue  of  the  Petition,  that  all 
Abufcs  might  be  examined  and  reformed,  the  Company  de- 
clared, they  willingly  concurred  with  the  Petitioners  therein, 
hut  could  not  forbear  remarking  their  too  evident  Partiality. 
For  they  dj:frred  only,  that  the  Accounts  fince  Sir  Thomas 
Sniitos  Time  might  be  examined,  which 'had  always  been 
tuirly  kept,  and  legally  audited,  according  to  the  Orders  of 
the  Court,  (except  by  one  only  of  the  Pctitionef's  Society) 
and  yet  they  paflTcd  the  Accounts  of  the  former  Years  over 
in  SilclK'e,  which  were  neverthelefs  three  times  as  large^ 
ajid  thrice  three  times  more  queftionable. 

In  their  Anfwer  to  Captain  Butlcr'%  Information,  they 
recited,  that  the  feven  firft*  Articles  had  been  anfwcred  by 
fixtern  Eye-witncflcs  of  the  Matters  dlcdgeU,  Men  of  un- 
jueftionablc  Character  and  Veracity,  who  were  ready,  at 
any  time,  to  juftlfy  the  fame  upon  their  Oaths.  T h^ 
tiicreforc  referred  to  that,  as  beinj  tlic  higheft  and  irtoft 
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unexceptionable  Evidence,    that  could  be  had  in  fuch  a      i^3- 
Cafe  ^  and  they  proceeded  themfelvcs,  to  give  Anfwcrs  to  ^^— >/^— ^ 
the  three  laft  Articles.    But  as  the  Anfwer,  afterwards  re-  ^  '*'^«*«« 
turned  from  Virginia  by  the  Governor  and  General  Af-  ^/^^^ 
iembly,  was  mud)  the  fame  in  Purport  with  this,  I  fhall 
Aill,  to  avoid  a^  ledious  and  needlefs  Repetition,  refer  to 
that,  hereafter  to  be  given.     But  as  to  ButUr's  laft  Claufc, 
of  the  Corifufions  and  private  Ends  of  fome  of  the  Com- 
pany in  Englarid^  apd  of  the  bad  Execution  of  their  Agents 
in  Virginia^  they  befought  his  Majefty,  that  he  might  not 
)be  permitted  to  wander  in  fuch  general  and  indeterminate 
Acculktions,  which  only  tended  to  Slander  and  Defamationy 
Uut  might  be  obliecd  to  make  an  exprcfs  and  particular 
Difcovery  of  thofe  rcrfons  and  Meafu res  .before  the  Com- 
ihiHioners,  that  were  foon  to  be  appointed.    And  in  the 
mean  while,  they  protefted  againft  it,  as  calumnous  am 
unjuft,  and  of  ^e  felf-fkme  Truth  with  the  reft  of  his  In* 
^ormaltions. 

Mr.  Berhlock  alfo  defired,  that  a  fiiort  Paflage,  out  of 
one  of  Sir  Thomas  Dalies  Letters  to  Sir  Thomas  Smithy  might 
Be  read  ;  which  he  had  accidentally  happened  upon,  in  pe* 
mfing  the  Company's  Books,  bv  Order  of  the  Court.  This 
was  dated  in  Jufie^  I613,  and  has  been  already  mentioned 
and  extracted.  In  it,  he  defires  them  not  to  be  gulled  by 
the  clamorous  Reports  of  bafe  People,  but  to  believe  Calii 
and  Jojhua^  and  gives  a  very  great  and  lavifli  Commenda- 
tion 6f  the  Country ;  which  Mr.  7^Au  Smith  declared  to 
agree  exadly,  with  what  he,  and  dtiver^  others  Pcrfons  of 
Worth,  haa  heard  from  his  own  Mouth  in  England\  and 
Mr.  Cof  eland  affirmed,  that  Sir  Thomas  Dale  had  told  hioi 
ihe  fame  in  Effc6t,  at  Japan^  in  the  Eajl-Indies,  There 
wa9  alfp  read  Part  of  a  Letter  from  Sir  Samuel  Argatl  to  the 
Comfyany,  dated  in  July  1617,  highly  commending  the 
H(Bakhffie(s  and  Cdnvemency  of  James-Town.  To  thefe 
wa»  added,  at  the  Lord  Cavendijh\  Motion,  a  long  Deda-> 
ration,  by  his  Majefty's  Council  for  Virginia^  and  the  prin- 
cipal Affiftants  for  the  Somer-IJlands  ;  'in  which,  they  plain* 
)y,  and  without  Difguife  or  Palliation,  laid  open  the  whole 
&:ene  of  the  Earl  (S'  fTarwiek's  Proceedings,  with  the  ini- 
quitous Practices  of  himfelf  and  his  Faction,  but  moft  efpe-* 
Sually  of  his  two  grand  Inftruments  of  Rapine,  Sir  Samuel 
jttgall  and  Captain  Butler.  This  long  and  particular  Re* 
lation  has  been  of  fingubr  Service,  and  given  great  Lights 
in  the  fuller  Detection  of  their  fraudulent  Arts  and  Manage* 
ment  j  but  as  it  contains  nothing  materially  different  from 
tfii  foregoinff  Relation  of  their  Proceedings,  I  (halt  eafe  both 
IDyfpIf  aid  me  Reader  from  die  Trouble  gf  an  AbftraS. 

All 
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All  thcfc  publick  A^,  Dcchrrations,  and  Teftimoniak 
'  were  kid  before  his  Mnjefty,  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
s^  Frands  cil,  and  the  Commiflioncrs.  For,  two  Days  after  this,  on 
^^.^^  th;;9t!j;of  ii%,  a  Commiflion  ifl'ued,  under  the  Great  Seal 
of  England^  to  Sir  lydliam  Jofus,  Knight,  one  of  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Jufticcs  of  die  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Sir  Nicholas 
Forufcucy  Sir  Francis  G^ftorij  Sir  Richard  Suttony  Sir  ffH^ 
Vam  Pit,  Sir  Henry  Bcurchicr,  and  Sir  Hcfiry  Spilman^ 
Knights,  or  any  four  of  them,  to  examine  and  enquire  into 
all  Matters  and  BufmeiFcs,  any  ways  relating  or  appertain- 
ing to  the '  Plantations  oi  Virginia  and  the  Sofner-Ifliinds. 
Altho'  the  Points,  to  be  enquired  into,  ran  very  much,  in 
this  Commiflion,  according  to  the  gcncnil  Heads,  and  even 
the  very  Words,  of  the  latter  Part  of  Alderman's  Johnfon^t 
Petition,  yet  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  had  the  Alder- 
man's Partiality  rcfornied,  and  their  Emjuiry  was  not  con-r 
fin'd  to  the  four  Lift  Ycare,  I)iit  extended  to  all  A£ls  and 
Things,  from  tlic  firft  Incorpuration  of  the  Companies,  and 
Settlement  o\  tlie  Colonies.  Who  tliefe  Commifiioners  were, 
and  what  were  their  real  Charaftcrs  and  ConduiSl  through 
Life,  I  cannot  fay.  I  only  find,  that  Cafnhdeu,  in  his  An- 
juls  for  the  Year  1619,  briefly  mentions  Forufcue,  Gofton. 
Siition,  and  P/V,  late  Commiflioncrs  for  the  Navy,  and  for 
Donicftick  Affairs,  to  be  then  knighted. 

Fro  m  tl:is  time,  all  Letters  from  the  Colonies,  both 
publick  and  private,  were  intercepted  by  his  Majcfty's 
Command  ;  in  order  to  furprife,  and  find  out,  any  fecret 
Combinations  ^nd  underhand  Prafliccs  of  the  Companies, 
or  their  Officers.  All  their  Books  and  Records  were  like- 
wife  fvii'ieftercd,  by  an  Order  of  the  Privy  Council  5  and 
both  the  Mr,  Farrars,  the  Deputy  IVeafurers  to  the  two 
Comp;snies,  were  laid  under  Arrcft,  and  confined.  I  can- 
not difcover,  by  what  Colour  or  Pretence  this  was  done ; 
but  it  was  a  great  Interruption,  in  preparing  the  Company > 
Bufinefs,  which  was  to  be  hid  before  the  Commiflioners. 
For  their  Defence  depended  entirely  on  their  Books  ana 
Records,  from  wliic!^,  they  doubted  not,  to  make  thcMT 
liinoccncy  abundantly  appear.  And  they  were  fo  fenfibk 
of  the  Prejudice,  that  would  arife  to  tne  Companies,  1^ 
their  Deputies  Reitraint,  who  were  their  greateft  AccomjW 
tants,  and  by  reafon  of  their  Places,  the  moft  convcrfant 
of  all  others  in  the  Bufinefs  of  late  Years,  that  they  pcti«- 
tioned  the  Privy  Council,  fo  far  at  leaft  to  fet  them  at  Li* 
bcrty,  that  they  might  be  able  to  go  forward  with  the  Com* 
panics  Bufinefs,  and  attend  the  Commiflioners.  And  thcii 
Books  were  accordingly  foon  after  rcftorcd^  aod  the  Dcpur 
tios  relcafed. 
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But  from  thefe^and  other  difcouraging  Circumftances, 
It  was  aa  eafy  Matter  to  conje&ure,  what  was  aimed  at,  * 
and  how  things  were  going.  And  therefore  the  great  Qffi-  sir  Framdt 
cers  of  the  Company,  the  Earl  of  Southampton^  Sir  Edwin  ^^^^^ 
Sandysy  and  the  two  Farrars^  through,  whofe  Hands  all  the  ^ 
Company's  Bufinefs  and  Money  had  of  late  Years  pafled, 
ftied  out  their  general  Acquittances  in  the  Court.  And  as 
their  Accounts  had  undergone  the  Examination  of  the  Comn 
pany*s  Auditors^  and  had  laid,  all  their  legal  time,  and  fome 
much  longer,  open  in  the  Courts,  for  any  Perfon  to  exa* 
mine,  and  make  Exceptions  againft  them,  their  Difcharget 
were  granted,  under  the  legal  Seal,  by  a  cheerful  and  una- 
mous  Concurrence  of  the  whole  Company.  The  Propor- 
tiontf  of  Land;  formerly  granted,  were  aJfo  confirmed  to 
them  in  the  firongefl  Manner,  and  Mr.  John  Farrar  had 
the  hcA  Security,  they  could  give  him,  for  three  hundred 
aad  twenty  Pounds,  which  he  had  taken  up  at  Intereft,  for 
the  Ufe,  and  by  the  Order,  of  the  Company ;  all  their  Ef* 
ftBs  from  Virginia  being  ordered,  to  be  confign'd  into  his 
and  his  Brother  Nifholas  Farrar^s  Hands  (who  was  likcwife 
ibon  after  found  to  be  about  eighty  Pounds  in  Advance  for 
the  Company)  till  their  Ballances,  with  all  odier  Damages 
incitoit  thereto,  were  difchargcd. 

In  Confideration  of  the  ill  Confequenccs,  of  having  con* 
finued  Sir  Thomas  Smith  fo  many  Years  in  the  Place  of 
Treafkirer,  the  Company  had  made  it  a  fhnding  Rule  and 
Order,  that  no  Perfon,  after  that,  fhould  hold  the  Place 
of  Treafurer  or  Deputy,  above  three  Years  together.  The 
Earl  of  Southampton's  three  Years  being  therefore  now  ex- 
pired. Lord  Cavendijb  and  Lord  Paget  were  named,  to 
fland  in  Eledion  to  fucceed  him.  The  King  had  always 
been  endeavouring,  to  get  fuch  a  Perfon  chofen  into  that 
Place  of  chief  Government,  as  fhould  be  perfedly  fubmif- 
five  to  his  Pleafure  and  Command.  And  now,  on  the  Day 
of  Election,  the  Court  received  a  Letter  from  his  Majefly, 
fignifying ;  That  he  had  appointed  Commiffioners,  to  exa- 
mine into  the  prefent  State  of  the  Colony  of  Virginia ;  and 
|U  he  expeSed  to  receive,  within  a  few  Days,  fome  Accoimt 
of  ^eir  Labours  therein,  it  was  his  Will  aiid  Picture,  that 
all  Officers  fhould  continue,  as  they  were ;  and  that  thejr 
IbouM  not  proceed  to  any  new  Eledion,  before  the  Mor- 
row Fortnight  after,  at  the  fooneft.  This  unexpeAed  Order, 
aAd  myflerious  Reafon,  caufed  a  long  and  general  Silence  in 
the  Court.  But  at  length,  confidering,  that  they  were  re- 
strained, by  their  Charters,  to  Quarter  Courts  onl^  for  the 
£lefiton  of  Officers;  and  that,  aU  Offices  expiring  that 
l>ay,  their  Government  would  become  void,  and  their  Pa* 

tent 
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i6a3.      tents  forfeited,  unJefs  fomething  was  done  therein,   tf^ey 
^^ — V — ^  continued  all  Officers  in  their  Places,  not  a  Fortnight  longer^ 
Sm-  Frarcn  ^ut  *till  the  ncxt  Quarter  Court,  when  only  Elefiion  could 
vwnor,     '  legally  be  ^ude.     And  thus,  the  King  never  after  having 
expreflcd  his  Plcafurc  herein,  and  the  Company,  to  avoij 
MifconftruiStion,  forbearing  to  do  any  thing,  'till  his  Mar 
lefty's  Pleafurc  was  farther  known,  tl)c  Earl  of  Southampton 
and  Mr.  Nicholas  Farrar  were,  from  time  to  time,  con- 
tinued in  their  Places,  'till  the  SuppreiEon  of  the  CourQ 
suid  DifToIution  of  the  Company. 

In  fome  of  the  intercepted  Letters  from  Virginia^  th^ 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  found  j;;rcat  Complamts  of  the 
Scarcity  of  Proviuons.  This  had  been  occafioncd  by  the 
Maflacrc,  and  the  confcqucnt  'War  with  the  Indians ;  by 
which  much  of  their  Corn  and  Stocks  had  been  deftroyecf, 
and  a  general  Interruption  giver,  to  the  Culture  of  their 
Lends.  Their  Lordfhips  therefore  called  the  Deputy,  and 
a  few  more  of  the  Company,  before  them  ;  and  acouaint- 
ing  them  therewith,  commanded  them,  to  fend  an  imme- 
diate Relief  to  the  Colony.  And  they  propofed,  that  the 
whole  Company  fhould  be  obliged  to  contribute  their  Part* 
towards  it,  according  to  the  Number  of  each  Man's  Share^ 
by  rating  them  at  twenty,  or  at  leaft  ten  Shillings  a  Share ; 
and  that  they  fhould  be  compelled  to  pay  the  fame,  by  ap 
Order  of  that  Board.  But  Mr.  Farrar  and  his  Alfociateg 
fccm,  not  to  have  been  perfectly  convinced  of  the  Legality 
of  fuch  a  Proceeding  ;  and  conceived  thcmfclvcs  to  have  no 
Power  by  Law,  to  by  fuch  a  general  AfTcfment  on  the  Conr 
pany,  without  their  Confent.  Wherefore,  after  much  De- 
bate, they  prevailed  on  their  Lordfhips,  to  permit  them  to 
proceed,  in  their  ufual  Method  of  voluntary  Svibfcription*. 
And  as  the  opponent  Fadion  had  been  loud  before  the  Lorjs 
of  the  Council,  and  picfled  much  the  fending  a  fpeedy  Sup- 

f]y,  thereby  endeavouring  to  infinuate  and  refleft  on  the 
legligcnce  and  finifter  Views  of  the  Compnny,  a  Roll  qf 
Subfcriptioii  was  prepared  purpofely,  and  preftnted  to  them, 
to  fubfcri()c  by  tliemfclvcs,  and  Sir  Edivard  Sackvil  earncft- 
ly  cntrcatcil  thcrn,  to  be  liberal  .and  exemplary  in  their  Con- 
tributions, f;ncc  they  had  cxpicflld,  before  the  Council,  io 
tender  a  Scnfc  of  the  diftrcflcd  State  of  the  Coloriy,  Bnt 
they  had  the  Confidence  to  withftand  fo  ftrong  a  Snare ;  and 
the  Colony  u'as  obliged  to  the  other  Side  for  the  Supply,  as 
I  find  intimated,  in  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Deputy  Farrar^  fcqc 
at  the  fame  time,  in  the  Name  of  the  Council  and  Company* 
However,  it  was  not  of  that  vafl  Ufc  and  Relief,  9S  was 
imagined  or  pretended.  For,  ns  the  Deputy  and  Compai>y 
had  judged,  the  Colony  had  gathered  In  thctr  Corn,  before 
it  could  pofTibly  arrive.  BuT 
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But  notwithftandui2  thefe  lowering  ProfpeQs,  and  thb  '^^s* 
tapiomifing  Afpcdt  of  wicir  Affairs,  the  Company  proceed- **—v^-^ 
ed  chearfully  and  boldly  in  their  Defence.  And  therefore,  |^  ''''*^ 
as  loon  as  the  Commiffioners  were  known,  thev  deputed  Sir  ^^^^ 
Edward'  Sackvily  Sir  Robert  Killigrcw^  and  i\x^John  Da- 
tvrx,  to  wait  upon  them,  in  the  Company's  Name ;  and  to 
declare  their  Joy  and  Sadsfadion,  in  the  Commiflion's  being 
iflued.  And  they  very  earncftly  and  unanimouily  befought 
them,  to  take  into  their  immediate  Confideration  Captain 
Butler'%  Information  to  his  Majefty,  entitled ;  Tht  unmajkid 
Fact  tf  thi  Colony  in  Virginia ;  which  had  given  a  deadly 
Wound  to  the  happy  Progrefs  and  Profperity  of  that  Planta* 
tation.  So  that  until,  by  their  Wifdom  axid  Integrity,  the 
Truth  (hould  be  difcovered,  and  the  World  again  poflefled 
with  their  former  Hopes  and  good  Opinion'of  that  Colony, 
it  muft  undoubtedly  languifh,  if  not  fhortly  perifh,  fojl* 
Want  of  thofe  daily  Supplies,  which  its  Reputation  alone  had 
Wore  raifed,  in  great  Abundance.  But  Ido  not  find,  that 
the  Commiffioners  took  the  leaft  Notice,  or  did  any  thing 
in  Confequence,  of  this  Juft  and  reafonable  Requcft ;  altho* 
the  Company  urged  it  often,  as  a  Point  of  great  Importance, 
which  required  an  immediate  Examination  and  Difpatch. 
But  foon  after,  they  ifTued  their  Warrant  to  Mr.  Colling- 
W0od^  the  Secretary,  and  to  all  other  the  Clerks  and  Offi- 
cers of  the  Virginia  Company,  to  bring  before  them,  to  the 
Sueft-Houfe,  adjoining  to  St.  Andrev/s  Church  in  Holborn^ 
\  and  Angular  Letters- patent.  Proclamations,  Commiffi^ 
ons.  Warrants,  Records,  Orders,  Books,  Accounts,  En- 
tries, and  all  other  Notes  and  Writings  whatfoever,  in  their 
Cuftody.  Hereupon  the  Company  appointed  a  Committee, 
confifting  of  Sir  Robert  Killrgrew,  Sir  John  Davers^  Mr, 
Herbert^  Mr.  Tomlynsy  Mr.  IVhitif  Mr.  fVitbers^  Mr. 
Blandj  Mr.  Barber^  and  Mr.  Berblockj  who  (hould  all,  or 
anv  three  of  them,  with  the  Secretary,  attend  the  Com- 
piiffioners,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  Letters-patent, 
fiook^  of, Accompt,  and  other  Writings.  But  they  charged 
them,  at  every  Kifing  of  the  Commiffioners,  to  bring  back 
the  original  Letters- patent,  and  to  leave  with  them  only  a 
Copy  I  which,  they  hoped  and  conceived,  would  be  fuiffi- 
deht.  The  Commiffioners  were  likcwife  defired,  in  the 
Company's  Name,  to  rcfpite  the  Delivery  of  their  Books  d 
Recount,  till  their  Accomptant  had  taken  Copies  of  them  % 
when  they  were,  together .  with  all  other  Writings  and 
ilecords,  delivered  into  their  Hands,  and  never  afterwards 
returned  to  the  Company. 

Whilst  the  Company  urp:ed  to  the  Commi^onen  an 
JDunediate  Enquiry  into  the  Truta  of  Captain  Butlir*%  Al*

legations,  they,  at  the  fanie  time,  recommended  todieir 
'  View  and  Perufal,  as  a  thing  relative  to  that  Affair,  the 
Sjt  FramaM  Declaration  of  the  Council  for  Virginia  and  of  the  prind- 
S^n  pal  Aflift^ts  of  the  Scffier-IJlands  Company,  which  hath 
been  before  mentioned,  and  which  charged,  in  a  home  and 
open  Manner,  the  Earl  of  Ifat-wkk  and  his  Fa^on,  but 
particularly  Sir  Samuei  Jrgall  and  Captain  Butler j  with  ma- 
ny illegal  and  oppreffivc  PraAiccs,  This,  I  prefume,  gave 
Occafion  to  a  Letter,  which  the  Company  foon  after  re- 
ceived firom  the  King  ;  wherein  he  utterly  forbids,  that  any 
Complaints  fhould  be  brought  before  the  Commiffioneft 
againfl  any  Man,  in  the  Name  of  the  Council  or  Companv, 
bccajufe  that  Courfe  only  tended  to  Defamation,  and  toraiic 
more  Cuntenfi^ ;  and  becaufe  to  bring  Matters,  deter- 
mined by  the  Council  or  Company,  before  the  Comm£S- 
oners,  was  to  preoccupatc  the  Cummi^oners  Judgments, 
t>r-elfe  to  oppofe  the  A^  and  OpinitHi  of  the  Council  and 
Company,  to  the  A6t  and  Opinion  of  the  Commiffioners. 
It  was  therefore  his  exprefs  Pleafure  and  Command,  dial 
whofoever  would  exhibit  Complaints  againft  any  Man,  ei- 
ther for  publick  Wrong  to  the  Company,  or  for  private  In- 
juries to  himfclf,  he  fhould  bring  the  fame  in  Writing,  fub- 
Vcribed  with  his  Name,  to  the  CommiHionera,  who  (hould 
receive  the  Anfwer  thereto  in  Wanting,  and  thereupon  pro- 
ceed, as  they  fhould  fee  Caufe. 

W  H  A  T  was  tlie  End  or  Defign  of  fuch  an  Order  is  not 
c:ifily  conceived,  I  think  ;  unlefs  it  was  to  prevent  the  Com- 
pany from  adding  with  that  Unanimity  and  Agreement, 
which  it  plainly  appeared,  they  would,  and  which,  in  the 
Eyes  of  all  impartial  Men,  would  give  the  greater  Weight 
and  Authority  to  their  Proceedings.  And  where  the  Juftice 
was,  or  Legality,  of  forbidding  the  Company  to  profecute 
for  publick  IVroftg  to  themfilvesy  as  a  Body  corporate,  and  to 
leave  it  only  to  private  Men,  who  could  not  legally  do  it^ 
without  being  firft  authorifed  and  impowered  hy  the  Com- 
pany (and  then  it  became  their  h&  and  Deed)  is  to  me  e- 
qually  myfterious  and  inconceiveahle.  I  am  unwillif^  to 
make  hard  and  unchariublc  Interpretations,  but  this  whole 
Affair  of  die  Commifftoners  appears  to  have  very  littk  of  dio 
Face  of  Juftice,  but  feems  to  have  '^een  fet  on  Foot  for  qtutA 
different  Ends  and  Purpofes. 

But  befides  this,  that  Letter  contained  another  Ejlcpreiii 
Command  ;  That  no  Man,  of  what  Degree  or  Quality  (b-^ 
ever,  (hould  be  admitted  to  d)cir  Courts  or  Committee^ 
who,  befides  his  Freedom  and  Land,  had  not  fome  Men 
then,  or  lately  before,  phnted  upon  his  Shares ;  or  that 
\  noty  at  that  time,  ;:Aually  engaged  in,  and  aicc<>Atiii|- 
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far  purAicd,  the  fending  of  Men  or  Supplies  over.  And  he 
t^LfXher  ordered,  if  any  other  prefamed  to  be  prefent  at  their  ^ 
Meetings  that  they  would  be  proceeded  againft,  as  fa£Uous  ^  ^'^^ 
and/editiouf  Perfons.  This  was  likewifc  a  manifeft  In-^em^ 
fririgement  of  their  Charters,  which  had  fpecified  the  dif- 
ferent Ways,  by  which  Men  fbouM  become  free,  and  ad 
as  Members  of  the  Company.  Being  therefore  much  ftag- 
ffered  and  furprifed  at  both  thefe  Points,  they  refolved  ta 
hold  no  more  Courts,  'till  the  King's  Pleafure  was  fu-thcr 
underftood*  To  this  End,  they  prefented  a  Petition  to  his 
Majefty ;  in  Anfwer  to  which,  he,  in  effect,  took  off  and 
reverfed  thofe  two  Prohibitions  and  Commands.  After 
which,  the  Company  again  proceeded,  as  a  Body  corporate, 
in  their  Bufinefs  be/ore  the  Commiffioncrs ;  and  they  laid 
before  them  their  Reafons  and  Exceptions  againft  Sir  Tpomas 
Smithes  Accounts,  together  with  all  the  other  Declarations^ 
Anfwers,  and  Writings,  which  had  been  drawn  up,  and  fq 
unanimotifly  agreed  to,  by  the  Committee  of  the  whole 
Company.  And  they  ftill  particularly  infifted  upon,  and 
ftrenuoufly  prefled,  the  expediting  Captain  Butler's  Affair, 
as  that  Bufinefs  was  the  moft  urgent,  and  moft  immediately 
hurtful  and  pernicious  to  the  Colony. 

But  what  the  Commiffioners  did,  what  Enquiries  thej 
entered,  upon,  and  what  Reports  they  made  to  his  Majefty» 
was  a  dead  Secret  to  the  Company ;  who,  in  a  Letter  to 
the  Colony,  aclcnowledge  themfelves  to  be  entirely  in  the 
Dark,  as  to  what  was  paffing,  or  what  was  intended.  Ae 
length,  after  long  waiting  for  the  Iffue  of  their  Enquiries 
and  Determinations,  Mr.  Deputy  Farrar^  with  feme  few 
more  of  the  Company,  were  called,  on  the  8th  of  October^ 
before  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  CoundH  who  made  fome 
Propo(ais  to  the  Deputy.  But  thefe  being  of  a  very  weighty 
and  important  Nature,  and  Mr.  Farrar  conceiving  himfeif 
to  have  no  Power  to  give  an  Anfwer  to  them,  they  were, 
at  hb  Requeft,  drawn  up  into  an  Order  of  that  Board ;  that 
fo  he  might,  under  that  Form,  prefent  them  to  the  Com* 
pamr.    This  Order  of  Council  fet  forth : 

That  his  Majefty  had  taken  into  his  princely  Confi- 
deration  the  diftreffed  Sute  of  the  Colony  oHVirginiay  oc« 
cafioned,  as  it  feemed,  by  the  ill  Government  of  the  Com- 
pany :  That  this  could  not  well  be  remedied,  but  by  re- 
ducuig  the  Government  into  fewer  Hands,  near  the  Num- 
ber of  thofe,  that  were,  in  the  firft  Patent,  appointed :  That 
therein  efpecial  Provifion  ihould  be  made,  for  continuing 
and  preiqrving  the  Interefts  of  all  Adventurers  and  privatt 
Perfons  wbatfoever:  That  his  Majefty  had  therefore  ro- 
jfelv^y  by  a  new  Charter,  to  appoint  a  Oovcrnor  and  twehre 

AflUlanti, 
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Affiftants,  to  be  refident  in  England^  to  whom  (houH  be 
committed  the  Government  of  the  Company  and  Colony  : 
S  r  Frtfufij  That  tlic  faid  Governor  and  AfTiftants  (hould  be  nominate 
vemor.  ^'  ^"^  chofcn,  for  the  firft  time,  by  his  M;\jcfty  j  and  that 
their  Election  afterwards  fhould  be  in  the  following  Mani^^ 
V/z*  the  Aiiiftants  fliould  picfcnt  the  Names  ot  three  to  hnr 
Majefly,  of  whom  he  ihould  nomimite  one,  to  be  Govqr* 
nor  \  and  the  A/Tiftants  themfclvcs  fliould  be  chofen,  by  the 
inajor  Part  of  their  own  Body  for  the  time  being,  the  Names 
of  thofe  to  be  chofcn  being  iird  prefcnted  to  the  King,  or 
die  Council  Board,  to  be  allowed  of,  or  difallowedy  by  hb 
Majufly  ;  ;md  that  the  Governor,  and  fix  of  the  Afliftant^ 
fhould  be  changed,  oncc  in  two  Years :  That  there  fliould 
alfo  be  rcfidcnt  in  Virginia^  a  Governor  and  twelve  Affif- 
tiuits,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Governor  and  Aififtants  in 
England^  they  firft  prcfcntii^g  their  Name«  to  hb  Majefly, 
or  the  Council  Board,  for  their  Allowance  or  Difallowance 
of  the  fame :  And  that^  as  the  Governor  and  Aifiilants^  re- 
fident in  Virginia^  fhould  have  Relation  and  Dependence  onr 
the  Governor  and  Afliftants  in  England^  fo  the  Governor 
and  Afiiibnts  in  England^  fhould  have  Relation  and  Depen* 
dcnce  upon  the  Council  Board,  that  To  all  Matters  of  Im- 

{iort;:ncc  might  therebv  be  under  hb  M«ijefly's  immediate 
)irt<Slion  at  that  Boara ;  And  that  hb  Maj^fty  further  piir- 
pofcd,  to  make  the  like  Grants,  as  well  of  Lands,  as  of  o- 
ther  Franchiies  and  Benefits,  as  had  been  granted  in  the  for- 
mer Charters  ;  with  Declaration,  that  for  fettlins  and  efta-* 
blifhing  all  private  Intcrcfb,  this  new  Company  mould  con* 
firm,  or  grant  anew  to  all  Pcrfons,  the  like  Interc^s,  as  they 
enjoyed  by  tlic  Gr.nt,  Order,  or  Allowance  of  the  former 
Company.  And  therefore,  the  Deputy  and  the  refl  were, 
by  their  Lordfliips,  required,  to  affemble  a  Court  forthwith^ 
to  refolve,  whether  the  Company  would  fubmit,  and  fur- 
fender  their  former  Charters,  and  be  content  to  aecepta  new 
one,  with  the  aforefaid  Alterations ;  and  they  were  com- 
manded to  return  their  Anfwcr,  with  all  Expedition,  hb 
MajcfVy  being  determined,  in  Default  of  fuch  SubmiflioB, 
to  proceed  for  recalling  their  former  Charters,  in  fuch  Soft^ 
as  to  him  fliould  feem  juit  and  meet. 

This  Order  of  Council  {<^  ftruck  and  amazed  the  Com- 
pany»  that,  as  if  chey  difli  uiied  their  own  Ears,  they  cauied 
it  to  be  read  over  three  fcveral  Times  5  and  after  that,  no 
Man,  for  a  long  while,  fpoke  a  Word  to  it.  However, 
eight  of  the  Faction  of  1  wcnty-lix,  being  prefent  with  Sir 
Stmmel  Argall  at  their  Flea  J,  moved  the  Company,  in  Con- 
formity to  their  Iv<3rd{hips  Order,  to  make  an  immediate 
Surrender  of  their  Clururs  ^  but  far  the  major  Part  of  tbe 
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tt  Ae  fiuneMontb,  they  had  drawn  up  Anfwen  to  them. 
Their  Anfwer  to  the  Alderman's  Declaration  fet  forth : 

That  holding  it.a  Sin  againft  God  and  their  own  Suf-  |jj  ^'^^^ 
Cerings,  to  permit  die  World  to  be  abufed  with  falfe  Reports,  ^^^, 
«u(  to  give  to  Vice  the  Reward  of  Virtue,  They,  in  the 
Namw  of  the  whole  Colony  of  Virginia j  in  their  General 
Affemfaly  met,  many  of  them  having  been  Eye^witneflcs 
and  Sufterers  in  thofe  Times,  had  framed,  out  of  their 
Duty  to  the  Country,  and  Love  to  Truth,  the  following 
Aniwer  to  the  Praifes  given  to  Sir  Thomas  Smith* fi  Govern- 
ipent,  in  die  laid  Declaration. 

They  averred,  that,  in  thofe  twelve  Years  of  Sir  S A^ 
mas  Smith's  Government,  the  Colony  for  the  moft  part, 
remained  in  great  Want  and  Mifery,  under  moft  fevere 
Md  cruel  Laws,  which  were  fent  over  in  Print,  and  were 
contrary  to  the  exprefs  Letter  of  the  King's  moft  gracious 
Charters,  and  as  merciledy  executed  here,  ofteiitimes  with^ 
out  Trial  or  Judgment :  That  the  Allowance  for  a  Man, 
in  thofe  Times,  was  only  eight  Ounces  of  Meal  and  half  a 
Pint  of  Peafe  a  Day,  both  the  one  and  the  other  being 
moldy,  rotten,  full'  of  C^bwebbs  and  Maggots,  loathfome 
to  Man,  and  not  fit  for  Beafts ;  which  forced  many  to  fly 
to  the  Savage  Enemv  for  Relief,  y^Oj  bein^  again  taken, 
were  put  to  fundfy  Kinds  of  Death,  by  hangmg,  (hooting, 
breakuig  upon  the  Wh^,  and  the  like :  That  others  were 
forced,  b]r  Famine,  to  filch  for  their  Bellies ;  of  whom  one, 
far  ftealing  two  or  three  Pints  of  Oatmeal,  had  a  Bodkin 
thruft  throudi  his  Tongue,  and  was  chained  to  a  Tree, 
till  he  ftarved :  That  if  a  Man,  through  Sickneis,  had  not 
been  able  to  work,  he  had  no  Allowance  at  all,  and  fo  con* 
leiquendy  periihed :  That  many  through  thefe  Extremi- 
ties, dug  Holes  in  the  Earth,  and  there  hid  themfelves,  till 
they  famiflied ;  That  they  could  not,  for  thofe  their  Mife-t 
jries,  blame  their  Commanders  here ;  for  their  Suftenance 
was  to  come  from  England^  and  had  they  given  them  bet- 
ter Allowance,  they  muft  have  periihed  in  general :  That 
their  Scarci^  fometimes  was  fo  kmentable,  that  thev  -were 
conftrained  to  eat  Dogs,  Cats,  Rats,  Snakes,  Toadftools, 
Horfe-hides,  and  what  not?  That  one»Man^  out  of  the 
Mifery  he  oidured,  killed  his  Wife,  and  powdered  her  up 
to  eat ;  for  which  he  was  burnt :  That  many  others  fed 
on  the  Corpfes  of  dead  Men ;  and  that  one,  w^o,  through 
Cuftdm,  had.  get  an  infatiable  Appetite  to  that  Food,  coiUd 
not  be  reftrained,  till  he  was  executed  for  it :  And  that, 
indeed,  h  miferable  was  their  State,  that  the  happieft 
Day,  oiany  ever  hoped  to  fee,  was,  when  the  Inaianr 
bad  killed  a  M^tre  s  the  People  wiihing,  as  (be  was  boil« 
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s6i4«     ing,  that  Sir  Tb^mas  Smitb  was  upon  her  Back  in  Cht 
c-^,— ^Kettle 

Sir  FrMmii  Akd  whoTcas  it  was  affirmedy  that  veryfew  of  hb  Ma« 
«^'»  ^-jetty's  Subjcib  were  loft  in  thpfe  Days,  find  thofc  Perfona 
^'^"^'  of  the  meaneft  Rank,  they  replied }  that  for  one,  that  then 
died,  five  had  pet-ifhed  in  Sir  Tb§m4is  Smth*%  Times,  many 
being  of  ancient  Houfes,  and  bom  to  £ftates  of  a  tboufimd 
Pounds  a  Year,  fome  more,  fome  left,  who  likewife  pefiflw 
ed  by  Famine :  That  thofe,  who  furvived,  and  had  in  Ven^ 
tures  both  their  Eftates  and  Perfons,  were  conftrained  to^ 
ferve  the  G>lony  feven  or  eight  Years  for  their  Freedom, 
and  underwent  as  hard  and  as  fervile  Labour,  as  the  bafeft 
Fdlow,  that  vras  brought  out  of  Niwgati  :  As  for  Dii^ 
covery,  they  owned,  that  much  had  been  dif^overed  in 
Aofe  twelve  Years,  but  in  the  four  or  five  laft  Years,  much 
more  dian  formerly  :  That  the  Houfes  and  Churches,  then 
built,  were  fo  mean  and  poor  by  reafon  of  thefe  Calamitie% 
tiiat  they  could  not  ftand  above  one  or  two  Years ;  the 
People  g6ing  to  work  indeed,  but  out  of  the  Bitternefs  of 
their  Spirits,  breathing  execrable  Curfes  upon  Sir  Thomas 
Smith  i  neither  could  a  Bkffing  from  God  be  hoped  for  ia 
thofe  Buildings,  vdtich  were  founded  upon  the  Blood  of  fa 
many  Chrijfiam  :  That  the  Towns  were  only  Janus-Gtf^ 
Henrico  J  Charles  Hundndy  Weft  and  Shirley  Hundred^  and 
Kicquotan ;  all  which  were  ruined  in  thofe  Times,  except 
ten  or  twelve  Houfes  in  JameS'Toum :  That  at  that  Prefent, 
diere  were  four  for  every  one  then,  and  forty  times  ex- 
ceeding them  in  Goodnds  :  That  Fortifications  there  wer0 
none  a^ainft  a  foreign  Enemy,  and  thofe  againft  the  60^ 
meftick  Foe  very  few  and  contemptible  :  That  there  wai 
only  one  Bridge,  which  alfo  decayed  in  diat  time :  That 
if,  through  the  aforefaid  Calamities  many  had  not  perifli* 
ed,  there  would  doubtleft  have  been  lareelV  above  a  thou- 
fand  People  in  the  Country,  when  Su*  Thomas  Smith  left 
the  Government ;  but  they  conceived,  when  Sir  Gnrgi 
Yeardley  arrived  Governor,  he  found  not  above  four  hun* 
dredy  moft  of  them  in  Want  of  Com,  and  utterly  defti- 
tute  of  Cattle,  Swine,  Poultry,  and  other  neceflary  Provi- 
fions  to  nourifli^cm  :  That  there  were  fome  Nfiniften  to 
inftruA  the  People,  whofe  AbUitythey  would  not  tax,  but 
divers  of  them  had  no  Orders  :  That  they  were  never  over 
fumiDied  with  Arms,  Powder  and  Ammunition ;  yet  that 
in  Quality  almoft  entirely  ufclcfs :  They  acknowledge^ 
that  in  thofe  times  a  Trial  was  made  of  divers  Staple  Com*^ 
modi  tics,  which  they  had  not  Means  to  proceed  in )  but 
they  hoped,  in  time  a  better  Progrcfs  would  be  made  there* 
in,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  Mai&crc,  oumy  by  that 
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tm^  ^quU  hatf  hmi  brought  to  Perfeaion :  That  f<Mr    »^  ^ 
Boat^  diere  was  onlv  one  ferviceable  one  left  in  the  Cdo-  ^"""V"^ 
ny,  at  lie  End  of  Uiat  Government  j  for  which  one»  '>«-S^''^ 
fides  four  or  fivt  Ships  and  Barks,  there  were  not  then  fo^^,^, 
few  as  forty :  That  die  Barks  and  Barges,  then  built,  were 
in  Number  fo  few,  and  fo  unwillinglj  and  weaklv  bythe 
Ppofle  efl^ded,  diat  in  the  £unp  time  they  peri(hed :  That 
t^  •cnrcpr  Jbieir,^.ttiat  the  Natives  did  voluntarily  jrield 
Agmbbrq^  Subje^  to  the  Kiag^  took  any  Pride  m  that 
Tid^  ^  paid  any  Contributioli  of  Com  towards  the  Sup- 
yoit  of  ^e  Cobm ;  neither  could  diey,  at  any  time,  keep 
|ham  m  fuch  goo4  Correfpondency,  as  to  become  mutuaUy 
bel^fiil  to  each  other ;  vut  contranwife,  whatever  was  done^ 
procoeded  from  Fear,  and  not  Love,  and  their  Com  was 
gpt  1^  Trade  or  die  Sword. 

And  i|0W,  |o  what  aGrowdi  of  Perfedion  the  Colofiy 
||0a^anivt  at  the  End  of  thofe  twelve  Years,  they  left  to 
^  judged,  bv  what  had  been  faid  i  and  they  befought  his 
Majdfty,  ratner  than  be  reduced  to  live  under  the  Uke  Go- 
vernment again,  that  he  would  fend  Commiffioners  over  to 
lang  them*  As  to  Alderman  Jobnfon^  one  of  the  Authors 
jf  that  Declaration,  dieyiaid,  he  had  great  Reafon  to  com- 
mend Sir  Tbtmas  Smithy  to  ^ofe  Offences  and  In£uny  he 
fHf^  fo  *9feparably  linked*  And  aU  thb  they  aflirmed  to  be 
.truo  by  Mie  general  Report  of  the  Country,  which  they 
never  heard  contradided ;  man]^  of  them  alfo  having  been 
£ye-Witne£^  or  elfe  rdident  in  the  Country,  when  every 
Pardcukur  here  reported,  happened., 

This  Declaration  was  figned  by  Sir  Francis  ffjatj  the 
Governor  $  by  Gterge  Sandys^  John  Poty  John  Pountis^  iJs- 
jfiT  Smithy  aiid  Ralph  Hanker j  Efqrs.  of  the  Council ;  and 
by  fyiUiam  Tuckir^  ff^tUiam  Pierce^  RaUgh  Crojhaw^  Sar- 
mtuJ  Matthews^  Jobiz  Whitakir^  aiid  others,  to  the  Num- 
ber of  twenty  four,  of  the  Houfe  oS  BurgefTes.  And  this, 
1  judg?  (or  the  Number  of  twentv  five,  which  fubfcribed 
the^ifwer  to  Captain  Butler's  Information)  was  nearly 
about  the  full  Number  of  the  Houfe  of  Burgefles  at  that 
time.  For  there  were,  three  Tears  before,  eleven  Boroughs 
which  had  Right  to  fend  Members  to  the  Aflembly ;  and 
there  might  be,  and  undoubtedly  were,  a  few  others  fince 
Mkkd  to  them*  Their  Anfwer  to  Captain  Butler'^  Infor- 
mation, ran  in  the  following  Manner*

Diademy  doj  in  all  Humblenefsy  fubmit  this  our  Anfwer  to 

Your  Princely  Survey ^  annexed  to  the  fever al  Untruths  ofthfe 

(aid  Informer. 

1.  I  found  the  Plantations  generally  feaM,  Wr.  ♦ 
The  Plantations,  for  the  moft  Part,  arc  high  and  plea- 

fantly  featcd  ;  and  the  reft  not  low,  nor  infefted  with  Mar^ 
fties,  which,  we  wifh,  were  more  frequent.  The  Creeks 
are  rather  ufeful,  than  noifome  t  and  n6  Bogs  have  been 
feen  here  by  any,  that  have  lived  twice  as  many  Years,  as 
he  did  Weeks,  ift  the  Country ;  the  Places  which  he  fo 
mifcalls,  being  the  richeft  Parts  of  the  Earth,  if  we  had  a* 
fufficient  Foree  to  dear  their  W6ods,  and  to  give  the  firelh 
Springs,  which  run  through  them,  a  free  Paflay.  The 
Soil  is  generally  rich,  and  reftores  our  Truft  with  Abun- 
dance J  the  Air  is  fwect,  and  the  Clime  healthful,  all  Cir- 
cumftances  confidered,  to  Me.A  of  foiind  Bodies  and  good 
Government. 

2.  I  found  die  Shores^  Vc. 

In  this  he  tfaduceth  one  of  the  goodlicft  Riven  in  die 
habitable  World,  which  runs  for  mai./  Miles  together  withiA 
upright  Banks,  till  at  length,  enlarged  with  the  Receipt  of 
others,  it  beats  on  a  fandy  Shore,  and  imitates  the  Sea  iii 
Greatnefs  and  Majefty.  It  is  approachable  on  bodi  Sides^ 
fVom  half  Flood  to  half  Ebb,  for  Boats  of  good  Burthen  ; 
neither  is  there  any  Rivfer  in  the  World  of  this  Vaflnefs, 
widiout  Cranes  or  Wharfs,  more  commodious  for  landing. 
And  it  is  equally  contrary  to  Truth,  that  by  wading  we 
get  violent  Surfeits  of  Cold,  which  ne^er  leave  us,  tUl  wfe 
are  brought  to  our  Graves. 

3.  The  new  People,  fent  over,  arriving  for  the  moft 
Part,  esTr. 

We  affirm,  that  the  Winter  is  the  only  proper  time  for 
the  Arrival  of  new  Comers  5  whereof  the  Governor  and 
Council  have  often,  by  their  Letters,  informed  the  Conv^ 

*  yide  Captain  BtUr^i  lofunsattoo,  /•  a6tf 
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pany ;  anw  ciie  like  Advice  has  been  given  to  their  Corref-  i^ 
ponidaieB,  from  time  to  time,  by  private  Planters,  for  their  ^i— •v'— ^ 
Supply  cf  Servants.  As  to  Houies  of  Entertainment,  diere  ^  i^vMi 
was  a  general  Subfcription,  amounting  to  an  unexpefted  J^^^^ 
Sum^  and  Workmen  a6hiall]r  employed,  to  build  a  fair  Inn 
in  yamisCityj  and  every  pnncipal  Plantation  had  refolved 
<m  the  like,  for  the  Entertainment  of  their  new  Suuplies  ; 
when  it  pleafed  God,  to  puniih  our  Crimes  by  the  blood/ 
Hands  of  the  Indians^  which  obliged  us  to  divert  that  Cure 
Co  the  Houfmg  ourfelves,  many  of  us  having  been  unfiir* 
jiifhed  by  that  Difafter.  But  6uildines  of  late  have  ei^ery 
where  encreafed  exceedingly ;  neither  nave  new  Comers  any 
Reafon  ta  complain,  when  every  Man's  Houfe  is,  without 
Recompence,  open  to  the  Stranger,  even  to  the  diiaccom* 
modadnff  ourfelves.  So  that  we  may  with  Modefhr  boaft^ 
that  no  reople  in  the  World  do  exerciie  the  like  Hofpita* 
Bty^  As  for  dying  under  Hedges  (whereof  there  are  none 
in  Virginia)  oi  lying  unburied  m  the  Woods,  by  reafon  of 
this  Defed,  it  is  utterly  falfe.  However,  if  luch  thii^ 
jkould  fometimes  be  feen  accidentally  here,  the  like  may» 
and  often  doth  happen,  in  the  moft  flouriihing  Countries  of 
Eurapi. 

4.  T.H  B  Colony  was,  this  Winter,  in  great  Diftrefs,  &r« 
The  Colony,  that  Winter,  was  in  no  Diftrefi  of  Vic- 
^ial,  as  the  Accufer  well  knoweth.  For  he  bought  Com 
himfelf  for  eight  Shilling  a  Bufbel,  cheaper,  as  we  hear» 
than  it  was  then  fold  in  England.  It  is  true,  a  fucceeding 
Scarcity  was  feared.  But  vmat  le(s  could  be  expeded,  after 
fiidi  a  Maflacrt  ^  when  near  half  the  Colony  were  drives 
fMOOk  their  Habitations'  in  time  of  planting,  others  ftreigh- 
tened  inlkheirvGround  hy  receiving  them,  and  all  interrupted 
i»  their  Bufmeis  by  fupporting  a  fudden  War  ?  Enzlijk 
Meal  fold,  as  he  affirmeth,  at  thirty  Shillings  the  Bufiiely 
"Wa^  only  fold  for  ten  Pounds  of  Tobacco ;  for  whidi,  in 
track,  we  ordinarily  receive  under  twelve  Pence  a  Pounds 
xtSt  Value.  ,  And  it  is  not  to  be  fuppofed,  that  any  of  the 
Great  (hould  affed  Scarcity,  in  order  to  enrich  thcmfelves 
by  Trade*  For  Trade  hatn  ever  been  free  for  us  all ;  nei- 
thef  have  th^,  who  have  brought  in  moft  Com,  fold  it 
0irt  at  unconfcionable  Rates,  but  have  often  freely  imparted 
it  to  the  Neceflity  of  others,  without  any  other  Advantage 
tiian  Repayment.  We  agree  with  that  Prime-one,  whq 
wtihed)  that  Com  n^ght  never  be  under  eight  Shillings  a 
Bufhel  \  meaning  in  Tobacco  at  three  Shillings  a  Pound* 
For  fo  there  Would  be  fome  Proportion  between  the  Profit 
of  making  the  one  and  the  other,  and  Corn  would  thereby 
W  pUntcd  in  greater  Abundance* 

5,  Thbie 
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STh  E I R  Houfcs  arc  generally  the  worft,  *^r. 
.  UR  Houfcs,  for  the  moftPart,  arc  rather  bu3t  fts 

J^f,  G^'  Ufc  than  Ornament  j  yet  not  a  few  for  both,  and  fit  to  ^ 
Entertainment  to  Men  of  good  Quality,  ff  we  may  mve 
Credit  to  thofe^  who  ar^  accounted  tne  moft  fiuthftd  M»* 
laters  of  the  U^efi-Indtesy  many  Chics  of  great  Rtimoiif 
thercf  after  thrcefcore  Years  Progrefs,  arc  not  to  be  com* 
pared  in  their  Buildings  to  ours.  And  fo  far  are  they  from 
tiie  meaneft  Cottages  In  England^  that  matiy  Towns  thoe 
have  hardly  one  Houfe  in  them,  ndiich  cxceedeth  ours  in 
Convenicncy  or  Stru<^ure.  The  gr^teft  Difpara^ement^ 
that  fome  of  thiem  received,  proceeded  from  his  Riots  and 
lafcivious  Filthinefs  with  lewd  Women,  purchaM  with  RU 
als  of  Eight  and  Wedges  of  Gold,  the  Spoib  of  die  di^ 
trefled  Spaniards  in  Bermudas ;  which,  aflr  we  aite  informed 
by  a  Gentleman  of  good  Credit,  who  cafually  forVeyed  his 
Inventory,  did,  wiui  x>ther  Treafure^  amount  to  dive«» 
Thoufimds.  As  for  the  Interpofitiofi  of  Creeks,  which 
Men  are  moft  deiirous  to  feat  upoti,  where  we  cannot  go 
by  Land,  we  have  Boats  and  Canoes,  for  our  fudden  Tram-* 
port  on  any  Occafion* 

6.  I  found  not  the  leaft  Piece  of  Fortification,  &r* 
Wb  have,  as  yet,  no  Fcntifications  agatnft  a  foreign  £• 

nenfiy,  altho*  it  hath  been  endeavoured  by  the  Compan}^ 
with  a  Succefs  unanfwerable  to  their  Care  and  Estpencef 
as  alfo  lately  by  odrfelves.  But  the  Work,  bein^  inter* 
rupted  by  the  Scarcity  of  laft  Summer,  fhall  proceed  Main, 
God  willing,  with  all  convenient  Expedition ;  afld  aSmcrft 
all  our  Houfes  are  fufficiently  fortified  aeainft  die  Indiani^ 
with  ftrong  Palifadoes.  His  Envy  would  not  let  him  num^ 
ber  truly  the  Ordinance  at  Janus  City  5  four  Detfll'^ulve^ 
rins  being  there  mounted,  and  all  ferviceable.  At  Fbwif^  < 
de-Hundred^  he  makes  but  one  of  fix ;  nddier  was  he  ever 
thcxe,  but,  according  to  his  Cuftom,  reporteth  the  unfeea 
as  feen.  The  fame  Envy  would  not  let  hun  fee  the  three 
Pieces  at  Newporfs-Newsy  and  thofe  two  at  Elifabetlh-Giy^ 
Two  great  Pieces  there  are  at  Charles  Huniredy  and  fcv^ 
at  Henrico.  Befides  which,  feveral  private  Planters  hav« 
fince  furniflicd  thcmfelves  with  Ordinance..  So  that  it  wetir 
a  defperatc  Enterprife,  and  unlikely  to  be  attempted  by  t 
Man  of  his  Spirit,  to  beat  down  our  Houfes  about  our  £arb» 
with  a  Bark  of  that  Burthen. 

7.  Expecting,  according  to  their  printed  Books,  C5>» 
The  time  that  this  Informer  came  over,  was  in  the 

Winter,  after  the  Maflacre ;  when  thofe  Wounds  were 
green,  and  the  Earth  deprived  of  her  Beauty.  His  Ean 
were  open  to  nothing  but  betraftion^  and  he  only  enquire!

and  how  he  might  gather  Accufations  againft  thofe  in  the  ^— v*-^ 
Government,  being,  as  it  Ihould  feem,  fent  over  for  that  ^  ^'^"J^ 
Purpofe.    Otherwife  he  could  not  but  hear  of  our  Proda-  J^^';^  ^^ 
mations  for  the  Advancement  o{  Staple  Commodities,  and 
with  what  Alacrity  and  Succels  they  proceeded  ;  Vines  and 
Mulberry  Trees  being  planted  throughout  the  whole  Coun- 
try, the  Iron- Works  in  great  Forwardnefs  and  fhortly  to 
receive  Perfedion,  and  the  Glafs-Works  laboured  after  with 
all  poffibk  Care,  till  the  Slauditer  by  the  Indians j  and  the 
fucceeding  Mortality,  gave  a  Kuin  to  fome,  and  Interrup- 
tion to  all.    So  that  he  hath  nothing  but  our  Misfortunes 
to  accufe  and  upbraid  us  with ;  which  have  obliged  us,  ftill 
to  follow  that  contemptible  Weed,    as  well  to  fuftain  the 
War,  as  to  enable  us  again  to  ere&  thofe  Works.    As  for 
deriding  the  Books,  that  were  fent  over  by  the  Company, 
it  W.43  done  by  himfelf,  and  no  other,  that  we  know  of* 
8*  I  found  the  ancient  Plantations  of  Hmricoj  (fc. 
Still  he  abufeth.  your  Majefty  with  thefe  Words,  / 
founds  in  Places,  where  he  never  was  by  fome  Score  of 
Miles ;  having  never  been  higher  up  the  River,  than  the 
Territories  <A  Jatms-City.    Henrico  was  quitted  in  Sir  Thc^ 
mas  Smiths  Time,  only  the  Church  and  one  Houfe  re- 
maining.   CbarliS'City^  ib  much  fpoken  of,  never  had  but 
fix  Houies«    The  Soil  of  both  is  barren,  worn  out,  and  not 
fit  for   Culture.    The  Lois  of  our  Stocks  the  Informer 
£ath  leis  Reafon  to  urge.    For  he  joined  with  the  Indians 
in  killing  our  Cattle,  and  carried  the  Beef  aboard  his  Ship  ; 
vriiich  wouU  have  coft  him  his  Life^  if  he  had  had  his 
Deferts. 

9.WHBitEAs  according  to  hb  Majefty's  gracious  ^r. 
Thb  Governor  and  Council,  whom  it  only  concerned, 
replied  to  t^is  $  that  the^  had  followed  the  Laws  and  Cuf- 
toms  of  England  to  their  utmoft  Skill ;  neither  could  he, 
JOT  any  other,  produce  any  Particular,  wherein  they  had 
failed.  \i  to  their  Ignorance,  they  held  him  to  be  no  com- 
petent Judge  of  thofe,  who  fo  far  tranfcended  htm  in  Point 
of  Learning  and  Ability.  For  he  had  never  been  bred  to 
the  Law  (as  was  not  unknown  to  fome  of  them)  nor  yet 
m  an^  other  of  the  liberal  Sciences*  But  his  principal  Spleen 
in  this  Article,  appeared  to  proceed  from  his  not  being  ad<* 
mttted  of  the  Council,  which  they  could  by  no  means,  con* 
fiftently  with  their  InftrufHons,  do.

^  was  exercifed  on  us,  youi  poor  and  miferable  Subjedb,  by 
Sir  Francis  I.aws  written  in  Blood,  and  executed  with  all  Sorts  of  Ty* 
tcrnor.  °'  ^^^^Y^  ^^  ^^^  Time  of  Sir  nomas  Smith's  Govcmmoit ; 
whereof  we  fend  your  Majcfly  the  true  and  tragical  Rela* 
tion,  from  which  it  will  plainly  appear,  that  the  pretended 
Confufions  and  private  Ends  will  firongly  refle<St  upon  him 
and  his  Inftrudors.  And  how  unfit  fuch  Men  arc^  to  re- 
ftore  that  Plantation,  wliich  fuffered  fo  much  under  their 
Government,  we  humbly  refer  to  your  Princely  Confidera- 
tion  ;  invoking,  witii  him,  that  divine  and  fupreme  Hand, 
to  protedt  us  from  fuch  Governors  and  their  Minifter^ 
who  have  poured  out  our  Blood  on  the  Earth  like  Water, 
and  have  fatted  themfclves  with  our  Famine.  And  we  be- 
feech  your  Majefty,  to  fupport  us  in  this  juft  and  gentle 
Authority,  which  has  cheriflied  us  of  late  by  more  worthy 
Magiftrates ;  and  We,  our  Wives,  and  poor  Children,  at 
is  our  Duty,  fhall  ever  pray  to  God,  to  give  you  in  dm 
World  all  Increafc  of  Happincfs,  and  to  crown  you  in  the 
World  to  come,  with  immortal  Glory. 

This  Anfwer  was  fubfcribed  by  the  fame  Pcrfofis  u 
the  former  5  only  with  the  Addition  of  the  Honourable 
Francis  JVeJi^  Brother  to  the  late,  and  Uncle  to  the  thcA 
Lord  DclawarVy  and  Sir  George  Ycardlej^  of  the  Council, 
and  of  one  more  Member  of  the  Houfe  of  BurgeiTes.  Mr. 
"^John  Pountis  alfo,  one  of  the  Council  of  State,  was  appoint* 
«d  to  go  to  England^  to  foUicit  the  general  Caufe  of  the 
Colony  (for  fo  they  call  it) ;  and  four  Pounds  of  Tobacco 
was  levied  upon  every  Male  Tithable,  that  had  been  a  Year 
in  the  Country,  to  fupport  his  Expences.  But  this  Gen- 
tleman, ill  his  Voyage  home,  died  upon  the  Coaft  of  £»- 
gland  \  and  was  therefore  able  to  do  nothing  in  the  Affair. 
But  to  thefe,  the  General  Aflembly  added  two  other  Wri- 
tings ;  the  one  a  Petition  to  the  King,  and  the  other  a 
JLrCttcr  to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council. 

I N'  their  Petition  to  the  Kinc;,  they  declared  their  great 
Toy  and  Satisfadion,  that  his  Majefty,  notwithftanding  the 
Lite  unjuft  Difparagcment  of  this  Plantation^  had  tal^  it 
into  his  nearer  and  moreefpecial  Care.  And  that  his  Roval 
Intentions  might  have  their  due  Effeft,  they  humbly  bc- 
fbught  him,  being  urged  tliereto  by  their  Duty  and  Expe- 
rience, to  give  no  Credit  to  the  late  Declarations  of  the 
happy,  as  it  was  called,  but  in  Trutli,  miferable  Eftate  of 
the  Colony,  during  the  firft  twelve  Years,  nor  to  the  ma*' 
licLous  Imputations,  which  had  been  laid  on  the  Govern* 
mq^t  of  late  i  but  that  be  would  b^  pleafcd  to  behold,  ia 

Miniature^ 
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Mftpiature,  the  true  Eftate  of  both  Times  by  their  Rela- 
tions, which  they  then  prefented  by  the  Hands  of  Mr.  "John 
Pountii^  a  worthy  Member  of  their  Body  j  and  which  con-  ^^  ^'^*g\ 
tained  nothing  but  the  Truth,  without  DifafFedion  or  Par-  ^jj^^ 
tiality.     Fi-om  fhefe  they  doubted  not,  but  that  his  Ma- 

¥[ly  would  cleaHy  underftand  the  true  Condition  of  bcth 
imes;  and  would  be  pleafed,  accordina  to  their  earncft 
Defire,  to  continue,  and  even  farther  confirm,  the  Govcrn- 
meht.  Under  which  they  then  lived.  But  if  it  {hould  pleafe 
him  otherVife  to  determine,  tbey  befought  him,  by  all  the 
Ties  of  Compaifion  and  Humanity,  liot  to  fufFer  them,  his 
poor  Subje£(s,  to  fall  again  Into  the  Hands  of  Sir  TI)omas 
Smithy  or  his  Confidents ;  but  that  he  would  gracioufly 
proted  them  from  thofe  Storms  of  Faftion,  which  threa- 
tened the  Ruin  of  fome  Perfons  (whofe  Endeavours  had 
deferved  a  better  Reward)  and  in  general  the  Subverfipii  of 
the  whole  Colony^  And  if  the  Government  muft  be  al- 
tered, they  defirei^,  fmce  the  A£tion  Was  of  fuch  Honour 
and  Confequence,  that  they  might  ftill  depend  upon  fuch 
great  and  noble  Perfons,  as  they  lately  had  done.  And  far- 
ther, in  Confideration  of  the  late  MaflTacre  and  fubfequent 
Calamities,  they  befought  hb  Majelly  to  grant  them  and 
the  Somer-IJlands  the  fole  Importation  of  Tobacco  ;  afluring 
him,  that  they  afFedted  not  that  contemptible  Weed,  as  a 
thii^  good  and  defirable  in  itfelf,  but  as  a  prefent  Means 
•of  Support.  And  if  it  fhould  pleafe  his  Majcfly,  to  fend 
over  that  Aid  of  Soldiers,  whereof  they  had  been  put  in 
Hopess  or  any  other  Afliftance,  they  humbly  dcfired,  that 
the  Governor  and  Greneral  Affembly  might  have  a  Voice  in 
their  Difpofal ;  fmce  none  at  that  Diftance>  by  reafon  of 
Accidents  and  emergent  Occafions^  could  dire£l  fuch  an 
AiFair  fo  advantageouflyy  as  they  were  enabled  to  do,  by 
their  Prefence  and  Experience  in 'the  Gouirtry.- 

I N  their  Letter  to  the  Privy  Coimcil,  they  acknowledged 
the  Receipt  of  feveral  of  theirs,  and  returned  their  Thanks 
to  his  Majefty  for  his  Princely  Care  of  the  Colony ;  par- 
ticularly for  remitting  three  Pence  a  Pound  in  the  Cuftom  of 
Tobacco,  and  for  hjs  gracious  Intention  to  grant  them  a 
<qle  Importation,  than  which  nothing  could  give  greater 
Life,  or  a  more  fpeedy  Advancement,  to  the  Colony.  For 
little  or  nothing  could  be  expeded  from  Poverty,  to  which 
the  mean  Prices  of  Tobacco,  and  great  Expcnce  of  the 
War  againft  the  Indians^  had  reduced  them.  Neither  had 
they,  in  their  prefent  State,  the  Means  to  fortify  tiiem- 
fetves,  or  to  fct  up  Staple  Commodities,  which  would  re- 
quire a  long  Expedition  of  Profit;  the  Fiuit  of  their  La- 
koors  at  prefoit  amounting  to  m  more,  if  fo  much,  as 
X  2  would 
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would  bardy  feed  and  doath  them.     They  therefofe  limnK 

-^  bly  entreated  their  Lordfhips,  to  be  a  Means  to  his  Ma> 

s  r  Frarcis  JQ^y  (q  confirm   Wis  gmcious  Intention  \  and  to  take  into 

wnuJ.  ^   ^^^^^  Confideration  the  heavy  Burthen,  of  paymg  for  Cuf- 

tom  above  a  Third  of  their  Labour  ;  which,  they  defired, 

might  be  reduced  to  five  per  Cent,  according  to  the  expreft 

Tenor  of  their  original  Charters. 

They  further  told  their  Lordfhips,  that  they  underftood 
ty  their  Letters,  that  they  had  been  acaifed  by.  one,  who 
went  from  hence,  of  Neglcdl  in  Fortifications,  in  building 
Hc-fcc,  and  in  providing  themfdves  Suflenance ;  but  they 
proteiLd  again  ft  his  Relation,  which  was,  as  in  other  things, 
fo  in  this,  moil  falfe  and  flanderous.  They  had,  in  due 
Subminion,  publiihed  their  Orders,  fent  over  by  Mr.  Pory ; 
by  which  they  underftood  his  Majefty's  Intention,  to  dumge 
the  Government.  They  profeffcd  themfelves  ignorant  of 
the  Dangers  and  Ruin,  that  threatened  them  from  the  Go- 
vernment, as  it  then  ftood  ;  and  declared,  they  had  nothii^ 
to  accufe  thofe  Gentlemen  of,  who  had  fwayed  their  A^ 
fairs,  fincc  the  Expiration  of  Sir  ThoTnas  Smith's  Authority  ; 
their  Slavery  having  fmcc  been  converted  into  Freedom, 
and  the  Colony  cherifhed  under  a  juft  and  moderate  Go- 
vernment. Neither  would  they  have  been  fubjed  to  Ccn- 
fure,  had  not  the  bitter  £fFc£b  of  the  Mailacre  douded  the 
Company's  Zeal  and  their  Endeavours. 

But  however  it  might  pleafe  his  Majefty  to  difpofe  of 
them,  it  was  their  humble  Defire,  that  the  Governors, 
fcnt  over,  might  not  have  abfolute  Authority,  but  might 
be  reftrained  to  the  Confent  of  the  Coundl ;  which  Tide^ 
they  defired,  might  ftill  be  retained  to  the  Honour  of  the 
Colony,  and  not  converted  to  the  Name  of  Afllflants,  as 
was  propofed  in  an  Order  of  their  Board.  They  faid,  they 
had  found  fome  Inconveniences,  by  the  ftrid  Limitadons 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  proceed  according  to  their 
Inftrudiions  out  of  England,  For  in  fo  far  a  Diftance,  and 
imperfcdl  Knowledge  of  the  Country,  thofe  things  might 
fecm  good  in  Advice,  which  might  happen  to  prove  very 
inconvenient  in  Execution  ;  neither  was  it  fit,  that  any  main 
Prcjcdt  fhould  be  fct  on  Foot,  which  had  not  firfl  Appro- 
bation from  hence.  They  conceived,  the  prefent  mart 
Continuance  of  Goi^ernors  to  be  very  difadvantageous  to  th« 
Colony.  The  firft  Year,  they  were  raw  and  unexperien- 
ced in' the  Country,  and  for  the  moft  part  in  ill  Difpoddon 
cf  Heidth,  tlirougii  the  Change  of  Climate;  the  fecond, 
thev  began  to  uhikrftand  fomething  of  the  Affairs  of  th« 
Colony  ;  and  the  tliird,  they  were  providing  to  return.  But 
above  al)^  they  nude  il  Uicir  idq{1  bufllble  Rcqueft  to  their

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Cbrdhips,  that  diey  might  ftill  retain  the  Liberty  of  their     16x4. 
General  Aflemblies  j  than  which,  nothing  could  more  con-  ^~v"^ 
duce  to  the  publick  Satis^dion  smd  publicJc  Utility.  ^^^  Frawdf 

This E  two  were  figncd  by  almoft  the  fame  Perfons  as  J^^'  ^' 
die  former ;  and  I  cannot  but  obferve,  to  the  immortal 
Honour  of  Sir  Francis  IVyat^  that  he  was  fo  (j^  from  de- 
firing  the  Tyranny  of  an  abfolute  Authority,  that  he  was 
jnoft  ftrenuous  and  a£tive,  and  joined  very  cordially  in  all 
thefe  Petitions  and  Reprefentations,  for  retraining  the  ex- 
orbitant Power  of  Governors.    All  tliefc  things  were  car- 
ried in  the  Aflembly  with  the  utmoft  Unanimity  and  Dif- 
patch  ;  and  they  were  kept  feciret  f^om  the  Commiilicners, 
whom  they  found  to  be  in  other  Interefts,  and  to  have  quite 
diiFerent  Views  from  themfclvcs.     For,  having  at  firft  pro- 
mifed  to  communicate  all  their  Reprefentiiticns  and  Papers 
to  the  Governor  and  Aflembly,  expelling  the  like  Favour 
from  them,  they  afterwards  ftood  off,  and  indeed  abfclutely 
re&ifed  to  let  them  know  any  thing  they  were  doing ;  un- 
der Pretence,  that  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  ought 
10  have  the  firft  Viev.  of  what  they  intended  to  prefent. 
Whereupon  the  Governor  aiid  Affembly,  fufpeding  fomc 
finifter  Pefigns,  endeavoured  to  conceal  from  the  Commif- 
fioners  what  was  paffing  amoi^  them.    But  Mr.  Pory^  a 
Tool  of  Power,  and  verfed  in  Corruption,  by  the  Promife 
of  a  Reward,   obtained  Copies  of  all  the  Writings  from 
Edward  Sharpies^  Clerk  of  the  Council ;  and  altho'  Captain 
Harvey  had  no  Hand  in  corrupting  him,  be  afterwards  pro- 
mifed  him  fifty  Pounds  of  Tobacco,  in  Reward  of  his  Trea- 
chery.   This  Sharpies  had  been  entertained,  by  the  late  Mr. 
Secretary  Davidjon^  as  a  Writer  in  his  Office ;  and  after 
the  Secretarv's  Death,  whieh  happened  towards  die  laft  of 
the  former  Year,  he  was  admitted,  far  above  his  Conditio^ 
and  Defert,  Clerb  of  the  Council,  and  took  an  Oath  (a 
Copv  whereof  is  ftill  extant  in  our  Records)  to  deliver  no 
Copies  of  any  Papers  or  Writings,  without  the  Governor's 
Leave.    Wherefore  I  find,  at  a  Court  held  the  loth  of  May 
following,  as  it  appeared  bv  fufficient  Evidence,  and  by  his 
own  Confeffion,  that  he,  oeing  fwom  Clerk  of  the  Council 
of  State^  had  betrayed  their  Councib  to  the  Commiflioners, 
he  was  fentenced  to  ftond  in  the  Pillory,  and  there  to  have 
his  Ears  nailed  to  it,  and  cut  off.    However,  he  was  only 
juft  fet  on  the  Pillor)',  and  loft  a  Piece  of  one  of  his  Ears, 
A  Letter  was  a}fo  fent  by  the  Governor  and  Council  to  the 
Company,  to  iniform  them  of  his  Crime  and  his  Punifliment ; 
and  to  complain  of  Mr.  Por/s  Subornation  of  him,  that 
they,  undemanding  his  double  Dealing,  might  thence  be 
PfQ[\  their  Guards  and  prevent  his  corrupt  Prances.    But 
Y  3  it 
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16:4.      it  was  now  too  late  for  .the  Company  to  do  any  thing  JMii 
^^"■"V"^  For  fuch  2  mean  and  proftitute;  Iimrument  of  their  A»im» 
^'ir '  Co-  and  Defigns,  as  Pory^  had  long  before  this<nore  Power  and' 
vernur.    ^  Intcrcft  at  Court,  and  was  lijcely  to  be  more  regarded^ 
than  all  th^  noble,  greajt,  and  wortliy  Members  df  th% 
Company.  • 

But  the  Commiifionersy  finding,  that  things  were  go- 
ing in  the  Aflcmbly  quite  coijtrary  to  their  Hopes  and  Dc- 
iires,  refoived  to  lay  fome  of  their  Powers  before  thenH 
which  might  probably  intimidate  and  influence  them,  and 
rcftrain  them  from  proceeding  with  fo  much  Sharpnefs  and 
Vigor.  They  therefore  opened  fome  Part  of  their  Corn- 
million  to  the  Aflcmbly,  on  the  24th  of  February,  A 
Week  after,  they  wrote  them  a  Letter,  importing :  Thai 
they  fuppofcd,  in  a  Week's  Time,  fince  their  publifliing  the 
Orders  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council,  the  AfTcmbly 
could  not  but  have  maturely  confidered  the  fame:  That 
therefore,  for  the  fpeedier  Advancement  of '  the  Colony  in 
general,  and  for  the  f^curing  -every  Man's  Intereft  in  par- 
ticular ;  and  that  they  might  al|,  by  Submiifion  and  Thank- 
fuhiefs,  as  by  ObedieiKe  and  Sacrifice  both  together,  in- 
gratiate themfelvcs  and  their  common  Caufe  to  his  Majcfty's 
renowned  Clemency,  They,  as  Remembrancers,  thought 
it  no  lefs  than  their  Duty,  to  propofe  to  their  Confideration 
the  Form  cnclofed  ;  which,  they  hoped,  they  would  appre- 
hend very  fit  to  be  fubfcribed  by  the  whole  Aflcmbly,  it 
being  no  other,  than  what  they  themfclves  would  nioft 
readily,  and  moft  humbly,  fet  their  Hands  unto.  Thi 
Form  propofed  wag,  as  follows. 

IT/' HE  RE  AS  we  under fland  by  three  ASls  of  Council  in 
'  '^  England,  lately  publijhed  in  this  General  Ajfembhy  that 
his  Mii'tfjiy  hath  figntfied  his  gracious  PUfifurey  for  the  uni' 
icrfal  Good  of  this  Plantation^  which  by  reafon  of  our  late 
Calamities  is  in  an  unfettled  Stctc^  to  injiitute  another  Form 
ofGavti'iwient^  tvhereby  the  Colony  may  be  upheld^  and  prof 
per  the  bitter  in  time  to  come^  and  to  that  End  hath  required 
a  i^urrcndry  cf  the  prefent  Patents^  declaring  his  Royal  In^ 
tcKticny  to  feaae  to  the  particular  Members  of  the  Company 
jiifh  Lands  and  Privileges  in  the  faid  Country^  aSy  according 
to  the  Prcpo^tion  of  each  Man^s  Adventure  and  private  In- 
icnjly  Jhcdl  be  fund  due  unto  him  \  We  of  this  General  Af 
fc:r.bly  dc^  by  Subfcription  of  our  NameSy  not  only  profefs  and 
tcjUfy  cur  Thanlfubufsy  for  that  his  Majejly*s  moji  gracious 
ami  tender  Care  over  usj  but  do  moreover^  for  our  Parts j  in 
ill  Humility  and  U'^illingnefsyjubmit  ourfelves  to  his princelf 
Plcafure^  of  revoking  our  old  Charter Sy  and  of  vouchfafingbts 
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mtm  LittiTSrfatenty  U  thpfe  noble  En4s  and  Purp^fesj  abovt*     >6a4. 
nuntioned*  ^— v — ^

Th  u  s  to  draw  Ac  General  Affembly  to  furrcnder  and  J^^;^  ^'^' 
petition  for  a  Revocation  of  their  Charters,  which  the 
Courts  in  England  would  by  no  means  fubmit  to,  was  cer- 
tiiinly  a  very  crafty  and  efFe^ualWay,  to  difgrace  the  Coni- 
pany,  and  to  make  the  Colony  feem  difaft'efled  to  theni> 
and  willing  to  throw  off  their  Yoke  $  and  would  alfo  have 

fvcn  fome  Colour  to  their  violent  Suppreffion  afterwards, 
ut  the  Affembly  feems  fully  to  have  underftood  their  Aim, 
and  even  to  fufpedl,  that  this  was  Part  of  their  Errand  and 
Inftru£tions  from  England.  For  in  their  Anfwer,  they  en- 
deavoured to  draw  from  them,  by  what  Authority  they 
made  fuch  a  Propofal,  and  faid ;  As  they  could  not  fee, 
how  this  Propofition  had  any  Ground  in  the  Iiiftru6^ions, 
they  had  yet  feen,  they  defired,  before  the  Affembly 
returned  an  Anfwer,  that  the  Commiflioners  would  (hew 
them  the  Depth  of  their  Authority ;  or  otherwife  fet  it 
down  under  their  Hands,  that  they  had  no  further  Com* 
miilions  or  Inflrudions,  which  might  concern  them. 

But  this  Anfwer  gave  the  Commiflioners  great  Offence, 
^nd  drew  from  them  a  very  fierce  and  menacing  Reply  : 
That  th^  had  acknowledged,  in  delivering  their  Papers, 
that  they  nad  neither  Commiflion  nor  InftruSion,  to  move 
them  to  fubfcribe  the  Form  propofed  ;  neither  could  the  leaft 
Shadow  of  any  fuch  thing  be  collet^ed  from  their  Letter  : 
That  what  they  had  propofed,  was  out  of  their  Difcretion, 
as  wholefome  Counfel  for  the  Good  of  tlie  Colony  y  neither 
was  it  precipitate  or  fudden,  but  proper  to  the  Time,  Oc- 
cafion,  and  Perfons :  That  the  Mark,  aimed  at,  was  no 
kfs  than  his  Majefty's  Favour  upon  their  Perfons  and  com- 
mon CaVife,  to  be  obtained  by  Obedience  and  Thankful- 
nefi  :  That  as  there  needed  neither  Commiffion  nor  In- 
ftrudion,  for  them  to  propound  the  PradHce  of  fo  eminent 
a  Duty,  fo  it  was  lawful  for  them,  as  being  Freemen  and 
Planters,  to  offer  to  the  General  Affembly  any  rcafonable 
Motion*  tho'  of  far  lefs  Confequence  5  and  had  they  not 
vouchfafed  to  return  an  Anfwer,  they  might  juftly  have 
feemed  difcontented,  or  at  leaft  difcourteous  :  That  they 
had  no  Reafon,  upon  this  Occafion,  to  fearch  into  the  Deptfi 
of  their  Authority  (fince  their  Motion  depended  not,  nor 
jieeded  to  depend,  oiltlieir  paiticularCommiflion)  much  lefs, 
to  urge  them  to  fet  down  any  thing  under  their  Hands :  That 
they  could  not  profefs,  that  they  had  no  farther  Commif^ 
fions,  which  might  concern  them,  befides  that  already  put 
kiExcvutionj  for  their  Commiffions,  yci  unperformed,  cop* 
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1614.  cerned  them  in  their  Houfesy  Perlbns,  Senrants,  Ofm^ 
^ — V — ^  Cattle,  Arms,  6jV.  That  however  Aey  need  not  fufjpeA^ 
^  ^/^^'g  '  ^^^^  ^^^^  would  attempt  any  thing  to  any  Man's  Wron^ 
vcrnor.    ^  o*"  which  thcy  could  not  very  well  anfwcr. 

To  this  the  Affcmbly  c.iimly  replied:  That  diey  had 
already  prefcntcd  their  humuleft  Thanks  to  his  Majefty,  for 
Ins  grxious  Care  of  them  ;  and  had  returned  thetr  Anfwer 
to  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council :  Tiiat  when  their  Ailcnt 
to  the  Surrendry  of  their  Charters  fhooid  be  required  by 
Authorit}',  it  would  then  be  the  moft  proper  Time  to  make 
a  Reply :  But  in  the  mean  while,  thcy  conceived,  his 
Majcity's  Intention  to  oliange  the  Government,  had  pro- 
ceeded from  wrong  Information;  which,  they  hoped, 
would  be  altered  upon  their  more  faithful  Declarattom. 
But  the  better  to  enable  them  to  take  a  View  of  the  Plan- 
tatioas,  and  to  render  an  exaA  Account  of  the  State  of  the 
Colony,  tlic  Affcmbly  ordered,  upon  the  Commiffioners 
Application  for  their  AfTiftance,  that  the  feverai  Plantationt 
ihould  trnnfpcrt  them  from  Plantation  to  Plantation,  at 
they  ftiould  defirc  ;  and  ihould  accommodate  them  in  Ae 
lK;ft  Mnnncr  their  Houfes  and  Rooms  would  afford.  The 
Cc^mmilfioners  alfo  made  the  Afiembly  four  Propoiitions  i 
concerning  the  bcft  PLces  of  Fortification  and  Defence  i 
the  State  ot'  the  Colony,  with  Refpcd  to  the  Savages  i  the 
Hopes,  that  might  be  really  and  truly  conceived,  of  the 
P!:4ntation;  and  the  ptoperdt  Means,  to  attain  thofe  Hopes: 
1^0  all  which  the  Affcmbly  gave  full  and  particular  Anfwcn. 
And  I  c.nnnot  but  remark,  that  Captain  MatthewSj  who 
h2(l  jcined  with  the  General  Affcmbly  in  their  publick 
Ads  and  Reprcfcntations  againft  the  former  Government, 
did  liiccwifo  join  witii  the  Commiilioners  in  all  thefe  Pro- 
ceedings :  Whether  he  was  brought  over  by  the  almighty 
Force  ;'.nd  Irrefif^able  Allurement  of  private  Advantage  \  ot 
whct^xr  he  thought  himfclf  obliged  to  do  fomething  in 
ConjurtSbion  with  them,  as  he  vr^  included  in  the  ume 
Corr  million. 

The  Laws  of  this  Ahemblv  confifted  of  thirty  fire 
Articles.  For  that  Manner  (tajcen,  1  prefume,  from  the 
Auii  lus  font  over  by  Sir  Thomas  Smith)  was  at  this  time| 
and  continued  Ions  after,  the  ufual  Way  of  drawing  up 
and  rn;icting  their  Laws ;  which  indeed  had  this  Good  ifi 
it,  that  all  tedious  Forms  were  thereby  cut  off,  and  the 
main  Scnfe  and  Subftance  of  their  A£b  appeared  at  once, 
\n  ckar  and  precife  Terms.  As  thefe  Laws  are  the  oUeft, 
that  I  c;in  now  find  upon  our  Records,  and  as  they  contain 
ibme  things  of  eipecial  Note,  I  fhall  here  prefent  tbeni  to 
the  Reader. 
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Thb  firft  fev«ii  rdated  to  the  Church  and  Miniftry,  and  1614. 
pnSbcd :  That  in  every  Plantation,  where  Ae  People  were  ^^— v — ^ 
wont  to  meet  .for  the  Worihip  of  God,  there  fhould  be  a  Sir  Frmmh 
Houfe,  or  Room,  fet  apart  for  that  Purpofe,  and  not  con-  J^I^^^ 
verted  to  any  temporal  Ufe  whatfoever ;  aiid  that  a  Place 
Ihould  be  empaled  and  fequeftered,  only  for  the  Burial  of 
the  Dead :  That  whofoever  ihould  abfcnt  himfelf  from  Di« 
▼ine  Service  any  Sunday^  without  an  aUowable  Excufe, 
ihould  forfeit  a  round  of  Tobacco,  and  that  he,  vAh}  aln 
ifented  himfelf  a  Month,  Ihould  forfeit  fifty  Pouiids  of  To- 
bacco :  That  there  ihould  be  an  Uniformity  in  the  CfaUrch, 
as  near  as  might  be,  both  in  Subihmce  and  Circumifamce, 
to  the  Canons  of  the  Church  of  England;  and  that  all  Per- 
fons  ihould  yield  a  ready  Obedience  to  them,  upon  Pain  of 
Cenfure :  That  Ae  aad  of  Afarcb  (the  Day  of  the  Maf- 
fiicre)  ihouU  be  fokmnifed  and  kept  holy ;  and  that  all  other 
Holidavs  ihould  be  obferved,  except  when  two  fell  toother 
in  Ae  dummer  Seafon  (the  Time  of  their  Working  and  Crop) 
when  the  firft  only  was  to  be  obferved,  by  reaion  of  their 
Neceflitics  and  Emplovment :  That  no  Minifbr  ihould  be 
abfent  from  his  Cure  above  two  Months  in  the  whole  Year» 
upon  Penalty  of  forfeiting  half  his  Salary ;  and  whofoever 
was  abfent  above  four  Mondis,  ihould  forfeit  his  whole  Sa^ 
larv  and  his  Cure :  That  whofoever  ihould  difparage  a  Mi* 
nhfter,  without  fufficient  Proof  to  juftify  his  Reports,  where- 
bv  the  Minds  of  his  Pariihioners  might  be  alienatod  from 
hun,  and  his  Miniilry  prove  the  lefs  efiedual,  ihould  not 
only  pay  five  hundred  rounds  of  Tobacco,  but  ihould  alfo 
aik  the  Minifter  Fornvenefs,  publickly  in  the  Congr^ation : 
That  no  Man  ihould  difpofe  of  any  of  his  Tobacco,  before 
tfie  Minifter  was  fadsfied,-  upon  Forfeiture  of  double  his 
Part  towards  the  Salary ;  and  that  one  Man  of  every  Phn- 
tation  ihould  be  appomted,  to  colled  the  Miniiter's  Salary, 
out  of  the  iiril  and  befl  Tobacco  and  Com. 

Thb  eighth  and  ninth  Articles  related  to  the  Gover- 
nor's Power :  That  he  ihould  not  lav  any  Taxes  or  Im- 
pofitions  upon  the  Colony,  their  Lands,  or  Commodities, 
otherwife  than  by  the  Authority  of  the  General  Aflembly  ; 
to  be  levied  and  employed,  as  the  faid  ABemhly  ihould  ap- 
point :  That  he  ihould  not  withdraw  the  Inhabitants  from 
their  private  Labours  to  any  Service  of  his  own,  under  any 
Colour  whatfoever ;  and  if  the  publick  Service  ihould  re- 
miire  the  Employment  of  many  Hands,  before  another 
Ueneral  Aflembly  met'to  give  Order  for  the  iame,  in  that 
Cafe,  the  levying  Men  ihould  be  done,  by  the  Order  of  the 
Governor  and  whole  Bodv  of  the  Council ;  and  that  in 
fuch  Sort,  as  to  be  kail  burthenfome  to  the  People,  and 
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moft  free  from  Partiality.    Thus  early  tiras  the  AfiemU^^ 
*  out  of  the  Memory  of  their  paft  Miferic?  and  OpprcffiOH^ 
Sr  Franca  ftudious  and  carefui  to  eflablilh  our  Liberties  ;  and  we  had 
J^JJj  ^^  here,  by  the  ready  Concurrence  and  Co-Cjperatioii  of  ^js 
excellent  Governor,  a  Petition  of  Right  pafled,  above  fo^r 
Years,  before  that  Matter  was  indubitably  fettled  and  exr 
plaincd  in  England.    For  thefe  two  Articles  contain  the 
fame  in  EfFeA,  as  that  famous  explanatory  and  fundamental 
Law  of  the  Englijh  Conftitution ;  viz.  The  firm  Property 
of  the  Subjedb  Goods  and  Eftates,   and  the  Liberty  of 
their  Perfons. 

The  other  Articles ena£led  :  That  all  the  old  Planters, 
who  were  here  before,  or  came  in  at  the  laft  Arrival  of 
Sir  Thonias  Gates  (in  Auguji  i6ii.)  (hould  both  themfelves 
and  their  Pofterity,  except  fuch  as  were  employed  to  com- 
mand in  Chief,  be  exempted  from  their  perfonal  Service  in 
the  Wars,  and  from  all  other  publick  Charges  (Church 
Duties  only  excepted]  but  without  the  like  Exemption  of 
their  Servants  and  Families  :  That  no  Burgefs  of  the  Ge* 
ncral  Affembly  fhould  be  arrcftcd,  during  the  fitting  of  the 
Aflembly,  and  a  Week  before  and  Week  after ;  upon  Pain 
of  the  Creditor's  forfeiting  his  Debt,  and  fuch  Punifliment 
upon  the  Officer,  as  the  Court  fhould  award  :  That  there 
(hould  be  Courts  kept  once  a  Month,-  in  the  Corporations 
of  Charles-City  and  Elifabeth-Cityy  for  deciding  Suits  and 
C?ontroverfies,  not  exceeding  the  Value  of  one  hundred 
Pounds  of  Tobacco,  and  for  punifhing  petty  Offences  % 
and  that  the  Commanders  of  the  Places,  with  fuch  others, 
as  the  Governor  and  Council  fhould  appoint  by  Commiflion, 
fhould  be  Judges,  the  Commanders  to  be  of  the  ^uoriim^ 
and  Sentence  given  by  Majority  of  Voices ;  with  Referva- 
tion  neverthelefs  of  Appeal,  after  Sentence,  to  the  Govcr* 
nor  and  Council  \  and  that  whofoever  appealed  and  was  caft 
upon  fuch  Appeal,  fhould  pay  double  Damages  :  That 
every  private  Planter's  Dividend  of  Land  fhould  be  furveyed 
and  laid  off*  fcparatcly,  and  the  Bounds  recorded  by  the  Sur* 
veyor,  who  fliould  have  ten  Pounds  of  Tobacco  for  every 
hundred  Acres  furveyed ;  and  that  all  petty  Differences,  be- 
tween Neighbours  about  their  Bounds,  mould  be  decided 
by  the  Surveyor,  but  if  of  Importance,  referred  to  the 
Governor  and  Council :  That,  for  the  People's  Encourage- 
ment to  plant  Store  of  Corn,  the  Price  fhould  be  left 
free,  and  every  Man  mi^ht  fell  it,  as  dear  as  he  could  : 
(For '^ the  Governor  and  Council  did  then,  and  long  after- 
wards, fct  a  Rate  Yearly  upon  all  Commodities,  with  Pe- 
nalties upon  thofe,  who  exceeded  it)  That  there  fhould  be 
a  nublick  Giancry  in  each  Parilh,  <o  which  every  Planter^ 
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Move  eighteen  Y  cars  of  Age,  who  had  been  in  the  Country  i^h« 
M  Year,  and  was  alive  at  the  Crop,  (hotild  contribute  a  ^^""*>r-^ 
parrel  of  Corn,  to  be  difpofed  of,  for  the  publick  Ufes  of  JiJ  ^''•"^ 
the  Parifli,  by  the  major  Part  of  the  Freemen  j  the  Remain-  ^^^^ 
der  to  be  taken  out  by  the  Owners,  Yearly  on  St.  Thomas^ 
pay^  and  the  new  brought  and  put  in  it's  Room :  That 
three  capable  Men,  of  every  Parifli^  {hould  be  fwom,  to 
fee,  that  every  Man  planted  and  tended  Com  fufficient  for 
his  Family  ;  and  that  thofe,  who  negle£^ed  fo  to  do,  ihould 
be  prefented  by  the  faid  three  Men,  to  the  Cenfure  of  the 
Governor  and  Council :  That  all  Trade  with  the  Indians  for 
Cdni,  as  well  publick  as  private,  (hould  be  prohibited,  after 
the  June  following :  That  evtxy  Freeman  fhould  fence  in  a 
Quarter  of  an  Acre  of  Ground,  before  the  Wbitfuntide  next 
enfuing,  for  planting  Vines,  Herbs,  Roots,  and  the  like^ 
under  the  Penalty  of  ten  Pounds  of  Tobacco  a  Man ;  but 
that  no  Man,  for  his  own  Family,  (hould  be  obliged  to 
fence  above  an  Acre ;  and  that  whofdever  had  fenced  a  Gar- 
den, and  was  outed  of  the  Land,  (hould  be  paid  for  it  by 
the  Owner  of  the  Soil ;  and  that  they  (hiould  alfo  plan^ 
Mulberry  Trees :  That  the  Proclamations  againft  Swearing 
.and  Drunkenncfs,  fet  forth  by  the  Governor  and  Council, 
were  ratified  by  tiiis  AiTembly ;  and  it  was  farther  ordered, 
that  the  Churchwardens  (hould  be  fwom,  to  prefent  all  Of- 
fenders, to  the  Commanders  of  their  refpeftive  Plantations  ; 
and  that  they  (hould  colle£l  the  Forfeitures  for  publick  Ufes : 
Thac  a  Proclamation  (hould  be  read  aboard  every  Ship,  and 
afterwards  fixed  to  the  Maft,  prohibiting  them,  without 
Ipecial  Order  from  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  break 
Bulk,  or  make  private  Sale  of  any  Commodities,  till  they 
cakme  up  to  Janus-Clty :  That  the  ancient  Rates  of  Com- 
modities (hould  be  ftill  in  Force ;  and  that  Men  (hould  be 
fworp,  in  every  Plantation,  to  cenfure  the  Tobacco :  (So  old 
arc  the  firft  Rudiments  of  our  Tobacco-Law ;  which  never- 
fhelefs,  after  fuch  long  Experience,  raifed  much  Oppofition 
and  Difturbance : )  That  there  (liould  be  no  Weights  or 
Meafures  ufed,  but  fuch  as  were  fealed,  by  Officers  appoint- 
ed for  that  Purpofe :  That  every  Dwelling-houfe  (hould  b^ 
Palifadoed  in,  for  Defence  againft  the  Indians :  That  no 
Man  (hould  go,  or  fend  abroad,  without  a  fufficient  Party, 
well  armed :  That  Men  (hould  not  go  to  Work,  without 
their  Arms  and  a  Sentinel  fet :  Tliat  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
Plantations  (hould  not  go  on  board  Ships,  or  upon  any  other 
Occafion,  in  fuch  Numbers,  as  thereby  to  weaken  and  en- 
danger the  Plantation :  That  the  Commander  of  every  Plan- 
tation (hould  take  Care,  that  there  be  fuf&cient  of  rowder 
and  Ammunition  within  his  Plantation  ^  and  that  their 
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i6s4«  Pieces  be  fixed,  and  Arms  compkat :  That  there  be  fu&^ 
^— V— ^  cicnt  Watch  kept,  every  Night :  That  no  Commander  of 
Sir  FrMHcit  2ny  Plantation  Ihould  either  fpend  himfelf,  or  ftiffer  others 
^^J^  to  fpend  Powder  unneceflarilv,  in  Drinking,  Entertain- 
ments, and  the  like :  That  fuch  Perfons  of  Condition  as 
were  found  delinquent  in  their  Duty,  and  were  not  fit  to 
tindeim  corporal  Punifhment,  m^ht  notwithftanding  be 
impritoned  at  the  Difcretion  of  the  Commander,  and  for 
er^ter  OiFences  be  fubied  to  a  Fine,  inflided  by  the  Month- 
hr  Court;  fo  that  it  did  not  exceed  the  Value  abovcfaid : 
That  eveiy  Perfon  ih^  had  not  found  a  Man  at  the  Caftk, 
(then  builoii^  at  H^arrafqueake)  fhould  pay,  for  himfelf  and 
Servants,  five  Pounds  of  Tobacco  a  Head,  towards  defray^* 
ing  the  Charge  of  thofe,  who  had  their  Servants  there : 
Tnat,  at  the  Beginning  of  July  following,  every  Corpora- 
tion fliouM  fall  upon  their  adidning  Indians ;  and  that  thofe 
who  Ihould  be  hurt  upon  the  Service,  Cbould  b^e  cured  at 
tiie  publick  Expence ;  and  if  any  were  lamed,  they  fhould 
be  maintained  bv  the  Country,  according  to  their  Perfon 
and  Quality :  That  for  difcharging  fuch  publick  Debts,  aa 
their  Trouoles  had  brought  upon  them,  there  fhould  be  le- 
vied ten  Pounds  of  Tobacco  upon  every  Male,  above  fixteen 
Years  of  Age,  then  living ;  biit  not  including  fuch,  as  had 
,  arrived  fince  the  Beginning  of  July  lafl :  That  no  Perfon, 
within  this  Colony,  ihould  preiume,  upon  the  Rumour  of 
imy  fuppofed  Change  and  Alteration  in  England^  to  be  dif- 
ol)edient  to  fhe  prefent  Government,  nor  Servants  to  their 
private  Mafflers^  Officers,  or  Overfeers,  at  their  utmofl 
Peril.  And  the  lafl  Article  related  to  folding  Mr.  PQuntis 
to  England^  and  levying  four  Pounds  of  Tobacco  a  Head, 
to  fupport  his  Expences.  Mofl  of  thefe  Laws  were  taken 
from  preceeding  Prodamations  and  Orders  of  the  Governor 
and  Council ;  and  I  find,  that  the  Governor  was  obliged, 
foon  after,  to  iffiie  a  Proclamation,  forbidding  Women  to 
contract  themfelves  to  two  fcveral  Men  atone  time.  For 
Women  being  yet  fcarce,  and  much  in  Requeft,  this  Offence 
was  become  very  common ;  whereby  great  Difquiet  arofe 
between  Parties,  and  no  fmall  Trouble  to  the  Government. 
It  was  therefore  ordered  j  Tha^  every  Mtnifler  fhould  give 
Notice  in  his  Church,  that  what  Man  or  Woman  fbever 
fhould  ufe  any  Word  or  Speech,  tending  to  a  Contra^  of 
Marriage,  to  two  feveral  Perfons  at  one  time,  altho'  not 
precife  and  leg:^!,  yet  fo  as  might  entangle  or  breed  Scruple 
in  their  Confciences,  fhould,  for  fuch  their  Offence,  either 
undergo  corporal  Correction,  or  be  punifhed  by  Fine,  or 
otherwife,  a9cording  to  the  Quality  of  thp  Perfon  fo  of- 
fending. 
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fiuTwhilft  the  Commiffionen  were  puflung  the  Court  t<i4. 
Defigns  in  Virginia^  the  opponent  Fadion  in  EngUmd  were  ^*-v— ' 
not  left  diligent  and  induftrious  to  blacken  and  defame  the  Sir  Fwmeh 
Company.  To  tuis  end,  they  engaged,  according  to  their  J^^  ^^** 
ufual  Method,  fome  Planters,  latelv  returned  from  Vir- 
fitiia^  to  petition  and  complain  to  hia  Majefty.  Neither  was 
It  a  difficult  thii^  among  fo  manj^  weak,  indigent,  or 
wicked  Perfons,  as  were  concerned  in  the  Plantations,  to 
procure  fome  to  fecond  and  abet  any  Complaint,  however 
ialfe  and  unjuft.  Among  other  Matters  of  Grievance,  they 
complained  of  the  'many  Impolitions  and  Levies,  laid  upon 
the  Planters  towards  the  Support  of  the  Company,  from 
whom  they  were  wont  formerly  to  receive  Relief  i  and 
therefore  they  befought  his  Majefty,  to  take  them  into  his 
Royal  Mercy  and  Protection,  and  to  free  them  for  the  future, 
from  the  grievous  Impofitions  of  the  faid  Company.  But 
Mr.  Deputy  Farrar  defu'ed  them,  to  fet  down  in  Writing 
the  particular  Grievances  and  Oppreffions,  which  they  thus 
complained  of  in  general ;  that  the  Company  might  thereby 
be  enabled  to  return  a  full  and  particular  Anfwer.  This 
they  promifed  to  do,  but  afterwards,  upon  better  Advice, 
refufed  ;  till  at  length,  being  farther  preflfed,  they  brought 
nine  Articles,  which  however  they  could  not  be  induced  to 
fubfcribe,  being  reftrained  by  thofe  behind  the  Scene.  Thefe 
Articles  contained  criminal  Charees  of  a  very  high  Nature* 
and  fome  of  them  Capital,  againft  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil in  Virgima ;  io  that  the  Lawyers  of  the  Company  de- 
clared, that  the  Perfons  Who  prefented  them,  except  they 
could  maintain  and  make  them  good,  had  incurred  the  Pe- 
nalnr  of  Libellers.  But  at  laft,  after  much  Shuffling  and 
Abuirdity  of  Complaint  and  Accufation,  the  Complainants 
in  general,  and  one  Ptrry  in  particuhr,  confefled,  that  al- 
tho'  they  pretended  to  have  Authority  and  Commiffionfrom 
the  Planters  in  Virginia  to  make  thefe  Complaints,  yet  the 
Whole,  both  the  Petition  and  Grievaiices,  were  entirely 
framed  in  England.  Wherefore  the  Company,  perceiving, 
they  had  been  abu(ed  and  drawn  into  it  by  the  Malice  of 
others,  thought  fit  to  pafs  it  over,  in  Favour  and  Com- 
paffion  to  their  Ignorance  and  Credulity. 

Upon  Occafion  of  thefe  grievous  Accufations  againft  the 
Governor  and  Council,  Sir  Frantis  fVyafs  Character  and 
Conduct  were  called  much  into  Queftion  and  canvaiTed. 
But  he  was  fufficicntly  cleared  by  the  reft  of  the  Planters 
then  in  England  \  who  gave  ample  Teftimony  to  the  Wor- 
thiness and  Uprightnefs  of  his  Proceedings,  and  declared 
upon  their  Confciences,  that  they  eftcemed  him  to  be  a  moft 
juft  and  fincere  Gentleman,  and  free  from  all  Manner  of 
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Corrupuoii  and  private  Ends.  As  therefore  he  had,  bj  a 
'  Letter  to  the  Company,  declared  his  Defire  to  leave  tht 
Sir  FrMtuis  Govemmcnt  at  the  Expiration  of  his  Conuniffi^n,  vhich 
S»r.  ^  would  be  ihortly,  they  took  the  Matter  into  their  ferioui 
Confititration.  But  Anding,  that  he  had  given  very  great 
Satisfa6lion  to  the  Colony,  as  appeared  by  the  Report  of 
the  Planters ;  and  conTidetiiig  alfo,  how  much  the  Compa- 
ny w?.s  in  his  Debt,  by  not  fumifhing  him  with  his  h^ 
Number  of  Hc-nants,  and  that  they  had  no  Means  left  to 
make  good  their  Promife  to  him,  much  lefs  were  they  able 
to  ftt  out  a  new  Goventor;  it  was  thought  beft  and  moft 
advifeable,  to  continue  him  ftill  in  his  Office.  But  fome  of 
the  opponent  Fa£lion  moving,  that  Sir  Samuel  Argallj  u* 
Regard  of  his  Worth,  and  of  his  Ddirc  for  the  Place,  mi^it 
ftand  in  Elc6Hon  with  him,  they  were  both  ballottcd  ;  and 
Sir  Francis  JVyat  was  chofcn  by  having  fixty  nine  Balls,  and 
Sir  Samuel  Argall  only  eight.  And  as  the  Company  wa» 
then  un::blc  to  fend  over  more  Men  to  him,  it  vw»  ordered^ 
that  he  (hould  be  fupplied  with  his  fid]  Complement,  out 
of  the  Company's  Tenants  in  Virgifiia  ;  and  the  Confident* 
tion  of  fome  Recompence,  for  his  former  Lofs  and  Diiap- 
pointment,  was  referred  to  the  np[t  Quarter  Court. 

The  h&  Parliament,  out  of  their  Love  and  Efleem  foi- 
Virginiay  but  more  efpeciallv  oiit  of  Regard  to  the  Advance- 
ment of  the  Trade  of  England^  had  tScen  into  their  Con- 
fideration  the  Cafe  of  the  Plantation  Tobacco,  and  had  enter- 
ed into  a  very  good  Courfe  about  it  5  but  by  Reafon  of  their 
fudden  Adjournment  and  Breach  with  the  king,  they  were 
obliged  to  leave  it  unfiniflied.  The  Companv  therrfore, 
being  encouraged  by  this,  and  quite  wearied  out  by  the 
equivocal  and  fufpicious  Condu^  of  the  King  and  his  Mi- 
nUlers,  prefented  a  Petition  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  fet- 
tin^fortii : 

T  H  A  T  after  diyers  Difcoveries  had  confirmed  the  Opi- 
nion, that  Virginia  was  fituate  in  a  temperate  and  wholfome 
Climate,  that  the  Soil  was  rich  and  fertile,  the  Country 
well  watered  with  fruitful  and  navigable  Rivers,  and  that 
their  Ships,  through  a  fair  Sea,  might  have  a'comfortable 
falling  in  on  a  fafe  Coafl,  it  pleafed  God  fo  to  afied  the 
Minds  of  divers  worthily  diipofed  Noblemen,  Gentlemen, 
and  others,  as  to  think  it  a  Matter  of  |reat  Religion  and 
Honour,  to  endeavour  the  Propagation  of  Chriftianity  amon^^ 
thcfe  barbarous  People,  and  to  gain  fuch  a  hopeful  Additiua 
of  Territory  to  his  Majefty's  Dominions :  That  hb  Ma- 
jefty  alfo,  being  informed  thereof,  and  apprehending,  that 
great  Honour  and  Commodity  would  thence  arife  to  thi« 
Kingiloni,  was  pleafed,  by  his  moft  gracious  Letters-patetiL 
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^r  Incorporation,  from  time  to  time  renewed  and  < 
to  confer  as  ample  Privileges  and  Immunities,  both  for  tlieir  ^ 
Affiftance,  who  (hould  become  Diredors  of  the  Bufmcfeat  |^  ^'^ 
home,  and  for  their  Comfort  and  Encouragement,  thatj^^^ 
¥^uld  fettle  and  inhabit  the  G>untf y,  as  could  be  then  fore- 
feen  or  defired :  That  this  gave  fo  general  an  Encourage- 
ment, that  Noblemen,  Knights,  Gentlemen,  Citizens,  and 
others,  in  ereat  Numbers,  became  Adventurers ;  who»  be- 
fides  their  Money,  afforded  many  other  Helps  by  their  In- 
duftry,  towards  the  Advancement  and  Peife£hon  of  this 
noble  Work :  And  that,  notwithftanding  a  Multitude  of 
Accidents  and  Difafters,  incident  to  fuch  Undertakings  in 
a  remote  and  favage  Country,  yet  it  pleafed  God,  often  Co 
enliven  their  Hopes  and  Endeavours,  by  fuch  sm  undoubted 
Probability  of  obtaining,  at  leaft  for  the  Publick  and  Pofte- 
rity,  fo  beneficial  a  Retribution  for  all  their  Pains  and  Ex- 
pence,  as  would,  in  the  End,  crown  their  Labours  with 
as  much  Glory,  Honour,  and  Profit  to  the  Realm  of  En^ 
glandj  as  could  be  well  wilhed  or  expeded. 

They  then  proceeded  to  recount  the  feveral  Emolu- 
ments and  Advantages  to  England^  which  they  had  in  their 
Vie-^  and  Expefbtion.  i.  The  Converfion  of  the  Savages 
to  Chriftianityj  and  eftablifliing  the  firft  Colony  of  the  Re- 
formed Religion.  2.  Th^  difcharging  the  Overplus  of 
Deceflitous  People,  which  adminiftered  Fcwel  to  dangerous 
Infurredions,  and  the  leaving  greater  Plenty  for  thofe,  who 
remained.  3.  The  gaining  a  large  Territory,  already 
known  to  be  great,  and  which  might  prove  much  greater  ; 
whofe  Fertility  of  Soil,  and  Temperature  of  Clime,  agreed 
wdl  with  the  EngUJby  and  produced  by  Nature  and  In- 
duftry,  whatever  ufeful  Conmiodities  were  found  in  any 
known  Country.  4.  The  beneficial  Filheries  difcovercd  ; 
which,  together  with  the  continual  Intercourfe  and  Com- 
merce between  People  of  the  fame  Nation,  would  contri- 
bute exceedingly  to  the  Increafe  of  the  Englijh  Trade  and 
Navigation.  5.  The  vaft  Quantity  of  Timber  and  Mate- 
rials, for  building  and  fetting  forth  Ships  \  whereof  there 
was  a  great  Scarcity  throughout  all  Europe*  6.  The  Affu- 
rance,  that  many  rich  Trades  might  be  found  out  there^ 
and  driven. on  to  the  incredible  Benefit  of  the  Nation;  be- 
iides  the  no  fmall  Hopes  of  an  eafv  and  ihort  Paflage  to 
the  South  &»,  either  by  Sea  or  Land.  7.  The  ineftimable 
Advantage,  that  would  be  gamed,  in  Cafe  of  War,  both 
for  the  ^y  aiTaulting  the  Spanijb  WeJl-IndUsy  and  for  the 
relieving  and  fuccouring  all  Ships  and  Men  of  War ;  the 
Want  whereof  had  in  former  times,  difappointed  and  over- 
thn^fm  fo  many  Voyages.    £ut  hereby  the  Benefit  to  the 
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1614.  EngUJh  would  be  certain,  and  the  Enemy's  Lofi  and  fat^ 
^^-v— '  noyance  inevitable.  After  whicl.*,  they  went  on  diefi;^ 
Sir  FrMMcii  lowing  Manner : 

^^;  ^"  But  fo  it  is,  that  now,  when  the  natural  Difficulties^ 
*^"""'  incident  to  all  new  Pbntations,  arc  by  Diligence  and  Trad 
of  Time,  but  moft  efpecially  by  the  Bleffing  of  Almighty 
God,  in  a  great  Meafure  overcome ;  yet  there  have  arifen 
other  unnatural  Impediments,  proceedmg  from  Fa£Hon  ana 
Difcord,  from  the  cunning  Courfcs  and  Pra£Kces  of  fomc 
Perfons,  who  tended  wholly  to  their  own  Profit,  from 
Mifemployment  of  the  publick  Stock,  falfe  Accounts,  and 
the  like  Corruptions  and  Diverfions  from  the  main  Bufmefs  ; 
and  that  thefc  were  fo  encrcafed  of  late,  and  fupported  by 
ftrong  Hand,  as  threatened  fpeedy  Ruin  and  Deftru6lton  to 
that  excellent  Woiic,  if  Remedies  were  not  timely  applied : 
That  they,  the  G)uncil  and  Company  of  Vtrginiay  differed 
not  a  little  from  other  Companies ;  as  well  in  ther  Compo- 
fition,  confifting  of  principal  Noblemen,  Gentlemen,  Mer- 
chants and  others ;  as  in  the  Ends,  for  which  thev  were 
eftablifhed,  being  not  fimply  for  Matter  of  Trade,  but  for 
things  of  a  higher  and  more  publick  Nature :  That  never* 
theldfs,  finding  themfclves,  in  their  Bodv,  as  it  was  then 
diftempered,  unable  to  be  their  own  Pnvfidans  without 
higher  Afliftance,  they  thought  it  their  Duty,  as  well  to 
clear  their  own  Reputation,  as  in  Difcharge  of  their  Con- 
fciencc,  and  of  the  Truft  repofed  in  them,  to  reprcfent  to 
the  Parliament  this  Child  of  the  Nation,  expofed,  as  in  the 
Wildemefs,  to  extreme  Dan&;er,  and  then  fainting,  as  it 
were,  and  labouring  for  Lite. 

They  therefore  humbly  intreated  that  honourable 
Houfe,  to  take  into  their  Commiferation,  the  diftrefled  Co- 
lony and  opprefled  Company  ^  and  to  re<;eive  an  Account 
from  fuch  of  his  Majefty's  Council  for  Virginia^  as,  being 
Members  of  their  Houfe,  had  been  appointed  by  the  Com- 
pany, to  give  them  a  full  and  exa£^  Relation  of  all  their 
Grievances  and  Oppreffions  :  Which,  tho*  of  fundy  Kinds, 
yet  had  received  Tas  they  doubted  not  to  make  evident) 
cither  their  Original  or  Strength  from  the  Lord  High  Trea- 
furer,  out  of  his  private  and  unjuft  Defigns ;  not  only  to 
almoft  the  Overthrow  of  the  Cofonv,  but  alfo  to  the  De- 
ception of  hb  Majefty  in  his  Pront  and  Revenue,  to  the 
great  Prejudice  of  the  whole  Kingdom  in  Matter  of  Trade, 
and  even  to  Points  of  dangerous  Confcquence  to  the  Libertj 
of  the  Subje£^. 

This  Proceeding  was  certainly  no  ways  grateful  to  die 
King,  who  conceive!  himfcif  much  injured  and  affronted, 
if  the  Parliament  entered  upon  any  Confideration,  which 
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Aras  not  recommended  to  them  by  himfelf.    For  he  looked    »*»4- 
upon  them,  not  as  the  grand  G>uncil  of  the  Nation,  but  of  ^'— v^*^^ 
the  King ;  and  expeded,  that  they  fliould  proceed  with  the  ^Jf'^ 
abjed  Adubtion  and  Submiffion  of  his  Privy  Council,  and  ^^^ 
never  touch  upon  any  diiagreeable  Subjeds.    But  above  all. 
Matters  c^  Grievance  were  the  Points,  on  which  he  was 
moft  tender  and  touchy,  and  would  often  winch  grievouf- 
ly ;  and  altho'  the  Thing  was  difguifed,  and  even  Praifes 
were  given  him  in  fome  Parts  of  this  Petition,  yet  it  w^ 
evidently  levelled,  in  the  main,  againft  him  and  his  Minif- 
ters.    However,  as  his  Majefty  had  called  this  Parliament 
with  quite  diiFerent  Views,  and  treated  it  in  a  quite  different 
Manner  from  the  laft,  he  took  no  Notice  of  it,  but  permit- 
ted it  to  take  its  Courfe  in  the  Houfe.    Its  Reception  was 
alfo  fecured  by  the  Complaints,  in  the  latter  Part,  s^sunft 
the  Lord  High  Treafurer ;  whom  Buckingham  and  tibe  rrince 
were,  at  this  time,  pulling  down  and  tearing,  as  it  were. 
With  great  Violence  from  the  Kii^s  Side,  not  widiout  veiy 
great  rain  and  Grief  to  his  Majefty. 

This  Petition  was  committed  to  the  I>epu^^,  and  fuch 
6thers  of  the  Council,  as  were  alfo  Members  ot  the  Houfb 
of  Commons ;  to  prefent  it  to  their  Houfe,  in  the  Name  of 
the  Council  and  Company  of  Virginia.  It  was  received  by 
the  Commons  very  acceptably,  notwithflanding  fome  O^ 
pofition  at  firfl ;  and  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  hear 
and  examine  their  Grievances  and  Oppreffions,  to  which 
all  of  the  Company,  that  were  Members  of  the  Houfe,  were 
admitted,  to  come  and  to  hear,  but  not  to  have  any  Voice. 
But  conceiving,  that  Counfel  at  Law  could  not  be  fo  fully 
Informed  of  aB  PafTages,  as  was  requifite,  and  would  not 
perhaps  be  fo  cordially  concerned,  or  favourably  heard, 
they  divided  their.  Grievances  into  four  feveral  Heads,  and 
committed  them  to  the  following  Gentlemen,  to  deliver 
and  fpeak  to  them.  i.  The  Cafe  of  their  Tobacco,  with 
aU  the  Oppreffions  and  Impofitions  upon  it,  was  committed 
to  Mr.  Dcputy-Treafurer,  Nicholas  Farrar :  2.  The  Bufi- 
nefs  of  the  ContraA,  to  Sir  E4fvin  Sandys :  3.  The  Pro- 
ceeding of  ^he  Commiffioncrs,  to  the  Lord  Uavcndifi :  4* 
All  PaSara  and  Meafures  fince,  to  Sir  John  Dover s.  And 
)dl  thefe  Uehdemen,  but  efpeciallv  the  Lord  Cavendijhy  did 
very  nobly  and  chearfuUy  undertake,  to  perform  and  makf 
good  dieir  feveral  Parts. 

It  was  the  Misfortune  of  thefe  Aflahs)  to  be  brought 
into  Parliament  very  late  in  the  Seffions }  and  die^  were 
befidet  of  a  very  tender  and  delicate  Nature.  For,  m  their 
Procefs  and  IfTue,  they  mufl  have  turned  to  a  plain  Ar- 
taignmenil  of  the  Wealuiefs  and  Unfaimefi^  or  even  of  die 
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1614.  downright  Injuftice  and  OpprcfTivcnefs  ojf  the  King's  Con- 
^*— V — ^  dud  towards  the  Company  ^nd  Colony.  TJie  main  Bufi- 
Sir  Frsncts  jjcfs  therefore  of  their  Opprcffions  and  Grievances  did  not 
v«A&r.  proceed  in  Pailiiincnt,  but  was  waved  and  flurred  over  in 
iiilcnce.  But  the  particular  C«fe  of  Tobacco,  by  the  ex- 
ceeding Car>.  and  Wifdom  of  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  affifted  by 
the  Lurd  Cavmdijhy  and  the  other  Gentlemen  of  the  Com- 
pany, who  had  Seats  in  Parliament,  was  brought  to  a  hap- 
py iliue.  For  the  Impurtaiion  of  foreign  Tobacco  was  put, 
as  one  cf  the  n:nc  Grievances  of  the  Realm  in  Point  of  Trade, 
which  this  Scih.jn  prcfL-ntcd  to  his  Majefty,  and  defired  Re- 
lief in.  AnJ  altlio'  this  was  done  profeHedly  for  the  Good 
.  of  England^  without  any  Mention  or  Relation  to  Virgima^ 
yet  the  Deputy  told  the  Company,  that  he  doubted  not, 
but  the  whole  Houfe  had,  in  their  Hearts,  an  efpecial  Re- 
gard to  the  Advancement  of  the  Colonies.  And  as  this 
Courfe  was  as  elFedual  for  Exdufion  of  Spanijb  Tobacco, 
as  if  it  had  been  done  by  Bill,  fo  was  it  much  better,  than 
if  it  had  been  done  by  the  Bill,  which  was  drawn  the  laft 
Parliament  For  -fince  that  Time,  the  State  and  Price  of 
Tobacco  was  fo  much  altered,  that  it  could  then  no  ways 
bear  the  twdve  Pence  a  Pound  Duty,  which  that  fiill  laid 
upon  It,  but  muft  thereby  have  been  as  certainly  ruined  and 
overthrown,  as  by  any  other  Courfe.  But  thb  fecond  Way 
brought  with  it  all  the  Good  of  the  Bill,  and  left  out  all  its 
Evil.  Wherefore,  he  faid,  it  could  not  be  too  much  com- 
mended, nor  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  to  whom  they  were  be- 
hddep  for  it,  fufiiciently  thanked.  And  it  may  be  here  far- 
ther oUerved,  that  the  King's  Meafures  by  thb  time  were 
entirely  reverfed.  For  the  Spanijh  Match  was  now  broko 
off,  and  even  War  was  declared  againft  the  King  of  Spatn^ 
and  the  whole  Houfe  of  Auftria,  So  that  the  Intereft  of 
England  would  no  longer  be  obliged  to  ftoop  to  the  Intereft 
cf  Spain ;  and  a  Prohibition  of  their  Tobacco  would  be 
eafily  granted,  as  it  agreed  with  the  prefent  Paffions  and 
Meafures  of  the  Court. 

This  was  the  laft  Service  that  Sir  Edwin  Sandys^  or  tht 
Company,  were  able  to  do  the  Colony  and  Trade.  For 
fcxm  after.  Captain  Harvey  and  Mr.  Pory^  the  Privv  Coun- 
cil's CommilTioners,  returned  from  Virginia.  What  their 
Report  was  of  the  St.itc  of  the  Colony,  I  caimot  difcover  } 
but  we  may  eafily  judge,  by  the  Principles  and  Difpofitiona 
of  the  Men,  that  it  was  net  much  to  the  Honour  or  Advan- 
tage of  the  prefent  Government,  Upon  their  Return  there- 
fore, hb  Majefty  was  pleafed,  by  a  Proclamation  bearing^ 
Date  the  15th  of  Jtdy^  1624,  to^upprefs  the  Courfe  of  their 
Courts  at  Deputy  Farrar\.    Aiid  for  the  prcfeat  Qrderio^ 
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of  the  AflFairs  of  the  Colonv,  'till  afuUer  and  more  perfe£): 
Settlement  of  thtoi  could  be  made,  the  Lord  Prefident  of 
liis  Maieft]r's  Privy  CouncO,  with  other  Privy  Counfellors,  Si:  Frandi 
and  feveral  Knights  and  Gentlemen,  were  appointed  to^J^  °*' 
meet>  every  T&ri^v  in  the  Afteniobn,  at  Sir  Ti^^m^ J  ^m/Vi^'s 
Houfe,  in  Pbilpot-ijane  i  whither  all  Perfons,  whom  it 
might  concern,  were  ordeted  to  repair.  And  thus  Sir  7 /)«- 
mas  Smith  triumphed  over  the  Companies  and  the  Colonies ; 
and  notWithftanding  the  authentic  Reprefcntations  of  the 
Company  in  England^  and  our  General  Aflemby  here  a- 
gainft  him,  and  the  plain  Detection  of  his  Cruelties  and  Op- 
preffions,  to  all  Men  of  common  Senfe  and  common  Juftice^ 
yet  be  did  at  laft  recover  his  Power  again,  and  was  the  Per- 
fon  chleiBy  depended  upon,  by  the  Solomon  of  that  Acre,  in 
all  Matters  relating  to  them.  For  the  Somer-Iflands  Courts 
had  been  fuppreflixl  fome  Months  before,  by  a  fimple  Let- 
ter from  the  King ;  and  Meetings  appointed,  at  Sir  Tfjomas 
Smith%  for  the  Management  of  their  Affairs.  But  thefe 
Meetings  were  without  the  Mixture  of  any  Privy  Coun- 
fdlors,  and  wholly  confifted  of  himfelf  and  his  Creatures. 
And  by  this  time,  in  the  Abfence  of  Sir  Edward  Sachnl^ 
how  Earl  of  Dorfeti  their  Governor,  who  had,  the  Year 
before,  fucceeded  the  Lord  Cavendijby  now  alfo  Earl  of  2>^- 
vonjhirtj  and  under  Colour  of  fome  Complauits  and  DifTcn- 
tions,  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  appointed  Sir  Thomas 
Smith  again  Governor  of  that  Company ;  aflumingco  them- 
felves  a  boundlefs  Power  of  placing  and  difpiadng  legal  Offi- 
cers, at  they  pleafed.  This  Appointment,  Captain  Smith 
tells  usj  was  afterwards  confirmed,  and  Sir  Thomas  Smih 
defied  by  the  Court.  But  this  Court  was  only  his  Faction, 
who  ailumed  to  themfelves  that  Name  and  Charader.  For 
I  find,'  that  many  of  the  Company,  and  as  it  appears,  a  v::ft 
Majority,  complained  of  them,  and  declared  againft  their 
Meetings)  as  Ufurpations  upon  the  Government  of  the 
Compainy,  and  no  ways  legal  or  valid. 

This  was  the  End  of  the  Virginia  Company;  one  of 
Ae  nobleft,  n^ofl  illuih-ious,  and  publick-fpirittd  Societies, 
that  ever  yet  perhaps  engaged  in  fuch  an  Undertaking.  It 
was  an  Event  certainly  of  Benefit  and  Advantage  to  the 
County^  as  we  in  America  find  by  Experience,  that  it  is 
better  to  be  under  a  Royal  Government,  than'in  the  Hands 
of  Piroprietors,  in  what  Shape  or  Manner  foever.  But  yet 
it  muft  be  at  laft  confefTed,  that  it  was  brought  about  with 
afi  knaginabk  Infbnccs  of  Unrightcoufncfs  anJ  Oppreflion  ^ 
AUd  that  not  even  the  Decency  of  Forms  of  L.iw  were  kept 
••p  or  regarded  in  it.  For  altho'  a  Writ  of  Slfto  IVarr^nto 
|ferti  oppreifivi?  Writ  in  itfclf,  and  for  jthe  molt  part  turned 
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to  very  bafe  and  illegal  Purpofes)  was  iflocd  againft  nik 
'  Company,  yet  I  cannot  underftand,  atdio*  I  have  taken  tm

^^^     *  Determination.     And  to  diflblve  them  by  the  Arbltnuy  Au- 
thority  of  a  Proclamatioi^  whilft  a  legal  Proeeft  was  do- 
pending  Teems  but  a  more  bare-faced  Injuftice  and  Opj^^ 
fion.    Far  the  greater  Part  of  the  Company  did,  by  te 
Means,  deferve  fuch  Treatment.    They  appear,  from  all 
the  Papers  and  Records,  that  I  have  perufed,  to  have  been 
Gentlemen  of  very  noble,  clear,  and  difmtereftedDefignsi 
who,  as  they  were  above  the  Ncceffity  of  any  Acoeft  to 
their  own  Fortunes,  were  willing  and  intent  to  fpend  much 
of  their  Time  and  Money,  in  advancing  an  Undertakings 
which  they  juftly  conceived  to  be  of  very  g;reat  Confeqvenc^ 
to  their  Country.    And  even  Captain  j|mi/i&,  who  was  cer* 
tainiy  no  Friend  to  the  Company,  and  whoTe  Hiftory  (ecmt 
mucrr  in  Honour  and  Vindication  of  Sir  Tbomas  Smitb  and 
his  Government,  yet  owns,  that  fcarce  any  of  the  Nobility 
and  Gentry  expe^ed  or  aimed  at  any  thii^  elfe,  but  the 
Profperity  of  the  Adion :    And  he  was  conmlently  perfua- 
ded,  that  fome  Merchants,  and  others  took  more  Care  and 
Pains,  even  at  their  own  continual  sreat  Charge,  than  they 
could  be  hired  to,  for  the  Love  of  Money ;  fo  honeftly  n-^ 
|;arding  the  general  Good  of  the  Enterprife,  that  they  wouU 
hold  it  worfe  than  Sacrilege,  to  wroM  it  but  a  Shillings  or 
to  extort  a  Penny  upon  the  common  People. 

It  may  indwd  be  thought  fomething  ftrange,  how  fi> 
many  Gentlemen,  of  the  nobleft  Fortunes  and  moft  publick 
Spirits  in  the  Nation,  could  fo  patiently  fi*bmit  to  fuch  evi-^ 
dent  Injury  and  Wrone,  without  bringing  the  Matter  to  a 
legal  TriaL    But  they  had  been  much  narrailed  and  fatigued 
of  late,  by  the  Difcords  and  Fadions  in  the  Company  i 
which,  they  plainl)^  iaw,  were  fupported  and  abetted  by  the 
King,  for  lome  unjufl  and  partial  Views  of  his  own,  oeing 
much  charmed  with  the  unexptdedly  laree  and  rifing  R^ 
venue  from  Tobacco,  and  therefore  ddirous  to  get  the 
Plantations  wholly  into  his  own  Hands.     They  had  alfo  cs^ 
pended  largely  above  an  hundred  thoufand  Pounds,  out  of 
their  own  private  Fortunes,  without  any  probable  Profped 
of  prefent  Retribution  or  Gain   to  themfelvcs  i  and  they 
could  not  but  fee,  that  proceeding  in  the  Enterprife  would 
fiill  engage  them  into  farther  Expences,  for  which  they  would 
only  be  expofed  to  the  Abufes  aiid  Affronts  of  the  opponent 
Fa^on,  and  to  Injuries  and  Oppreifibns  from  the  Kinff.imd 
his  Council.    They  might  alio  confider  perhaps  the  otate 
of  the  Courts  of  Law  at  that  time,  which  could  give  thenf 
bu(  flcnder  Hopes  of  obtaining  suiy  Redreis  there.    For  the 
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fudges  and  Oracles  of  Law  are  eready  wronged  andabufed, 
if  ^j  were  not  then,  like  the  lying  Oracle  of  old,  much 
addiaed  to  pbilitpifingj  and  willing  to  raifc  the  Rpyal  Pre-  ^  ^''*^ 
Togative  above  au  Keftraints  of  Law,  or  of  any  other  earthly  ^^^^ 
Powen  Their  original  Records,  on  which  their  Proofs 
muft  chiefly  depend,  had  likewife  been  taken  from  them 
by  the  Pri^  Council,  And  the  Eari  •f  Soutbampuny  who 
had  all  their  Eyes  and  Hearts  fixed  ttpon  him,  after  languiih- 
ine  fome  time,  and  having  firft  loft  hfo  eldcft  Son,  the  Lord 
Wrutbfli]^  died  this  following  Winter  162A.  To  which 
may  be  added,  that  the  Succeft  of  the  Colonies  was  ftiU 
doubtful,  without  the  Kin^s  Favour  and  Protection ;  or  at 
feift  andnft  his  Will,  and  mt  perpetual  Stretch  of  his  Power 
thwaxtuig  and  oppreffins  them.  They  therefore  filently 
acquiefced  and  fubmitled  to  this  illegal  Diflblution ;  and 
quietly  withdrew  from  an  Afiair,  which  had  coft  them  fQ 
much  Money  and  Pains,  and  had  g^ven  them  fucb  continual 
Trouble  W  Vacation*

ihan  any  of  them*  Of  toe  third  Cljarter  I  have  never  met 
with  but  one  Copy^  Ukemnje  in  Sir  John  Randolph'/  CoUe^ion 
of  pyblick  Papers.  It  ts  pretty  corre£ily  tranfcribed  j  and  I 
hope  J  it  will  be  founds  with  the  necejfary  Emendations^  I  have 
made  in  it^  very  complete  and  exa£f.  Thefe  are  all  the  King*s 
Qbarterf  to  the  Company^  that  I  have  been  able  to  find\  aU 
tbosfgh  they  certainly  are  not  ally  he  granted.  For  many  things 
etre  mifttioned  in  the  Company* s  Records^  as  drawn  from  their 
Charters f  u^ich^  are  neverthelefs  not  to  he  found  in  tMim 
But  to  thefe  Royal  Charters  I  have  added  a  fourth^  The 
Cocnpainr's  Charter  and  Conftitution  of  a  Council  of  State 
and  a  General  Aflembly;  which  I  found  in  the  above-menr 
Honed  Book^  belonging  to  the  Clerk* s  Office  of  the  Houfe  of 
Burgeffts.  As  their  Authority  for  granting  it  was  unquej^ion" 
esbUy  and  e^s  it  is  of  an  important  Nature^  and  the  firjl 
Draught  and  Foundation  of  toe  Conftitution  of  this  Colony^  I 
tbougbt^  an  Edition  of  it  would  not  be  unacceptable  ta  tho 
Lamd  and  curious  Rjadcr^ 

I  once  intended  (as  Bijhop  Burnet  has  done^  in  a  very  ufe^ 
ful  and  fatisfaSory  Manner ^  in  his  Hijiory  of  the  Reformat 
tion)  to  have  added  feveral  other  very  curious  Papers  and 
original  Pieces  of  Record.     But  I  perceived^  to  my  no  f mall 
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Surprife  and  Mortification^  that  fome  of  fft^  Countrymen  (ant 
ihofe  tooy  Perfons  of  high  Fortum  and  DiJiinSXion)  femed  /• 
he  much  alarmedy  and  to  grudge^  that  a  complete  Hijiory  q 
their  own  Country  would  run  to  more*  than  lone  Volunuj  and 
iojl  them  above  half  a  Piftole.  I  was  therefore  obliged  t0 
retrain  my  Handy  and  only  to  infert  thefifew  moji  mcejfarf 
Jnftrument%^  for  fear  of  enhancing  the  rrice^  to  the  imnunft 
Charge  and  irreparable  Damage  of  fuch  generis  andpubUck- 
fpirited  Gentlemen, 

I  thought  the  Publication  ofthefe  Charters  the  more  propir^ 
ms  I  conceive^  that  they  have  never  been  legally  revoked^  and 
as  they  contain  things  of  very  great  Confeauence  and  Concern^ 
For  if  the  Inhabitants  and  Natives  of  tbefe  Colonies  are  en-' 
titled  to  all  Liberties,  Franchifcs,  and  Immunities  of  free 
Denizens  and  natural  Sub}e<^,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes> 
as  if  they  had  been  abiding  and  born  wkhin  the  Realm  of 
England^  or  any  other  of  his  Majcfty's  Dominions  (as  it 
ixprefty  declared  in  Sedl.  xv.  of  the  firjl^  and  Se£i.  xxii,  of 
thefecond  Charter)  what  Room  can  there  he  for  that  Jlavijb 
Do^riney  which  was  broached  by  a  Judge  ^  New- York,  im 
a  criminal  Trialy  (the  Cafe  of  Col.  Bayard,  pubUfl:ed  in  the 
printed  Colle^ion  of  State  Trials)  that  altho'  petitionmg  the 
King  was  no  Crime,  yet  it  might  be  fo,  to  petition  the 
Houfc  of  Commons  in  the  Plantations,  where  the  King 
governs  by  his  PREROGATIVE;  a  Word  always 
doubtful^  equivocal,,  and  fufpiciousy  but  to  be  fure  fruitful  of 
Tyranny  and  of  all  arbitrary  and  illegal  Opprejfiony  when 
unfixed  and  unrejirained  by  the  Law.  And  what  Law  in 
the  Plantations  can  curb  the  Royal  Prerogative,  which  is  f aid 
to  be  as  ancient  as  the  Crown  of  England  itfelf,  and  to  ha 
always  inherent  and  infeperable  from  it  ?  But  it  is  not  to  he 
fuppofed,  that  that  Dragoon  of  the  Long-Robe,  and  legal 
Pander  to  Slavery^  had  any  Thought  or  Deftre,  to  flop  with 
the  Laws  the  Breach,  which  he  endeavoured  to  make  in  the 
Liberties  of  the  Colonies ;  or  to  Jlay,  with  old  moldering 
Parchments,  the  lawlefs  and  overwhehmng  Waves  of  Prero^ 
gative. 

B  UT  farther :  If  we  have  a  Right  to  all  the  liberties 
Franchifcs,  and  Immunities  ^y/Englifhrnen,  in  vain  was  the 
Chicancfj  of  K.  Charles  //,  and  at  la  ft  his  abfoluU  RefufaU 
in  the  Charter  which  he  granted  the  Colony,  to  ratify  and  con- 
firm the  Power  and  Authority  of  the  Grand  Affembly* 
CGnfiftingof  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Bugeffes;  asislf(^ 
fo  grant  and  declare,  that  no  Manner  of  Impoftttons  or 
Taxes  ihould  be  laid  on  the  Colony,  but  by  the  comnjon 
Confent  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Burgcllcs,  ^  had 
been  theretofore  ufed.    For  what  liberty,  FraachJfc,  or 
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Immunity  is  dearer  w  more  ejfential  to  Engliihmen,  than  $$ 
befubje£f  ujitch  Laws^  as  are  ena£fedy  and  to  he  liable  t0 
no  Taxes  J  but  what  are  laid  uton  ihemy  by  their  own  Conferst^ 
in  a  Parliamentary  JVdy  ?  And  befidesy  it  was  then  too  lato 
to  abridge  the  Liberties  of  our  General  AJfemblieSy  and  to  keep 
them  in  a  precarious  and  dependent  State,  as  that  Prince  (no^ 
ver  a  Fnend  to  the  Liberties  of  his  People  or  Mankind^  but 
about  that  time  particularly  plunged  in  arbitrary  Schemes  and 
Defigns)  endeavoured  to  do.  For  above  fifty  Tears  heforo 
thaty  the  Company  had  exprefly  eflahlijhed  the  General  Ajfem' 
hfyj  by  the  fourth  Charter  in  thts  Cetteffiony  and  by  a  Power 
immediately  derived  from  the  King.  Andfuppofing  their  own 
Charters  were  afterwards  legauy  revoked,  yet  that  (which 
^*<y  granted  by  his  Majejlfs  exprefs  Authority  and  Direc^ 
tiouy  andwhiifi  their  own  Powers  were  in  full  Force  andVa* 
iiditf)  will  not,  Iprefume,  confequently  /all  and  be  annulled 
with  them. 

THESE,  and  the  like  Conclufions,  will  naturally  arifi 
from  the  following  Charters.  And  I  therefore  hope,  I  fhall 
need  no  other  Rgafon  or  Apology,  for  thus  giving  them  to  tb$ 
Publick.

In  the  prepttntkm  of  thii  index, — ft  labour  of  love  which  has  afforded  no  email 
pleasure, — the  compiler  has  proceeded  upon  the  aammpiion  that  the  wwfnlnww  ot  an 
index  is  limited  only  by  its  acope  and  by  the  accuracy  with  idiich  tike  work  ie  done. 
Budi  bdng  the  caae,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  index  and  to  oroM-ref erence  every 
topic  and  every  name  which  appears  in  Stith's  Hmosr  09  YmaaaAf — as  well 
croes-feferencesof  general  topics,  asalsoof  the  Rferences  under  tike  moceimportant 
names  and  general  topics  with  a  view  to  coveting  the  volume  treated,  in  a  compre- 
hensive and  intelligent  manner,  so  as  to  furnish  to  the  student  a  fmal  key, — iHiether 
he  be  interested  agriculturally,  economically,  educationally,  ethnofegically,  financi- 
alyy,  geogriH[)hica]ly,  govenunentaDy,  indui^iially,  rdigioqply,  socially,  or  what  not. 

hi  the  matterof  the  value  and  inqxirtance-ol  Stith  tostudents  of  the  early  history 
of  Virginia,  we  kiKm  of  no  more  eminent  nor  acceptable  authority  than  Prof .  Herbert 
L.  Osgood,  of  the  Department  of  History  of  Columbia  University,  New  York  City, 
who  contributed  the  foUowing  estimate  to  Lamed's  LrmuTUBB  ov  Ambbican 
HmiOBT  (19Q2),  No.  1164:— 

"This  is,  and  is  always  likdy  to  be,  one  of  the  standard  books  on  early  Vir- 
ginia history.  As  planned  by  the  author,  it  is  the  first  volume  of  an  extended 
work;  but  it  is  the  only  installment  vdiich  ever  iH[ypeared.  It  covers  the  history 
of  Virginia  under  the  London  Company.  Hie  author  had  access  to  the  archives 
of  the  cokmy,  to  the  pi^iers  of  &  John  Randolph,  to  the  Byid  library,  to  the 
Aeoordt  of  the  London  Company.  He  treats  the  writings  of  John  Smith  ss 
reliable  so  far  as  they  rdate  to  events  whidi  occurred  while  he  was  in  the  country ; 
considers  Smith  an  honest  man,  but  that  his  writings  are  very  confused.  The 
first  part  of  Stith's  volume  is  largely  based  on  Smith,  the  latter  part  on  the 
Aeoordt  of  the  London  Company.  Defends  the  cause  of  the  Company  against 
the  King.    Written  in  dignified  style,  with  thorough  scholarship." 

For  this  work,  there  has  been  used  a  copy  of  the  Edition  of  the  Sabin  R^)rint 
(1865)  of  Stith,— tins  bdng  a  reprint  of  the  WiOiamsbuTg  Edition  of  1747,— which 
I  have  designated  as  (i), — as  well  ss  a  reprint  of  the  London  Reprint  of  1753, — ^here 
designated  as  (iii), — as  is  pointed  out  on  p.  vii  of  the  BibUogpn^hical  Note  of  the 
Sabin  Reprint. 

The  orthogn^>hy  and  phraseology  of  Stith  have  been  preserved  as  near  as  may 
be;  and  the  choice  of  '^key-words"  and  a  repeated  indexing  of  the  same  entry  under 
another  "key-word"  have  botii  been  determined  by  the  importance  of  the  subject 
involved,  as  wdl  as  by  the  number  of  entries  under  that  particular  caption.— the 
same  entry  ofttimes  appearing  more  than  once,  but  under  a  difiertet  'Icey-word," 
where  there  are  many  entries  under  a  caption, — as  is  the  case  under  "Cqu>mibtb," 
"BiOTB,  Capt.  John,"  "Tobaoco,"  etc 

In  the  matter  of  cross-references,  an  att^npt  has  been  made  to  cite  as  cross- 
references,  under  any  particular  captkm,  aQ^jrnonymous  terms  and  phrases  appearing 
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in  the  volume,  whether  they  were  synonymous  in  Stith's  day  and  generation  or  are 
BO  in  this, — and  this  for  the  obvious  reason  that  the  indexer  could  not  be  in  a  position 
to  anticipate  the  interpretation  that  the  student  is  likely  to  place  upon  any  word 
or  phrase.  And  for  the  same  reason, — and  contrary  to  what  seems  to  be  more  or 
less  of  a  general  custom, — all  cross-references  have  been  put  at  the  beginning  instead 
of,  as  usual,  at  the  end  of  the  entries  under  the  caption,  as  being  probably  the  more 
expeditious  method  of  enablmg  the  student  to  locate  that  phase  of  the  situation 
which  he  is  seeking. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  bulk,  resort  has  been  had  to  a  hberal  use  of  certain  arbitrary 
abbreviations,— a  list  of  which  will  be  foimd  opposite  p.  1,— but  an  ^ort  has  been 
made  not  to  start  any  entry  with  an  abbreviation. 

As  a  result  of  eirors  in  the  pagination*  of  certain  editions  of  Stith  (as  mdicated 
below),  It  has  been  necessary  to  devise  a  system  of  oombmation  references, — which 
is  fully  explained  bek)w, — ^m  order  to  provide  an  mdex  which  would  indicate  the 
desired  topic  or  name,  irrespective  of  the  edition  in  hand.  It  may  appear  odd  to 
some  that  these  combination  references  were  devised,  but  this  would  seem  the  leas 
cumbersome  method  when  one  recalls  the  fact  that  the  editions  designated  as  (i), 
(iii)  and  (v)  contain  two  pages  each  of  the  pages  nitmbered  247  to  256,  inclusive, 
while  the  edition  designated  as  (ii)  contains  two  pages  each  of  the  pages  munbered 
295  to  304,  inclusive,  which  would  appear  to  necessitate  some  system  of  -A  and  -B  sub- 
pagination,  but  once  such  pagination  were  used  in  the  index,  one  would  have  no 
means  of  telling  without  further  explanation  which  page  so-and-so  it  was  that  he  had 
really  turned  to,  as  the  pages  are  not  numbered  with  the  suggested  -A  and  -B  sub- 
pagination. 

Of  the  several  editions  of  Stith,  there  appear  to  have  been  five  (5) : — 

(i)  1747,— Williamsburg  (Fine  Paper  Edition,  so  called)  ;t 

(ii)  1747,— WiUiamsburg  (Poor  Paper  Edition,  so  called)  ;t 

(iii)  1753, — London  ;t 

(iv)  1763,— Williamsburg;! 

(v)  1866,— Sabin  Reprint. 

As  Stith  remains  one  of  the  unsolved  bibliographical  puzzles  of  American  literature, 
it  has  seemed  that  a  bibliographical  note  might  not  be  out  of  place.  As  I  have  been 
unable  to  have  any  but  a  limited  access  to  the  several  editions  indicated, — never 
having  seen  a  copy  of  the  edition  indicated  as  (iv) — it  was  manifestly  impossible  that 
I  should  make  an  extended  bibliographical  study  of  all  these  editions.  However, 
the  appended  Bibliographical  Note  has  been  added,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  forth 
the  latest  and  most  competent  informa&on  along  that  line  in  the  hope  that  it  may 
not  only  help  to  clear  up  the  situation,  but  also  that  it  will  put  in  the  hands  of  such 
students  as  use  this  index,  certain  bibliographical  information  which  would  probably 
not  be  available  without  access  to  a  good  library. 

The  present  writer  has  been  able,  as  stated,  to  make  a  more  or  less  restricted 
examination  of  a  copy  of  each  of  these  editions,  except  (iv),  and  has  found  the  same 
errors  and  peculiarities  in  (i),  (iii)  and  (v),  while  (ii)  shows  the  corrections  and  varia- 
tions indicated  by  the  black  type  in  column  (ii)  in  the  following  table: —

However,  for  the  purposes  of  the  indexer,  these  bibliographical  data  are  not 
neoesBarily  of  the  first  importanoe,  but  the  matter  of  greater  import  is  whether  the 
text  falls  page-for-page  alike  in  all  the  editions,— if  one  index  is  to  serve  all  editions. 

While  "differences  occur  on  almost  every  leaf/'  as  has  been  pointed  out  by  Cole 
(Church  Catalooub,  IV,  No.  963:  see  also  Bibliographical  Note  below),  yet 
the  liberal  paragn4>hing  so  adjusts  the  text  that  a  page-for-page  examination  of  the 
editions  indicated  has  shown  that  there  is  comparatively  no  variation  m  the  "catch- 
words" at  the  end  of  the  last  (47th)  line  of  each  page,— the  pages  thus  being  sub- 
•tantially  the  same  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  even  to  the  last  page  of  the  text, 
as  is  shown  by  the  following  comparisons,  which  are  all  the  variations  which  have 
been  found,— the  first  quotations  being  from  the  text  of  (i),  (iii)  and  (v),  while  those 
in  parentheses  are  from  (li): —

From  Table  "A",  it  will  be  seen  that  the  pagination  (with  the  exception  of  p.  104 
which  appears  in  (i),  (iii)  and  (v)  as  p.  410)  is  correct  in  all  these  editioDa  up  to  and 
including  p.  256;  hence  a  single  number  is  used  as  the  reference  up  to  thia  point,  as 
17,  42,  256.  The  next  page  is  aduaUy  p.  tS7,  but  in  (i),  (iii)  and  (v)  it  ia  9i«iii6«red 
$47  f  which  error  of  ten  (10)  pages  continues  uniformly  to  tiie  end  of  the  volume  with 
the  result  that,  while  there  are  aetuaUiy  $41  pages  in  the  book,  yet  the  last  page  ia 
nvmhendSSl, 

On  the  other  hand,  in  (ii)  the  error  at  p.  266  ia  corrected  (the  next  page  being 
257),  and  the  pagination  is  correct  up  to  and  including  p.  304.  The  next  page  is 
aduaUy  306,  but  it  is  numbend  296,  v^ch  error  of  ten  (10)  pagea  likewiae  eontinaes 
uniformly  to  the  end  of  the  volume  with  the  same  result  that,  while  there  are  actea%

By  way  of  re-eapitulation,  I  suggest  that  the  student  might  find  the  following 
a  hdpful  guide: — 

(a)  If  the  student  has  (i),  (iii)  or  (y),  he  should  use  the  single  number  given 
or  the  parenthetieal  number  of  aU  combination  references, — being  careful,  how- 
ever, that,  if  any  of  pp.  247  to  256  (inclusive)  appear  in  parentheses,  th^  are 
the  Hoond  and  not  the  first  pages  of  these  numbers  that  appear  in  the  text  of 
these  editions. 

(b)  If  the  student  has  (ii),  he  should  use  the  single  number  given,  or  the  first 
number  of  any  combination  reference  up  to  and  including  p.  304:  after  p.  304, 
he  should  use  the  parenthetical  number  of  all  oombmation  reference, — being 
likewise  careful,  however,  that,  if  any  of  pp.  295  to  304  (inclusive)  appear  in 
parentheses,  they  are  the  a&xmd  and  not  Uie  first  pages  of  these  numbors  that 
appear  in  the  text  of  this  edition. 

It  has  been  the  source  of  a  great  deal  of  regret  to  the  indexer  that  he  was  unable  to 
devise  a  less  cumbersome  system,  but  the  above  is  the  best  result  that  he  could  attam 
f  Tom  a  long  and  a  dose  study  of  the  vagaries  of  this  bibhographical  pussle. 

The  number  of  entries  (or  references)  is  about  14,000;  while  the  topics  and  names 
indexed  approximate  3,000.

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BIBLIOGRAPHICAL  NOTE* 

Steven'sNuaGBTB(1852),  2,  No.  2620and2621giTe  only  the  title-p«0et  oi  the 
WillianuibuiK,  1747,  and  the  London,  1753,  editions  and  make  no  criticims. 

HmoBiCAL  Maoazinb,  Vol.  I  (1857),  27,  contains  the  earliest  bibliographi- 
cal mention  of  Stith's  "Virginia,''  of  which  we  know, — in  these  words,  eioept  for  the 
omisaions  indicated: — 

'There  are  copies  of  Stith,  we  are  informed  (but  we  have  not  seeQ  one),  pur- 
porting to  have  been  printed  in  London.  If  the  woHl  was  reprinted  in  Knghmd, 
it  is  remarkable  that  copies  of  the  edition  are  of  such  rare  oceurrenoe  in  our 
time.  Certainly  it  is  not  so  with  other  books  first  printed  in  the  colonies.  That 
IS  to  say,  copies  of  English  editions  of  such  works  are  usually  far  mora  onmmoe 
than  those  printed  in  the  colonies,  from  the  very  fact  that  l^  an  American  edi- 
tion the  market  would  be  pretty  well  supplied,  and  hence  most  of  an  English 
edition  would  remain  on  hand. 

Mr.  Jefferson's  criticism  upon  our  author's  labors  in  the  hisiocy  of  Virginia, 
we  do  not  fully  endorse.  He  says  "he  was  a  num  of  classiral  learning  and  very 
exact."  This  no  one  can  deny.  That  gentleman  then  says,  "he  had  no  taste 
in  style,  is  inelegant,  and  often  too  minute  to  be  tolerable,  even  to  a  native  of 
the  country."  In  respect  to  the  first  part  of  this  charge, — that  "he  had  no 
taste,"  etc., — ^there  may  be  a  difference  of  opinion,  even  among  pretty  good 
"doctors."  And  as  to  the  latter  charge,— of  being  "too  minute,"  etc., — we 
think  that  no  inteUigent  Virginian  will  sustain  Mr.  Jefferson,  and  that  his 
judgment  was  reversed  even  in  his  own  day. 

The  author  lived  about  eight  years  after  that  date  1747,  [the  year  this  volume 
was  printed],  but  we  hear  nothing  of  a  Second  Part,  although  in  his  preface  he 
tells  us  that  he  was  (when  he  wrote  it)  "enjoying  perfect  leisure  and  retirement, 
and  not  burthened  with  any  public  poet  or  office."  Therefore  it  is  not  unreason- 
able to  conclude  that  there  is,  or  was,  something  done  during  that  eight  years 
towards  a  Second  Part  of  his  History  of  Virginia;  especially  as  he  says  himself, 
"Such  a  work  will  be  a  noble  and  elegant  entertainment  for  my  vacant  hours, 
which  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  employ  more  to  my  own  satisfaction,  or  the  use 
and  benefit  of  my  country."  Perhaps  some  of  the  readers  of  this  article  can 
throw  a  ray  of  light  upon  the  point  in  question 


Historical  Magaunb,  Vol.  II  (1858),  61,  has  this  to  say  under  the  heading 
"RepUes":— 

"Sttth's  Viboinu  (Vol.  I,  pp.  27  and  50), — ^In  the  H.  M.  for  January 
1857  appeared  a  notice  of  the  above  work,  in  which  the  writer  remarks  that  he 
has  not  been  able  to  determine  whether  the  work  was  reprinted  in  London  or 
not.    The  following  number  contained  a  communication  from  J.  R.  B.  assuring 

•The  scope  mmI  purpose  of  this  note  is  fully  set  forth  in  theprafMe.  AdUMnrledcnient  is  hereby 
mMle  of  hATincdntwn  larpely  upon:  Erani'  AMERICAN  BIBUOORAPHY  (1903-1910);  Cole^i 
A  CATALOGUE  OF  BOOKS  RELATING  TO  •  •  •  AMSRICA  (1907);  and  W.  CUytoa 
Tormoe's  A  TRIAL  BIBUOORAPHY  OF  COLONIAL  VIRGINIA  (Viislnia  Sute  Libruy.  1906J 
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the  readers  of  the  Magasine  that  there  loas  a  London  edition,— or,  at  least,  that 
there  were  cepiee  purporting  to  be  printed  in  London.  The  editor  then  sug- 
gests that,  "a  collation  of  the  two  editions  would  determine  whether  the  whole 
work  was  reprinted  in  London,  or  only  the  title  page." 

I  have  recently  been  able  to  settle  this  biographical  question  in  a  perfectly 
satisfactory  manner.  I  have  compared  a  copy  with  a  London  title-page  and  one 
with  the  Williamsburg  imprint  together,  and  I  find  them  identical  in  every 

particular  except  the  title-pages, ^there  being  two  title-pages,  one  to  the 

work  itself  and  another  to  the  Appendix.  Aboub;" 

HmrroBiCAL  Maoazinb,  Vol.  U  (1858),  184,  contains  this  note  on  Stith: — 
"I  have  two  copies  of  Stith's  History  of  Virginia,  which  appear  to  be  of  differ- 
ent editions.  Both  are  from  the  press  of  William  Parks,  Williamsburg,  1747. 
Each  has  the  same  title  and  imprint,  the  same  number  of  pages,  and  is  printed 
on  the  same  type;  but  there  are  very  numerous  typographical  varieties.  The 
two  copies  do  not  always  agree  page  for  page,  nor  line  for  line;  indeed  there  are 
hundreds  of  mstances  of  differences  in  the  termination  of  lines.  These  will  be 
found  in  almost  every  signature,  perhaps  in  every  one  but  A  and  X.  Besides 
these,  there  are  many  other  variations. 

There  are  errors  in  the  paging  in  both  copies,  but  these  do  not  occur  in  the 
same  place  in  each.  In  one  copy,  page  256  is  followed  by  247,  making  an  error 
of  ten  pages,  which  is  continued  to  the  end,  331.  In  the  other  the  paging  is 
correct  to  304,  the  next  is  numbered  295,  and  then  goes  on  to  the  end,  331, 
while  in  each  the  last  page  should  be  341.  Were  two  editions  of  this  work 
printed  in  17477  B.  Franxun.

Historical  Magasinb,  Vol.  V  (1861),  350,  contains  the  following  biblio- 
graphical mention  of  Stith: — 

"Sttth's  VntGiNiA  (vol.  i,  pp.  27,  69). — ^Th«re  were  evidently  three  edi- 
tions of  Stith,  one  with  the  London  and  two  with  the  Williamsburg  imprint, 
one  of  them  being  on  poor  paper  and  the  others  on  good  paper. 

All  three  copies  have  signature  x,  pp.  295-310,  on  the  poor  paper.  The  type 
in  all  is  the  same,  and  evidently  from  the  same  office. 

The  pages  of  the  London,  and  the  good  paper  Williamsburg,  correspond 
entirely,  in  type,  lines,  pages,  ornaments.  The  pages  run  to  304,  then  back  to 
295-310. 

The  poor  paper  Williamsburg  differs  frequently  from  the  other  two  in  lines, 
but  generally  ends  the  pages  in  the  same  way,  with  occasionally  a  word  or  two 
more  or  less.  It  differs  from  them  in  many  of  the  ornaments.  Its  paging  runs 
on  correctly  to  256,  and  then  begins  again  247. 

All  copies  end  on  p.  331.  D.  P.  S."* 

Sabin  m  the  Bibliographical  Note  in  his  re-print  of  1865  has  this  to  say: — 

'The  Original  Documents  from  which  much  of  this  valuable  work  was  com- 
piled having  been  lately  destroyed,  and  the  work  itself  being  scarce,  it  is  hoped 
its  reproduction  will  be  an  acceptable  contribution  to  American  History. 

Two  Editions  of  the  work  have  been  published;  the  First,  of  Williamsburg 
Edition  (of  which  this  is  a  re-print),  in  1747,  and  the  London  Reprint  in  1753. 


•Sabin  la  hit  Bibliofntpliiod  Note  of  1866  raya  that  thia  name  is  D.  P.  Smith. 
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In  the  "Historieal  Magaxine,"  VoL  11,  page  184,  a  writer,  under  the  peeodooym 
of  B.  Franklm,  describee  what  he  oonstdere  Two  Willlamflburg  EditioDay  but 
which  were,  m  reality,  the  Editiona  of  1747  and  1753,  but  probably  having 
titles  alike. 

In  the  same  Magaiine,  Vol.  V,  page  860,  D.  P.  S.  [mith]  attempts  to  point 
out  the  difference  in  the  Editions,  but  faDs  into  a  double  error :  firsts  in  deseribmg 
the  Fine  Paper  Williamsburg  Edition  as  corresponding  with  the  London  Edition 
in  Type,  Lmes,  Pages,  and  Ornaments;  and  second,  in  stating  that  the  *Tdor 
Paper  Williamsbu^  Edition"  differs  from  the  Fine  Paper  of  the  same  place  and 
date. 

As  I  have  the  three  varieties  now  before  me,  I  will  endeavour  to  describe  them. 

The  First,  or  Williamsburg  Edition,  of  1747,  appears  to  have  been  printed 
on  two  varieties  of  paper,  both  the  same  size,  and  both  laid,  one  being  thicker 
than  the  other.  The  Signatures,  Catchwords,  Ornaments,  Ac,  agreeing  eiaotly 
with  each  other,  and  the  error  on  page  104,  which  is  printed  410,  being  alike  in 
each. 

Signature  S  is  mispaged.  It  should  read  257  instead  247,  and  so  on  to  the 
end,  adding  10  pagee  to  the  whole  number  (331)  as  they  appear  in  this  rqirint. 

The  Second  Edition  has  the  following  Title:— '"Fhe  History  of  the  Unt 
Discovery  and  Settlement  of  Virginia.  By  William  Stith.,  A.  M.,  President  of 
the  College  of  WUUam  and  Mary  in  Virginia.  TanUu  moUe  eral  *  «  • 
condere  gentem.  Virg.  Virginia,  Printed:  London,  Reprinted  for  S.  Birt,  in 
Ave-MaryLane.    M.  DCC.  UII." 

The  Number  of  Pages,  Signatures,  Ac,  is  the  same  as  in  the  Williamsburg 
Edition.  The  pagination  runs  on  rc^arly  up  to  page  304,  then  the  reeU>  of 
Signature  X  is  paged  205,  and  so  on  till  it  terminates  at  page  331  (for  341)  as  in 
the  other  Edition. 

The  Paper  and  Types  are  the  same  as  the  Williamsburg  Fine  Paper,  but  in 
other  respects  there  are  several  variations. 

On  pages  1,  35,  101,  175,  and  176,  the  Ornaments  differ. 

On  pages  21  and  119,  the  London  Edition  has  Signature-marks  not  in  the 
other. 

On  pages  33,  73,  82,  84,  86,  89,  98,  99,  131,171,  178,  179,  206,  208,  214,  225, 
233,  238,  and  244,  the  Catchwords  differ;  while  Signature  X  appears  to  be 
precisely  the  same  in  each  Edition,  and  in  my  copy  of  the  London  Edition,  the 
paper  in  this  Signature  differs  from  the  rest  of  the  volume. 

On  page  308  of  the  Williamsburg  Edition,  there  is  a  line  across  the  page,  over 
the  foot-note.    This  is  omitted  in  the  London  Edition. 

On  page  2  of  the  Appendix,  the  capital  J  is  in  Roman, — in  the  London  Edition 
it  is  in  Italic.  Joseph  Sabin.

The  accurate  and  faithful  narrative  of  the  worthy  President  of  the  CoUege 
of  William  and  Ma^,  first  printed  in  Williamsburg  in  1747,  has  long  been 
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esteemed  a  standard  authority  in  the  eariy  history  of  Virginia.  Although  his 
style  is  inelegant  and  diffuse,  and  his  minuteness  of  detaO  is  sometimes  unneoee- 
sarily  extended,  his  scrupulous  adherence  to  the  facts  as  related  by  the  authors 
whom  he  cites,  and  his  unquestioned  probity,  have  established  the  truthfulness 
of  his  work. 

Stith  was  indebted  to  the  narratives  of  Captain  John  Smith  and  other  early 
residents  of  the  Colony  for  the  incidents  connected  with  its  setUement;  and 
while  giving  full  credit  to  the  author  of  the  "Generall  Historic," — "for  I  take 
him,"  says  Stith,  "to  have  been  a  very  honest  man  and  a  lover  of  truth," — he 
does  not  fail  to  recognize  the  prejudkies  which  seem  to  have  influenced  and  dis- 
torted his  account  of  the  affairs  of  the  Cokmy. 

A  copy  of  the  Records  of  the  Virginia  Company  for  a  period  of  five  years 
(161^1624)  was  made  by  directkm  of  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  and  purchased 
after  his  death  by  Colonel  Byrd,  which  was  used  by  the  author  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  his  History.  This  copy  is  said  to  have  come  into  the  possession  of  Con- 
gress with  the  pfl4)erB  of  Jefferson,  and  is  supposed  to  be  now  in  the  law  library 
at  Washington.  Among  other  documents  which  came  into  the  hands  of  Stith 
were  also  many  state  papers,  collected  originally  by  Sir  John  Randolph. 

The  narrative  of  Stith,  while  it  records  the  events  which  occurred  m  Virginia 
during  the  early  years  of  the  Colony,  contains  also  the  history  of  the  opposition 
to  the  Company  in  England,  which,  with  the  internal  diasensions  of  the  Coimdl, 
contributed,  no  less  than  the  hardships  experienced  by  the  colonists,  to  the 
failure  of  the  enterprise. 

An  important  and  valuable  part  of  the  work  is  found  in  the  Appendix  of 
original  documents,  embracing  the  three  Virginia  charters,  the  first  of  April  10, 
1606,  to  Sir  Thomas  Gates,  Sir  George  Somers,  and  others;  the  second,  to  the 
Treasurer  and  Company  for  Virginia,  or  the  London  Company,  beanng  date 
May  23,  1609;  and  the  third,  to  the  same  mcorporators,  dated  March  12, 
1611-12;  together  with  the  charter  from  the  Company,  of  July  24,  1621,  estab- 
lishing a  Council  of  State  and  General  Assembly  in  the  Colony. 

The  execution  of  the  work  in  the  repnnt  is  creditable  both  to  the  editor  and 
printer,  and  we  are  confident  that  their  labor  will  be  appreciated  alike  by  the 
bibliophile  and  the  historical  student. 

Field,  Catalogub  (1876),  Noe.  2278  and  2279,  gives  the  title-pages  of  the 
WiOiamsburg  edition,  1747,  and  of  the  Stith  reprint  of  1866,  but  contains  no  technical 
comment. 

Mensies,  Catalooux  (1875),  No.  1916,  contains  the  following;  after  giving  the 
title  line-for-line: — 

"The  valuable  original  documents  from  which  this  history  was  compiled  have 
recently  been  destroyed  by  fire.  The  Appendix  contains  a  collection  of  charters 
relating  to  the  period  comprised  in  the  volume.  Besides  the  copious  materials 
of  Stith,  the  author  derived  assistance  from  the  manuscripts  of  his  uncle,  Sir 
John  Randolph,  and  from  the  records  of  the  London  Company,  put  into  his 
hands  by  0>1.  William  Byrd,  President  of  the  0>uncil. 

Notwithstanding  the  recent  efforts  of  American  bibliographers,  the  bibli- 
ography of  this  subject  remains  m  as  much  doubt  and  obscurity  as  ever.    We 
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briefly  remark,  that,  there  are  two  varieties  of  the  first  edition,  one  on  ooan$, 
the  other  on  fine  paper,  except  signature  X  which  is  more  or  leas  poor  in  both. 
Then  we  have  another  Williamsburg  edition  of  the  same  date,  but  differing  in 
several  particulars.  Lastly  comes  the  London  edition  of  1753,  which  is  pr^ 
cisely  like  the  second  Williamsburg  issue.  It  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  the  80-> 
called  London  edition  is  the  second  Williamsburg  one  with  an  Engliah  tttl^ 
page. 
Brinley  Catalogtjb  (1880),  2,  No.  3796,  in  commenting  upon  the  Wilbamsburg 

edition  of  1747,  says: — 

"In  the  title-pages,  both  of  the  HiHory  and  of  the  Appendix,  the  word  "Vir- 
ginia" is  in  Italic  capitals,  and  the  letters  are  abeoluldy  idenHcalf — even  in  their 
drfedSf — ^with  those  in  which  the  same  word  appears  in  the  title  of  Mercer's 
Abridgment  of  the  Laws,  printed  by  W.  Parks,  1737;  and  the  same  typographi- 
cal ornaments,  made  up  in  the  same  fashion,  for  page-heads  and  initial  letters, 
occur  in  these  two  volumes.  But  the  collation  does  not  agree  with  that  of  either 
of  the  two  editions  described  by  Mr.  Sabin.  The  error  in  page  number  lOi 
(misprinted  410,  in  his  copy)  is  corrected:  sig.  S  is  eorreeUy  paged,  267-272,  and 
so  on  to  the  end  of  sig.  U,  p.  304;  but  sig.  X  (on  mferior  and  ydlowidi  paper) 
is  miepagedf  295-310,  and  the  error  runs  on  through  sigs.  Y  and  Z,  to  the  end 
on  recto  Z,  mispaged  331  (for  341),  as  in  the  "edition"  of  1753;  moreover,  this 
copy  has  "signature  marks  on  pages  21  and  119";  the  "line  acroes  the  page, 
over  the  foot-note"  on  page  308,  is  omitted;  and  the  capital  J,  on  page  i  of  th# 
Appendix  is  in  IlaUc, — as  in  "^e  London  edition," — though  this  page  of  the 
Appendix  is  in  the  title-form,  and  on  the  sixth  leaf  of  sig.  Z,  the  type  and  orna- 
ments of  which  unmistakably  mark  it  as  from  Park's  press.  Big.  Aa  (pp.  5-12) 
and  sigs.  O;  and  Dd  (pp.  21-34)  of  the  Appendix  are  on  the  same  yellowish 
paper  as  sig.  X:  and  the  lines  across  the  pages,  over  the  foot-notes,  are  omiUed 
on  pp.  21  and  27,  but  retained  elsewhere. 
Winsor's  Narraitvb  and  Critical  Histokt  or  Ambbica    (1884),    m,    105 

(including  foot-note),  contains  the  following  bibliographical  mention  of  this  history : — 
"Forty  years  aft^  Beverley,  the  early  history  of  the  colony  was  again  told, 
but  only  down  to  1624,  by  the  Rev.  William  Stith,  the  rector  of  Henrico  Parish; 
being,  however,  at  the  time  of  his  death  (1755),  the  president  of  William  and 
Mary  College.  He  seems  to  have  been  discouraged  from  continuing  his  harra- 
tive  because  the  "generous  and  public-spirited"  gentlemen  of  Virginia  were 
unwilling  to  pay  the  increased  cost  of  putting  into  his  Appendix  the  eariy  docu- 
ments which  give  a  chief  value  to  his  book  to-day.  He  had  the  use  of  the  Colling- 
wood  transcript  of  the  records  of  the  Virginia  Company.  His  book,  Hietory  cf 
the  Firet  Dieeovery  and  Settlement  <tf  Virginia  was  published  at  Williamsburg  in 
1747,  and  there  are  variations  in  copies  to  pussle  the  bibliographer.*  Stith's 
diffuseneos  and  lack  of  literary  skill  have  not  prevented  his  becoming  a  high 
authority  with  later  writers,  notwithstanding  that  he  implicitly  trusts  and  even 
praises  the  honesty  of  Smith. 

*Some  claim  to  be  printed  in  London  in  1753;  the  copy  in  Harvard  College 
Libraiy  is  of  this  1753  imprint;  see  Hist.  Mag.,  I,  59  and  II,  61  (where  it  is 
ass^ted  that  only  the  title  is  of  new  make),  and  the  bibliographical  note  which 
Babin  added  to  his  reprint  of  Stith  in  1865,  where  he  describes  three  varieties. 
There  is  a  collation  in  the  Brinley  Catalogue,  No.  8796,  not  agreeing  with  either; 
of  Hist.  Mag.,  II,  184,  and  North  Ameriem  Renew,  October,  1866,  p.  605. 
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Habebum,  CHABLUCAOira  Towse  GoiUBonoM  (1890),  p.  294,  No.  76,

Brofpn's  Engubh  PoLcnoB  in  EIablt  Viboimia  Hibtobt  (1901),  makes  quite 
daborato  bibUographic-histoncal  mention  in  CSiapter  VI  (p.  124),entitled  Stith's 
"Hutory  of  Virginia,"  1747:— 

"The  press  finally  eireumvented  (so  to  speak)  the  opposition  of  the  crown  by 
worming  its  way  into  Virginia  via  Maryland.  As  eariy  as  1727  William  Parks 
had  established  a  printing  press  at  Annapolis,  where  he  printed  for  the  govern- 
ments of  Maryland  and  Virginia.  He  set  up  a  printing  press  at  Williamsburg, 
probably  in  1729,  and  finally  removed  to  that  city  to  reside  in  1736.  &e  was 
the  first  legally  employed  printer  in  Virginia.  "Stath's  History  of  Virginia," 
which  was  issued  from  his  press  in  1747,  was  the  first  historical  book  published 
in  Virginia,  and  related  entirely  to  the  formative  period  of  1606-1624. 

The  Rev.  William  Stith  was  far  better  equipped  with  evidences  on  which  to 
base  his  history  than  any  previous  Virginia  historian  had  ever  been;  but  owing 
to  the  long-continued  purpose  of  the  crown  to  obliterate  the  truth,  he  was  very 
far  from  being  fully  equipped,  even  if  he  had  taken  the  proper  political  view, 
and  even  if  the  press  of  the  colony  had  not  been  virtually  under  the  control  of 
the  royal  government.  It  is  very  remarkable  that  in  compiling  his  history, 
although  he  evidently  had  access  to  the  leading  libraries  in  Virginia,  he  did  not 
have  the  use  of  a  single  one  of  the  contemporary  prints  published  by  the  mana- 
gers of  the  movement,  the  history  of  which  he  proposed  to  write,  and  it  was  not 
possible  for  him  to  understand  the  case  properly  without  them.  His  chief 
published  authorities  were  the  histories  of  Smith  and  Purchas,  which  had  pre- 
viously been  for  so  long  the  only  authorities  available  to  historians.  He  had 
none  of  the  national  official  records  in  the  premises;  of  Spain,  France  or  the 
Netherlands,  and  but  few  of  those  of  Ehigland,  and  he  could  not  have  understood 
the  movement  correctly  without  them.  But  some  of  the  corporation  records, — 
or  rather  copies  of  them,  the  originals  having  been  confiscated  by  the  Oown  in 
1624, — ^were  now  being  brought  to  light,  and  he  had  a  good  many  of  these  rela- 
tive to  events  after  1618;  but  only  a  few  of  the  records  prior  to  that  date,  and  it 
was  not  posnble  for  him  to  write  his  history  completely  without  them.  He  knew 
that  several  documents  issued  by  the  Virginia  courts  had  been  sent  over  by  Sir 
George  Yeardley,  but  he  had  the  use  of  only  one  of  them;  and  seems  to  have 
been  under  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  "great  charter"  and  the  commission 
of  1618  for  establishing  the  General  Assembly  in  Virginia  had  not  been  issued 
untU  after  the  changes  in  the  presiding  officials  of  the  corporation  in  1619.  He

"And  la«t,  but  not  least,"— The  cc^ies  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Courts  of 
the  Cooipany  ('The  Seminary  of  Sedition'')  in  London,  from  the  Quarter  Court 
of  May  8, 1619,  to  that  of  June  17,  1624. 

Next  to  the  charteni  of  1600  and  1612,  the  copies  of  the  records  of  the  Vir- 
ginia courts  were  the  most  important  documents  used  by  Stith.  They  covered 
the  period  from  May,  1619,  to  June,  1624,  but  contain  many  references  to  prior 
dates,  and  Stith's  hirtoiy  of  events  from  1618  to  1624  is  largely  based  on  them. 
As  Stith  did  not  have  a  proper  understanding  of  the  case,  he  misunderstood  the 
records  in  several  partioulari.  The  popular  form  of  government  had  been 
instituted  in  Virginia  during  the  administration  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith.  The 
parties  in  the  Company  during  the  period  covered  by  these  records  had  originated 
in  disputes  over  business  matten,  and  not  over  political  rights;  but  it  came  to 
pass  that  Sir  Thomas  Smith's  party,  in  order  to  accomplish  their  business 
objects,  catering  to  the  national  Court  party,  were  finally  willing  to  surrender 
their  popular  charter  rights  to  the  crown."

These  two  editions  are  identical  with  no  other  diange  than  the  title- 
pagfis,  and  were  both  evidently  printed  at  Williamsburg.  The  copim  met  with 
are  printed  on  different  qualities  of  paper,  the  signature  with  the  wrong  paging 
differing  materially  in  quality  both  in  the  American  editicms  and  the  supposed 
London  editacm.  Henry  Stevens  notes  as  many  as  five  varieties  being  known  to 
him.  The  copy  sold  at  the  sale  of  the  Brinley  collection  was  evidently  a  mixed 
eopy.

There  were  two  editions  printed  at  WUHamaburg  in  1747,  with  the  titleiMges 
reading  ahke,  but  with  the  text  printed  from  the  same  type  readjusted.  For 
eonvenienee  of  description,  but  without  any  attempt  to  decide  as  to  their 
priority,  we  diaU  designate  them  as  (1),  the  edition  here  described,  and'(2).

The  work  brings  the  history  of  Virginia  down  only  to  1624.  The  eariy 
eharters  contained  in  the  Appendix  give  the  work  its  chief  value  at  the  present 
day.  The  author  had  the  use  of  the  Collingwood  transcript  of  the  records  of 
the  Virginia  Company.  Notwithstanding  his  diffuseness  and  lack  of  literarj 
style,  he  has  become  a  high  authority  to  later  writers.
